manage, and tocommand) he wiſhed him to bee contented with 
his owne,and not aduenture to claſpe more within his hand, then

As this anſwere bred Diſcontent : So rage began to reſoluc 
on Armes. For the Duke (afliſted by his Marriall friends) leuied a 
ſtrong Armic'; and turnilhed it with all abiltments and neceta- 
ries for the Warre : with which (through the affiitance of ſome 
native Nobles , who adhered to his part) hee ſafely landed in 


Suſſex : where (hauing prouidently ſheltred himſelte, againſtall 
ſuddaine ſtormes) hee challenged Harold ro a lingle Combart 3

And thus ended the Saxons Raigne; which (from the firſt 
yeare of Hengi;Z4s, in the yeare of our Lord God foure hun- 


dred ſ{cuentic and five, vntill the time of this Conquett in the - 


yeare of our Lord God one thouſand fixtic and lixe ) had con- 
rtinucd: ( Sauing thatnow and then, it was interrupted by the 
Danes) the ſpace of five hundred foureſcore and elcucn yeares. 
The Duke / having thus flaine //zr#:4, and gained his King- 
dome} began to raigne as King : And /on Chriſtmas day then 
next following) hee was crowned by Alaredis Archbilhop of 
Yorke, by the enforced conſents of the Englith Nobles: Who 
(with an outward app:aule, but with an inward griete and ſorrow) 
ſubmirred themſelucs to be his ſubiets; rhe Aentyh men excep- 
ted: By whom (as heetrauailed co poſlceſſe himſelfe of the ſtrong 
Caſtle of Doxer ) he was preucntedin his tourney, and compalled 
round about by valiant men of \Var,who/carying grecnc boughs 
in their hands, and reſembling a moouing Wogd.) enuironed the 
King,and all his followers, ere they were aware therot; And protc- 
ſted mantully to dic, rather then they would {by leruile baſenefle) 
be deprived of tho'ſc ancient Lawes and Cuſtomes, whereby their 
Countrie was thenruled. The King (perceiuing his owne danger, 

| and 
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and their reſolution ) hearkned to their demaunds; and not one- 
ly grantcd their requeſts, bur (for their bold and valorousattempt) 
hee honoured them with this preheminence ; T bat cuer after- 
wards, the Kenti/h inhabitants ſhould make che Vantgard of the 
Field. 

T his gained hce that Countrie, and became ſole Lord and So- 
ucraigne ot each whole Kingdome : and ruled ir as a Conqueror, 
with more Policie than by profirable Lawes; and with more ſe- 
ucricie than did become the Gractous diſpolition of a fauourable 
King. 

For firſt of a:l (becauſe he preſumed, that ſuch as were conque- 
red, did rataer teare than louc, and would no longer obey,than the 
* yvake lay heauic ouer their neckes) by recciuing Hoſtages of the 
beſt and dearett cſtecme, hee ſecured the hdelities of ſuch as were 
cither honourable, or potent, and ſent them into Normmnde, be- 
cauſe {uddaine force and ſtrength thould not depriuc him of fo 
ſure 4 meane of his ſatctie. 

T hen ( to depriue the En2//h of all commaund, and to make 
them fceble, and his Normans [trong) he ſeized their chiefett Oth- 
ces, both of Honour, and of Profit, into his owne hands, and con- 
ferred them vpon ſtrangers: Whereat the Englith gricued much, 
but found no remedie: for Weakenetle was enforced to yeeld to 
Power, and vſurping Policte tyrannized ouer the Oppreticd, and 
bercaucd chem ot their Right, 

And ( becaulc in thoſe daies the Clergie was had in great reve- 
renceamong the peopic; in regard, that their 2uthoritie was not 
confined within the bounds of their Spirituall Ivriſdictions) hee 
reſolued toclip their wings, becauſe they ſhould no longer ſoare ſo 
bigh; and did ordaine, T hat trom thencetorth they thould nor 
commaund with anic Temporall Authoritie whatſocuer. 

He was not ignorant, that the hope of Libertic did oftentimes 
incite ſuch as vnwillingly were made ſeruile, to watch for oportu- 
nitic toprocure their Freedome : and therefore (to preuent ſuch 
dangers as might gtherwiſe enſue) he vtrerly diſarmcd and diſwea- 
poned al) the Natives of the Land, turning their Hopes into De(- 
pairc ; 4nd preventing their ExpeQartions for Releaſement, with 
the preſent Extremitie of their Bondage, T hus weakened he ſuch 
as were truly valiant, and thus made he them to ſutter much, who 
(if they had beene at libertic) would have beene able to repel! 
great force. 

And (becauſe the concourſe of much people might give them 
{ome occaiion, both to conferre of the eſtare which they were in,

andalſo toconſult of the meanes of their deliverance from their 
T hraldomc) he debarred the Enmglyh trom frequent and common 
meetings, eſpecially in the night : which to prenuent, he cauſes a 
Bell in cucrie Village, Towne,and Cirie, to be rong ar eight of the 
clocke in the cuening ; vpon the ſound whercot, all Engii/h men 
were cnjoyned to couer their fire, and to keepe themſelues within | 
their dores. And this ceremonie was,and is yet called, Couer /e fiew, 
or the raking vp of the Firc. 

Todiminilh the Nobilitic, he vicd to tranſport them tor his 
Warres beyond the Seas: and it they recurncd backe againe, then 
might they well perceiue, that he rather meant their detiruction, 
than regarded their ſeruice : for no reward was giucn to them, 
though they were valiant, nor anie (hew ar all was made, that their 
forwardneſſe was accepred by the King. 

And thus dealt he likewiſe with the vulgar ſort; by whoſe man- 
hood he fought his [harpeſt bartailes in Normanare and in Fraxce : 
thereby leſſening their numbers , and making his owne power 
more eminent among ſuch, as he enforced ro lament their owne 
misfortunes, and in vaine to meditate vpon their preſent woe. 

He alſo erced ſtrong Forts and Caftles in ſundrie places of this 
Realme, which were commaunded by his tollowers ; whole bit- 
terneſſe was ſuch againſt the Exzlrſh Nation,as that they dared nor 


| to make ſhew,that they repined at any thing,which wicked! y they 


did amiſle. 
As long as the Eng!/h abounded in Riches, and in Wealth, be 
knew they were not altogether heartleſle ; and therctore he depri- 
ucd them of thoſe comforts. And (to encreaſc his owne ſtore) he 
practiſed ſubtilerrickes on both eftares: for he robbed the Clergie 
of all their beſt and richeſt Plate and Ornaments (which had becn 
conſecrated to holy vſes) alledging, T hat T hecues and T raitcrous 
Rebels had hid themthere, to deceive him of his forteirures, and 

ſecretly to ſupport themſelues therewith,to his great hurr. 
Healſo enacted and eſtabliſhed ſtrait and feuere Lawes, 2nd pub- 
liſhed them in his owne Language; by meancs whereof, manic 
(who were of great eſtate,and of much worth) chrough ignorance . 
did tranſgreſle,and their ſmalleſt offences were great enough to en- 
ticle the Conquerour to the Lands and Riches which they did 
polleſſe. All which he ſeizcd on, and rooke from then, without 
remorl{e. | 

Then he diſallowed the Patents, and the Graunts of former 

Kings, and publiſhed them to be meerety void; and hauing ſeque- 
ſtred them into his owne hands, he ſold them againe to therrue 
| owners 
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owners for great ſummes of moncy, it they could pay them : bur : 
otherwiſe he gaue them to his NVormans,and tothe French. | | 

He procured a generall view to be taken of his ſubjes Lands, 
and cauſed rhem to be juſtly meaſured, and their cattell ro be num- 
bred, and thereby he taxed them, according to ſuch proportions 
as he plcaſed ; and (by ſuch vadue Exactions)he ſcraped and ſcrar- 
ched rogether the Treaſure of this Realme, litrle regarding the 
wants and pouertie of his conquered people, if ( by ante meancs) 
he could augment his owne ftore. 

He erected ſundrie Courts for the adminiftration of his new r3 | 
Lawes,and of Tultice; and leaſt his Tudges ſhould beare too great a 
ſway, by reaſon of his abſence, he cauled them all ro tollow his 
Court vpon all remoucs : Whereby he nor onely curbed theirdil- 
po{itions, which incitcd chem to be great, but allo tyred out the — 
Exeliſh Nation with cxtraordinarie troubles, and excetliue charges | 
in the proſecution of cheir Suites in Law. 

To open a widedore, and togiue the more free accefſe vntothe 74 
French and Normens (itthe Engl;/h ſhould happen to rebel]) he rui- 
nated all Churches, Chappels, Villages, and I ownes, which (tood 
within the compaſſe of manie myles in Hampſhire , and made the 
New Foreſt therc;vtrerly diſpeopling thoſe places where God was 
formerly ſcrued,and frugall Husbandrie maintained; making them , 
an habitation for wilde and ſavage Beatts : which at&t and deede he 
coloured with the pretence of firneſſe, and conueniencie for his re- 
creation in Hunting, when great affaires and important bulineſſe 
| would give him leaue. Burt God reuvenged his owne cauſc by the 
 vntimely death of Rufas his ſonne,and ſuccefſor ; Fho (as he bun- 
ted) was flaine with an arrow in the ſame Foreſt. | 

Aboue all other pleaſurz2s he placed his chieteſt delight in Hun- !5. 
ting : and for the furtherance thereof, when he had ſeized into his 
 owrehandsall the Chaſes and Foreſts of this Kingdome, then (to 
, preſcruehis Game from diſturbance,and from ſpoile) he made and 
executed molt {harpecand bitter Lawes agaiaſt ſuch,as(vnlicenced) 
preſumed to hunt in them; as the loſle of eyes, limbes, and ſuch 
like : But they wereafterwards made more milde and gentle, by 
ſuch as by ſucceflion wore his Crowne. 

He gaue large territories and ſpatious fields vnto his fauorites ; 16 
who did diuide them into Farmes, for their particular vies and ne- | 
; cethries, and the re{idue of them they graunred or leaſed to their 
{[aves and ſeruants ; thereby creating Manors,and enticling them- 
{clues the Lords of them. The King alſo vpon thoſe his gitts pro- 
portioned thoſe grounds,diuiding them into Hydes of Land,euery 

Hyde 
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Hyde containing twentie acres, and cight Hydes making a whole 
Knights fee. The T'cnures which heretcrucd, were Knights ſetuice 
in capite : by meancs whereot, his Tenants were enioyncd to doc 
him manie neceſlaric and honorable Seruices,eitherin his Warres, 
or to his Royall perſon. For the pertormance whereof, he rooke 
their Oathes in publike Conrts, both of Homage and of Fealtie. 
And by reaſon of this kinde of Tenure, he diſpoſcd of rhe bodies 
of their Heires in marriageas he liſted, and retayned in bis cuſtodie 
and Ward{hip,to his owne vſe,their whole Inheritance,vnriil rhey 
accompliſhed their age ot one and twentie yeares. VV hich Tenures 
are continucd at this day. And,by his exampie,others of great pol- 
ſcſhons did the like. 
And thus may we plainely ſee (as in a Mappc) the perte&t Mo 
dell and Deſcription of his rigorous and lharpe Gouerncment ; 
whercin hc rather practiſed the licentious power of an inſolent 
Conqueror, than the gratious kindnetle of an annointed King. By 


' meanes whereof, many feared, few did louc him : and ſuch as plea- 


ſed him beſt, were many times in great hazard (vpon ſmall occalt- 
ons) to be frowned on. 

In the ſecond yeare of his raigne, by reaſon ofhis Taxes, which 
excceded beyond mea(ure, the inhabitants of Northumberland,and 
of Dewon,did rebcll. But ſuch was his valour and expedition, that 
(cre they were aware thereof) his forces(like a loftie Sea,or a whir- 
ling Wind) ruſhed violently vpon them,and caſily ſubdued them, 
to their paine, 


And not long after, Swanws then King of the Dares (being anima-. 


ted and ſet on edge by the daily per{wations and enticements of 
ſuch Eng{i/p Nobles,as to prevent their owne ruine and deſtruction 
were flcd to him for ſuccour) arrived with a ſtrong Armie in the 
North: where the inhabitants (endevoring the enjoyment of their 
former libertic) with bold courage aſſiſted chem in their inuaſion. 
Burt the King almoſtno ſoonerlaw them) than he competed them 
vpon the looling hand)rto flye vnto their ſhippes. And (to reuenge 
cheinfidelitic otthe Englyþ) he vtterly ſpoyled and harrowed their 


beſt and moſt fruictull Lands, lying betwixt Yorke and Durham. So | 


that by reaſon thereof (tor the ſpace of nine yearcs after) thoſe 
grounds lay waſt, and vnmanurcd; and great numbers ot people, 
of all ages, died miſerably, with tamine, and with want. 

The next yeare after h2 ſummoned a generall Conuocation of 
his Clergic, In which (with much aſpericie anJ bitterncfle) he ac- 
cuſed divers and ſundric grave and learned Biſhops, Abbots, Pri- 
ors,and Religious Prelares,of many ſurmiles, taults, and offences: 

for 
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for which he vtterly depoſed and depriued them, both of their | 
Dignitics, Goods, and Liuings: all which he conterred vpon ſuch, 
a5 (ether through his fauour,or tor great ſummes of money) were 
able to procure rhem. 

T hele fearctull preſidents of infufferable crueltics, prouoked 
CALIrCAarits, and Edwyn,then Earies of Northamberland,and of Aer 
cz, rogether with Ezimynus, then Bilhop of Durham, torebcll. Bur 
the King (likea Lyon encountring their weaker forces) draue Ea- 
wyN 10t0 Scot/and; where trechcroully he was murdered, He tooke 
ALuircarus, and impriſoned him 1n the I ower of Zoxaon : where 
(manic yeares after) he remained, with little hope of his deliuc- 
rance. And the Biſhop (being a priſoner in the Abbey of _Adbvme- 
ton ) was cruelly tamilhed co death. | 

At this time great (trite, touching the Primacie,aroſe, betwixt the 
Archbilhops ot Canterbarze, and of Yorke: which continued almoſt 
two yearcs. Butat length, Thom.cs was adiudged robe ſubordinate 
to Lanjrank,then Archbiſhop of Can/crburie, and the other ſubmir- 
red himſelte accordingly. 

In the twelfth yeare of this Kings Raigne (ar a great Synod ho!- 
den ar Pavles Church in Zonaon) ſome Bilhopricks were tranſſaced 


trom one place to another : as Selwy, vnato Chicheiter; Kyrion voto 
Exeter, Well vnto Bith; Shirborme vnto Salisburie ; Dorcheſter vnto 
Lincoine, and Lichfeld vnto Cheſter. 

Oſwald, Bilhop of Salisbarze, was a moſt deuout and religious 
man : he deviſed acertaine formeof Pruyers ro be daily vied in his 
Church : which was fo g2nerally liked by the Clcrgie, char the 
were pub'ilhed in bookes, and vſcd in other Churches. \Vhence 
procceded the common ſ1ving of Secunium ſum Serum. 

 Inthe fifteenth yeare of this Kings Raigne { by the inſtigation, 
and with theathitance of Phritp the French King ) Robert, his eldett 
ſonne, rebelled in Normanyze: which occationed his father to goc 
thirher with an Armie. Burt he was [o ſtiffely Encountred m the 
held, that by his fonne he was vahorſed, and in great peri!l of his 
life . Bur he reſcucd him agatne, reconciled himfelfe, recetucd 


pardon, ang the King (with much lofſe) returned againe 13to |} 


Enzland. | 
And within few yearcs after, to be reuciigcd of manie inturies 
and wrongs to htm done by the faid Pip, from N ormendie, hee 
carried a puilſant Armie into Fraxce: where (with fortunate ſuc- 
ceſle, and with abundance of crueltic) he flew burnt, ſpoy!cd, and 
ranſacxed his People Townes.and Countrey. Bur ſo much was he 
travelled inthoſc affuires, and fo cxtreamely did he heate himfelte 
Ty 
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in thoſe cager conflidts, that preſently he fell ſicke, and within few 
daies after he died, atter he had much ſorrowed and lamentcd tor 
the T yrannies which he had exerciſed on the Englyh Nation : and 
atlaſt he was buried at Cane in Normanidie, in the Abbey of S. Sze- 
phen,which himſelte had builded. But his Funcrals were interrup- 
tcd by a Norman Gentleman : who would not permit him tobe in- 
ecrred there, vntill a ſatisfattorie recompence was vnto him gt- 


ven for that ſoyle, which rhe Conquerour had vniulily-taken 


from him. 

Thus this vitorious Conquerour, whoſe minde was nat to be 
confined with one Kingdome whilelt he lived, could (buing dead) 
hardly obtainc a place to be buricd in. | 

Heletr behinde him one daughter, named 1.2, and three 
ſonnes : Robert, to whome he gauc his Duchic of Normanadze: 1Wil- 
l;am,ſarnamed Rufws, becauſc his complexion was veric redde; and 
Henri : both which ſuccce{huely were Kings. 

He was of an indiftcrent (tature, ſtrongly compoſed in his limbs, 
and comely in his behauiour; ſterne of countenance, and of an vn- 
daunted ſpirit: reſolute inall his ations; quickc in his Expedi- 
tions ; wile, diſcrect, and politike in the managing of his 
aftaires and bulineſle . He banquered, and hunted 
verie much ; couered all ; opprefled ſuch as 
he ſubdued (to keepe them low) and 
alwaies held hisdecreſt friends 
in an awtull regard of 
his louc. 
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He x iam the Conqueror 
died, Robert his cldeſt fonne 
(being i in Germanze ) 4ccom- 
modated himſelte(with great 
ſutfciencic) to thoſe aftaires 

I 2nd bulineſſes wherewirh his 
tacher had entruſted him : fo 
that, by means of hisabſence, 
the Conquerors lait 3 ill and 
Teltament, the furtherance 
by Lanfrank, then Archbiſhop 

ot Canterburie ( who, by rea- 

ſon of his great learning, and 


| {ingular vertues, was verie deere and revercnd inthe peoples cyes) 


and by manie coltlic eifts, enlarged with vnaccuſtomed bounrie, 
IVilham (his younger brother) was crowned King. 

Bur not long attcr, Duke Robert (repining,that his right, by force 
and injuſtice, ſhould be madc a prey ro him that did "Turpe; zand 
purpoling to regaine by his preſence that which by his :blence he 
had loſt)came into England guard ed witha braue Armiec of vncon- 
quered Normans, and manic French, whome Philip their King had 

waged for his aide: But ſuch was the Dukes milde and flexible dil: 
polition (though he were palling valorous, and bold)that hetather 
enclined himſelfc to a peaceable compolition, which was gently 
craved by his brothcr, than (by the eftuſjon of much bloud) to 
poſſeſſe himfelfe of this Crowne: ſorhar (in the end) being fairely 
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promiſcd, T hat if he ſuruiued, he thould ſucceede; and accepting 
the graunt of three thouſand marks by the yeare, he tookea friend- 
lic leauc, and returned, well plcaſed, and ſafclic vnto his owne 
Duchie. : ; 

T he King (by theſe meanes) more ſtrongly fixing bis foote in 
the poſſeſſion of this Kingdome, and being better aſſured of his 
eſtabliſhment than he was before , began forthwith to tread in his 
fathers ſteppes,and (with like opprefhons and ſeucritic)ro humble 
the hanghtie courage of the Engl - and finding by the Rules of 
Policie, T hat Plentie puffeth vp, and chat Penuric robbeth ſuch as 
arc hardie of the chicfeſt Requilites which might enable them to 
reliſt, impoſed on them manic vnuſuall Payments, and intolerable 
T axes; which by his greedie miniſters and ſawcic officers were le- 
uicd with ſuch deſpighrand crueltic, that thereby they might well 
perceive, that he meant.nothing more than to cut the nerues and 
ſinewcs of their ſtrength. | 

About the ſamertime, 04s his vncle, being Biſhop of Bsyor, re- 
paired into Emzlaud; where (by reaſon of the Kings regardfvll at- 
tection towards him) he found ſuch welcome and triendly enter- 
tainment, that he was created Earle of Aken7. 

Theold Biſhop, and young Earle, preſuming too much on his 
Nephewes louc, and mounting his conceits aboue the height of a 
conuenient pitch, tooke vpon him more authoritie to rule, than ct- 
ther a ſtranger, ora ſubje&, in wiſedome thould aftet: whichalte- 
red theplealantneſle of the Kings countenance into frownes, and 
madc him- much lefle efteemed, than otherwile he would haue 


beene. 


T he Biſhop (whoſe heart was haughtic, and whoſe minde aſpi- | 


red to more than ordinariegreatneſſe) ſo inwardly grudged, that 


the Line of Soueraigne Majeſtic ſhould rye him thore, that openly | 


he did rebell ; and in ſuch ſort (by the helpe of the Exe! Nor- 
mans) diſtempered the ſoundneſle of the Commonweales Peace 
with manie turbulent and dangerous mutinics,in ſundrie places of 
the Land, that the King (contrarie to his naturall diſpoſition, and 
contrarie to the former Rules of his Policic) was compelled to 
ſtrengthen his owne part by the Englh Nation ; whome ( with 
better vlage, fairer ſpceches, releaſement of injurious T axes, and 
great gifts) he made fo firme and faithfull ro him, that (by thcir 
afſiſtance) he more than well hoped to preuaile. And ſuch was 
his new courtelte and kindneſle ro manic of the reuolted Lords, 
that (leaving the Biſhop and his aſſociates) they adhered firmely 
vnto the King. 


T hele 


—— 
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Theſz frations and theſe dilorders in the pnblike State begot 
new conccits in alcolyne King of Scots - who on the luddaine rai- 
ling a faire Armie of aduenturous mcn of warre, inuaded the Nor- 
thres parts of this Kingdome. The newes whereof appalled no: 
"the King, butrarherit inſpired him witha ſpirit of fuch 1nuinc:ble 
courage, that marching firſt againſt the Bilhop and bis Complices, 
with an high hand he obtained a quicke victorie, and cntorced the 
vniviſe Bithop, his vacle, toabiure rhe Land. 

And torrhwith (being mounted alotr,vpon the wings of Furie, 
and ſcorning to be checked by relilttance)herulhed with ſuch man- 
like violence vpon the hardie Scots, rhar the greateit numbers of 
them were quickly (laine inthe field; and Malcolyne was not onely 
compe!led ro acknowledge his ſu biection, by renewing or ts tor- 

mcr Oath, bur willingly he became a Penrtioner to the King. ' 

In the lixt yeare of his Raigne hi3 proſperitic was interrupted by 
the obltinate Rebellion of Rees, the lalt King of the econ: 
who ſo infeſted him with broken warres, that, tor many moneths 
rogether, being vrged to fight with Mountaines (to which vpon all 
cntorcements they fled) in ſtead of combating with men, he could 
finde no reſt. But ſuch was his reſolution, his valour, and vndaun- 
ted courage, to withitand the ſtrongeſt puth of all extremities,thar 
in the end he ſlew their King, and (by a glorious victorte) he betrer 
ſecured theſubjeRtion of the /Velchmen, than any of his prgdecct- 
{ors ha] done betore. 

Not long atterwards, M/co/yne thc King of Sco?s{being vnkind- 
ly and difgracetully denied accefle ro the E22'/ Court, where he 
intended a triend!y conterence vpon many matters ofgreat weight 
and conſequence) returned 1nto Scotland; and being intected with 
a miliion of dilcontents, the diſeaſe of his patſions publithed it 

felte, with much danger, ro the Northren parts: which he inuaded 
with a ſtrong Armic; [poyling, robbing, burning, weunding, and 
killing (without controlment) in all places, as he liſted : vnri]l he 
belieged a ſtrong Caſtle ; which for manie dates was valiantly de- 
fended by Robert Mowbray, then Earle of Northumberland: who at 

length ſeeming to yeeld tothe trowardnefſe of his difaſterous for- 
tune, and comming our of his Caſtle gate weil mounted, with the 
keyes thereof faſtened vnto his launce, and making low obcyſance 
tothe King in token of his ſubmiſhon,and gGaſhing his ſpurres into 
bis horſe, he ranne vpon the King, and with his launce (in ſtead of 
tendering him the keyes) he pierced out his cye, and ſlew himon 
tae place : Which having done, be eſcaped, flying like the winde, 
leauing the diſmaycd Scots behinde him, to lament their irrecupe:

rableloſle, and with much ſorrow to returne into Scotland with 
cheir breathldiſe King. 

As on the Sea-ſhore one wane Grctnles another: ſo in humane 
aflaires there is no cnd of troubles. No ſooner was this bulineſle 
concluded, but anotherdid begin. For Robert Duke of Normanire 
(conceiuing himſelfe to be much wronged, by a ſuppoſed breach 
of the Kings former promiles) reſolued totranſj porta faire Armie 
into Enz/and, tor the regayning of his Right : bur thc King ( pur- 
poling rather to aduenture often{iue Warres abroad, than with al- 
ſured lofſe ro detend himſelte ar home) en a ſtrong power of 
able and willing men of warre, with which he ſayled into Normen- 
aie. But Php of France (0 friendly ! backed rhe Duke in thoſe em- 
ployments, that the Ex27z/h torces tound themſelues roo weake to 
doc him any harme. So this vnexpected relittance compeilea the 
King tocalt his plot into a new mould, and by ſleight and policic 


ro effect that, which by open violence he could nordoc. Wherefore 
(not making himſelte ouer-much becholding to long deliberation) | 


hc ſent many of his chieteſt Commanders into Enzland, who(with 


more than ordinarie diligence and ſpeede ) in lhort time wag 

ſtrong Armic of rwentie thouſand men : who (being readic to be 
embarked) were vnexpectedly greeted with this faire offe r, That 
\uch of them as would ſeucrally giuc tenne ſhillings to the King, 
rowards hisleuying of new forces in Norman:e, ſhould be difmil: 
fed from that journcy. T his demaund (in reg ard ofcach partic: 
lar giver) was not great : but the entire value thereof, when it was 
colleted,amounted roa good ſumme; becaule there were few, or 
none, who by this payment procu: red not their diſcharge. And 
the French King (being ſecretly corrupted with the gift of the grea- 
cer part of this money) made preſent choiſe rather ro ſhrinke trom 
his kinde friend, than to aſhſ{t him athis neede : fothar the good 
Duke (being letr alone, and yer accompanied with the ſen! ibleap- 


prchenlion of his ownedeletts, and making a vertue of hisnecct];- 


ties) contented himſclfe to ſublcribe to the commaund of his ad- 
uerſc fortune. For, making an enforced Pcacc with his brother,and 
pawning to him his Duchie of Nermandie for tenne thouſand 
pounds; himlſeite in perlon, with orhcr Chriſtian Princes, waged 


 warres inthe Holy Land. 


As ſoone asthe King was returned into Ez2land, the Rebels in 
[Vales fammoned him to anew Warre; which he vadcrrooks witn 
great celeritie.and with much valour.Bur the craggie Mountaines, 
the ſteepic Hils, the thicke Woods, and the watrie  Marithes ( vnto 


| which the /s el:hmen vicd arenas to flye vpon currie teare of 
3 danger) 
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\ 
danger) fo toyled and tyred the Eng!ys torces, that the King (to 
encreaſe his ſtrength, and to turnith bimſelte with more hieting 
meanes to ſubdue thoſe Rebels) was compelled, without honour, 
coreturne. 

Bur rhoſe his new preparations were interrupted by another 
Rebellion inthe North: which was occaltoncd and conducted by 
Robert Mowbray, Earic of Northumberland; who madly cxpreiled 
the malecontent<dnes of his difordered pathons, becauſe the King 
(as he conceiued) had nor required his ſeruice done vpon Mulco- 
[yne,cthe King of Scors, with any worthic or condigne reward. Bur 
fuch was the haughcic ſpirit and courage of the King, that choſe 
vnexpected troubles, which benummed the ſenles ot the vulgar, 
did (cr an edge vpon his valour, making him to fcorne teare, and to 
entertaine hope ; and antmarting him, w.th a ſctled reſolution, to 
dare tortunc to doc her worſt. For he no ſooner ſaw his reuolred 
ſubjects of the North, but he loaded them in ſuch fort with blowes 
and wounds, that ſuch as fled not he made a prey vnto death, or 
madethem miſerable examples to their friends; who might be- 
moane them, bur could not releaterhem, of their loſſe of Eares, 
Eyes, Hands, Noſes, or Fcete. Thus did rhe King beate downe 
their pride , and tooke the Earle as hee fled, and ſent him to 
the Caltlc of /:n.i/our , where hee was commirted to a ftrong 
Priton. | | 

Thendidthe King (with new ſtrengrh)march againe into !{/ales- 
bur his former miſhaps were preiident> to his later ſucceſſe. For al- 
beit that Furic made him more aduz-nturous than Reaſon gave 
him warrant, in regard that his magnanimous ſpirit could not dti- 


« gelt the countcr-checks of ſuch a {carrcred Rabble: yer (when hce 


had weakened his {trength, and impaired Þis Armie, by the loile 
of manic valiant men, vpon the vatt and deſolate Mountaines, 
which ifoordedhim nothing but Repentance) he was entorced 
(tarre 2gaintt his will) rhe ſecond time toreturne, leaving the /fe/ch 
Rebels vncorredted ; and theretore exceedingly emboldencd in 
th-iriinnce. IV hoſe infolencies bred in the King fucha ſtrong reſo- 
lution ro revenge, that foure yeares after (when they ſuſpected not 
any approaching danger) he ſcnt againtt them the two Earles of 
S9ecavarie,and of Cheſier,witha ſtrong Power: who finding them 
rioting inthe lic of Anzleſey, ſctvpon them, flew divers, wounded 
more, fuitered tew to eſcape ; and ſuch as were taken priſoners, 
were eyther exccutcd with manmie Torments, or diſmcmbred, 
wita ſuch Dcpriucments , as happened to the Rebels in the 
Norin, 
F | ; Now 
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Now when the King (by the helpe of the Engliſh Nation) had 
obtained many memorable victories againſt the Scots, IVelchmen, 
and the Northren Rebels; and (by their ailiſtance) had in ſuch ſort 
eſtabliſhed his aftaires,thar ail fearc of turure perils was quite bant- 
ſhe??; imirating the example of ſome vnthanktu!l Mariners : who 
(by the goodnetle of a ſound Ship) hauing eſcaped the boiſterous 
rage of an hideous Tempeſt, will leaue her in the Roade, ſubject 
to the furic of the windes, and to the violence of the waters : Hee 
not onely forgot his honourable atchicuements by their meancs, 
but vnthanketully he required chem, who had treed him trom ma- 
nie vnſpeakable dangers. For,as in former times, ſo now againe he 
dis-hcartened them, by manie intollerable exattions, new impoli- 
(itions,and mercileſſe opprelions : turning their longings after Li- 
bcrtic intoa ſcruile Bondage; their expectations for Fauour, into 
Deſpaire; and their Plentic into ſuch Poucrric : that rhough thoſe 
Times gaue them leauc ſorrowtully to bewayle rheir grietes; yet 
Hope adminiſtred ro them no comtorr tor Relictc. Yca,ſuch was 
his impictic, and ſuch was his couctousdelire, by all vnjuſt mcanes 
to enrich himlelie; chat impiouſly he ſold tor moncy the greateſt 
and the beſt Promotions, both in-Church, and in Commonwealc : 
and did prohibire 4n/e/me, then Archbiſhop of Canter burie, to al- 
ſemble any Conuocations,or Synods, for the well ordering of the 
Clergic, or for the correCting of ſuch as did ofterd ; without his 
leaucand licence: by meanes whercot, he ſecretly tilled his cofters 
with much Treaſure, 2 

T heſc indignitics,and theſe irreligious praiſes, were ſharpely 
reprehended by An/elme - yet found he no retormarion of thoſe 
monſtrous abuſes. Whcretorc ( being vnable anic longer to ſup- 


port ſo ponderousa burthen, both to his Conſcience, and allo to 


his Eſtate) he reſolucd to torſake the Realme,and appeale to Pope 
Frbanthethird; though by the King he was prohibitcd {o to doe. 
But inthe beginning ct his journey, as he patſed towards Deer ; 
himſelfe, and al! his tollowers (by the Kings vncharitableappoirt- 
ment) were cuilly entreated, and robbed of theirchicteſt wea'th. 
Yer went he torth, and at Romecomplained to the Pope : who 
forthwith, would haue excurmmunicated the King ; had hce not 
formerly pronounced that Sentence againſt the Empcrour Herr 
the tourth (who was the firſt Chriſtian Prince Soucr:i:ne thar c- 
ver was excommunicated by anic Bilhop of Rome: ) and by his 
Clergic he was aduiſcd to ſee the end and efteR of that Sentence; 
and {hould not heate anie more yrons, betore ke law how the for- 
mer would be quenched. 
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Manie Letters and ſundrie Meſſengers were ſent vnto the King; 
admonilhing him not to intermeddle ante more withthe inveſting 
6t Biſhops; by giuing co them the Crofle, Ring, and Paſtorall 
Staffe; nor with the Temporalrties of anie Ecclelialticall Promo- 
tions, either when they were vacant, or otherwiſe. Nor ſhould pro- 
hibire the aſſembling of anie Conuocations or Synods, touching 
the Churches affaires and buſineſT2 : Nor ſhould prohibite the 
execution of anic Canons ; albeit they were not by Regall au- 


thoricie confirmed. 
| Bur che King little reſpeted thoſe Commavunds, and ſtoutly 


| anſwered, Thar, rouching them all; bee would (till doe as hee 


pleaſed ; and would nor looſe fo tairca flower belonging varo his 
Crowne. _ | 

Bur whileſt theſe buſincſles were thus ated, the King was often- 
times ſharpely rebuked by Ralph,the Bilhop of Chrcheſter, tor thoſe 
vnjuſt gricuances and wrongs which were offercy to the Archbi- 
ſhop, and his followers, at the time of their departure towards 
Rome. Bur, like as a man, the deeper he is wounded, the more im- 
patient he 1s to be ſoundly ſearched : fo the King (knowing his of- 
fence to be impious and vngodly) retaſcd to be admonithed : and, 
in ſtcad of reforming of thoſe things which had been done amiile, 
he heaped many diſgracetull wrongs vpon the good Biſhop, and his 
Dioceſſz; within which (of his own wilfull obltinacie, and becauſe 
hee would proclatme his will to be a Law) hee ſuſpended many 
Churches, and conucrted their Reuenewes ro his owne vile. 

Bur his later meditations better informing him than his former 
negle&, and vnaduiſed paſhons: he not onely received the Bilhop 
into his extraordinaric gracc and fauvour; but enriched him and his 
See with many honourable Priviledges and Princely gitcs: Yet at- 
tcrwards be banilhed him our of his Kingdome. 

It happened, that (as he hunted in the New-Foreit) he was in- 
formed, that the Frenchmen had compaſſed the Citie of Conftancrz 
in Nermandte with a Sicge, which was both Sirong,and dangerous. 
Whereupon (leauing his Spcrts, his Nobles,andall his Companic) 
with great expedition he poſted towards the Sea: and, without any 
preparations fitting for ſuch a journey, he leapt into a Barke ; and 
commaunded the Marincrs to weigh their anchor, and to hoyle 
their Sayles. But ſuch was the turious violence of a boyſterous 
ſtorme, that (nor daring to doe what they were commanded)they 
refuſed to obey: Wherear the King was much enraged, and did 
enforce them to yeeld to his reſo!ued humor; athrming, That 


they had ncuer heard, thata King was drowned by thediſtemper 
| ot 
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of anie winde. And ſuch was his fortunate Paſſage in a time ſodan- 
gcrous, and ſo much were the Frenchmen daunted with the vnex- 
pected newes of his ſuddaine landing : that inſtantly they aban- 
doned the Sicge; and by their quicke departure preuented the ha- 
zard which they much doubted. 

And within two yeares after his returne into England,and in the 
thirteenth yeare of his Raigne (as he hunted in the ſaid New-Fo- 
reſt, which his Father had made,and which himſelfe had enlarged, 


by depopulating of ſundric Townes, Villages, and Farmes, and 


with the vtter ruine of manie Churches, Chappels, and Religious 
houſes) he was ſlaine with an arrow : which being ſhot vnto a 
Deere, vnforrunately glanced vpon him, as, not long before, his 
Nephe w #:chard, and Sonne vnto Duke Robert of Normandie, had 
beenc there ſlainc. 

And thus ended the troubleſome, yet victorious, Raigne of King 
IViliams, third ſonne to the Conqueror: who being of a wanton dil- 
polition, negleing marriage , and daily ſolacing himſelte among 
his whores and concubines, dicd withour any lawtfull iſſue of his 
bodic. He was of a comely ſtature; firmely compacted in his 

limbes; very ſtrong, aftiue, and healthic ; exceeding le- 

cherous,and couctous; otan high courage,and nobly 
valorous; conſtant in his reſolutions ; ſcorning 
Forrune, and all T roubles. T hus he li- 
ued, and thus he died ; getting 
much, and ſuddainely 
leauing all. 
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Hz x King iam the ſecond 
DI died; Rober;,his eldeft brother 
( fortunate in all his procee- 
P, | dings, lauing onely in his Suc- 
2» ccihon to this Crowne) war- 
@ Af cd vitorioully ( as manie 0- 
== {cher Chriſtian Princes did) in 
M che Holie Land : where(in re- 
A zard of his honourable deedes 
\ Z/ and heroicall ations) he refu- 
V/ ſed to be made King of Jeru- 
4 Pf /alem. 
By meanes of his abſence, a 
fir oportunitie was offered vnto Herr, his youngelt brother, ro fir 
as King in his Thronc : whereunto (without labour, or diffcultie) 
he aſcended, through the favourable afte&ion of the Nobles and 
common People: whoſe hearts were the more firmely engaged to 
his ſcruice, becauſe he was borne in Ezgland atter his father was 
crowned King : and alſo, becauſe his ſingular Wiſdome,rare Lear- 
ning, milde Diſpoſition, and princely Vertues,were plaine and ap- 
parant demon{trations, that hts Gouernment would be accompa- 
ricd with honorable Archicuements; gracefull,ſafe,and profitable 
both to the Church, and alſo to the Common-weale. 
No ſooncr was hecrowacd,and proclaimed King, but \Wiſdome 
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The Fiſtorie of King 
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Arrzev of | Gid informe him, T hat it was Cxpc 2dient, ns Ettate lnould + 


{trongly be ſupported againit the hazards ot furureT Inc, and his. 
brothers T itle. \Vheretore ( having ſeized <pon the plentituil 
heapes of the laſt kings Treaſure) he dilperied them trankly into 
the hands of {uch,as vponall occations,and inalldangers, were avie 
co afoord him their beit counſeil, and the belt reliefs . T den hee 
dignified ſuch as were great, with the greate!! Olices; ; and with 
ample I itles of much Honour: And mitigarcd the rig our of the 
former new Lawes z and promiſed reſtirution of cheold, His care 
was great, that in \Weights and in Meaſures there might bo no de- 
tet: bur char all, in all places, ſhould be tered by ſuc h Stand. ards 
Ilo acquired the People trom the Taxe of 
Dane-2e!t; and from all other vnjult payments and demaunds im- 


| poſed vpon them by therwo former kings. He caue tree libertie to 


the Novlcsand Gentlemen of this Realme (for their plealurc,and 


| better recreation) to incloſe Parkes tor Deere,and tree \Varrens tor 


racir Conics, and ſuch like Game. And as T raitorsto his Vertues, 
State, and kingly Gouernment, he cxiled and banithed trom his 
Court and Preſence all baſe Flarterers ; Nicenctle in Behautovr, 
Luxuriouſneſſe in Conucrſation ; Sumpruouſneltle in Apparc!l, 
and Supcrfluitic in Dyer. Heorda 2ncd punithments by de.th tor 
all ſuch as violently ſpoyled or robbed inthe High wayes. VWirh 
indefatigable traucll and paine hee corrected and reformed the 
monſtrous Pride, intolcrable Couetouſnetlz,and [- cure Negiig «NCC 
and Slouth of the Clergie. He recalled from Bani{hment 4» /c/me, 
and reſtored him to his Archbiſhopricke of Canterburie : and gauc 
him full power to aſſemble Conuocations and Synods at his plca- 
ſure, for the amendment of ſuch things as were v 'nlufterable inthe 
Church. Helctrvnto the Pope his power and auchoritie r0 tnvelt 
Bilbops, by giuing ro them the Ring, the Croſle, and the Paſtoral! 
Stafe, All tuch Eccleſiaſtical Promotions and Dtgnittes, us, by 
the lewd aduice and counſel] of Reynulph, Bilhop of Purbam, Bis 
brother had ſeized into his owne hands,and converted to his owne 
vſe; he volunrarily and treely conferred vpon Honeſt, Graue,Lear- 
ed,and Vorthie Men: and committed the ſaid Biihop a pe r1l0- 
ner tothe Tower of Zondon,; from whence he afterwards cſcaped, 
and cagerly incited Rovert, Dule of Norman, by the Sword to 
ww his claymeto this kingdome. \Vho rhercupon (to maintaine 
his demaund in that behalfe) rayled a ſtrong Armie, w Dich he in- 
tended, with all conuenient expedition , to ranſport into this 
arms Bur as king //errie, by thoſe precedent prouifions, had | 
cndeared himſclte in the Peoples loue : fo had he the more con- | 
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firmed ir, by taking ro wife Mawlae, the lifter of Edgw, King of 
Scots, and daughter vnto AMalcolyne, by Margaret his wite, lifter ro 
Edzar Auelimge (who died without itlue) and daughter to King 
Edward, thc tonne of Edmund 1ron-/ide, the victorious and valiant 
King of the Sa.xo0#s. | 

When Duke Robert, with his Armie, was arrived in England, 
the noyſc ot Trumpets, the ſound of Drummes, and the {war- 
ming muiticudes of well-approued Souldiors, ft tor the Warre, 
attoorded none othcr thing but a tearetull expeRation of much 
trouble. Butasa threatening lowring Cloud is ſometimes diſper- 
ſed by a tare ſhining Sunne: ſo thefe approaching conflicts ( by 
the dilcceete mcdiacion and counlell of worthie friends) were 
ſuddenly preuented; and a friendly peace, bctwixt the two bro- 
thers, was louingly concluded, vpon ſuch like conditions, as for- 
merly had beenc agreed on in /Vi41am Rnfis his daies : whereat the 
Norman Lords were much diſplcaled, and returncd diſcontented 
with their Lord. | 

"Bur ſuch were the malignant ſpirits of the Enuious z or fuch 
was the grecdie diſpolition of thoſe who were Couetous, or ſo ea- 
ger was the Kings appetite to enlarge his Dominion : that manie 
great quarrels, tor [mai and tr:fling cauſes, began vpon the fud- 
daine to preſent themielues vnto thole two brethren. Inlomuch, 
that King Uenre paſſed witha ſuthcientang a well-ordered Armie 
into Aon2a7gtc : where he was athited by manie of the Dukes dil- 
contented Nubiles. By meancs whereot, the King (in ſundric skir- 
miihe3 and cofitits) to preuaticd, that with little danger, and 
ſma!l reliſtance , hee chaled the turſaken Duke trom place to 
place; and wonne trom him the Cities of Xoan, Cane, Jaoys, and 
manie others : and then hee returned into England with much 
honour, , 

T he Duke perceiuing that his Lords and Gentric refulcd to 
giuc him anic hclpe ; and that the Kings Eſtate, Strength, and Ri- 
ches ſo encrealcd, that no hope of recoucrie (by ſtriuing and by 
{trughing ) was lctt vnto him, ſubmitted himſelte to his two Ene- 
mics, Time and Fortune, (the ſcornetull deluders of ſuch as re- 


polz their confidence vpon them) and came ſecretly and privat- 


ly into Enzland ; prelented himlcite to the King his brother; 
and referred to bis owne ccnlure and will, both himſclfe, his 
Ductie, and all Debates and Controueriies whatſocucr . But 
the King { eyther becauſe hee knew that the Duke was too 
vncanltant or for thar {ome ſecret whiſperers had prepared 
him to prejudicate his brothers Truth, and honeſt Meaning ) 
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with an eſtranged countenance, and a difdainetull cye , departed 
vnkindly from the diſtreſſed and perplexed Duke ; coyly refuſing 
ro ork of his ſubmiſton, which in all humilitic by him was pro- 
tered. 

The Duke (being picrced tothe heart, that his misfortunes 
ſhould fo much wrong him) returned with all expedition into his 
owne Countrey  reſoluing, T hat in the open Field he would ra- 
ther dic asa valiant man, than thus betrampled on by Diſhonour 
and by Diſgrace. And the king (conjetturing rightly what he pre- 
tended) followed him with manythouſinds of men: and fo otren 
ne encountred the weake Duke with his great (trength, that within 
few dayes he tooke him, and brought him as a priſoner into Eng- 
lan1: where (becaulc he hearkened co Natures enticement; which 
perſuaded him to ſceke his libertic, and to praftiſe his eſcape) both 
his eyes (by the kings commaundement) were plucked out. After 
whichtime heliued as a miſerable and asa wretched capriue more 
than the ſpace of rwentic yeares. Arlcngth, being dead,inGloceſicr 
he was buried. 

Abourthe ſame time Robert Bel2/rre, Earle of Shrewsburie, tray- 
tcroully did rebell : but wanting Wealth, Wit, Courage, and 
Strength (the foure Champions of the ſtrongeſt Field) he was cn- 
forced to flye into Normandie . Where finding 1/iham, Earle of 
Hortatgne and of Cormya!/, much diſpleaſcd with the king , for 
that (as he ſurmiſed) he kept from him vnjuſtly the Earledome 
ot Kent; he ſo much inſinuatcd himſclfe into his loue and coun- 
ſels, that cafily he perſuaded him to rebel]. So both of them joy- 
ning both their forces together, they made a goodly {hew, as if 
they would work wonders. But ſmall oppoſition enforced them to 
rake a plaine view of theirratherrors;and(leaving that which they 
had) to make hard ſhifts for the {afegard of themſclues. Wherein 
theirill ſucceſſe was a juſt reward tor their foule offence: for by the 
kings Power they were taken, and by him held as priſoners whileſt 
they liued. g 

The king hauing now caſt anchor, as he was reſolued, in a fafe 
harborow ; and nothing fearing the blaſts of any Fortune which 
might attempt to {ſhake his ſetrlement in this kingdome : and fin- 
ding that manie inconueniences did daily preſſe him with much 
diſhonor and diſgrace ; becauſe he intermedled not with the Tem- 
poralties of Bilhoprickes when they were vacant; nor with the in- 
ueſture of Biſhops, as his Anceſtors had done : and being infor- 
med, Thar thoſe things were inſeparable incidents vnto his 
Crowne; and that his neglc& to vſc them depriucd him nor of 


his 
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his Right vnto them ; reſolued , T bat he would nor any longer 
torbeare to chalcnge, and to pur in practiſe, thoſe things which 
ſo jultly did belong vnto him. W hercat <M/elme, the Archbi- 
ſhop of Canterburre, was much diſplealcd , and did vrterly refuſe 
to conſecrate ſuch new Bithops, as had recetued their Inueftures 
from the king. Bur Gerald, rhen Archbiſhop ot Yorke, chceretully 
performed that Ceremoaic, vpon the kings conmaund. 

T his new quarrell tranſported 4nſeime the ſecond tim? from 
Enzland vnto Rome : where he complayncd to Pope Paſchal the 


ſecond of thoſe, and of manie other, wrongs : all which were 


controuerted, and Yebared with the ttrongett oppolitions on et- 
ther partie. But two yeares after, A»/e/me (with rhe licence and 
fagourof the king) returned : and ina Synod of the Clergic, hol- 
denbyhim in Zon4on, by the Popes authorite, it was enacted, 
T hac from thenceforth no Temporatil man {hould giue Inuefture 
ro any Bilhop by the Crollc and Ring, 

Within three yeares after, A»/e/me died: and the Temporal- 
tics of that Dignitie being ſeized into the kings hands, were (for 
the ſpace of five yeares) raken, receiucd, and conuerted to the 
kings vic. And if ar anie time (as hee was ofcen)) hee were en- 
treated by the Bilhops to conterre that See vpon fome other; 
his anſwere was, T hat he onely kept it fora luthcient and a wor-

In the yearc of our Lord one thonland one hundred and 


_ cighr, hee creted the Bithopricke of E/y, and endowed it with 


jarze and honourable Poileihons : which wonne him much fa- 
uour with the Pope, and procurcd him the loue of his owne 


Clcrgie. 

Thus, when the King (for a few yearcs) had enjoyed the be- 
nefite of an happie Peace, and held all Normanare fubjctt ro his 
owne commaund his tranquilitie and his pleafure were enuicd 
by Lews le Groſſz, then king of France - who firſt of all procured 
Fuike, Earle of 4nzeos (vpon a weake pretence) to ſeize vpon the 
Countrey of Aayze, and then animared Bu/awyne, Earle of Flan- 
ders, to declare againſt che king in Armes, tor the with-holding of 
a yearely penlion of three hundred markes ; whi-hthe Conque- 
rourg1ue onely vnto Bz/d:ryze, the fitth Earle of F/angers, during 
bis lite. But the ſame had atterwards beene payd to his Sonne, 


and Nephew, by the courteiic of the ſucceeding kings ; becauſe 


the Conquerour had bcene well athited in his Warres with Exe- 
[ma by the [aid B:/4wyne the itch All rheſe made ſtrong pre- 
parations to inuade the Kings Duchic of Normandie - Bur the 

newes 
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The King newes thereof rowled the King from his bed of eaſc ; filled him 


- 
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full with Princely reſolutions ; occalioned him to palle the Sea 
with an Armie of rough and rough Nobies, Gentrie, and com- 
mon Souldiors. And lhortly after his landing (looſing no time) 
he {cr vpon the Earle of Angeou and his allociates : And after he 
had beaten him ſoundly on cucrie {ide, he entorced him to ſaue 
himſclfe by a ſham@ull flighr. | 


Ang neerc vntothe Towne of Vice (which was ſurprized and 


holden by the King of France) King Henrie encountred the other 
two. |

T his Battaile was made famous 


J . : 
by the continuance of nine 


houres; and was on all parts fought with ſuch cager and man- 


like reſolution, that albcit the King of En2/znd wonne the Field, 
and had the long chaſe of his flying enemies; yer he bo!dly and 
truly would conteſle, that hee then tought not tor vidtorie, but 


for his life. 


At length, when the heat of Anger was well quenched, and 
when manie lay cold on the floore of death, who in their life cimes 
had blowne the coales of contention betweene thoſe fourc Prin- 


ces; they all were reconciled vnto peace: and the King marricd 


to his eldeſt ſonne //;{2» the daughter of the ſaia Fulke, Bur in. 


their journey towards Exzland, the ſaid young Princes, Richard, 
and 2ar7e Countelle of Perch, two others of the Kings children ; 
his Neece Zac, with her husband the Earle of Cheſfier; and more 
than an hundred and foureſcore others, were vntortunatcly drow- 
ned by thecareletJe tolly of rhe drunken Nlariners. 
T his vnexpc&ed newes (being accompanicd with manic millt- 
ons of forrowes, and of dolctull paſons) much gricued the King: 
bur made him not heartleſle, as molt Princes would hauc beenc in 
thelikecale. For \Wildome had ſufhcient] vinſtructed him, with 
patience to luſtaine and beare thoſe burthens, which could nor 
by any meanes be ſhaken off. And likewiſe, the King was at thac 
time attoorded bur litrle leiſure to fixe his cogitarions on thoſe 
milhaps, becauſe the obſtinate Rebellion, of the i; elchmen drew 
him vnwillingly into a new Warrce. For when he ſaw and per- 
ceiued, that though he were a King, yet vrgent necethitic com- 
miunded him to Armes; and that Tultice did require him (by 
the Sword) to judge and to execute thoſe lewd and gracelclle 
Malctactors : hee marched with a ttrong Power into I! ales ; 
when the Rebels ( truſting ouer-much ro their owne valour ; 
which little, or nothing ar all, helpeth in Treaſonable Plors and 
[mployments) refolucd ro abide the vemoit puth of their for- 


rune: 
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HenRle the firſt. 


rune : which ycelded to the King a ſpeedic and a ſucceſſefull 
end of thoſe Warres. For (with litrle danger, and as {mall a loiſe) 

he gaue them the overthrow, and permitred the waſttull deuou. 
ring ſwords of his allociates ro ſurfer vpon che carkatles of thoſe 


'Rebels: : whome neither gentle vſage, nor former exccurions of 


that nature, could perſuade to performe thoſe Tung which good 


{ubje&s doc owe vnto their Prince. 

Then returned the King, loaden with much Jane, and was 
joyfully receiucd by all his people; eſpecially by Azuld his daugh- 
cer: whome he torchwith ſent ro be married vnto the Emperour 


Henrie the fifth, her ated husband, with a princely portion of $1]- 


ucrand of Gold; which (in the naturcof a I axe) was leuicd vpon 
the common people of their Land 3 which he tooke for an ayde 


rowards her marriage. And the Gs cultome, tor the marriage of 


the eldelt daughter of the Kings of this Realme, hath beene and 1; 
continued vnro this day. 


At the ſame time he deviſed and ordered the manner - and falhi- 


on of a Court in Parliament ; appointing it to conlilt of the 
three Eſtates , of which himſclte was the Head : So thar his 
Lawes, being wade by the conſents of all, were not diſhiked ot 
anie. 
It chaunced, that abour tive yeares after the death of An/e/me, 
Ralph, Bilhop of Rocheſter, was by the King appointed to lucceede 
him; and (notwithſtanding a'l trormer Countels, Decrees, Com- 
maundements, ——— Threatenings from the Popc) he re- 
celued his Inveſtore from che King. Then died rhe Archbub 10P 
of Torke: To which Sec Thuriton, the kings Chaplcine, ſhould 
have beene preferred. Bur Pride having a more large tule and do- 
minion in him, than Lowlinefle and Humilitie ; hee retuſed to 
ſcare obedience tothe Sce of Canterburiez which his predecetlars 
had both ſworncand pertormed. And becaule ths king (difliking 
his vbltinacie) wou'd nor inveſt him ; he appealed, and went © 
Roe: where (by the fauorof ſome C: ardin 1s, who had the Popes 
Cenlure ar theircommaynd) he ſo preuailed, that the Pope not 
onely treed him of his 11d obedienceand ſubjetion, bur alſo in- 
veſted him, and g1uc him the Pale: whereat rhe king was cxtra- 
ordinarily difpleaſed, and prohibired his returne. Bur in the end 
(rhe Popes rhreatenings menacing nothing bur Curſes, Sufpenti- 
ons, Excommunications, and ſuch Ike) he was Pc ermitred tO re- 
turne, and to enjoy thedignitieof bis Place. 
In the (cu*nand twentieth yeare of his Raigne died the Fmpe- 


rour t-nrie the fitth, not having anic 1Nuc by Maulde tne Kings 
daughter 
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daughter and heire. At which time ſhee being aged about foure 
and twentie yeares, and being much ſued vnto by moſt of thegrea- 
telt Princes of the Chriſtian World ; the king (to ſtrengthen his 
Realmec againſt the kings of France) married her to Geoffrey Planta- 
genet, the lonne and heire apparant of Fulke, then Earle of Angeon. 
By whome {he had iſſue three ſonnes : Hewrie, who was (after Ste- 
phen) king ; Geoffrey, and Viliam. | 

This faire oft-ipring enriched the king with the trucft endow- 
ment of good content; forthat (as he conceiued) he ſaw in them 
the ſerled continuance of his Line in the Crowne of this Realme. 


| And (to make it the more ſure) within the ſpace of fiuc yeares hee 
tooke three ſolemne Oathes of his Nobillitie and greateſt Ofhcers 


of his kingdome, T hat with their beſt aduice,and with the hazard 
of their goods, lands, lives, and fortune, they ſhould ſupport and 
maintaine the ſucceſſion of his daughter,and of her heires. 

Finally, when he had raigned more than hue and thirtie yeares, 
he ſurferted on a Lamprey ; of which he languiſhed a few dayes, 
and died; and was honourably buried inthe Abbey of Reading, 
which himſelfe had founded, | 

T his king was Wiſe, Learned, Milde, Valiant, and Iuſt, beyond 
moſt of his Predeceſſors;morc enclined to Peace than vnto Warre: 
ſo that hee made Warre his Champion ſtoutly to. chalenge his 
Rights, and toreuenge his Wrongs. He neuer leuicd but two Tax- 
cs vpon his People : the firſt was, ro maintaine his Warres againſt 
the king of France : and the ſecond was, to preterre his daughter in 
marriage with the Emperour. He waxed rich with his owne, and 
yet he was very liberall: but he onely cxtended his bountic to ſuch 


as merited it by their publike Seruice ; and hee confined his Gifts 


within the Limits of Thrift and of Meaſure. He eſtabliſhed Lawes, 
which were profitable to ſuch as were vertuous; but {harpe vnto 
malefators who did tranſgreſſe: againſt whome he cautcd them 


| to be put in execution with more Seucritic than Mercie: he being 


perſuaded, that Pitic extended to ſuch as were wicked, hardened 
them in their ſinne, and too much encouraged ſuch,as nothing bur 
correRion could either terrifie or reforme. T o his friends he was a 
ſure Pillar, whereunto in all neceſſities they might boldly leane : 
and to his enemies he was roughand ſtifte, vntill time preſented oc- 
cafron of more loue; and then he was verie flexible, and caſie to be 
reconciled. And, as he would never forget good {cruice done, nor 
anie good tornes performed tor him : ſo would he ſeldome, or nc- 
ver, take reſt, vntill by ſome worthie gitr, or correſpondent requi- 
tall,he had ſhewed himlelte thanktullro ſuch asdelerued well. He

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was t00 laſctutous in his courſe of lite; viing manie concubines : by 
waome he had ewelue knowne baſtards.

Martrimonte was torbidden:) which pentions he enforced them co 
pay, whether they had wiues or no, 


T hus (in this King) ended tae ifſuvs males of the 
Conquerour : and the Crowne of chis 
Rea;me was dcuolucd £0 his 


genera, il Heres. | 
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He expcrience of all Ages hath made 

lutficient proote, that the eager ap- 
| petite which moſt Men haue to 
 gaine Wealth and Riches, hath 
made them careleiſle« ro performe 
thoſe common Duties, which doe 
belong-to Honeltic and to Right. 
Bur it a Kingdome may be obrai- 
ned (though with the breach of a 
molt {otemne Oath) no {cruple is 
then made. For the delire of Soue- 


raignerie, and ro enjova Crowne, makes men play talt and looſe, 


and ro h4zard the lofle of their Soules, by rhe w:1tuil periurious 
vio;ating of their Faith. 

T his proued roo true at this time : For albeit that Stephen 
Earle ot B-/or2%e, the ſonne and heire apparant ot Srephen Earle 
of Bloys, and of _Aagels rhe Conquerours Daughter, was one of 
the chicte(t, whome king erric the firſt had obliged by manic 
ſolemne and publicke Oarhes, to further the {uccethon of Mauld 
the Empreſle, being his Daughter; and of her children :- yer 
(when the king was dead) hee finding, that all the Nobles 
(though {worne as himſclte was) applyed themſeJues to wair 
vpon his pleaſure : he either vttcrly torgor, or (at leaſt) he cared 
not for the vowes of tormer times ; bur cauled himiclte to be 
crowned king, 
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And ſo well was hee inftrudted by the tormer examples of bis 
Progenttors ; that, as they did, ſo did hee endeuour (by Wil- 
dome, and by Policie ) to lay a ſure Foundation to his Eſtate. 
And becaule Riches are the Synewes and the Strengrh of the 
ſtrongeſt Kings; hce therefore (ro cnrich himleltc) ſeized vpon 
the Treaſure of his vncle, the laſt deceaſed King : Which hee 


Cloſed not vp in Cheſts, or in Bagges, as idle Archers doe their 


Arrowcs in their Quiucrs, when ( tor their honeft recreation ) 
they ſhould ſhoore : but with a large and an open hand hee 


bountifully difpoled of rhem among luch, as cyther by Armes, 


or by Counſel], were bett likely ro ltand him in the greateſt ſtead. 
He allo created ſundrie Noblemen : and dignified manic others 
with tac honourable Title of Knighthood ; whole loue by thoſe 
meanes he procured. And (becauſe benefits receiucd doe more 


plcale the vulgar and common ſort of People, than Righr or. 


Reaſon can doe) he therefore releaſcd vnto them the Dane-zet, 
and all other extraordinaric Burthens and Exattions whatlocuer: 
cau'ing a large Charter thereot , and of the mitigation of the 


Seucritic and Penalties of ſundric Lawes, to be made; and bound - 


himſeite by a ſolemne Oath to keepe and to obſerue the ſame. 
He alſo renounced the future Seilures of all Eccleitaſticall Dig- 


nitics and Promotions, when they ſhould become vacant, Hee 


eauc to the Church and Church-men ſuch gracctull and proti- 
rable Priniledges and [Immunirtics as they would demaund. And 
(among other things) he freely excmpred them trom the autho- 
ritie of the Temporall Magiltrace, for all oftences whatſoever ; 
except the Ordinaric ſhould bee pleaſed, that hee thould deale 
therewith. Finally, he endeuoured to docall things juſtly, and 
plealing vnto all. To prevent (luddaine Eruptions, Rebellions, 
and Incurltons, tending to the genera!l dilturbance of the com- 
mon Peace; by hauing manic ftrong and fortified places for good 
defence: himſclte erected manie Forts; Fortreſles, Bulwarkcs, 
and Caſtles; and licenced his Noblzs, and his Gentrie, and Cler- 
gie, to doe the like. He gaue vnto Dad the King of Scots, and 
vncle to Hauld the Empreſle ( becauſe hee ſhould not ſecond 
her in her demaunds, or warlike attempts) the whole Prouince 
of Cumberland; and created his eldeſt ſonne Henrrie Earle of Hun- 
tin2don. Yet notwithſtanding, not long atter ( in her quarrel) ) 
hee cntred into the Northren parts of this Kingdome ; which 
hee tormented with fire and ſword. But in the end he was en- 
countred by'Toxzrſton, then Archbilhop of Yorke; who compelled 


| him {being purſued with vnſpeakable dangers) to flyc into Scot- |

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land; and to leauc behinde him, dead vpon the ground, more thaf 
renne thouſand men of his Armie. 
In the lixt yeare of his Raigne, Hewid the Empreſie, being 
accompanied with her baſe brocher, Robert, Earle of Glocester, 
landed with an armic in Ez2laxd ; and was quickly firengrhened 
and emboldencd in her Enterpriſc by the plentitull acceſſe ot 
manie of the Enzi;/þ, and of Raynulph Earlc of Cheſter, with a lu- 
ſte crew of bold and torward !/e/chmen. Hereupon the King 
( impoling no contideltce in delay ; bur Experience inſtructing 
bim , that aduiſed Expedition 1s the chietett enabler of good 
ſ\ucceile) leuied a (trong armie ; and marched with good reto- 
© Iucion againſt rac Empr eſle, and her Forces : who grectcd him 

with ſuch Mulicke as her warlike Troupes did gallantly preſent. 

So that a crucll and a bloudie Bartaile (with equall hopes) tor 

manic houres was fought betweene them . But ar length, the 
| Kings common Sooldiors (ftriuing taintly, and, as cowards. ra- 
ther endeuouring to ſus chemſclues by flight, than mantully 
to defend their King) did baſely leaue the. King: who, with his 
Nobles and Gentrie, ſcorning to turne their backes, maintained 
their part, with as much courage a5 manhood could attoord ; till 
(in the end) the King was taken, and committed to the Cal ile 
of Briſtol : where hee remayned a priſoner about the ſpace of 
three moneths ; and was ar the lait deliuered, to tree the Earle 
of (31aceſter , who had beene taken , and was impriſoned by the 


Q cence. 


Afcer this vitoric thus obtained, rhe Empreſſe ( with manie 


honourable T riumphs and Solemnities) was recciued into the 
Cities of Circefrer, Oxford, li/tncheiter, and London. But the Lon- 


| doners deſiring the Reſtitution of King Edwards Lawes, and nor 


obtaining their rc queſt) conlulred to lurprizc the Empretle,and 
ro deliuer her vnto the King. By meancs whereof, good coun- 
ſell aduiſed herro fiye: which ſudgainely the did; and came vn- 
to Oxford : \W here ( within tew dayes, and vnexpectedly) (hee 
was cnuironed with a ſtrong, Siege : So that deſpaire of good 
ſucceſſe dis-hcarrening her, and teaching her a readic meanes 
for her eſcape raking the hawk of the Snow ( which ar that 
time lay thicke vpon | the ground) (he, with herchicteſt compli- 
ces, apparrelling themlſclucs in white linnen, ſecretly ſued forth ; 
and poſting with all ſpccderowards the Sea, they embarked them- 
ſelves,and ſayled into Normanazre. 


Mamie yeares rogethe rafter theſe turmoyles, this Realme en- 


joyed a blefied Peace : And inthe {cuentecnth yeare of this Kings 
: . Ragne 
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Raigne died the moſt valorous and hardie knight Raynulph Earle 
ot Cheſter : and lo did Geoffrey Plantzzenet, husband to rhe Em- 
preſſe . And Herrie, furnamed Shori- Mantle, her eldeſt ſonne, 
rooke to wife Elzanor, the daughter and heire of the Earle of Poy- 
tou : which Eltanor not long before ( for necreneſle in bloud, and 
atter (he had borne him two daughtcrs) was diuorced trom Zews 
che ſeuenth, then King of France. So that Prince Henrie was now 
Duke of NVormanate, in the right of his Mother ; Earle ofy Angeou 
by deſcent from his Father; and Earie of Poytou in thT right of 
his wite : by whome (not long atrer) he allo had the Earlcdome 
of Tholouſe. ; 

T his worthie Prince (by manie of his friends and vaiiant men 
of Warre, who longed to baue employment in fo taire a jour- 
ney) was incited to lenie a ftrong armie, and to tran{port them | 


into Enz/axud; and by their helpe,and the athſtance of orher wel- 


willers, to attempt: the recouerie of his Right : and the rather, 
tor that king Stephen, and Ex/tace his onely lonne, did now begin 
to warre vpon manic of thoſe, who held their Cait!es. for the 
Prince his vie. His ftrong ExpeRartion, and hope to be enthro- 
ned in this Kingdome, through the fauour of divers Lords and 
Commons of this Realme ; calily perſuaded him to lend a li- 
ſtening eare to their whiſperings : So that to giue. vnto them 
good content , and to forward the attayning ot his owne de- 
lires, hee rayſed a ſtrong power of willing and able men of 
Warre . Which ( beeing bravely conducted by noble Cap- 
raines , well skilled in thoſe Afﬀaires) arriued ſatcly in En2- 
land : where King Stephen and his fonne diſdained to be idle; 
tor they had prouided with an cqua!l ftrength to encountcr 
him. 

Both armies had daily newcs the one from the other : they 
tarcarned much, did ſomewhar, bur it was bur little : Yet in thoſe 
Expeditions, Eaſtace the kings ſonne by miladuenture was vntor- 
tunately drowned ; which overcame the king with infinite paſh- 
ons of forrow and extreame gricte. But it made a quiet end of 
this quarrell, For now, the king ( not having anie fonne which 
might ſucceed him ) was well pleaſed to lend a liſtening careto. 
the faire profter of a friendly Peace., And thereupon hee adop- 
red Prince Hemrie for his Sonne ; proclaymed him to bce the 
Heire apparant of h!s Crowne ; gave him manic honourable 
and kingly Gitcs'; aſſured him of his vnchangeable loue and 


| triend{hip. 


And by theſe meancs all Armcs were caſt aſide, and Peace 
ert-

bey of Feuerſham in Kent, which himſclte had founded. 
And by the happie Succethon of this Hen-

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my H = x Henrze was returned 1n- 
DI to Normandre ; the French 
King ( fearing leait I ime, 


make him roo puillant and 
roo great tor his bordering 
Neighbours, and 1ntending 
to deale roughly with him, 
betore he {hou:d be the ab- 
ſoluce Maſter and Comman- 
der of his owne firength ) 
very iniurioully ſeized vpon 
divers of his Fortreiles and 
Caitles in Normandie, and elſewhere, which (quettionictic) ought 
| rothaue beene ſubieR ro his Government. Bur Henrie (being wile, 
| and full of courage and Heroical Magnimutie ; and forelecing, 
chat if bee {ſhould {hrinke 4s a coward, and not make himle!te 
knowne by his valour to the world , when the wrongs which 
were done vato him were too apparant) rayled a faire Armie: 
and ( tor the regayning ot one of rhole his Caſtles) he girded it 
round about with a ſtrong Siege. And whilelt he was thus em- 
ployed to winne his right, the newes ot King Stephens death 
came frethly vnto his cares. And (to preuent ſuch vſurpation, 
as oftentimes, in theablence of the lawfull Kings, depriucth them 
of their Crownes) he was by his necreft and deareſt friends ad- 


uiſcd to abandon the Sicoe ; and, withour tarrying,to tranſport

himſelfe into Enziand. Bur his anſwere was full of diſcretion and 
true valour to this cftect : The Kingdome of England ( quoth hee )- 
ſhall henceforth be at my commanund, in ac/þight of thoſe who dare to 
croſſe mee moſt : And /o ſhall theſe intruding Frenchmen ere 1 goe 


hence. 
T his Reſolution redoubled his honour among his friends; 
and ſo it did among his enemies. For when the belieged were 


informed what he had ſaid and determined (tearing the cuent, if | 


obftinately they ſhould detaine him there too long ) they ſur- 
rendred the Caſtle , and ſubmitted themſclues to his mercie : 
who receiued it and them with a fauourable and gracious ac- 
ceptance. And then giuing ſuch direCtions as both the time and 
occa(lions did require, and being accompanicd with manic Lords 
and Gentlemen of the beſt and chiefeſt ranke ; he ſayled with a 
proſperous winde into England: where (not long ater) hee was 
crowned King. 

T he {ingular zcale and love which he bare to the furtherance 
of Tuſtice, and to the execution thereof, appeared manitecltly by 
two Actions of his, performed: the one in the beginning ; and 
the other, towards the. later end of his Raigne. For firit hce 
madean eſpeciall choiſe of certaine men, who were veric honeſt, 
vpright, and beſt learned in the Lawes of this Reaime : by 
whoſe induſtrious Jabours and trauailes hee refincd and reivor- 
them to be more tolerablc 
and profitable vnto his People, And towards the end of his 
dayes hee divided his whole Kingdome into {1x ſcuerall Cir- 
cuits; and (for the adminiſtration of Juſtice, and for the tryals 
of Cauſes berwixt men and men, for the better eaſe and com- 
fort of his Subie&ts) hee appointed certaine Iudges twice in e- 
ucrie yeare to ride, and to travaile through thoſe Circuits: which 
courſe and orderis carefully continucd atthis day, 

Hee alſo baniſhed the greateft part of Strangers , who (in 
thole dayes) by multitudes flocked hither ; and by their ex- 
traordinarie Sparing, and painctull Induſtrie, procured to them- 
ou much Wealth , and beggered ſuch as were Natiues 

orne. 

Hee alſo exiled manic of the Nobles, who contrarie to their 
publike Oathes, Duties, and Conſciences, had more than or- 
dinarily adhercd vnto King Stephen : beeing fully refolued, 


That the Copitations of their owne Guiltinefle , in that be- 


_— would neuer ſuffer them to be heartie and fairhfull vnto 
im. | 
Hee 
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Hee differed much from the opinion of his laſt predeceſſor; 


" and affirmed, Thar;ttrong Forts and Caftles, creed and main- 


raincd in the Heart or Bodie of a Kingdome, did ratheranimare 
great men, vpon ail diſplealures, to reuolt, than in anie fort con- 
raine them within the bounds and limirs of their Obedience, and 
of their Dutic: wheretorc he cauſed them to be raſed (for the grea- 
rer number) ro the ground. 

Hee allo ſeized into his owne hands ſuch Territories, Manors, 
Lordihips, and Potlzthons, as his Predeceſſors had cyther gi- 


ven, or {oid, from the Crowne : holding it to be the durie of 


cueric Subiec, to retuſc the Git or Purchaſe of ſuch things, as 
doe ſo immediately concerne the Honour and Maintenance ot 
the King. 

And the like he did in the Northren Parts ; where many great 
Men, commaunding almolt as they lifted, had wrought them- 
ſelues and their Polterities into manite Honors, Caities, and Ma- 
nors (without title) which 1n truth and in decd apperrained to 
the King. : 

Hce alſo reſumed into his owne hands the Prouinces of Cum:- 
berland, and of Northumverland, together with the Earledome of 
Hunting Jon z which Daxtd the King of Scots, and Henric his ſonne, 
had receiued as a gitr from King Szephen, becauſe they ſhould nor 
intermedd:e inthe turtherance of his mother Maud the Emprele 
to her Right and Crowne. 

In the thirteenth yeare of his Raigne, he married Geoffrey (be- 


ing one of his younger ſonnes) vnto Cortaxce, the daughter and 


here apparant of Conzcciss Duke of Britzzne : who died not long at- 
rer, 2nd left vato them that Puchic. | 

Heallo afhed his younger fonne Richard vnro 44s, one of the 
daushrers of Zews the King of France: and married his daughter 


' Mauld vnto Henrie Duke of Saxeanze. And about the lame time 


the Empreſle his motherdied. | 
- Hee loucd Peace (though he were palling valiant) becauſe hee 
found it to be plealing and profitable : yer he willingly entred at 
all rimes into the Liſts of Warre, when neccthtic or good reafon 
perſuaded him to arme. , 

When his eſtate was moſt quiet, and freeſt from Warres a- 
broad, or ciuill diſturbances at home ; hee would now and then, 
vpon the ſuddaine, raiſs an Armic, and tranſport them cither 
into Normandze, or into Britaine, Angees, or other places {ubiect to 
the Dominion ot himſelt<, or of his ſonnes. And himle!te in per> 
fon viced ro goe with them. And in thoſe places he exerciſed them 
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in fortifications, trainings, and lyings in the field, and with other 
Martiall diſcipline. By meanes whereof he ſetled thoſe Countries 
in peace, and with good Gouernment made. warlike bulineſles ta- 
milar to his Souldiers ; and then returned without blowes into 
Emgland. By thele meanes, when troubles bapned, helictle feared: 
becauſe his men were aptly inured to'thoſe things, which moſt 
properly beiong vnrto the warrecs. 

In the ninetcenth yeare of his Raigne (becauſe the Iriſh Nari- 
on attempred to depriue him of ccrtaine Territories in that Iland, 
which werelctt vnto him by his predeceſſors ) hee ſailed rhucher 
with a mightie Armie, and fought many victorious battailes, a- 
gainſt fiue Kings which ar that time raigned there. All which he 
ſubdued, and made ſubie& vnto himlcite: and became the ole 
Lord of all that Countric; and annexed that Title vntothe Titie 
of his Crowne, and returned honourably into £rgland. Such was 
the ſurpaſhng loue of this worthic King to his cldeſt ſonne Hewrze, 
T hathe cauſcd him, and his wife Margaret the daughter of the 
French King,to betwice ſolemnly Crowned inthe preſcnce of his 
people : (himſelte the ſecond time, tor that day, leaving the Title 
ofa King, and ſcruing as a Sewer at his ſonnes table) whereat his 
proud ſonne made no wonder, but publikely affirmed, T hat bis 
tather was nothing thereby diſhonoured; For that he was onely 
the ſonne ofan Emprefle: But he himſelte was the ſanne both of a 
King, andalſo ofa'Queene. 

Many Iarres, and quarrels in his later dayes, aroſe betwixt 
King Herrythe father and Zewys the French King: which at length 
were decided by [harpeand bloudy warres. In all which (moſt vn- 
naturally) Hemry, Geffrey and 7ohn, the Kings ſonnes: and (moſt vn- 
dutifully) Robert Earle of lexceſter , and Huzh Earle of Cheſter, to- 
gether with 4//am then k.ing of Scors, rooke part with the French 
againſt the King. Inall-which (notwithſtanding) King Hemry by 
noble valour and courage did prenaile; and vpon ſubmitlion gran- 
&cd Pardon to his ſonnes, andallthereſt. Yer were his ſonnes af- 
ter gricuouſly puniſhed by God. For Henry died before his father, 
intheprime and flower of his ſtrength; And ob», his ſonne, (who 
wasafterKing) was poyloned by a Monke. Yet theſe vnnaturall 
Rebellions by his owne chuldren, vnto whom he had extended (if 
wee may belecuc reports ) more then theloue, and affetion of a 
worthy father, ſo inwardly perplexed his minde ; that ſurfeiting 
vpon bitter paſhons, occalioned by their reuolr, he fell into a dan- 
gerous Feuer ,, which the more vexed him, becauſe Richard his 
ſonne had then raiſed an other broylc againſt him. And within 


foure

foure daves after hee died in Normanaie , when he had Raigned al- 
moſt fiuc and twentie yearcs; and was buried at Fountenerard in 
Frazce. 

T he hiſtorie of this Kings Raigne, approucth him to haue been 
lcarned, wile, politicke, iuſt and valiant: And that (which nor a 
lictleaugmenteth che number of his praiſes) albeit hee were often- 
times engaged in many bulinefſes: Some of them concerning his 
warres 10 France, Normanate, _Anzeon, Ireland, and in other places : 
And ſome of them reſpetting his politicke rule, and Government 
at home; yer he neuerimpoled , 'nor leuted vpon his Subiets any 

 extraordinarictaxe, or payment whatſocuer. Yet left he vnto his 
ſucceffor more then nine hundred thouſand pounds in liluer and 
ingold: belides his Phte, Icwels, Houlhold-ltuffe, and prouilion 
tor the watre. 

And though in moſt things proſpcritie made him happic: yetin 
three things, eſpecially, he was molt vnfortunate and vnhappie. 
T he firſt was the vnnacurall diſobedience, and rebellious reuolrs 
of his owne children.” T he ſecond, was his inordinate fauour, and 


| who (bcing admirably taire, but wanronly cangirioned) alienated, 
and eftranged his belt affe&ions, and lone, wholly from the Lady 
Elianor his moſt renowned witc ; and made his deiires ſubieR, nay 
ſlauiſh, vnto her will. So that whilſt (hee liued, {hce was ſeldome 
from his right-hand : And being dead, hee cauſed her, with great 
| folemniticand pompe, to bee ſumpruouſly buricd at Goaftow be- 
{ides Oxford; Fixing on her T ombe this Epitaph.

| Andthethbird was, the irreconciliable diflention and ſtrite, which 
| hapned betwixt himlelte and Thomes Becket, the proudand inlo- 
| lent Archbiſhop of Canterburie. T he which, beginning in the 
| tenth yeare of his Raigne, was proſecuted ſeuen yeares after, with 
; greataſpcritic and birterneſſe, on either partie; as brietely it [hall 
 appeare. | 
; Theobald, Archbiſhop of Canterbarie ( tor what deſert few did 
| know)in ſuch ſort fauoured Thomas Becket a Londoner , borne of 
\ ordinarie parentage, that he made him Archdeacon of his owne 
| Church. And ( becing able to obraine anie thing of the King, 
which he did reaſonably crave) hee procured him to be remo- 


ued from one Dignitic vnto another, vnrill (at length) he was 
madc 


vaquenchable luſt, rowards Re/amons his valeparable Concubine: 
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The Hiſtorie of Ring 


made Lord Chancelor of the Realme. This high honour fo put- 
fed vp Thomas Becket with the winde of Pride and vaine-glorie, 


that now he thought few,or none, exceeded him tor his honour 


and for his vertues . Yet did he carric himſelfe with ſuch regard- 
tuil obſeruance and ducie ro the King, that he avgmented his E- 
ſtare with the gift of large Territories and Poſſellions: which dai- 
ly made him the more conhdent of the continuance of his grear 
fortuncs. 

Art Icngth The954'd diced z and the King preferred Thomas Bec- 
ket to ſucceed him. Bur he (being mott vathankfull, and refolued 
as it ſeemed co play his prankes) ſecretly, and withour leave, tra- 
uclied vnto Rome: and was inucited by Pope Innocent the fecond); 


of whome hce recciued bis Pale, and was made a Legate. And. 


tacn he returned into Exziand; and was in great disfuuour with 
the King. Bur he (raking litrie norice of the Kings diſlike) con- 
craricro the Kings picalure, vpon the ſuddaine ſurrendred to the 
King his Chancelorſhip, and the grear Scale, The King enqui- 
rcd diligently forthe cauſe why he fo did. Bur ſuch was bis obtit- 
nate tollic and vathanktuineſle, that he wou!d nor reucale it vnto 
ante. 

Thele jarres betweene, the King and the Archbiſhop,embol- 
dencd the baſer and the worler ſort of the Clergie ro commit ma- 
nic great and horrible ltinnes and offences ; for which they recei- 
ucd {mall punithmenr, becaule (though their tranſgrcihons were 


Murthers, Manſlaughters, T hetts, and Robberics) yet they, being 


to be tryed and adiudged by men of their owne profeflion, were 
ro00r00 much winked at. So that, by meanes of their careleſneſſe, 
the Commonweale was much wronzed. Wherefore the King 
ſummoned and aſſembled his High Court of Parliament : In 
waich, that Law, made by king Stephen, which exempred rhe au 


thoritic of the Temporal ludee to med9dle with'anic Eccleftaſti-- 


call perſons, for anie crime by them commitred whatſocuer, was 
abolithed ; and the ancient Lawes of this Realme, vicd in the 
times of Hemrie the firſt, and of others the kings Progenitors, and 
(which were commonly called Auitz Leges) were red uced to their 
former validitic and force. 

Bur in theſe proceedings the king was much croſſed ard inter- 
rupted by the obftinate and bold frowardneſſe of Thom.ss Becket, 
and of ſome few other Biſhops ; who vnaduiſedly made them- 
(clues partakers of his FaRtion. Bur after manic Conferences, Diſ- 
putes, and Conſultations, touching thoſe bulineſles; all rhe Bi- 
(hops Becket onely excepted) ratified and ſubſcribed thole newly 
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| reuiued Lawes. Bur Becket would not by anie meanes aſſent there- 
| unto, except hee might inſert this Claule, Saluo ordine ſno : Which 
| words would clearely hauc annihilated the lite and ſubſtance of 
| thole Lawes. 


This his folliz made the king to bite his lippe, and to ſay lit- 


| tle : So that the other Bilhops,much tearing to what end the kings 


extraordinarie diſpleaſure and diſcontentment would tend, did 
privately commune with the Archbiſhop ; and prayed him ( for 
the preuenting of future miſchictes) to ſubmit himſelte : where- 
unto he gaue his free conſent; and (as thereſt haddone) fo did he 
take a ſolemne Oath, to giue allowance to thoſe Lawes. The king 
forthwith altered the ſtrangenctle of his countenance into plea- 
fing and familiar lookes : he ſpake kindly vnto Becket ; and afſu- 
red him of his former love. And being wiſe and policike,and pur- 
poſing to aſſure the Peace of future times, whileſt oportunitie did 


ſerue: hee cauſed a tripartite Inſtrument to be drawne betwixt 


bimſelfe and the two Archbiſhops, teſtifying this Submiſhon,and 
this Oath: Two of which parts were forthwith ſubſcribed by the 
King and by the Archbiſhop of Yorke. Bur Thomas Becket (falling 
into the relapſe of his former follie) did not onely retuſe to doe 
the like, but expreſſed great Repentance for the former Oath 
which he had taken. And (not fo contented) he ſecretly informed 
the Pope thereof; and of his inward ſorrow for that linne, The 
Pope not onely abſolued him of that Oath, and enioyned him to 
ſome priuate Penance : bur hee alſo required him, without yeel- 
ding , ſtoutly to perſiſt ( with a ſtrong Reſoſution) in his opi- 
nion. 

Hereupon the kings anger towards Becket daily encreaſed more 
and more. And when this newes from Rome was diuulged, his 
Majeſtie ſeized into bis owne hands all ſuch Temporall Lands 


and Promotions as hee had giuen in former times vnto Becket - 
| and required him to render him an account tor thirtie thouſand 
| Marks, which (ro his vie) he had received when he was Chancelor 
, of this Realme. But boldly hee affirmed, T hat the king had 


trankely and freely giucn it vnto him-: and that therefore hee 
would not enter into anic ſuch account. Whereupon the king,to 
ſatisfie himſeclfe, made a {eizure of ſuch moucablegoods as apper- 

tained to him. | 
F bus, whileſt the \Wheele thus turned, Thomas Becket, without 
the kings Licence, tranſported himfelic ſecretly vnto Rome : and 
the king (thereby perceiving that Becver intended nothing more 
than to incen{e the Pope againit him) tent his Embaſſadours and 
| Letters 
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Letters vnto Rome - and by them he lignificed vnto the Pope, how 
reaſonable his owne demaunds were, and how peruer{cly Thomas 
Becket had refuſed ro obey. And therefore he entreated the Pope, 
that he might be depriued of his Place and Dignitie : proteſting, 
That he would prouide for him and his in ſome other kind. Bur 
the Pope not onely denied his requeſt, but with thungering termes 
he threatened to ſend two Legats into England, who ſhould curſe 
the King,and all his Realme; except, on their demaund, hee reſto- 
red the Archbiſhop both to his Place and Dignitie, and alſo to all 
ſuch Lands and Mouables, as by the Kings commandement had 


beene taken trom him. And in the meane time hee commended 


Becket to the Abbot of Pontmyack, where hee was gent y received, 
and kindly entertained as a Monke. 

Burt when the King perceived into what corner the winde did 
biow, and thir the Pope had tilled Becket with the blaſts of pride 
and vaine-glorie: he (being more and more exaſperated) ſent vnto 
the ſaid Abbot, and required him ro turne Becket out of tis houſe, 
or otherwiſe he proteited, he would not leauc one Monke of his 
Orderinall France. 

Healſo publilhed certaine InivnRions againſt the Pope, and all 
Cardinals, and Legates, which (without his Licence) ſhould pre- 
{ume to enter into his kingdome. 

Healſo depriued Thomes Beckets neareſt and choileſt friends of 
all ſuch Promorions, Lands, and Subſtance, as they did emioy; and 
baniſhed them our of the Reaime, becauſe ( with counſel] and 
with | money) they had joyned with him in this his obſtinacie a- 
gamit thc king. 

This round and bittercourſe , morc troubled Becker then all 0- 
therprecedent pailages whatſocuer. And, to encreal{c hisgricte, 
the Abbot of Pontinyacke (fearing rhe euent of the Kings dilplea- 
ſure, if he ſubmicted nor himſelfe ro his command) gently perſwa- 
ded Becket to leaue his houſe. Whereot when Zews the French 
King heard; (albcit his daughter Margaret was married vato Her- 
ric the yong King) yet he procured him better entertainment clfe- 
where, and ſecretly wrote in his behalfevnto the Pope. 


K ing Heprie (deiiring to ſeean end of theſe troubles, it by any ' 


meanes conueniently hce might ) vpon the {uddaine failed into 
France, And (inthe French Kings preſence) heeconferred with 
Becket oftentimes; and made him this offer, Thar if (at laſt) hee 
would ake the ſaid Oath againe, and would ſubſcribe the ſaid In- 
ſtroment T ripartite (as himſclte, and the Archbiſhop of Terke had 
doneto the other two) He ſhould then returne into Englana, goes

ced with the Kings eſpeciall fauour : and that hee ſhould enioy his 
place and dignitie, and be (inample ſort) reſtored toall chingsta- 
ken from him, and whcereotiuſtly hee had beene depriued : And 
char che like bountie ſhould beextended to his exiled friends. Bur 
he proudly anſwered , that if che king would conſent , that hee 
might ſo ſweare and ſubſcride with this exception, Sa/us honore 
Dez; he then would yeeld. Bur this exception diſpleaſcd the King 
more then all che reſt had done. For then hee perceiucd plaincly, 
char Becket intended thereby to exprefſe; T hat thoſe Lawes ten- 
dedto the dilhonour of Almightie God : and that therefore hee 
had a purpole no longer to obey chem (notwithſtanding he ſhould 
ſublcribe and ſweare) then he thould pleaſe. But Becket told him 
proudly and plainely, That hee feared none but God : and that 


| (tithrhoſe his Lawes were derogatorie to the auncient cnſtomes, 
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' and priuiledges of the Church, and robbed God of his honour) the 


King (in ſeeking to eſtabliſh them) ſhould not have his owne will 
whilſt he lived. 

T he King, failing of his purpoſe, returned into England; and not 
lone after, two Legates came to him from Rome, to interdit him 
trom comming to the Church, vnt!!lhe had inall things whatſoe- 
uer reſtored Becket, according to the Popes commaunds. High diſ- 
pleature tranſported the King into NVormanay: where heconferred 
againe with Becte?, but found him ſtill the ſelfe.fame man. And 
being delirous to fer an end of thoſe troubles: heegaue him way, 
andconſenred to his retarne; and came againeinto England. And 
not long atter Becke? tollowed the King. Burt the King muttringly 


repined, thatamong all ſuch as he had aduanced,there was not one 


who would cadeuour to rid him of fo dangerous and malapert an 
enemic. | 

He alfo received a ſtrange welcome of Henriz the young king, 
who exiled him from his Court, and confined bim to his owne 
houſe in Centerburze - becaule (in his abſence) the king in his Par- 
lament deliring chat his ſaid fonne {hould be crowned King, the 
Biſhop of Z-n4oy, and three other Biſhops ( vpon the kings com- 
mandement) had performed thoſe ceremoniall Solemnities, and 
were ſuſpended by Becket, becauſe they preſumed fo ro doe with- 


out his leaue; and could not be abſolued by Beckez, although he 


' had beene entreatcd therein by both thoſe kings. 

And within foure dayes atter, Becket (by foure graceleſſc male- 
factors) was wickedly murdered in his owne Chorch : whereot 
the king was accuſed by the Fope; but he denied it vpon his oath. 
Yer in regard of his former muttering ſpceches (which by ail con- 
| jecture 
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| The Hiſtorie of, &c. 


jeure haſtencd his cnd) the king ſubmitted himlelfe to the Popes 
Cenſure: Who enjoyned him to warre three yeares in perſon in 
the Holie Land ; which he redecmed by erecting three Houſes of 
Religion. He wasalſo enjoyned to goe from London to Canterbu- 
rie bare-footed, to vifit Beckets Shryne : which he did ; and 
ſuffered himſelfe ro be ſcourged with roddes by 
cucrie Monke there. And thus the king 
had a bad end of all thoſe 
Troubles.

nI<Hax vD, the cideſt ſonne living 
| ot Hemrze the lecond (being in Aor- 
mangie when his Father died) ſuc- 
cecdcd in his Throne. And ( be- 
caulc thoſe Countries wantcd [et- 
clement, and required a lenger time 
of his preſence ) aboue all other 
things be was moſt caretull tor the 
enlargement of Queene E!7anvy his 
Mother: who by her deceaſed hus- 
band was committed to firait Im- 
priſonment, becauſe ſhce loarhed, and would not endure, his lal- 
c:uious courſe of liuing with his wanton Roſamons;; but tharpe- 
ly reproucd him tor the ſame. And becauſe thee was everie way 
vertuousy, difſcreete, and wile ; hee committed the whoic Gouern- 
ment of this Realmc, in his abſence, to her care. And (becauſe 
her owne Expericnce had informed hct, what angu:ih and whar 
ſorrow poore helpelcfſe Captiuves did endure) lhce fer ar liber- 
tie all ſuch as were imprifoned for ordinaric offences,or for {mall 
Debts, which her lelfe did pay : and adminittred the Common. 
weales affuires with great Moderation, Integritie, and Juſtice, 
vntill her ſonne the king came home, and was with ail So!cm- 
nitie and ſtrange Triumphs annvinted and crowned king. 

T his king (Gmitaring the milde difpolition of his morher; and 
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T he Hiſtorie of King 
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commilerating the troubles of ſuch as were attlited) freed out of 
cucrie Priſon allſ\uch as were his Debtors, or were enthralled for 
anie tranſgreſhon which concerned himſelte ; and whome, with- 
out injuſtice done ro others, he might acquite. And in the whole 
courſe of his Gouernment he lo prouided, that T[uſtice with Mcr- 
cic ſhould be extended vntoall. 

He heaped manic Honors and profitable Promotions vpon his 
brother 794», whome he crearcd Earlc of Lancater, and gaue vnto 
him the Prouinces of Nottmeham, Denuenſire, and Cornyall : and 
marricd him to the ſole and onely Daughter and Heire of the 
Earle of Glocejter; trom whome he recctued rhe Lordth:p of that 
Countrey. 

T hele great and kind fauors required, that he ſhould be thank- 
full. But oftentimes 1t happeneth , that as the addition of roo 
much Oyle extinguiſheth the Lampe, w h:ch otherwiſe would 
burne,and yecid herlight; and as the ouer-abundand& of too much 

water, falling vpon a \Wheele, maketh ir the lefſe {cruiceable tor 
the vſe ro which it is employed : So the cont-rring of roo much 


capable of them all, altercth and changeth their wilde and gentle 
diſpolitions, and maketh chem alrogcther vnthankefull tor thoſe 
benehrs which they hauc received. And ofcentimes they are in- 
cited and prouoked thereby to affect chings oft higher conſequence 
and moment than are fitting ; and to conjecture; that the greateſt 
tortimes arc moit agrecable to their Eſftaces. So that they never 
ceaſe to attempt great things : which in the end will rather be 
hurttull rothem, than doe them anic good. | 

This proucd true betwixt the king and his brother 1h. For 
when the king bad powred on him pic ncitull ſhowers of his boun- 
ric and great -abundance; and had aduanced him in Honor, and 
ty Eltate, aboue all others : his thouchrs mounted aboue rhe 
Moone, and made him vnnaturally and vnthanktull: y tO aftect rhe 
Crowne; and to boaſt, T hat his endowments were {\uficienc, and 
htring for a king. And though he wanted oportunitie, yet he reſol- 
ved to puth bard for the Crawne,if T imeand Fortune would pre- 
ſent it to him. 

T kis king (for his invincible valour, and havghric cour 7Ee) Was 
clteemed to 5 be almolt matchlefle in the Chriftian world : {o that 
he was ſurnamed Cuer ae Lyon, or the Lyons Heart. And (toſay 
the truth) he was ſuch aone, as (vpon good aduice and counlell) 
darcd ro attempt anic thing, if i were honourable to be atchicued, 


and pothble to be done, C 


Honar, and of roo manie Titles of Dignitic,vpon ſuch as are not. 
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vnbowelledall his Bagges and Cheſts; little toreſceing, 


R1icuaRD the firſt. 


His fathers Treaſure enriched him exceedingly with great ſtore 
| of Siluer and of Gold. And ſuch was his contempt of Riches,and 
| ſuch was his Bountie to ſuch,as either deſerued well, or left in him 
anic impreſſion of Nobie worth, char he beitowed on them great 
Gitts with ſuch alacritic and clacrefulnetle, that in {horr time he 
that tu- 
ture Bulineſſes might requirethe cxpence of more than the great 
Plentic which was lctc vato him: and rthar (when he wanted) he 
thould be enforced ro make hard (hitr to relicuc himſelfe, 

In the beginning ot his Raigne, the Pope ſollicited him with 
ftrong perſwa; 10ns, and manie promiſes ot his Bleflings, to wage 
Warre in his owne perſon againit the T urkes in the Hotie Land; 
and to attempt the winning of Jera/le,s trom the [nfidels and vn. 
beiccuing Men: who maliciouſly oppoſed chemſelucs againit the 
Tocdemarion, Paithon,and Aſceniion of Chriit Icfus. VV hich jour- 
ney he yndertooke, becauſe Frederick rhe Emperour,and Phr{zy the 
ſecond, ſurnamed _d12uſtur, king of France, Leopoius then Arch- 
duke of Auſtria, and manie other Chritttan Princes, had engaged 
rhemſelucs (both with Men, Money, and all other Prouitions) to 
further thoſe A:remprts. And thereupon he entred into Couenants 
with the king of Frazce, and the relt of that Vnion, T bat their ge- 
nerall meeting ſhould be in $:c:/72 : and rhar ſuch \Wealrh and 
Bootie, a5 E o D and good Fortune ſhould make them Ow- 
ners of, {houid equally be thared and diuided among them and 
theirs. 

T heſe rings being thus concluded (although the kings prof 
tulo Expences, and great Giits exceeding meaſure, bad made ins 
o irc and needie) yet would he nor burthen his Peop' e with anic 

Faxcto {upplic his wants. Bur rayling great ſummes of Manes 
our of hisowne Eltare, among » other thins os, he fold his Catiles ot 
Barrw:ck and of Rotesbrourzh to the king of Scors tor tenne thoutind 
pounds : and the Lordſhip and Farlcdomeof Pr/.m val Htzch 

then Biſhop of thar See, for much money. Heallo enriched him- 
{cite with Silucr and with Gold, by the Sale of ſundric Honors, 
Lordihips, Manors, Othces, Priviledges, Royaltics, and other 
trings,vnto ſuch as paritmonic and [paring had made Owners and 


Potlcflors of grear plentic; and did protelt, T hat ( torthe pertor- 
ming of ſogrear and honorablca Seruice) he was not vnwilling to 


ſel! "eu Citicof 702don.itanic were of abilitie to buy 1 ir, cathcrihan 
he would be chargeable vnto others. 
And thus the king having furniſhed himſelfe with all prouittons 


- iraad neceſlaric tor his journey ; and having Jeuied a (trong Ar- 
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mic, in which were manic Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen, whoſe 
reſolutions encreaſed his hopes of o00d lucceſle: he committed 
the principall Government of his Kingdome vnto !/:4ham Long- 
champe, then Bilhop of Ely; who (nor long after) was made the 
Popes Legate. And then he layled with bis whole Armie to the 
[[le of Cyprus : which (with braue courage) atrer manie hot and 
dangerous Encounters , hee wonne ; and lold the ſame to the 
Knights Tcmplars for thirtic thouſand Marks. 

And from thence (according to his former appointment) he 
tranſported his Armic into $zcz4; where he met with Philip rhe 
French king : and vpon their firſt enter-vie w, they pleaſcd each 
other with manic patlages oi tamiliaritie and of loue.. Bur this 


faire Sunne-lhine was quickly vayled and coucred with acloud 


of skorne and diſcontentment . For when the French king was 
denycd to haue anic part or ſhare with king R:chard in his ar- 
chicuement of the l{le of Cyprzs ( both becauſe hee was abſent 
when it was taken ; and allo becauſe it was afhrmed by king 
Richard, T hat their Coucnant extended onely to ſuch things, 
as they ſhould winne and gayac in the Holie Land) he waxed 
angrie, and vied manic high and difdainctull rearmes, and made 
pubitke [hew of inward diſcontent. All which king Richard did 
ſctatnought; and told him to h:s face, That doc what he darcd, 
he ſhould nor be a partner in that Boorie. 

It ſtood not with king Phr/7ps honour, to waxe cold lo foone 
in this great Enterprize, whereon the eycs of all rhe Chriſtian 
\World were fixed; and dattard!y to/rerurne home. Bur how- 
ſoever hec had difpoltd of himleite, and of ſuch Forces as hee 
commandcd, yet king Richard was relolucd togoe forth; fo that 
(Nece{hrie enforcing them ro ſome ag 2reement) they procceded 
in their lourney. In which, they all, and their Con federares, per- 

formed manic honourable and w enderfialt deedes of Armes ; 
ecrrifying and daily diminiſhing the Turkes Numbers and Forces 
with continvall flaughrters, and giuing chem butlirrle leyſure, or 


courage to rel1it, 


And (among manic other ſtrong Townes, Forts, Caftles, and 
Garrifons of great {trength and importance, which they Conque- 
red) they wonne (ater a long and a lharpe Siege) by maine 
Batterics'and refolure Aſſawlts, the ſtourly defended Citie of 4- 
con : Vpon the walls whercot a forward ,knight aduanced the 
Banner and the Colours of Zeopoid the Archduke of Ae;tr:s. 
Bur king Richard , skorning that roo much Grace and Honour 
{houid be done vnto tac Duke, and his owne deſerts be thereby 
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blemiſhed, he hauing firſt ofall entred into the Citie, ranne vp vn- 
to the Wall; plucked downe that Banner, and thoſe colours; and 
trampled them with bis feere : Wherat the French King was much 
diſpleaſed, and gaue his tongue libertic to ſpeake grear things.

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all ſuch iniuries and wrongs, as in his abſence were done vnto him 
by the French king. And then he reduced to his ſubiectionall ſuch 
Peeres in Normanaie,as by the Frenchmen,in hisablence, had beene 
caken from him. 

Thus whileſt the King was buſicd abroad ; his brother 10z, 
Earle of Lancsfter, repaired to him, and not onely ſubmitted him- 
ſelte to his grace and mercie, bur voluntarily ſurrendred to him all 
ſuch Forts and Caſtles as he had ſeized into his hands : exculing 
him(elfe, as being prouoked and entorced to dilloyaltie by the ex- 
traordinarie pride and inſolent behauiour of !/ilram Longchampe 
Bilhop of E'y; who vaworthily had diſordered the goucrnment 
ofthe whole Realme. Vpon which ſubmiſhon, and his contrition 
for his offence, he obtained not onely the kings pargon,bur alſo his 
elpeciall grace and tauour. 

Thendid they both come into England: where the king (to make 
payment of his Ranſome) ranſacked the T reaſures of divers Re- 
ligious Houſes, and gricuouſly taxed the People; and iummoned 
his High Court of Parliament, 1n which he cauſcd himſelite ro be 
azainecrowned King, And toaugment his owne Eſtate, hee reſu- 
med into his hands all ſuch Honors, Lordlnips, Manors, Caſtles, 
Offices, and Priuiledges, as be had tormerly ſoid ro his owne fub- 
jects for his ſupplycs; and enforced rhe Buyers to content them- 
{eiues with ({uch profits thereof, as they had taken. T ben toure- 
ſcore thouſand pounds of his Ranſome were payd : bur the relt- 
due was diſcharged by Leopold; who was accurled by Pope 1nno- 
cent the third , tor thac bee had iniuriouſly made king Richard a 
priſoner, in his returne trom his Warres in the Holic Lang. 

Then the king rayted a new Armie, and tranſported it into 
France; and from that time forward he ceaſed not ( with variable 
ſucceſle) ro warre with the French king : vnrill ar length taking a 
private view of the beſieged Cattle of Chatons, neere to Lymoys, he 
was deſcried by a common ſou'dior; who fo grieuouſlly wounded 
him with an arrow, that within three dayes atter he died, when he 
had raigned almoſt nine ycaresz and was buried at Fountexwerard 11 
France at his fachers fer. 

' After hee was wounded, as is before mentioned, hee wonne the 
Caftie by terribleaiſaulrs, and cauſed all ſuch as he found thercin 
ro be{laine; except the malefator: who being demanded by him 
how hedared ro {hoot vnrto the perſon of a king, made an{were, 
Thatin thoſe Warres he bad loft his father, and his brother; and 
thar he was exceeding giad that fortune had ſoalfiſted him in bis 


reuenge. Then when he expeed nothing bur a preſent terrible

| death, the king gaue him his pardon ; and cauſed him to be ſately 


conduttcd our of bis Armic. 

In the beginning of this Kings Ratgne, certaine Our-lawes, to 
the numberot one hundred and more, being refolucd and deſperat 
men ( whole chicfelt leaders were named Rovzin Hood and Little 
lohn) robbed and ſpoyled indiuers places of this Land. They nei- 
ther hurted, nor much wronged anic, except they would runne 
themſclues into danger by reliſtance . They attempted againit 
none, bur againſt ſuch, as being rich, gayned by vluric; or gaue 
no entertainement by good Hoſpitalitie to their Neighbours, and 
to the poore. T hey ſpared all women, and were bountifull bene- 
taftors to ſuch as ſtood in need . Thus they continued diuers 
moneths, vnrill their chicfeſt Leader Robwm Hood, by meancs of a 

ſharpe iickneſle (being ler bloud, and being betrayed) blcd 

himſelfe to death. And then the whole Rout of 
this theeuiſh Companic was diſperſed, and 
the MaletaQors ſecretly repaired 
home to their owne 
houlcs. 
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THE HISTORIE 
OF KING ITonn 


\OHN PLANTAGENET (FEarlcot 
Laricaster in his owne Right, and 
Earle of Glocefter in the right of his 
wite; and being the yongelt ſonne 
of King Henr:ethe ſecond) ſuccce- 
ded, and was crowned king : albeit 
that Arihur Plantagenci his nephew, 
and ſonne to Geoffrey his elder bro. 
ther, was then living. The whole 
courſe of this Kings Gouernment 
was accompanied with concinuall 
croubles: and his two Perſccutors were Pope 1mnocent the third ; 
and Philip the ſecond, then King of France. 

The French King feared thegreatneſle of Englanas ſtrength,and 
the proſperitic of this Kingdome was hurrtull vnto his eyes: and 
elad he was, if (at anie time) the Jealt occalion would offer him 


ſome ſeruice to further his deligncs againſt King 794m. For proote 


| hereof, he proteſted a world of loue tothe {aid Arthur; intormed 


him of his T icle to the Crowne of Eng/and, and of his vndoubred 
right to the Duchies of Normanadte, and of Britame; animated him 
torayle Its ſpirits, and to aduance his courageto winne them all. 
[t he were deſtitute of Friends, which might aduile and countel! 
him ; he and his Nobles would ſupplic that want : it he ſtood in 


| need of Silver and of Gold, to feede and to nouriſh the great bo- 


dic of tharWarre ; he ſhould be ſupplyed with fufficient ſtore : 
IPL 2 And 
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And if he would haue valiant men to tight tor him, and for thoſe 
his Rights, hee would ſupplie him with manie thouſands, who 
ſhould aduenture to ſpend their beſt bloud in his Quarrels, 

T hele large and triendly profters ( which indeede proceeded 
rather from a jealoutie which the French King had of himſelte, 
by reaſon of King /ohns Greatneſice, than trom anic inward afte- 
tion or heartie loue which hee bare vnto arthur, the lawtull 
and the righttull Heire of this Crowne) and the longing dclire 
which made this young Gallant hop<tu'! of rhoſle great archicue- 
ments; perſuaded him verie eai:!y , not onely to accept ot the 
French Kings, triendthip, bur ailo to vie his wide, So that partly 
by the helpe of rhe Normans, and partly by the French Kings 
meanes, hce Icuied a puillant Armic ; and wonne dtuers places 
both of Worth and of Strength in Xorz:axcte. Bur the Kings 
Licurcnant, and his other Agents in that Duchic, dctended 
rhemſciues valiantly, perſiſted in their Duties, and tought it out 
divers times ; vntill King 10hn himſelte came into that Countrey 
with a itrong Armie, and fought manie crucll Battailes with his 
Nephew. 

But oftentimes it falleth out, that by Warre (which is the enc- 
mic of Peace) Peace it ſelfe is procured . For when thoſe two 


Princes had exchanged ſtore of blowes, and when their Armies 


had made havocke each of other; and death had drenched her 
(citc in their bloud : they entred into certaine Captrulations tor 
Peace 3 which, for a ſhort time, gue them ſome reſpir of brea- 
thing. Bur the ſame was againe interrvpred by Phz{1prthe French 
Fing ; who promiſed C477hzr a doubiing of tis firengrh, and 
ted him with much aflurance of preipcrous ſucceſle ; a1:d made 
him confident to renew thoſe Wartes . And hereupon the 
French King carricd a faire Armie into MNormazdte ; with which 
ace ſpoyled, ranſacked, and dcpopulated manie places in that 
Duchie. | | 

Pur King 70-n (who wanted nothing but money to cncounter 
with fo pcruerſe an enemie) was warned by his Lords, Gentic- 


men , and the infcriour ſore of his common people, T hat ihame 


wouid wait vpon him for his negle&, in ſuffering his Honovr to 
be trampled on, and his Territories in ſuch ſort, without blowes, 


to be taken trom him. And (to whet the dull edge of his cou-: 


rage, deiected by reaſon of his wants) they voluntari!y and treely 
ranted him a large Taxe to ſupport his necefſitte : and cucrie 
Juitie Ladce boldly proffered his {ernice, to buckle {trongly with 
the French, -

By hels meancs King 1951 was quickly turnithed and (ireng- 
chencd both with Money and with Men; and with a itrong Ar- 
mic he landed in the Duchie of Normani:e: wherc his numbers 
were cuerie day augmented, by the repaire ot manie thouſands, 
who were well appointed, and d1d reſolue with him to APC rhe 
ſame lot and che ſame tortune. And not Jong atrer, th2 two Ar- 
mics mer, and fought rogether with ſuch deſperate boldneſle, 
chat each ot them cooke PO to g1uc blowes, wounds, dceata. 
Each of them rejoyced in the ruine of rac otacr; and thoſe fo- 
lemne ſpeRacles of forrow which wonld haue made others iad, 
gaue them occaiion of much mirth. 

Bur things which are violent cannot long endure. T his feare- 
full forme mu'it bce changed into a picatunc calme. And (o it 
was. For the Frenchmen were diſcouraged , and fled 3 and y- 
thur,the Kings Nephew,and the righttull Heire vnto his Crowne, 
was taken priſoncr r, and fert to the Caitle of Roan: wacre (lea- 
ping from ine walls wich an intent to eſcape) he was drowned 
in the Ditch. And thus ended his Lite, his Title, and thoſe 
\Warres. 

But the next yeare following, the French King himſelfe, pre- 
tending Title ro the laid Duchic of Aormand te, rayled an cxcce- 
ding 7 great power ; and fo lodainely, anv with ſuch furic, did 11- 
uade it, that ( (wanting preſent meanes of reiittanee) che wh ole Du: 
chic (to preuent verer delolition and ruine) yeeld:d,and {uli:ted 


it ſe!f2 ro the French king. | 
And now began the Kings other. Enemie, Pope Innccent the 


third, to play ! 113 part and to vexe tim more dangeroully than 


Plitp of France oy done. Ang the occaiicn which 1 QC eaterai- 
ned to ettet ais purp9lc \ was This, 

 Hadzrt,he Archbithop of Canterburre, dicd: and the Monkes 
of Sint Auvajlines in that Cite CwIGEal the kings Licence, or 
knowledee, and abou: midniz he) e:etcd Riznold (a brother ot their 
owne) to ſucceed him ; and tooke of him an Oath turtlawith to rra- 
vaile vnt2 Fame, and there to procure Als inuciture, and (0 reccelue 
bis P4i from the Pope. 

T hc king being thereof informed by maniteft ſhewes, made 
knowne ins inward dillike of thoſe their vnaduilcd & doings * $0 
that ( vpon his morion, and to appeaſe his wrath) they new!y 
cleted 1ohn Gray , who was then Bifhop of Nornmich, And in- 

cortinently, the king ( vpon his owne charge) {-nt Letters and 


Emballadours vnto the Pope, entrcating bim to ratifie his Jaſt 


Bur 
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Bur in the meane time a new Schiſme or Faction did appeare. 
For the Suftragan (becaule hee was not made acquainted, nor an 
actor incither of the ſaid wo Elections) made ſuit to the Pope to 
diſplace them both. Bur the Pope (imiating the proud exatnple 
of his Predeceſlors, who coucted to [wimme againlt the Streame, 
and ſetdorne,or neuer, granted anie kings requelt,leaſt they [hould 
in ſome ſort be rhovght to be yeclding ) neglected the kings en- 
treatic, and confirmed him that was choſen tirſt. The king ttor- 
med becauſe he was lo flenderly regarded. And divers ot thoſe 
Monkes (ro plcale the king) refuſed ro receive him that was by 


the Pope confirmed ; contelting againſt their owne choice, be- 


cauſe it was made in the night, and not in the open day. Bur 
the reſt affirmed, T hat ſuch a choice was not meerely voide, 
and in it ſelte a Nullitie ; but remayned good, vntill by Tudici- 
al: proccedings, and by a Sentence, it were pronounced to be 
void. x 1 
Ar length, this queſtion and this doubt was controuerted and 


diſputed on in Rome: and thereupon, the Pope (making a colou- 


rable ſhew to content the King, to pleaſe the Monkes, and to end 
this Schilme; but indeede to preterre Stephen Lanzton, the Cardi- 
nali of Chr;/ogone, tothat Dignitic) aduiled the ſaid Monkes to e- 
led rhe ſaid Stephen. | 

T he King perceiving well what was intended and meant there- 
by ; required the ſaid Monkes not to proceed tothe ſaid Eletion, 
nor todeale anic further in thar bulineſſe . Bur verie vndurifully 
rhey neglected to content,orto obey ihe King; and with them the 
Papall Commandement tooke place: and Stephen Langton (a man 
plyant to the Popes humour ) was clected Archbilhop of Can- 
terburte. | ; 

T his later choice ſo ſharpely exaſperated the king, that by his 
Letters to the Pope he proteſted plaincly, T hat from thencetorth 
he would take a ſtrict account of all ſuch of his ſubjeRts wharſo- 
cuer, as*for anic matters concerning Right, or Iuſtice, ſhould be 
gadding vnto Rome. And didalledge, T hat he had Bilhops,Pre- 
lates, Nobles, and Magiſtrates of his owne,, whocould and ſhovld 
(according to the Lawes and Cuſtomes of his Kingdome) decide 
and determine all Controucrlies and Doubts, which ſhould ariſe 
either inthe Church, orin the Commonwealc. And that he would 


rather expoſe himſelfe to a thouſand deaths, then baſely (as hee | 


was required) make himielfe and his Kingdome leruile and ſub- 


jet to the Popes inlolent and peremptorie Commands, 


The Pope (according to his cuſltome and fathion) not onely 
anſwered 
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ariiwe d diy, Th It ks Ele tion of the © Cardinal {hould 
ltand : bur required the King,to giue bm the quiet poſlcihon of 
his See; torecall ſuch Monks trom tbaniſhmentas ac had cxild;and 
torefttoretothemrheir goods, on waich hee nad ſeized by reaſon 


of their faſt choice : and did authorize foure Bilhops within this 


Land,to interdictand to curſe the King, and his Real:ncif hee re- 
fuled rodoeasby the Pope he was entoyned. 

T he Kinz(percetuing that thoſe toure es 4x much ela- 
ted by reaſon of their new authoritie : and thar chey thoughr the 
timeto belong, ere the King had replicd and {tgnined his inten 
and relolution) icizcd vpon their lands and goods ; and did pro- 
claime, Thathe relolucd to take tae like courſe with all ſuch,as re- 
cciucd any Promotions, [nueſtitures,or Eccleitaſtical degrees, trom 
the ſaid Cardinail ; or went vnto Rome vpon any occalion without 
his licenfe,or did appeale torany caulethither ; ordid attempt to 
put in execution any .commaund trom the Pope » within his 
Kingdome. 

] heP ope (bcingaduertifcd hereof) ſent into En7{and his two 


| Legats, Pandnip 1s 5 and 1 Curant (men of prowd ſpirits, and prone ro 


pucin practitc al things as they ſhould be required)T helerwo per- 
{waded the King to bereconcled to Stephen Langton; to the foure 
Bithops ; and to tac Priorand tac Monks of his Coucnt of S. _Au- 


_ tins; and to reitoreto them their Places, Lands, and Goods, that 


peace,and amitic,by mceanes of his ſodoing, might be renewed be- 
twixtth&Popeand him. The King (tearing to be accurſed, and 
being deltrou> to preuent future inconucnicnc es) yeclded, and pro- 


hs oO pertorm all whatloeuer was required, except it were to 


allow the ſaid Election of the ſaid Cardinall : and proteſted faith- 
fully, T hat it another might be choſen, heethen would with al] 
ſpeedand expedition, preierre himto ſome other Bilhoprique, or 
better place of Dignitic within his Realme, Bur the two Legars 
(inſteed of oratifying the Kings requelt) pronounced. the Popes 


curſe; notonly againtt bm, Knees alſoagainſtaliſuchas gaue him at- 


| cendance,or things neceſſarie: : or kept him company. They like- 


wiſcabſolued all his ſubiets from their oathes, durtic, and fcruice 
towards hum,and required all Chriſtian Princes to make warre vp- 
pon him,as vpon tnc arch and grand enemy ofthe Church of God. 
ThePopeallo pronounced and publiſhed againſt him his ſentence 
of deprivation, and gauc his Crown and his Kingdom to Php the 
French King,it by any ſecret piut,or open violence and hoſtlity,he 
couid expell or niurther Him, 
Theſe were the fruits ofthis vnholy holy Father,the Popes Re- 
ligion

of his vaſuftcrable pride :inthathe preſumed rodo what nocarth- | 


ly creature can do,nor whata Chriſtian oughrto attempt to do, a- 
gainſtthe Annointed of God and againſt tuch a one, as the Al- 
mightic hath placed ina Kingdom to goucrne and to rule h1s peo- 
ple. The King was not (as yet) terrified with this T hunder ,'but 
was in good hopethatallchoſe Fulminations would quickly flaſh, 
and as ſoone vaniſh away,as the Lightning doth. And being tho- 
roughly reſolued to confront the Pope, and his buſie Legats, in 
contemning them and their greateſt power, he took a ſolemne oath 
of his SubieRs for his defence,and their faithtull ſcruice. And then 
witha ſtrong Armiche entered into Scozland, againſt King _Mex- 
ander the ſecond, becauſe he had received, (ſupported, and maintai- 
neddiucrs of his Clergic,and others : who (adhering to the Pope, 
and magnifying his vſurped authoritic within this kingdome) had 
forſaken the King ; and (as Rebells, and Qurt-lawwes) fled vnto him 


for ſuccour. But the ScoriſhKing (perceiuing that:Fire and Sword 


gapedgreedily to Jdeuoure both him and his Countrie) ſubmitted 
himſelte (with great humilitie and reverence ) to king /9-n; and 


without furcher crouble , hee was reconciled to his Grace and 


Fanour. 
T he French king, hoping and endevoring to poſleſſe himſelfe of 
the Popes gitt (which was nothis ro give) and gladding his owne 


| heart thatnow he had gotten ſomecolour to warre in England vp- 
pon king 7h»; prouided a great Armie to inuade this Realme.But 


by the wiſedome, vaiour, and circumſpection of the king, and by 
Gods aſsiltance, three hundred of his Ships (being loaden with 
Corne, Vitualls,and other requilits for the warre) were ſurpriſed, 
and by mcanes thereot king Phulip was at that time robbed of his 
vaine hope. | 

T he Pope (notwithſtanding) ceaſed nor, but cucr and anon hee 


accurſed the king againe,and againe: inſomuch that he feared, leſt 


vtterruinc and his ouerthrow did attend him. Wherfore ({udden- 
ly, without the conſent of his Nobles, oraduice of his Councell of 
Eſtate) vpon his knees, before Pandulphus the Legat,hce confeſled 


his diſobedience to the Pope; craued Pardon ; and (by a publique 


Inſtrument in writing vnder his hand and ſeale) hee reſigned his 
Crowne and his kingdom,ts the Pope : which Pandulphws kept the 
ſpace of foure daies tothe Popes vic. And then he gaue the King- 
domeand the Crowne againe to King 7h», and to his heires ; re- 
ſeruing a Tenurethereof to the Church of Rome, with an yeerel y 


tribute of one thouſand marks. n 
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| This baſe ſubmiſſion and iubietion of his, ſoalicnared from 
' him the deere afteRion of diucrs ot his Nobles, and men belt sk1l- 
| led in Chiualrie,that they reuolted from his ſeruice, and fled varo 
his encmic the French King ; whoſe head was building of Caſtles in 
theaire,and who made new and [arge preparations and prouilions, 
ro make Lewes his ſonne tac ſole King and Monarch ot this King- 
dome. And when all things were in a readineſſe, the young Prince 
with 2 {ttrong Armie camc into England , and was oftentimes en- 
countred with ſharpe blowes, but yet hedid much harme. And the 
Pop«(being by his Legars informed in what calc King 7ohnand his 
Realme iwod) required the French King , and Prince Zewes his 
{onne,and allothers who adhered to their part, of what citate or 
condition locuer they were,torchiwith to delilt and ceaſe from all 
hoſtilitic and warre; becauſe both King 194m and his kingdome, 
werereconciicd to his fauour,and to the Church, and the Crowne 
oft ais Realme was hoiden of the See of Rome: So that ( by confei- 
cnce,and by thelawes ol Godand of Men) he ought to be protect- 


ee 


| cd 41d 6Ce:caded by him,ard vy ats authoritie and power. But the. 


Frenchretuſed ts obey; afhirming, T bat no king ( witaour the free 
conlent ot iis Nobics,Prelats, & common peoplc ) could give vnto 
any other his kingdom, nor the protection ot his Subicets, which 
were committed ro him by God; and conlequentiy,that this king- 
dome was not holden of thc Church ot Roxze,nor ought .to be de- 
fendcd or protected by her. T his anfwere ſo ſtarticd the Pope 
(whole wil! may not willingly meet with the Icaſt reliftance) that 
incontinently he {ont Gruiilo the Cardinallot S*. Hr rps, into this 
Realme: who accurſed Ph: the French king,and Prince Lewes his 
ſonne,and ſuchot the £52//- Nobilitie as rook part with them, and 
all cheir Compliccs and adhcrents. 
 Thewiſer{ortamong them little reſpected what was done by 
the ſaid Cardinal : but the common people, and theordinarie de- 
grceof Souldicrs ( whoſe deuotions more depended vpon fteare, 
then vpon their knowledge) were ſo amazcee and daunted with 
thoſe tharp and ſudden curſes,thar (leauing their Leaders, and the 
Field) they returncd home to their hovſes,and to their Ships, And 
the poore Natiues of this Realme ( knowing that diners great 
Lords were vnder the cenſure oft this curſe) entered into their hou- 
ſes, tields, and crounds, robbing and ſpoyling, and bearing and @ri- 
ving away, whatſocuerthey could tind and take : they being lo far 
off from doubting or diſputing with their owne conſciences, whe- 
ther therein they did well or no, that they ſuppoſed their fo doing 
tended immedaatly co the gloric of Almighty God, and thar their 
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Ti Hiſhvie ” King 


itealths and Robbceries were meritorious and pleating in his 
tighr. | 

"By theſe means, thoſe Lords and Nobles were much perplexed 
and pinched with great diltretle, and were likely to be itarzed to 
death; becauſe they wantedall necetlaries belonging vnro lite,and 
knew nor how eo relicuctheirowne wants. Neither durlt ante 0- 
ther (by rcafon of thoſe Curies,and of their T reaſons) ro relieve 
them : Sothar ar length (when ul] friends, and when all other re- 
medies did taile) Necethrie {which is the molt imperious Com- 
mandecr of all choſ{e,ouver whome lhe ryrannizeth } enforced them 
ro proſtrate chemlelues ar the Kings feet ; to contellc their VDGUt- 
tull reuolt; and ro crave his pardon. 

The King (who by nature was gracious, and full of pitie ; and 
being more willi ing ro forgiue t than to + orqpn {uch,as in the hig het 


meaſare had offended him, albeir he had, by thei- alliltance m_ 


to his enemies; beene oppre{ied with inlinite mileries, and bad 
tound more hdeliticand (cruice in (trangers borne,than in thoſc his 
owne ſubjects) in milde and in gentle ſort accepted of their ſub- 


mi{{on, pardoned their tranſgrethons, and reſtored them to their | 


Honors and to their Lands. 
And by thele meanes rhis Rene was dicburthened of the 


French Nation; and a quiet peace began ro falute the King and * 


his people : who now found ſome \-yſure to looke vp, and to 
retreth cthemſelues ; as Fiſhes doe in a faire caime , atter they 
hauc beenc tumbled and toſſed in the VVarers by an vnquiet 
Storme, 


The Pope intending ro ke theſe his procecdings wi ih King | 


lohn in Enzlan4,a preiident vnto other Princes) atiembicd a gene- 
rall Councel: at Zateran : wherein hee publithcd they all at jarge, 
rogerher with the ſaid kings Grant of his Kingdometo the Pope, 
and his ſaid regrant, andthe I enurethercot to be of hc Church 
ot Kome. And 1n the ſame Councell, 0:70 the Emperour, Peter 
kitig of Arrazon, and Raymond Earle of Tho!cs/e, and divers other 
Princes, were excommunicated: and others were inrerdicted, to- 
gether with their Kingdomes any their Provinces tor Herelie as 
it was pretend2d.) Burrhe cercaine fcope of this crattic and cun- 
ning packing tended ro none other end, than onely to maxe.tem- 
porail Princes ſubiet rothe Popes correction ; and cont: quently 
to enrich himſcitc and his ot with their | ſpovle. [nthe ſame 
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ven err 


Councall allo, Auricular Confethion,and T ranſubltantiarion were + 
eltablilhed and decreed : and therein it was enactcu, That ſuch - 


as ſpake cuill of the Pope ſhould be darancd :n 
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man (hould be Emperour, vntill he had lworne his Homage <8) 
tac Pope, and had recc1ued his Crowne from him. 

And thus all chete troubles (hauing had trom the fourth yeare 
| of King 794ws Raigne as long a continuance as the Troca \Warres) 
' were At talt ended. But the Clergie would in no fort bee heart 
| lyreconciled to the King. For ſuch was their ſecret grudge and 
ipleche towards him, rar 'vnder the colour of muck feruice and 
dure) as hee lay in £3 - Abbey ot Swan,Zezye , not ftarre from 
/ , hee was es ſia by a Moake of the Order of Saint 
Bernard : who, to make his match ſure, and to auo4'd jealou- 
lie and ſu'pition , firit Eg vnto the King , and poyivned 
himfelte tor companic. And thus died King 794m, waen he had 
raigried aboue ſcu-nteence yeares ; and lycth buricd at /#/:nc40- 
fler. | 
In the ſeuenth yeare of his Raigne hce tranſported a puilling

it wit2 2 continuall travcr; and make iz hopeclefle of all recouc- 
rie or relicte, {fauing onely by their mcanes. And ypon this Pro- 
ect they landed treth torces within this Land. 
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62 | The Hiſtorie of King 
Burt the new ProtcRor was not idle in his charge. For his Pre- 
parations were expedited with great celeritie and judgement : 
Thet-1:h. | and (with ſuch forces as he had leuicd) he mantuily oppol;d him- 
men tahe {cite againſt ail Encounters of the French, and ot the W elch, w hich 
part with obſtinately adacred to the Freach part. 


Bur the belt ſucceſſe by Warres (in a diſtempercd and in a 
TOs Eſtate ) giues little cauſe of boating ro eyther part. 
For the ſlaughter of manie friends and kinsfoike (aftoording the 
Vitoric) cannot chuſe bur bring with it a ſorrowtull remem- 
brance ot their vntimely end; and beget mante wiſh& , thar 
(their vnduciſull Errors bau: iNg DCcne Ie tormed) they were aliuc 
againe. 

{lonorius the Pope being ruly intormed, how obſtinarely rhe 
Freac and the /iec Nations ( being aflitted with ſome Enzltſ) 
daily warred and ſpoyled within this Realme: rot onely contir- 
med the authoritic of Gualorthe Legatc; bur by him he thundred 
more ſharpe and terrible Curſes a: oainlt them all, than formerly 
hee or his predeceſlors had done. hereunto hee added new 


Excommunications, Pepriuvations, and other bitter Cenſures of 


the Church of Rome. | 

Herevpon Prince Zerrs, with his confcderates, ſecmed to be 
peacetull tor a whiie;z and made an outward ſhew, as it hee onely 
waited fora titoportunitieto depart. Yetinthe mcanc time,king 
Phiitp bis tather (with great care and coſt) FRA red new Forces 
tor his aide , and {hipped them tor this Rea!me. But Hugh de 
Burg (bcing a man prouident, and truly valianr, and being chiefe 
ge of the five Ports) having fitted a itrong Flecte of good 

Shippes, and furniſhed them ro the pr. ic with choice Mari- 
ncrs and expert men of \Warre , cacountred them) bravely wo 
on the Sea : and with ſuch hoe | blowes fo fiercely did at- 
ſayic them , that ( beeing alrogether vnable ro rclilt him-) 
they Ebmirted themſclues 2 and all chcir Shippes , vnto his 
mercte, 

T his noble « Eavtele (bcing thus attended by V iRtorie) forth- 
with drew Prince Lewts to a milde entreatie of Peace : So that 
(being ablolued by Gualo, and receiuing good ſummes of mo- 
ney to further his returne) he ſurrendred all ſuch Forts, Catles, 
and Townes as hee had raken, and with his companies fayled 


Into France , leauing bis Exz/!/ friends (who bad lupported his 


Eitate and parc in all theſe \Warres) ro the cenſure of the Lawes, 


and to end their miſerable dayes with ſundric executions and 
Rrange deaths.

The: Common-weale being now ſuffered to rk. and ba- 
uing tound ſome leifure to proutde fitting medicines to cure ſuch 
matadies as diſtempercd her cttate, required that a Parliament 
might be ſommoned, waich was grauntcd: and in ir the ancient 
Lawes of King E fad were reduced and rei{tored to their former 
vigor and {trengrh. And the Grand Charter {in thoſe dayes cal- 
led Migna Charts ,compriiing ſundry laws, which were both cale- 
full and commodiousto the common pe ople) was ratified and con- 


 tirmed. And whereas the Ward!hips ot the heires of ſuch of rhe 


Kings tenants as dicd, ſeized of any lands by them holden in 
Knightsleruice, was graunted to King #4247 during their minort. 
ties ; and their marriages were altcrwacds, granted ro King Edward 
che Conteſſor. Thole lawes (which a long time had lien aflcepe) 
were now rcuived and awaked ; and were reſtored ro their tormer 
vie. Intheſame Parliament alſo, a voluntaric Taxe was frankely 
gincn to the King: partly todilcharge ſuch debts as former warrcs 
had occaiione and partly to lcuic new forces,to be conducted by 
Eichard the kings brother, for therecoucring of Poyters and of Gaſ- 
coyne;which of late yeers(molt iniurioufly,and with too much vio- 
lence) had been vſurped and taken from King Henries predecellors, 
by the French King, 

TheParliament being ended ; the ſaid Taxe, with great celert- 
tic,and without contradiction by any,was ſoone Natro. {o that the 
Kings Cofters were repleniſhed with ft]ucr,and with gold; and all 
requilits were carefully prouided,anda gallant Armie ot couragt- 
ous men of warre were atlſembled, and ately trantported. With 
which, &1chard the Kings brother did (almoſt) wonders ; ſubdu- 
ing where he found re{iltance,and ſeizing vpon Lordlhips, I owns, 
Forts, Caſtles, and other defenced places, quictly, and without 
blowes, where no head was made againft hira. Sothar within few 
moneths (ſuch was his valor and good fortune) he recouered both 
thoſe Provinces wholly tor the king; and returned with much ho- 
nor into Enzland. 

Bur the kings abſence from thofe places, miniſtrec opnortunity 
tothe French king ro be vntriendly,and daily to make wars, roads, 
a ara invalions intothoſe Proni nces, which ( w irhout CO- 

lour of right) he endenored to ſubdue. So that hee (refuling no 
aduantage,which might in any ſort turther his detires) ſuddenly 
Jeda new Armic into Poyters,and quickly made himſclte the Lord 
thereot. And then he marched into Picrizot and Aluerneand other 
places in G#ian ; where he did the like. Bur king /enry ſent rhicher 
another Armie, with which his brotacr Rivard Earle of Cornwall 
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fought many cruell and ſharpe battailes; and in the molt of them, 
Fortune aſsiſted him with good ſucceſle, and all things afforded 
him great hopes, that hee ſhould recoucr whatſocuer (in his ab- 
ſence) had been loit.Bur in the hcighr of all theſe broyles, atriend- 
ly peace was concluded betwixt the two Kings; and &:hardretur- 
ned ſately into England. | 

T heſetroubles being thus ended,and peace gladding the hearts 
of all ſuch as had been tired with thoſe warres : vnkinde icaloulics 
began to breed much hart-burning,berwixt the King, and hisown 
Barons ; for that (as they conceived) the King repoſed lictle conti- 
dence intheir faith ; neglected their leruice and ſocictie ; and wp- 
plied himſelte,and his fauours, wholly vnto ſtrangers ; whom net- 
theralliance,nor Countrie, bound to pcrtormeany dutic towards 
him,nor would be found truſtie, when the hand of his bountic and 
liberalitic was cloſed vp, And the King ( percciving their diſcon- 
rent) entered into the ſecret cloſet of his owne breaſt, and tooke a 
ſtrict examination ofhis owne dealings. And finding them to bee 
ſuch,as iuſtly might diſpleaſe* he retormed his error; remoued the 
cauſes of thoſe diſlikes ; and louingly reconciled himſclfe to his 


Nobles. | 
 Abourthistime, 70h» Scot Earl of Cheſter died, without iſſue male, | 


hauing foure daughters & heirs. From them the king reſumed into 
his own hands that Earledom, and all the Territories belonging 
thercunto : which he augmented with large additionsof yearcly 
reuennues; and many Regal! Priuiledges, Libertics, and Honours, 
And fora recompence and by way of exchange, he gaue vnto thoſe 


Ladies many Honors, Lordlhips, Caltles, and Mannors,which cx- 


cceded their ownein true value. And hauing marricd Prince Ed- 
ward,his ſonne,to Eljanor lifter vnto the King of Spain : hegaue vn- 
to him the Prouince of Gayan ; the Lordthip ofall rrelapnd; and cre- 
atcd him Earle of Chefter,and Prince of i/ales +, which two later dig- 
nities he then annexed to the cldeſt ſonnes of the Kings of this 
Realme. - 

And not long after,a Clerk dwelling in Oxford ( counterfeiting a 
kind of madncſ{e) attempring ro murther the King, for which 
purpolec in the depth ofthe night, he crept in at the window of the 
Kingschamber,in which moſt commonly hee lodged. Pur (fai- 
ling of his purpoſc, becauſe the King lay not then there) hce was 
taken ; examined; conteſled his villanie ; and by the courſe of law 
being condemned. he was pur to a cruell death. 

\We bauc heard before,that a peace wascoucluded between the 
Kings of Ergiandand of France; but the French kings werealwaies 


{ecretly

enRIE the third, 


ſecrerly, or openly, malicious to the Kings of this Realme;becauſe 
they had certaine Territories and Prouinces in France which bor- 
dered on their Countries. And this malice made them little re- 
ſnetiue of the ſanttitic of ſuch ſolemne Oathes and honeſt pro- 
miſes, as (more [trongly than bonds of yron) ſhould binde Kings. 
Forno fooner was anic gappe open, into which they might thruſt 
a toote z noranie oportunitic ( were it neuer lo little) was offe- 
red ; bur thar they threw behind their backes the remembrance 
of 41 T ruces, Leagues, and Conuentions of Peace whatſocuer, 
aid made all things to be lawtull, which either by fleight,or by 
violence, they could enterpriſe or doe. And as common cxperi- 
cice oftcniimes made it manifeit ; ſo did it now. For about the 
foure and twentieth ycare of King Henries Raigne , Lewes the 
ninch, with a deuouring Armie, entred into Geyay, and ſpoyled 
1:3d walted that Countrey in all places where hee came. And 
King //-rie (intending their quicke reliete ; and purpoling, if he 
migar, to regaine all Normandie, and ſuch other Prouinces as the 
kings of France vnjuſtly had detained from him) ſayled thicker 
with a puiſTant Armie z and oftentimes bickered with his ene- 
r1:05 : 2zainit whome ſomerimecs he preuailed, and at other times 
had the worſer hand. Yet his haughtic courage abandoncd all 
feare ; and no perils whatiocuer could make him thrinke: tor in all 
thoſe sk:rmithes he performed ſtout reſo: ution, and the noble va- 
lourot a worthic king. 

Bur Fectune no further fauouring thoſe his endeauours, than 
onelvenabling him to ſtop the French Kings proceedings ; hee re- 
rurned into England. But {hortly betore his departure, the French 
king marricd his brother A/phonſus vnto the Yaughter of the Earle 
of Tholouſe; and gave to him the Earledome of Poytiers, and all 
king H-:nrie; Territories in _Mucrne : and plotted cunningly to 
hauc procurcd the Earle of Harch to doe him homage for ſuch 
Lands as hec affirmed he held of the ſaid Earledome of Poyziers. 
Bur hee ſtomly refuſed ro yeeld vnto him anie ſuch dutie or ſcr- 
uice. And this his denyall ſo enraged the French king, that he en- 
tred with an Armic into the Earledome of March, and daily ſpoy- 
lcd it withour ſparing. 

Burt king Henrie having carefully employed his labors to with- 
ſtand this violence:and hauing raiſeda faire Armie,which him{.lte 
condutted, tranſported it vnto Burdeaux . And not farre from 
thence (due preparations on all parts being made) both the Ar- 
mics met; in which the bloud of the moſt valiant men of Warre 
was frecly ſold, and dearcly paycd for. But in the end, Fortune 
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| extending more fauour to the Frexch, than to King Henrie; he was 


enforced (with the loſle and laughter ot his belt men) ro lcaucthe 
Ficld. 
And the Earle of March gricuing at this miſhap , and be- 
ing loth that King AHenrie ſhould be cngaged in a greater dan- 
ger; ſubmitted himſelfe, and obrained Peace on faire conditions 
with the French King. And then King Henrie returned into Eng- 
lind; and married one of his liſters vnto Alexander then King of 
Scots, becauſe hee would the better aſſure himſclte of his triend- 
ſhip in time ct ncedc. | 

And now began thoſe miſchieuous broyles and turmoyles 
within this Realme; which (vntill the kings death) daily, yea al- 
moſt hourely, vexed and moleſted him and his whole kingdome. 
For the King (of later yeares) lending too plealing an care to 


manie lewd and cuill Officers (whome, aboucall others, he beſt | 


loucd and favored; and by whole counſelland aduice both him- 
ſelfe and his whole Eſtate was guided and direted ) made little 
account and reckoning of the beſt of his ſubiefts louc : and tooke 
from them (in divers things) ſuch libertic and freedome,as by the 
Lawes and Ordinances of this kingdome they juftly claymed,and 


_ ought to haue cnioyed. Hee alſo pinched his people with manic 


vnneceſſaric Impolitions and grieuous Taxes; which ( by thoſe 


lewd and bold Officers) were with much rigor and ſharpeneſle 


leuied, to their great diſlike. 
And the king following their humours, aſſembled his High 


Court of Parliament in Oxford: In which, his deſignes were alto- 
gether croiled : and the proſecution of bulineſſes was fo vnfor- 
tunateto the whole Eſtate of this Realme, that (ab enents) it was 
cucr after namcd , 1n/anum Parkamentum, or the Madde Parlia- 
ment. For when multitudes of ſuch as were gricucd, [warmed 
thither, and complained of manic iniuries and wrongs which dai- 
ly did oppreſſe them; the Lords and the Commons (endeauou- 
ring to redreſſe what was amiſle) eſtabliſhed manie things, pro- 
htable (asthey intended them) for the Commonweale, bur high- 
ly derogating from the Prerogatiue of the king. And to the end 
that thoſe things which they had ſo contriucd and concluded, 


{hould be inuiolably kept and obſerued; choife was there made of 


tweluc of the graueſt and moſt worthie perſons of this kingdome 
(whercof the Earles of Zeiceſter and of Glocefler were the chiefcſt) 
and they were ſtiled with the title of Zes douze Prers,or the T welue 


Peeres, to whom completeand abſolute authoritic and power was || 


largely giuen to ſupportand to maintainerthoſe Lawes. For which 
caule, 
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| cauſe they pnblikely recciued thcir Patent, and a ſolemne Oath. 


All which was ſealcd, and ratihed by the King himlelte ; al- 
though vnwillingly he did it. Sothar (the Parliament being en- 
ded) the faid Commithoners began (by ſtrict execution) ro gine 
life vato thoſe Ordinances and Lawes. For which purpoſe, the 
firſt of all diſmiſſed, and did clearel y thruſt from their Places Of. 
ces, and Attendance, manie of the Kings meniall ſeruants ; and 
appointed others in their ſtead. 

And this their doing was (aboue all other things) moſt diſta- 
ſted and grudged at. For the King percciuing, that ſuch as wai- 
tcd on his. perſon ſhould rather be trutted by ochers than by him- 
ſelfe; and that hee himſelte ſhould be furtheſt off from chuling 
ſuch as ſhould be necreſt vnto him : waxed infinitely melancho- 
lie and ſad, And hoping, that vpon further aduice and counſel] 
hee ſhould receiue better contentment, and be more kindly vcd, 
hee aſſembled another Parliament : in which (with great gricte, 
and extraordinarie Paſhon) he complained of the hard meaſure 
which was offcred to his owne Perſon by the T welue Pceres: So 
that much labour was taken by his neereſt friends, not onely to a- 
boliſh their Authoritic and Power, bur alſo to cancell and ro make 
void thoſe new Ordinances and Lawes. 

But ſuch was the determinate reſolution of the Lords 1n ge- 
nerall, and of the Commons of that Aflemblie, that in ftead of 
plealing the King with Reformation anſwerable ro his delires, 
they ratified and confirmed wharſocucr was formerly concluded 
on: and by the Archbilhop of Canrerburze, and nine other Biſhops 
of this Kingdome, a folemne Curſe was publikely denounced a- 
gainſt all ſuch, as cither by Dirc&ion, or by Armes, or otherwile, 
withltood or hindered the execution of thoſe Lawes, or the Au- 
rhoritieof the T welue Pcercs. 

Theſe new procecdings ſo much augmentcd the Kings furie 
and implacable diſcontent ; that even thoſe things, which by his 
naturall diſpoſition hce chiefely delighted in, were by him loa- 
thed and dcreſted moſt. And to the end that he might procure 
and purchaſe more contentment and joy abroad, than hee could 
finde at home ; hee ſayled into Fraxce, to vilite King Zew:s the 
niath : by whome he was with all gentlenefle and courtelte re- 
ceiued, and lodged in his owne Palace; where hec was fealted 25s 
a friend, and honoured with all accomplements appertaining to a 
great King . And at the fame time hce concluded a Marriage

The French King alſo held a Grand Parliament of Eltate : in 
which he proteſted publikely, I har his conſcience was much grie- 
ved, for that (vnjuſtly,aad without T itle) hee detained from King 
Henrie his Duchie of Normanadze, and luch other Territories in 
France, as in right he ought toenioy. And on the other (ide, King 


friend, and to remoue from him all future ſcruples of his conſci- 
ence in that behalfe) frankely and freely ſurrendred to him the ſaid 
Duchie ; rogether with the Lordthips of Angeon, Poytrers, and-| | 
Mayne. And in the ſame Parliament ( with great folemnitie and | | | 
honour) hee recciucd againe to himlſelte, and co his heires,the ſaid | * 


did his Homage in that Afemblie. 

Whileft theſe things thus procceded in France, a publike Quar- 
rell(vpon ſome ſecret diſpleaſure concetued by reaſon of the exe- 
cution of thoſe curbing Lawes) began to breake forth, betwixt | } 
Edward the young Prince, and the Duke of Glouceſter ; which | | 
by the Barons was ftoutly ſuppreſſed, vntill the Kings returne: | |. 
by whome they were not long after reconciled , and made 
friends. 

T he King being vexed at the heart, becauſe his Regall Au- | |. 
thoritie was diminiſhed by the Twelue Peeres : and not finding | | 
anie redrelle rhereot at home ; endeauoured to procurc ſome 
remedie thereof by his friends abroad. And tor that purpoſe 
(with the grear expence of much Coyne, and with rich and coft- 
ly Gifts) hce (ſecretly) obtained two Bulls from Pope alexan- 
der the third : by borh which, the King himſelfe, and all others 
who had formerly ſworne to obſerue and to maintaine thoſe 
new Ordinances and Lawes, and to ſupport the. Proceedings and 
the Authoritic of the twelue Pecres, were treely ablolued from 
their Oathes. 

Yet the twelue Pceres (not having anie notice of thoſe Bulls) 
ruled all : and were fo buliiy employed about their charge, that 
the King had little ornorhing at all ro doe. T hey had but ſmall 
leyſure to recreate themſelues with anie ſports; bur the King had 
time ynough to play : for hee was a King in-name, but not in Au- 
thoritie,nor in Power. | | 

Among others, Sir Hugh le Spencer being then Lord chiefe In- 
ſtice of Eng/and, and an eſpecial] fauouritc with the King ; admi- 
niſtred che Lawes of this Realme, not according to Equitie and

co his place,thar rhe T welue Peers (tarreagainſtthe Kings minde) 
remouecd him, and ſupplied his roome by Sir Phelp Bajjer (a man 
well learned, wile, vertuous,and dilcrect.) 

They alſodiſmiſſed ſuch Sherits and Juſtices errants,asthe King 
had made.,and beſtowcd thoſe offices vpon others; ſothar the king 
(being vnable any longer to endure thoſe indignities, and deepely 
repiningto be euery houredifgraced and crofled by his owne (ub- 
jects) relolued pretently tomake vic ofthe Popes Bulls : for which 
purpoſe,he cauſed them with great ſolemnitie and reuerence to be 
proclaimcd in ſundry eminent places, in England, lreland, and in 
'/:les; and therewithall he commanded ltraighty, T har all ſuch (of 


| whateitate, condition, and degree ſoeuer they were) as did trom 


rhencetorth by word or by deede, ſupport and maintainethe ſaid 


Ordinancesand Lawes,orthc authoritie of the ſaid T welue Peers, 


'hould be commitred to ſtrong priſons,and ſhould nor be cnlarg- 
cd bur by his eſpeciall noticeand conſent. He alſo took a folemne 
oath in the Citie of Zonaoy,of all ſuch as were twelue yeeres old or 
more,to be true, faithfull,and ayding to him and to his heircs, and 
did perſwade himſclte, that by this means he thould from thence- 
torth hauc his owne will. But he was much deceiued therein ; for 
fuch wasthereſolurion of his Barons to the contrary, that the 

proteſted they would rather die then ceafe to vphold all thoſe 


| things whichin ſo honorable anaſſembly rheyhad ſolemnly {worn 


to maintaine. And ſome of them (contefturing, and peraducnture 
not without good caule,thatthe King in priuatcontriued ſom de(- 
pcrat plot, to ſer himſeltcatlivertie by their ruine)repaircd to the 
Marches of !/ales, where they railed a (trong Armie, and turmhed 
ie with all things needfull and conuenient for the warre. 

And ſtanding thus.vpon their Guard, yet refolucd to abſtaine 
from all violence, except necelsitie ( which obeyeth no King nor 
laws)(hould vrgently compel|rhem to takea [harper courſe. T hey 
addrefſee their Letters (in moſt ſubmiſs1ue and humble ſorr) and 
ſent themro the King ; proteſting with many oaths their dutie and 
their ſervice to his Grace,and entreating his Highnefle, for the ho- 


nour of Almightic God, for his owne ſoules health,and for the wel- | 


fare and happineſle of his people and Kingdome, vtterly to defie 
(except his Queene and Children ) all fuch as cither counfailed 
him,ordid themſelves intend tu fuppreſle the Ordinances and laws 
which were eſtabliſhed at Oxford, or the authoritic and the po- 
wer which(for the Common-wealcs proſperitie) was graunted ro 
the T welue Peeres.. 
The King (hauing read thoſe Letters) was much diſplcaled, and 
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returned not any anſwerto the Barons ; wherfore they maintained 
a ſtout march towards Zondon,vndera Banner richly and bcauti- 
tully flouriſhed with the Kings Armes. Andas they paſſed by the 
houſes,or poſleflions of ſuch as fauoured the Popes Bulls , they 
robbed, ſpoyled, waſted, burntand conſumed them with fire, hol- 
ding them for vadoubred enemies to the King and to his Crowne. 
And when they approached neereto the Citic of London, by their 
Letrers they imporruned the anſwer of the Mayor and Citizens 
thereof; whether they reſolued ro ſupport the ſaid Ordinances 
and Lawes,and the authoritie of the T welue Pceres, or no? prote= 
ſting before God,and afſuring them that they-rhemſclues meant 
nor,nor intended any other thing. And that ifany matters of ſub- 
ſtance contained in them were defectiue, or could iuſtly be con- 
demncd,it ſhould receiue found reformation with all conuenicnt 
{pcede. 

T heſe Letters (being thus receiued) were poftingly ſent vnto the 
King, who demaunded of the ſaid Mayor and Citizens, whether 
they would ſupport thoſe lawes and the T weluc Peers,or no? who 
ſtoutly anſwerd,that they would,in regard that by the Kings con- 
ſent they had takeu rheir oathes to that purpoſe. T he King vn- 
mcaſurably ſtormed at this anſwer, but none other could hee get : 
and the ſame anſwer was by them ſent vhto the Barons, who ther- 
upon proceeded in their march,and were with much ioy and kind- 
nefle receiued into the Citie, 

T he King (plotting rodetcat thoſe Lords, and to diſſolue their 
Companics by a {|1ght) proclaimed, that himlelte, and the greater 
number ofthe Barons were agreed; and did require, that (in regard 
thereof )all Armes might be laid alide,that his peace might be pre- 
ſcrued,and no turther tearc or terror might amaze his people. But 
(this notwithſtanding) the Barons marched with their whole Ar- 
mic vntothe Kings Calltle of //znd/or, where they found many ali- 
ans, whom the Prince had placed there in feucrall Othces and 
roomes : thoſe they rifled of their goods, and removed rhem from 
thence; whereatthe King was much diſpleaſed. And the Lords 
of his Councell (labouring to content him ) ordered thatthoſe 
goods ſhould be reftorcd to thoſe alians, and that from thence- 
torth none (butthe King himſclte) ſhould preſume ro place, or to 
diſplace any of his meniall ſeruants. Bur the Barons vtterly retu- 
{ed ro obey theirorder : yet ( vpon the Kings motion) they gaue 
conſent,that all choſe debates,centrouerſies,and {harp difpleaſures 
ſhould be referred to the cenſure and iudgment of the French king, 
Lewis the ninth. | 

| | T his 
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T his conclulion {heathed all ſwords, appeaſed( for the preſent 
time) all choſe Iarres,and gaue good contentment to eyther part ; 
and as time gaue lcaue, thoſe bulineiles were controuerted before 
rhe laid King,and reaſons were vrged tothe proofe on cither lide, 
vntil(at length) ir was by him decreed that all the ſaid Ordinances 
and Lawes thould beamihilated and made voide, and that from 
thenceforth no authoritic or power ſhould beleft inthe T welue 
Peers. T his {ſentence was lo diſplealing tothe Barons , that they 
publikely accuſed the Frexch King otgrofle partialitie, and ſmoo- 
thing with King Henrie and lo ablolutely did they retuſe to obey 
his order : and ſo {trongly were they bent to maintaine whatſoeuer 
had been in Parliament eſtabliſhed , rhat they repaired againe ro 
the marches of /Yales,and levied a new Armic,and (intheir paſſage 
roward Zondon) they robbed, ſpoyled,and burnt the houſes, Lord- 
(hips and goods of Sir Reger Mortimer ; who ( aboueall others 
counſailed the King to withitand them ) and the Prince (whole lu- 
ſtic youth was furniſhed with much valour) leuicd another Ar- 
mic, with which hee marched towards the Barons: and each of 
them ſo fitted and diſpoſed their iournies , thatthole two Armics 
greeted each other with warlike falotations, and fought together 
wirhout remorle or pittic; ſo that in the end,divers of the Princes 
moſt potent friends and beſt ſouldiers being {laine, and his partdif- 
comfited,they all were enforced to flight to ſaue their liucs, and to 
leauethe Barons maſters of the hicld. 

Afterthis vicorie, they marched forth and came to Zondon, 
where they werereceiued with as great kindneſſe as before; bur 
ſome of the vnder fort ofthe inhabirants of the Citie (deſpiling go- 
uernment, and intending vnder the colour of theſe broiles ro doe 
ſome milchicte)elc&ed two brain-licke Captaines,and called them 
the Conſtables of the Citic,and did agree rhar ( at the toling ofthe 
great Bell in Paules Church ) as many as would partake with them 
{hould beinarcadinetlero pur into execution, wharfocuer thoſe 
Conſtables ſhould command, and (though much paine and labour 
was taken tod:{[wade them from their wicked purpoſe and intent) 
yet their longing delires after ſpoyles, and their reſolution to bee 
lawlefſe (vpon the rouling of the ſaid Bell) rranſported them furi- 
ouſly cight miles Weſtward from Zonaon, to the houſe and poltle(- 
ſions ot the Kings brother Richard King ot the Romans, which they 
ruinated,and carried away with him all his moucable goods there 
tound whatſocuer. 

T his inſolent outrage thus wickedly committed by the hcadles 
multitude, furthered the [lucceeding warres, For whereas before 
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chat rime the vertuous and milde king #ic4r7, king of the Rowans, 
and brother to king Heprie (inregard of his necre alliance with G- 
bert Clare Earle of GloceFer ) had (with ail his power and belt ende- 
uours) mediated a peace betwixt the Barons and the King : now 
was he ſo exaſperated and rowſed from his peacetull humor, that 
he became a profeſſed cnemie both to the Barons, and alſo to the 
Citic of London. And King Henrie hauing intelligence, that Sir 
Peter Mountfort had rayſcd a ſtrong Armie at Northampton on the 
Barons behalfe ; and being reſolued ro make ſome tryall of his 
fortunes, in regard of the apparant injuries and wrongs which dati- 
ly were praQtiſed to his diſgrace : leuicd a ſtrong Armie, and mar- 
ched thirher; and by maine aſſaults he tooke the Towne, ſurpri- 
zed Sir Peter Moun;fort,and Symon the eldeit ſonne of the Earic of 
Leiceſter, and manicorhers ; and ſcnt them all ro ſundrie Priſons,to 
be diſpoſed of as he ſhould pleaſe. | 

And onthe otacr lide, the Barons(who bcing excceding ſtrong, 
and nothing at all diſcouraged with this pranke of vncertaine for- 
tune; bur preferring the dutic of worthie {ubics to their Soue- 
raigne before their hopes , which expected fortunate ſucceſſe ) 
wrote their Letters to the King ; and with all humilitie and ſub- 
milhue proteſtations confirmed their fidelities, and aſſured him, 
T hatthey intended nothing bur the pertormance of their Oaths, 
by ſupporting thoſe Ordinances and thoſe Lawes which in Par- 
liament had beene cſtabliſhed ar Oxfor4, tor his Highncfle good, 
and for the welfare and protit of the Commonweale. 

But the King, his Brother, King R:ch2rd, and Enwarathe young 
Prince, belecuing nothing what was written, and deepely di{dai- 
ning,that SubieQs {hould rule and corrcQ their Soveraigne Lord 
and Maſter, and determining to reucnge thole diſgraces, which 
their ſtomacks no longer could endure; proclaymed an vtter defi- 


- ance to the Barons: and with their Armic met them in S»/ex, 


necre to the Towne called Zewys; where ( betwixt them) was 
tought ſo fierce and fo crucll a batraile, rhat the farher ſpared 
not the ſonne, nor the ſonne the tather. All kindred and alliance 
was there forgotten : the common Souldior held himfelte to be 
as good a man as the greateſt Lord . Honour was there {er ar 
nought ; and Manhood (being oppreſſed with Mulcitude ) could 
make no ſhew.. Hee who was moſt valiant, was ſoonelt made 
breathleſſe; and the Coward found no oportunicie torunne away. 
He who could ſtrike deepeſt, wound manic, and kill moſt, obtained 
the chiefeſt praiſe. Pitic and Compatſion were skorncd ind Jaugh- 
cdat, and all remorſe was vtterly exiled from them. None media- 
red 
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| ted betwixt ther but their ſwords, and their beſt Reconciler was 


death. Lamentable were the i1ghes and tae groanes, the plunges, 


j and the pangs oft ſuch,as (bleeding) breathed torth their lives: and 


cuerie man tought with ſuch an obltinate reſolution,as it bur one 
onety man at the la{t thould be left auue. Ar length the cwo kings, 
Prince Edward, and manic Knights and Gentlemen of choice ac- 
count, and of the beit worth, weretaken priſoners, and more than 
ewentie thouland menwereilainc in this Batraile. 

And thus Furie (crumphing in blond) was contented at lepgth 
to hearken vnio Reaſon : and chey who could ſcarcely let their 
teete vpon the ground, by reaſon of the multitude ot dead car- 
katles, which as chicke as liones lay betore them ; were now plea- 


{ ſed to take breath, and to conterre vpon conditions of Peace. And 


in the end it was agrecd, That the King {hould (by new Articles, 


. and by the renewing of his Qath) confticme the authoritie graun- 


ted to the T welue Pecres; and all the ſaid Ordinances and Lawes: 
with this Caution notwithſtanding, That two Lords of the Spi- 
ritualtie, and two Lords of the T emporalzie, ſhould take 4 ſtrait 
examination and view ot them : and if in their judgements it 
were needfull, that anie ot rnem thould be retormed, tull power 
to them was giuen, to alrer and co change what they thought fe. 
And it they difſenced in their opinions, 1t was then: tucther orde- 
red, that the Duke of Bri/ae (a> V mpicr) thouid haue power to 
arbitrate and to end the doubt. T ais being on both parts conſen- 
'ted to and concluded, thetwo Kings lett both theireldeit ſonnes 
tor hoſtages with the Barons: who lent chem to the Caltic of Dw 
ger ; waere they remainedabout nine moneths, 

Then didthe King with all conucnient expedition ſummon his 
High Courr of Parliament : In which, fo ttrongly was the conti- 
nuance oft the ſaid Lawes and Ordinances made at Oxford, vrged, 
that they were then againe ratified and conhi med : andrhe king 
(though much againſt his will) tooke an Oath ro maintaine them 
and the authoritie of the T welue Pcercs, vnrili (according to the 
ſaid former reterment) thev {hould be reformed, 1t anie thing in 
them were found to be amitle. And all ſuch as in thoſe Warres, or 


otherwiſe, had inanie ſort maintained them, receiued their pardon ' 


from the king, And hereupon the two yone Princes were enlarged. 
Bur not long after, ſogreat a variance touching thoſe Ordinances 
grew betwixt the two Larles of Zercester and of Gloceſfer (the two 
Generals of the Barons Fa&tion) that nothing but mortall Warre 
had decided their controverſic, it the King had not interpoicd his 
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T he Hiſtorie of King _. 


But the young Prince Edward (taking much aquantage by rea- 
ſon of this jarre) departed ſecretly trom the Kings Court, conlor- 
ted to his companie the Earles ot Glocefter and I4rrcyne, Sir Roger 
Mortymer, and manic other renowned men for the Warre. And 
all theſe rayſed a new Armie in //ales. And the Earle of Zercefter 
conceiuing that his ſurpriſall and ruinc was conſpired (to preuent 
his owne danget and misfortune) did the like. And not long after 
therwo Armics met, neere tO Ewer/harmn in Worceſterſhire,and tought 
together ſo maliciouſly, and with ſuch bloudic reſolutions, that in 


ſhort time manie thouſandsamong them were ſlaine. For Death 


(raking part with both) ſpared neyrher; but ſtriuing ro make her 
gainc by thcirlofſe, inſujred proudly in the Armie, and bragged 
moſt, when ſhe did moſt harme. Bur in the end the Barons were 
diſcomfited ; and S5mon Earle of LZercefter, with his eldeſt ſonne, 
and Sir Hugh le Spencer, and maniegthers of great account, were 
flaine, and the relt fled. Thecommon fouldiors that prevailed, 
deſpightfully mangled the dead carkafſe of the Earle; cutting off 
both hands and feete, and ſending them into diuers Shires to 
their fricnds, as T rophies of their Vittorie. And others among 
them ( being more inhumane and barbarous ) cut off his head, 
and his priuic members, and placed them on eyther ide of his 
noſe. | 7 
T his overthrow did vtterly defeat the Barons, and depriucd 
them of all their hopes : and 1t ſo reuiucd the mclancholie King, 
that now he began againeto be ſenlible of his owne itrength,and 
reſolned (with all ſpeede polſhble) *roi1breake thoſe chaynes with 
which ſo lately hee was ſo {ſtrongly bound. And for the efteQting 
thereof, hee afſembled his High Covurrot Parliament : In which, 


no mandared to ſpeake otherwiſe than as the King ſpake. Sothar 


thoſe former Ordinances and Lawes, which were made at Oxford 
inthe Maddec Parliamenrt,and the authoritic of the T welue Peers, 
and all Patents, Commiſhons,and In{truments whatſocuer (which 
rended to the eftabliſhing or ratifying of thoſe aftaires) were (by 
the Kings expreftle commaundement) brought forth, and were 
publikely damned, cancelled, and made void. And thus King Hen- 
rie regained his former libertic and power, to ſay and to doe in all 
things as he pleaſed. 

W hen this Parliament was ended, the King (perhaps by the in- 
ſtigation of his brother Rrchard, King of the Romans; who was cru- 
clly wronged by the baſer ſort of the inhabitants of Z oxdox, with- 
out anie cauſe by him giuen, as before it is mentioned) refolued vt- 
terly ro waſt and toconſume with hre his Citic of Zonaon: becaule 
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HEeNnr1e the third. 


(as hee al ledged) the Rulers and the Inhabitants thereot had al- 
waics deſpiſed him, and taken part againſt him with the Barons in 
their Warres. Whereupon ſuch of the Nobilitic (and others as 
were necre in fauour, and next about the perſon of the King ) be- 
ſought him inſtantly to abſtaine from ſo toule a deede ; which 
would not onely much weaken bis Eſtate and Kingdome, but allo 
make him infamous through the World, and vnto all ſuccceding 
Ages. T heir fuire was carneſt, and their rcaſons to perſuade were 
vnanſ{werablc: yer the King proteſted, T hat his determination 
ſhould be vnchangeable; and that his Iuſtice vpon ſuch rebe{lious 
Caitiues {hould bc a preſident to terrificall perverſe and obſtinate 
T raitors and Rebels in futuretimes. And this his reſolution jult- 
ly occaſioned the Citizens of London to quake at the indignation 
of their angric Kinz : ſo that they (perceiving that his rage and tu- 
riecould not be mitigated) cauſed an Inſtrument 1n writing to be 
made, and ratified it with their common Seale, by which they 
confellcd their Rebellion, humbly craucd pardon, and withour a- 
pic reſtraint, or exception, wholly ſubmitted their Lands, their 
Goodi,and their Liues,together with the whole Citie,to the kings 
Grace and Mercic. . 

T his Inſtrument they ſent vnto #5nd/oar by divers of the chic- 
feſt and richeſt inhabitants of the Citie, who were prepared with 
all humilitic to haue preſented ir vpon their knees. But lo fierce 
waz the Kings wroth towards them, and ſoimplacable was his an- 
ger, that he reputcd none of thoſe to be his friends, who interpoſed 
themſelues as Mediators in their behalfes : Neither would hee 
vouchſafe to admitanie one of them to come into his preſence; bur 


cauſed them forthwith to be caft into priſon : and five of the chie- 


feſt of them, together with all their Lands and their Goods, hee 
gaue vnto the Prince; and all the others he gaue to other of his at- 


| rendants, who burthened chem with heauic ſcruitude and much 


miſerie, and rooke from them what they pleaſed, leauing to them 


the leaftpart of their owne. 
Thus when the King had alittle avenged himſelte,and time had 


} cooled the hear of his pathonate bumour; he hearkened to the im- 


porrunate intcrcefhon of the Prince, and receiued the Citic and all 
the inhabirantsrhercof into fauor, and onely tooke of them a tine 
of ono thouſand marks; and reſtored them ta all their Liberties and 
Cuttomes,which for theirtranſgreftion were ſcized into his hands. 
 TheKing allo, vpon the Princes entreatie, pardoned the inhu- 
birants of the five Ports: who finding Tuſtice to be faſt alleepe, 
whileſt the'Barons warresoutragiouſlyditturbed the whole Eltate 
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| and Kingdome; robbcd,rifl:d,and ſpoyled on the Seas borh their 


owne neighbours and Countrey-men, and allo all Nations whom 
they mer, withour any difterence or reſpect. 

And telt the King thould be roo much troubled with the tre- 
quent complaintsot ſuch as had beene wronged by them, or his 
Courts of Tultice peltred with the multitude of ſuch furors; the 
King commandcdthat none of the oftenders [hould be impleaded 
el{where,bur onely inthe Courts ot thoſc Ports : by meanes wher- 
of there were but tew that complained, becauſe none ot them had 
any hope to hauerecompence or redrefle there. And now,though 
thoſe inteſtine troublcs and civill warres (which like an outragious | 
fire diſperſed in the heart,and middeſt of a well compacted Citie, 
endanzercd the whole eftate of this Kingdome and Common- 
weale) were thus appeaſed : and although Gzbert Clare Earle of 
Gloceiter by his reuolt trom the Barons,and by his adhering tothe 
Princeand to his complices, had greatly furchered the good ſuc- 
celle, which had made the King to enioy a blefled peace ; yet was 
the ſaid Earleſo little truſted, that he neither found tauour nor re- 
ward ; bur the little reſpe&t which was bad of him,and his cold en- 
tertainment atthe Court,made him deſperate ofall good fortunes, 
and inflamed his heart to work revenge. | 
' This furie carried him headlong vnro the Citic of Londen, 
where no ſooner was his diſcontented humour made known, bur 
the raſcall and the baſer ſort (torgerting the great calamitie which 
that famous Ciriedid endure,and the great fauours which ſolately 


they had recciued from the King) flocked in troupes abour him, 


and boldly committed many grieuous outrages within the Criie. 
And then they went vnto the Kings Palace at /Ve#tminfer , which 
they rifled, ſpoiled, and ranſacked without mcane or meaſure. T his 
rude beginning prognolticated the ſudden acceſſe ot another ciuill 
warre:which might haue bred as much aanger as any of the for- 
mer had done ; bur the Prince (againe) interpoſed himſelfe an car- 
neſt mediator betwixt the King and all the ſaid offenders, and pro- 
curcd a large anda free pardon torthe Earle. | 
T husthis dangerous hre was ſoonequenched,and good preuen- 
tion in ductime did wiſely cut off ail occations of tuture warre : 
and atthe ſame time, and by the like meanes, the King pardoned 
many decaicdand out-lawed Gentlemen, who(in the hear of thole 
broiles) had committed many robberies and ſpotles in diuers pla- 
ces of this kingdome. 
And nor long after, the Earle of Gloce#ter ( deſpairing of all in- 
ward graccand tauour from the king; and being delirous , as it ſee- 
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mcd, by deedes of Chivalrie to make himſelte famous among the 
cnemics of Chriſt) requeſted that he might be ſent with an Armie 
to make warrein the Holy-land. T his motion (though it tended 
ro much expence and great charge) yct it plealed the King excee- 
dingly ; becauſe he knew that the tarles bulic head and turbulent 
ſpirit would {till be plotring and deviſing of new broiles, and hurly- 
burlies at home: wherfore he cauſed a taire Armie to beraiſcd, and 
furnithed ir with all necefſaries fit and requilit for fo long, and for 
ſo dangerousa tourney, 

But when all things were ig a rcadinef{c, the Earle fained many 
excuſes which tended to ouer-much delay , which cauſed himto 
be lefle regarded by the King, andto bee in great diflike with all 
others. | | 

Bur Prince Edward (being fuil of youth and courage,and long- 
inggreedily to hoilt his Sailes inthe Seaof Honour, and by aduen- 
trous deed3 of Knight-hood , to equall his name with thoſe who 
were accounted molt valiantin the world) by his carneſt ſuite and 
rrauell, obtained the condutting of that Armie,and tranſported it 
intothe Holy-land, where his ſword wrought wonders : and his 
Armie bred ſuch terror and admiration among the Turkes, that 
they would ſeldome or never aduenture themſelues againſt the 
Chriftians in that quarter where the Prince ſerued. And to ſave 
themſclues from his furie vpon his comming thither, they raiſed 
their ſiege from the Ciric of Lon, which ( for a long time) they 
had continued with morechen a hundred thouſand men. And ſce- 
ing that hisdeath could not be haſtened by force and violence in 
the open field, they attempredirt by poyſonings and other ſecret 
villanies, which rooke no effect. Bur ar length a dogged Sarazen 
grievouſly wounded him with an enuenomed Knite, yer (after 
much paine and great danger ) hee eſcaped death. But in his ab- 


| ſence his father King Henriedied, and was buried at !/eftminszer, 


when he had raigned more then fiftic and ſix yeers ; where-

& | (being diſcontented with the lalt Kings Goucrnment) were not 
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well pleaſcd with his ſonne, who had crofſed them in moſt of rhuſe 
affaires. And moreoucr, he knew the noble valour and courage ot 
King Edward to be ſo eminent, that it was now high time to crave 
counſe}l of Wiſdome and of Policic, how and by what meancs he 
might preuent him from making himſclte more great. And bc- 
caule Reaſon and common Experience tavehr him , That hee, 
whoicowne hou{e is on tire, will rather1mploy his endeuours ro 
quench that Bame, than to ſet bis enemies houle on hire alſo : hec 
therefore practiſed ſecretly with Z/zellen (the molt valiant, any 
greatelt in dignitic among the //e/chmen) that he, with tho{c 1n- 
habicants, would rebell, it at anie time anie Warres were but }:ke- 
lyto be attempted againſt the Frexch Nation by King Edward, And 
this his plot was much furthered by the cxile of the aforeſaid La- 
dic Elzanor : who being (by reaſon of her misfortunes) inthe diſpo- 
ling and power of the French King, was (with great 1mportunitic) 
delired in,marriage by the ſaid L/relen: ro whome ( vpon thotc 
conclultons and 2greements eſpecially) ſhee was ſent with honou- 
rable attendance and rich gifts. Bur king Edward (being ſecretly 
informed both of the ſaid purpoſe, and of her paſſage towards 
IYzles) wilcly preuented his owne danger, and intercepted her on 
the Sea, and detained heras his priſoner. By meanes whereof, 
Lluellen ( whoſe beſt Rhetoricke to perſuade, was by open Warre 
and Rebellion) centred into the field with manic thouſands ; who 
were more readie to robbe and to ſteale, than to reclayme them- 
ſelnes, and to be mindtall of their durtie to their Prince. 

T he King likewiſe on his part ( purpoling to make his firſt voy- 
age terrible ro the !/elchmen, for examples lake to that hickie Nati- 
on) leuicd ſo ſtrong an Armic, that (by ail conjeAures) the !e!ch- 
men were altogether vnable ro reliſt him. And it ſeemed the 
thought lo too : For their chieteſt Caprtaine and Leader (partly for 
the loue which he barc ro his longed-tor Ladie, and partly to pre- 
uent thoſe farall dangers which knocked at his dore) vnexpeRed- 
ly ſubmitted himſelte to the Kings Grace, and yeelded himſeite 
to be diſpoſed of wholly and onely ar the Kings pleaſure ; and 
vowed and proteſted with manic great and folemne Oathes, That 
his obedience ſhould be conſtant, and his ſwcrd alwaics readic to 
ſeruc the King, both againſt Fraxceand againſt all others in future 
time, if he might be made happie with the Kings fauour,and hauc 
the enjoyment of his Ladie. 

T he King, whoſe heart was cucr enclined to mercie, and more 
deſired by atfabilitie ro winne an enemie, than to conquer him by 
blowes; and ſuppoiing that his loue to his Miſtreſle would be a 
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ſtronger bond to ſtrengthen his allegeance, than anie other thing; 
treely granted him his pardon, his fauour, and his wife. And thus 
thoſe Warres (which menaced the death of manie thouſands) were 
quietly ended, without the effuſion of ante bloud. 

But within few yeares after, Z/uelen, by the wicked perſuaſions 
and enticement of his brother Dawid(a man more contentious than 
prouident, and lefle valiant than mutinous; and yet one whome 
the King did extraordinarily loue and fauour) rebelled againit the 
King; and fought with Sir Roger Aortymer manic {harpe and ad- 
vantagious batrailes. Bur at length ( Gods judgements haltening 
T raytors toa {hametull end) borh of them werggaken; and their 
heads (as T rophies of the vidtorie) were ſent v he King: who 
cauſed them to be let vpon the Tower of London, tora tertor vnto 
others ; and there they remaincd long after. 

Bur (notwithſtanding all this) yer the naturall diſpoſition of the 
[Velchmen (o ſtrongly preuailed , and (G blind they were,and vnable 
to foreſce their owne ruine, that within tew moncths after they re- 
belled twice; and by manie {laughters and ftrange executions they 
were ſubducd, and compelled to obey. And becaule their \arres 
wererather maintained and cheriſhed by {hiftings and by ftartings 
into the huge and vaſt Woods ( which made thoſe Rebels more 
difordered,and confident to ſave themſeclues when greatelt danger 
did approach) the King cauſed thoſe Woods to be hewen downe, 
and to be conſumed with fire: By meanes whereof, they were re- 
duced to a more ciuill kinde of lite; and began to practiſe divers 
commendable Occupations, Arts, and Sciences, and tooke ſome 
pleaſure (from thenceforth) ro liuc like honeſt men. , 

In the cightcenth yeare of King Edward Raigne, Alexander the 
King of Scots (not hauing anic iiJue of his bodie) tell with his horſe, 
and vnfortunately brake his necke. He bad three liſters: the eldeſt 
of which was married vnto /0hn Bayiyal, Lord of G:4oway;the ſecond 
vnto Robert le Bruze, Lord of Paley- Androw; and the third was mar- 
ricd into Enzland to lohn Haſtings, Lord of _Aberganenny, Betwixt 
theſe three (each of them being backed with the beſt ſupport of 
their moſt able friends) ſharpe bickerings and ctuill warres occa{i0- 

ned the deaths of manic worthie and valiant men, together with 
the ruine and deſtrution of ſome of their Houſes and beſt For- 
tunes: and the Commonweale of that kingdome received manic 
deſperate wounds and ſtrange miſaduentures, becauſeeach ot chem 
(in the right of his wife)atrempted and hoped to be a king. Where- 
upon king Edward (with great expedition) went into Scot/znd as 


their Soucraigne Lord, and endeuoured to compole this ſtrite. But

he made them anſwer, T hat it Jay not in him, without the conſent 
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(ro their great gricfe and ſorrow) perceiued, that their Treaſure 
was ſwept away, together with all hope of reſtitution or amends: 
and though ir vexcd them inwardly, yet duritthey not to expreſle 


anic outward tokens of diſlike. 
Thus when the King had augmented his ftore by the Clergies 


plentie: he (by the directions of his ſaid Treaſurer) impoſed a 


T axe or Sublidie vpon euerie Sacke of Woolls, and vpon all Fells 
and Hydes which were to be tranſported our of this kingdome ; 
and alſo required the tenth part of eucrie mans moucable goods 
and ſubſtance to maintaine his Warres: which being grantcd, hee 
cauſed ir to be leuied by manie payments within the [page of three 
yeares. He alſo compelled the Clergieto bring into his Coffers all 
ſuch ſummes of many as they had promiſed to pay vnto the Pope, 
towards the maintenance of the Chri/iianys Warre with the Turks in 
the Holie Land. He alſo tooke vp one hundred thouſand Quarters 
of the beſt W hear, and ſent it to his Armies in Ga/coyne and in Guy- 


an: where they fought with much courage and valour, but with | 


doubtfull ſucceſſe; ſometimes gaining what wes fot, and ſometimes 


looſing what they had wonne. 
In the fue and twentieth yeare of King Edwards Raigne, hn 


Bayljolthe King of Scots (partly by the ſecret procurement of the 


French King,and partly by the lewd aduice and counſel! of fa&tious 
and wicked perſons ) ſent a Defiance ( with a proud rer unciation 
of his Fealcie and Homage) to the King; and with an Armie of 
braine-ficke Rebels cntred into the Northerne parts of this king- 
dome : where (with fire and ſword) they oppreſſed ſuch as could 
make no reliſtince, and (without piric and compalſhon) ſlew fuch 
as were armed in the defence of their Countrey, and to fave them- 
ſelues. Whereupon King Edward recounting his manitold fauors 


| and grear love to the ſaid reuolted King, and the high Honour 


wherewith (not manic yeares before) he had graced him; and be- 
ing reſolucd to corre his vnthanktfulneſſe with ſharpe revenge, le- 
vied apuiſſant Armie, and marched (in full ſirengeh) rowards the 
Nartherne parts : and found his fortune to be ſo fauourable, that 
with much caſe hee wonne the ſtrong Caſtle of Barwike, with the 
flaughter of fiue and twentie thouſand Scors. He alſo wonne the 
well-defended Caſtlc of Donn: Barre : and (piercing into the ſides 
of Scotland ) hee tooke Edenburroxgh, and all other places of the 
beſt defence. And the King of Scots perceiving the dangerous c- 
ſtare wherein hee ſtood, and repoling his laſt hopes in the Kings 


Grace; by the aduice of all his Nobles repaired in perſon to the 
| M 2 Kings 
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Kings preſence, humbly ſubmitted himſelfc, craued pardon, and 
ſolemnely ſurrendred his whole Kingdome into King Edwards 
hands : Who forthwith ſcent the ſaid Scortiſh King with a firong 
Guard to the Tower of london ; but gaue him large allowance 
both of Libertie and of Attendance, and of his Dicer. And then 
he committed the Gouernment of that Kingdome vnto 19h» IVar- 
rayne, Earle of Suſſex and of Surrey; and made Sir Hugh Creſdng- 
ham bis High T reaſurer, and Wultzam Earnſley his chiete Tuftice of 
that Kingdome. And haning confined ſome of the Rebellious 
Peeres of Scotland within the Marches of England ; hee returned 
triumphantly, and with great honour. 

And wagn King Edward viing great expedition and much po- 
licie for the refrething and for the renewing of his Armicztran\- 
ported it into the Territories of G#y, then Earle of Elanders: a- 
gainſt whome, Robert Earle of Arthox (by the procurement, and 
with the afſiftance of the French King) made ſharpe warre. And 
the French King intending to haſten King Ezwards returne into 
England, to ſauc himſelf and his owne Countrey ; animated the 
Scots to rebell againe : And they ( becauſe they were factious, 
and readie to doe vnto Fraxce all ſeruice vpon all commaunds, 
though with the hazard of their iives, and of their lands) without 
anie feare, or fore-calt of their future miſcrics, did put themſelnes 
in Armes. ; < 

But King Edward purpoling to greete the French King and his 
Forces with a Souldiors welcome ; appointed Henrie Percie Earle 


of Nerthamberland, and manic other Lords and Gentlemen of the | 


beſt ranke, for the reprefling of that Rebellion : who ſo manfully 
banged the Scots, that they enforced them to fiye out of the field, 
and purſued them with a mercilefle {laughter, and reduced thereſt 
to their formerdutic and obedicnce. 

The French King percciuing, that his praiſe with the Scots 
wanted his hoped ſucceſle ; was not deſirous to trie his firength 
with King Edward in the open ficld: but repoling more confidence 
in his wit than in his valour, hee propoſed verie honourable con- 

ditionsof amiticand loue; which by King Edward were accepted : 
and then a generall Peace was proclaymed betwixtthem all. And 
thus thoſe Warres (by King Edwards meanes and affiſtance) recei- 
ueda ſhortend; which made a ſhew of long continuance, with the 
expence of much bloud. 

After the Kings returne into Enzland, hee reſtored to the Citi- 
zens of Zandon their Liberties ; which (for manie vndurtifull miſl- 
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ewelue yearcs. And forthwith hee ledde all his Forces into Scoz- 
land; wherea new Rebellion madly raged, and could not be ſup- 
prefled without much (trengrh. And: being more willing,thatthe 
execution of Juitice vpon few (for examplcs lake) thould rather 
reclayme the multitude,than that the Sword {hould wafifully con- 
ſumethem; he required the deliuerie of their Leaders,and offercd 
his free pardon to the reſt. 728 
Bur their troward diſpoſitions (preparing them tro much more 
miſeric than as yet they had endured) animated them obftinately 
ro arme themſelues, and in warlike.talhion to bid Battaile to the 
King : Inſomuch, that his Highneſſe finding his fauours to bee 
neglected, and percciuing that all extremitie was to bevſed; ſet 
vpon them with ſuch furie and violence, that with the lofle of 
cightand twentie of bis followcrs, and with che flaughter of two 


and thirtie thouſand of the Scots, hee enforced the rett to veeld: 


and raking anew Oath for their Fealtic and Homage, he appeaſed 
that Countrey; and (to chegreat joy of all his people) he retur- 
ncd againe into England. Where (vpon the earncft entreatic and 
requeit of Pope Boniface the eight ) hee enlarged 79hn Baylyol : 
Who trauailed into France , to take a view of his Lord(hips 
there ; which (according to bis owne name) were called Bayly- 
ois Lands. | | | 
King Edward had no ſooner finiſhed theſe Troubles , bur the 
Scots were in Armes againe : So that the third time hce entred 
with a great Power into rhar Countrey ; where none were ſo da- 
ring, or [o hardie, as to endure his preſence. But the greater num- 
ber of the Earles, Barons,and chieteſt Gentlemen of that kingdome 
had withdrawne them(elues into the (trong Caſtle of Eryuelyne 
which was by them ſo ſtrengthened, rhat in their judgements it 
was impregnable. This Caſtle was long belieged by the King, bur 
to little purpoſe: and hee much doubred, leaſt his continuance in 
that ſeruice would affoord him bur little honor in the end. Where- 
fore (to make a tryall how farre his Inuention would take place) he 
cauſed two paire of Gallowes to be ſer vp inthe Caſtles view; and 
with the ſound of a Trumpet did proclayme his free Pardon,if 
the beſieged did vecld them(elues within three dates: but denoun- 
ced death vnto them ail, by hanging, without reſpe& of Honor, 
orof Perſon, if obſtinarcly they entorced him tocontinuea longer 
Siege. And hereupon the belieged, although they were fo ſtrong- 
ly immurcd, tbatthey might boldly haue truſted vpon their ſtrong 
defence ; yet becauſe they diltruſted to be relieued, they repoled 
their confidence in the Kings word, and ſubmitred borh the Caſtle 
and 
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andthemſelues to his grace and mercie, whereof they had good 
proofe. For (raking new oaths for the performance of their obe- 
dicnce,and duticin tuturetimes) he ſer ther free and ar liberrtie : 
and the like oaths herooke of all Tuſtices, Mayors, and other Ofh- 
cers of Townes, Citics,Caſtles,and Forts ; and bauing diſpoſed all 
things in a comelyand ina peaccable order, for the good goucrne- 
ment ofthat Kingdome, hee returned into England, and brought 
with him (for amemoriall of his great viorie) a Chaire of ſtone, 
in which the Kingsof Scotland by common cuſtom receiued their 
Enitallment and their Crowne : which Chaire remaineth inthe 
Kings Chappell at Vei#mim3iter,among the faire Monuments of our 
tamous Kings of this Realme. | 

Aſſooneas King Edward was returned from his iourney, he cav- 
ſeda general cnquirie(which was rermed Tro:le Ba/fon ) to be made 
throughout his Kingdome,of the miſdemeanours and opprefhons 
ofhis Othcers of all ſorts; ſo that the number of the tranſgreſſors 
was ſuch, and ſogreat were their offences, and their fines ſo heavie, 
that with their money the King filled his emprie coffers to the 
brimme,diſcharged his old ſcores, which were very great by reaſon 
of his warres th Wales, Scotland,the Low Countries, Gaſcopne, Gu1eny 
andelſewhere,and then he diſplaced thoſe corrupted Officers, and 
placed better in their ſteads. t | 

About the ſame time Door Zengton then Biſhop of Cheſter, 
complained grieuoul]y to the King vpon Edward the yong Prince, 


who (by the lewdaduiceand inſtigation of Perce Geveſton his looſe 


and graceleſſe companion) brake torcibly into his Parke, and made” 
hanocke of his game ; for which the Prince was committed topri- 
ſon,and Gave/tow was baniſhed the land, and required not to return 
on paine of death. And the next ycere after Edmund Earle of 
Cornwall lonne tq Richard King of the Romans, died without iſſue; 
ſorhar that Earldome reverted to the Crowne , which (together 
with the Principalitic of IYales )the King gaue vnto Prince Edward, 
his eldeſt ſonne and heire apparant to his Crowne. 
Inthe three and thirtieth yeer of King Edwards raigne,agenerall 
peace was proclaimed betwceene England and Scotland, and Robert le 
Bruſe,and many other knights, Lords,and Earlcs of that Country 
came into Exg/and, and voluntarily ſwore their fealtie and their 
homage to the king : yet before one yeare was fully expired, the 
ſaid Lord Br»/e and many others ſecretly procured from the Pope 
an inftrumentin writing, by which the Pope made claimeto the 
kingdome of Scotlana,as holden of his Church of Rome; and the 


| king was thereby peremprtorily required to ſurccaſe from all de- 
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mandsot T enurc,and of Soucraintie over it, Butthe king (by the 
aduice of his Nobles) i1gnified by his Emballadors to the Pope, 
That the Signiory and Lordſhip of the faid kingdome of Srorland 
did only belong tothe kings of Eng/axd, and nor vnto the See of 
Rome,nor vnto any other : and therctorc he prayed him to revoke 
his ſaid Inſtrument and vniult claime; for that both hee and his 
Nobles wcre re{olucd to maintain bis right and lawtull inheritance 
therein, with the vtmoſt expence of their goods, lands,and lives. Bur 
whilſt choſe things were thus handling, Robers le Bru/e (by the 
Popes conſent) cauſcd himſelt ro becrowned king of that Realm : 
which occaltoned king Edward the fourth time to enter into Scor- 
land with a puifſant Armie;wherc he fo largely extended his valor, 
and with the [word ſo fiercely deuoured the Inhabitants which 
joynd with their vſurping king , that they were compelled ( with 
extraordinaric tokens of ſubiction and humilitie ) to yeeld them- 


| ſelues tothe kings mercie. And Kobertle Bruſe ( finding no meancs 


to make good his falſetitle to that Crown ) ſecretly withdrew 
himſelfe,and fled into Norway, where he remained 
vncill king Edwards death ; which happe- 
ned ſoone after, when hee had » 
raigned vitoriouſly al- 
moſt thirty fiuc 
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| but his heart longed for Pterce Gameſtonzthe wicked corrupter of his

| His tall and comely Pcrſonage, 
| graccd with outward Majettic , {ce- 
| med to promiſe manic bieſ{hngs to 
$9 enſue: But bis Maners(being grofle- 
| ly corrupted by lewd and graceleſſe 

B companions) were ſo laſctuious, and 
vnbefitting the condition of a King, 
that he became burthenſome to his 
Nobilitie; and (almoſt) a'skorne to his inferior ſubjets. For hee 
negletted the focietie and the counſel] of ſuch as were wile and 
grauc, and conforted himſcite with his owne Minions: by meanes 
whereof, he put in practiſe everic loathed thing, wherein hee could 
cither rake plcaſurc, or cxpretlc his follie. So tht his euill Gouern- 
ment madc his Kingdome to be vntorrunate, and himſeltca preti- 
dent of wretchedneile to ſucceeding Ages: as in the diſcourle of 


No-ſooner was his head adorned with his Imperial Crowne, 


yourh,and the profeſſed cnemie of all honeſtie and vertue. For al- 
beit that be was exiled by the laſt King; whotooke an Oath of ths 
his Succetſor, neuer ro permit him (vnpuniſhed) ro come backe a- 
$aUincinto England: yet the remembrance of his villanies (conlor- 


his Hiſtoric it will more particularly appeare. | - 
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ting with the Kings bad naturegnd euill diſpolition) wasa quicke 
metlenger for his rcturne. And his arriuall fo aboundantly reple- 
niſhed the Kings conceits with cxtraordinanie joy , that nothing 
ciſe (in compariſon of 4rt) gave him anie contentment : Neither 
could ame man (befides him) expett for ante gracetull entertaine- 
ment from the King. 

T he Noble men (who perfetiy knew how wickedly this Gaue- 
ſton was enclined) perceiuing that the King doted on him,and thar 
his affections towards him were vnlimited : being perplexed wich 
inward griefc, and fearing the Ruine which (through his inſolen- 


cie) threatened the ſubverſion of che whole Realme ; cmbolde- 
ned themlſelues to pur the King in minde of his oath . Bur as his | 


conſcience troubled him nor tor the breach thereof : So their difli- 
king encreaſed his deſires towards Gazeſton,and to make him grear. 


For Gazc5on alone, and none but GaueFon, was likely ro doeall in 
all : and (frowne hee that frowne would) the King cared nor who + 


was dilplcaſed ; hee was reſolued, that Gazeſton ſhould be grear. 
And therefore hee firſt Lorded him with the Baronie of Waking- 
ford: and {oone after, he created him Earle of Cornwall; and made 
him the ſole and onely Commander ouer his Iewels and his T rea- 
ſure. In which Office, ſo abſolute was his power, and fo cunning 


was his craftic head, to prouide ia the time of his proſperitic for | 


aduerſe fortune which might cnſue ; that ſecretly he conueyed be- 
yond the Sea a faire Table and T reſlels, all made of beaten gold, 
and manie rich and precious Ornaments and ITewels, tothe great 
hurt and prejudice of the King and of this Realme. 


Hee alſo rooke much pleaſure to feede the Kings fancies with 
great varictic of new dclights; and by his example, hee enured : 
him to Banquet, Drinke, and to Carowſe beyond meaſure: And | 
his diſhoneſt perſuaſions and enticements made him carelefle of 


the Bed and of the focietic and fellowthip of 1/abel his Religious 
and vertuous Queene, the daughter of the French King Philip the 
faire,and lifter to his Succeſſor Charles the fourth ; and trayned him 
ro the adulterous conſortſhip of wanton Curtizans and ſhameleſſe 
Whores. 2 

T he Queene (who ſorrowed hereat beyond meaſure) repoſed 
all means for redreſle of thoſe her vnſufterable wrongs in herpray- 
ers vnto God, and in her modeſt wooings for ber Kings love. But 


| all herendeuours proued nothing at all : For the beames of her ex- 


cellent vertues could not pierce the thicke clouds of his vanities ; 
neither could her teares or her groanes moliific his hard heart, 


which ſurferred vpon too much plenrtic of loathſome ſinnes. 
The 
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EvovvarD the ſecond. 


T he common people gave large libertic to their Tongues, to 
ſpeake and toralke reproachtully, and to the Kings diſgrace. Hee 
knew 1t well; he heard it; and carcd nor for it: but was reſolucd to 
pcrſeuere in thole vngodly courſes, which by Perce Gaueſton were 
contrived and'propoled vnto him. | 

T he Noblemen, and ſuch as by reaſon,of their Offices and Pla- 
ces were of the Kings Councell ; di (in their particulars) aduen- 
ture manic times ſecretly ro informe him of the lewdneſle of Prerce 
Gaue/ton; and that both ſtrangers, and alſo his owne people, did 
ftrangely ſpeake of him and ot his Gouernment : which was alto- 
gether eclipled by the foule tnterpolition of his vices betwixt him- 
{elfe and ir. Bur their labour was quite loft, and their fidelitie 
was requited with vnthanktull frownes ; rather teſtifying his de- 
termination to continue ſubject (rhough he were a King) to his 
follics, than in anic ſorr ro amend anie thing which was amiſſe. 

\When norhing could preuaile, either to reforme the King,or to 
make him carciciſe of Pierce Gane/ton ; the Lords and Barons of 
this Kingdome began ſerioully ro conſult and to take another 
courſe. For they preferred their generall Petition to the King : 
wherein they plaincly diſcouered the foulcneſſe of his faults, and 
the ſorrow of his beſt afteed lubjects, tor that his Majeſtic (more 
than was fitting or comely) was guided and gouerned by Perce 
Gaueſtan: and carneſtly entreared him to be pleaſed (for the pre- 
venting of fuch miſchiefes as were otherwiſe likely to enſue) to 
baniſh that lewd Companion both trom his Court and King- 
dome. 

The King perceiving that his Nobles were reſolned to vree 
his conſent vnto Perce Gaueſtons Exile, agreed (though vnwilling- 
ly) thereunto: yea, in ſuch a diſpleaſed humor graunted he their 
requelt, that thereby they might well vnderitand, that his heart 
ſubſcribed not to their delires. But away be was ſent into Ireland - 
Where he was no ſooner arrived, but by mcilengers fent ro him 
by the King, he was required to be jocund and chearetull in his 
baniſhment; for that his abſence {ſhould in the end be recompen- 
ced with greater honours and morc gracefull tauors than hee bad 
formerly receirted : And for a pledge thereot, the King appointed 
him to be the chicte Governour and higheſt Commander in that 
Countrey; and ſent bim ſuch ftore of Place, lewels, and Coyne, 
both of Siluerand of Gold, that he might well rhinke, that his ba- 
niſhment was bur an honorable Embailade, and an occaſion there- 
by preſented by good fortune tothe King, to make him the more 


potent and more rich. 
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And beſides all this, the Kings diſcontented pathons ſo ſwayed 
in him, and Gezeffons abſence ſo much perplexed him ; that his No- 
bles (being in hope of futureamendment of all rhings which had 
beene done amitle,and to pleaſe the King) freel y,and of their owne 
accords, moucd the King tor his returne. But when he came back 
againe, ſo ſtrongly and fo ftrangely was hee fupported by the pub- 
like fauors and vnremoueable loue of the King ;z that with greater 
inſolencie and pride than before hee practiſed manie more notari- 
ous villanics than euer he had done. So that (by meanes of the in- 
ceſlant importunitie of the Nobles) hee was againe baniſhed into 
Flanders: where hee remained not long, bur the king called him 
backe againe. 

T hoſe his Exiles (thus procurcd by the Lords and Barons of 


this kingdome, and their conſents to call him home againe) might. 


bauc reclaymed him from his toule and grefſe errors, if wildome 
and vertue had in anie ſort beene entertained by bim. But in ſiead 
of changing his bad nature into good qualities; hee tooke an ex- 
rraordinarie delight to glorie in his owne {inne; and to boaſt, how 
he miſ-led the king, Healſo skornetully deſpiſed the greateſt No- 
bles of this Land, and abuſed them at their taces : and by vntrue 
informations (which privately and behind their backs he gaue vn- 
ro the king) he cauſed them to be frowned on; and did all things 
in ſuch a diſor:icred faſhion, without controlment,rhar the Barons 


with one conſent (being hopeleſſe of redreſſe, and being vnable a- | 


nic longer to ſupport ſuch a deſpiſed burthen) belieged him, being 
ina ſtrong Caſtle; which they wonne : and to redeeme the kings 


honour, and to procure their owne liberties, and the welfare of | 
the Commonweale; they cauſcd his head to be ſmitren oft. But | 


ſo highly was the king diſpleaſcd thereart,that al waies from rhence- 
forth he endeauoured nothing more, than by crueltic and by ty- 
rannie to revenge his death. 

And then (to anger his Nob!litic) he entertained into his neareſt 
familiaritie and counſailesthe two Spencers, Sir Hugh the tather,and 
Sir Hugh the ſonne; men as gracelefſe, and as odious to the Lords 
and common people, as the other was. T heir aduice cnciined the 
king to proſecute his lewd and wanton courſe of life among laſci- 
vious and wanton Whores and Concubines, and to ſet at naught 
the ſweet companie of his modeſt and vertuous Quecne : which 

made him a skorne to forrainc Princes, and batefull in the ſight of 
all honeſt men. Yet the king, in deſpight of his greatcſt Lords, 
ſupported the two Spercers in all things which they would take 
in hand. . 9 
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| Burhisevill gouernment, both ofhimſelteand ofhis kingdome, 


reuiued new dilcords betweene the king and his Barons: and by 
meanes thereof, the affaires and bulineſles of the Commonweale 
were ill managed; and ſuch as lay in wait ro advance their Eitares 
by reaſon of thisdiflention, had now gorten fit oportunirie to put 
in praRiſe what they pleaſed. Among which, Robert le Bruce (re- 
rurning from Norwe) into Scotland) was joytully receiucd there, 
and was the ſecond time crowned king of that kingdome : And 


| then heleuieda ſtrong Armie, with which he entred intothe Mar- 


ches of Exglend toure or five dayes journey ; and with fire and 
{word miſerably waſted and deſolated thoſe Cotmrries, varill hee 
was encountred by the king, and compelled to retyre. 

Bur king Edward fighting a Barraile with-the Scotiſh POWCF 
within the borders of their owne Countrey, receiued the ouer- 
throw : and hauing ſecne the {laughter of manie thouſands in his 
Armic (among which; were G-bert de Clare Earle of Gloceſter, and 
two and fortie other Lords, and more than threeſcore knights and 
Baronets, befides two and twentie men of Name, who were taken 
priſoners) hee was compelled (for his owne fatetie) ſhametully to 
flye, and with difhonourable ſucceſle to returne againe into En9- 
lard. Where he was (efrſoones) perplexed and pur to much trou- 
ble by the vntruc anddeſperate attempt of one 1ohn Poydrus a Tan- 
ners ſonne dwelling in Exeter : who boldly athrmed himſelfe to 
be the truly begotten ſonne of the Jaſt king, and ſaid, T hat he was 
changed in his Cradle by his Nurſe for a Carters child ; and of- 
fered divers. colourable prootes tor rhe ſame: and among the reſt, 
he itrongly inſtanced vpon the vawortbie and baſe conditions of 
the king ; ſorting to none {o fitly, as vnto one of obſcure and of 
common birth. - 

T his his clayme, and bold aſſertions, quickly abuſed the eares 
and the hearts of the vulgar, and drew manie of them (tor want ot. 
wiſdome and obedience) to flocke vnto him, as to their king. But 
at length he was apprehended ; and having conteſlcd his Treaſon 
and his folly, and being arraigned, conuicted, and condemned, hee 
was executed according to his deſerts. 

At the ſametimealſo, the ſtrong and almoſt impregnable Calle 
of Barwike was trecherouſly betrayed into the hands of Robert le 
Bruſe, the vſurping king of Scots: and ſuch a general] ſcarcitie of 
all ſorts of ViRuals, and ſuch a Murreine of all kinds of Cartel] ſo 
puniſhed the peoplc, thar the like before among them was never 
fecne, And diucrs notorious and bold T heeves, to thenumber of 
two hundred at the leaſt (being cloathed in Friers weeds of gray) 
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without reſpeC of perſon or of ſexe, robbed and ſpoyled the Inha- 
bicants ofthe North, Bur (in the end) they were taken,and,ac- 
cording to their deſerts, were put to death. T he Scots allo raiſed a 
new Armte, and with great violence and furie they entred Exg- 


| land; where(beſides the greatafflitions occaſioned by that watre) 


the Inhabitants of thoſe Countries were ſo pinched and plagued 
wich famine,that in many places thoſe who liued, ſcarcely ſuthced 
to interre their dead: and the reſt (ro preſerve their lines) were 
compelled to ſuttaine rhemlelues in the great extremitic ot their 
hunger, by cating of Rats, Mice, Cats, Dogges, Horſcs, and 
{uch like. | 

The King (intending toſuppreſle the Scors,and tocorret them 
for their inſolencic and folly) encountred them with his whole 
Armic,bur recciucd anotorious overthrow; and ( being ſcornfully 
checked and diſgraced by his bold and ſawcte caemies) bee retur- 
ned homeagain with great ignominie and {hame,jeauing his poore 
ſubics inthe North,ſo miſerably diſtreſſed and vnrelieved, as e- 
uer any people were forſaken by an vaworthie and a careleſle 
King. | 

of theſediſeraces, and of theſe troubles, we make this profita- 
ble vſe : Thar as the hcroicall vertues of excellent Princes are 
crowned with many blet{ings trom aboue; ſo tor the iniquitie and 
hainous tranſgreſhons of wicked and vngodly Kings, both them- 
{clues and their people likewiſe , are ſeuercly puniſhed by God, 
before whom Princes muſt fall as well as the common ſubic&s,ex- 


cept their true and heartic repentance ( being ioyned with the a- | 


mendment of their lives) doe (in ſeaſon) procure his: mercie and 
his fauour. 

T he Peeres and the Nobles of this Kingdome ( perceiving that 
the diſeaſes ot the Common-wealc did daily encreate and growe 
more dangerous) determined (likegood Phylitians) narrowlyto 
ſearch out the cauſes of theſe maladies, and ro hnde ſome remedie 
to cure them before it were too Jate. T he miſerable examples of 
all kinds of wickedneſle which preſented themſejues vnto their 
view,cmboldned them to informethe King, T hat the two Spencers 
and their miſguiding of the State ( by whom only, and by none o- 
ther the King was counſailed and dire&ed) were che immediart oc- 
calioners ofall thoſe miſchiefes aud calamities, which miſerably af: 
flicted and tormented the whole Kingdome. T hey plainly tolde 
him, T hat ſuch was their intereſt inthe Kings perſon and in his go- 


uernment oft his people,that they were bound (in honovr, and for 


conſcience ſake)to informe his Highneſlc of all ſuch miſdemeanors 
com- 


W 
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| committed by any of bis ſubietts as tended to the {ebucrſion of 


the Stare,and the difiurbing ot the common peace therot: and then 
they became importunat ſurors to his Maieftie, T hathe would be 
pleaſed to put from him thetwo Spemcers, who corrupted him with 
monltrous vices,and made bim alrogether careleſle of thoſe durics 
which by Almightie God were requiredat hishands. T hey roid 
bim likewiſe, T hat as ſubiection belonged to the people ; fo the 
King was bound to protect them, and that ( vnconſcionably and 
molt diſhonorably) he had lett his Commons in the North,co the 
rage and rigor of the Scors,and to all extremities of hunger and of 0- 
ther wants: and that it he pleaſed not(vpon their humble entreaty 
and requeſt) to cafher thoſe two gracelefſe Counſailors, of their 
places and from his ſervice; they then muſt and would preſume to 


doc it, though it wcre with the hazard and perill of their owne 


haes. 

T he king could notchooſe but hearken to this gricuous and true 
report. Foras it was founded and grounded vpon conſcience,and 
on duetiec ; ſo was it maintained with a conſtant reſolution to re- 
toxme that which was amiſſe. He bit his lip therear, and hts coun- 
renanceproclaimed his diſcontentment. Inwardly be meditated 
and deuiſed how he might ſurpriſe thoſe Noble-men, who ( moft 
of all) ſtomacked the two Spencers, whom ſo immoderatly hee did 
loue, yet inwardly his tongue gaue the Barons a plealing anſwere ; 
ſo that hee forthwith ſommoned his high Court of Parliament : 
and pretending a reformation of all things that were conceived to 
be amiſſe,he gladded the hearrs of his Nobles and Commonsex- 
ceedingly.But the Lords and Barons (although they retoiced much 
that the time would ſhortly come, in which theſe matters ſhould 
be ſubſtantially debated on) yer were they icalous, and ſuſpefted 
left the king intended their furpriſal in that ſolemn meeting : wher- 
tore rhe greater numbers of them repaired vnto LZenaosn, beeing 
ſtrongly garded with a brauc Armie of ſuffcient and gallantmen, 
which were all cloathcd ina like Liverie ; whereat the king was 
highly diſpleaſed: but moſt of all it gricued him,that hee knew the 
Barons would haue their owne wil by taking and ſeparating trom 
him the two Spencers (who were more deer to him then his Queen 
and children,and all bis friends belide)and in the end (among many 
other things) ir was (by the whole Parltament)enaRed, T hat they 
lhould hee exiled during theirliues, and neucr bee licenſed by the 
king to returne againe into England. 

T his being tbus concluded,the Barons ( who longed to ſee the 
rwo Spercers vnder faile) cauſed certaine Ships to bee propan - 
which 
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| which they were embarked and ſent away. So that now all men 
were well pleaſed except the King; whome theirablence vexed at 
the heart: and inallthings he endenoured plainely to expreſle his 
hatred and his anger rowardsthe Barons, who had enforced him 
to conſent vnto their baniſhment. And to expreſle the ſame more 
tully ; he was informed, that the younger Spencer had ſtrengrhe- 


| ned himſelfe with a tew good Shippes;and that he lay (as a Grand 


Pyrarc) coalting vpon the Narrow Scas, robbing, ranſacking, and 
ſpoyling the Marchants, and all Nations who paſſed by them ; 
but eſpecially, and chictcly, ſuch as were of this Kingdome. And 
although great ſure was made vnto the King, that a convenient 


be produced vato judgement, and receive ſuch puniſhment as 
the Lawes of this.Kingdome appointcd for rhe cutting off of ſuch 
a notorious T heete : yetthe King ſmylcd, and was inwardly glad 
to hearc this newes, and turned a deate eare to theirrequeſtz and 
was ſo farre off from prouiding to fetch him in , that (pardo- 


them both from their Baniſhment , and honoured them with 
more Dignities, Offices, and Authoritie, than cuer he had done 
before. | | 

T his thing being thus ſtrangely performed by the King, and 
thedaily vnluftcrabie injuries and iniolencie of the two Spencers 
(who skorhed and derided the Nobles, as being vnable to controll 
them, or todoe them anic harme) were ſuthcient warnings to the 
Barons to looke vnto thermſc]ues, and to provide for their owne 
ſaterie, before it were too late. Wherefore, {ccing that neither cn- 
treatic nor Law could right their wrongs ; they rayſcd a ſtrong 
Armie, and boldly marched into the field : And the King, with 
the two Spercers, and ſome others of the Nobles, did the hike. And 
after manie ſharpe Bickerings and Encounters both their Armies 
mer, and fought on cither part with fuch obſtinate dehire to re- 
uenge, that he was ſuppoſcd to be the mott valiant man among 
them, who could and did drench his ſword dcepeſt in the molt 
bloud . T he Noblemen now forgat, that vnducifully they fought 
againſt their Soueraigne Lord : and the King would not by anie 
meanes know , that his T yrannic had compclled them to rake 
Armes. Kindred, Alliance, Countrey, Religion, Neighbourhood, 
nor anic other reſpe&t now prevailed to winne fauour: but turic 
made them truſt ro their weapons, and death ttickled the contro- 
uer(ie betwixt them. In the cnd, when manic of the Barons, and 


ſjucd 


Fleet might be prepared tor his ſurprizall; and that hee might 


ning all his offences , and tro deſpight his Barons) hee recalled 


thouſands of their adherents were ſlaine ; ihey fled, and were pur- 
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ſued by the King, who (obtaining the victoric ) never ceaſed the 
urſvit vntill he had taken the Earles of Lancaſter, Hereford,and ma- 
nie other Lords, of which hec cauſcd two and twentic to looſe 


| their beads in ſundrie places of this Realme, to the great aſtoniſh- 


ment ot thereſt,and to the terror of the vulgar ſort. 

Thus when this hauock was made ot the Nobilitie, and when 
this victorie had puffed vp the two Spencers with intollerable inſo- 
lencie and pride,they made no good vic of their good fortune, for 
the amendment ot their liues, or better counſailing of the King, but 
(astyrants) they now did all in all as they themlelues lilted ; and 
their will was the beitlaw. And then ( preſuming that all things 
ſhould be ordered as they liſted) they procured the King to holde 
his high Court of Parliament at Yorke; in which hee created Ed- 
ward his eldeit ſonne Prince of ales and Duke of Aquitaine. He al- 
lo created Sir Hugh Spencer the Father, Earle of //inche#ter, and Sir 
Andrew Harkley ( whole extraordinary ſcruice was 2 principall 
meanes ofthe Barons late overthrow) Earle of Care-Lzele. He alſo 
exadted the (ixt pennie ofall Temporall mens goods and mouea- 
ables,inhabiting in England, Wales, and in Ireland, to defray andto 
ſupport his intended warres againſt the Scots: but the leuying ther- 


' of enforced the common people to grudge and to murmure ; afhr= 


ming, T hat they werealtogether impoueriſhed by dearth and fa- 
mine,and almoſt vndone by reaſon of the difordred gouernment of 
the King. 

The Scot (being ſecretly informed that King Edward was re- 
ſolucd to inuade their Countrey, and to reuenge thoſe indignities 
and thoſe wrongs, which by the incurſions and invalions of Robert 
le Bruſe their vſurping King, he had recetued)endeuoured to divert 
his purpoſe another way ; ſo that they entred into Jreland with a 
copious Armie. Butthe king (who was not ignorant of their de- 
termination) made ſuch prouiſion againſt their landing there, that 
the greater number of thoſe aſlailants were ſlaine, and the reſt (be- 
ing vtterly oucrthrowne) were compelled to flie vnto their Ships, 
and ſhametully torerurneinto theirowne Countrey. 

The king was now perſwaded that ſcarcely any ſtrength could 
withſtand ſogreat a power as hee had leuted, and thar the Scots 
{hould now becalled to a ſtrit account tor all theirinroades, incur- 
ons, invaſions, murtkers, robberies, and ſpoyles. And for the ct- 
feRting thereof, he condufted his Armie into Scotland, where the 
Nobles and theother inhabitants of chat land ( being armed well, 
and being in number many thouſands)tor many daies by continu- 


all preparations,madea ſhewto give batrailero king Edward,when 
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as (indeede) they meant nothing leſſe. For when King Edward ap- 
proached neere vnto them, they crattily, yet ltoutly and ſtrongly, 
retyred manie myles, and at length withdrew themſelues into che 
Woods, Foreſts, and Mountaines : where they foone cloyed, wea- 


thoſe paſſages, and partly with ſuch Stormes, Tempeſts, Raine, 
Hayle, Snow, Froſts, and other diitempered weather,as viualiyin 

thoſe places were too bitter and too ſharpe. | 
And belides all this, the want of vituals and other neceſlaries 
ſogricuouily afflicted the Kings Armie with mortalitie and qcath, 
that (not having pertormed anic thing worthic a Kings cate and 
.trauaile) he began to retyre: which when the Scots percciued, they 
purſued and hunted him with much crucltic and violence : So 
| that (finding his forces to be broken, and his Armic ſcattered) the 
Scots gaue a bold onler vpon the King himſelte, and enforced him 
to ſave his lite by an ignominious flight, and ro leave behinde him 
his Treaſure, Ordinance, and all his beſt proutlions, whereat they 

' made great jolitie and mirth. | 

T his laſt difalter and rh1s laſt danger (which King E:'ward by a 
ſhamefull flight eſcaped) was principally occalioned by Sir Andrew 
Harkley; whome the King had created Earle of Car!yle,tor his great 
ſervice in his behalte againtt his Barons in cheir late overthrow : 
for hee (having ſecretly receiued trom the Scots a great ſumme

fence he lolt his head. 

The Queene (knowing that the two Spercers envied her deepe- 
lyattheheart, and that by their perſua{tons rhe King refuſed to 
kcepe her companie, and folaced himſclte too too wantonly with 
lewd and laſctuious [trumpets ; and pitying the late ſlaughtcrand 
bloudie executtons of veric manie of the Nobilitic,and perceiving 
that the attaires and bulinefſe of the Commonweale were made 
{lauiſh and ſervile to all misfortunes) raking with. her the young 
Prince Edward her fonne, fled into France to her brother King 
Charles : by whome fhee was received lovingly, and was recomfor- 
ted by carneft promiſes and oarhs, T hat by his affiſtance,and at his 
coſts, her wrongs,and this whole Kingdomes ruincs, ſhould be re- 
paired. And not lang aftct, the Barons ( by their letters) offered 
their beſt ſervice to her and to the Prince her ſonne; and did pro- 


teſt, T har if ſhe* could returne ſtrengthened 6nely with the helpe

— 


T his proffer exceedingly rejzoyced the Queene, and daily fedde 
her conceits with fre{h hopes ot tortunate lucceile at the laſt. Bur 


- the two Spencers ( greatly tearing the eucnr of her returne, if the 


French King (hould take her part, and making the Kings Coyne 
and hts T rcaſure their beſt Aduocates to plead their calc) 1o cor- 
rupted King Charles and his Councell of Eſtate with vnvaiuable 
prefents of Gold, of Siluer, and of rich lewels, that not onely all 
aide and ſuccour was denyed to her by her owne brother ; bur in 
veric ſharpe and in quicke manner {hee was by him reproued and 
blamed, as being foolithlyatraid of her owne {hadow : and as ha- 
uving vnwiſel y and vndutitully torſaken the companie ot her Lord 
and kinde huzband. T he Pope likewilc, and manic of his chieteſt 
Cardinals (being by like rewards engaged by the two Spencers) re- 


quired the French King (vpon the penaltte of Curling) to ſend the 


uecne and the young Prince her ſoane to King Eawerd. And 
doubtleſſe ſhee had vnnarurally beene betrayed by her owne bro- 
ther,if ſecretly and ſpeedily her ſclfe and her young ſonne had not 
been conueyed into the Empire by Sir Robert of Arthos, her neere 
and kinde couſin and friend : where they were with vnexpected 
and extraordinarie joy received and welcommed by the Earle of 
Henawlt , and by Sir 19h of Henault, Lord Beaumont 1s brother z 
who ( being accompanied with rhree hundred Knights and lele- 
Qed men of Armes) went with her and with her ſonnc into 
England. | 

Vpon the firft intelligence giuen of their landing, the Lords and 
Barons, with gladded hearts and luitie troupes of refolued Gal- 
lants (who were ſoundly and ar all points armed) repaired cucrie 
day to the Queene and Prince, and houre!y their forces were cn- 
creaſed. So that the King having notice of theſe new tronbles, 
lefr che Government of the Citie of Zondon ro his chiete(t T.req- 
ſurer alter Stapleton then Bilbop of Exeter (who was an inward 
friend ro the two Spercers, anda profeſſed enemie to the Queene, 
and hatcd generally by the inhabitants of that Cirie) and the King 
hafted vnto the Marches of Wales for the preſent leuying of an Ar- 
mic. But hee was no ſooner on his journey, but the Zondorners 
(skorning the Gouernment of their prowd and infolent Comman- 
der) apprehended him; and without ante lawtull proceedings, or 
judiciall Senrence, cauſed his head to be ſmitten off at the Stan- 
dard in Cheape: and then they {uddenly, and with great violence, 
ruſhed into the T ower of Zondon; where they (lew all ſuch as they 
found there : and kept both ir and that Citie to the vie of the 
Queene and of the youpg Prince her ſonne. 
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As ſoone as King Edward was reſolued and informed of this 
Reuolt; hee deliited from his intended purpole, and poſted vnto 
Briflow, and fortified it in the {trongeſt manner that bee was able; 
and committed the defence thereot to the Barle of _Arandell, and 
ro Sir Hugh Spencer the father : and himſelfe ( with Sir Hugh the 
ſonne) entred into the Caltle there, and were determined todetend 
it with all their ſtrength. But within few dayes after, the ſaid Ci- 
tie was belicged, aſſaulted, and wonne by the Queene and by the 
Barons : who (committing the two Earles,and Juers othersotthe 
chiefeſt note, vnto fate keeping ) beſieged the Caſtle in ſuch ſort, 
that the King and his Minion (diſtruſting the euent) ſtole away ſe- | 
cretly in the night, and put themieluecs into a little Fither-boar. 
Yer ſuch wasthe will and pleaſure of G o v(to make them toknow 
him by their tuture miſeries)that eueric day,for a weekeand more, 


| the ſame Boat (by reaſon of a contrarie winde) was driuen backe, 


neareto the ſaid Caſtle : Which being at length perceiued and ob- 
ſerued by the Lord Beaumont, hee chaſed the Fiſher-boat with a 
ſmall veſſel], and boarded her, and found in herthe King and Sir 
Hugh Spencer the ſonne, whome they ſo much delired,and broughr 
them to the Queene ; who preſented them before the Caltles 
view: and vponthe {ight of them, the beſieged yeclded the pol- 


| ſefhon of their Fort into the Queenes hands. T hen were the heads 


of Sir Hugh Spencer the farther, Earle of {/mchejier, and of lohn 
Earle of _Arundell (whoſe daughtcr was married to the younger 
Spencer ) ſmitten off. And the King being committed vnto hono- 
rable and fate keeping; the Quecne, with the young Prince her 
ſonne , becing accompanied with the Barons and a firong Ar- 
mie, marched towards Zoxaoz; carrying with them Sir Hugh Spen- 
certhe ſonne as a {lauc: before whom, certainc vnworthie and baſe 
Fidlers (vpon Pypes which they had made of Reedes) skornfully 
played, skipped, and ſung, in cucrie Towne which they paſſed 
through. And being come to the Citic of Zondon, hce was faſt 
bound vpon the top of an high Ladder; and (bis privie members 
and his heart being ſeuered trom his bodice and burned ) his head 
was forthwith cur off and ſer vpon Zonden Bridge. 

Thus Govps judgements purſued thoſe two vngodly and am- 
bitious caitives: by whoſe lewd aduice and cuill counſell the King 
tforſooke the bed and companie of the Queene his wife ; liucd wic- 
kedly ; made hauocke of his Nobilitic ; negle&ted his common | 
People; permitted his Enemies (to his diſgrace) to triumph and 
to inſult ouer him 3 and gouerned more like a Tyrant than a 
King. | | 
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And thus thoſe times of Trouble being now againe bleſſed with 
a happie Peace, the Queene bountifully teaſted and rewarded Sir 
ohn of Henault, Lord Beaumont, and all his aſſociates : who taking 
[caue,departed; and were receiued into their Countrey with much 
joy and great honour. x2 
AndthentheQueene and the young Prince (to reforme ſuch 
chings as were amilie, and to ſettle a better courſe of Government 
within this Land) aſſembled an High Court of Parliament at e/t- 
minjter . In which, the King, by a generall conſent, was depoled: 
and (bcing veric honourabl y reſpected and attended) he was com- 


mitted rothe Caltle of Kihngworth; and Prince Edward was crow-. 


ned King. And nat long after, the King being remoued to 
the Caſtle of Corff, was wickedly afſayled by his Kee- 
pers: who through a Horne which they did put 
into his fundament, pierced his guts with a 
burning Spit, and murdered him ; 
when hee had raigncd al- 
moſt nineteene | 
ycres.. 
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King, whileſt his depoſcd tacher |1- 
Tag was chictely directcd in his 
younger yeares by the aduice and 
counle}l of Queene Yael his mo- 
ther, and of his vncle Famurd of 
4 noaftock Earle of Aert, and of Sir 
Rorer Mortymer : which knight (to 
interefle himſelife more eſpecially tn 
the Queenes loue) traiteroully con- 
ſpired and procured the murder of the laſt king, by the monſtrous 
VAT and barbarous crue!tie before mentioned. 

[a rhe ſecond yeare of this kings Raigne, Robert le Bruſe (the bu- 
(te viurping king of the Scots) denounced \Varres againtt him and 
his kingdome: hi ch occaſtoncd the leuying of a ſtrong Armie, 
which conſifted of foure and fiftic thouſand men ; with which,the 
king himſclte (being accompanied with Sir tohn. ot Henault, Lord 
Bewnont, and five hundred Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen itran- 
oers his aitociates) marched into.Scatland : W here he hunted and 
chaſcd his enemies from Mariſh to Mariſh, from Wood to Wood, 
trom Hillto Hill, and from Mountaineto Mountaire, tor the {pace 
of one moneth and more : yet (by reafon of the Scots cowardite, 


which made them to skulke and runne from place to place, tyring 
Out 
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our the Engliſh Armic. The King with his whole companie ({ nor 
bauing performed any memorable ſcruice) returned home ; and 
ſhortly after, rook to wife the Ladic Philip, yongelt daughter to i#vl- 
am Earle of Henaalt,his couſen german in the third degree, and al: 
ſembled his high Court of Parliament at Northampton: in which 
(among other paſſages) the two deceaſed Spercers and Walter Sta- 


pleton the late Biſhop of Exeterwereatrainred uf high treaſon. And 


then the King (by the directions of his mother and of Sir Roger 
Hortimer) concluded a dilbonorable peace with the Scots, and re- 
leaſed to them their homage, fealtic, and (eruicesro him due for 
that Kingdome,and deliuered vp to them the Grand Inftrument or 
Charter called Razmaen,which vnder the hands and'ſcales of their 
late King,and of the Nobilicie of Scorlard, teltified their tenure and 
ſubieftion to the Kings of this Realme ; and then hee marricd his 
lifter /ane vnto Dawid the ſonne and heire apparant of Robert le Bruſe 
the vſurping Scottiſh King,and created Sir Roger Mortimer Earleof 
March,whereat his Nobles were exceedingly diſcontent. And ſuch 
was this new Earles inward malice and hatred vnto the Kings vncle 
the. Earle of Kext, and ſo powerfull was he with the King, by 
reaſon ofhis too much familiarity with his mother Queen J/abel; 
that he neuer deſifted from his wicked and vngodly ptottings, vn- 
till he had bereaued him of his head. Burt God permitted nor this 
wretched man to ſway. long in his vngodly courſes. For within few 
moneths after he was acculed by the Stace for theſe horrible and 


hainous crimes : 


1. Imprimis , For that hee had wickedly plotted an. procured 
the murther of the Kings father. 

2. Item, For that (by his falſe accuſations and ſiniſter coun- 

ſaile) he had cauſed the King to cut off the head of his faid 
pncle ,who was truly Noble, Religious, valiant honeſt and 
a ſtron2 pillar to the ( ommon-weale, 

3 Item,For that tos too familiarly he conuerſed with ( ueene 
Tſabel the Kings mother, to her inſt reproach and the diſhos 
nor of the King. 

4. Item, for that hee receined of the Scots a bribe of twentie 
thouſand pounds,for which he procured the Kines retreat 
ont of Scotland , and the releaſement of his Signiorie and 
homage due for that K ingdom. 

And 
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5. And laſtly becauſe hee had deceitfully conſened and begui- 
led the King of his Wards and I reaſure, conuerting all to 
bis owne v/e. 


For theſe his wicked T reaſons and horrible tranſgreflions, hee 
was condemned to die, inthe ſame manner which he had deuiſfed 
tor che execution of Sir Hugh Spencer the yonger. And Queene 1- 
{abel (being molt honourably prouided for, and attended on) was 
ſequeitred into a ltrong Cattle, where [hee lived more then thirtie 
yearcs after 2nd then died. 

[n che hitea yeare of King Edwards Raigne, his perſonall appea- 
rance (in kind and friendly fort) was required by Philip de Valoys 
king of France,and vncle to the yongQueen (that is to ſay) brother 


'ro /zne, Counteile of Henalt, who was mother to K, Edwards witcz 


rogether with his Homage & Fealtie for his Duchie of Gayaz. For 
the performance whereot, he departed hence; and was with much 
triumph,& magniticence receiucd,entertained,& feaſted in France. 
But his homage, and his tealtie, he would,and did only confcfle by 
words,and would not doethem in ſuch ſolemne and ſubmithue ta- 
ſhion as they were demanded ; Whereat the French King was ſo 
inwardly moued, that King Eawerd (at his departure from the 
French Court) might: well perceive, that his welcome was more 
reſpe&ted and honoured, then his going trom thence. | 
Afſoone as the King came home, by new Embaſſadors his ho- 
mage was againe required.to be pertormed with all ſolemnitieand 
duerites. And therupon,(ro give ſome contentment to the French 
King) it was ſent vnto him, 1n an in(trument in writing,vnder the 
great ſeale.\V hereat the Lords and Peercs repined much,afhrming 
that thecrowne of Frarce, (inthe right of Queene 1/abe! his mo- 
ther) did belong to him:and thar therefore bee might iultly haue 
refuſed, to have done vnto him any homage ar al]. | 
Not long after theſe bulinefſes thus ended, King Edward by his 
Embaſladors required Danrd the yong King of Scors, being his bro- 


| ther-in-law,toreſtore vnto him his Caltle of Barwzck 3 and to doe 


him homage for his kingdome:But Dewd ftoutly returned anſwer, 
thathis father by conqueſt and by his ſword wonne that Caſtle, 
and that he had recciucdit, by diſcent from him; and therefore 
would hold and kcep it as his owne. And touching the kings dc- 
mand of his homage for the kingdome of Scozland, his anſwer was 
that his Father never acknowledged any ſuch ſeruice z & that king 
Edwwd had releaſedit, if any had been due. And that therefore he 
would not confefleany tenure of king Edwardscrowne. _ 
£ e 
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T hc high ſpiritof the King would not ſufter him thus to bee 
{lighted and ſhaken oft, for he reſolued to make himſelfe the Lord 
of both, For which cauſe; he marched witha ſtrong Armic into 
Scotland, and quickly ſubdued rhe berter &the greater part of chat 
kingdome, with ſmall rcliftance. And hauing fortifyed tor his own 
vic, the Caftles aud Townes of beſt defence,hereturned, and came 
ro Barwick, wherethe Towne (aftera ſtrong liege) was by compo- 
ſition ſurrendred into his hands: Andthen he crowned Sir Edward 
Baylyol king of Scotland, and committed the gouernment of the 
T owne of Bzrwick vnto his charge;and returned into Exgland with 
much honour. | — 


Bur before two yearcs more were expired, he paſſcd againe with 


an armic into Scorland,placed his new king in-his throne; and recei- | 


ved his homage: and reinueſted Ctuers Engliſh Lords, and gentle- 
men, of ſuch Lordlhips and Territories, as by rcaſon of the kings 


dilhonorable peace with the Scots, (when he firſt began to raigne) 
had been taken from them. ; 


 T heſediſaſters,and aducrſe fortunes, which inſeparably accom- 
panicd Dauidthe depoſed king, compelled him ro flic into Fraxce, 


where (after two yeares continuance) his heart was checred with 


faire promiſes , and his neceflities were relieued plentifully, with 
large and ample ſupplies of all things needfull and convenient: he 
alſo obtained an Armie with which hee failed into Scorland; his 
hopes fairely promiſing that erc long he ſhould beea king againe. 
But he was much decciued. For king Edward having certainintelli- 
gence ot his &of the French kings endeuours, provided effettually 
tor the encounter;and marched into Scotland with a ſtrong Armie, 
wherc hee fought ofcen with fortunate ſucceſſe, againſt Dauidand 
the French kings forces:and at length by battaile obtained an ho- 
nourable vitorie; and ſecuring the gouernment of that kingdome, 
according to the rules of wiſdome and of policie) he returned joy- 
tully into England. 

Inthetenth yeare of this kings raigne, Philip deYaloys then king 
of France, ſentenced the Earledame of Arthoys from Robert De Ar- 
theys,vnto Maud Counteſle of Burgenaie,& Aunt to the ſaid Robert; 
which ccnſure ſo incenſed the ſaid Earle,that in his heat he vttercd

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W hileſt theſe things were thus contriuing in Englend,and whillt 
king Philip de Yaloys little thought that his kingdome and Crowne 
were aimed at, or that his ſtrength thou!d bee tr ed with Englifh 
warres;he (by the importunitic of Pope Bencai the eleuenta)pre- 
pared ſuch an Armieto haue made warres in the Holy-lana, a5 ne- 
uer before was conducted by ante Chrittian Prince.' He allocom- 
mitted the government of his kingdome vnto his eldeft ſonne 
lohn Duke of Normanidie: To whom (by reaſon of his youth) hee 
added (for affiſtance) adiſcreer, wiſe,and a graue Councell. And 
when he had thus prouided and ſerled all chinges neeetull for his 
huge armic;and forthe maintenance therot tor three yeares ſpace: 
the reports of king Edwards claime and purpoſe, began as a ſodainc 


ſtorme to breake torth, and to be knowne: Wherupon, king Phzlip 


aſſuring himſcife, that (in his abſence) the Eng!7/h Armie would 
very litlc regard ſuch forces as ſhould belett behinde; and thar his 
departure would encourage manie ( who hunted after novelties 
and change)rather ro make offcrs of their ſeruice to his enemies, 
then to performerhat dutie which by ſubic&ts was due vnro their 
king : And knowing T har it would bearidicu!lous thing (by dau- 
gecrous attempts) to winne honourabroad, and to neglett the ſate- 
tie of his owne kingdome and eſtate at home; he delilted(on the ſo- 
daine) from proſecuting his journic into the Holy land; and prepar 
red ſtrongly rodetend him(clte againſt king E:mard,and his claime, 
And (on the other fide) king Eawara (to the ende that nothing 
might be wanting, whcntime ſhould feruc) By manie politike de- 
ices leuied ſuch ineſtimable ſummes of monic, T har (for want of 
coyneamong the common people) a fir Oxe was foid tor a noble, 
a fat [heep for [ix pence, {ixe Pigeons tor a pennic; and a quarter of 


wheat for two ({hillings. 


\Vhen he had thus done, hee (with Queene Philip his wife) fai- 
led into Flanders, where they remained all that winter,and(ar Ant- 
werp) T he king oftentimes conferred, & at length concluded with 
the Princes,and States of Germarre, and of thoſe Prouinces, vpon 
all rhings touching his ſaid intended warre. So thar, after his rc- 
rurne, hee levied a ſtrong Armie, which (with his affifting friends) 
conſiſted of ſeven and twentie thouſand choſen fighting men, with 
which [trength he landed in France, when tbe Sommer was almoſt 
ſpent. | : 

f T he French king , having an Armie which conſiſted of three- 
ſcore thouſand ſou'diors, and being accompanied with thethree 
kings of Behayne, Nauarre, and of Scotland, with five Dukes; Six

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knightsz braucly centred into the field , where hee found king E4- 


ward {ufficient] y prouided to thew himlſelte a valiant man. Bur 
' whileſt each Armie gazed on the other, and expected manic 


houres, which part ſhould giuc the firſt (troke of the batraule : Be- 


hold and wonder, and aiſtrange wonder ! For betwixt both thoſe 


Kings (vpon the morion, and through the mediation of the Ladie 
Jane Counteil: ot Henalt, litter ro King Phil;p, and mother to King 
Edwards wite) nota blow was given :bat (ona fodaine) Both the 
Armics were dillojued, and King Eaward with his triends, and No- 
bics recurned 1000 England, 

3720 fourteenth yeare of King Eawards Raigne, hce ſayled 


Into £{anders, whereat Bru/els he mer with the greater number of 


tay Princes of Gerrmane, who of their owne accords, with hvartic 


| loueand jtorwardnelſle, incorporated themſelues with king Edward 


in thole its warres agatnit France. 

' Ani (attheinitance ot the king) rhe ſaid Princes entrearcd the 
Fl:mm:/z275to joyne with them in that Enterprize, and ſcruice: 
whcreunto they ſeemed willing to condilcend, 1t king Eiward 
would entitle himſelte king of &7azce; and would quarter the 
Armes of France, with the Armcs of Enzlands and ' would (as 
king of France) reicale vntothem a bond of two m.l[tons of £/9- 
reznes, wherein they ito0d obliged not to wage anie warre againſt 
the king of Frazce. Whereunto the king yeelded, and did per- 
tormealithinges, according to theirdetires. And thus hee confor- 
ted to his part,the Ger3zansand Flemmings in thole atfatres, by pro- 
miles, oathes, and by a {oiemne inſtrument in writing vndcr their 
hands and ſeales.

\V hiieit king Edward was thus buiied abroad, the French kings 
Nauic landed many thouſand men at Spurhbampton,wioraniacksd 
the Towne and con {ured it with fire: and the like outrage and 
crueitic they exerciſed in the Countriesthereunto adioyning. 

T he king (immediately vpon his returne out of Flan:/ers) 
Summoned his high Cour: of Parliament :in which, that nothing 
needtull might be wanting, 20 furniih and to maintaine hits warres 
with France; a Subiidic of the fitch part of all his Subiets move- 
1ble goods was grantcd tohim,and the ninth partof their Corne, 
Togcther witha large cuſtome vpon Wolles, to bee paid two 
yeares before hand, The levying of which T axe , turned the 
prayers of the People into Curſes , becauſe they were aitoge- 
ther vnwilling to pay the time. Hee allo (by way of lone) bor- 
rowed huge ſummes of money of his richeſt Sybiects: and the C1- 
ticof Zonion Gifburicd for him rwentie thouſand markes. 
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TheKing alſo coined great ſtore of (iluer and ofgold,on which 
he quartered with his owne the Armes of Fraxcein the firft place, 
and inſtamped him thereon King of England and of France. He al- 
ſo prepared a ficet of two hundred Saile of Ships, and throughly 
appointed them tothe proofe, and then he leuiedan Armieotten 
thouſand ſeleted men of warre; all which he embarqued : and pal- 
ling with them towards Sluce, he fortunatly mer with the French 
fleet, which (conliſting of Frenchmen, Piccards, Genowayes, and of 0- 
cher Nations) amounted ro the number of tortiethouſand men, a- 
mong which were they who not only had robbed and rifled many 
Engljh Marchants on the narrow Seas, bur alſo had burned Soath- 
hampton and the Countries thereabout (as lately you haue heard.) 
T he King being full of magnanimitic and valour , reſolute in his 


purpoles,and reckoning of the French as of his ſubicfs and inferi- | 


oursin Armes,cſpecially vpon the Seas, and hopping by his good 
ſucceſle, not onely ro winne honor among the Princes and States 
of his confederacic,and purpoling, if hee mighr,to ſtrike a terror in 
the French Nation concerning thoſe warres, ſer vpon their whole 
Nautie with ſuch an incomparable courage and bold ſpirit, that at- 
teralong, a herce, and a bloudie fight, very few or none ofthe 
French Ships eſcaped,but were (by him) cither taken or ſunke into 
the Sea. 

T he King on his part having receiued but little loſle, his priſo- 
ners he ſent into Emz/and, bur himſclte (the nextday) landcd-art 
Slace,where he was triumphantly recciued by the Inhabitants and 


Countrey, who (with great ioy and infinit commendations) con- | 
| gratulated his happic and viftorious ſucceſlc. 


And from thence he rode to Gannt where his Queene lay. And a- 
bour the ſpace of one moneth after, hee ( being accompanicd with 
ſeven Earles,cight Biſhops, eight and twentie Baronets, two hun- 
dred Knights, toure thouſand men of Armes, and nine thouſand 


| Archers of his owne Nation, and with the Duke of Brabant, who 


commanded twentic thouſand of his followers: and with 1aques 
Dariuel{the famous Fleming , who conduRted threeſcore thouſand 
men of thoſe Provinces : and with the Duke of Grelaers, the Mar- 
queſſe of AMu/e,the Earles of Iullers, Mouns, Santens, and of Henaul!t, 
the Lord Fawiquemont,and many thouſand _Ulmaines: He ſtrongly 
belteged the Citie Towrnay, which was with great reſolution and 
valor mantully defended for the ſpace of terne weeks; inal which 
time the French King appeared not for their detence. But ( by the 
importunat mediation ofthe aforcnamed 7:ne de Valoys, motherto 
the Queen of Exgland, & tothe Ducheſle of /ulzrs,and to the then 
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Earlc of Zenalt, and lifter co the French King) a truce was conclu- 
ded for one yeere: which was afterwards renewed for one yeare 
' more. Thus wasthe licge broken vp: and cuery one returned to 
' hisowne home, ; 
| Now whiittthe King had thus employed himſelfc in the Low- 
countries: and inthe Empire; and in Frexce: ' he Scors (diſliking 
' Edward Baylyoitheir King , becauſe hee would not in any fort op- 
pole himlelteagainſtthe King of Engiand, who lohighly had ad- 
vanced him; and leauing ro him onely the name, bur no honour 
ducroa King) rebelled againſt king Eaward: Andgained into their 
potleiions almoſt allthings whatfoeucr, which heein his former 
Warrcs had wonne from them . Bur king Edward, ſcorning to bee 
checked by the lawlefle diſobedience, and iinfolencie of the Scots, 
leuiedan Armie of {ixe thouſand horſemen , and fortie thouſand 
on foore; with which he marched into Scotland; And thoſe Inha- 
bicanrs (having intclligence of rhele vnreliſtable preparations; and 
and being apprehenliue of their owne weakneſle) craued, and ob- 
tained a T ruce for foure Monerhes, vpon condition to ſurrender 
ro king Edward, wharlocuer in his abſence they had taken from 
him: Andalfo to ſubmir themfelues, it within that time Dauzd 
cheir depoſed King returned nor out of Frarxce tor their defence. 
But betore the time of T ruce was cxpired, Dawd returned lecret- 
ly: and being ſafely landed in Scoriand, heraiſed an Armie of more 
then threeſcore thouſand men ; with which hee centred into Nor- 
thutnverland, (poyling, robbing, waſting, burning and killing (with- 
out compathon) in all places whereon hee ſet his foote, vntill hee 
came to Wew-Caſtle vpon Tyen; which hee girded about with a 
| ſtrong tiege. Butin the depth ofthe night, two hundred reſolued 
gallancs 1{Jued foorth; And (vpon the ſuddaine) entred into the 
Earle of Murrayes Tent': which they ranſacked, {lewe many, and 
caried the ſaid Earle a way with them,to the great amazement and 
terrour of the Scottith Campe. 

T he day appearing , was their true informer of all things, 
which inthe night had hapned, And Dawmd (purpoling a bloudy 
revenge for this diſhonour done vnto him) cauſes the Caftle to be 
continually affaulted. But the Scors were mantully repulſedby 
the defendants, whole vndaunted ſpirits had baniſhed all feare: In 
ſomuch that Dauzd ( being vnwilling ro ſpend there too much 
time in vaine) raiſed his ſiege, and marched to the Citie of Darham; 
which hc tooke, ranſacked and burnt,and ſlew all the men, women 
and children, which did inhabite and were found there. 

From thence the Scottiſh Armie marched forth, and paſſed by 
| the 
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the ſtrong Caſtle of Rowsbrowgh: : hich then belonged to the Earle 
of Salisburie who was a priſoner in France. Inthis Galtle was his 
fairc and admirably beautitull Lady, and it was kept by.Sir !:{iam 
Mountagew (his brother) who tor his wiſedome, and for his va- 
lour, was a moſt renowned Knight. When he had narrowly view- 
cd the Scottilh' March, hee expected their vemolt turic in their re- 
turne, and therefore hee determined to give hima preſent taſte of 
his man-hood. So thathe iſſued forth with fortie Horſemen well 
appointcd, and feil vpon their Rereward, andilew of them more 
then rwo hundred, and tooke from them ore hundred and twen- 
tic horſes, which were loaden with the richeſt of thoſe booties, 
which chey had taken at Durham: and fately returned, and caried 
them intorthe Caſtle. 

Danid ( difdaining thus to bee beaten by ſo ſmall a number ) 
forthwith retired, and withcontinvall aflaulr fo lharply oppreſicd 
the belteged for many dayes, that hee ſcarcely gauc them lIcaſure 
totake breath. By meanes wherecot they were almoſt tired, and ſo 
worne our, that {mall hope ot long relittance was Ictt vnto them, 
EXCEPT chey were (in duetime) relcucd and relieued by the King. 
Togiue his Highnefle intelligence whereot, it was reſolucd; That 
one ofthem (1nthe depth ot the night ) muſt giue a deſperate ad- 
uencure through the Scottiſh Campe. This proicetſcemed (o full 
of imminent peril! and danger,thateucry one otthe interiors retu- 
{cd theattempr : So that the braue Knight himſelte (conſidering 
aduiſedly in what caſe the Caltle ſtood : and pitying the diſtrcfled 
eſtate of the comtortleſſe Counteiic his titer, who expected no- 


thing but villainousabuſe itir were ye celded) witha ſcticd reſo» | 


lution vndertooke the tourney. And-being gailantly mounted vp- 
on a {witt courler , he ſpeedily polted through all chethouſands of 
his enemies. Andinthe morning, hee informed Dawsd (by ſuch 
paſlingers as hee did meete ) that very quickcly hec lhoutd! heare 
newes of himagaine. 

T he Scots (knowing that it was no time to linger and yet being 
delirous, to reuenge the great diſgrace which their Armie bad re- 
ceived) againe, and againe furiouſly aſſaulted the Caſtle; and (1n 
them) they performed many braue teates of Armes: 
neſted their eager longing to haue wonne it, but they were ſtillre-

pulſed; and beaten backe, with many incredible ſlaughters oftheic 
Souidiers; and were compelled to raiſe the itcge, and with great. 


 ſpcedeto haſtenintotheirowne Countrie. 


King Edward (the very day ot their departure ) had travelled a 


long and wearte 1ourncy, thinking to haue mettacmrbere, But 
he 
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| befailed of his purpoſe, for which hee was much grieued. Yer by 
the mediation ot divers Honourable perſonages, a T ruce was con- 
cluded on for a tew Moneths: Bur to be enlarged for two yeares; it 


the French King (without whole leaue the Scots could make no 
Peace) would conſent thereto. 


The French King liked the motion well, and gaue freedome to - 
the Earle of Sz/r5burie: For whom the Earle of Morret was by ki 


Edward (ct at hibertic. 
And though king Edward rooke bur little pleaſure in this Truce, 
et he was the more cal1iydrawnetoconſent thereto: becauſe (at 
the ſame time) he bad Warres in France, Gaſcoyne, Poyters, Paynton, 
Britaineand elſc where. All which daily conſumed as much T rea- 
ſureas hecould ger. The king (when hee perceiued that the Szots 
were gone from the Catile ; diſarmed himlelfe; and (with ten, or 
rweluc Lords and Knights) entred 1ntothe Caſtle, whererheex- 
cellent beautic, and modett behautour of the ſweete Counteile of 
Sd:isburie ſoinflamed bis hearr,that by (ecretandamorous wooings 
he endcauoured to per{wade her,to caſe his paſſhons with her love. 
Bur the vertuous Lady (firſt with milde and kind intreaties, and af- 


| terwards with quicke and nipping reprehenlions) ſtrived ro make 


the king to ſee his owne errour. But ſuch was his delire, and her 
denials were ſo peremptorie, and reſolute; That diſcontentedly 
the King left her, calhired his Armie, andreturned backe againe. 
And (hauing for many yeares together becne vexed, and toyled in 
ſundrie Warres) hee intended to recreate himſeit®, his Lords, his 
knights and chieteſtMartialiſts, with ſuch paſtimesand ſportings,as 
men of Warretooke greatelt pleaturein. Wherctore hee proclai- 
med aſolemne Feaſt ro continue many dayes, and gencrally inuj- 
red therunto, the valiant men of his owne,and of torraine Nations 
and Kingdomes;propoting the exerciſe of teates of Armes, atthe 
appointed time. By meanes whercot, many Noblemen and ſuch 
as were of beſt renowme tor Chiualric, repaired into Ey2/and trom 
many Countries (excepting France) and were (with all magrih- 
cence; courtelie, and louc) rcecetued, and entertained by the King, 
and by all his Court. Burtin thoſe heroicall ſportings (by an ew1]l 
and an vnfortunate accident) Sir John Lord Beamrount , a valiant 
Knighrofthis Realme: (who formerly had taken rhe laft King, 
and Sir Hueh Spencer the yongerin a fiſher, betore the Caſtle of 
Briſtol) was (laine. 

*T his Rovall feat, and rheſe warlike paſtimes, being thus fini- 
ſhed: a Parliament was afſembled at iveffminfler; wherein the king 


Created his eldeſt Sonne Exward Prince of I/ales, and vnto him was | 
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giuen by a free and generall conſent, foure fifreenes by the Laitie, 
and three by the Clergie, but with this condition -, rhat no part | 
thereof ſhould be conuerted vntoany other vie , then only tothe 
furtherance of the warres of Fraxce, And ccrtaine Lords and ſome 
others of principallnote , were then ſelected, ro whom the only 
c and charge of that imploy ment fnould belong. 

The next yeare following, king Edward to increaſe vertue , and 
valour, in his Nobles,toenlarge his Amitic,and Friend{hippe with 
the States and Princesof torraine Countries, deuiſed and eſtabli- 
ſhed a new order of knight-hood, confining the number ot chem 
ro twentie and ({ix,of which himſclfe and his Succcſlors were to be 
Prefidents, and called them knights of the honourable Orderof 
the Garter. The Rites and Ceremoniesof which order, are cucry 
yere ſolemnized with Princely magnificencein the kings Cattle ac 
IVindſor, to Gods glorie, and the honour of all ſuch as ace digni- 
fied with thar degree. | 

Andrhus king Eward having a whilerecreated himſelfe, with 
ſuch Princely delights as exerciſed his CIariralits in feates of 
Armes, to thepleaſurc and good contentment of his people: He 
now beganne againe to thinke vpon his affaires with France, and to 
make his Forces better knownetothe Frenchmen, then formerly 
they had beene. h 

For which purpoſe, he levied a faire Armic; which by his Cou- 
fintche Earle of Darby, was landed and dircacd in Ga/cozne, with 
ſuch diſcretion,and with ſuch valour, that hee not only acquited 
himfelfe right nobly, by way of detence againſt Phap the French 
king, burdaily wonne from him his Cities, T ownes;Caſties,and bis 
Forts; and filled his hands ſo full, that whileſt the ſaid Earle remai- 
ned there hce 1aþoured in vainerto catch at aniething, which be- 
longed to king Ezward. 

Art the ſame time !aques Dartuel (whom fortune from a low be- 
ginning had raifed to hh greateſt command that cuer any man be- 
tore him hadin Flanders, notwithſtanding that Zoys their Earle 
then perſonally did live among them; ſecretly purpoſcd to dishe- 
ritethe ſaid Earle, and to make Prince Eaward of England the great | 
Lord and maſter of thoſe Countrics : And to cft& whart thercin 
heedid intend, hee called agenerall Councell of rhe Lords, and 
great men of thoſe Territories, and appointcd the place of their 
meeting to bee at Sluce; where hee alſo procurcd the preſence of 
king Edward, and of the Prince his ſonne. 

Todraw theſe States together, he prapoſed nothing publikely, 
but the neceſlitic of a ſound conference touching their procee- 

dings 
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dings with the King of- Ez-gland againſt France. And within the 
Hauen there, the place of Councel was in King Exwardsgreat ſhip; 
called the Katherine, Bur (vnexpettedly tothe Flemyh Lords ) 1a- 
qaes Dartuelldiſcourſed boldly , and at large, of,the great Honour, 
Prowesand valour of King Edward; and of the yong Prince hi 

Sonne. And by many circumſtances, and denifed arguments, he 
endeauoured ro extenuate the worth of their owne Earle, as being 
altogether vnfit, and vnableto bea Lord of ſo great acomand: and 


| inthe conclution of his ſpeech, hee ſtrongly firiued to perſwade 
! themall, rodepole the Earle Zoys and hispoſteritie: and toadde 


an inuincible ſtrength to their Eftates, by elefting, andchuling the 
Prince of England to betheir Maſter, and great Lord. 

T he Nobles and the great men of Flenders(being now made care 
witneſſes of 1aques Dartwelk attempt: And inwardly deteſting to 
leave vnto a furure age a memoriall of ſuch treacherous infidelitie 
and wrong) made an{were, that albeit no people inthe world, 
did more then they reſpe&t King Edward: Nor more aftc& the 
aduancementand the Honour of the Prince his Sonne : Yet this 
motion could not preuaile , except bhe Natives and common peo- 
ple ofthoſe Countries ( who had as large an intereſt as they, in 
the depoling ofthe ſaid Earle,and in the diſpoling of his Lord(hip 
and command) would willingly aſſent thereto. And (though in 


their heartes they intended, and ment nothing lefle) yer (to 


make faire weather for the preſenttime ) They told the King, 
thar they liked the motion exceeding well : and thar they would 


| foorthwith depart vato the ſcuerall places of their habitations; 
and would informe the people of this proiect, and dotheir beſt en- 


deauours to,per{wade, and to incourage them to conſent thereun- 
to. And (having promiſed the King, that at the endot one Mo- 
neth they would returne againe, with their full anſwere tothe 
ſaid mation: And hauing murually performed all complements 
requiſite for a king farewell) they departed thence. But when this 
newes was diuulged, and when it was publikely knowne what 7:- 
ques Dartuel/had propoſed, both he and his prattiſe were inwardly 
deteſted, and fo hated, thar he was not cſteemed to beatrue borne 
Fleming, who bad the leaſt inclination, to give any furtherance 
thereunto. Yet notwithſtanding , ſuch was the great confidence, 
which this great Commannder repoſed in the ftauour otthecom- 
mon pcople: and ſuch was the reſolution of him (whole authoritie 
before that time was vnlimited,, and whoſe proſperitie was cqual] 
to the greatneſſe ofa potent King ) that his preſence would worke 


wonders; and change the minds of the common people. T hatto 
make 
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make triall of his power in that behalfe, hecame to Gaunt, Butas 
hepaſled through the ftreetes, he might well perceivethat his en- 
tertainment was nothing correſpondent to his former wekcomes, 
and that the countcnances of the Inhabitants bewrayed theirin- 
_ contempt, and loathing, both of him and ofhis deſpiſed mo- 

ton. And no ſooner was hee entred into his houſe, but by many 
thouſands of mutcnous and armed Swaggarers, it was compaſſed 


round about: and then was hee rayled on with the fouleſt words, 


and reuiled with the moſt birter termes, that either their hearts 
coulddeuiſe, ortheir tongues vtter. So that hee perceiued that it 
auailed him not to looke bigge, nor to preſume (by his authoritie) 
to appeaſe their rage. Whercfore(ata great window of the houſe) 


hee began mildly, and with humbletermes to pleade in his owne 


excuſe, and promiſed ro giue them a full fitisfa&tion , vpon what 
grounds, points and reaſons, he had vnaduiſedly conceived that 
motion. Bur the ſight of him (whom in former times they loucd 
and honoured as an Angell) was now ſolothſome and ſo vile, arid 
his words were ſo vnpleaſing to them ,9that with dirt and ſtones 
they beate him fromthe window, aſſaulted his houſe, brake it 0- 
pen, cntred in,and ſlaughtered him with a thouſand wounds: And 
thus dicd that great Commander of the Flemings, who (for his 
power andabſoJute authoritic among them ) had neuer his equall 
in thoſe Countries. And by theſe meanes, King Edward not onely 
loſta ſound, and a potent friend; But cuer atter thar time, the 


hearts of the Flemings more fauoured the French King , then they | 


did him. 


Arthe ſametimealſo, bis noble and worthy friend and vncle | 


Sir /ohnof Henalt, Lord Beemont,reuolted from him , and adhea- 


red to the French King, becauſe King Edward (vpon ſome private. 


vnkindneſle conceived) did with-hotd and keepe from him a Pen- 
fon , which (for his faithfull and good ſcruice) hee had formerly 
giuen, and duly paid vnto him. - 

And though King Edward did daily growe more ſtrong in his 
hopes, to poſſeſſe himſelfe of the Crowne of Frarce: yetthe loſle 
of ſome great friends, being his aſſociares in thoſe Warres , made 
him indeede more weake ; yet, thoſe his misfortunes ſo little auai- 


led rodiſcourage him, tharit increaſed his magnanimitic and his þ 


o . . . ; . © 
reſolutions, to maintaine thoſe his Warres with the greater helpes 


of his owne ſtrength. | 
Now was the King informed , that 79» theeldeſt Sonne of the 
French King, had ſ{trongly beſieged the Caſtle of Lenin in Ga/- 
coyne, wel-necre with an hundred thouſand men ( within which 
< were 
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werethe Noble Earle of Pembroke, and:the renowned Knight Sir 
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i acr of Manny, and diucrs others of efpeciall noce and place. 
\Whereupon King £dward leuicd rhenumberot tourteenc thou- 
ſand men, which heand che Prince his Sonne, being accompanicd 
with cight Earjcs, titteene Barrons, and a great number ot braue 
Knights and gallant Gentlemen, by the aduiceand counſell of Sir 
Goiijray Lord Harcourt, a.Frewcb baniſhed Noble man of great wil- 
dome,and wondertull valonr in the Warrc, caricd into Aormanaie: 
and with them he belicged che rich and ftrong Towne of Harflew: 
bur (becauferhe Englith Armie ſeemed terrible in the tight ofthe 
inhaeitants) :t was not detended, butrhe King tooke it without 
biowes, and gauethe ſpoyic thereot to bis common Souldiers, ſo 
that he filed their Purles with Crownes, and thereby prepared 
them with che greater courage,and reſolution for more dangerous 


| arternpes. So that-within tew dayes after, hee wonne, nfledand 


{poylcd the rich Townes of Chembrough , Mount-brough and Qua- 
PQ bl Ly S 
ren/:2,and rhe Caltic theres | 
Then King Eawrd marched foorth in great ſtrength through 
thar Countrie; being hedged in onthe one {ide by his Marſhal] the 
Lord Z/arcomt, and tive hundred choſen men of warre which hee 


commanded, and by bis other Marthall on the other fide with a 


ke rumber; And with {uch ſeucritie, ranſacked, {poiled, burned 
and hc vwedall places as he paſicd by:that everic comon ſouiticr 
was row arich man, and the Kings Armic wasencreaſed:and now 
coniſted of nineteene thouſand hghting men: with which he pit- 
ched betore the city of Cane(in which were theEarles of Tazkerale 
and of Eve: Beiides the Earie of Gazens, who being high Conſtable 
of Frince, had gathered and brought vntothat place marie brauc 


| and approved men at Armes,and madea flouriſhing ſhew as it hee 


|

mean: to iilue forth, and to give batratle to the King. But feare 
poijeihng his teart,he made but a faint relitance,and 13 ſhort time 
and with little Joffe, the Citie was taken, and ranſacked by the Ex- 
21h foul diers; who conveighed all rheir ſpoiles into England. 

 Inthe yeelding vpotthis Citie.Firſt,thethree Earles ſubmitted 
their fortunes to Sir 7 hom.zs Hoiund, a valiant Englith Knight who 
bad but one eye, of whom the King bought them for tenne thou- 
ſand markes in Gold : and recciuing them as priſoners into his Ar- 
mie, hee marched tothe Towne of Zowres which hee quickly 


| won,and then entred into the Prouince of Eurenx all which he wa- 


! 


{t:d, ſporled and burned withour pittic : (the walled Townes, Ci-

; withour pitic, andin regard that his Armie contained in number

more then lix times as manie fighting men as king Edward had;and 
making-no doubt, bur that a triumphant victorie ſhould preuenrt 
ail furure danger of Englands claime to the French Crown) marched 
with all his ſtrength,in good order of battaile,againſt king Edward. 
Who (knowing that only the [word was then rodecide the con- 
trouerlie, and ro pronounce the judgement) entred into a ſpacious 
field necre vnto Creſſey, where he did ſer his whole Armie in good 
order, and diuided it into three battailes. All which hee ſo impar- 


| ked behind with carriages and carts, that no man was calily able to 
inrerrupt or ta endanger them inthe Reareward. And when the 


barraile ſhould begin, the firſt Companies were conducted by the 


| yong Prince, who was afhiſted by the Earles of Warwicke , and of 


Can/ord,and by the Lords of Harcourt,Stafford, Manny, De Lanarre, 
Chandoys, Clifford, and Bourchier,, Sir Reynold Cobham, Sir Thomas 
Holland, Sir Roger Nenil,and manie other Lords, knights, and Gen- 
tlemen of name. And in that battaile were cight hundred men ar 
Armes, T wo thouſand Archers,and one thouland other luftic and 
good Souldiers. : 

T he ſecond battaile was direRed by the Earles of Northampton, 
and of Arondcl, who were accompanied with the Lords Roſe, Lyzo, 
IWillonghby, Baſſet, Saint _Awbin, Myleton, and De La Sell; and by 
manie other Lords, knights, and Gentlemen, Andin this barraile 
there were cight hundred men at Armes, and tweluc hundred 
Archers. ' 

And the third and mainebattaile (being placed betwixt the 0- 
ther two) was cd by the king himſelte, who wasaſhſted by many 
Earles, Lords, knights, Eſquires, and Gentlemen of the belt ranke. 
And inthat batraile there were ſcuen hundred men ar Armes, 
T wo thouſand Archers, and tenne thouſand other common loul- 
diers, well approued and expert men of warre. 

T he Exelh Armie having excrciſed themlelues in prayer vnto 
God,and moderatly refreſhed themſelus with ſom meat,and ſome 
drinke, laid themſe|ues downe vpon the ground, thereby to com- 
fort. and to eaſe themſelues before they tought.But the Frenchmen 
(although they proudly bragged, and profterd manic ſhewes) yet 
forthat day they wanted courage to beginne the fight. But the 
next morning, the French king commanded that fifrecne thouſand 
Genowayes, with their Croſbowes, ſhould giue the firſt onſet vpon 
the Prince his bartaile. But eyther for want of skill, orclſc (in ma- 
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king more haſt than good ſpeed) their diſorder was fo fouic,and fo 


grotle, T hat by the Engliſh Archers the greater partot them were 
{laine;and thereſt were ſoone defcared,and compelled to retire. In 
which (fo violent was their hatt and potting) that in rude heapes 
they rulhed into the French kings maine batraile, and difordered ir, 
but were by their owne friendes without mercie put vnto the

And though the French Armic (by reaſon of their diſorder not | 


ro beerepaired) had little warrant tor good fſuccelle: yer being 
emboldned by reaſon of their multituds, and being tharp ſor vpon 
reucnge,aduanced themſclus,and charged gallantiy vpon the Eng- 
liſh Armic; but bent their chietcſt ſtrength againſt the Prince his 
battel, whoreceiued them with.ſuch turie,and hardic blowcs,thar 


. Mm 
thouſands of them (almoſtin a moment) were made Bond-{laues 


vnto death, | | 

For ftiil: the Prince his battaile remained entire and vnbro- 
ken. By mcancs whereof hee made prodigall cxpence and ha- 
uocke of the Frenchmen , who being tirft broken,could not obſerue 
anic order at all, nor helpe themſelues by any ingenious pollicie of 
Warre. | 

And though they tell in great numbers before the Prince his 
battaile, yet their new, and copious ſupplies, which alwayes ſuc- 


{ ceeded thoſe who were flaine, gaueno leaſure norrefpit at all to 


che Prince, nor to his afliſtanrs, to take any breathing; Much leſſe 
ro refreſh themſe]ues. So that the brauc Prince (though he were 
tull ofincomparable valour, and reſolution, yer (being diſtreſſed 
for want of breath, and of ſome reliete) hee ſent ro have ſome 
helpe and ſuccour from the King: who inquircd of rhe meſ- 
lingerif he werealiue? who anſwered that he was : Then (quoth 
the King) report to him trom me, that he expe no aide, For this 
ſhall be the day in which hce ſhall winne his ſpurrcs, or elſe {hal 
looſe his life. Forin life, orindeath , hee {hall ingroſſe to him- 


 {eltethe whole honour and glorie of this day. When Prince E- 


werd was informed what the King bad laid, (being vrgcd by {barp 
neceſſitic, and animated with freſh hopes of a famous ViRtorie) 
Hee, with his companions in Armes, renewed their ſtrength, and 
redoubled their manlike courage: And ( wholiy repoſing their 
truſt, and confidence in Gods goodneſle, and ia the edges of their 
hungrie ſwordes) they fought with ſuch vndaunted ſpirits, that 
the Frenchmen beganne to flic : and were ſocagerly purſued, That 
the greater part of their whole Armie lay breathleſſe vpon the 
ground. And, in the Chace", the two Marſials of Erg'and- en- 

| coun- 
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| countred witha multitude ot the [nhabitants of Bewoys, Rerenyer, 
| Auveuile,and of Roan, of whom ſeucn thouland were ilaine, and 
' therelt by tighrhad much adoe in ſauing of themſelues. And 
the next day the ſaid Marſhais were. recharged by the Arch- 
bilhoppec of Roan, and by the Grand: Pryor of France, who con- 
ducted a (trong Armicto aide their king: They not knowing 
that the Battaile was alrcadie fought, and the ficld lo by their 
tricnds. 

With theſe new forces the Eng!sſh men encountred and conten- 
ded lo proudly, that quickly they beganne to flie;and were almoit 
all waited by the {word. So that within the compalic of thoſe two 
dayes, tacre were {laine on the French part'clcucn Princes, foure- 
{corc Baron+,twelue hundred knights,and more then thirtic thou- 
ſand {ou'diwursoiche common ſort: And the French king himſeifc 
by ſpeedic fight, very vardly eſcaped with his lite. T he whole 
boorne ct tais fieid, the king irankly beſtowed vpon his Nobles, 
Gentrie, and on his whole armie: and caulcd the dead bodies of a1] 
ſuchas were honorable and ot nore,to bertaken vp,and caticd rhem 
with 11m voto Gronntred, where they were buried with much ſo- 
lemnitie , avid great 2UnoUr. 

Now (waen kiog £4ar./ perceiued, that the Freach king made 
no prepuration acall tora acw ſupply to encounter him) hee mar- 
ched rowardes Caivwcey burnit, polling, and rifling all places,as he 
paſſed by. T be Towne, ard Caltle, hee intended not to affaule. 
Foras it would hauc beene tuil ot danger, ſo keeknew the ſtrength 
thereof co bee ſuch, thar in atlviting it hee ſhould both looſe his 
labour , and his men. Ir theretore gave him good content, to 
\ gird and tocompalle it round about witha firong tege : Which 
(when he had continued a tull whole yeare) the Frezcy king, with 
a buge army of two hundred thouſand men, marchcd towardes 
Caluce. 

But finding cuerie patſageard way, in ſuch warlike {ort to bec 

arded, and detended, that hae could not approach vnto the Eel; 
- armie: Hee challenged king Eaward to maintaine his honour, by 
tighting with him a barraile in the Field. Bur king Eaward (by rea- 
(on of his long licge baving ipent much T reafurc;and the Towne 
and Caltle of Calice wanting manie things, needfull, and necetiary 
for thcirrelicfe) made this anſwere : I hat his manie and great 
Vicorics in Frazce, and eiſewhcre, ſufhcicntly cleared him trom 
the ſuſpition of Cewardtze : and that (ſceing he bad travelled, 
and {ent ſo much time, and monie, for the winning of Caiice } 
the Frexc/ king ihovld opcn ali paltages by force, and then make 
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criall of his Strength betorethar Towne, or (otherwiſe) might 
returne. Whercupon the Frexch King (not finding any meancs 
how he might relecue Cate) calhired his Armie, and retired: lea- 


uing poore diſtreſſed Cicero the mercie cf King Edward) who 


daily expected when it {nould bee yeelded into his hands. 

Now whileſt the King thus lay before Catice, Deuid of Scotland, 
with an Armieof fiftie thouſand men ( by the procurement, and 
furtherance of che FrexchKing) entred into Englard, and did much 
harme. But the Queene ( with her Armic, conſiſting only of 
twelue thouſand valiant men)gontronted him in rhe field, where 
was foughta longand a {harp bartaile; vntill King Damid ( by an 
Eſquirenamed 79h» Copland) was taken priſoner, and ſecretly con- 


ueycd out of thearmic. There wcre alſo ( arthat time) (laine of 


the Scots, divers Earles, Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen, belides 
more then fifteene thouſand ſouldiers of the commonranke. And 
the reiidue ot them be ng defeated, returned by continuall flight 
into Scotland. 

The Queene much importuned 704» Copland for the deli- 
uerie of his Priſoner king Dauid. Bur hee ( making challenge 
vnto him, as to his onely behoofe, by the Lawes of Armes) 
made anſwere, that hee would not deliver him vnto any bur 
ro the King himſelfe, So that the Queene (being highly dil- 
pleaſed with him) certified the king both of her ViRorie, and alſo 
in what fort /9-n Copland had anſwered her, touching the deliue- 
rie ot rhe Scorri/h king. Whereupon, /ohn Copland(being ſent for) 
went vnto Cafice, where hee was graciouſly and lovingly welcomed 


by the king, who thanked him hartily for his great ſeruice ; and 


made him an Eſquire of his owne bodice; and recompenced his 
trauailes, and his good fortunc, with thegiftin Fee ſimple of fiue 
hundred pounds by the yeare in good Land,and commanded him 
ro deliver his Priſoner to rhe Queene at his returne:which hee per- 
formed accordingiy. And then the Qucene commitred the ſaid 
king and the Earle of Aorret,and manic others, Priſoners to the 
Tower of Zondon: where they remained long after. 

And then the Queene (being accompanied with afaire troupe 
of faire Ladies, and beautifull Gentlewomen (whoſe huſbands, ta- 
thcrs,brothers, and kinsfolkes, had for a long time beeneemploicd 
in the French warres) came vnto the king, as he lay before Calhce; 


and were by the king, and his whole armie received , and entertai- 
ned with much joy. 


-— 


And now thediſtreſſed, and the beſieged Towne of Calice (tra- | 
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 uelling with many wants, and being deſtitute of all hope to be re- | 
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lieued, becauſe the French King not long before had calhired and 
diſmiſſed his whole Armie) craucd pardon, and mercic of King 
Edward: Who (in regard of their perucrie and long continued 0b- 
{tinacie, and for that they bad ſpoyled and robbed many of his 
Exzliſh Macchants vpon the Seca, before they were beiteged) would 
in no ſort hearken to their requeſt and ſubmiſhon ; excepr lixe of 
their worthicft Inhabitants did come vnto him, Bare-legged, Bare- 


headed, in their Shirts, and with Halters abour their neckes, to be 


correacd and diſpoſed ofas the king fhould pleaſe. And though 
this conditipn was tull of terrour and of bitrerneſle , yer necefhitic 
compelled them to-accomplith the kings demannd. So that they 
{ent him the keyes both of the Towne, and Caſtle, by thoſe lixe, 
who preſented them to the king. T he keyes he received; but torth- 
with commanded that the ſaid Towneſmen ſhould bee hanged. 
W hereupon, all ſuch inthe kings Armie, as were either Honoura- 
ble by birth, or had for their ſcruice deſerued well, or were graced 
by the kings cſpeciall love and fauourz became earneſt Petitioners 
ro the king for the Pardon of rhole diſtreſſed men. Bur fuch was 
che kings reſolution, and tuli determination, to make them exam- 

les to the reſt, tor the iniuries, and forthe wrongs which for- 


 merly they had done ro the En2!ifh Nation, that all their meanes 


was inſufficient, and vnable ro deliucr them from death, W hich 
when the Queeneperceiued (on bended knees, with Prayers and 
with'Tearcs, and with importunate requeſt) ſhee neuer ceaſed to 
vrgethe king, vntill ſhee had procurcd their Pardon, and their in- 
largement from that danger. 

The chiefe Captaine named Sir Guy of Yyen, and ſuch 
knights and Gentlemen as were in the Towne, and in the Caſtle, 
were (ent Priſoners into E2/and; where they remained abour lixe 
monethes, and were then ranſomed by the French king. 

Thus when the king was quietly and tully roflecfed of Caliice 
(the keye to France)and had (without [paring of any coſt) 1n won- 
derfu!l ſort {trengrhned, and tortihedir: Helefrnonero remaine 
there, but Englſhmrr; the Captaine onely excepted : Who being a 
Lombard by birth, was named Sir Andrew de Pauye,an cſpeciall ta- 
vourite of the kings , whom the king ( vpon the vndoubred truſt, 
and confidence which hce repoſedin him) placedchiete Capraine, 
and Commander there. 

T heſc rhings being thus ſerled in good order; the king with the 
Queenc and all his troupes, returned into Eng/and; and were recet- 


; ned into Loon with extraordinarie Triumph, and great joy. 


And trom thence hee ſent lixe and thirtie rich, wiſe,and grave Cit- 
tizens, 
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tizens, with ther Wiues and Families to Calvee, ro inhabire, and 
to trade and rrafique there : and gaue to the {aid Towne ang Ca- 
ſtle ſuch proficable and large immunires, priuilegges, hverties and 
francheſles;that they thought themlclues to be very happy,whom 
the king would licence to dwell there. | | 
Pope Clement the (ixt (hauing manie ycares laughed in his ſleeve, 
to ſee theſe two potent and mightie kings, ſo bulily to imploy 
themſelues each againſt other in thoſe bloudic Warres ) at length 


mediated a Truce betwixt them : which (on his motion) was con- | 


cluded tor two yearcs. 

Andin the meane time, king Edward was informed, that Sir .1n- 
drew de Paute his chiefe Captaine of Calice, ( for twentie thouſand 
Crownes to him promiſcd by the Lord Charrey Captaine of Ar- 
ras)had conſpired to betray the Towne and Caltle into his hands. 
Whereupon king Edw4rd (ro make atriail of this newes, and ro 
ſurpriſe the ſaid Lord, and all his Com panie, it hee might, when 


hee thould come to take the poſicihon of Callice }departed lecretly 


out of Erglend with three hungred ſcieted men ar armes, and 
in the depth ofthe night landed ar Calice,and was quickiy recciued 
in: wherc hee ſharply reprchended the Zomberd, who, vnderthe 
pretext ot honeſt dealing for the king , exculed himſelfe of anie 
treacherous intent. But within a night or two after, the Lord 
Charney (at thc appointed time) repaired thither with eweluc hun- 
dredarmed men, to ſurpriſe boththe Caſtle, and the Towne. 
T he monic (in good Gold) was by the Capraine recciued at a po- 
ſterne gate of the Caſtle; and one hundred only of that Company 
were {uffred toenter in. But they (tinding quickly that they were 
beguiled,and betraied) without noy le,or reliftance, yeelded them- 
{clues;and were clolcd vp ina ttrong Dungeon. And then the king 
him(ſclfe, with three hundred men at armecs, (vnderthe Banner of 
Sirlalter of Mannie) brake forth our of the Caſtle, and furiouſly 
ruſhed vpon the Frenchmen, who attended for better newes. Bur 
when they did perceiue that they weredecciued; they rcloluedro 
acquitthemſe|ues like men; and, for an houre and more, ſo they 
did. Bur when manieof them wereflaine, thereft led; and weres 
thus deprived, both of their monic, and of their hope. In this 


confii& the King himſcifocacountred hand to hand with the Lord. 


Euſt.ce of Rzbamoun'. aright hardic and v.liant knight; and was 
by him twice ſtooped on his knees : But skorning to yeeld to anic 
baſe conceit, or troward Fortune, hee aduinced himſelfe ſo no- 
bly, and in ſuch ſort redoubled his courage and his ſtrength , that 
i: theend he tooke the ſaid Sir Enftace priſoncr with his own hand: 
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the laid Lord not knowing with whom he had fo ſharply conten- 
ded. But the King, making, bimrto know all, relcaſed him withour 


| Ranſome; promilcd him turure tauours; and diſmifled him with a 
, Princely rewatd.

About the ſame time, the French king Philip of Yaloys died: and 
h:s ſonne was crownca King. | 

Inthc beginning oft his Raigne hee creared Sir Charlesa Noble 
man of Spame, Earie of 4ngole/me, becauſe he entred into the nar- 
row Scas on the French behalte with a powertull Fleet , and milſe- 


 rably ſpoiled, robbed, and rifled the Engliſh Marchants; and expo- 


{cd them to much crueltic. With him king Edward toughts and 
compelled him to fic hauing loit manie of his chiefeſt men, and 


ewoand twentic of his beſt (hips. 
And about the ſametime, the Caſtleot Gryews was yceided to 


the Kings people of Caliice :and in the ſeucn and twentieth yeare 


of his Raigne, hee created his Coulin Henrie of Bulbnbrooke (who 
was Earle of Darby) Duke of Lancaſter : with whole daughter and 
heire, the kings ſonne /ohbn of Gaunt atterwards marricd ; and was 
Duke of Zancaſter in her right. f Healſocreated Sir Roger Stafford, 
Earle of Stafford. The ſaid Duke (vpon ſome milinformation 
that hee ſhould pobliſh ſome difgracetull wordes of the Duke of 
Brunſwicke } was by him challenged to a lingle Combate before 
king /ohnof France; whereof hee gladly accepted : and at the ap- 
pointed time, they both being throughly fitted for that purpole, 
entred with hautie courage into the Liſts, for the trial] of their 
cauſe, But they both ofthem were reconciled by the French King, 
tothe great contentment and honour of the Duke of Lancaſter, 
notwithſtanging that be was an Er2(;/hman and a {ubjeft to his E- 
nemie, : 
King E-wird (during thetime of the aforeſaid Truce) bad vied 
all friendly meancs to reconcile the Flemming, and to draw them 
trom the French to his owne part: bur finding thatal his endevours 
proved vaine, and that no courteſtecould winnethem,, hee w:th- 
drew from them all his Marts for Marchandizing, which 12ques 
Dartwe#had procured for them. Which thing ( in a {hort time) 
became excceding burttull and prejudiriall ro the Flemmungs. 
And now (the time of the former Trucc with Frarce being long 
ſince ended) King Edward levied a puifſant Armie of his moſt ex. 


pertandapproued men of warre , which hee committed tothe 


charge and Goucrnment of his ſonne, the Noble and Valorous 


' Prince of !Yales, firnamed the Blacke Prince : Who being accom- 


panied with manic Farles, Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen of 
name, 


yeelded to 
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name, departed outof England. and landed in Gaſcoyne; where hee 
ranlacked, ſpoiled, burnt, and conſumed Villages, T ownes, Citics, 


Forts, and Caltles, in all places as hee patled by, without any reti- | 
lohn oft France, intending to 1:op chis | 


{tance or detence. Bur King 
Torrent: and making nodoubr but that the multitude ot his ſou!- 
dicrs ſhould giue him an cafic Victorie oucr ſo [mall a Companic 
as the Prince conduQed, which exceeded nottenne thouſand men; 
Leuieda huge Armie, which hee alſembled trom all places ſubtc& 
to his Dominion. And being accompanied with Phlzp his yonger 
ſonne, and with the Flower of all the Chiualric of France, He mar- 
ched with great lirength,againſtthe Black Prince; whom he tound 
neere vnto Poyters, readily prepared 1n the field ro receiue him. 
T he French armic was diuidcd into foure Battailes : who (as their 
turnes, or lots came) tought with much valour, bur with little vic 
of their great skill. For the thicke thor of the E£222/5 Archers, 
(ealling vameaſurably their great Horſes) was the cauſe , that 
quickly they brake their order and their array :. which ſuddenly 
bred ſuch a torall ditiurbance in the whole armie, that themſelues 
(as waues of waterdocin aturbulcnt, and in atempeſiuous Sea) 
oucrwhelmed cach other; ſo that ſuch.as were downe, were troden 
ro death by their owne triends who could not auoid them, ſuch as 
would preſſe torward to make good proofe of their valour, were 
reprefled by ſuch as did retire; And ſuch as did recoylc, were ſtop- 
ped and hindred of theirpurpole, by thoſe whocould not chooſe 
but reliſt their comming backe. Notwithſtanding , the French 
Kings owne Battaile (which was better ordered then all rhereſt) 
encountring with thar Batraileof the Ex21{/þ armig, in which the 


Prince of /Vales was ; pettormed molt rare and wondertull tertes 


of Chivalrie, which (to the vtmoſt of their powers) they encrea- 
ſed; bcing extraordinarily animated thercunto by the matchleſſe 


 valour and fortitude of their King: who (like a worthie Knight for 
| hisſurpathng valour and courage)excceded ali his Nobles tor per-- 


tormance of that day. 

But the Blacke Prince, and his Battaile (whom no diſorder trou- 
bied) ftrivingalmoſt beyond the abilities of men to winne honour, 
and to ſaue themſe]ues; retained vndaunted ſpirits, And as dan- 
gers pretled forth ; ſo did they (with incompirable manhood ) 
drive them backe againe, making the Frenchmen know by their mi- 
ſcrable experience, that they could not ſo muchas dreame of any 
flight, nor of ycelding, but were fo greedie of the beſt honovr, 
that nothing but Death, or ViRorie, could content them. The 
Prince himſelte vowed, that through the helpe ot Almightic God 

he 
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he would that day pertorme the part of a good Knight. And to ſay 
che truth, ſuch were his vamatchable deedes of armes, fo hautic 
was his ſpirit, ſo plealing was his example, and fo cheerctull were 
his encouragements to his whole armic; thar every one among 
them ({triuing to imitate his valour, and to winne his tauour, ) re- 
doubled his ttrength ; and with ſuch refolution fel vpon the 
Frenchmen, that they were compelled to giue backe, and were fo 
violently purſued, that the battaile (in which their King tought) 
was now opened, and in iuch fortdifordered, that the Eng/;/hmen 
cacredinto the midit of chem; woundingand killing on eucric {ide 
with lictle or nolofle, or danger to themſelues. Andatlengrth; 
King /o4# ({corning to lcaue the held) yeelded himſelf & his ſonne 
Phulp, priſoners vnto Sir Denns Morbeck a Knight of Saint Omers: 
who for a murder torſooke his Countrie, and ſerued for wages 
with the Blacke Prince. In this bartaile there were laine verie ma- 


' nicgreat men of the Nobilitic, and Gentrie of France; and aboue 


ten thouſand others, 
T 00 much delire ct Honour, and too much couetouſncfle; 


| werethe cauſes, thatthe French King (being thus taken) was 1ll v- 


ſed: For (by reaſon that more-than ten Gentlemen lJaide ſeuerall 
claimes vnco him, as to their Priſoner) hee was vnciuiliy drawne 
trom oneto another, pot without ſome peril] ro his lite : but relling 
them, that he was ſogreata Lord, that hee could make them all 
rich, they were better plealcd, and brought him to the Prince - 
Who with great reverence bowed himſelte betore the King: reui- 
ved his beauie ſpirits, with cheertull, and with comfortable words: 
tealted him and Php his yonger Sonne : attended Quetitully at 
his Table; lodged him in his owne bed : Prouided for him molt 


 honourableatrendance: Supplied all things about him which were 


— 


wanting: and brought them both, from thence vnto Burdeaux, and 
trom thence into Exgiang; where hee was toytully, and royally re- 
ccived, and wel-commed by the King and Queene, and by the 
Nobllitie of this Kingdome, and was entertained with as great 
magniticence and curcelie, as he could expect, or with tor. And 
vpon King [935 owne contellion, the honour of his taking was by 
King Edward adjudged to Sir Dennis Morbeck : who for hisgreat 
and good lcruice was much thanked:and bountitully rewarded by 
the King. 

In this Batraile (belides ſuch as were ({laine) T here were taken 
priſoners ſeuenteene Earles, thriceas manie Barons, and fo great a 
number of Knighrs,and Gentiemenot name, and of note - that e- 
ucric Eng common touldier (who had tewelt prifonersJhad _ 
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all which, together with the wohie ſpoiles of the field, rhe Prince 
frankely and freely gaue to his companies who valiantly 
had wonne them by their ſwords. So that there was not a poore 
man in'the £-2l/hb armic., but euery one of them had as much 
Gold, and as much Silver, Plate,and Tewels, as gaue him good con- 
rentment for his paines. And ſuch was their itore, and ſuch was 
their plentic of thoſe thinges, that rich and coltly Armours, and 
ſuch like warlike prouiſtons, were not taken vp , nor carcd tor 
at all. | 

The French King ( fora while) lived at the Sauoy; which by 
King Edward was [umptuouſlly turniſhed; and beautiticd, with all 
things neceſlary for ſo great a gueſt. And from thence, he was rc- 
mooued to the Caſtle of #mdſor, where hee feaſted, hunted, haw- 


ked,and did all things according to his owne pleaſure, and will, for | 


the ſpace of two yeares; the King,and the Blacke Prince, as often 
as anic lcaſure gaue them leaue repairing thirher ; and gladding 
him with their cheeretull and molt triendly companie, and with 
the varictie of manie plealing ſports. By mcanes whereof, true 
and hearrie loue, and afteftion, did knit them taſt rogether,ſo that 
they concluded a triendly T ruce, to continue for the ſpace of two 


yeares. And thus were King .Edward, and the Noble Prince his | 
| ſonne, honoured and blefled by Almightie God, with ſuch trium- 


phant ſucceſle in their warres, both in Scozland,and inFrance, (they 
then poſlefling tor their Prifoners at one time, the Kings of thoſe 
rwo Kingdomes, and Phrlipthe French ings younger lonne,, and 
many Dukes, Earlcs, and Barons) as none other Princes in Chri- 
ſtendomethen were. 

And Dawiathe King of Scots after tenne yearcs of impriſonment 
in Enzlavd was enlarged for aranſome of one hundred thouſand 
pounds,to be paidin fiue yeares: And(vpon his oath ncucr againe 
to beare armes againſt England; and vpon his Homage, and Fealtie, 
done for that Kingdome; and vpon his faithtull promiſe to doe his 


bett ro procurethe Nobilitic of $g07/and to docthelike)he was en- 


larged and let free, 
Not long atcer, King Edwerdandthe King of France, entred in* 
ro a parley fora Jongertime of Truce. But their conciviions and 


agreements were vtterly diljiked by his eldeſt Sonne Charles then 


Regent of France, and Duke of Normanaie; and by the whole Ba- 
ronie of that Countie. Whercupon King Edrerd, with all expe- 
d:tion and conuenient ſpeed, made greater preparation ro make 
VWarre there, then hee had done at anic time before. And (havin 

committed theFrench king,and his ſonne Ph/!;p with honorable at- 
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rendance, cloſe priſoners to the Tower of Londen, himſelte, with 
che Blacke Prince his ſonne, tranſported thither a puilſant Armie; 
and landed at his Towne of Caice: and from thence hee marched 
firongly vnto Kh-mres, where he belteged the Caltle ſeuen weekes ; 
but did not winneitin the end. From thence he marched towar ds 
Parts, and Chartres, waſting, burning, and killing 1n all places as he 


pailed; ſo that hee compelled rhe Regent , and the Nobilitie of 


gr become earne!t petitioners vnto him for peace : which 
they obtained, vpon thele Articles enſuing.

of Frace, and the Prince ot iYales, in the preſence of fix Knights of 


Irſt, that Kins 10 HN ſhould pay for his ranſom, 
Fiz handred thouſand Pounds of ſterling money. 


2. Secondly, Þ hat from thence foorth , No King 
of France ſhould aide, or aſsiſt, any King of Ceeachand 101 
any Warre or Rebellion againſt England + And that no 
King of Enzland ſhould from thencefoorth take part with 
the Flemingsi in any expedition, or IVarre agamit France. 
2. Thirdly, hat the Kings of England ſhoul. d hawe , and 
" fe euer enzioy freely, without homaze , ind in their ani 
rizht, their Territories m Gaſcoyne , and in Ouyan, with 
the Procialts Caitles, Forts , 
Poyters, and Perygrot; TheE aledmes of B Þygrot , Poy- 
tiau, ana Guyens, the Citie of L L pmogeryT harbes EG naire, 
ren, Angoleſme , Agenoys, Ranerne and Caours, The 
Lordſhip of Xntes,Caumeſin, Hammes Ouy,and Momn- 
trell, with the Serontories of Callice, Marguiſe, Sandoate, 
and ( oloiene: 
Andla /th; That (in retard thereof) Kins EDWARD, 
As well in the bebalfe_ of bimſelfe_, as of bis Succeſſours 
Knnes of England, ſhould Vtterly renounce and leaue,both 
the name and title to the Kuingdome of France: 


And tor the performance of theſe Articles, Charles the R egent 


etther Nation, recetued the holy Sacrament at the kigh Altar, uy 
then Ring Edward and his lonne returned into England, and wer 

(with all complements of Joue and kindneflc) entertained , ſow 
tealteg at the 1 ower of Zondon by the French King, WRO was con- 
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ueyed from thence to Ca/is, where (according to agreement) he re- 
mained toure moneths,and then King Edwardrepaired to him,and 
both of them (at a high Malle) ſolemnly {wore to obſcrue, per-. 
torme, and keepe the laid Articles and the peace. And King 1o4n 
(tor the hottages ot his Ranſome) delivered ro King Edward tourc 
Dukes, ſeauen Earle, ten Barons, many Knights, and rwo of the 
worthicſt Burgefles of cuery great Citric in France, and tooke a moit 
friendly leauc ofthe King, and ot the Prince of ales, and departed 
towards Belerne: he having remaincd a priſoner more then toure 
yeares. And King Edward with his fonne returncd into Erglzma, 
bringing with them their honorable Hoitages, who were (with all 
humaniiec and kindneſle) teatted and entertained by the King and 
by his Nobilitie, and were permitted freely to vie all ſporrs PS; 
ſtimes,and exerciſes for pleature and contentation,as they plcal.d, 

Abour two yeares after king Edward was at onc time vitited 
(for loueand kindneſiconely, and tor no bulineſſ> at ail) by three 
Kings, that15ro fay, by king {on of France, Dauid the king of Scots, 
and by the king of Cypres, and were wita all munificent bountic 
and lberalitie featted, and honored by the King , but king 19/2 tell 
fick, and dycdin the Savoy, and his body was conuayd vnrto S. Den- 
nis in France, where (with great pom p,and princely ceremonies) it 
was buried. 

T he next ycare tollowing, the noble Prince of Vales and his 

wife (being very gallantly attended,and See) went vnto Bur- 

deaux, where he lived, and oouerned rhe kings Prouinces there- 
abour,and elſewhere in Frazce, to the great contentment and good ! 
liking ot the Nobles and commons of thoſe Countries. | 

In the fortich yeare of king Edwaras raigne an vntortunate bulli- 
nefle was taken in hand bythe valiant Prince of z/es, WAICH aj beit 
ic were performed with great reſolution, and was rewarded with 
deſerued honor, yer within few yeares,by reaſon of a futurcacc!- 
dent,it was the occalion thar king Edward! olt a orcat part of his ter- 
ritoriesin France, and it was thus. Peter thetrue and lawful king of 
Cattle was in the hield ouerthrowne, put to flight, and diſpoſicticd 
ot his Crowne by Henry his Baſtard Brother, who was afliſted by ; 
Charles the fifth, the ſonne of 70/m the deceaſed king of France. 
T his poore diſtreſſed king {in his wants and mileric) Tepaired to | 
the Prince of !Vales for ayd, who for his reſtoring, 2nd vpon large | 
and fairhtull promiſes ot liberal] pay and grea: rewards, condadtvel 
an armie into Caſtile. And, albcit that the $2a»:/ and the French for- 
ces were in number four times more then the Princes were, yet ina | 


bloudic battaile the moltofthem were ilaine.and the reft were put | 
Tl 
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ro flight. And king Petey was againe reſtored to his Crowne, and 
ſetled in his kingdome by the Prince, who returned againeto Bur- 


; deanx with great honor. 
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But (noc long after) Herr the Baſtard, (being newly ſupplied 
with freſh torces) warred with ſuch great turie and violence vpon 
king Peter,thart he ſubdued him : and (ro preuent all future claymes 
and troubles which he might make) he cauſed him to be pur to 
death. But his rwo daughters and heires were attcr marryed vnto 


19hn of Gaunt Duke of Laxcaſier, and to Thomas of Wood/lock,two of 


king Edwards lonnes. 

By reaſon of king Peters death; the Prince his ſouldiours (bcing 
bopeleſſe to recciue their promiſed pay,and large rewards) and be- 
ing oppreſſed with many wants, daily petitioned the Prince to ſup- 
ply thcir need. Bur he (tinding none other meanesto ſupport their 
neceſhries, nor being ſtored with money rorelieue their pouertic) 
impoſed ( contrary to the cuſtomes of thoſe Countries ) diuers 
T axes vpon the inhabitants of 4qurtarre : which fo highly did dil- 
pleaſe them, that the Lords thereot complained ofthis ſharp no- 
ucitieto the French king, who (flatly contrary to the Articles nor 
long before concluded on for peace betwixt England and France) 
arrogated to himſelte the Soueraignty oucr the Prince, and his Do- 
minions in Fraxce; and ſommoned him to appeare before him art 
Paris. So that the peace, and thoſe agreed Articles were broken by 
the French king, and warres were againe proclaymed betweene 
Enzland and France.But before the Prince of Yates could enable his 
forces for a ſtrong defence: the inhabitants of thofe Countries for

the moſt part reuoltedirom him,and dayly yeelded their Townes, 


| Cities, Forts,and Caſtles, into the bands ofthe French king, So thar 


king Edward (who forthe ſpace of torty yearcs together was mott 
honorable, and more torrunate then any other Chrittian Prince,by 
gayning ot incredible victories vpon the Scots, and French Nation) 
within the compaſſe of one yeare. & without blowes, loſt (aimoſt) 
all his Commaund in thoſe Provinces, which by the faid agree- 
ment, and articles ot peace, were allotted, and by {olemnec oath al- 


ſured vnto bim. 
King Charles of France (forgetting what he had ſworne, and 
plcaling bimſclte thus quictlje to be made the Lord of all thoſe 
Countries which were afligned to king Eawars) conceiued ſtrong 
hope, not on! y to defear him vtrerly of all theſe Countries, bur al- 
{o tn vex him at home in his owne kingdome. And for that purpole 
he furniſhed a fttrong Navie, with which he kept the Narrow Seas. 
But king Edward (to drive thoſe forces back againe) fent his ſonne 
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T he Hiftorie of Kings 


lohn of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter,with an armie into Caliice, who (to 
the terror and ſpoyle of the Frenchmen) marched trom thence, vn- 
till he came to Burdeaux to the Prince his Brother, without oppo- 
ſition, orreliitance; waſting, and hauoking in all places as he paſ- 
ſed by, ſauing that he was oace met with, and enccuntred by king 
Charles; who (being ſoundly beaten) was enforced to retire,and to 
giue free patlage to the Duke. 

King Eawerd (as muchas inhimlay ) though hee beganneto 


grow old, yet he was very caretull of choſe attaires. For as ſoone 


as his ſonne John of Grunt was gone out of England: hee ſent ano- 
ther Armie vnto Saint Omers, which was conducted by Sir Robert 
Knowles; who (marching through thoſe adiacent Countries) with 
fire and ſword depopulated it, yea almoit vnrill hecame to the Ci- 
tie of Pars. And then hee marched 1nto the Earledome of 4ngeon 
where hee wonnethe ltrong Townes of Z4as,and Ruyly, and lun- 
drie others thereabout. But the French king being informed, thar 
there was great diſlention in the En2ifh armie, betwixt Sir Robert 
Knowles and the Lords Fitz-water, and of Grauntſon ; rulhed vpon 
them ſodainly with an armic:and finding their mindes divided, 
and their forces by great diſorder broken, prevailed againſt them, 
and {lew about one thouſand Engliſhmen. Whereupon the ſaid 
Townes, which they had raken, were againe yeelded into the 


French kings hands. Healſo(tollowing the good hap of his faw- 


ning Fortune) ſent another armie into the Prouince of Guyan: 
where the Prince was weakly alhiſted, and his T ownes,and Caſtles 


daily rcuolred from him. | 
| King Exward(berng much perplexed with the common reports. 


of his declining Fortune; and being relolued todoe his beſt ropre- 
vent the worlt)aſlembled his high Court of Parliamentat Welt- 
minſter : whercin (ro ſupply his wants, aud to giue better ſtrength 
and furtherance to his French Warres ) the Temporaltie with 


much cheerctulneſle granted him a Sublidic of fifrcene thouſand |- 


pounds : and the like ſumme hee requelted of the Cleargie ; who 
were contented to gtue him faire words, but no monie « Whereat 
he was ſo much difpleaſcd, tha wheras (at chat time) the Biſhops 
and the Cleargic men, were chictly honoured with all Places and 
Ofhces of Honour, and of Profit; and of Commaund,; diſgrace-- 
tully hee depriued them, and diſmiſſed them all, and placed more 

thanktull Subjeas of the Laitic in their roomes. | 
King Charles had now belieged the Towne of Rochell almoſt one 
whole yeare: For whoſereliete, and to remove the fiege, king £4- 
ward {cntthe Earie of Pembroke with an armic to the Sea ; but hee 
was 
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was encountred, tought with, and put vnto the worſt, by Henrie 
the viurper of Ca#zzle, who in fauour of the French king , and 
| thankfully ro requite his former loue,when heeafſhſted him againſt 
king Peter, kept the narrow Seas with a [trong Fleet. In this light, 
the Earle himſclfe, and one hundred and threeſcore others, were 
taken Priſoners; manic men were {laine, and the reſt who eſcaped 
returned altogether diſcomtorted into England. And vpon the 
certaine report of this diſaſtcr, The Towne of Reched, Angoleſme, 

| Xants, and Saint 104ns of Advzley, and diuers other Prouinces, 
were giuen vp vnto the Frercy king. | 
Sir /ohn de Mountford Duke of Brittatine (perceiving that good 
ſuccefle accompanied the French king in all his actions) beganne to 
teare, left (in the height of his proſperitic) he wouid attempt ſome 
quarrellagainſt him. Wheretore Hce tortified his Countries, and 
then came into Ex2land,and offred his athſtance toK.Edward: who 
forthwith levied aſtrongarmic, and commited it to the govern- 


nied with the Duke of Brittaine )landed at Callie, and with fword 

| and fire waſted the whole Countric, vntill hee came ro Burdeans - 
whcre the Duke of Lancaſter tound his brother the Prince of !/ales 
exceeding licke; who made him Gouernour of all King Edwards 

'Prouinces- And hauing ſceneall ſuch Noble men, as hee could 
command, to take their ſolemne oathes for the performance of 
their duries, and obedience to his brotherthe Duke; he ſailed into 
Enzland. After whole arriuall,three parles for peace betwixt Eng- 
land and France were entertained, vpon the motion, and by the me- 
diation of Pope Grezorie the eleuenth. Bur not one of them was 
made fruittull with any fortunate ſucceſlc. 

In thelaſt yearc of King Edwards Raigne, in a Parliamentho!- 
denat Weſtminſter, the King required a Sublicie from the Clear- 
gicand from the 'Temporaitie of his Kingdome, towards the {up- 
porting of his.warres. But the Lower houſe of thataſiembly com- 
plained gricuouſly againſtthe Lord Lattmer, chiete Chamberlaine 
tothe King, and of manicotherof his Ofhcers ; tor that they not 
only mifled the King in his old age, but alio vnthrittily ſpent and 
conſumed che Treaſure of his Kingdome. W hereforerhey refuſed 
to yeild vntothe kings demand, except thoſe cuili Ofhcers mighr 
bee diſplaced , and better men ſerlcd in their roomes. Which 
being by the king through the important perſwalions oft the Prince 
conſented vnto, he cheerctully obrained his demand: 

And now approched the ends of theſe two famous, and moſt 


worthie Princes the Fathcr and the Sonne. Forthe Prince of 
| K-23 [ales 
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isales died the eight day of Tune, in the yeare of our Lord God 


one thouſand, three hundred, threeſcoreand ſixteene,, when hee 
had liucd fortie yeares; and licth buried at Canterburie, | 

And no ſooner was hee dead, bur king Edwerd(verie vnaduiſed- 
ly,to his greatdiſhonour, and to the great dilcontentment of his 
people) remoned from bim ſuch new Ofhcers, as inthe late High 
Courr of Parliament were eſtabliſhed and placed neere about him: 
and reftored the Lord Zatmmer, and all the reſt, ro' their former 
Offices, and places. And finding himſelfe excceding weake ( by 
realonof his ſharp, and gricuous lickneſſe) he created his Nephew 

Richard (Sonnetothe Prince deccaſed) Prince of /Fales, Earle 

of Cheſter, and Duke of Cornwal, and committed the 


Regencicof his kingdome to his ſon ob» of 
Gaunt Duke of Lenceſter:& died, when 
he had raigned fiftie yeares, 
and ſomewhar 


more. 
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-Ic# AK D theſecond (being the Son 
and heircot the Blacke Prince, and 
aged elcuen yeares, and ſomewhat 
more) was crowned king of England 
inthe yeare of our Lord God, one 
thouſand three hundred and {cucn- 
tic ſcuen. | 
Ia the whole courſe of his ey1ll 
Goucrnment, hencglc&ed his No- 
& || bilitie, and taxed his Subjects, to en- 
—— able bimſclte ro giue prodigally 
vnto his i] deſcruing Favorites. Hce was too too reſolute in his 
follies, and refuſed ro bee reproucd or reformed. Healſo defpiled 
the ſage 1duice,and good direions,of his wileſt and beſt Counicl- 
lors; and wholly plotted all his courſes, by the wicked and grace- 
leſle projects of his baſe companions, whom hee raiſcd to more 
honourable Eſtates then betitred the meanes of their condition. 
Sothatthey tell by their own weight; and he himielfe(in the end) 
was enforced to endurethe extremitie of his hard tortune. For be- 
ing firftdiſgraced by his Coulin , Henric of Bullingbrooke Duke of 
Laxcaitcr,and fonne and heireto his Vncle 1ohnof Gaunt; hee was 
atlength by him(with the general conſent ofa whole Parliament) 


depoſed trom his Crowne, commited to Priſon, and atrerwardes 
WICe 
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wicked] y murdered, asinthis diſcourſe of his diſordered Goucrn- 


ment, more amply it ſhall appeare. 

Inthe firit yeare of king R:chards Raigne , Charles the French 
king (preſuming much on his Minoritie, and being aided by the 
Spanierds) landed inthe Southwelt,and in the Sourh-ecalt parts of 
this kingdome,and ranſlacked,and burnt the Townes of Plymouth, 
Dartmouth, Portſmouth, Rye, and ſore other Townes and Villa- 
ges, coaſting vpon the Sca, and would haue done more milchicte, 
it by the kings Vncle Eamundot Langly Earle of Cambridge and by 
the Larles of Buckingham , and of Salzsburie , they had not bcene 
fought with, and beatenro their (hips, | 


At the fame timealſo (by the inftigation of the French king). 


one Alexander Ramſcy , an approucd Scottiſhman at armics, with 
tortie of his Company,inthe depth of the ng 1t,ſudden!y and del- 
peratel y [called rhe wals of the Caſtle of Barwicke:and(finding the 
Capraine, and all his ſouldiers ſecurely {iceping) he rooke it with- 
out blowes;z and intended alſorohaue {ſurpriſed the Towne. But 
the inhabitants, (hearingan extraordinarie noyſe and tumulrin 
the Caltle, and indeuvouring to preuenta fearcd miſchicte) hewed 
away the {tayes of the Draw-bridge, on the Townes fide : ſorhar 
whea the Scozs did [et fall the Draw-bridge, the chaincs. brake, and 
the Bridge fell into the Caſtle Ditch. By meanes -whercot the 
Scots could not ifluc out, but were impriſoned by their owne Vi- 
Qorie. | 

T his neceſhtie enforced them (as well as they were able) to for- 
tie the Caftle, which on the kings bebalte, was ſoone belicged, 


and a{lauired by tenne thouſand men: who after many feates of 


Armes pertormed brauely bythe aſlailants, and atter much valor, 
with high courage, ſhewed by that {mill number of valiant Scots, 
wonnethe Caſtle, and recciued not one of them to mercie, bur 
onely their Captaine Alcxanaer Ramſey. 

And nor. long after, the Frenchmenlanded againe in England, and 
did much harme at Dover ///pnchelſay, Haſtings,and at Graueſend;and 
returned with their booties into France : Burto prevent like tuture 
miſchiefes, and to revenge thoſe injuries done to the King and his 
Realmeby the French King: A Parliament was aſſembled at Weſt- 
minſter. In which, a Sublidie of foure pence, for cucry man, and 
for eucry woman within this Kingdome (being aboue fourcteene 


yeares of age) was granted to the King. The levying whcreot | 
procured much heart-burning, which(not long atter) brake forth,

//oodftock the Kings V ncic: who patiing ouer the tairc and great 
Riuers of Soame,, Oy/e, and Harne, lpoiled , and burnt all the 
Countries, and ranſomed the inhabitants, vntill he came into Brit - 
taine; where he was recciued by the Duke 19hn Mount/ord with all 
tricndly entertainment, and much joy. 

And now begana Rebellion in England, which was exceeding 


hazardous to the whole kingdome. For 19%n Wall, a tactious Prieft, 


pCrceiuing that the interior fort of the people much murmured 
and grudged at the payment of the atoreſaid Sublidie; by lecrer 


conterences in all places where he came, informed the Bondmen, , 


Viliaines, Slaues, and ſuch others, as were pinched with penury, 
and with want,that, by deſcent and parentage from 4dam,all men 


L 


were ot one condition, and ot cquall worth : and that the Lawes 


or this kingdome werc iniurious, and vniuſt, which did ſet lo great 
a difference betwixt men, as to make ſome of them great Peeres, 
Porenrates, and Lords, and in geuing to ſome others large autho- 
rity and commaund, and in enJarging of great poſſefhons, and ſtore 
of riches vnto ſome, and in commanding others to be baſe, ſeruile, 


| beggars, and ro enioy litle or nothing atall. And therefore (with 
traytrous reaſons) he perſwaded them, either by taire meanes, or 


by open inſurrection and ciuill warre, to prouide for their owne 
l:1bcrries, and to releeve their owne wants. 

T his lewd and damnable doctrine ſo infatuated and infeted 
the Ruſticks trom Shire to Shire, that (atlengrh) it was ſpread in 
the Cirie of London, where the meaneſt, and the baſcit ſort (being 
a multirude, who egerly cnuyed the proſperitic ofthe more wor- 
thic inhabirants, and greedily couered to be enriched with their 
{ubttance) were in great hope (by Rebeilious mutening) to make 
vttcr havoke and ſpoyle of all things art their pleaſure. And (to ct- 
fect taar which they intended) ſuch as were molt detperathie incli- 
ned among them, informed the headletle multitude in th&Coun- 
tries round abuut them,thatit they wovld come thither and ioyne 
with them, the whole Citie of London {hould be ar their com- 
mand, So that incredible numbers of brain{ick, turbulent, and 
traytrous people prepared to flock thicher, trom Kent, E//ex,Suſ/ex, 
Beafordſhire, and trom many other places. 

Ot this rude and raskall rout, a? Tylar (who by his profeſhon 
was 4 Taylor) was made Capraine, to command the reſt: and the 
laid 19bn (al, lack Straw, ack Shepard, and ſome others, were made 
chiefe diroeQors, and thor leaders, And ( Stiling themſelues, 
The K.n7s men, and the ſeruants of the Common: wealc of England,

chey marched rowards London, beating downe the houſes, and 
rifling all the moucables of all ſuch as were proteilors ofthe Law; 
and compelling all Knights and Gentlemen either to flye betore 
their comming, or to be partakers in this vprore. Thcy.Aallo ſent 
vnto the King who then lay in the T ower, requiring him rocome 
and to ſpeake with chem. Whereupon, the King (purpoling,it hee 
might, to preuent all turure miſchictes which were threatned by 
this diſorder, and bcing accompanied with ſome of his wileſtand 
diſcreereſt Lords, and Counicliors ) went by water to Grauc/end. 
But when hee perceiued their vnruly madneſ{e,and their rage and 
furie, and that all chetr numbers contiited of the baſett Swads,and 
of the Off-ſcumme of the People,hee teared to put himſelteinto 
their hands; and returned backc againe ro the Tower. 

T he next day they all came to Zondon.But finding the Gates to 
be {hur againſt chem, and the Bridge to bee {irongly tortiftied:they 
inrended firſt to kill all the inhabitants of Sour-warke 3 then to 
ſteale their goods;and laſtotalco conſumeir vtterly with fire. But 
(ro preuent that muſchicte)a free entrance was giuen them into the 
Citic:where the greateſt men made them the beſt cheere, and ted 


them with heir chiefelt dainties;and by iberallgitrs(in ſome ſort) 
pacified their furie and their rage, ; 


Then theyentred into the Sauoy(which then belonged to John 
of Gaunt Dake of Lancaſter the Kings Vnclc) which boule they ri- 
fled, burnt, and wickedly murdcred ajl bis Othcers whom they 
tound here. T beyalſorobbcd all the Innes of Court; burnt their 
L1w-bookes; and facrilegioully they ſtolen all Churches, and in 
all Religious Houſes; Fowanting their monſtrous thetrs to bec no 
linne. 

T hey alſoreleaſed out of all Priſons all mannerof offenders 
whatſoeuer. Among ſundric other outrages which they then com: - 
mitted, T hceirchieteſt Ring-leader!2t Tyisr lent for his old Ma- 
{ter, nafncd Richard Lion, a worthieand grave Citizen, from whom 
(during the time of his ſeruice) he had received tor a toule offence 
ſome {mal correRion:and(tora reucnge) withoutother iudgment, 
according to hisgraceleiſe command, his head was ttriken off and 
borne vpon 2 Launce before bim in the ſtreets. They alſorobbed 
and{poiled all Flemmings, Frenchmen, Lembaras, and other Forrai- 
ncrs inhabiting 1n or ncere about the Citic of Zonden. And at

they came to Saint Katherimes, ncere to the Kings lodging ; where 
they remained that night. Bur ſuch were their hideous, beaſtl y, 
and confuſed howlings, roarings, whoopings, and out-cries, that 
often

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oftentimes the King and his Counſel! feared greatly, leaſt by trea- 
cherie, and by trea on, they had poſſeſſed rhemielues of the To- 
wer, in which hel lay. 

 T henext morning they ſent againe to the King : cntreating 
\ himro fpeake with chem at Mile-end-greene. Bat his Highnes was 
ao ſooner gone thither, then /Yat Ter, with fortic more of his wic- 
ked and raicall com —_— preſſed in by violence at the Tower 
ares, and robbcd the Chambers and the lodgings there: not ſpa- 
1:ng thoſe which did belong to the Princefſe ot iVales the Kings 
motacr; whoſe head !Vat Tiley brake, and in ſuch rude and beaſtly 
{art behaved himlelte rowards her, that feare, and griete encrea- 
{od a ucknc:icln her, whicha long time after was dangerous to her

| {he King 2 (aſſoone as he came to MWle-end-greene) demaunded 
| what iz was that with ſuch violence they required? They all with 
| a mighticihour, and with aborrible confuled crie , detired that 
urcy might be manumiticd and ſcr free: and that theix polteriries 
might not be Villaines, nor in bondage. T he King gractorſly re- 
plied tharhc would not only grant{in molt ample and large man- 
ner);heir demand:and procure Nr to be eitabiiſhed by a Partament: 
a 1607 2 vnto chem his banners tor their ſafe-conduR toreturne 
to their Countries, andto their owne houles; and allo parconed 
rem their let Som and Ter oEcnce. 

[hegrearer P4 'rtot this rude muliitude, (who were not mace 

| acquainted with anic further milciticfc which was ſecret'y in; 
| tended by the reſt) returned vnto Z2angenr where (with ail con- 

venient ſpeed) by inſtruments in writing, The Kingwhecrelully 
| pertormed his promiſe: and thereupon great numbers ot them,re- 
| tyrncd to their owne homes. 
| But Vat 7ilar, and about ewentiethouſand n more of his wicked 
and eraceicile conforts (determining, it it was pothble, frit to ran- 
fack, and then to burne, the Citic of Londop ) kept manie ot the 
Kings banners, ang his pardons which were vades thegrcat calc; 
and came with Wl his remaining Rable into Smithfield. 

Whenthe King heard thar this voruty allembly was not vtter- 

y diflo! ved ( :0 preuentin ti me ſuch miſchiete as they might doe) 
being -arded | but with a linall irength hee preſented himlelte be- | 
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| vnrill be was by the King commanded Sg deliver it. 


forethe Rebels: and with all Princely courtelic,and kindrctic,bc- 


haucd himſclte cowards them: and perlwaded them ro de:1!t trom 
all violence, and from wrong; aſſuring them, that they ſhould nor 
only obrainetheir Iiberrie,and pardons, butlhouid (vpon trial)tind 
him to bze their good Lord, and gracious King. Bur the Arch- 
Trayrtour, Vat Tar, with a frownins » COUNTENance, inſolent beha- 
viour, and rough ſpeech, retuſed to- accepr ot the Kings tauour: 
and proudly rold him, thatall theſe Troupes, and manic more 
thouſands, were readie at his beck,to doc and to execute whartſoe- 
uer he world command:and (ro the end thar his pride might want 
no manner of audacious boldneſſc)he required tac Kings Etquire 
(who barethe ſword ) to deliver ro him his dagger. Bur with a 
ltouranlwere, and with a man-like cour:ge nce rctuſed {yrodoc, 
Now when 
the Traytor had raus gotten the dagger , he required to have the 


ſword allo: bur the Eſquire told him plainly, thacir was che Kings | 


ſword; and {hould nor bcegiuen to a Kniauc. VWhereat Vat Til'w 
was [0 extraordinarily incenſcd, that (with an cxecrubic and a vile 

oath) hee ſwore, thar the Eſquire ſhould loole his head b- tore he 
himſcite would citherear any mear, ordrinke anic drinke. The 
Major of London ( named John tdley ) who then attended on 
thcKing, diſdaining that aproud Traitor ſhou!d ſo confront, and 
braue the King, drew forth his {word, and firake him fo found on 
the head, thar hefelled tw totheground: and (incontincntly) he 
was ſlaine Whereat, ſomc hope was ſodenly conceived, that the 
reſt of the Rebels would havegoneaway. Butthey (being deſpe- 
ratiy rcſ0:ucd toreuvenge his death) according to their litle +ki!caſt 
themſclues in ſome order : ſo that now, cucry minute of time 


' thrcarned the deſtruttion, and Naughter ot manic men. 


T he Citizens of Zenaon being informed what had hapned:and 
purp: 2tng with all ſpeed to aide the King, and to free themſelues 
and the Cuge trom ruine and from {poile; ſent an Armie of cight 
thou'and men well armed, and well appointed, to the King-all 
which were quickiy marſhalled and readieto givethecharge. Bur 
firſt the King required the Rebels to iubmir themſe!ucs, or elle to 
deliver vnto him ſuch of his Banners, 2nd Frce Pardons , and Ma- 
numiſions, asthey had gotten into their hands. But fo farre off 
were they from being ſorric or repentant for their. T reaſons, that 
(in a proud braverie, and in much ſcorne) they redelivercd them 

all vntothe King : Who cauſed them (in their opcn view) to be 
cancelled , and to bee torne in peeces. T he doing whereof, ſo fo- 
dainely daunted and quailed the hcartes and courages of tho'c in- 
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ſolent and gracelefſe Rebels : that (when the King expeted no- 
thing bur all violence to be executed by the ſword ) they coward- 
ly diſperſed themſclues, and ranne away; euery man (withour any 
order or ſtaying ) making all pofhiblc haft and {hift ro faue them- 
ſelues. Andrhus vanilhcd this cloud , which threatncd an outra- 
ious ſtorme of much A ts miſchiefc;to the King and Ccm- 
mon-weale. 

And the chicfe{t of thoſe alefations (athing which never fai- 
leth in ſuch cumultuous rebellions) were by their owne compa- 
nions (to inlinuate grace and fauour with the King) delivered in- 
to the hands of Tuſtice: who atterwardes, with hittecne hundred 
more (ofthe principall agents in this bulineſſe) were (vpon due 
enquiries , and 1uit conuictions, according to the Law) executed, 
and put to ſundric tortures and deaths, in divers places of this 
Realme. 

The King having thus pacificd this Rebellion, and Vproare; 
married the Ladie ne ( daughter to the deceaſed Emperour 
Charles thc fourth : and lifter vnro [Vence/laus the Emperour who 
then raigncd ) and was made happic, through much proſperi- 
ticand peace, vntillthe ninth Yeate of his Government, And 
then hee ſummoned, and held his High Court of Parliamentar 
\Veſtminſter. In which he created his fifth and f{ixth Vncles, Eq- 
mund of Langiy (being then Earle of Cambric/ge) Duke of Torke;and 


Thomas of iWood5tock (who was then Earie of Buckingham) Duke of 


Glocejter. Healfo created hrs Coulin Hemrre of Bolingbrooke(ſonne 
and heirc apparantto his fourth Vncle /ohn of Gaunt Duke uf 7 an- 
caſter ) Earle of Derbiez and his Coulin E:werd Plantagenet, (the 


 ſonne ana beireapparant of his ſaid Vncle Edmund of Lingiey) he 


creatcd Earle of Autland; and Sir lohn Holand (brother ro the 
Earle of Aent} was made E: arle of Huntinzaon; and Thom.z Lord 
Flow bray was mage Earle of Nottims hw: 

TheKing (whole atteQtions were © burgrrene. and who was ca- 
lily ſedvced by ſuchas hee beſtloved) was at this time waoly dire- 
Qed, and counleliedinto manie cuill and vngodly courles, by his 
vnworthie tauouritcs, 4:chael De la Pole (his Chauncelior) w hom 
he created Duke of Suf/o!/ck;angd by Robert de Vere(Faric of Oxford, 
and Marqueſle of Dublyn,) whom hce mage Duke of ireland; and 
would haue made him King of that Countric, it his Nobllt- 
tic would haue conſented thercunto. 

In the ſame Parliament, He cauſed his Covlin Sir Rrger Mortt- 


mer Farle of March (who was the ſonne and heire of Eamnnd AMor- | 
mw; and of Php bis wite ; who was the Pavghtcr and hcire. of 
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| 


the Kings third Vncle, Zone! Duke of Clarence) to bee proclaimed 
heirc apparantto his Crowne. Bur hee was long afterward (laine 
io /reland, by ſuch Rebels as he cndcuorcd.to luppreſle. 

Itis now to bee obſcrued,that trom henceforth the King reſpe- 
ed notthe ſage aduice and counſell of hisgraueſt, and molt expe- 
rienced Lords : and that he began carcle(lely ronegle& the Nobi- 
litie, and his great Officers of his Kingdome : and that hee did all 
things prepoiterouſlly, by the lewd and vnskilfull perſwaſions and 
directions of his two newly-created Dukes, of Suffelke, and of ire- 
land; and of Alexanderthen Archbiſhop of Torke;and of Robert Tre- 
/ilian bus Chiete Iuttice. And asthey all did lead him into many er- 
ros:o did they eſpecially exaſpera: him (withour iuſt cauſe) againſt 
his renowned,and truly noble Vncle Thomas of Wooaſtocke, Duke 
of Gloceſter; and againit the rwo Earles of Warwick, and of 4ronaet: 
which chree hee incended to haue ſurprized ata Banquet in Low 
don; it Nichelzs Exton (then Mayor of thar Citie) would have con- 
ſented thercunto. Bur becauſe his helpe then failed, and the King 
could not (attharrtime) obcaine his purpoſe: Hee reſolved to et- 
fect it at a more ſolemne meetings For which caule principally, He 
ſummoned his High Court of Parliament: bur the faid three Lords 
(vpongood information being jealous of ſuch vnkindly entertain- 
ment) repaircd to the ſaid allembly ; being ſtrongly garded by a 
multitude of valiant men at armes: by meanes whereof they ſe- 
cured their own libertie; and the vngodly projet otthe King, and 
of his wicked Counſellors, came to nought. 

Now when this long Parliament produced nothing worthie to 
bee noted : Michael de la Pole (in the Kings bebalfe) required a Tax 
of foure fifteenes, atfhrming thar a lefſer gitr couv]d nor ſupport his 
Eſtate, and mainraine ſach warres as hee was likely to vndertake. 
Bur the Lords,and the Lower Houſc,nor only retuſed to yeeld vn- 
ro this motion, bur made a ſolemne declaration, T hat as the Kings 


| of this Realme (forthe better ordering,and preſerving of their E- 


ſtate, and Kingdome) might oncein cuery yeare afſcmblea Parlia- 
ment: fo by an ancient law, all the members of that great Coun- 
ſell mighr, withour leave, breake vp rhe ſame aſſembly, and de- 
partto their owne houſes, If the King abſented himſelte tromrheir 
companie for the ſpace of fortie dayes together; and_thar they 
would notprocced in any eg bur depart, except the King 
would bee pleaſed perſonally ro come among them/, andrograce

derate andcalme. So that he promiſed ( within three dayes) to 
come among them; anddid performer accordingly, to the great 
toy and contentment of all ſuch, as rheant and wiſhed well. 
When they were all thus mer together : Michael dela Pole was 
by the Lords accuſed, and found guiltic of manie notable and no- 
torious couſonages, and deceats by him practiſed in the cxecurion 
of his office; and forthat he had purchaſed with the kings moni, 
in yearely reuenew , ſo much land as was worth one thouſand 
poundsand more 3 and had purloined (in bribes from the kings 


| SubieCts for expeditions,and by ſuch craftic and diſhoneſt trickes) 


the ſumme of twentie thouſand markes at the leaſt : for which of- 

fences all his lands were giuen tothe king; together with a fine of 
twentic thouſand Markes : and himſelte ( being depriucd of his 

Office of Chancellorthip;and of his libertic, was committed vnro 
ſtraight Priſon:and Thomas Lonadellithen Archbilhop of Canter- 

burie (who wasa wile and great Stateſ-man, and did employ his 
beſt endeuours for the wellfare and proſperitic of the Common. 
weale, without aniereſpet to his ends , Orprofit tohimſelte) 

was made Chancellor in his ſteed. In the ſame Parliament alſo 
thirtecne perſons were elefted, ſworne,and authoriſed ( aſwell by 
the conſents of the Lords ſpiritual and temporal,and by the Com- 
mons, as alſo by the kings agreement thereunto publiſhed inwri- 
ting vnder his great Scale) to examine all, or anie of his Maiefties 
officers,touching their behauiours,and their demeanors,in their ſc- 
uverall roomes and places; and by whom, and how, both at home, 

and abroad, the kings treaſure had beene purloincd, or miſpent ; 

and to corre&t and puniſh all ſuch, as for iuft tranſgrefhons they |. 
ſhould cenſure and condemne. And the king bimſelfe tooke a pub- 
like oath, not to reuoke, nor to ſuppreſle the ſaid Commiſhon, or 
their power , excepta Parliament ſhould ioyne with him thercin. 
And furthermoreit was then enacted fora Law, that if anie man 
ſhould or did attempt, direAly, orindirely, roperſwade orto 
encourage the _ to infringe his promiſe, and to make breach of 


his ſaid oath; touching all, or anic of thoſe matters; hee ſhould for 


his firſt offence looſe all his Lands 4nd Goods; and, for his ſecond 
offence, ſhould receive triall,iudgment, & execution, asa Traytor 


| tothe king, and to his Crowne. And thena Subſidic of one halfe 


Fifteene was granted : If, by the faid Commiſhoners , and vpon 
their view ofthe kings Eſtatc,it ſhould be thought needful for him 
to have the ſame. | : 
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No ſooner was this Parliament cnded, but the king (by the per- 
(walions of his cuill Counſellors, and contrarie to his owne aſſent, 
romiſc,and oath)enlarged Michael ae la Pole,and went with him,& 
Robert Deere hisDuke of 1rclawd,and with Tre/ilzan his Chicte lu- 
ſice,& manie of his Iudges,vnro Nottimgham:wher they pronoun- 
ced the kings Vncle , Thomas of iYood5tocke Duke of Gloceiter; and 
Thomas Arondel Archbiſhop of Centerbaryzthe ſaid thirtcene Com- 
miſfhoners; and manie others; to bee guiltie of High T reafon: be- 
cauſe they had compelled the king, againſi his will,and conlcience, 
ro ratific the ſaid Commitſhon by his oath, and vnder his Great 
Scale. And then they went to Conentrie: where the ſaid Iudges, 
by an intirument in writing vnder their hands and ſeales, declared 
and confirmed their opinions ( touching thoſe matters) to be a- 
greeable, and conſonant to the Lawes of this Reaime. 
Now (fora whilc)mult we lcaue the king, and his Nobilitie, per- 
plexed with maniecuill conceits, each of the other, and ſtudying 
vponthe tuture eucnts of thoſe former concluſions : and will in- 


torme the Reader, thatthe time of T ruce, betwixt England and 


France, was more then fully ended - and that the Frexch king (to 
beget more broyles at home) ſent his Admirallinto Scotland, with 
athouſand Lords, knights,and Gentlemen,compleatly armed,and 
| furnithed witharmour and with weapons, ſufhcient tor one thou- 
| ſand more. Burt ſuch wasthcir courſe and bome! y entertainment, 
that (vpon their firſt arriuall) the Common people abandoned 
their companic, making no manner of reckoning or accomprt of 
them,nor relieving ot their wants withany thing which was nced- 
full: but ſuffered them to be opprefled with as manie miſeries, as 
ſtrangers (being in a forraine, and in apoore Countric) were able 
ro endure; vntilithey joyned with the Scortiharmie, which conſi- 
fted of thirtie thouſand men. And with them, they entred into 
England, and did much harme, Burt when they were informed, 
that the king with cight thouſand men at armes, and threeſcore 
thouſand Archers,trauailed hard iourniesto encounter With them: 
they then torſooke theirordinaric march, and pailages, and went 
ouer the high and craggie Mountaines into Wales; where they 
committed manie vile, and wicked outrages, which turned little to 
| their commoditie and gaine. Bur (in the meane time) king Richard 
with fire and fword centred into Scotland : where (being vnreliſted) 
he rifled and burnt the Townes, and Cities of Excn-burgh, Saint 
Tohns, Eſtreuclinge, Donace and manic others; and returned home, 


And the Scets and Frenchmen retyred themſelves into $orland: 


where (by reafon of the late hauock, and ruines oft that kingdome) 
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the French Gallants were worne out with more neceſhticsthan be- 
fore. For ncithercould or would che Townes or Countrey affoord 
chem anie helpe; and the apparant hazard of their lives, by the 
violence of the poorediſtreſicd Scots, did altogether terrific them 


from foraging abroad: And in theend (to adde vnto them greater 
| affiition than all the reſt) rhe Scors compelled their meanelt Gen- 
tlemen (without their horſes, and vnarmed, and pennilct{s) to re-- 


turne into France ; but kept (as pledges, or as pawnes) the Admi- 
rall, and ſuch as were honourable and great, vntill a full reckoning 
and an amends were made vntothem tor all ſuch loſſe and dama- 
ges, as (by the Engi/h armie) they had ſuſtained : affirming, That 
the French king had engaged Scotland in thole warres,not for them- 
ſelues, but to ſerue his owne turne,and in his ſervice. 

T he French king (though angred at the heart to be thus abuſed, 
yet finding none other meanes ro enlarge the Admirall, and ſuch 
other great men as he had employed in thoſe Warres) ſent to the 
Scots as much money as was demanded: and thereupon,the French 
Admirall,Barons,and Gentry, were diſmiſſed; and returned home, 
hauing ſmall cauſe to bragge of their ſucceſle, or of their entertain- 
ment 1n that journey, | 

But the French king intending to relieue himſclfe, and ro wreck 
his anger vpon Erglend; reſolued to tranſport into this kingdome 
ſuch an Armie,as ſhould make an abſolute Conqueſt of this whole 
Land. And (to further his prouifions therein) he impoſed manie 
gricuous and intolcrable Taxeson his people; which were nor le- 
vied without much grudging, and grear trouble, His whole Fleet 
confiſted of more than twelue hundred faile of ſhippes. Thenum- 
ber of his men was extraordinaric, and exceeding great : and ſuch 
were his prouilions, that (among Chriſtian Princes )the like bcfore 
was ſeldome ſeenc or heard of, ; 

King Rzchard (who was verie valiant, and cared not for his ap- 
proach) was readily prepared to giue him a welcome, with tenne 
thouland gallant men atarmes, and with more than one hundred 
rhouſand fighting men : befides ſuch as furniſhed his brauc Nauie 
on the (ca; and belides all ſuch, as for the defence of Calice were 
ſent thither. LT 

Experience teacheth vs, That the greateft preparations for anc 
Expedition whatſocuer, are madein vaine, if the thing ro which 
they are intended and directed be not ſeconded by Go Þ s favor; 
as by this example it ſhall appeare. For when the French ſouldiors 
were departed from their owne dwellings, and trauclled diforde- 
redly towards the place where their ſhippes lay ; they robbed and 


{pol- 
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ſpoyled in all Prouinces, and in all Countrics,through which they 
palled, with greater furie, and with more violence,thaacommonly 
the Engl/b, or anic other torraine enemie, accuſtomed to doe. So 
thac che inhabitants of all places (ſubject to their crueltie and vn- 
ciuill outrage ) were not onely (in the bigheft degree) dilpleaſed 
and diſcontented ; but,by ſolemne imprecations,they curſcd both 
chem and the aQion likewiſe which they had in hand. And when 
thoſe looſe companions came into the Low-Countries where the 
Fieet was: ſuch were their wants of all things needtull to relieue 
them (by reaſon of their excethue numbers, and by reaſon of the 
{ long ablence of che Duke of Berrey, the French kings vncle 3 who 
naited notthirher, nor liked well of that journey, although ir alto- 
IS depended vpon his turtherance and preſence) thar tirft they 


- loid their armor and their weapons, then their horſes: and lait of 


all,their ciothes,to prouide them mear. And when all thoſe means 
tailed chem , then they daily, yea hourely, committed ſuch vio- 
lence and {uch outrages in thole Countries withour controlment, 
that taey becanic hacefull and odious to the inhabicants : and (at 
length)che King their matter(being vtterly diſcouraged by his (aid 
vncle in this attempt) diſlolued his whole Armie. And thus(at one 
inſtancalmoſt)he loit both his honor and his hope, his money, and 
manie great things be{ides, 

And the end of thoſe his great delignes affoords vs libertie to 
returne againe to our highly diſplcaſed and diſcontenred King: 
whome his Lords (with all humilitic and ſubmithue modeftic) pe- 
ticioncd, and delired, Newly to ratifie and to confirme his former 
promiſe and his Oath; and to thruſt from him CIGhael at la Pole, 
Robert de Vere, Alexander the lewd Archbiſhop of Torke, Robert 
Tre/clian his chiefe [uſtice,and Sir Nicholas Brembre of London (who 
were generally tearmed tobe the Kings wicked counſeilors) and 
ro baniſh out of the Land all thoſe ſoothing and flattering Tudges, 
' who(to pleaſe the King) bad ſubſcribed to the Nullitic of the laid 
Commiſhcn, and bad cenſured all ſuch asprocurcd it,to be trairors 
to the King and to his Crowne. 

Burt rhe Kings affcRions were ſo ſtrongly rivercd and annexed 
vnto thole fiue, and ſo confident was he, that both himſclfe, and 
they, and his ſaid Indges, had done well in their proceedings at 
Nottingham, and at Coxentrie, that in plaine tearmes hee denyed 
them their requeſt. And thereupon, the Lords (for their owne 
fafetie and to ſupport the peace, and to prevent the ruine and the 
deſtruction of the Commonweale) ray{ed a ftrong Armie of their 
friends, and of ſuch as vttetly diſliked thoſe diſordersin the King, 

| and 
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and came to the Citicof Zoxdon: being fully relolned, that they 
rhemſclucs would putin execution thole rhings, which the King 
(vpon their reaſonable and juſt requelt and petition)had retuled rv 


yeeld vnto. ---. 

But whcartllefiue wicked Counſellors perceived throughly 
what waspunl@2nd meant; they then endeuoured to perluade 
che Kibg Fender Calhce, and all his other Lord (hips and Terri- 


Hownce, to the French King, and confidently to relye vpon 
his aide.Mluring him, T hatin (o doing hee ſhould obtaine two 
glorious and pleafing vittories; the one, over all. his Warres, by 
ſerling of his Eftate in a perfect} peace ; and the other, ouer his N 0- 
blemen, who ſtrived (as lewdly they pretended) to make him ſub- 
jet and ſcruile to their wils. 

And though, in all things beſides, their counſels were his Ora- 


cles; yet the King would nor (at anie hand) hearken to this moti- 


and to abridgethe ſtrength of his Nobilitie;who ftriucd to reforme 
ſuch things as were amiſle. And (that his purpoſe might therein be 
ee) eſpecially he enquired of the Maior of ondon, How ma- 
nieable armed men thar Citie could conveniently let forth ? who 
certified him, T hat fiftie thouſand ſuch might calily,and in a thore 
time, be prepared and ſpared there. Wherewpon the King com- 
maunded him, with all expedition, to ſend him ſuch an Armie: 


which forthwith heendeuoured to performe. 


But when the graueſt and rhe wilſeſt Citizens had maturely con- 


x 7 (ſidered of this butineſle ; they interrupted his proceedings, and | 
EE old the King, T hat they might not be employed in warlike man- | 
*== 7 ner againſt his Lords, who for his Majeftie' and Honor, and to pre- 


ſcruc his Kingdome from ruine and fron deſtrution, had vſed all 
faichfull and good meanes to remove from his Perſon thoſe his 
wicked Counſellors; who onely ( for their owne commoditie and 
aduancement) had hazarded the whole eſtare of his Kingdome, 
.by aduiling and by counſelling of him to rule and tro governe 
vnaduiſedly, according to their pleaſures, andafter their lewd and 
lawlefle wills. 

T he King perceiving by this Meſſage, chat his inferiour ſubjects 
would (in thoſe Troubles) adhere vnto the Lords; ſeemed a little 
coreſtraine his violent affe&tions: and did informe the Lord:, That 
he would aſſemble his High Court of Parliament; in which, thoſe 
five fauorites of his ſhould be anſwerable to all ObjeQtions whar- 
ſocver, and thould (it they were conui&ed) receive ſuch puniſh- 


ment,as ſhould (by rhe publike cenſure of the Houle) be inflicted | 
onthem. 


—_— 
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T bis vnexpetted and good Mellaze fo chroughl y contented the 
Barons, that preſently chey disturniſhed chemſelues of all their 
warlike Forces, and wcre molt chanktull torirtothe King. Bur as 


the Winde, ſo was he ſuddainely changed: Forin ftead of pertor- 
ming what hee had promiſed ; hee freely licenced Robert de Yere, 


| Duke of 1reland, to lcuie fivethouſand men for his owne particular 


guard and defence. And the Barons percciuing thereby, that it was 
high time for them to looke vnto their owne fatetie, with incredi- 
ble celeritie and expedition renewed their (trength ; and (vpon the 
ſuddaine) fo ſtrongly enuironed the ſaid Duke betwixt rheir ar- 
mie and the Riuer of Thames, that they compelled him (for the 


preſcruation of his lite) by ſwimming on horſebacke, to palle ouer | 


vnto the other (ide: from whence he preſently fled into Frazce; in 
which Kingdome (about fiuc yeares atter, as he hunted) hee was 
{laine by a wilde Boare. 

Bur ſuch was the Kings affection rowards him whileſt he lived, 
that he cauſed his dead carkaſſe to be embalmed,and to be brought 
into England; and to be apparrelled in princely Ornaments and 
Robes: His necke to be compaſled with a mathe chayne of Gold, 


his fingers to be couered with Rings, and his Funerals to be ſolem- 


o 


nized with all magnificence and pompe. | 
Now when the ſaid Duke of /rela#d was compelled by ſwim- 
ming on horſebacke (as you haue heard) to ſaue himſelfe, and was 
fled into Fraxce; the Barons executed ſome of his chiefeſt conſorts 
for an example vnto others, but {uttered the multirade to diſperſe 
themſelues, and required them (with all ſpecd) to repaire to their 
owne houſes. Bur the ſaid Barons conducted their ownearmic to 
London; where they were recciued with much joy. And ſuch was 
the bountifull entertainment which they found there, that they 
might thereby aſſure chemſelues of their heartie welcome. 
T he King(who kept his Courtin the Tower of Zondon)was well 
leaſed to admit of a conference with the Lords. In which it was 
concluded, Thar a Parliament ſhould be ſummoned : Which be- 
ing orderly aſſembled, the Kings wicked Counſellors, and ſome of 
the aforeſaid Iudges were required perſonally roappeare. But they 
came not thither : yet were they (after great debating and diſpu- 
ting of that bufineſſe)condemned of high T reafon to the King and 
tothe Commonweale. And not long after, Sir /ob# Earle of Salis- 
burie,and Sir Nicholas Brembre loſt their heads; and Robert Tre/#lran 
the chiefe Iuſtice was hanged at Tiborne: and the reſt of thoſe Jud- 
ges had beene hanged in like ſort, if{vpon the importunate and vn- 
ceſſant requeſt of the Queene) their lives had not beeneredecmed 


by 
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Banibment. | by their baniſhment. And thus were the threatnings of ciuil wars, 


conuerted into ſome aſſurance of proſperitie and of pe.ce. 

Bur the next yearc following,the Scors invaded this realme;and 
did much harme : againſt whom great preparations were made by 
theKing; who reſolued rorecompence bis owne damage, by w!t 
and {cuerereuenge. | 

Bur the wiſdome and diſcretion of manie great Eftates, were 
ſuch, thata T ruce was concluded to endure for three yeares, be- 
twixt En2zland, Franceand Scotland, which ſhortly atter was enlat- 
ged for foure yeares more. 

So that now, all matters betwixt thoſe three Kingdomes and 
their Kings, being bleſſed with tranquilitie, and with peace: tc 
Kings tourth Vncle, /obn of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, was {ufferc. 
by the King to leuiea firong Armie, which hee tranſported inty 
Sp:4xe where he demanded his right to the Kingdome of Caſile-, 
in the bchalfe of Con/tance his wite 3 who was the eldelt daughter 
of Peter, the depoſed and (laine king. - 

In thoſe Warres; the Duke and his Armie performed manie ho- 
nourable ſeruices:and (with the aſfiſtance of the king of Portuzale) 
ſo prevailed, that, ro conclude a ſucd-tor peace, the king of Sparne 
marricd with Cen/tance, the Dukes cldeft daughter by his ſaid wite; 
and gaue vnto him eight Waggons loaden with mathe Gold; and 
ſecured him, and his wite,of the yearely payment of ten thouſand 
Markes,during both their lives. And then the Duke went into Por- | 
tugale , where he married 4nye his yonger daughtcrto the king of 
that Countrie, and then returned ipto England with great riches, 
and much honour. 

T his time of peace betwixt England,& other nations, bred ſome 
quarrelling betwixt the king and the Pope ; who vſurped roo too 
much authocitic andiuriſdition within this Realme. Wherefore 
(ropreuent ſuch miſchictes as this intolerable ſufferance mghr be- 
get)ina Parliament (vpon graue and great aduiſe) it was enacted, 
T hat the Popes pretended authoritie within this kingdom ſhould 
ceale and be determined : and that no appeale for anic matter, or 
cauſe wharſoeuer,thould trom thencetorth bee made to the Sce of 
Romezvpon the penaltie ot a premumre, which did extend to perpe- 
tual impriſonment, and to the forfeiture ofthe Landsang goods 
of ſuch, as (contrarie tothatlaw) preſumed to offcnd, 

In the ſeventeenth yeare of king Richards Raigne, his faire and 
verruous Queene Arnedied. | 

And abour two yeares atter, the king marricd the Ladic J/abe!, 
daughter to the French king Charles the lixth. By rcaſon whereof 
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| a peace was concluded betwixt thoſe two kings, to endure for thir- 


| 


tic yeares. And king Richard (bcing too kind , bur roo little adui- 


| ſed) of his owne accord, and free will, ſurrendred andgaue vp to 
| the Duke of Brutarpe, the lirong I owne and Calle of Bret: which 


> — —— — ——_— 


veric much gricucd and diicontented his Nobllitie, e{pecially his 
Vacle Thom.ss of iVood5tocke Duke of Gloce iter; who told him plain- 
ly, that it was not conuenient, that (without blowes with the ſaid 
Duke of Br#/tamme ) hee thould haue departed with that firong 
Towne and Caltle, which his anceſtors had wonne with the ex- 
pence of much bloud. Whercat the king was ſo much diſpleafed, 


| that in his heart hee cauleleſiely vowed {cuere revenge: and in 
| this his haſiie pathon he was abuſed, and furthered by ſuch of bis 


Ld

| Favourites a> enuied the eltate, the vertucs, and honour ot the 
| Duke; cauling {trangers to informethe king (flateringly, and mali- 


tiouily) rhat divers of the Princes EleQtors intended to have made 
him Empcroc, had not ſome ochers of them gainfaid it,and allead- 
ocd ebar he was alrogether vnfir, to gouerne the diſperſed Segni- 
orie>,and Dominions of the Empirezwho could not ruie and com- 
mand bisowne {ubiets at home. T hegrecdie delire which king 
Richird had, to bee ma;,nihed, and madegreat, by being digni hed 
with the name and power of the Empire : and his ſtrong reliance 
vpon the vntrucreport, which was ſuggeſted vnto him by ſuch as 
only endeuvurcd ro whet his anger againſt his Lords; armed him 


with ſubtletie,and with a heartie delire tro circumuent his Barons; 


rhqugh it were done with the breach of his oath, and with the 
{hipwracke of his honour. So that ( pretending much love and 


| fauourtowards them : bur eſpecially to the Duke of Gloeefter his 


Vncle, andto thetwo Earles of 4ronacd and Varwicke) hee cauſed 
themro beapprehended, when (as they imagined) they had leaſt 
cau{ero feare. And hazing ſo done, he aſlembled his High Court 
of Parliament. In which, his baſeſt and bis groflett flattercr, the 
ſpcaker of the Lower Hou!e, named Sir 10h» Buſh, who was a man 
of a molt proud .in{o!ent, and aſpiring ſpirit,irrelgiouſly,protare- 
ly, and diſhoneſty (ina formall and in a tedious ſpeech ) atrribu- 
red vntothe King the higheſt titles of divine bonour : and there- 
fore condemned (almolt ro Hell) all ſuch, as tratterovily had con- 
ſpired againſt his Maicſtie. Among whom hee particuiarly impea- 
ched Thomas, Lord Archbiithop of Canterbarie, fitting next vnto 
the King : who made no anſ{were at all thereto, becauſe the King 
himſelte (vnder pr:rence of more then ordinarie love and favour) 
bad privarly enioyncd bim vnto filence, and vnto future abſence 
from that Aſſembly : promiling, and proteſting, that "_— 
hou! 
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ſhould be artempted,or done againſt him by anie mcanes. Yet not- 
withſtanding (for wanr of his preſence, and of his anſweretothe 
ſaid vntrue obicions) he was (with the Kings conſent) baniſhed 
this Realme. And the two Earlcs of Arundel, and of Warwicke, 
werealſocondemned of High: Treaſon : and ſhortly after,the for- 
mecrof thoſe two loſt his head. And ſo had Thomas Beauchamp 
Earle of Varwicke, if (by his humble conteſhon of thinges vatruc, 
and vpon his great ſubmifhon ſteeped in teares, and much ſorrow) 
he had not procurcd a mitigation of his puniſhment. For hee was 
contined into the Ile of /#1ght : where (contraric to the Kings pro- 


miſe) hee endured ſuch miſerie, and was ſo gricuouſly oppreſled, 


with the griete which hee ſuſtained by reaſon of his great wants; 
that he quickly died. 

Bur the good Duke of Glocefter the Kings Vncle, (being vnſen- 
tenced) was ſent to Cale: wheae (according to the Kings direfti- 


ons) Thom.zs Mowbray Earle of Nottingham (beiwixt two tcather- 


beds) cauſed him to be ſmorhercd ro death ; for which good ſer- 
uice, he was afterwards made a Duke. 

T his being done, the King procured the Vpper and the Lower 
Houſes of Parliament, to make an example, without precedent, by 
granting full and abſolute authoritie vnto (1x or cight,ſuch perſons 


\ as he ſhould nominare, finally ro determine all ſuch cauſes (and to 


enat them)asrhen remained vndiſcuſſed ; and not ended there. 
This a& not only made him proud : bur (to ſcrue his preſent 
rurncs) henominarcd for that purpoſe, ſuch, as (to pleaſe his hu- 
mour) decreed manic thinges which were d:i[honourable to the 
King, and hurtfull ro the Common-weale. | 

TheKing allo, to pleaſc his Guard (wno for the moſt part were 
Cheſhire men of ordinarie parentage, and of baſe birth)cauſed him- 
ſclte (veric ridiculouſly) ro bee ftiled Prince of Cheſhire: as if it had 
beene more honourable for him to be ſuch a Prince, then to be the 
King and Monarch of the whole Realme. 

And (to adde more (trength and liking vnto thoſe thinges 
which then were doneamiſle) the King bettowed manie honora- 
ble dignities vpon ſome of his beſtliked Noble-men. 

Sothat his Couſin Heprie of Bulinzbrozke ( ſonne and heireap- 
parant to the Kings fourth Vncle 704n of Gaunt, Duke of Larcaſter, 
and who wasat thattime Earle of Darby;was by him created Duk 
of Hartford: his Coulin Edward Plantagenet , being Earleof 8 ut- 
land, was created Duke of © aubemarie : and Thema; Mowbray, 
Earlc of Nottingham, was made Marſhall of Englana, and Duke of 


Norfoike: and the Earle of Kent, was created Duke of Surrie: and 


vir

—— 
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Sir 105m Heland his brother, being Earle of Huntington, was made 
Duke of Exeter : and the Earle of Somerſet was created Marqueſle 
Dorſet:and the Lord Spencer,was made Earle of Gloceſier: the Lord 
Neutl Earle of Weſtmerland:the Lord William Scrope Earle of Wilſhire: 
ahd the Lord Perce was created Earle of /Yorceſter : and vpon al 
theſe, he beſtowed many great Lordihips, Mannors, and largere- 
uenewes, which of late did belong to his murdred vncle Thomas of 
i/oodftock, omctimes Duke of Glocefter; and vnto the ſaid rwo de- 
ceaſed Earles of Arundel, and of Warwicke. 

Healſogranted his free pardon toall olfendors whatſoever : fit- 
tecne only excepted whom he would not nominate. By which vn- 
godly and craftie pollicie, hee hedged his Nobilitic round about 
with contiuuall feare; and made them moſt ſernile, and moſt baſe. 
For ifanic one of them in anie high meaſure had offended him, hee 
would then pronounce him to bee one of thoſe fifteene, who 
were excepted our of his free , and generall pardon ; and then 
would put his life vpontriall , tor {ſuppoſed and ſurmiſed Trea- 
ſon. | 

It happned about this time, that Hemrie Bailinbrooke Duke of 
Hartford,and Coulin to the King, was much grieved daily to heare 
ſuch ſlanderous reports, as were too commonly noyled of the 
King; partly vpon his too much libertie, which beyond the Lawes 
heechallenged inthecourle of his Gouernmenrty ard partly by 
reaſon of his vniuſt, and vnskiltull managing of the weightie at- 
faires, and bulinctles of bis Kingdome. And thovgh aiic@ on 
(by meanes of his ncere conſanguinitic with the King)moued him 
heartily to wilh for, and todelire, a preſent reformation of thoſe c- 
vills: yet could hee not better deuiſe, how hee might efteft that 
which hce { much craued, than by making vie of his great tami- 
liaritie, and acquainrance with Thomas Mowbray Duke of Nortolke; 
who bad an cxtrao-dinarie intereſt in the Kings favour. Where- 
vpon (very privately, and ingrear ſecrecie, as vntoa mot kind and 
louing friend) he imparted the cauſes of his griefe in that behalte 
vnto the {aid Duke: and earneſtly entreated him(vpon fir opportu- 
nitic, and at his leaſure, and as from himſclfe) ſeriouſly to in- 
forme the King of the (iid reports; and ( withall) toentreate his 
Highneſſe,to cxtend more grace,and more fauour,tothoſe Lords, 
who (for his honour, and the Kingdomes good) had both incur- 


| red hisdiſpleaſure, and alſo were (with too much extremitie) con- 


demned of High Treaſon. | 
Butthe Duke of Xorfolke ( who more reſpcacd his owne pre- 
terment, than the kings honour, and ſtrongly preſumed that bee 
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. The Hiſtorieof King 


had now gotten fit meanes to advance himſclte, by bis friends tall) 
related all his ſayings to the King,inthe rudeſt, and moft vnciuill 
mancr which be could dcuiſe: and added manic things to his relati- 
on, which were vntrue, and never ſpoken ; thereby aggravaring 
an offence, which was not committed , and incenting the king 
with high indignation to vow reuenge and punithment, when 
the Duke of Hartfords fidelitie, and loyall ſcruice, deſcrued great 
thankes and a good reward. | | 

The king was ſo much vexed and enraged by meanes of theſe 
tidinges, that nothing could giuc him anic contentmentin ante 
thing - vntill his Coulin the Duke had made his anſwere thcre- 


'vnto. And, being lharply preſſed thereunto by the king : Such 


things , as in that ſecret, and friendly manner, hee haddcfired 
might bee reformed, he both confeſſed and juſtified, Butthe vn- 
rrue ſuggeſtions, which falily and malitiouſly were added ; he de- 
nicd. And tocleare himſclte of them, hee challenged rhe Duke 
of Norfolke to alingle Combate : which was.by kim accepred 


and conſented vnto by the king. But when the 2ppointcd day 


was come,and the two Dukes were within the Li{ts,rcadily prepa- 
red, and aduanced themlelues cach toward thc other, for the en- 
counter : I he King would not permit them to proceed; but ba- 
nifhed the Duke of Norfolke for cucr, who ſhortly after died ar 
Fenicez and his Coulin , the Duke of Hartford, hee exiled for 
ſix yeares. 

Whercupon Hee ſayled into Frence ; and was honourably re- 
ceiucd by King Charles the fixth, Fathcr to the Queenc of England, 
King Richards wife : who ſo cffeQually iuſtified him in his ſaid a- 
ations anddoings, and fo highly affeted his Deſcent, his Perſo- 
nage, his Wiſdome, his Vertucs, and his right Noble Conditions, 
that he would have beſtowed vpon himin marriage the Daughter 
of his Vncle, the Duke of Berrie,if his Sonne-in-law King Richard 
(by extraordinarie ſollicitations, and by vnuſuall mcanes had not 
beene the hinderer thereof.

Dutchie, would have made the faid Dukea potent Prince. But 
the king (refreſhing bis humours with new praiſes of ſecretre- 
uenge, and thar hee might keepe him lowe) vniuſtly ſeized vpon 
all the Lordſhips, and Poſſefhons, belonging ro that Dutchie,and 
vpon all the moucables of his ſaid deceaſed Vncle, and ſhared and 
diſtributed them among his Sycophantrs, and wicked Counſel- 
lours. Which tyrannous,and wrongful dealing, ſomuch diſpleaſed

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| big vncle the Duke of Yorke, and his coulin the Duke of Aumarle, 


that preſently they lett the Kings Court, and retyred themſciues 
ro their owne houſes. | 

Ar this time King Richard was wholly mil-led, and lewdly dire- 
Red in all his doings and negotiations by his principallFauourices, 
Sir William Scrope Earle of ! Vi/ſhtre,Sir 1ohn Buſhe,Sir Iames Bazot,and 
Sir Henrie Greene : by whoſe aduice ( without the conſent of his 
priuic Counlcilors of Eſtate) he lcuicd a ftrong Armie; farmed ro 
ther, for ccrtathe yearcs, his whole Kingdome, and all his Reuc- 
nucs belonging thereumto ; and ſayicd ito icdind : where hee 
bchaucd himlcite fo valiantly, that bice ſubducd that rebeliinz 
Nacuon ; and by us ſeueritie,he compeiied them to be willing ro 
OvDCy.. 

Burt in his abſenee, his baniſhed couſin, Here of Bultngbrole, 
Duke of 4#7ford and of Lancaſter ,togeth. = with h:; 01d friend ard 

exiled companion, Themas Archbilnop> of Cr4:ervurte ; returned 
1nto England, to make clayme to his Pucht? or Lanier, His fit 
[landing was :n the North : where, {ucb was the lingular love and 
the great affetion ot rhe Nobie men and ot the common lort of 
people cowards him, partly in regard of als noblenette and vertues, 
and partiy in regard of tae Kings a!lowered courſes in his govern- 
ment; thar cheyall (wich extraordinactechearctulneficand alacri- 
tiz) locked vnto him, well armed, and in great rroupes : So that 
within few dayes his comoanies were encreafod to a ſtrong Ar- 
mic, with which hee marched peaceably, and in good order, vnto 
London, and was recciued , entertained, and foaltd there, with 
much honour and great joy. And from thence ho went into the 
Weiterne pirts of this Kingdome, the pcop:c Cn ail places where 
hee came) being heartily gladded, with much contentment, with 
his doings. . 

Burt in the meanc time, Kivg Richard (who was returned, and 
had quickiy leutcd great torces, which hee conduRted againit the

Lords Spirituall and Temporall, and by the Commons in the 
ſame Parliamentaſſembled; they depoſed king Richard, and made 
the ſaid Duke king. And histruc, and fairhtull triend,and his com- 
panion in Baniſhment, Thoma; Arundel Archbilhoppe of Can- 
terburze (being then and there reſtored ro his place , and digni- 
tic) inftalled the ſaid Hemrie in the kingly Throne. And the 
late King Richard was ſentro Pomfret Caſtle, there to bee ſafely 
kept, and with Princely honour to bee marntained : bur verie 
ſhorrlyafrer (by the new kings direction and commaundement; 
who feared leaſt his Eſtate might bee ſhaken, fo long as Richard li- 
ued) hee was wickedly and villanouſlly afſauitcd in his Lodging, 
by Sir Pzerce Exton , and eight other armed mcn : from one of 
which (with a Princcly courage) bee wreſted a browne-Bill, and

allooneas hee had ended his ſpeech : he was attached by the Earle 
Marlhal;and commitred to ſtrait Priſon in the Abbey ot Saint 4/- 
ons. And then(among manie other things in the ſame Parlament 
done) the Crowne of Ezgland was entailed to King Henric, and to 
his heires for cucr. | 

Aﬀtoone as this Parliament was ended, ſuch of the greateſt 
Lords, as made the taireſt ſhew of publike applauſe and toy, tor 
che High dignitic which King Hemrie did poſleſſe; conſpired by 


Treaſon to take away his life,at a ſolemne Tults to be holden in the | 


Citic of Oxford: whereunto the King was innited ; and promiſed 
to bec preſent, becauſe hee conceiued,that the ſame T rivmph was 


ſo appointed for his honour, and for his delights, 


T his T reacherie was cunningly plotted and contriucd by the 
Conſpirators: who by Indentures vadercheir handes and leales, 
had bound themſelue3 each vato other, both tor ſecrccic, and allo 
tor thereſolute cfte&ing and performing thercot; all which they 
ſolemnly confirmed by their Oathes. 

The Confederates in this Treaſon, were the Kings Couſin 
German, Eaward Plintazenet Duke of _Aumarle, ſonne and heire 
apparant to Edmundot Langley Duke of Yorke - Thomas Holland 
Duke of Sure and 1obhn Holland his brother , Duke of Exeter, 
both which were halte brothers to King Richard; 1obn Montague 
Earle of Salisburie ; Hugh Spencer Farlc of Gloceſter; Sir Thomas 


' Blant; and one £M:gdaien, who was ſometimes a Chamber-wayter 
; tothedepoſed King, and both in ſtature, and in countenance, and 


in his behaviour, was not much vnlike him. 

All raeſe Confſpirators ( the Duke of _4umarle onely exccp- 
ted) met at Oxford, atthe appointed time, being ſtrongly guarded, 
and honourably attended, by luſtic Archers, and other valiant 
men. But the abſence of the ſaid Duke, was (by his Aſſociates) 
wondred at : for which their was good cauſe. For as hee fate at 
Table with the Duke his Father , one Labcll of a part of the ſaid 
Indentures appeared at his boſome : by which, the o!de Duke 
drew forth the whole writing. And having read the ſame; bee 
cauſed his Horſe to bee made readie, becauſe hee intended{with all 
poalting ſpeed) tro make this newes knowne vnto the King. Burt bis 
guiltie, and perplexed Zonne ( perceiving that bis Father would 


aug | revealethis ſecret) and knowing that, now, the leaſt delay migbt 
confeſſeth all | TE: ; | 
| . extraordinarily haſten his danger: being bravely mountcd(with all 


| Ccleritie) he out-rode his Father, and came to 1#md/or Caſtle tothe

' King (who was preparing for his ſaid tournic) and without anie te- 

dious diſcourſe, or lingring ceremonies, hee rcucaled to his Maic- 

ie che whole conſpired T reaſon ; and treely obraincd his owne 
ardoa. 

[r now behoued che King to change his courſe: and fo hee did. 
For preſcntly he rodeto the Tower of Londen - where he tooke 
4 preſent ard a pertic view of all ſuch thinges, as were behoofetull, 
and neceſſaric roan Armie. | 

And chen he levieda ſtrong power : purpoling to defend him- 
| {celte, and ro ſurpriſe choſe grand T raytours,if he might. But when 

the Confpirators were informed , that all their Plot and Treaſon 
was rcucaled : They caufed the faid Magaalen to bce attiredin 
Novall Robes; and ro taine, and afhrme himſelte, ro bee King Rr 
c:r1. And with him, and all cheir Troupes ( which were verie 
warl:ke and lirong) they marched rowardes Z9zz0y: reloluing to 
oppoſe themlelues inthe held againſt theking. 

Bur king Hemie(knowing that thoſe Lords, bothin bloud , and 
for their power, were more then ordinarily great) was not igno-

in the quickeit expedition and diſpatch , which hce could make. 
| Whcretore (with a bold and with a kingly courage) hee marched 
ſpecdity towardes them, with twentie thouſand wel-armed

 Thenewes of the kings approach being voiced among the com- 


panics, which were conducted by the confſpiratours, lo perplexed, 
and ſo amazed them, that verie cowardiy they ranne away, and 
left thoſe Lords comtortlefſe, and deſtiture otall aide. So thatrhe 
moſtof them were apprehended, and not long alter were put to 
death, in ſundrie places of this kingdome : and therelſt (being ſur- 
charged, and ouer-burdned with teare, and forrow}not long atter 
dycd. 

Thus was king {eric happily delivered from this danger. And 
leſt the like T reaſon forking Kichards fake might ar an other time 
bee atremptedagainſt his perſon : he cauſed him to bee murdered 
in the Caltle of Pomfret; as inthe end of the diſcourſe deſcribing 
' his Raigne,and Hiltorie, more particularly it doth appcare. When 
| the French King Charlesthe {ixt, Father-in-law to king Richard, was 
truely informed what had beene done in England: bee was much 
| ericucd ar the vnſufferable wrongs which were done vnto him; 

and did intend (as a faithtul triend in his extremities) to rcelicue his 
' lamentableEſtate,and (ro be pittied) miſeries. And for that pur- 


| poſe hee ſent his letters of defianceto king Henrie: and brought an 
| x | V Armie 
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Armie Royal into Pzccardie,with which he relolued to make ſharp 
Warrc within this Realme, 

Bur when hee certainly knew, that the poore, diſtreſſed, and 
afflicted King, was dead, and that it was too Jate ro doe him 


aniegood : hee difſolued his Armic; and proceeded no further in | 
chat buſineſſe, Yet to reuengethole wrongs; hee was veric hope- 


full co ſurpriſe m anic Townes, Citics, and Caſtles in quitaine—, 
and in G#y41. And, to effet the ſame, notlong atter hee leuied 0- 
ther Forces; encrcaling them toa great Armie. And King Henr:e 


(co withſtand him) did the like. Butthe E2g/y/h Armic ( landing | 
in thoſe Countries betore the French King was ina readincile : and | 


being boldly commanded and condutted by the Lord Perce, Earle 
of !orcefler, vnto Sir Thomas Knowles the Kingof Enzlands Licute- 
nant there : and they bauing taken the fealtie, and the homage, of 
the Lords of thoſe Prouinces, for their obedience,andalleageance 
vnto King Yenrze : cauied the French King to change his mind, and 
diſhonourably to dilband all ſuch companies as hee had levied. 
Yet forall this, King Herrie(ſtill ciftruſting the weakeneſle of his 
viurped title,and endeuouring to ſupportit witha more ſure toun- 
dation, entreatcd the French King C-r/esthe lixt, to giue in mar- 
riage hisdaughter //abel (fometime King Rrcharas wite) vnto his 
eldeſt ſonne Henri, Prince of ales. But her father(oblcrving that 
marriages betwixtEzelandand France were but ſeldome fortunate) 
denicd the kings requeſt, whereupon, ſhe was conucicd into France 
with Princely attendance, andgreat honour. Andnot long after 
thee was married to her Coulin Charles, the eldeſt ſonne of Lewes 
Dukeot orleance, her Yncie. 

T heatoretaid Treaſon conſpired againftthe king by the afore- 
ſaid Lords;and.the late preparations of the French King, firft to 
hauc invaded the Kingdome of England, and ſecondly, to haue 
wrought wonders in Aquitzime, and in Gazan :and the trequent 
ſpeeches which eucrie where were vttered touching the manner 
of the Kings attaining to the Crowne; animated the I/elchmen, 


and the Scors, roſhew themſelues troubleſome neighbours vuto 


the King. 

For in!Vales, Owen G!endor (a bold Squire) with manie hundreds 
of his lawleſle and vnciaill companions, entred into Armes, and 
did much harme in tne Marches which bordered necre vnto them. 
Againſt whom, the Lord Gray of &uthen, and Edmund Mortimer 
(who was thetrue and rightfull Heire of the Crowne ) conducted 
their Forces, and fought with him. Butthey both were taken Pri- 
ſoners: and the ſaid Edmond was by him kept cloſe in a darke Dvn-

geon, which was both cold and vnhcalthie; where hee was oucr- 
burdened with daily wants, and much miſeric. All which were 
wich thegreater extremitie }aid vpon him, becauſe king Hens re, his 
Coulin, thould bee entorcced the {ooner to redeeme him with a 
great Ranſome. Wherein ( becauſe the King was too too flacke 
and negligent) ace was entreated and vrged by his Lords, bur eſ- 
pecially by the diltreſicd Earies kin{men the Perczes, Bur vnto 
taemall he turned the deate care: rather deliring his deſtruction, 
then holding it fate tor himro ſer bim free. 

T he Scorsailo invaded the Noctherne parts of this Kingdome: 
bur King Herrie, with a puillant Armie, cntred into their Coun- 
tric; and reuenged his wrongs euerie where, with hre, and ſword, 
at his owne picaſurc. Bur (bccaule the \Vinter was extraordinari- 
ly wet, and cold) heedifſolued his Armic; and with great honour, 
victoriouily he returned backe, 

But as ſoone. as hce was gone, the angrie Scots (being in number 
trwentie thouland at the leatt) entred with barbarous crueltic into 
Enz/andvpon the Northumbers, but were gallantly encountrcd by 


Sir Henrie Hot-ſpurre, the lonne and heire apparant of Herrie Per- 


cie Earle of that Prouince: who ( with tenne thouſand luſtie and 
brauc mcn) gauethe Srzors ſuch a bloudicouerthrow, that he flew 
of them more then tenne thouſand in the field, and rooke aboue 
tive hundred Priſorcrs 3 among whome Heradake Earle ot F5ffe, 
Archibald Earle Doxglaſſe, Thomas Earle of CMurrey, and Robert 
Earieof Anzwus, were the chiete. 

T hemext yeare following, the French King ſent for I#ales (to al- 
(1ſt Owen Glenaor in his rebcjlious enterpriſes) rwelue hundered 
Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen of good accompr, rthatthey 
might be leaders, and directors, to thoſe diſordered T raytors. But 
the winds(not being an({werabie to their delires) were ſo contraric 
at the Sea,and a (torme ſo violently encrealcd : that tweluc of their 
grcateſt (hippes, with all their men and furniture, were ſwallowed 
into the Sea; and the fcit, with great dithcuitie , returned into

anne onde. —_  — 


T his misfortune ſo animated the Emg/ Nation that they be- 
ganne (cuerie where) totaike ot and ro ieft at the Frexch King » be- 
cauſe all his wariike expeditions had til becne vntortunate and 
difattrous;and though they threatned much,yet al waycs they va- 
niſhed as acloude. T he report whereot lo whetted and exaſpera- 
ted his refoiutions, to dociome memorable {cruice : that torth- 


' with hee ſent vnto the ſaid rebel)ing iWelchwmen, an armie of twelue | 


thouſand men; who ſately landed, and ioyned with ten thouſand 
of that Nation. V 2 
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This Armie occaſioned King Hemrie to prepare ſoundly 
for his ſafetic. For hee was well aſſured, that it anie neglect, or 
want of skill, or of courage, {hou'd give them the leaſt aduantage 
wharſocuer - then his Crowne would be ſhaken ; and manie mile- 
ries would threaten his overthrow. Wherefore hee (in his owne 
perſon) marched with aitrong and with a compleat Armie into 
ales. But alloone as the Frenchmen had certaine notice of his com- 
ming , they rhought it was high time for them to aduiſe what 
courſe to take: perchance, not becauſe they were dilirulttull of 
cheir owne valour, and reſolution, but becauſe the inconſtancic 
of rhat turbulent and fickle Nation, when danger did appearc, at- 
trighred them fully with tcarcs and with doubts, leaſt they would 
flie into the Woods, and craggic Mountaines, and forſake then, 


| when they thould crauethe belt performance of their helpe. And 


ſo ſtrongly did this doubrfull feare poſſeſie them, that ſuddenly, 
like men amazed, and heartlefle, they ranne vnto their ſhips - and 
(not hauing performed anie manner of ſ{cruice whatfocuer) dil- 
gracefully, and cowardly, they returned into France. 

Hereupon, the/#ech Rebclles ( deſperatly ſhifting for them- 
ſe]ues) fled, eucric man his owne way : ſo that king Herrie found 


thoſe Traiterous multitudes diſperſed, and quite vaniſhed; and 


would not be tought with. Wherefore hee dit{olucd his great ar- 
mic, andreturned 1n peace, without blowes. 

Atterwards, King Henrie tooke to wife, 7ave the widdow of 10hn 
the deceaſed Duke of Brittarne; and gaue Blanch ( his eldeſt daugh- 
ect) in marriage vnto!#:zam Duke of Bamier , the lonne and heire 
apparant of the Emperor Zewes of Bauter. 

And (ſome few yeares after) hee matched Phe, his yongeſt 
daughter, with the King of Dexmarke. For his daily troubles, and 
turmoiles at home, gaue him aduiſc,to makc himſcite more ſtrong 
by procuring of great friends abroad. 

In thethicd yeare of his Raigne, hce required emrie Percie, 
Earle of Worceſter, Henrie Percte Earle of Northumberland; and Hen- 
rie Hot-(purre his fonneto deliver vnto him ſuch Sco77yh Priſoners, 
asthey had raken in thoſclalt warres. But they afhrmed ſftoutly, 
that (by the Lawes of Armes, and Chiualric) rhoſePriſoners be- 
longed vnto them : and thereupon they refuſed to deliucr them 
vnto the King. By meanes whereof, ſome vnkindneſle grew bc- 
ewixt the king and them; which not long after was made appa- 
rantro the World. For the Percres now beganne to reſolue vpon 
the reſtoring of their inthralled Couſin, Edrmnnd Mortimer Earle of 


arch, both vnto his libertic, and alſo to his Crowne: and ro a 
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pole King Henriezit by anie meanes, and endeauours, they could 
bring their purpoſes to paſle. Yet (tor a rime)they concealed their 
intent:and (makingnone other ſhew but of naturall kindneſſe,and 
friendſhip, to the laid Earle, in regard of their afhnitie, and kin- 
dred,carncſtly praied the king toranſome him,and to ſer kim free; 
becauſe he was vnfortunately raken in his ſeruice; and was opprel- 
ſed with much miſcrie. But the king, not hearkning to their lute; 
nor (1ndeed) deſiring that he thould bee enlarged: made anſwere, 
4ad cauſed it ro be proclaimed, that the ſaid Earle had voluncaril y 
cauſed bimſelfero bee taken priſoner, ſo thatRebels ( having him 
in their cuſtodie, and companie) might pretend ſome colour, ther- 
with to varmith ſuch Conſpiracies, and T reaſons, as ſecretly they 


had plotted, and contrived againſt his Crowne, and him : and 


that therefore his owne ſafetic, and his good diſcretion, gaue him 
aduiſe and counlel,nor to hearken to their motion but to puniſh 
his offence. | 

T he Perctes ( hauing received this anſwere, and being much 
grieucd with the laid Proclamation : and being reſo:ued no longer 
ro deiay and todeterre theenlargement of the ſaid Earle) paid his 
Ranſome to Owen Glendor, ard redeemed him at their owne coſt: 
and ſecretly centred into ſucha League of friend(hip and familiari- 
tie with Owen Glerdor, that hee faithfully promiſed to ſticke vnito 


them {toutly , whenſoeuer they would attempt the depoſing of 


king Henri. | | 

And then the ſaid Lords Perce:, being (by reaſon of their Scot- 
ti) priſoners) afilted witha multitude of warlike Scots; ioyned vn- 
ro their part the Earle of S7fford, and Richard Scrope Archbiſhop 
of Yorke, brother to the beheaded Earle of Szlrsburre; and manic 0- 
thers; whoencreaſed theirnumbers with Engliſhmen, and purpo- 
{cd to toyne with Ower Glenaor and bis Welch Conforts, inthe de- 
poling of the king - againſt whom (by way ol accuſation)they fra- 
med certaine Articles, which they publiſhed; and ſent them to 
him in writing, to this effect, 


eArticles againſt King Hznm1e, 


1. JE Nprimis, T hat when hee came into England from his 
Baniſhment, he tooke an oath, only to challenge, ond to 
recouer his inheritance, and his wines; and not to inter- 
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chard, reſorted vnto him, not hauin g ae treaſonable yn- * 
tent. But when he perceined that his ſtrength was ſo much | 
encreaſed, that he might doe what hee pleaſe:l; hee wickedly | 
brake bis oath , and without anie title, or right, procured * 
himſelfe to be made, and to be crowned Ang. 
Item, that not only, as an Archtraitor, hee bad impriſoned |

nel Duke of Clarence, elder brother to John of Gaunt fa- 
ther to the V/urping King. 

[tem , that when nowantor need compelled him, hee had 
;mpoſed divers Subſidies, and taxes , Þpon the people, to | 
their great oriefe, and diſcontentment : of which they wal. 
lingly would, but dared not to complaine. | 
Item, that no inſlice could be expeFed at his hand : becauj, | 
(contrarie to the oath which hee toske when hee was crow. 
ned )be had by letters ,written,and ſent into fundrie Shares, 
procured certaine Burgeſhips for the Parliament, all which 
hee beſtowed Þpon ſuch as would not faile to ſerue his 
turne, when opportunitie did ſerue. 

And laſtly, that whereas in honour and for afſinities ſake, 
hee ought to haue ranſomed , and redeemed his ſaid Couſm 
the Earle of March, from his ſtrait and loathſome impri- | 
ſoument (and the rather for that hee was earne5tly ſolicited 
Jo to doe )be not only denied the ſaid request, but falſly, and 
Þntruly publiſhed and proclaimed, that the Earle hemfelfe 
was of his owne accord become a yoluntarie Priſoner , t0

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the end, that I raitors and Rebels i 109149 with] bum, might 
haue fomwbat WhereWith they might colour ſuch I reaſs ons 
as they would conſpire azamſt him. 


For all which cauſes,and manie others more,they vttcrly defied 
himas a T'raytor,anda>a Vlurper and(as an enemic) they vowed 
his deftcuction,and the reſtoring ot the ſaid Earle ro his Right. 


T heKing percetuing,that nothing but firong blowes could end 
this trite: and being perſuaded, that 1t hee became victorions in 
this Rebcilion,he ſhould bercauc all his enemics of all hope to pre- 
uaile inthe like atzemprs; had levied a ſtrong Armie: with which 
hce marched cour: agioully againſt rhoſe Lords ; hoping to meer 
with them, betore they thouid joyne their torces with the Welch- 
men: and fog great was his carc, that he tailed not therein of his pur- 
poſe. For both their Armics mer neare vnto Shrewsburie ; and in 
their hrſt cncounter, the Scots gaue a brave onſet vpon the King. 
But with ſuch hardie violence he recctued them, that (aimolit in a 
moment) the greateſt part of them were i]aine. 

Yet notwithitanding,the Lords and their Armte ſtoutly perfor- 
med their raske; and fought with ſuch admired courage ang relo- 
lution, that they perſuaded themſeines of good ſucceffe, vntill the 
King and the marriall Prince his ſonne (determining by honoura- 
bledearh ratherto be ſubducd,than ro become the laughing ſtocks 
oft aJuerſe and froward fortune) redoubled theirſtrength and va- 
lour, and by their particular examples cach rothe other, they fo re- 
newed the fighr, thar Sir Hcnrie Hotſpurre, and ſome others of the 
principall Le: aders of thoſe companies,and manie thouſands more, 


; wereſ]aine ; and his vncle,the Earle of /Vorcefter, was taken priſoner 


in che field, and the reſt fled. And fo the King, with the lofle of 11x- 
recne hundred of bis ſouldiours, bauing flaine more than (1x chou- 


| {and of his eacmies(of which, thirtic and tix tell by bis own {[word) 


| obtained a famous vitorie. And becauſe the Earle Dowe/as,ina {in-

gle combare with the King himlelfe, performed the part of an ap- 
proucd and of a worthic knight, the King granted him his libertie, 
without ranſome. 

T he nextday following, the King and all hisarmie (with great 
devotion and reuercnce ) gave thankes vnto Almightic Goo tor 
their good and honourable {ucceile : and rhen he cauſed the Earle 
of, barcefber ro be beheaded; and manie othersgbeing ring-leaders m 
that Rebellion, to be drawne, hanged, and quarter ed, and did fer 
their heads vpon LZonion Pridge.

And thovgh the King conceiued not the 
leaſt thought which might excuſe him, yer (for that time) hee 
entertained him with ſmooth words, and with a ſmiling counte- 
nance, and ſuffered him to come and to goe at his pleaſure; be- 
cauſe he had in his poſſcfhon the Caſtle of Barwikezand other places

be ſo careleſle of their Countries and of their people ( whome 
G oD had committed vnto their charge and government) as ro 
fight for anie cauſe, except it were for the furtherance or for the 
maintenance of true Religion ; orin defence of their Rights; or 
to defend their Kingdomes from forraine enemies; orto revenge 
their wrongs; and for ſuch like important cauſes : And alſo,:!:ar 
a Soueraigne and an annointed King (by the Lawes of Armecs, 
and of Honor) was not bound to anſwerc anie Chalenge in the 
field, cxcept it were made vpon good cauſe, by his Equall in Dig- 
nitic and in Offce.

ted 
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red the newes of his comming, hee ſurprized the ſaid Lords (the 
Farlc of Northamberland,and the Lord Berdolf excepted)and itrake 
off their heads. But the {aid Earle fled into France, trom whence 
hee came afterwards into Scozland, where hee was promiſed to be 
aided againiithe King, Bur (to prevent ſuch milchietes as thoie 
intendements did threaten ) the Prince of Wales was {cnt into Scot- 
land with an Armie, where he burnt and ſpoiied (without controul- 
ment) at his owne will and pleaſure, and'recoucred to the Kings 
vie, the Caltics of Barwicke, and of Ldawicke; and enforced rhe 
Scots to cravea truce, which was granted vnto thaem tor a few 
monethcs: and then the Prince returned tothe King. 

And now itchanced, thatas king Henrze patled ouer the Riuer 


of Thames, trom Kent into E//ex , vader the condutt of the Lord of 


Camors, hee was aimolt taken by the French Pirats: tor which cauſe 
the ſaid Lord was ſuſpected, and attached as a Traitour, and 


received his due triall, by bis Peeres; but wasclearcly acquitcd of 


that oftence, and received into tauour. 

Inthe ninch yeare ot this kings Raigne, the Earlc of Vothumber- 
[ind,and rhe Lord Baraolfe (animating the Scors to aney war) cn- 
tred with them into Xorthumberlend; and did much milchicte: 
whereupon king Herrie leuied a tirong armic, and by great tour- 
nies) travailed to encounter them. But (betore his comming 
forth) they were fought with, and overthrowne by Sir Kalph 
Rokeſbyrhen Shirif of that Countie, w ho tooke the ſaid Lords and 
manie others, and ſmore off their heads; and ſent them (tor pre- 
ſcnts) tothe king. 

In theelcuench yeare of his raiene be aſſembled his high Court 
of Parliament : in which he created histhree yorger ſonnes, T ho- 
mas,]vke of Clarence; lohn, Dukeot Bedford: nd Humſrcy Duke 
of Gloceiter :and enacted manic Lawes, which were heipctull, and 
profitable ro this Common-weale., 

And from that time forth vntill bee dicd, bee enioyed abappic 
peace; and reſted from ail hoſtiitic, and warres, bothat home and 
abroad. And tocxpreſlc his thankfulnefle ro God tor all his g goods 
netle, and great bountic towards him : hee made orcart ard coltly 
praparations, cf romk monie, vitrals, and : ears and {hippes, 
and all other tainges, requilite, and necdiu!]; and purpoſcd to 
hauc waged warres with rhe 7 urkes in the {ivlz-land. Bur whilcſt 
hc bully imploicd himſelte in thoſe affaires, bee was attachcd by 
adcadly apoplexic: and being neere vnto hos lait end, hee cauſed 


his Crowne to beplaced by him v pon his POO: leaſt peraguen- 


ture in his extremitie of licknelle, it might bee G dceiiuercd to ſome 


other 
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other ; who had better right thereto then hee had, Bur when 


his attendants verily ſuppoted, that he was dead : the yong Prince 


| of IWales ſeized vpon his Crowne. Whereat the king ltarted vp, 


and rayling himſelte vpon his armes, he demanded whoit was that 
had raken away his Crowne. T he Prince anſwered, that it was 
he:and then he fell backe into his bed; and ( fetching a deepe tigh, 
and ſending forth manie penlimegroanes)My ſonne(quorh he) my 
ſonne, what right I had waro this Crowne, and how I haue en- 
joyed it, God knoweth, and the World hath ſeene. Comtorr 
your ſc]te in God, good Father,ſaid the Prince : The Crowne you 
hauc, and if you dic, [ will have it, and keepe it with my ſword, as 
ou have done: And within a ſhort time after, king Hecnrie died, in 
che lix and fortieth yeare of his age, when he had raigned 
almoſt tourtcene ycares. And his bodie was carricd 
ro Canterburic, where (with all Princely, 
and due requilites ) it 
] was buried.

tie) hee made the Laitic traftable in the performance of their du- 


| ties. And (to ſettle his Eſtate in peace and 1n tranqwilirieat home; 


ſo that neyther the Scots nor the //elchmen ſhould moleft him, 
when hee was bulicd in his Warres abroad ) hee creed divers 
Caſtles, Bulwarkes, and other Fortifications vpon their frontiers; 


and ſodiſpoſed of them, that with manic thouſands of able meo, | 


and skilfull Capraines ro command them, be was {till readie and 
powerfull, with grear violence and force, ro-ſupprefle and qualific 
fuch rebellious Inſurrefions as they might make. 

In the firft yeare of his Raigne, with great pope and ſolem- 
nitie, hee brought the bodie of King Richard the ſecond from 
Langley vnto IWeitminier , and buricd in by Queene Arne, his 
firſt wite. | 

In the ſecond yeare, hee held his High Courr of Parliament 
at Letceiter : in which, hee was importunacely petitioned, to ſup- 
preſſe the Religious Houles of this Kingdome: becauſe they be- 
ing ill ved, were made the Nurſeries of Idleneſſe, Glurronic, Le- 
cherie, and of Pride; and were the Cages of vncleanc birds. T he 
Reucnewes which belonged to thoſe Houſes, were proportioned 
to yeeld vnto the Kings Coffers the annuall Rent of rwentic thou- 
ſand pounds: and would alfo (for rhe encreafe of the Kings power 
and ſtrength) mainraine fifteenc Earles, fifecene hundred Knights, 
and morethan fix thouſand men ar Armes ; beſides, a great num- 
ber of Almes-houſes for the poores relicfe. 

Todiuerr this ftreame inro another Channell, the fat Abbors, 
Priors, idle Monkes, wanton Friers, and the puling Nunnes, procu- 
red Hewrie Chichley, then Archbithop of Canterbarre, ina verie lear- 


ned and excellent Oration, ro difcoucrrto the King his Right and 


his Titleto the Crowne of Frarce: to refreſh him with confident 


hopes of good ſucceſle; rodirct him into a courſe anſrwerable to 
his hopes, and (in the Clergies behalfe, and for the furtherance of 
thoſe Warrcs) to offer vntothe King an incredible maſſe of money 
as their free and as their franke gift. : 

T his motion and this bulincffe was fo much applauded by the 
King, his Nobles,and the inferior forts of his people: and the great 
ſumme of money which was offered, ſo well contented them all, 
that the ſaid Petirion was thereby lulled faft afleepe ; and nothing 


was now Gebarted and ſpoken of, but the mcanes how Enzland | 


might recover France. 
T his Parliament being ended ; the Drke of Exeter, vncle to 


the King, the Archbiſhop of P-b/yn,the Lord Gray high Admirall

of En:{an4,and rhe Bilhop of Norwich ( being attended with fiue 
hundred Horle) were ſent Embaſſadours tothe French king Charles 
the tixt. By theſe che King required the peaceable delmeric of 
that Kingdome, rogerher with the whole Duchies of Aquitaine, 


 Nermandze , and of A4nzeos , and the Counties of Peyton and of 


Mayne : and made this ofter, T hat it (without the eftulion of their 
pcoples bloud) the Frere, King woutd yeeld to his demands hee 
then would be pleaſed ro rake to his wite the Ladie AK«therme his 
daughtcr,and would endow her with all the faid Duchics and Pro- 
uinces, and would be rraQabie to all things tending to the French 


kings honour and eſtate. But it hee refuſed to deliver him his Pa- | 


rrimonie and [nhericance without blowes; then hee aſſurcd him, 
That hec wou!d arrempr the gayning of them by his Sword : and 
would, inthoſc Countries, aftti& thoſe people with ſuch oppreth- 
ons 25 were L009 too rite and common inthe Warre. 

T he vnexpeRed {trangenefle of this motion and quicke meſſage 
ſo amazed the Fre2ch king and his Nobilitie, that (withour ſound 
and good deliberation) they were vnableto rerturne anic anſwere : 
but craucd a longer time; with promiſe, ſhortly ro ſend his Embaſ- 
ſadors,concerning thar bulineſle,ro the King. Bur the Dolphin del 
piling the youth of King /Zenrie, and holding him vnhit to atrempr 
a matter of fo high a conſequence ; ſent vnto him (as a preſent) a 
Tonne of Tennis Balls: inlinuating thereby, that it was more a- 
grceable ro his ycarcs to ſport himſc|lfe among nimble laddes in a 
Tennis Court, than to dreame of the winning of ſo potent a king- 
dome as France was. 

T he King, although otherwiſe he would haue beene perſuaded 
by reaſon, kindly to haue cenſured of the French kings requeſt, and 
ot his promiſe :.yet, becauſe the Dolphin (ſo balely skorncd him,pro- 
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| 
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telled in his angrie moode, T hat cre manie moneths lhould be | 


ſpent, he would (if G ov athiſted him) tofle ſo manie balls of yron 
within that kingdome, that the ſtrongeſt Rackets in Fraxce ſhould 
b:roo weake to returne them. For this purpoſe, he leuicd a ftrong 
and a pviſſant Armic : whereof, when the D/phim had intelligence 
(becauſe the charge ot tholc aftaires, by reaſon of the French kings 
weakenetle and infirmitie, was committed to his care and proui- 
dence) he ſent Embaſſadors to king Henrre, to informe him, Thar 
if hee would defilt from his purpoſe, and would live in amitie and 
in peace with chat Nation, and would take his {ifter, the Ladie &#4- 
therime,to his wife 3 hee then ſhould have and receive with her a 
large ſummeof money, with ſome {mall Territories and Poſſeth- 
ons in that kingdome. |

Thoſe Embailadours were honovrably receiucd, kindly enter- 
tained; and coyallic teafted by the King, at ais owne table. Butfor 
an anſwerc hereturned, That except the French King (with his ſaid 
daughter) would giuc vnto him the Lutchies of CAquitamme, Nor- 
manaie, Ar2eow, and all other ſmail Segniories, to him, and to 
his Crowne wuitly appertaining, and belonging, hee would nor dit- | 
band his armie, nor wauc his title to the Crowne of Frarce; but 
would attempt (by tire, and (word) ro winne it if he might. 

Afﬀoone as the French Embaſſadours were departcd, T he King 
(who propoſed none other cnd ro his endeuvours, bur an attured 
truſt in God, and in a thouſand hopes of conquelit and of victoric) 
placed a itrong power vpon the marches oi Sco#{and,ro krepe them 
in orderin aisablence. And,having throughly furmfhed himfcirc 
ang aisarmic, with all necdtull preparations,and bauing made tae 
Queene his mother the Regent of his Kingdome, ard athited ber 
witha grauegand with a prudent Counlell, hce ſent his letters of 
Dehancerto the Frexcb King : and boganne with great alacritte, and | 
courage,to proceed in this his royalhournic. 

Buc as grearelt dangers arc then molt frequent, when ſeeuritie | 
fcemeta to banith ail teare: ſo when King #eprze periwaded him- 
{cite, that he was mot ſare, aud ſafe, in the middelſt of his brauc 
armie . euen then hee was in a greater hazard of his lite, rhen it: 
hee had beene in Fraxce, amone the throngs ot his mortall, and 
proteliod Enemies, For &ichard Earle of Cambridge brother to the | 
Duke of Yorke, and Hearie Lord Screpe,and Sir Thomas Gr 1y(three 
of the moſt approued Capraines of this Kingdome) being treache- 
roully engaged by great rewards, conferred on them by the Dol- 
phin of #raxce: conſpired to deliver him into the French Kings 
bands, orclſe to murder him in his owne TI cnt. 

Miraculoully was this intended villanie reucaicd to the King, 
who gricucd the morethereat; becauſe hee [ſhould want the arde- 
tuil ath{tance of three ſuch valiant men of Warre, as gaue him 
muchaſlurance of good ſucceſle. But when they were apprehen- | 
ded, and brought into his preſence, their open ccnteliion of that | 
conſpiracie, and treaſon{which otherwiſe would fully have beene 
proucd againſt them) halined their publike ſentence of death, and 
(as I raytors) they were executed the next Jay. 

Aſloone as the wind ſerued, the King tranſported hisarmie in 


an hundred and fortie {hippes, and landed in Aormandie before | 


Hareflew, vponthe Riucr ot Sezne,and belicged it on cuerie part for 
the ſpace of ſeuen and thirtic dayes. And thoughthe French army, 
which was condudcted by the Dolphin, made manic faire proffers 


to | 
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to raile the "EY yet durſt they not come too neere. Bur the 
Towne h2uing beene man e times tharply aſſaulted , was ycelded 
to King Zemrie : who lacked it, and ranſomedthe inhabitants, and 
with great picnticot utluer, andof Gold, and manic coltly hinges, 
heenrichedail his owne Companies; and ( hauing placed as Cap- 

taine there, his Vncle 7n0mm.:75 Luke of Exeter; and as his Licuerc- 
nant Sir {063 Fajio!f, with fifreene hundred ſouldiers, and hueand 
chictie gallant Knighrs,he reſolucd rogo vnto Calliceby land; & to 
reit there, becauſe the winter (being now more wet, & approching 
{oo0ner at that time then vſualivit was accuſtomed) infeted manie 
of his men with gieuousfluxcs, and ſtrange feuers: and occalioned 


che death of the Earle of Srzf/ora, of the Bilhop of Norwich, and ot 


rhe Lords of 49/znes, and of Burnel,and of more then fittcenc hun- 
dred men. 
And (notwithſtanding, that iickneſſe and manic wants afHited 
hisarmie) yet king Henrie marched with great confidence and re- 
ſolution throvgh rhe bowels of thoſe Countries,m deſpight of the 
Freach forces, who only made proud brags, and faireſhewes of cn- 
couiters:Bur{like vnro hunted, and aftrighted Deerc) gazeda tarrc 
off vvon the Enzlz/h arrie, yet Jared not by bandic ſtrokes,to make 
theleaitriall ot their valour, albeir King Zepmrres ſtrength did then 
con:itt only of rwo choukad Horſcmen, and of thirrecne thou- 
ſand Archers, and nG more. Manie of which number wanted 
nealth, mear, wood, andreſt, and had nor anie plentic otanie thing 
ſauing only of Silver, and of Gold, which could not (in thar place) 
lypply vnto them {uch trbinges, as molt of all they necded. 
Ts he Do'phinot Franceto whom the mannaging of thoſe wars 
as committed (having aſſcmbled more then thirtie thouſand 
obs men) ſawthar bee was much dilgonourcd by his owne 
cowardize, and left he {hould beintamous among his own people, 
be derermined rogiue batraile to King #enre: bur his fainting ig 10» 
nobic heart, being rerriticd, and his courace patling in polt out at 
his heceles foitcred him nor toatrempt antething,fo that King £cr- 
rie [til marched on- wards, burning, and ſpoiling, and doing in his 
pal,ve whatſoever bimfelfe beſt liked. 
The French king (who lay at Roan ) was highly diſcontenred, tor 
that the En9ſharmic (vnfoughr with) had proudly paſſcd oyer 
the River ot Soarme) wherefore hee cntred ima firions condi ra- 
tion concerning thoſe bulineſies, with five andthirtic of his dif 
creetef}, ane wilelt Countellors and tac queltion was; !{trther it 
rare better lo ime Buiitaile tothe e Englſo Armie, cr ( for that tinze ) to 
Tue XK ing ca free 7 rarch , without rel /iance, onto Cale?! By

thirtie ofthat number, it was aduiſed, and concluded on, that they 
{hould be fought with, bur the other five vrged manic ſubſtantial 
reaſons, and arguments,to maintaine the contrarie. But they were 
not hearkned vnto. Sothe French king incontinently, by his He- 
rald at Armes ſentadefanceto K. Henrie,and promiſed thar within 
few dayes, he would tric his beſt ſtrength by bandie ftrokesin the 
open field. King Henrre (with a Princely boldnefle and magnani- 
mitie) returned him this anſwere, T hat becauſe his armie was at- 
flited with much ficknes, and manic wants; he bended his courſe 


| dire&iy to his Towne of Calice, where hee would goe and refreſh 
 himſelfe,and his companies,and would norttherefore(ar thattime) 


ſeekethe French King. But if hee endeuoured, and dared tointer- 
rupt him in his paſſage, he was of ſufficient force and ſtrength to 
repell all violence, which the French Nation ſhould oppoſe againſt 
him. 

When this anſwere was returned, the French King (by his Pro- 
clamations) cauſed manie thouſand men at armes, and valiant 


Souldiors, to repaire to the Conſtable of France,to fight for honor | 


and for their Countrie with king Hezrie: who being informed, that 
the day drew neere in which the Frenchmen intended togiue him 
bartaile; placed his Armie in good order and array, betwixt the 
Townes of Blanzie, ard of Agencour?, within the Countic of Saint 
Paul. 

T his being done, the Conſtablcof France, being brauely accom- 


_ panied with diuers great and honourable perſonages , well experi- 
enced Captaines, and luſtie men of warre, tothe number ot three- 


ſcore thouſand on horſebacke; belides bis Footmen, Pages, Wag- 


- goners,and otherattendants;approchcd neere tothe Engl/h armic; 


and placed them in good order of battaile, and in the nighttime 
they madegreat fires about their ſtandard, diſpoſed themſelues ro 
extraordinarie mirth, and jollitie, and made ſuch ſure account of 
the Viftoric on the next day (by reaſon of theirgreat numbers,and 
for that the Enzli/h forces were ſo ſmall, ſo weake, and {ickly)that 
they fell tothe caſting of lors for ſuch priſoners as they would take. 

And on the other lide, king Henrie and his people hauing hum- 
bly reconciled themſclues to God, and by repcntance,and by pub- 
I;ke and private prayer,purchaſcdthe happie contentmentofquict 
conſciences, ſounded thcir trumpets and mulicall inſtruments of 
all ſorts, and were relolued to cl] their lives dearc, and to dic like

| H NRI-E the fifth. 
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Vpon friday bcing the five and twentieth day of October, the 
Lord Dalzbreth High Conſtable of Fraxce, arranged all his compa- 
nies into three batrailes. | 

1. Inthefirit, he placed eight thouſand wel-armed Knights, 
and Eſquircsz foure thouſand Archers,and tiftcene hundred Crof- 
bowes :and firongly garded.them with two wings. The oneof 
them conlilted of hfrcene hundred men atarmes ; and the other, 
ot cighthundred. And this batraile, and theſe wings,were com- 


| manded by himſeclfc,and by the Dukes of orleance, and of Burbos, 


and by the Earles of Ewe, Richmond,and Yandeſme,and by the Lord 
Damyter, Admirall of Frexce,and by the Marſhal Boxciquelt,and ma- 
niz orhers, : | 

2. inthe middle battaile were placed more menat armes, than 

in che former - and it was commaundcd by the Dukes of Barre and 
of .1/znſor,and by the Earics of Yawdemont, Salings, Blamont,Grant- 
Prce, and Rzſ/1e. | 

3. And the third battaile (being compoſed of all the remnant) 
was marſhalled;and guided by the Earlcs of Marke, Damp- Marten, 
and of Fawlgonbriage , and by the Lord LZurrey Captaineof the 
Towneot Are. 

Andonthe other (ide the Vauntgard of King Hewr:ie, which 
conlitted of good Archers only, was condutted by the Duke of 
Yorke: who being right valiant, and of an hautic courage, by grear 
entreatic obtained that place;and with him, were the Lords of Bea- 
monAd,liilloughby, and of Fanhope. » 

The maine bartaile was commanded by the King himſelte : in 
which were his ftrongelt bil-men, and ſomearchers : and with him 
were the Duke of Gloceſter his brother, the Earle Marſhall, Oxford, 
and of Suffolke. 

And the Reareward was directed by Thomas Duke of Exeter,the 
Kings Vncle. Andallthe Horſemen (as wings)attended all theſe 
companies on both {1des. 

And to prevent by pollicie ſuch breaches, as otherwiſe the 
French Horſemen might ſuddenly make vpon the Exgi;/h armie 
with their barred Steeds, whileſt the archers were bulily pertor- 
ming their taske : king Hemrie cauſed all his Footmen, to bee enui- 

roned with ſtakes of hue or {ixe foot long; which being well head- 
ded with ſharp Ironart both ends, were thickly pitched into the 
Earth, and caiily might ( vpon cuerie remove) bee newly faſt- 


ned into the ground, by ſuch as were appointed to attend |, 


them. * 
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of Almightie God, and vpona ltrong hope which hce coacciued, 
of braue ſervice to be pertormedthar day ) had ſecretly placed 4 
luſtie crew of good Archers within a new caſt hedge, by which 
the French Horſemen were to make way towardes the Ezgliſh ac- 
mic. And theſe were commanded to lhoot wholly, and together, 
when a valiant and wel-cxperienced Knight, named Sir Walter 
Harpinzton, by the caſting vpot his Gauntler, ſhould occalion the 
whole Armic of the Enz/:/hmen to ſhout witha mightic crie. And 
this direction was ſo well obſerued, that when the French Hotle- 
men were paſſed within the danger of rhat ambuſi, and attemp- 
ted to giue the tirſt onſet, vpon the laid ligne and ſhout, the ſaid 
archers dimmed the aire with the thicknefle of their ſtrong flying 


arrowes : and the French Horſmen by meanesof the height ofthe. 


ſaid banke, anddepth oftheditch within it, were not ablero come 
ncere vnto them, | 

T he Enzliſharchers likewiſe, who ſerucd in the Vauntgard, fo 
ſtrongly fixed their ſhotin the French Horſes, that manic of them 


being wounded, and the arrowes ſhaking inthcir ficſh, threw off | 


theirridersto the ground ; and other ſome of them, with violence 
ranne vpon ſuch as rode next vnto them; and therelt of them, in 
ſuch difordered troupes, and plumps,ſo turioutly and ſo madly re- 
tired, that they thereby not only were difogdered , but their toot- 
men alſo; who were oppreſſed , wounded , and milcrably ilaine, 
and trodden to death by them. Which when the E727 armic 
well percciued- the archers threw away thcir Bowes, and with 
Malls, Axes, Swords, Glcaves, and Bils, thcy made an incredible 
ſlaughter vpon the firſt battaile ofthe Frenc/mern : which by them 


were vtterly diſcomforted, and put to flight. And (without brea- 


thing, or the lcalt delay) they ranne fiercely vpon the middle bat- 
tail of the Frencharmie: who tought with great courage, andre- 
ſolution; and for a while acquired themſeluesas valiant men. 

T he French Horſemen ot that batraile, ſcorning that ſo ſmall a 
number of their Enemics ſhould worke ſuch wonders : aid in- 
tending by ſudden violence, to make quicke diſpatchot them; be. 
ganne tocharge vpon them with great courage. T he Enzliſhmen 
(the better to ſaue rhemſclues, and rotrainc the Frexch Horſemen 
within the danger of their ſtakes) ſcemed faint. Yet in good order 
they retired, and quickly \lipped behinde their ſtakes: ſo that rhe 
Frenchmen (who made more haſt then good ſpecde to over-throw 
the Engliſhmen ) rulhed ignorantly, and violently forwarde; not 
hurting their Enemies, but goring, ſeoyling, and killing of their 
Horſes in greatnumbers. And thus was their maine batraile dimi- 
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.thed, and alrogether put out of order, and good gouernment. 
Which when the Engihmen (aw: they-hautily aduanced their ſpi- 
rits, and confidently redoubled their itrength: and with rude and 
hardie blowecs, they rufhed forrh ſo egarly vpon the Frenchmen, 
that they compelled them toiflie. In this encounter, the King him- 
ſelte fought hand to hand, with the Duke of Hanſon, and was by 
him, wel-necre taken Priſoner. Burt his high ſtomackediſdainingto 
Roop to fortune, and to looſe the Icaft tot of honour : he encoura- 
ged himſelfe witha more conſtant reſolution. So that (inthe end) 
he flew two of the Dukes neereſt attendants with his owne hand; 
and felled him to the ground. Bur whilelt the King paſhonarcly 
labourcd and ftriued ro (aue his lite; hee was vnaduiledly iiaine by 
his Guard. da | 

Aſſoone as theſe two battailes were thus ouerthrowne, the king 
(abandoning all lingring and delay- and ſetling his hopes vpon the 
aſſurance of an honourable vittoric) made offer, with his whole 
Companies, tocnuiron the third and laſt batraile of the French- 
men : In which were the greateſt number, but the worſt men. Bur 
their courage was ſo cooled , that (like vnto Sheepe before the 
Wolfe) they cowardly ranne away , caſting from them theirar- 
mour andtheir weapons: and {being ſtrangely amazed; and not 
knowing which waic to runne, to ſave themſelues) great numbers 
of them fell vpon their knees, and craued mercie,and the preſerua- 
tion of their liuesz and were receiued as priſoners by the Ewg/;/þ 
armic, by the Kings conſent. 

But whilclt King Hewrie was thus bulied, and (to purſue the 
Chace) had left his owne Campe, and Tents, meanly and weakly 
carded, & defended, by Waggoners, and by Lackies only : Robinet 

_ of Bonuile, with {ix hundred of thoſe Horſemen who firſt of all ac- 
quitcd the field, entred into the Kings Campezand ritled all things 
at their plcaſure, and ſlew as manic of the weake Garders as they 
could: by meanes whereof, a ſtrong outcrie was ſuddenly made 
there: which when the King heard, hee imagined, that freſh and 
new forcesintended to giue him an other battaile, and to tric him 
with an othcr ſtrength. : 

T hisconceit, and this fearing doubt; occaſioned him forthwith 
to proclaime,that(on paine ofdeath)all ordinarie Priſoners ſhould 
be ſlaine, leaſt (in the new conflict) they fhould bec troubleſome 
' and dangerous to his armic. Then was there ſcene a ſorrowtull 
ſpc&acle of much vnexpeRted crueltic. For ſome of their throats 
were cut: the bellies of others.werelo lanced, that their guttes fell 
out : the braines of others were daſhed abroad with Malls, and 
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Axes :others with Daggers were {tabbe9, and with Swords thrult | 


through; and hinaily, almoitail of them ({ vpona ſodaine ) were 


(with much entorced cruelrie)put ro Geath; whereat the King con- | 


ceiued cxtraord:narie griete, and forrow, and lamentcd it with 
many teares,when he pertectiy vnderſtood, that no irclh army was 
preparcd toatlaile him. 

The King, though he perccined weli, and did perfeAly xnow, 
that his Souldicrs were much tircd and wearied with thegreat era- 
ucisof that victorious day : yet (doubting of rhe worlt) hee arran- 
gcd his whole armie into anew barraile, becauſe he wasinformed, 
thatan other cntcrpriſe againit him was taken in hand. And al- 
ſoone as he was titly provided to.defend himſelte; he was aſſailed 
by the Earles of Carle, and of Faulconbriege, and tixe hundred va- 
lant menat Lene his had kept rogethe and bad not toughr one 
ſtroke thatday. But as a ſmall, anda weake vell+1l, ts quickly fwal- 
lowed vpintoa wrathfull Sea: lorhis poore handful was byand by 
cruihed, and almo{t cucrie one of them was itaine, 


Aftcrwardes, when King #enrie (by his Scoures ) recei-' 


ued certaine inteiligence, that cueric Coait about him was cleare, 
and that ſuch of his Enemies, as were couragious, and would fichr 
lay dead vpon the ground, and none were fo hardie as to tſhew heir 
faces: thc king(bour foure of theciockein the afrernoone of the 
{imeday) cauled his whole armic(vpon their knees /to1oyne with 
him in heartie prayer, and in thanktulncſſe vnro Almighric God; 
who only,and ajone, by his powertullaid and aſhiſtance,had given 
ro him, and them,a molt incredible and a glorious Vitorie, T his 
dutie being thus deuourly accompliſhed; rhe common fouldiours, 


had ftranke Icaue and licence granted them , to rifle thoſe whome 


they bad flaine, By meancs whercof racy not only waxed rich, bur ! 


alſo ſtorcd them'clus with al ſuch nece{laries,and prom(iions as be- 
fore they wantcd : and then the King marched forward ; and with 


much joy,and great honour, was recciued into his ſtrong towne of 


Callice. In this bs itraile, were [laine Charles Lord Delabreth high Con- 
war vie of France, Jaques of Chaſilzon Lord of Damper High Admi- 
4/1 of France, Johu Duke of Alen/on, © Anthonte Duke of Brabapt, 
Fanarg -Dukeof Barre; the Earles of Marle, Vawdemont, Blanmount, 
Grand-pree, Ruljey, Fawlconbridge, Foys, and Caſlrake : wenticand 
fue Lords;cightthoutand Knights,and Eſquires, and Gentlemen 
ot armes, and name : and abour lixteenc hundred: of the common 
fort:belitdes thoſe who were taken, and remained priſoners: 1mong 


whom theſe were the chict:Charles Duke of Orlearce: 1obx Duke of 


Burbos:the lords of Donuart Fajenx, Heamiers,Rov aw WY FORRICRNOET, 
Noclk, 
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Noel, Bonciqualt, and ſome others. And on the other part were 
ſlaine Edward Duke of Yorke, and the Earle oft Sufolke; and of all 
others, not abouec {ix hundred perſons. 

When King AHemrie and his ſouldiours had a while refreſhed 
themſelucs in Ca/ice, rhey rooke ſhipping : and being enriched with 
Silucr, Gold, and braue and coſtly Armours, they all arriucd ſafely 
in England; and the King was receiucd into London triumphantly 
and with much joy. 

W hen the French king and the Dolphin were informed of the ſaid 
oreatand inſupportable ouerrhrow it 1s not to be wondered ar, if 
melancholic pathons and much griete ſurcharged them tothe ve- 
rie heart, and made them doubttull of the event of this buſtacſle. 
Bur the laughter of the French priſoners, toolithly occationed by 
the baſe atrempr of Rebyrct of Bonuyle, and of his companions, 
who cowardly ranfacked the Enzi/p Campe and the kings Tents 
in tac hear and furic of the aforelaid Barraile, perplexed them 
more than all the reſt : bur eſpecially rhe Do/phm ; who impriſo- 
ned the Ringlcaders of rhat follic, and would have ſcnrenced 
them to death, if ſuddainely himſelfc had nor after dicd : whoſe 
death much amazed the weake and much diſcaled French King, 
Bur making a vertue of necethtic, and inrending by ſome prout- 
dent courſe to preuent ſuch milchietes which furure atremprs 


did threaten; ke madc the Earle of © 1rminack (who was a ftour 


and a wariike Captaine) High Conſtable of Fraxce, and placed in 
his other great martiall Ofhces none bur ſuch, as by their valour 
and good tryall had made beit proote of their ſuthciencie to per- 
formechem. T hcſe newly cltablithed Othcers levied manic com- 


' pantes of the molt able and {toureſt men in ſundrie places of that 
kingdome. 


Andat the ſamerime, the Kings vacle Thom.zs Duke of Exeter, 
and Capraine of Hareflew (intending to excerciſe his ſouldiors in 
feares of Warre, and by ſome ſuddaine lcruice borh ro cnrich 
them, to winne honourto hirmſelte, and roendamage his cnemies) 


| iſſued our of rhat Towne with three rhouſand men, well armed to 


the proofe, and marched through thoſe Countries, burning, ri- 
fling, and ſpoyling, vntill hee came almoſt ro the Citic of Roas : 
where hee was encountred by the new Conſtable of France; who 
with ftiue thouſand horſemen (having a reſolution 1n this exploic 
to winne his Spurres) fo tharpely charged the Duke and his fol- 
lowers, that hee compellcd him (though in cood order,and with 
lictle loſſe) to rervre. But the Frenchmen (determining their veer 
overthrow) purſucd them {till with eager ſpirits, vntill they cams 
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almoſt to the Barriers of Harflew: which when the reſt of che En- 
gliſhmen, who were within the Towne, percciucd, they iflued 
forth in good order, joyned with the Dukes companies: and then 
they all, with heir entire {trengrb, ſo furiouſly oppoſed them- 
ſelues againft the Conſtable and his Aſſociates, that ( with the 
{laoghter ot manic of their horſes and ſouldiors) they were cnfor- 
cedto flieaway,and werechaſed by the Eng Victors more than 
two myles: and diuers of them, who were taken priſoners, could 
not obtaine their libertie, vntill they had procured it with large 
Ranſomes. 

Abour this time, S:27/m20pd the Emperour of Germanie came in- 
to Enzlzna,cndcuouring to concludea friendly peace betwixt Exg- 
land and France. His heartic welcome and his great entertainment 
I1bcrally ſorted with the high calling of ſo great a Prince, But his 
motion was barrenand truiticfſe of good ſpeeding. In his depar- 
turc, the King accompanied him to Catice; from whence hee re- 
turned home.: And thither (vpon honourable hoſtages) repaired 
ro King Henriethe Duke of Burgoine; and betwixt them a friendly 
peace, concerning onely the Counties of Flanders and of Arthes, 
was concluded. For which mattcr, the Duke was had in great 
jealoulie, and ſuſpettcd to be a ſecret enemic to the Crowne of 
France. x | | 

Not long after, the new Conſtable of France with a ſtrong ar- 
mic vpon the Land, and 1#bn Vicount Nrbon, Vice-admirall of 
France, with fiue hundred ſhips, at the mouth of the Riuer of Seyne 


| beſieged Harflemon euerie lide; and made little doubt to winneit | 


In few weekes. But when King Hewrie was aduertized in what fort 


| the Towne and his Subiecs were diftreſſed; with extraordinaric 
care and expedition hee leuicd a powerfull armic, and tranſported- 


irthitherin two hundred warlikeand ſtrong ſhippes: of theſe, hee 
made Generall his brother 1ohn Duke of B-aford ; and aſſociated 
to him (in that expedition) the Earles of March, Oxford, Huntine- 


don, Aronael, Salisburie, and Denonſhire, and manic Barons, Knights, 


and Gentlemen of great valour and much worth. 
The Duke{(ſhortly after his departure)being happily conduRed 
by aplealing wind, fell vpon the French fleet, who intheview of the 


Towne of Harflew fought couragiouſly, as men reſolucd to winne | 


honour. But being vnable to make good what they intended, they 


| wereat length vtrerly vanquilhed and overthrowne, withan in- 


credible (laughter of their men : andgreat numbers of them, being 
taken, were ſent Priſoners into Exgland. And thus wasthe Towne 
of 2/arflew happily reſcued, and delivered from the Frenchmen. 
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For when the Conitable perceiued, that all their Sea-forces were 
deteated, and, ina manner, conſumed ; hee rayled his Siege, and 
(with a heaute heart) marched dil hocorably vnto Pars : and the

the ftrength of tho French meh : and his vndoubted hopcs of win- 
ning both honour 3nd profit: it by the ſuthctenr di5burſement of 
Mons 2y and of Treaſure his preparations might be turthercd and 
luppotted witha!l ſpeed. | 

IT mis Speech ( being graciouſly and artiticiaily contrived) ws 
{o p/aulible and pleaftag , and the Kings heroica'l inrendornents 
were fo well receiued ang digelted'by ail ſorts of peop!2, who 
were then preſent ; ; that not oncly a grear \{umme ot money (witli 
tranke and'tree confent) was gran red to him; but the fame was

This argument of good ſpeeding much encouraged King Her- 
rie; who with his copious Armie ot gallant and luſtie Lads gepar- 
ted out of Erziand, and landed ſafely in Normanate , before the 
ſtrong Caſtle of Tonque : which by him was belteged and wonne 


mercie. 

When the Normans knew that King Henri was arriucd in their 
Countrie, and of his taking of that Caltle, they fled as men amazed } 
(with bagge and baggage ) into their walled Townes; and fo did 
all the ſouldiors which were placed cucrie where for the defence 
and proteCtion of thoſe Countrics: ſo that (without reliſtance) 
King Henrie marched forth, and pitched betore the Citic of Caze; 
which was exceedingly well manned, and throughly prouidcd of 
ViRuals, Armour, and Munirion of all forts, for manie moneths. 
Diuers aſſaults were fiercely made, and the walls were oftentimes 
skalcd, with deſperate reſolution, by the Engliſh; and the Normans 
with no lefſe valour and ſtout courage defended the Towne,to the þ 
great damage of their enemies, vntill, at length, King Henrie (to | 
ſfaue the lives of manie valiant mcn, who otherwiſe muſt needes 
haue died in that Service) proclaimed Mercie to the beſieged, it 
they would yeeld. Bur their hopes to bee relieued, and the truſt 
which they repoſed in their owne valour, perſuaded them-to re- 
fuſe all compoſitions whatſoever . Whereupon many terrible al- 
ſaults wcre fiercely made, and repulſed : The walls of the Citic 
were in many places vndermyneds the Exgli/bmen, with vndaun- 
red courage, ruſhed into the T owne, partly through the walls,and | 
partly ouer them : ſo that in the end, although the Normans (to 
their continua'l praiſe and commendation) performed the parts 
of worthie and faithfull ſouldiors: yettheir Towne was wonne; 
and all of them forlaking their armour and their weapons, fcll vp- 
on their knees, and humbly craued mercie of the King. Which 
was not by and by granted to them, becauſe they had obſtinate- 
ly refuſed it before ; yet ſome refreſhing words of comfort 
gladded their heauie hearts, ſo that they hoped the worft was

their Lands, Goods, Liberties, aad Liues, bur ſhould alfo bee 
protected and detcnded by his ſtrength, and be recciued into his 
Princely lone. 

T kis praRiſe quickly procured the ſurrendring into his hands, 
without blowes, the (trong Townes of _Alanſon, Argenton, Boy- 
eux, Camboy, Conde, Crew!y, Eſſay, Faloys, Thoryany, and Yermoyle : 
And vnto the kings brother, the Duke of Clarezce, were quietly

The Citic of Cuxe alſo was newly repaired, fortified, and inh4- 
bired by Eng1l;/b ſouldiors and traders of all ſorts, Sir G!bert Y/mfre- 
wzle being made Captaine of the Caſtle, Sir G:/bere Talbot of the 
Towne, and Sir 105m Pophams was made Ballite there. 

\Whilett King Henrze and his companics were thus bulicd in 
Xormanade; hee was informed, T hat the Citizens of Koaps had

When Dinner was tully cnded, vpon a new conſultation had 
betwixt themlelues , the Frenchmen became humble Sutors to 
ſpeake once more with the King z who gently'admitred them to 
bis preſence : and then ( with much ſubmifon and bumilitic)

with other Commitloners appointed by the King. Much was de- 
manced ; nothing granted, nor concluded : and yer thoſe eight 
Gaius were ſpent. 

The Towneſmen againe carneRtly entreated, T hat the Truce 
might be prolonged one day more: which was trankly yeclded to 
them. T he ſameday the Multitude and the baſer fort of the pco- 
ple within the Citie being informed, that nothing was agreed on, 
with hideous ſhouts, and fearctull cryes and exclamations, accu- 

ſed their Magiſtrates, Captaines, and Commanders, and threatned 
to 
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| focut hes TEL becaule (45 SOR rs of tacir countreymen 

4d brethren) they (uttered chem to {tarus like dogaes ; A. 
. ſupporting the {tournelle obtheir owne | [tomacks, aud thei owns 
| particu: ar eltates. 
| "The Magiitrates and the Captaines tearing rite euill exent of 
"this vnruly cumulr, cntreated all rhe Citizen to replure into the 
Market place, VW mich when they did; they then required of them 
what they would hbaue : ith one conſent and with one vaice 

tacy crved out, T bat they were reſolucd to ſauce their owae lives, 
by yeelding of the Citie to King Herr. 

Vpon this motton, a new Petition was ſeat vnro the King, Cra- 
uing the continuance of tae T ruce tor toure daies more : vv hich 
requeſt was oranted rothem: And in the tourth day, being abour 
the nineteenth day ot [anuarie, a}] matrers were lothroug! aly COn- 
cluded and agreed on, T hat the {irong and taire Citic ot Roan, the 
! Inhabitanrs chemſclucs, and all rhoir 200d and riches, wer. yerl- 
ded to the Kings mercic. 

The rendring of this Citie,and of ali theatorclaid Townes, und 
manie more, did much perpicx and coole the courage of tac Nor 
ans : and the Duke of 3arg9ne, who (with the dilcontentment 

of the Nobilitie) ruled both the King and his Countries, ftcarcd 
much leaſt theſe dilaſters would be layed vnto his charge. \V acre- 
\fore, to preuent enſuing dangers, which (as hee ſuſpect: a) did fe- 
cretly threaten his Eſtates he reſolucd, by his beſt meanes and cn- 
.deauours, firit ro reconcile che two kings. if polbbly he could, and 
then to aucnge himſeite vpon the Dolphin, vpon the Conttable, 
' andalfo vponall ſuch others, as he ſuppoled were molt likely ro do 
him the greateſt harme. 

Vpon the Dukes mation, king Henrie with his Nobles and grea- 
teſt Commanders, and one chouſand brauc and gallant ſouldiors, 
and the French Queene (becauſe the king was weake and vnable) 
the Ladic Katherime his daughter, and the {aid Duke, with ſore 0- 
ther Noblemen of Frazce, accompanicd with the like number, mer 
oftentimes, and conſulted much. Bur whatiocuer king //cexrre did 
demaund. all was denied, and all their trauailes ſorted to no cnd. 
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rold the Duke, That bee would have the kings daughter, the La- 
die Katherine, for his Wite ; with all ſuch Seigniories, Prouin- 
ces, and Countries as hce required : Or otherwiſe, hee wou'c 
{ ere long) drine both his Maſter and him alſo , out ot tha:

replycd, That thole words were ſpoken with grear 
cale ; 


Whereat king Heme was much diſplealed ; and taking leaue, hee 
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cal? ; but that he muſt rake much labour and toyle tro makethem 
good. | 
Now, waen this praiſe fayled, the Duke (vpon faire tearmes) 
reconciled himſeife ro che Dolphin. And this cheir new amiric 
and friendihip was by publike Notaries reduced into a formall 
[nitrument in writing, confirmed with both their Scales; and was 
proclaymed wich great ſolemnitic in manic Townes in France : 
yer was it tained and vnfirme, as thortly after it appeared. 

Bur rhis outward Reconciliation conrented not King Henrie 
b-cauſe hee was right well allured, That rhcir diſcord and their 


brawlings would haue giuen an calle paſſage to his atremprs in | 


thoſe Countries : yet (Itke an vndaunted Prince) hee rclolucd to 
rrie his further Forruncs with them all. And in hope of future (cr- 
uice to bz honorably performed; he created Ge/coyne de Foys, Earle 
ot Longenyle; Sir 1ohn Gray, Earls of Tawkeruyle; and Sir [on Bour- 
chyer, Earle of Ewe. And then, incloſe and in ſecret manner, hee 
ſear Captaine Be, brother tothe ſaid Earle of Longruyle, with fit- 
tcenc hundred approucd men of Warre, tothe ſtrong Towne of 
Ponthoyſe; who (before theday appeared) with skaling Ladders 
reloluedly centred into the Towne, and poſſeſſed tac Marker place 

without blowes. Which when che Lord Z//:adame, the Capraine 

of the Towne, perceined ; he fled away, with cight thouſand of 
the inhabitants: who were received into Pars. And thenext day 

King H-nr:es brother, the Duke of Clarence, came vnto the lame 

Towne, with five hundred gallant and well prepared men of 
Warre: and having fortified it, and diuided the chiefeſt of the 

Spoyles thereot among the brauc attemprers of this Exploit ; he 

marched vnto Perzs, and lay beforc.it two daics. Burbeing vnable 

with ſo ſmall anumber toaſſault,or much to trouble ir, hee retur- 

ned (vnfought wich) vnto Ponthoyſe. 

The winning of this Towne immoderarely vexed and appal- 
led the Priſians - becauſe (now) the French King had not,in his 
poſleſhon , anic ſtrong Towne berwixt them and the Emegl:/h 
Armiec. 

T he Duke of Clrence had allo taken the ſtrong Townes of Gy- 
ſors and of Gathard: And within few daycsatter, all the Townes; 
Cities, Caſtles, and Fortreſſes in Normanaie ( excepting Mount 
&. Michael onel y, which never was beſieged nor aſſaulted) were ci- 
Her taken by force,or were voluntarily ſurrendredto King Henrie: 
who by Go vs afliſtance, and his true valour, thus reduccd the 


| whole Dutchic of Normanate to his Crowne and did cnjo yit, as 


his Inhcricanceand Right. 
The 
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T he forclaid /9-n, Duke of Burgoine, ſurnamed the proud, per- 
ceiuing that the Kingdome of France was t00 too weakely vnder- 
propped, by reaſoa that the triend{hip lately contracted betwixt 
himſcite and Charles the Dolphin, was but ſuperficiall, and nor 
beartie ; determined, in 4 more ſubmilhue manaer, ro kumble 
himſclte varo him,that thereby their loue taking the deeper roor, 
might bring forth riper fruics of Vnitic and of Peace. Bur when 
they met, the Dolphin ( whole malice was irreconcilable; and 
whom miltruſtitull jealoulte did ſtil perſuade,that the Duke would 
nor be taichtull) procured him treacherouily ro be murdercd : as 
che ſaid Duke himſclte (vpon the like enterview, for triend{hip 
ſakc) had cauled Lews the Duke of O-rleance to be ilaine, in the 
renth yeare of the ratgne of King Henrze the fourth. 

T his horrible Accident for a while tormented with inſ{upporta- 

ie griete Philtp Earle of Carstors, the fonne and heire of the decea- 
ſed Duke: infomuch,as that(in his dumpith and melancholic pal- 
{10ns, and inthe hear of bis turic) he once determined to ſeperate 
himſelte from the bed and companie oft his guiltlefſſe wife, onely 
becauſe the was fiſter torhe Dolphin. But(being more graucly ad- 


| viſcd by his Counſellors) as his ſforrowes waxed faint, fo his at- 


tection rowards her encrealed ſtrength; and thee was entertained 
with his bett lonc. 

This new Duke of Bargozze, and Earle of Flanders, being veric 
wile and politike, behaued himlſelte courteoutly and tricndly ro 
King Henrie; and praRiled all means by which he might conclude 


% ; So D : 
a irme anda ſetled Peace betwixt the Kings of Exg/and and of 


France. And inthoſc his endenours he was the more powertull : 


Firſt, becauſe his wite was daughter to the (aid Frexch King. 

Secondly, becauſe bis wives lifter, the Ladie Katharine ( who 
could doc all inall with //abe//the Queene her mother) patlionare- 
ly longed to be eſpouſed to King Henre. 

T hardly, for that the ſaid Queene (who by the Dolphin was 
deprived of all her Treaſure, as formerly you baue heard) could 
not endure to hearc of him, nor could abide his preſence. 

Fourthly, becauſe che Dolphin was more ſubtile,cunning,crat- 
tie, and reuengetull, than politike,wife,and valiant. 

And laltly, becauſe this late horrible and inhumane Murder 
made him odious and infamous, yea to his owne friends. 

This Peace being againe and againe conſulted and debated on, 
berwixt tho Queene, the Duke, and divers of the greateſt Nobili- 
tie in Frarce vpon the one part, and the Embaſſadors of King Hen- 

;e vpon the other part; and being brought to ſome maturitic and 
ripe- 
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ripeneie) it was rcfolved, T hat King Henrre thould mcete with 
Charles the [ixt the Frezch King, Qureene /abed his wite, and with 
the Ladie A2therzme, and their Nobilitie and CounccHh, at Troys in 
Champain? : which (with all expedition) hee did; being accompi- 
nicd with his two brothers, Th9mas Duke of Clarexce,and Humjrey 


| Duke of 6loce/ter, and with the Earles of IVarwete, Salbburic, Hun- 


tin7Hon, Lonzesjle, Tankeruyle,and Ewe, and divers other nobic and 
orcat men. But to prevent the worſe, and to torclce dangers be- 
torethey happened; he was ſoundly guarded with fitreenc thou- 
fand men. And within few dayes atrer rheir enterview, i hirme 
Peace was proclaymed : and the King (with honourable ſolemni- 
tieand triumphant ſportings) was m: arried ro the ſaid Ladie X- 
therine; and was publiſhed to be the onely Regent and Heire Ap- 
parzint to the Crowne of Fraxce, in both tho'c Kin domes.

ned it full ſeuen monerhs : and 1n it were apprehended the Lord 
Barb3/on, the chicte Commaunder there, and divers others, who 
were agents and aRtors in the murdering of 4# the Proud Duke 
of Bur29te: all which were by the French King ſent from thence 


vnto Par;s,vnder the guard{hip of Thom. Duke of Clirerce; who. 


was newly made chiete Capraine of that Citie by King Charles. 
And within few daycs afrer,rhe 1d offendors were legally trycd, 
connited, ſentenced,and pur codcath tor the ſaid Murder. 

T hen the two Kings, withtheir two Queenes,and their Nobi!t- 
ticand Companics,went vnto Pars 5 W here King Hernrie was Pr0- 
claymed Regent and Heire Apparant to the Crowne of Fraxce- 
and ſo was hc,not long after,in Zorn.

an Armie; ifembled che greateſt part of his rfons: in Norman- 
die,and marched trongly into the Prouince of Azgeou,and pitched 
not farre off from the Citic of Arzcers, and {poyled and burnt the 
Countrey round about it. 

To pertorme this Enterpriſe with honour and with ſafetie; 
the Duke of Clarence had ttrengthened himlelte with ſufcient 
Forces and Prouilions, it they had beene well and wiſely orde- 
red. But having in his Armie a falſe and a trayterous Lombard, 
named Andrew Forzuſ4, whome hee too too much loued and tru- 
ſted; hee ſent the ſaid Lombard to diſcover the preparations and 
the power with which hee was rcſoiued to encounter : Who 
brought him word, T hat their number was but ſmall, their pro- 
uiſtons defective, and their order, orderlcfic; and thar rhe Duke 
of _Alin[on was altogether vnable and too 200 weake to contend 
with him. 

The Duke of Clarence firmely and ſtrongly relying vpon the 
taith and the trutt which hee repolcd in this Traytory and being 
defirous witha {mall number to winne the honour of that day: 
marched forward with his horſcmen onely, leauing bchinde him 
his luſtie and his ſtrong Archers. But when hee was cntred within 
the ſecret ambulhments, which purpolely were placed ro diftreſſe 
him; and ſaw, that his enemies were in number toure for one, and 
were well prouided, well armed, and arranged in good order of 
battaile, and that no mulitarie diſcipline or art was wanting z and 
char himſeltc was villanoufly abuſed and betrayed by the /om- 
bxrd whome hee truſted : hee could not flye, nor make any ſafe 
retreat; but was enforced to aduenture his fortunes, with too 
much inequalitic on his part. So the hght began : And though it 
was long maintained by the Eregl/hmern, with as much conſtancie 
and xcfolure valour as any men living couid pertorme : yet they 
being everic minute opprelled with new ſupplycs and multitudes, 
waich [till came ruſhing in vpon them, tyring, oppreſhing, ſpoy- 
ling, and havocking of them waſtfully on cuerie lide, they were 
at length ouer-maftred and ouerthrowne. 

In chis Battaile there were (Jaine on the French part more than 
eweluc hundred of their choyſeft men : and of the Engl!fh there 
were {]aine the brave Duke of Clarence, the Earle of Taukerny.e,

did the like.

or amitic with the lare Þ 'olphin and Duke of Alan/on, vanl, chies 
were enforced to ſubmit themfelues to his ſonnes grace and mer- 
cic. Finally,he thanked Almightie G o p,whohad made him Rely. 
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gious, Vertuous, Honeſt, and Viftorious : and died the laſt day of 
Auguſt, inthe yeare of our Loxvd Gov 1 42 2. in the cight 
and thirtieth yeare of his Age; when hee had raigned bur 
nine yeares, five moneths, and foureand twentiedayes: 
And his bodie being conueyed into England, was 
buricd among his noble Progenitors at 
WWeſtminſler, with cxtraordinarie |

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Ing Heprze the hith died when his 
VN! ſonne Henrie was but nine months 
old : Yet was hee io fortunate in 
his beginning, that his Youth and 
Goucrnment were worthily ſup- 
ported by his three vncles; HamjFey 
Duke ot G/zce/ter, who (when the 
King was crowned) was made Pro- 
rector both of his Perſon and allo 
of his Rea'me : 19hn Puke of Bed- 
ford, who was eſtablilked Regent 
of France: and Them.us Duke of Exeter, who graced all his ations 
with much wiſdome and ereart valour. 


make the vemolt cryallof their ſufficiencics ro the World . For 
whereas, in the end of the Kings tarhers dayes, the Nobtlitie of 
Erance incorporated themlelues to the Enzliſh Nation, and hearti- 
lvenuicd the Dolphin: King Charles about this time died : and 
the vnconltant Frenchmen began to play an 1: game. For, on 2 
ſuddaine, manic of thoſediflembling and faincd triends renoun- 
ce rheir duties and obedience to King Henre, and (vreerly neg- 
[eing the pertormance of Oathes of Alles -eance made vnto 
him) they reuoired, and nor onely adhered to Charles their new 
King, but by ail liniſter practiſes and meanes they endeuoured t9 
extirpe the /iz7/;/ Nation among them, it they might. 
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T he Protector at home (by the aduiſe and counſel! of the Sta- 
tiſts) plotted manie Proics tor the retayning of the Kings 1n- 
herirance in Normandte and in France : and tor that purpoſe he 


furniſhed the Regent with ſtore of Souldiours, Siluer, and of | 


Gold. | 

T he Regent alloleuied a ſtrong Armic in Normandieamonyg his 
choyleſt and chicteſt friends : whome (by ſubſtantiall arguments 
and ſound reaſons) hee perſuaded to perſeuere and to continue 
loyall ro his Maſter; and not to be wearied with anie labour, or 
daunted with anie danger, becauſc a peacefull and a bleſſed con- 
clulion ſhould make them rich and tortunate, and winne ro them 
the loue and fauour of their young King, as hee encreaſed in wiſe- 
dome and in ycares. 
 Andon the other ide, Charles (the new King) ſpared not anie 
paines; bur did the like: inſomuch, that norhing but tyrannizing 
Warre, and the vnchriſtian effuſion of much bloud, was thought 
vpon. And to begin thoſe Troubles, the French King ſent the 
Lord Grandeuyle,with a felefted companie,to Pont-Melance,which 
ſtanderh on the Riucr of Sey#e; which hce ſurprizcd, and ſlew 
the moſt part of them, whom he found there, betore anic notice 
of his approach gauc anie warning to the Englz/y garriſon to de- 
fend it. | 

Thom:s Montacute, the Earle of Sa/ztwric, for his admired cou- 
rage and expert managing of martiall actions, was (at that time) 
more fitly to be comparcd to a choiſe Fomar, than to anie other 
who liucd in his dayes. To this Earle, the R egent commended 
the regayning of that Towne: in the ſicge whereot, hee ſpent 
three moneths; bur (at length) it was yeclded into his hands : 
and the Lord Grandeuyle (by a lolemne Oath)promiled his faith- 
full and perpetuall ſcruice to King Henrie; but reuolted as ſoone as 
he was ſet at large. | 

From thence, the ſaid Earle marchcd into Champargne, belicged 
and tooke the Towne of Sens, and deuourcd the ſurprized ſouldi- 
ors with the Sword. 

The vnconſtant Pari/zans (more coueting to make an outward 
ſhew of their fidelitie to the Engl, than to be true indecede) ſent 
diuers of their greateſt and grauctt Citizens into England, to crauc 
protection and detence againft King Charles : Who werc recei- 
ued, not onely with a chearefull welcome, heartie rhankes, and 
bounrtifull entertainement ; but alſo were promiſed the fruiti- 
on of much happineſfle , it they perſiſted loyall varo King 
Henrie. 
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Abour that time, the Regent meeting at CAmzens with the 
Dukes of 8u7g94ze and of Britame, renewed the League formerly 
concluded berwcene them : And to make it the more firme and 
furc, hee marricd the Ladie A4#27e of Burgorne, fiiter vnto the 
Dake. 

The triumphant Shewes and Paſtimes which were prepared 
ro au;zment the honour of this Match, perſuaded the Parr/ans in 
his abſence, that the Regent atrended nothing bur Tolitie and 
Mirth : iVhich concett of theirs made them(trecherout]y) to 1n- 
uire their longed-tor King Chzrles to come vnto them, and to re- 
cetue that Ciric 1nto Als hands. 

T his newes brought comfort to his foule: So that hee appoin- 
red the day, when his delire thould bee eftefed in that butinefſe. 


| Bur,as it euer falleth out, where many arcof counſell,nothing can 


be ſecret : fo, ſome of thoſe Con{pirators acquainted the Regent 
with cucrie particular of this Plor: Who (with his Armic) pajted 
vnto Pris, with greater expedition than may well be credited, md 
centred into the Citie gates before ante notice was giuen of his re- 
pairethither. For chis Conſpiracic ; mante of the chictelt conte- 
derares were executed pubitkely with ſundrie kinds of death. And 
from thenceforth he mattred the Pari/7ans with Enzliſh Garriſons, 
and replenithed their Caſtle, Towers, Fortreſfes, and Places of 
D-tence and Strength, with ſuch Ez! Souldiors, as folaced 
themſzeluesin being troward Commanders and imperious Rulers 
ot the inhabitants of thar Cirie, 

And likewiſe (by itrong Aﬀaulrs, and enforced Compoit- 
tions) hee wonne the two Caſtlcs of Pacy and Courſay , which . 
were not farre from it ; both which hce ſtrengthened 1n like 
manner. 

Whuhileſt theſe things were thus ated , the Lord 11! 
Steward, Conſtable of Scotland; the Earle of Yextaapre, and ma- 
nie others, with a (trong Armic, belicged the ſtrong Towne of 
Cranant, within the Territories of Burgozegne., Burt the Earle of 
S$a/zsburte, with an Armicot fifteenc thouſand men, ruſhed herce- 
ly vpon the beliegers ; and with the lofſe of orie and twentie 
hundred of his cempanies, and with the {laughter of eight thou- 


ſand of his enemies, hee rayled the Siege, and gayned libertic to 


the Towne. | 
The Earle,vpon his returne to P:r/5,was ſubſtitured vice-Regent 


of the Countrics of France, Bry,.& Champatene: and Sir 1obn Faſtolfe | 
| (anapproned Knight in Arms) was appointed to be Deputie inthe 


Duchie of Normandie. Which worthie Captaines pertormed ſuch 
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noble deedes of Chivalrie, and obtayned ſuch vnexpeRod victo- 
ries, a5 made them Gmods, their Foliowers rich, and their Coun- 
trey renowned inall Kingdomes. 

In the meanc time, whuleſt the ProteRor prouidently endeuo- 
ring to preuent the cncrealing ſtrength of the Kings enemies in 
France, and to ſecure the tranquilitic and peace of this Common- 
wealcat home; fora ſmall ranſome hee cplarged 7zwesthe young, 
and martiall King of Sczes; who for manic yeares had beencapri- 
ſoner: And receiuing of him,in the Kings behalte,his homage and 
his fealtic for Scotland; hee gaue to himin marriage ( by the con- 
ſent of allthe Engliſh Nobilicte) \rhc Ladie /ane,daughter to the de- 
ceaſed Earle of Somer/et,and coutin german to the King. 

1 his gallant Prince, by meanes of his exccilent Learning and 
Education in cars of Armes,vnderthe lat ing Henrie,was better 
enable to rule a Kingdomc than any of his progenitors did be- 
forc aim - In ſo much, that making the beſt vie of choſe heroicall 
Vertucs with which he was adorncd, he redaced that R ealme into 
extraordinarie Ciuiſitiez made his ſouldiors expert in warlike drl- 
ciplinez and his Nation more learned than cue they had been be- 
forc his dayes. Yet was healtogetbcr vnfaithfull and vathanktull 
to Ex7/2rd, his nearctt and his deareſt friend. 

The Protetor (who was wiſe and induſtrious) neucr ſuFered 
the Regent in France to complaine of any want. For,as in tornier 
times, ſo now he ſent vnto him an Armicof tenne thouſand men, 
with much Treaſure. The Regent and his alliftants daily wonne 
Townes,Cities, Caſtles,and Forts, with prouident policicand true 
valour. Bur the French King, by groſle Flattcric, cunning Deuilcs, 
ſecret T reacherie, and couert Dealings aTFY: others)! poſſeſſed 
himſelfe of the ſtrong T ownes of Cyotoy, and lome others, which 
were ſuddainely regayned : for true Manhood was encountred 
with Subtleric,and approued Valour with T reachcrie and Cratr. 

The Duke of Brirane fearing leaſt the Regent(growing [trong) 
wou'd at length be Lord of his Countrey, bately and pertwioully 
reuolred tothe French King. And ſo did his brother 4(r/ur, Earle 
of Richmond; who by King Henriethe fitth was created Farle of 
Yurzein Norm exile and made Governor of that I owne. \V here- 
upon the Regent belicged it; and with many ſecret Mynes, violent 


Batcories,and fierce Afſaules, made it ſo ſubzeRt roapparant dan- {+ 


ects that the belteged concluded to yceld :t vp, 1t at an appointec 
day they were not relieucd by the Frexch King. For the Regent 
being throughly relolued to purchaſe his peace with a ſhort and 
with a lharpegs arre,determined to abide bartel, what force ſocucr | 

; [hou!d 
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' ſhould be ſent to relicue the mileries of that diftreſſed Towne. 
| And to further his purpoſe in that behalfe, hee freely permitted 
concluiion which he had made. 

Within few dayes attcr, the Duke of Aa»/on, with ſixtecne 
thouland Frenchmen, approched neare tothe Englyh Campe; who 
did putthemſclues into a readinelle to receiue bim . Bur (accor- 
ding to the French falhion) he made manie bragging ſhewes to per- 
forme much : but(on a ſuddain)he cowardly quired the place,not 
giuing any one blow; and pitched with his whole ftrength before 
tac T owne of Yernoyleinthe provinceot Perch: where he talſcly 
informed the inhabitants, T hat at Twyehee had fought with the 
Regent, defeatcd his Armie, {lainc thouſands, taken many prilo- 
ners, treed that Towne, and had compelled him (by ſwift riding) 
co prouide for the (atetie of his owne life. | 

T his falſe report ſoone made the Duke owner of that Towne, 
and his Retreat made the Regent Lord of Twrye - and as ſoone as 
ſound prouilions were made to ſtrengthen it, the Regent with his 
whole Armic marched vnto Yernozle; where (meeting with the 
French cowards, and with diuers Scors whodid alhift rhem) hee 
compelled chem to engage their fortunes by a bloudie battaile in 
a pitched field. The fight was cruelly maintained for the ſpace of 
three boures. But inthe cnd, the En21;/hmen, with the loſle of one 
and twentie hundred of their common ſouldiors, wonne the ho- 
nour of tharday, and ſlew ot their enemies five Earles, two Vi- 
counts, one and twentie Barons, and more than ſcven thouſand 0- 
ther men; beſides two rhouſand and ſcuen hundred Scozs, who 
| were ſent thither by their King. Bur the Duke of Alayſon bim- 
ſelfe, with many Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen of Name, were 
taken priſoners. And the T owne of Yernoyle(without Aſlault or 
Barteric) was ſurrendred into the Regents hands : who (having 
fortified it with a ſtrong Garriſon, commanded by their worthie 
Capraine Sir Philzp Hz) marched to the Citicof Re2n ; where hee 
was recetued with many triumphant Shewes. And from thence 
he came to Par;s; where his kinde entertainment proclaymed his 
welcomeand his honour. | | 

T his ouerthrow fo weakened the French King,that none other 
Prouinces or Territories, but oncly Burbon, Aluerne. Berry, Poy- 
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tou, Towrayne, part of Angeou and Langzuecor, could giue vnto 
his Royall Perſon anic warrant of tafeticand alſurance. Yet (leaft | 
be ſhould want the truce honors belonging toa King) inthe Citic | 


of Poytzers hee eſtabliſhed his High Courr of Parliament, and his 
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Chancerie; with the publike vic of bis broad Seale: and ot all o- 
therthings needfull and requiſite for the due adminittration ot his 
Lawes, and thediftribution of Jultice. 

The Regent raking the aduantage of his late viorie, ſent into 

the Countrey of Meyncan Armieof tenne thouſand men: which 
(with great reſolution) were brauely condufted by the valorous 
and prudent Earle of Salburie - who quickly wonne the ſtrong 
Cicic of Mauns, and the Townes of Saint Suſan, le Fort Saint Bar- 
nerd, and manic others. And from thence he went into Lge: 
where (with the Sword) hce pertormed ſuch and fo manic won- 
ders, thar the vcrie Name of Saliburie became terrible in al! 
France. 

T he perfidious Earle of Richmond (whome King Charles had 
newly made High Conſtableof France) intending to make him- 
ſelfe famous in the minoritic of his Gouernment, raiſed an Armie 
of tortic thouſand men z which conliſted of Bretons, French, and 
Scots : with which he belicged the ſtrong T owne of Saint 7ames in 
Beu;on; which was detended only by tix hundred Engliſhmen: who 
hauing reſolutely endured many lharpe afſaulrs and hard bicke- 
rings, vpon a ſuddaine 1fJued boldly out of the Towne, and pro- 
claymed theirapproach with an hidcous ſhour of Saint George,Sa- 
lsburte; Saint George, Salwburiezand tcl! vpon the multitudeotrheir 
cnemics hike a ſtorme. T his terrible crie,and the inconlolable tearc 
and terror, which made them thinke that the Earle of Sa/ubarze, 
with his Armie, had ſecretly conueyed himſelfc into the Towne 
for the r reſcue; ſo amazcd and dauntcd the faint-hearted multi- 
rude,thar (caſting away their Armour,abandoning all Order,and 
entertaining nothing bur Deſpaire) they leapt headlong into the 
Riuer: [n which, many of them were drownedzmore were {laine: 
ſome were taken priſoners: and the reſt, who ranne away,left vnto 
this little handtull all their T ents, fouretcenc Peeces of Ordnance, 
fortic barrels of Powder, three bundred Pypes of Wine,two hun- 
dred Pypes of Bisket and of Flower, and two hundred Peeces of 
Raiſins and Figges, five hundred Barrcls of Herrings, much Ar- 
mour, and manie other things. 

T he New Conſtable intending to redeeme his honour with 
ſome better fortune, recolle&ed and furnilhed his Armie : with 
which hee marched into the Countrey of AHngeon; where(with- 
out reſiſtance) hee burnt a few of the [mallcft, pooreſt, and moſt 
vnworthie Villages of that Province. 

T his childiſh Service puft him vp with much pride, and made 
him to imagine, that he was now a warlike man, though his owne 
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Nation,and all others, did publikely mocke and {coffe at his grofſe 


tOIlIC, 

Whiteſtthusthe Regent and his Captaines daily triumphed in 
France ; a dangerous and an vnkind jarre brake tort at home, b;- 
twixtihe Protector and his vncle Henre, Biſhop of W:ncve; fer,and 
Lord Chanceior of E22/4n4 : which threatened the breach of rhe 
Peace and Tranquilice of this Kingdome and Commonweale. 


Eor cheapp C: iling whereot, theo Regent hauing made the Earle of 


{Varwike bis Lieucenanc Gencrall, and h: 121ng ler 7 ſet bis affaires and 
bulinefle in good order ; came into Ex2izd: Wherelina Court of 
Parliament) the differenc e5 berwixt thera were d1 oucred, ar bi- 
trated, and the quarrel! ended, to the great comtort and content- 
ment of their friends. In honour whereof, tac King kept a {- 
lemne Fealt 3 1n which, the Regent dubbed the K; ng a Knizar, 
Tone King alſo inueſted manic of his Great ſubjects with the ſame 
Digniric ; and created his couſin Rzchard, fonne to N:chwd late 
Earle of Cambridge, Duke of Yorke; and reſtored 79 Iowbray 
(wo was Earle Marſhai I) ro 1s frhers Duchic of Vorfo/te. 

And ta this meanettme,the Earle of /f/ #7 Wike appro ved þ An 
to bea worthie Commander ouer hisgreat charge,and conquered 

mante things in Myae; ; and #5 -aciy to fight a ſer batraile where- 
unto he was ; chal lenged by the French, Bur their chreatnings wcre 
bur brags, and their courage tell downe into their heeles : For, 4 
1:tle betorc the appointed time, they baicly and coward!y ranne 
away. 

VWaen ail tings were thus quieted 1t wg, rhe novile Regent 
(Deing 24ccompanicd with bis vnclethe Bilhop of Wincoefter rotor- 
ned into France: And (vpon tac requeſt of Þ \ brother in! 11w, tHe 
DPuxz of Burzo;nc) hee ſet at l:berric the Duke of: Alin/on for gore 
ranſo:ne of two hundred thouſand crownes : 1 he moſt part of 
which.moncy he would hauc giuen backeagaine, if the ſd Puke 
wou'd have {worae his homage 2 to King Henrie: which ho 'retuſed 
rodoe; and did athrnic, I harthe whole world {hould not 21ic- 
nate his faith trom King Charles nor his dutic from his owne coun- 
trey. 
Arthiis time the rich ang proud Pilthop of !/:ncheſfer (being at 
Cellice} according to his ambittous deltires, was inueſted with the 
Har, Habire, and Dignitie of a Cardinall; and receiued trom the 
Pope a Bull: which gave b1m meanes (in a thort time) to beape L9- 
gether a creat part of the Trealure of this Land : ſo tharali men 
wondered at him for his \Vcalth, but no man had cauſe to com- 

cnd him for his Learning, or ro reſpeR him for bis Vertue. 
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After the Regents returne into Fraxce, the Lord RKuftiew, Mar- 
{hall of Britaine (hauing ſtrongly fortified Pontor/on) pirched with 
A notables | his Armie bcfore the Towne of Auranches, in the Province of 
wittorie, | Conſtantine, within the Duchic of Norwenatze; purpoling to hauc 
belieged it. Burt ſuch was the reſolute valour of the Engli/h Garri- 
| ſonthere, thar (like vnto Lyons greedic of their prey) they iſſued 
| ſuddainely out of the Towne, and ſer vpon the Marthall ſo ſuc- 
ceſlcfully, that he was taken priſoner ; and the greater part of his 
followers, as they fled, were {laine. 
Portorlon be.  T bis victorie gaue freſh hopes of Good-ſpeeding elſewhere : | 
freed by he  Sothatthe Earle of /Varwite and the Lord Scales being fent with 
Evnplſh, ſcuen thouſand men to Ponrorſon , belieged it a long time : where 
(being much cnteebled through manie wants) the Lord Scales(for 
; therelicte of their necefhrties) raking with him three thouſand of 


their companies, grieuoufly foraged the Countries of his encmies.

Momns is \Whileft things were thus in handling, ſome of the Clergie, and 
betrayed. ſome of the Magiftrates of the Citie of A79uns5 (knowing, that the 


Duke of Br:tazye was reuolted, and that his brother, the Earle of 
| Richmond, now wholly adhered to the Frexch King) offered, by 

treacheric, to yceld it to King Charles, if aconuenient and an ablc 
Forcc might be ſent rhither to worke that feat. This Citie was 
eagerly longed for on the Frenchpart. Wherefore, that it might 
| be gotten, the Lords Dalabreth and Fayet, Marlhals of France,with 


{undrie 
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{undrie moe Barons, Captaines, Gentlemen, and old ſouldiors, to 
the number of five hundred, came (in the depth of the night) to 
the Caltle walls; and then the con{pirators within (without anic 
compallion, or manlike pitic) maſſacred all ſuch Exz Guarders 
as then maintained rhe hr{t Watch : and ſetting wide open all the 


| Gares, the Surprizors (armed with barbarous crueltic) catred in- 


rothe Citie, murdering and killing their enemies as they preſled 
forth. Lamenrable was the fearctul |cric, which ſo ſuddainely a- 
mazed the Engl/h Garriſoners within the Citie. And it was the 
more full of terror, tor that the cauſe thereot was not vnto them 
rficly knowne. 
T he Earle of Su/folke, who was chicfe Goucrnor of the Towne, 
and the greatelt part of the Ez: louldiors, centred into the Ca- 


ttle, and were (betimes in tne morning) harpely aſſaulicd by the 


Frenchmen, And though they were altogether vnprouided of all 
neceſlaries for a long defence, yertheir luftie courage (againe,and 
againe) gaue their encmics the repulſe : who making no doubr, bur 
through Famine,or by violence, to be owners of the Caltle; care- 
leſly diſpoſed themſelues to all calc, jolitie, and mirth. \V hereof 


\ when the Lord Talbot was adocnifed: he forthwith marched thi- 


ther in thenight with ſcuen hundred men. The Earle of Suffoike 
(ro whome lecret intelligence was giuen of his comming) lett the 
Caitle, and with his companies (vnlooked for,1nd vnthcught vp- 
on) rulhcd into the Towne, luftily crying and ſhowting, Saint 
George, Taibot, Saint George, Talbot. Which vnexpedcted noyle fo 
wonderfully amazcd the lazic, ſ[eepie, and drunken Frenchmen, 
that ſome of them, vnclothcd in their {hircs,lcapt ouer the Towne 
walls to ſave their lives, but lot them : So that (within and with- 


out the T owne) foure pop ib Gentlemen being (laine aod taken 


priſoners, and the raſcall pelants being enlarged; thirtic Citizens, 
ewentic Prieſts, and fifteenc Friers (by wholc conſpiracie the 
Towne had becnetreacherouſ! y betrayed) were,as T raytors,tor- 
tured with miſerable deaths. And thus was the Citic of Mouns 
brauely regayned to King Heprie. 

Not long before this rime diced the Tutor of the Kings Royall 
Perſon, the right Noble Thomas, Duke of Exeter : So thar the 
Earle of ///arwike was ſent for-into England , to vndergoe that 
charge. And in his ſtead, the renowned and moſt valiant Cap- 
taine Thoms Mountacute, Earle of Salisburre ( whole former Ser- 
vices ſo appalled and daunted the hearts and courages of the 
Frexchmen, that they feared no man more) was lent into France 
with fiue chouland men. To which number, as manic more were

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' Orleance ts added. And with them all, the ſaid Earle marched to be{tcge the 
| Seſreged by {trong and warlike Citie ot Orleance, which ftandeth vpon the Ri- 
the Earle of | ucr of Loyer.

When the belteged heard of this newes, and werc hopcleſle of 
any ſuccours to be {cnt tor their relicfe trom the French King, by 
letters they entreated the Duke of Burgorme to receiue them into 
his procection, as his owne ; who made them anſwere, T hat hec 
would ſodoc,if the Regent would thereunto agree. T his moti- 
on plealed manic ot the Regents triends and counſellors, becauſe 
thereby the Dolphin, ſurnamed the French K ing, ſhould not onely 
be dilpoileſſcd ot lo rich and of fo ſtrong a Cite, bur alſo becauic 
ic (hould be enjoyed by their chietelt friend, 

Bur the Regent himſclite, and ſome others, were of another 
minde, and returned this anſwere tothe Duke, T hat ſecing (tor {o 
long atime)ſuch grear expences and charges had beenc conſumed 
by King &crze, to bring that Citie into ſuch extremities, as that 
the belieged became wearie anie Jonger to be troubled ; it would 
ſound much to his diihonour and diſgrace, if any Prince beiides 
him {ſhould enjoy the Lordthip and the Siegnoric thereot. 

This Anſwere pierced the Duke of B:z7207e at the heart : fo 
that from thenceforth his aftetions dayly waxed cold, and occa- 


fioned him, in f(ecret, ro become a well-willer vato the French 


King. 
\V hen this Proje& was reuealcd. and became fruitleſſe, the Ci- 
tizens of Orieance craucd preſent ſuccours from the Duke of A- 
{an/on; who did his belt ro inſpire a new fpiritot courage into the 
Frenc»o King. And lo ſcniible was heot their extremities, and fo 
readie torcicivethem; and ſo extreamely negligent was the Ex- 
el Armieto attend their Watches in the night, becauſe they 
dayly expeacd the ſurrengring of the Citie ; that (in the depth 
and darkneſſe of the night) he conucyed many thouſand men,and 
ſtore of ail ſorrsof prouitions, into che Towne. And within few 
daies after,the beſieged iſſued forth, being bravely rc fo!ucd ro at- 
tempt much : T heſe men with ſtrong blowes wonne the Bul- 
warke at the Bridgesend, and once more.and tlew tix hundred men 
whom they found there. T hey allo affauited the B2/fyle, wherein 
the Lord Talbot was. But with ſuch a wondertu:lcournge and re- 


Tolurion he iſſued out vpon them, that he maſſacred their compa» 


nies on everie fide. and enforced rhem to fliye hike Sheepe before 
the Wolfe : ſo that with much lofles they bard! y recouered into 
the IT owne. 

But 
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Butthe next day, the Earle of Suffolke quited the Siege, ſcuered 


his Armie, and ſent cach companie to his owne Garriſon. Andin 
their rerurne, the Lord 7a{bot(by maine aſſault) wonne the ttrong 
Caftle and Towne of Jaw, And thus was the faire and the 
ftrong Citic of 0r/eance delivered from a long and from a {harpe 
Siege. 

4 of within few daycs after, the Duke of Alax/on belicged and 
wonnethe Towne of /argeaux: wherein(among others) he tooke 
priſoner the Earle of Swfoike, and one of his brothers, and flew 


| Sir Alexander Pole, another of his brethren : All which prifocers 


(except the former two) were ſlaine by the Frenchmen ; who 
contended among themlciues, to whome thoſe priſoners did 1n 
right belong. | 

T o the Dukes Armie ( which conſiſted of three and twentie 
thouſand men) there repaired Arthur of Brizaine, the Earle of Yan- 
doſme, and ſundrie other Noblemen, with great and ſtrong troups. 
All rheſc ftortuncd to meet with the Lords Talbot, Scales, and Hun- 
gerferd, who conduatcd hue thouſand mento fortitic rhe T owne 
of Meum. Betwixt them there were exchanged manie bloudie 
blowes : ſo that in the end the'faid three Exg/5/h Lords were ta- 
ken priſoners, twelue hundred of their companics were ſlayne, 
and the reſt, which eſcaped , hafted vnto Hum , and repic- 
niſhed that Towne with abilitic of Strength to reliſt future 
Dangers. 

T his vnfortunate diſaſter was accompanied with another mil- 
chicte. For no ſooner was it publiſhed and knowne abroad, bur 
that divers Cities, Townes, Cattles, and ſtrong Holds treache- 
rouſly fell off and ſubmitted rhemfeluesto the French king: whom 
thele vnexpetted good chances not onelyclated and made proud, 
but alſo augmented his good hopes of a ſpecdie end of ail his trau- 
bles; eſpecially, becauſe rhe Earic of Sal#barie was (11inc, and the 
Earle of Suffolke,and,the Lords Talbot, Scales, Hzngerford, and ma- 
nie other valiant Engliſh Captaines, were then his priſoners, and 
could nor aflift the Regents part. 

TheFrexc King being thus ftomacked and put in heart, wovld 
not anie longer retayne anie meane or baſe thoughts: bur in {tead 
of them, he now conſulted and deviſed how he might recover the 
Citicof Rhemes ; that in it hee might (with all Solemnities and 
Prince-hke Requilites) be crowned King, according to the man- 
ner and cuftome of his Anceſtors, Kings ofthart Kingdome. And 
to effe@thoſe his deſires with all conuenient {pcede, he forthwith 
paſled into Champargne with a great Armic: where hee belicged, 

and 
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| and by dion wonne Troys, the chick Citie in that Pro- 
| uince. And the inhabicants ot Challons being thereof intormed, 
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| Towne. By which example, tac Citizens of &hemes being indu- 
| ced, did the like. And thus King Charles obtayned his hearts de- 
lire, and was crowancd tacre. And a> dy that high Title hee was 
chictely dignified, ſo was hee taereby exceedin ly turthered im all 
his future artempts: | For vpon tae ficit report that he was crow- 
ned King, it cannot eaiily winnecredit, how mame Forts, Cities, 
Towiles, and Caitles, were (without blowes) deltuercd into his 
hands. | 
The Regent percciuing that his proceedings would bee but 
vaine,exceprt he {pecdily checked thisgood tortune  reſv.u.d,thar 
a pitched Ficld ſhould make him proſperous or vnhappie. For 
waich purpoſe, hee marched with a itrong Armie from Pars to- 
wards the new King : and by tis heralds hee proclaymed Char!/e 
to bean Vlurper: anda counterteir King and an arch- Phavrcens 4) 
' King Henric, and ſummoned him to a battaile, that thereby hee 
| mightrecetue puniſhments agreeable to h1s deſerts. 

T he French King not acknowledging any ſuch ottznce, {2emed 
willingly to accept of thts Chalenge: yet (tor a whuc) hee rrifled 
and lingered vp and downe; and 1n tae end diverted his courſe, 
and marched another way . Bur the Regent fo cloſily toilowed 
atcer him, that (codetead him! cite) hec was enforced t ro mariha!l 
his companies, and tom AKC bragging ſhewes of reiittince. Fur 
outward JPPAarances or vaiour wer 2 his bei perform ances + fork wo 
daycs Ipace: For in the yepth of the night {with great itlonce ©) he 

ray{ed his Campe, and ranne away. Bur when the morning h4d 

difcoucred this his cowardiy deparcure, the Regent (with much 
traualle and great pane ) cadeavoured to enforce him to looke 
backe. But becauſe he alwaics ficd, and would nor aduencure the 
' exch FOE WOW Cs, therctore he returned tothe Cit.c ot P2715, 00 
| ſhew himſelfo caretul! of his charge there : And fo much the ra- 
| cher, becauſe tnoſe Citizens were cucr vaconttant, variavic, wauc- 
ring 'perfidious,and VRIruc. 

Paily (after the Regenrsreturne)bis cares were filled with tretl 
reports ; of travterous Revolts, which made him (on e more) to 
attempt to m: ike his eſtate more table and more {-«ce,by cxpoling 
of himſelte and his vato ſome preſent danger. For which caul-, 
et aig ag: Inc towards theo French King with an Arnie of cn 
| thouſand £c1lilant men: who met him with more than that douvic 
\ number. Bur when ail ourward appearance preſented 200d ail, 
| rance 
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rance of a deadly fight, the French King did hs more) ſhame- 
fully runne away. "And neere abour the lame time, King Hew- 
rie ( with all Princely Honour and Solemnitie ) was crowned 
King. 

And albeit, that daily experience made it manifeſt, that King 


Charles was a daſtardly anda tearctull coward: yet the I ownes of 


Champaigne, Senljs, Beauoty, Gaylard, and manie others, trecherouſly 
yeelded themſclues into his hand, W hercupon the Regent reſo]- 
ucd tocaſt his anchor in Normanaze, and to {ccure the hidelitie and 
loue of the inhabitants of that Province, howſocuer the game 
{hould chance to runne cl{ewhere. For which purpoſe hee went 
thither, and in an honourable and full Parliament he related arti- 
ficially the Lincall Diſcent of his Lord and Maſter King Hemriethe 


{ixt, from Rol/othe Hardic; who was the firſt Duke of that Coun- 


trey. Healſo minded them of thoſe miſcries, which roo too com- 
monly, and with ouer-much ſcueritie,had becne inflicted on their 
Nation by the Natives of the Kingdome of Frence. And remem- 
bred them of thoſe Immunities and Royall Priuiledges, which 
(vnderthe Enzl;ſh Gouernment) they had long and liberally en- 
joyed, by which they were made fortunate and rich: Whercot he 
promiſed them, not onely a ſure and a firme continuance, but alſo 
adaily enlatgement, wich all fauor. Thus, and by theſe means, he 
confirmed and ratified to King Henrie, and to himſelte, the affecti- 
ons and friendſhipot that people. 

But whilcft the Regent thus bulily employed himſclfe in Nor- 
mandie ; the French King attempted (by ail ſubtile and cunning 
meanes) to leſſen and to weaken his power. For the effecting 
whereof, firſt of all he endeauoured to diffoluc that knot of Lowe 
and Amitie which conjoyned the Regent and the Duke of Bur- 


gornein an indifterent liking of cach other; by exculing himſcltc 


ro the ſaid Duke touching the murdering of his Father : and (by 
ſolemne Promiſes and Oarhes) vowing to give vnto him moun- 
taines of \Vealth, manic Honours, and his inward fauour, it hce 
would be firmely reconciled, and become his friend. And albcir, 
that the Duke was not well pleaſed, for that the Regent would 
not conſent, that the Citic of Orleance (when it was belicged and 
gricuoully diſtreſſed) ſhould be yeelded into his hands: yet in a 
friendly manner hee acquainted the Regent with this cunning 
Plor. $5, when King Charles perceived, that this Ceuiſe was fruit- 
leſſe; he brought his whole Armie betore the Citic of Parzs : of 


| who rcuolt (if the Multitude had dared) the Regent had <a 


right well aſſured. But when hee perceived, rizat nothing bur 
blowes 
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blowes could make him hopefull of good ſucceſle : Hee battered 
and ſcaled the walls, and aflaulced the Citizens with ſbarpe furie : 
Bur (by the brauc valour and courage of the Exgl;/h Garriſons, 
which were well aſſiſted by ſuch of the Townſmen as were faith- 
full to King Henrie) he was repuiled many times with great loſle, 


| and (laughter of his men; andat lait, was compelled {hametully 


todepart from thence. | - 

The Regent (at his retarne) thanked, and praiſed them excee- 
dingly: bur eſpecially ſuch of the Pr;ans, as had well teſtified 
their faith and loyaltic to King Henri, in his ablence. \WVherear 
they ſeemed publikely rorake ſo much ioy, that (hypocritically) 
they {tiled themſclues, thus ; Frieads to the Engliſh, and Friends to 
the Pari/ians; Enemies to the Engliſh, andencmies to the Pari/ians: yet 
were they crecherous, and vnconſitant; as in this tuture diſcourſe 
it (hall maniteitly appearc. 

Ic will be to redious, ro make an ample Relation of cuery light 
skirmilh rhat was made, and of cucry Reuolt, and Marrtiall gay- 
ning ; which ftrengrhned che Exgih in ſome places, and weakned 
them in'others : \V heretore, it {hall ſuftice, that we be well infor- 
med, that either part did ſometimes winne, and ſometimes looſe. 

2ut ro ſay the truth, T he Eng torces and ſtrength in France did 
nat encreaſe 3 becauſe ſuch was the inconttant lenuitie of the 
French Nation. T hatthey gladded their heartsar every oppor- 
tunities, which enabled them to reuolt, and yeeld to King 
Charles, By meancs whereof King Henrie (as hee was coun- 
ſelled) ſayled with a puiſant Armie rom Dover, and arriued 
at Calices : And taking Roar inhis way, Hee marched vnto Pa- 


ris, Where hee was (with all beſ{eeming requilities) annointed 


and crowned King of Frexce, and recciued homage and tealtie 
vpon the Othes of the Nobles, Gentlemen, and common People 
ot that Citie.

T hele Frezch warrcs wcre famous in all the Weſterne parts of 


ene world. And the more were they ſpoken off, becauſe men ge- 
n:rally did wonder, how it was poſhible, that fo ſmall an Iland, as 
Enzland was, ſhould (for ſo many yeares together) ſogrieuouſly 
torment and ſcourge ſo large, ſo populous, and ſo portenta King- 
dome, as France was, and pur it to the worſt. 

At length, andafcer frequent mediations, vied by Eugenim the 
Fourth, then Pope of Kome,and by many other Chriſtian Princes. 
Such great hopcs, as made the faireſt ſhew of an happie Peace, 
vaniſhed quite, and came to nothing: ſaving that an vnperfect 
Truce for {ixe yeares was conſented vnto , which laſted but 
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the Regent became leſle powerfull then he had beene in tormer 


 fleof Roan, hoping to haue ſurprized ir, but the treaſon was reuea- 


——— 


a while : For ſhortly after King Herries returne into Ergland , 
Vnfortunately it hapned, that the Ladie 4»e, wite vnto the Re- 
gent, and fifter to the Duke of Burgoine, died : And not long after, 
hee married the faire and freſh Ladie /aquet, daughter vnto Peter, 
Earle of S. Paul, and thereby allied himſelfc tothe ancient and ho. 
norable Familic and houſe of Zuxenbourgh, and from thencetorth 
the great loue, which tor many yeares had made the Regentand 
his brother in law,the Duke of Burzoin,tortunate & happic, waxed 


faincand feeble : by meanes whereof the Duke won nothing, and 


times. 

The ſolemnities of this mariage were no ſooner finiſhed , bur 
that the (ix yearestruce, which was fo lately concluded, was quite 
broken, and warre began to threaten the effulton of much bloud : 
Forthe aducrle part (by ſecret vnderminings and trecherous per- 
{waſtons) poſleſled it felfe daily of many of the Regents Caltles 
and Townes ; and iuſtified that manner of proceeding, by affr- 
ming; That politike gainings without blowes, infringed not any 
T rvce: and fo farre off were the Frenchmen, from reſtoring thoſe 
things, which by thoſe ſubtleties they had gained; that to procure 
more, they ſecretly conuaied two hundred Souldiers into the Ca- 


led, and the Confſpirators were (with maine ſtrength) beaten into 
the Dungeon : From whence they were ſentenced , ſome tothe 
Gallowes; others to death by crucll rormentsz others to ſharpe | 
impriſonment; and ſuch of them as ſped beſt, were (for great ran- 
T heſe coales quickly kind!ed the fire of rage, in ſo much that ci- 
ther partie madeit (elfe ftrong, by the ſpeedie ſupply of a new Ar- 
mic. And the Regents forces were much augmented, by 7ohn Lord 
Taibot, who was of late redeemed out of priſon , who though hee 
brought with him out of E22/and but only cight hundred choſen 
menat Armes, yet his name and his preſence more terrified the 
Frenchmen, then halfe the Engliſh Armie belides. Otrentimes the 
two Armies by their neare approch, ſtrived to out-face and to 
daunteach other : And twice the Regent boldly challenged the 
Frenchmen to entertainethe fight:burthey only made faire ſhewes 
topcrforme much , and ſeemed as ifrhey thirſted to make them- 
{clues famous by their manhood : yet in two ſeverall places, and at 
rwo times, they fled in the night, and would not (in any ſort) ha- 

zard their Fortunes inthe field. 
Now,whileſt the Regent was thus carefully employed — 
the 
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the Ruftickes of Normandie ads attempting to inks off 
the Enzlth yoke(which was neuer burthenſome vnto them)rude- 
ly armed themſelues,and marched towards Canezexerciling much 
violence and crueltie inall places where they did preuaile. But they 
were ſpecdily encountred and overthrowne by the Earle of 4run- 
dell and the Lord Wloughby ; who flew mare than a thouſand of 
rhem, and tormeated their rebellious Leaders and Capraines with 
ſundry fortsotdearhs,bur permitted the baler ſort to return home. 

T his noble and couragious Earle purpoling to reſeilc for King 
Henrie the T owne of Rue, which gricuout]y punithed the Coun- 
tries of Ponthew, Arthois,and Bolenas; perceived (as hee marched) 
that an old decayed Caltie, called Gerbsr;, neere vnto Beauors, was 
newly recdified and made ftrong, T his: Calile hee aſſaulted with 
great courage: buc being mortally wounded on the ancle with the 
(horofa Culuerine, hee was taken priſoner from the ground , bur 
within few dates after he died. 

Abourrhe ſame time, the Duke of Burhon, who about eightcene 

yeares betore was taken priſoner at the battaile fought at #7ey- 


court, paied his ranſome of eighteene thouſand pounds,but dicd in 


London the ſame day, in which hee intended to ſer forwards to- 
wards France}. | 

In the end of the raigneof King Henriethe Fifth, we may review 
or remember, whata preciſe charge and command that King gaue 
to his Brethren, and to his Nobles, never to looſe the amitic and 
friend{hip of Philip Duke of Burgozne; and this Hiſtoric maketh 
mention how carcfull chey hauec bcene cuer {ince, to obſerue his 
counſel] in that behalfe: but rhe bulte tongues of Tell-rales, and 
of foilting Flattercrs, obrayning credit where reprehienfion W:1 
more firting, prevailed i in ſuch ſort, That the ſaid Duke caufclct! y 
waxcd itcalous, and his lone was cold towards the Regenr; yet 


through the pc rſwaſions, and by the mediation of their honoruble. 


friends, an enteruicw to reviue their fricnd{hip was procured, and 
S. Omers was the place appointed tor that purpoſe. Bur when they 
both had made their entrance into that Towne: The Duke of Be4- 
ford, becauſe he was Regent, and the fonne, brother, ang Vncle 
vntoKings, expected the prioritic of viſitation by che Duke: but 
he, becauſe he was the Lord and Soucraigne of that Towne, ſup- 
poſed that he ſhould be checked for diſhonorable baſeneſlc, if hee 
{hould firſt repaire to the Regents lodging. T heſe conceirs tonch- 
ing their preheminence and ſuperioritie, were very likely ro gi- 
ſemper their humors, morethen formerly they had bcene. For 
the preuenting whereof, their friends endeuoured to perſwad? 
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| them both ro mcete together in ſome inditterent place. But the

of Honor to proclaime his manlike as, than(in the leaft meaſure) 
i1bour to ſhadow or to eclipſe them with Enuic or Difgrace. And 
tac there was no ſtronger an argument or proote of baſenefle and 
of cowardile, than ro inſult ouer the dead bodie of him ; who 
(whileſt he tued) was amiable and courteous in time of Peace, but 
bold and terrible in Armes. 

T he deathof chis renowned Prince was the cauſe of infinite 
aiterations and changes within the Kingdome of Frence, and clle- 


' where. Foratter his death, Richard Duke of Yorke was made Re- 


gent, againſt the liking and good will of Ea»and Duke of Somerſet, 
con{in tothe King; who (tor himſelfe) inwardly atlected that au-

T hertreacherous Citie of Par:s alſo, and manic other Townes, 
Cait'es, and Fcrts, rebelltouſly yeelded rhemſelues, and wholly 
became French, And not onely lo: bur villanouſly they murared, 


| tzunted, and ſcoffed rhe E22/iſh Nation; whom(ia outward {hew,

and with taire words) they ſeemed, not long betore, to honor, and 
extraordinarily to reſpect. | 

Fhe Normans allo reuolted, and tyrannized over the Fnghſh- 
men; whome with the Sword, and by a thouſand meanes, racy 


— 


conſumed, vnrill (by the {laughter of fue thouſand of their com- | 


pantzs) they were ſubdued by the Lord Tulbo;,the Lord Scates, Sir 
Thom.ts Kyrie!, and by ſome orhers. 

\V hen Pars, Saint Dennys, Saint Gormans in Zey, and manic 
more Cities and Fownes were loſt ; the new Regent, with eight 
thouſand fouldiors, landed at Harflew; and trom thence came to 
the Citio of Roan : where his Preſidents for Tuſtice were much 
24mired and commcndcd. But in the whole courſe of his Go- 
vernment he effected nothing elſe ro be wondered at ; by reaſon 
that the Duke of Sommer/ers ſecret grudgings hindered thoſe Ex- 
peditions, which might hauc made him famous,and his Countrey 
fortunate and h1ppic. - 

The reuolted Duke of Burgoine (who not long before had 
falihed his Oath and Promiſe to King Hare, and to his Fa- 


' ther) pretending a ri2htfull Title vnto the Towne of Catice ; 
| belieged it with an Armie, which conliſted of fortic thouſand 
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T his Towne was newly firengthened wich manie hundreds of 
braue ſouldiors; who by Henrie, Earle of. Mortayne , and by the 
Lord of Commoys, from England were brought thither. T he Duke 
attempted to winne the T owne by three terrible aſſaults : but he 
wasa great loſer by them all: And the incredible ftrengrh of the 
place, and of his cnemies , deprived him vtterly of all hope to 
winne it by any other meanes,than onely by Famine and ſcartitic 
of foode. Bur that courſe he was notable to purſue z becauſe the 
Exzliſh Nauie was Maſter of the Sea. But yet to ſhut vp the Ha- 
uen, and then for a while to attempt whar mighr bee done; hee 
preparcd tourc great Hulkes,and hlled them with ſquare and maf- 
[te (tones, ſemented and joyned cloſe together with Iron and with 
Lead, becauſe they ſhould (asa Rock) remayne together, and nor 
be beaten in ſunder by the Sea. But lo vnskilfull were they, who 
had the charge to linke them, that they miſſed the Channel! : So 
that when the water was atan ebbe, the ſhippes laydrie, and were 
by the Caticianstorne all abroad : and the Stones and Timber be- 
ing taken in, ſerued for the prouiſion and tortifications of the 
Towne. 2 

The Dukes T he Dukealſo built a ſtrong B:/fyle, which he furniſhed with 
Baftyle rake? | foure hundred fighting men: Which, though for a few dayes ic

byieEng%Þ | prejudiced the belicged, yet it did them no memorable harme. | 
For (not loag after it was erected) certaine T roupes of horſemen | 
iſſued outof the Towne, who fought proudly with the Dukes 
Forces : and in the mean time the Ba/?yle was aflaulted and wonne 
by others ; who tooke all ſuch priſoners as were not flaine there- 
| | in, burned the Fort, and returned (with verie little loſle) into the 
| Towne. 
The D#eof | TheDuke of Bur zone (who leemed much to. rejoyce, becauſe 
Burgoine fly- | the Proteor had promiſed ro attempr the rayſing of the Siege 
th m che | within fewdayes) made great preparations to withſtand it. But 
night, | being ſurprized with a ſuddaine feare,to be ſwallowed vp berwixt 


the Enzlh Armieand the Towne, he remoued from thence in the 
| night; leauing to the Protetor ( who landed with his companies 
the day before) all his Tents, Ordnance, Armour,and Prouilions, 

being of great worth. | 
T he Protector (who brought with him thither five and twentic 
thouſand men) entred into the Dukes Countries of Elanders and 
Arthos : where he {]ew, burnr, ranſacked, and wonne rich bootics 
at his owne pleaſure. And (withoutreliſtance) he returned vnto 
Calice; and (with ſuch ſuperfluities as he had gotten) abundantly 
and plentitully he ſupplycd itwith all things which they wanted : 
and 
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and then hee returned into England ; where hee found the State 
much troubled. For /ames che tirit, being King of Scots (torgerting 

uite che manifold fauors and Princely education, which, being a 
priſoner, he tound within the Kingdome of Engiand) with thirtic 
chouſand men had (tor manie weekes) belieged the Cattle of Ko/- 
borouzh : which was vaitantly detended by Sir Ralph Grey. Bur 
the Earle of Norrhumberland (as hee was appointed) prepared to 
gine him battaile, and to remoue the Siege. Whereof when notice 
was giuen to the Scottiſh Armie,they remoued,and fled with extra- 
ordinarie {peed into cheir owne Countrey. 

Abour the ſame time died Queene Katherine, mother to the 
King: who, atter her husbands death (tancying more her owne 
plcalureand contentment, than the ſupporting of her high and 
honorable cliare) marricd a goodly Gentleman, named Owen Tw- 


* thy : who (though his meanes were but ſmall) yet was hediſcen- 


ded from Cadwallader,the laſt King of the Britons: And by her hee 
had itlue two ſonnes, balte brothers to the King ; that is to ſay, 
Edmund, and 1:ſpar . I his Edmund was (by King Henrte) created 
Earicof Richmond; and tooke to wite the Ladie Marearet, ſole 
Daughter and Heire vnto /04# Duke of Somerſet; and begot on 
her King AHenrie the ſcuenth . And 1:/ar was created Earle of 
Pembroke. 

Likewiſe, the Ladie 72quet (iiſter vnto the Earle of Saint Paxie, 
any Duchcſle Dowager to /0bz Duke of Bedford, the late Regent 
ot Fraxce) contrarie to her friends liking (yer to pleaſe her cite) 
married a gallant Gentleman (who was much inferiour to her c- 
ſtare) named Sir Richard iVooduyle : whome (atterwards) the King 
made Baron Ryzers, and then Earle K7wers : And by him (amorig 
manieother cÞ'ldren) {he had iſſue El/:z4berh; who was (after) the 
wife of King Edward the fourth ; and was mother ro the Ladic 
Elizabeth , whome King #enrre the ſcucnth eſpouſcd and tooke 
to wife. | 

Ic plcaſed the Kings Councell of this Realme to diſcharge #- 
chard, Duke of Yorke, of his Regencic in France; and to eſtabliſh 
the Earle of Warwikein bisplace. Who embarked bimlelte ſeucn 
times, before hc could ct one foot in Vormandze. Burt (atlalt) his 
irrivall was fortunate and happie. And having intelligence, that 
the Duke of Burgome, with renne thouſand men, lay Rrongly cn- 
trenched before Crotoy ; hee ſent the Lords Talbot and Fawcon- 
bridge, Sir Thom:s Kyriell, and manie other valiant Captaines,with 
flue thouſand Enzl/hmen, to rayle that Siege. But the Duke (tea- 


ring with his double number to encounter with his enemies) fled 
| with 
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with his whole Armie vato _Abberyle. From whence hee being | 


eagerly purſued, and hourely darcd ro make a ftand, and to play 
the man; he poltcd vnto A4mrens: where the Englyhmen(who dat- 
ly buntcd atter him) tound him and his companies ſtrongly en- 
cloſed within the walls. But becauſe he played the coward, and 
would not fighr,the Lord Talbot cntred into Picardie and Arihors: 
where (vnrelilted) he waſted and conſumed the whole Countrey 
(the walled Townes, Caſtles, and Forts onely excepted) and en- 
riched all bis Armie with Carrell, Money, Plate, and many other 
things of great worth and value. 

Sir Thomas Kyriel alſo ſurprized the Dukes Carriages and his 
Ordnance : all which booties were brought vnto Crotoy, with as 
much victuals as would maincaine tix hundred men for ene whole 
ycare. And allthereſiduc of thoſe ſpoylcs he ſent to the Earleot 
[Varwike ; which abundantly ſupplycd his great wants. 

T he Earle of Mortayne, ſonne to Eimund Duke of Somerſet, by 
violent aſſaults tooke the Caltleof Saiat Auyan in Mae, and flew 
therein three hundred Scots, and hanged all the Frenchmen whom 
he found there; becauſe (hauing once beene [worne to King Hen- 
rie )they reuolted,and became French. 

T hus Fortune cuerie day turned her Wheele , making him 
who yeſterday wonne much, to day to loſe all; and ſuddainely 
aduancing thoſe to great honour, whome former difaſters had 
made miſcrableand bare. But the Frenchmens T reaſons and T re- 
cherics daily betrayed more Cities, Townes, and CaſtJes, to the 
French King, than cither the Englehmen could hold by Policic, or 
paine by Strength. | 

And albeit that by reaſon thereof he comforted himſelfe; and 
proſperous ſuccelle accompanied mott of his Attempts : yet was 
he (on a ſuddaine) checked by the open Rebellion of his eldeſt 
ſonne, the Dolphin of Yyen: Who (being athited by the Dukes of 
Alanſon and of Burbon) viurped the Gouernment of France ; and 
by publike Edits divulged the inſ{uthciencie of his Father torule 
that Kingdome. 

T his Clowd threatened athrewd ftorme; and begat this Que- 
ſtion in his Father and in his Councellors of Statc : tether it were 
ve:ter to =ttempt the curmg of this Maladie by © mill Warve, and by let- 
ting of B'oud ; or by Diſcretion and by Pol'cie , without blowes ? Tho 
later Project being entertained publike Proclamations were made 
inthe French Kings Name; by which he prohibited all his ſubic&s 
(vpon the paines of death) ro yeeld anic ſubicion to the Yol- 
phins Commands, and pardoned all ſuch, as (by his perſuaſions) 

had 
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haddeuoted themſelues to his ſeruice. And moreouer, ſundric 
Letrers were written, diuers Mctlengers were ſent, and manic 
powerfull Mediators ſo preuayled,that the Dolphin, with his con- 
tederates, were quickly reconciled, and joytully receiued into the 
Kings fauour. 

Whilelt theſe vnnaturall broyles breathed freſh hopes into the 
Engl:þ Nation, that Pars might bee regayned 3 they prepared a 
grcat Armic for that purpoſe. But by meanes of the ſaid Recon- 
ciliation and Agrecment, thoſe rheir delignes were ſtrangled in 
their birth : their Armie was diſſolued ; and becing enforced to 
ſayle by a ſmailer Compas, they cndcuoured to eftc&t ſuch things 


as were proportionable to their ſtrength, and to win thoſe things 


which were within their reach, 
 Abovur the ſame time (the ground bcing couered with a thicke 


Snow, which was much hardened by a ſuddaine Froſt) 19hn Lord 


Cifferd (clothing himſelte and his followers all in white) paſſed in 
the night (caſon over the Ditcbes of Ponthows (which nor long be- 
fore was treacherouſly yeelded to the French King:) the Walls 
they ſcaled; entred in; flew the Watch ; wonne the Towne; kil- 
led the greater part of all the men found there; and rooke manie 
priſoners, which yeelded them good ranſomes ina thort time. 

T his bold Attempt ſo pathonately vexcd the French King, that 
(in his owne Perſon) he came before the Towne with agreat Ar- 
mic: with which, and with manie TI renches, Baſtyles, Forts, and 
Rampiers, bee compaſlcd it round abour, and gaue vnto it manic 
fierce aflaulrs. *Inail which he loſt much, and was {corned by the 
betteged. + , | 

And whilett be thus lay before the Towne, 8:cherd Beauchimpe, 


| Earleof i/arwite, and Regent of France, died ; and Richard, Duke 
| of Yorke, was the ſecond time made Regent ot that Kingdome. 
| Who(being accompanied with the Earle of 0x/07d,the Lord Bour-

chier Earle of Ewe, the Lord Talbet, and manic others ) rayſed a 
great Armie, repayred tothe Siege, and dared the French King in- 


| tothe field, Which he rctuſed: and leaving his Ordnance in the 


{trongeſt Baſtyle of Saint Martyn, which he bad eretted; he ray- 
{ed his Siege in the middefſt of the night, and went vnto Poy/y. 
But in the morning, when the Exe1/þ Armie perceiucd, that their 
enemies had Fcarctully abandoned the place, and had letr their 
Tents behinde them ; they poſſeſſed rhem with much joy, and 
found much riches, and ſtore of all proviſions, with which they 


| comforted themſelues and the Towne. And leaving there Sir 


Gerreſe Clifton , with 3 thouſand valiant men, to detend it, and 
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negleRing the Baſle, which neither could without much loſle be 
ſuddenly gotten, nor wasable to doc any harme : The Regent, 
with all his Companies, direed his tourney towards Pope : and 
being come thither, he ſet his Armie ina warlike maner; nothing 
doubting, but that the French King (whoſe ſirength was much in- 
creaſed, by the repaire of the chicteft Lords, and gallantrieof 
France) would have anſwered him, in the open field; but hee kept 
himſclfe cloſe within the Towne, In ſo much that when the Re- 
gent perceiued that no bold bragging, nor ſcornefull tauntings, 
could moue. his patience, nor make him valiant : Hee left him 
there, and by caſte Marches he came to Roar. 

T he French King, as ſoone as hee heard that the Engl;/b Armic 
was ſo farre off, entred intoa ſerious confideration of his eſtate. 
And (bcing mindtull that the Parifans, by often ſcandals, had 
reproued his faint heart) and that the T owne of Powthoys was 
an euill enemie ro that Citie: Toregaine his reputation and Ho- + 
nor, by winning of that Towne, he vicd extraordinarie expediti- 
on, and with a puiſant Armie hee beſieged it roundabout : And * 
(becauſc hee feared, leaft ſmall delayes might depriue him of his 
hopes) he aſſauked it,almoſt euery houre,and loſt before it aboue 
three thouſand men. Burt in the end he wonne the Towne, and 
ſlaughtered foure hundred Engl/hmen; the reſt ofthem were ta- 
ken Priſoners, and ordered according to the French Kings will. 
And when he had thus preuailed, diuers other Cities and rownes 
(grcedily embracing all reportes of their Kings valour) treacher- 
ouſly rcuolted, and became French. 

Naturalifts have taught vs,that when two Lions have by Com- 
bate tired themſelnes, they doe depart proudly each from the 0- 


ther, ncither ofthem ſceming to yeeldz and both ofthem expreſ- | 
ſing many lignes of much triumph. And our Hiſtories doereport, 


that both King Henri, and King Charles, being wearied with the 
infinite vexation of thcir Warres, and with their daily travailes, ; 
ſeemed both of them to be Conquerours: yet were they both ca- 
lily perſwaded to harken to ſuch indifterent motions tor a T ruce; 
as were propoſed by their friends. For this conference, Cadice 
was appointed the place to meete in, which Towne waschoſen 
before any other, becauſe Charles the noble Duke of Orleance (who 
cuer (ince the Battaile of Agenconrt, had continucd a Priſoner in 


Enzland) wasto bee conueicd over, thar {for his Ranſome of |. 


three hundred thouſand Crownes if ir could be gotren) he might 


be enlarged and ſer free. The Ambaſſadours which mer there a- | 


bout this bulineſle, conſulted oftentimes, butar length they ad- |, 


| 


tourned 
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iourned thoſe negotiations vntill ſome other time, becauſe the de- 
mands of King Aenrie were thought to bee vnreaſonable in three 
points- 


7ſt, in regard of the ouer-great ſumme of Money ,which 
was demanded for the Dukes Ranſome, 

Secondly, for that the peaceable, and the quiet poſſe- 
ſoon of the whole and entire Dutchies of Aquitaine , and of 
Normandie, was required, and to bee muyed freely, without 
any acknowledgement of Homage , or of Soueratontie of the 
(rowne of France. 


And thirdly, becauſe the ſurrendring and yeelding Þp in- 


| to King Henries hands ,was vrged of all ſuch Cities townes, 


Caſtles Forts and Territories in France, as the Engliſh Na- 
tion had eniozed, at any time within the ſpace of thirtie yeares 
then last paſt. | 


Yet {nor long afcer this meeting was diſſolued } Phil/p Duke of 
Burzoine, pitying the cnthrals cliate of the Duke of Orleance, and 
remembring oh» his tather, had cruelly murdered Lewys the ta- 

rherot the (aid Duke: paide his Ranſome,and (at his own charge) 
cranſported him, with honourable attendance into France, 


: -YVarrcs, with which they intended to diſturbe the Peace otthe |

| Troopes, which were ſeueraliy commanded by himfelte, by the ' 
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Juchic of Norman4die ) divided all his Companies into toure 


Duke of Sommer/et, by Robert Lord Willoughby, and by 1obn Lord 
Talbot, All thelc / in {cucrallplaces) invaded the Þ crritories of 
France and of Britaize ; and preuaiied cuery where : {auing at rhe 
Towne of Deepe, which though they Jong belieged, yer was it 
cleared inthe end. And inthe meanc time the French King with 
his Sonne the Dolp/in of Yen, with the Baſtard of 0rleaxce, lurna- 
med the Lord Dumoys, cntred into «_{qaitameand Guyan, with an 
Armiec of threeſcore thouſand men, and receiucd many Caſtles, 
Townes and Cities into their hands:which voluntarily,and with- 
out blowes were yecided vnto them , but they were notlong in- 
ioyed,Forthe French Armie (being very great; and pinched with 
extreame Famine and divers wants) was broken vp. Andimme- 


| diarly after their departureinto Fraxce, the Engliſhmen recouecred

T his yeare the Counteſle of Coming in Gayer, died without 


| likewiſethe Earle of Arminacke pretended himſelfe to be her next 
| heire. Andto ſtrengthen himſelfe the better to gaine his right, he 


offered his Daughter in marriage to King Henrze, with the gitt of 


much money, and with the ſurrendring into his hands, of all ſach 


| Territoriesand poſſefsions withinthe Duchie of Aquitarzes and 
' Guyenas (either by Conqueſt, or by diſcent) did belong vnto him. 


T his offer was willingly hcarkned vnto, and accepred by the 


| King, who(by his Ambaſſadors) was publikly offered to the ſaid

: 2 T .” Thegrieued compathon , which forraine Princes tooke vpon Cc 
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the lamentable diftreſſe of poore Frarce, becauſe the bloud of 
Chriſtians was ſo vameaſurably and ſo vamercifully ſhed in thoſe 
warres, incited them ro mediate both theſe Kings to make a 
friendly peace : which was not effected according to their ende- 
vours and deſires, bur a truce only was concluded for cighteene 
moncths : In the handling whereof, the Earle of Suffolke (not war- 
ranted by his Commiſhon, nor making his aflociates acquainted 
with his purpoſe) lollicired a mariage betwixt his Lord and ma- 
ſer King Henry, and the Lady Mrgret colento the French King, 
and daughter vnto Reyzer Duke of Azzeviv, being the titularie 


King of Szualie, Neples, and leru/alers. With her hee made no de-" 


mand for any money, becauſe her facher was bur poore z nay, 
(which was much worſe) hee conſented, thar if che ſaid mariage 
might be cft=ted, King -»ry ſhould treely and trankly releaſe 
vnto her father all his right and ritle to the ſaid Dutchic of 4»: 
geow, and tothe Country of Mayne. 

Thc Lords of France were quickly wonne to hearken tathis 
motion, and King Henry was glad atthe heart that he ſhould hauc 
for his wife ſuch a faire and frelh Lady, as the Earle of Suffolke- 
could neucr praiſe enough. Butthe ProteRor ſtrongly oppoſed 
himſeltc againſt this match, terming herdeſcentto be bur Titula- 
rie, and vrging much the pouertie ot her farher;and told the King, 
that his honour and reputation would rccetue many ſcandals, it 
he ſhould rcie& the Earle of 1rminaks daughter, vato whom with 
alldue ceremonies he was publikely afed : and alſo, tharhis lofſe 
would belamentablc, if he releaſed his lawtull and tut title tothe 
Dutchic of 4»geow, and to the Country of Mayne, according to 
the Earle of Syfo/kes vnaduiſed offer. But all his reaſons (as tri- 
volous) werercietcd, and bis counſell was notcared for. But the 


| King, to gratifie and to pleaſe fuch of his Noble-men az therein 
' enclined themſelves to his humour, beſtowed oa them new Pig- 


nities and honours. For /4n Lord Holand (Earle of Huntiszuon ) 
was created Duke of Eveter, as his father had beene : FHnum/rey 
Earle of Stafford was made Duke of Backinsham : Henry Earle of 
IVarwicke was made Duke of !/arwicke, and the ſaid Earic of S:/- 
folke was created Marques of Saffo/ke. Which Marques (being 
yery honourably accompanicd with great troupes of Lords, La- 
dies,and other perſonages of great worth and honour) went richly 
provided into Frarce, and according to his candition, receiued 
the Ladv Maree: from the FrenchKing, and trom Reyner her fa- 
ther, and conucied her with great pompe and princely magnitt- 
cence into Enz/and, where (within few gaicsatter) [he was maried 
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ro the King, and crowned Queene. Now as the prefixed time 


for thetruce drew towards an end; {o King Hemry perceived, that 


this his new alliance with the Erench King promiſed him notany 
certaintie that it ſhould bc enlarged, or that he thould.haue peace. 
For in Frazce treſh ſupplies were hourely prouided to reuiue the 
former warre, and euery day offered cuident demonſtrations, that 
nothing was more tov be expected then blowes. Wherefore to 
encounter thoſe preparations with the like prouilions, the King 
aſſembled his high Court of Parlament : in which the Marques 
of Suffolke (in a powertull, glozing, and redious Oration) extolled 
his owne dclerts aboue the skies,as well in bis ſeruice in the Frexch 


_ warres, a5alloin mouing and in concluding the late truce, and the 


Kings mariage. Healſy admoniſhed his Highnefle, and the two 
houles rhereaſſembled, what preparations tor warre were made 
in France, and how behocuchall ir was forthe King to doe the 
like. And vpon this motion (proceeding fiom his haughtie pride 
and ambitious minde) the whole alſemblie became humble ſuters 


co his Mateftic, that not only his ſaid admonition and aduice, but | 


alſoall his ſaid former ſeruices and doings, might in moſt ample 
ſort be regittred among the Rolles of Parhamenr, for the perperu- 
allizing of his honour ang of his name : which with wonderfull 


applauſe was conſented vnto ; and fhortly after he was created: 


Duke of Suffoike. Yer tor all this, betore many yeares were expi; 
red, he waz inthe ſame place acculed, conuicted, and condemned 
tor ſundric tr caſons, miſprilions, and offences ; for which he was 


exiled, taken, and without law pur to death, as hereafter wee | 


{hall ſce. 

Such is the continuall vncertainrie, and the aſlurcd inſtabilitic 
of worldly glorie, and the vanitie thereof; that when men doc 
imaginc, that they doe {c urely ileepe on the bed of honour, then 
15 their reſt moſt diſeaſefu I, and their ſoundeſt fleepe is but an vn- 
quier ſlumber,troubled with tearetull and itrange dreames; rather 
intormingthem of approching dangers.then afſertainingthem of 
the long continuance of that ſuppoſed telicitic, which ſo vnmea- 
ſurably they doedelire. 

It will be worthie of our labour, in this place to obſerve, that 
from henceforth the aftaires of France proceeded worle & w orle 
ſorbar within f-w yeares that whole kingdome, with the Duchics 
of 4quitzzne and Nermanie, were viterly loſt, The cauſes of 
which misfortunes are principally noted to be thele. 

1. Thehrſt was, the releaſement of Zewys rhe noble Duke of 
Orleance for his ranſome. For his wildome inttruted rhe weake

Counſell of France. His perſwalions reconciled all ſuch jarres as 
were toGtoo common amopg the Nobllitic of France : and his va- 
[our was pur into execution with ſuch excellencic of diſcretion, 
that by his example the French cowards became valiant. 

2. Theſegond was this vnhappie and this vnfortunatemari- 

age berwixt the King and his Queene : for by meancs thercot the 
Earle of 4rminake, his kinſmen, and his friends, became mortall 
encmiesto the Englith Nation, hating them for their Kings fake, 
becaule he had vafaichfully forſaken his afhied wife. And beſides 
char, the King bad not one penny with the Queene for her mari- 
age portion z bur ſpcnt on her many thouland pounds before 
hee emioyed her as his wite. And by this match alſo the King 
did noc itrengthen bimſelte with any new friends : for her ta- 
therspenuric and wants cniorced him toliue almoſt as a priuate 
man. 
3- Thirdly, the releaſement of King Henries right to bis Dn- 
chie of Angeow, and to the Country of Mayne, which bordered 
vpon Normanaie, ſo weakned the Kings Army 1n that Province, 
chat ſhortly after he was driuen out and expulled from that Du- 
chie, and all Aquitazze by reaſon thereof was quiteloſt. 

4. The fourth was the guiitlefſe death and murder of the 
molt noble and good Duke of Glocefter, whole adnice and counſel! 
werethe ({inewes of thoſe watres. - 

5. Tortheſc aiſo may bee added the diucrs diſpoſitions and 
qualities of the Kingand ottae Quzeene. For King Henry was ex- 
ceeding milde, courteous, and genric,paticntin all aducr(ities,mo- 
deratc in proſperttic, a deſpiſer ot couctouſneſle, an hater of op- 
preſhon, a louer of quietnetle and of peace. Heeloathed warres, 
and the toilcand troubles of rhe world : hce ſpent much time in 
hisprivate ſtudies, and in his religious exerciſcs vnto God. Hee 
was not delirous ro meddle mach with publike attarres, nor with 
the goucrnment of his kingdome. He delired notto revenge any 
wrong which was done vnto him. He was more mercitull co ſuch 
as tranſgreſſced, then willing tocxtcnd the rigour of tultice again(t 
ſuch as had offended his lawes: yea, {o little reſpettulil was hee of 
his owne greatnclle, and of his knightly dignitie and honour, (in 
regard of his ſoules health) that hee loued rather ro beruled then 
togouerncasa King. | 

Burt the young Quceene (who was faire and beautifull, ſtrong 
and luftic, proud and baughtie, ſtout and reuengetvull, crafrie and 
politicke) was not well pleaſed with the ſoft nature and flexible 
diſpoſition of the King : neither could her ambitious ſpirit endure, 
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that he being morethen of full yearcs,ſhould (as a pupill) be rnled 
and direRted by another man. Being therefore clearely reſolued 
ro diſmiſſe the Duke of Glocefter of his Proteorſhip and com- 
mand, and making a publike ſhew of her inward intention to ſup- | 
plie his place, ſhee was encouraged and furthered therein by her 
truſtie friends the Duke of Buck:ngham and the Duke of Suffolke, 
who (by the ſecret inſtigation of the rich Cardinall of Wincheſter, 
and of the Archbiſhop of Yorke, who mortally hated the Prote- 
or) not only remoued him from his place, bur called him toa 
ſtrit account for the expence of the treaſure- of this kingdome : 
which juſtly and honeſtly was disburſed by him, for the mainte- 
nance and furthering ot the French warres. 

And when they percciued that they were vnable by that courſe 
and praQtiſe to attaine vnto their purpoſe, they procured the 
Queene (in the Kings name) to aſſemble his high Court of Parlia- 
ment at Burye, where the ſaid Duke ({urnamcd for his ſurpaſſing 
and heroicall vertues, with which he was adorned, The good Duke | 
of Gloceſter ) was attached, and aygeſted for high treaſon, and com- | 
mitted vnto priſon: and the next Gay he was found dead & breath- 
lefle in his bed, being cruelly and inhumanely murdered, withour 
doubt. Aﬀoone as he was thus diſpatched out of the way, Richard 
Duke of Torke (ecretly conſpired with his great allies and truftic 
friends, to ſet on foot his title to the Crowne. And likewiſe the 
Duke of S»ffolke (who with the Queene ruled all the roſt) reſpe- 
Red more his owne profir,then the benefit ofthe common-weale, 
and vſed ſundrie deviſes and cunning praftiſes to opprefle the | 
people, that with their coine he might fill vp his owne purſe. By 
meanes whereof, no prouilion of money was made for the ſvp- 
porting of the Kings warres in Frexce ; no Armie was newly raiſed 
roalhſt ſuch as were then abroad ; no wages wete paid to ſouldi- 
ers,or vnto Captaines: which made them diſcontentedly ro mur- 
mure. Neither was the Kings Counſell of Eſtate ſufficiently able 
to rule and todireRt as was needfull and neceſſarie for the Kings 
profit at home, or for his honour or aduantageabroad. 

Before the laſt prefixed time of truce was ended, Sir Frances Sur- 
rayne (an Arragonoys, but a Captaine over fome Engliſh troupes) 
by a ſudden ſurpriſallin the night, trooke the Towne of Foweyers, 
which ſtanding in the fronticr of Normendie_, belonged to the 
Duke of Brztarne, where hee flew the inhabitants, and rifled all 
at his pleaſure : for which no recompence-was yeelded to the 
Duke ; for hee was anſwered, that the fa& was committed by a 
private Captaine , without the conſent of the King , or of the 
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Duke of Semerſet, who was then Regent or Licu-tenant of the 
Duchy of Normenay,in which the ſaid Sarraynear that time liucd. 

T he Frenchmen likewilc, by the ſubtile policic of a Waggoner, 
(who with his Cart topped the Draw-bridge vncill they were cn- 
tred with their Companies) tooke from the Englin/hmen the town 
of Pont-larch, hich 1s diſtant from Roan about twelue miles, and 
1s the kay of entrance from France ouer the River of Sox into 
Norm.asie, whercthe Englyhmen were (lain withour pitic or com- 
pathon: and rhe goods and ſubſtance ofthe Inhabiraars was taken 
away in like ſort, as it was done at Forgyers, 

Thus was the Truce violated on both Parts : And thus were 
taoſc bloudie watres renewed , which were daily fed with the 
{laughrers of the braveit,and of rhe mott valiantmen. T he French 
King (pcrceiuving that the Eng/s/1mew were not now as puilantin 
raole Countries, as chey had becne in former times : and being 
minded to hold fait his good Fortune, which drew him by the 
hand into great hope of proſperous ſucceſle) divided his huge Ar- 
mic into three parts, with which in tew daies he tookethe rownes 
of Lonyers, Gerbory, and Yernoyle. T he Inhabitants alſoof Con- 


| ſtance, Gyſours, Caſtle, Gaytlard, Ponteau-du mere,sS.Loy, Feſampe,and 


many others in Normanaze, and in Guyan, who were ſwayed by 
their Garriſons, ſurrendred themſelues into his hands. T he Duke

Gloce5ter lived, and did afsift them) knew not whatcourſe was beſt 
to be taken, and they were the more perplexed in thoſe affaires, 
by meanes ofa lewd and dangerous Rebellion, which (at the ſame 
time) bapned in Jrelard, For the [pcedie ſuppreſfsing whereof, 
King Henrie was conſiraincd to tranſport the Duke of Yorke with 
an Armie thither.. In which ſcruicc he ſo ſuccetletuliy prenailed, 
thar hee not only appeaſcd that tumulr, but (by his wifedome, 
courtefie, and valour) wonne the fauour, and the hearticloue of 


that Nation. 
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T his Expedition much hindred the Kings preparations on he 
detence of his Duchic of Normanade ; yer he lentthither Sir 7h0- 
m4 Kyriel, aprudent,and a valiant man, accompanied with four- 
tecne hundred Souldicrs, who ( with ſo {mall a handtull ) did as 
much as could inrca/on bee expected. For hee recouered divers 
T ownes and Caltles, which had bcene loſt: And (had his ftrength 
conlilted of a greater number) hee would afluredly by his valour, 
have performed much more. 

T his worthic Captainc, finding himſclfe to be too weake, to 
encounter many thou ſands of kis Encmies, *Vnited his forces 
with Matthew Gonzh, Sir Henrie Norbery, Sir Robert Yere, and {ure 
othcrs: So thartheir Armicconlilted of fiue thouſand approued 
valiant men,all which (with havghrie courageand reſolued minds 
to winne honour) encountred with an Armic of [cuen thouſand

louſly and reprochtully of rhe Queene, and of hcr goucrnment : 
and ſome of them wickedly rebelled, making a turbulent mate

puttodearh, and the reſt of them receiucd friendly admonition, 
and the Kings gratious pardon. | 

The King and Queenc intending to reconcile all diſcords, and 
rogiue ſome better contentment torhe Commons, held a Parlia- 
ment at LZezce/ter, But thcir purpole failed them : for the lower 
houſe inftantly importuned the King thar iuſtice might be done 
vpon the Duke of Suffo/ke, and allo vpon his aſſociating Conſpira- 
tors, James Fynes Lord Say and Lord T rcaſurer of England, 1ohn 
Biſhop of S{z5barze, and vpon ſomeorhers.

\ hileſt theſe things were thus in handling, the Duke of Yorke 
(albcit reftant in 1r:lan4)ſollicited and procured his allies & friends

ally deſcended from Philip the daughter and heirc of George Duke 
OiCiarence,who was the elder brother of 794» of Gaunt great grand- 
facher to King Henry the {1xth.

Bur before hee came varo 
him, by mellengers be informed him, that hee intended notany 
hurt againlt his Royall Pcrſon, but would diſplace and pun:{h 
ſome othis cuill Counſellors, who werehis natterers, and partiall 
ro their owne triends, bitter co their enemies, enrichers ot them- 
ſelues, oppreſlors of the common pcople, greedie of too much 
honour, and who for rewards corruptly ordeted (orrather diſor- 
dered) all thingsas they plealed.

Thus was this caitiffe deftroicd, and 
thus was this commotionappeaſed, which threatned deſtrution 
to the King and Common-weale. 

Such of the Nobilitie, and ſuch of the Commons, as could no 


tonger endure or digeſt the cuill government of the Queene, and | 


of her adherents, aduerriſcd the Duke of Torke (who remained in 
treland; that a Parliament was necreat hand, and praicd him to 
conſider what was fitteſt ro be done for the redreſle thercof, and 
for his owne good. Whereupon he left his depuration in /relard, 
and returned home, and openly confcrred with his beſt friends, 
Tohn Duke of Norfolke, Thomas Courtney Earle of Denonſhire, Ri- 
chard Earle of Salxsburie, Richard Neuil his ſonne Earle of !Var- 
wicke, Edward Brooke T,ord Cobham, and with divers others, how 
and by what mcanes he might ſoberly, without viurpation,or trea- 
ſon, ſer forth his right and title ro the Crowne. 

After this matterhad beene long debated, it was concluded, 
that the Duke of YTorke ſhould raiſean Aimie, vnder prerence to 
remoue the Duke of Somer/et from the King and Queene, becauſe 
he ruled.them both, and the Common-wealc too : and acainſt 
himir was publikely alleged, that he was an oppreſſor ofthe peo- 
ple, adeceiuerofthe King, a ſecret friendto his enemies, a princi- 
pall occalion that Englend had loſt France, Normanaze, and Aq-1- 
taine, and had (by his manifold treacherics and treaſons) delcrued 
11l of the Prince, and of his Countrey. 


T he King alſo (fearing the worſt) raiſed another Armic ; but. 
being certified from the Duke of Yoke, that be intended nothing. 


againſt his royall perſon, nor againſt his State, buronely craucd 
that in a Parliament the Duke of Semerſet might receiuc his triall, 
he committed the ſaid Duke(for a ſhew only) to the Tower : and 


thereupon the Duke of Yorke (expetting fitter opportunitic) dil ! 
' folued his Armie, and priuatcly repaired tothe King, where(con- 


trary to his expeCation) hee met with the Duke of Somer/cr, who 
accuſed him of treaſon, for that (without the Kings leauc or com- 
mandement) he had raiſed an Armie, with which he intended ro 


| have murdered the King, and to makc himſelfethe inberitor and 


poſſcfſor of his Crowne. And though the Kingsicaloutie (being 
grounded vpon ſtrong preſumptions that ir was true) cauſed the 
King to deraincand kceepe the Duke of Yorke as a priſoner, yet 
within few daies after he was enlarged, becauſe it ſeemed vnlikely 
ro the Kings Counſel], that his aime was direQed tothe Crowne, 
ſceing that (without compulſion) he had diflolued his Armie vp- 
onthe Duke of Somerſers commitment vnto priſon, when he was 
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ſtrong enough to have made his partic good againſt the King by 
force of Armes in the open field.

theſ= noble and powertull friends, he cauſed the Duke of Somerſet 

to bearrcited ot high treaſon in the Queens great Chamber, from 

whence he was drawen and conueicd to the Tower : and ſhortly 

after in the Parliament the Duke of Yorke accuſed him ot all choſe 
reaſons which are formerly mentioned. 

Buc becauſerhe King indeed tell (icke,or fained himſelte(forthe 
Dukcs good) to be diſcaſed, the Parliament was ſuddenly adiovur- 
ned, andthe King by many proteſtations faithfully promiſed, rhat 
he ſhould anſwer thoſe acculations at ſome other time. But with- 
in few daicsafter hee was not onely by the Queene ſet atliberrtie, 
but was graced with the Kings eſpeciall and publike fauour, and 
was made chicte Captaine of the Towne and Caftlcot Caice_, 
whcreat the Nobilitie & the common pcople grudged much, and 
exclaimed vpon the vniuſt proceedings of the Kingand Queene. 

The Duke of Torkeand his aſſociates ſuppoling that their pro- 
ic& wouid ſtill becrofſed ifrhey remained quiet, & expected faire 
proccedings againſt the Duke of Somerſet by the ordinatie courſe 
of Law ; reſolucd once againe to ſhew themſelues with an Armie 
in the field,and by open watre notonly ro reuenge themſelues vp- 
on their enemies, but alſo to ſettle the Crowne vpon the Duke of 
Yorkes head. For which purpoſe they raiſcd a puiſlant Armic with- 
inthe Marches of ales, and confidently direRted their march to- 
wards the Ciric of Zonapp. 

The King and his Counſel! fearing leſt the Duke of Yorke and 
his complices would tinde roo many tricnds1f they came thither, 
met them with another Armie at S. 4/6ons : and betwixt them a 
doubttull and a bloudic batraile was fought, from which the Duke 
of Buckingham, and [ames Butler Earle of Ormoxdand of IWiſhire>, 


| fled : and Edmund Duke of _—— Heary the ſecond Earle of 


Northumberland, Humfrey Earle of Stafford, ſonneand hcire to the 
Duke of Buckinghm, 10hn Lord Clifford,and more then cight thou- 
ſand Lords, Knights, Gentlemen, and common ſouldicrs, were 
ſlaine on the Kings part,and the King himſclte was taken priſoner 
and brought ro the Duke of Torke, 's 


Andalbeit hee might then have put him to death, and by that | 


meanes might quietly haue poſſeſſed himſelte of che Crowne, yet 
becauſe his riling in Armes pretended none other thing bur the 


| reformingof ſomegreat abuſes inthe Common-weale, hee reuc- | 


renced him with all dutie, & broughthim with great honour vnto 
London,where he praied him toafſemble his high Court of Parlia- 
ment; which he did,& by that great Counſell & honorable cſtate 


| the Duke of Yorke was made ProteRor of the Kings royall perſon, 
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and of his Realme, the Earle of S4/:55urie was made Lord Chance- 
lorof England, and his fonne the Earle of Warwicke was made Cap- 
tainc of Clzce. 

And chus all the regiment of the ciuil eftate ofthis Common- 
wealc was ſettled in thote tormer two, and the difpoling of war- 
like affaires and buiine!le was conferred on the third. Inthe admi- 
nitration of which Oftces, they thewed no iniuftice, vſed no 
briberie, oppreſſed no man, were indifferent tothe poore and rich, 
and ordered all chings in a moſt commendable and praiſctul! talhi- 
on, to the good contentment of molt of the Nobilicie, Geairie, 
and Commons of this Reaime. 

Burt Humfrey Duke of Buckingham, who inthe batraile at $. 4l- 
bons had loſt his eldeſt ſonne ; and Henry Brauford the new Duke 
of Somerſet, who then ailo loft his father 3 with reuengetull 
mindes and inraged (pirits informed the Qucene, that this faire 
and glozing {hew was vied but as a fubuil mcane to {er the 
Crowne of Enzland vpon the Duke of Yorkes head : Thar the 
Kings life and his ſonnes was fecretly conlpired : T hat her vn- 
fortunate miſcries approched ncere vnto her : And thatall would 
bee ſtarke navghr, except the ſubtileic and cunning of thole 
three Lords were wittily preucnted, and their haughtie and am- 
birious ſtomackes were with force and violence ſubdued and bca- 
ten downe. 

Hereupon the Queene and they aſſembled a great Counſel! ar 
Greenwich, by the authoritie whereotthe Duke of Torkeand the 
Earle of Sa{i5burie were remoued from their government. This 
ſudden alteration bred many broiies inthe Common: weale. For 
the Er27/þ Merchants in London perceiving that the Common- 
weales goucrnment was vnlertled, quarrclled with the Yenetians 
and /tal:2ns whodweltamong them, and by their trading in mer- 
chandizing, and by their partimonte and ſparing waxed rich, and 
depriued them of their chicfeſt meanes to live, T hole ſtrangers 
they rifled and robbed : for which offence (not without much 
trouble and difficu'cie) the principall oFenders were correted or 
put to death. 

The Frenchmen alio being diuided into many warlike Fleetes, 
landed, robbed and burnt ſome Frontier Townes within this 
Realme. And the Sco7s (being condutted by mes their King)did 
much harme to the Duke of Yorkes Countrics in the North. 
Againt whom the Duke bimſelfe marched with a brave Armie, 
But rhe Scots (tearing the ſequell of their vnaduiled inuaſion) ſud- 
denly fled, and returned into their owne Countrey. 
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The Dneene T he Qaeene (who now ruled the King and almoſt all other 
asſſembleth | things at her pleaſurc) could not becontented vnrill the ſaid three 
wth rhe Tor- | oreat Lords (either by firength or poltcie) werecut off: yer out- 
kiſh Faction b - : . 

* | wardlyſhe ſeemed in ſome meaſure to aftetthem, and with her 
cheeretull countenance and ſmoothing words ſhee made them a 
littleto be credulous of her love.

King and Quecne. But bcing ſecretly informed by their friends, 
thar their deſtrution was necreat hand, the Duke of Yorke fled 
from thence into //ales, the Earle of Se/5burze to his owne Coun- 
trey, and his ſonne (the Earle of Warwicke) vnto Calle : and yet 
by their daily meſſengers and letters fent mutually the one to the 
other. New proiects were deuiſed and pur in practiſe thortly

the Lords were pleaſed, 1n friendly and in kinds fort ro me —_ 


co entertainc each other ; andall tarres and dilcontented kumours. 


were outwardly in words, bur not inwardly in heart ancile) 

and initruments in writing (tor tururc amitic and loue) were mu- 
ruaily ſubſcribed, fealed, and deliuercd. And tor the grearer t0- 
lemoincof this new friendinip, a rcligious procction was made 
thorow the Citic of London ; in which the Kings head was agor- 
nca with the {mpertall Crowne, and whereon the Duke of Yorke 
Often times looked with a fcornetuil cie. And one Lordot cither 
Faction marcacd rogcther hand in hand. The Duke of Yorke 
ie1d che Qu2ene, and wich oreat tamiliaritie and gracctuil honour 
fecmed to be higaly re pected and eftcemed by. her. The King 


likewiſe reioiced much at this Vnion : the Lords made owes of 


much applauding.: : and the multirude being ignorant that ſecret 
rancour was dawbed ouer with counter ieited dithmulation, <kip- 
ped, lcaped, and gaue great {nouts for toy. 

Bur wichin tew daies after ithapned, that vpona ſudden dcbare 
and falling out berwixr one ofthe Kings ſeruants and a gentleman 
belonging to the Earie of urwicke, an attray was made neerc vnto 
the Kings Court, in which the Kings {cruant was a 
wounded, and rhe other ficd. Hereupon the Yeomen of the 
Kings Gard with Ho: berds and Swords, and the $skui eric with 
Fits and Fork: I, a{laulred the Earle and his Followers a3 he cam 
from the Counſel Boord to take his Barge. Beewixtthem many 
a rude blow was gtuen, much bloud w: as the 1, butno main llaine. 

Th: Qucene, who was forward to picke a quarrel! to the Earic 
vpon.any {mall occalion,and knowing taat ina whirriebe w as pal 
[ed into Loxdon, gauc iituir command tor his apyrcheniton : 
COmmmttnent to the Tower. But by realon raac his ſec cret Fiend ids 
nad forewarned him tolooke vnto himſelte, hee poafted with al 
expedition into Yorkeſhre, where hee diſcouercd to his father and 
trorhe Puke of Torke, the great inturic and wrong which was done 
vnto him by the Kings ſeruants. .and the intention ofthe Queene, 
notwithſtand ng the late recortcilement and triend{hip which was

plainly diſcouered the proictt and the intention of his encmies, 
and aduiſcd him of the belt and chicteit meanes, how not oncly 


they might be re{tfied, bur driven to tac wort. And for this ſer- 
uice they were gently receiucd, and pardoned, and rewarded by 
the King. | | 

T he Duke and Earles being certified of their Renolts, beganne 
ro be diffident of their good ſuccetie:and not daring to fer vp their 
reit on the next daics hghr, they determined to expect another 
time, which might affoord them more ſuretic and better hopes. 


And taking aduantage by the darkneile of the night, they depar- 
ted from their Armie into {cuerail places : for the Duke with his 


younger ſonne Edmund Earle of Ratlana, retired into Wales, and 
trom thence they failed into /reland. T he other two(with Edward 
Eicot March, eldeſt ſonne to the Duke of Yorke) came into De. 
w6n/ ire, and being lately{hipped in Ex-mouth Haven, by the fa- 
uour and procurement of a worthy Gentieman named 1o4n Dyn- 
ham, they ſailed to Calzce, where (notwithſtanding their mistor- 
runes) they were recciued with much toy. 

TheKing (who reioiced much at theirdeparture) coaſted the 
Countries with multitudes of Horſemen to overtake them : bur 
all racirlabours were 10 vaine«For the preſent teare which al waics 
remained with them, gaue them wings to flie. Heailo pardoned 
the ordinarie ſouldiers of the Yorkjh Faction, which were forſa- 
ken by their chieteſt guides, and as ſheepe were expoſed to a 
laughter. But their Captaines who were deliuercd vp into the 
Kings hands, were exccuted in ſundry places within this Realme. 

Hee alſo proclaimed the ſaid Lords to be Arch-traitorsto him 
and ro his Kingdome, confiſcatcd their goods, offices, and their 
lands, committed the goucrnment of the Northerne parts to the 
Earle of Northumberland, & tothe Lord Clifford, his truſty friends, 
and made #emj the young Duke of Somerſet Captaine and chicte 
Commander ot his Townc and Caſtle of Catzice, and of the Mar- 
ches thereof; who ſailing thither witha purpoſe to take poſſeſhon 
ofthis new charge, and nor ſuſpeRing that his enemies were there, 
was on his firſt arriuall well beaten and battered with the great 
ſhot and ordinance which from the Caſtle plaied on him, and by 
thoſc meanes he was compelled to retire and to keepe off. 

The Queene hauing intelligence of this rude and vnkinde en- 
tertainment other new Captaine and great fauourite, reſolued to 
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ſend vnto him freth and new ſupplics : for which purpoſe ſome 
thips of the Nauic Royall were made read y within the Hauen of 
Jobs Dya- | Sandwich. Butthe betore-named 704 Dynham diſpoling himlclte 
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coall ſeruices which might ſupport the Torkshb Faction, and being 
turchered by rhe Mariners, who highly taudured and inwardly 
loucd the young and Juitic Prince Edward Earle of March, and be- 
ing g accompanied with many gallant ſpirits, and braue men, boor- 
ded rhe {id {hips a5 they lay therear anchor,tookrhc Lord. Ryucrs, 
who was appointed Admirall ro condutt them, and carried him 


and choſe thips to Ca'ce, from whence the Earle of /Varwicke ſailed - 


inthem into relanZs, md conicrred largely with the Duke of Yorke 
concerning thoſe attaires. But in his rerurne the Duke of Exeter 

being Admirzliot che Seas, and hauing mn his chargea warlike 
and a lirong Fleet, making no Goubr to have taken him, was much 
decciued : for his owne Mariners more adhercd to the Yorkiſh ta- 
cion then to the Kings, and ſhewcg themleiucs to bee excceding 
cold and ſparing in the performance of their duties, when neede 


required their leruice: {o that the Earle of /Varniche ewes back 


a2 24ine lately vnto Calice. 
Andnow the King vpon good advice afſembled his high Court 
of Parliament, in which hee cauſed all the Lords of thc Yorkiſh 
6 EE ro bee artainted of High Treaſon. And Icſt rhis 
Realme might be Ctiuurbed by heir inualion or ſecrer entrance, 
diucrs Captaines with their companies werciodgedin all Townes 
and Ports which care adioincd ro the Sea, and were the bet 
lixely piaces tor their landing. Sir Sm0p Menntfort likewiſe, who 
was arightworthicand a valiant Knight, hauing vader his charge 
diversof the Kings thips, was appointed to keepe ard to defend 
the Cinque-ports. | 
But nothing was goneinthe Kings Chamber, or many other 
Place of grearett {ecrecic or counſel, whercotthe ſaid Earles had 
not certaineand quicke intelligence at Caizce : wherefore thoy pro- 
uided, furniſhed, and firong'y! manned fuch of rhe Kings {hips as 
tormerly by the ſaid 19bn;Dynnam had beene brought tl thither, in 
which they failed and fafely arriucd within the Hauen of S4nd- 
wtch, and fuddenly ey rooke Sir Simen ZHoun!fort priſoner, van- 
quilhed rhe ik hens caricd away with them ſuch ofthe Kings 


| {hips 2St hey found there. And having recciued good !nteliige nce 


trom their tricnds, that nothing was more expected then their re- 
turne into England, ! they prepared tor their 1ourney, and arriucd 
the'ilecond time At $ -ndwich, and were within few daies alhited by 
the Lord Coghzm, and by many Gentlemen and braue ſouldicrs, 

in{omuch 
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| inſomuch that their kemnie conlilted of more then hae and ewenty 


thouſand men, with which they marched tuwards London. Bur 


| the Lord Scales was ſent againit rhnem with a ſmall companic to 
chat Cirie, to defend it, and to ſecure the King of the fidelitic of 
che Inhabiranrs thereof when time thould lerue. Bur the Lord 


Maior retuſed torecetue them, and told the Lord Scales that hee 

was abic enough (without his heipe or counlell) to keepe that Ci- 
ric, which by the King was commurred vato his charge ; whereat 
he was muci diſplcaled, and went to the Tower, trom which hce 
much wronged and damnifed the inhabitants of Lendew. 

The &1ing,to defend himſclte, and ro maſter his rebellious enc- 
m!es, being args with the Dukes of Somerſet and of Buc- 
engham, and maiy other Lords, Knights,Gentlemen,and a ftrong 
Armic; marched towards them, And though the King himfelle 
(for necethicics fake) was perſonally preſent, yet his minde and 
cogitations were more religiouſly benr to his praiers, and his de- 
fires affected nothing more then quictnefſe and peace. 

But the Qucene (whoſe heatt was manly, and whoſe anger 


_ threatned death) with ſouldier-l1ke termes and ſpecches cheared 


vp her followers, debaſed their enemies, promiſed rewards it they 
deſerucd well, and the ſeucreſt of all puniſhments to ſuch as fled. 

Atlength necre vnto the T owne of Northampton the two Ar- 
mics met : the Earlc of March being very frolicke, and in theheat 
and flower ot his youth, by the aduiceand counſel! __ Earle of 
IVarwicke, ordered his Armic for the batraile. The Qucene and 
heradherents did the |;ke. 

The fight quickly beganne, and h-rcely continued ſomewhat 
more then two houres : butat length the Earles became vi&aors, 
{l:w more then ten thouſand men on tne kings part,among which 
were Humfrey Duke of Buckinghamn, lehy Ti bat Earle of Shrewerhu- 
ric, Thomas Lord Egremont, lobhnV {count Bcamond, and man Y Q- 
hers. 

1 he Queene, with the Duke of Somer/et and divers others, ta- 
king with them the young Prince, fled into the Bilhopricke of Pur- 
ham, where they hoped to raiſe a new Armie, or reſo!ued (in de- 
fault thereof) to goe into Scotland, and to remaine there vntil! 
fortuneand their friends ſhould inablethem to recover what they 
had loſt. 

TheKing (who was left behinde) was taken priſoner, and con- 
ueicd by the Earles with great pompe and much honour, vnto 
London, and at their comming thithcr the Tower was deliuered 
into their poſſeſsion by the ſouldiers, againſt theliking and g00u 
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will ofthe Lord Scales, who attempted to fl.e from thence diſgui- 
ſedina Whirrie, Bur being diſcouered by the Water-men,he was 
by them taken, and made ({horter by the head, and his body was 
negligently left vpon the ſands. And Thomas Thorpe, the lecond 
Baron of the Exchequer, who mortally hated the houſe of Yorke, 
purpoling inthe habit of a Monke with a ſhauen Crowne, to flie | 
vnto the Queene, was taken, and brought tothe Earle of /ar- 


| wicke , who ſcent him to the Tower, where hee remained long 
| after. 


T he Duke of Torke being ſpeedily informed ofthis viftorie, left 
Ireland, and came to Londen, and procured a Parliament to beal- 


, ſembled in the Kings name: and inthe preſence ofall the Lords in 


the Vpper Houle, hee fate himielfe downe in the Imperiall Scat, 
andinancloquent and powerfull Oration hee diſcouered to the. 
Nobles his righttull claime and title to the Crowne ; he being the 


| ſonne and heireof 477e the daughter and heire of Roger Mortimer 


Earle of March, ſonne and heire to Philip the ſole daughter and 
heire of Lionel Duke of Clarence, the third ſonne of King Edward 
the Third, and elder brother to 19hn of Gaunt, who was father to | 
the Vſurper King Hemry the Fourth, who was father co King 


 Henrythe Fifth, who was father to the King who was vntruly na- | | 


medKing Henry the Sixth. _. 

He alſo related vnto them, that becauſe God bleſſed not his vn- 
lawfull gouernment, therefore the Common-weale of England 
had bcene plagued with many milchicfes : As firſt, by the murde- 
ring and by the executing of many honourable and great Lords. 
Secondly, by the {laughter of thouſands of the common people 
in Framce, Normanatc, and elſewhere, T hirdly,by ciuill and bloy- 
die warres at home. Fourthly, by the loſle of all Territories be- 
yond the Sea belonging to the Crowne of England, excepting Ca- 


lice and the Marches thereof. Fifthly, by ſudden incurſions made 
; by the Frenchmen and by the Scots, And laftly, by all manner of 


violence,cxtortion,and opprethon practiſed vpon the poorer ſort. 
Andin his concluſion hee craued no fauour, vnlcſle that iuſtice 
gaue them warrant ; nor quiet pofleſsion of the Crowne, except 
they found his deſcent and title to beinfallibly true. 

When the Lords and the Commons there aſſembled had with 
matnredeliberation and good aduice debated ſoundly of this im- 
portant bulineſſe, it was by them all enaRed, that K mg Henry 
ſhould fo long as heliued retaine the name and honour of a King, 
and thatthe Duke of Yorke ſhould be proclaimed to be the heire 
apparant of the Crowne, and ſhould be the Lord Proteftor both 
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of the Kings perſon, and alſo of his dominions and countries; and 
chat the ſaid Duke ſhould haue the preſent poſſeflicn ot the 
Crowne of this Realme deliucred vnto him, if ar anytime King 
Henry or hus friends, allies, or fauourites, in his bchalfe atrempred 
theinfringing of the ſaid Acts, which were agreed and confirmed 
by their oathes. 

T he Duke of Yorke having by theſe meanes gotten the gouern- 
mentot the Kings perſon, and of all his dominions into his hands, 
diſpatched his letrers into Scorland in the Kings name, requiring 
the Qucene, the Dukes of Somerſet and of Exeter, the Earle of De- 
wonſbire, the Lords Clifordand Roffe, and ſuch other great men as 


were fled, and remained in that Kingdome, to repaire with all ex- 


pedition to the Kings preſence. Bur they all not onely refuſedro 
obcy this peremprorie command, but with an Armie of eigh- 
teene thouſand Exgl/bmen & Scots they marched boldly towards 


| the Kings Court. 


Whereupon the Duke of Yorke, with his younger ſonne the 
Earle of Rutland, and the Earle of Salzburie, leauing theKing in 
the cultodic of the Duke of Vorfolke, and ofthe Earle of warwicke, 


and being accompanicd with no more then five thouſand men,di- 


rected his journey towards the Queene; ane met her neere to the 
Towneof Wakefield, where no perſwalions or good aduice could 
preuaile, bur the Duke of Yorke, who cuery houre cxpeRted the 
approch of Edward Earle of March, his eldeft ſonne, witha ſtrong 
Armie, would torth with fight; which vafortunately he did : for 
in lcficr timethen the ſpace of one houre, himſelte, with almoſt 
three thouſand of his companie were laine z and his younger 
ſonne, Edmund Earle of Rutland, being but twelue yeares old, knce- 
ling vpon h's knees, and defiring mercie, was cruclly and wicked! y 
ſtabbed ro the heart by rhe Lord Clifford, who horribly did (weare, 
that by tbat a@ he would be revenged for his fathers death. And 
the reſt ofthar ſmall Armie being diſcomforted,conftuſed}y ranne 
away.,and ſaucd chemſelues by flighr. 

TheQuecene, who had takenthe Earle of S{:5burie priſoner, 
cauſed His head to be ſtrickewoff, and executed many others, all 
whoſe heads (rodeſpight the York FaRtion) ſhe cauſed to be er 


vpon the walles of the Citie of Torke. Which reuengefull deede | 


not long after was requited by the ruine and deſtruQtion of the 


. King, the Queene, the young Prince, and of the greater number 


of ſuch as favoured and affiſted the houſe of Lancaſter, and oppo- 
ſedehemle!ves againſt the rightfull and iuft claime of the Duke of 


Yorke, as hereafter we {hall heare. 
The 
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T he new and braue Duke of Torke being informed of this over- 
throw,and of his fathers death, augmented his Armie, which was 
but ſmall, and conſiſted only of three thouſand men, with which 
hee fought with the Kings halte-brother 74þar Earle of Pembroke, 
Owen Tuthar his father, James Butler Earle of Ormond and of Wlt- 
/hire, and their companies. And aimoſt at their firſt encounter 
thoſe two Earles fled, foure thouſand of their friends wereſlainc, 
many others were taken priſoners, and among them Owes Tuthar 


| (father in law to King Henry was one, who with ſome others were 


' incontinently put to dearh. But the Queenes Armie neere about 
The Oneenes | YP 


that time hauing fought with the Duke of Norfolke and all his for- 
ces, compelled them to flic, & toleaue King Henry behinde them, 


| whereat the conceiued much ioy. 


T his viRorie at the firft made her inſolent and proud : but 
when ſhe vnderſtood how well the young Duke of Torke had pre- 
uatled, and that his Armie was now winged with the Earle of War. 


wickes Regimentsand Companies, {hee with her adherents rerircd | 
backe into the Northerne parts of this Realme, and raiſed a huge | 
| Armieof threceſcore thouſand men: and neere vato a Towne cal- 


led Towton, Edward Duke of Torke,the noble and vitorious Richard 
Earle of Warwicke, and almoſtnine and fortic thouſand men, met 
with the Queenes Armie, where they tought a cruel} and a fierce 
batraile, in which more then {ix and thirtie thouſand Engliſhmen 
wereſlainez among which were the Earles of Northumberland and 
of iVeftmerland,the Lords Dacres, Welles, and Clifford, Sir lohn Ne- 
wil, Andrew Trollop, and many others. T he two Dukes of Scmer ſer 


and of Exeter ſaued themſelues by flight : but the Earle of Devos- | 


ſore with ſundrie moe were taken priſoners. 
TheKing and the Queene, with Prince Edward their onely 


| ſonne,fled to the Caſtle of Barwzcke,and from thence into Scotland, 


| wherethey were courtcoully received and friendly entertained 


bythe young King. 


Inrccompence of which fauours, and in hope of furnre afſi- 
ſtance, King Henry delivered vntahim the Caſtle and Towne of 
Barwicke, which the Scots not only much delired, but with excce- 
ding great loſſe and detriment had oftentimes (bur {til in vaine) 
attempted to make their owne. | 

T his vitorie being thus happily obtained, the Duke of Yorke 
rod triumphantly to the Citic of Torke, from whole walles hec 
rooke the headsot his deceaſed father, and of his friends : and cau- 
ling the Earlc of Dewonſhire and ſome others to be executed, hee (et 
vptheir heads in the ſame places.

had maried the Ladie El:zaheth, Aunt vnto the King, and was 
brother vnto Thomas Bourchier Archbiihop of Canterburie } was 
created Earle of E/ex : and I/uliam Lord Fawconbridee was made 
Earle of Aer. 

T he Duke of Somerſet, Sir Ralphe Percie, and diuers others, be- 
ing the Kings inueterared encmies, percciuing this ſettlement of 
the Stare, and finding no hope tor relicte, but onely inthe Kings 
graceand mercie, voluntarily and humbly ſubmirred themſelues 
to ais Highneſſez whereupon they recciucd his pardon, and were 


entertained with his loue.Queene Margaret( who with the Prince | 


her ſonne was abiding in Fraxce) by her farhers meanes procured 
from the French King certaine (hips, and an aide ot hue hundred 
men, with which lhe arriucd lately in E-2/andatTyneinthe North 
Country. But her ſucceſle was vniortunate : for by the Kings 


| triends foure hundred of them were taken priſoners, and ranſ0-

med, and the reit were {laine : andthe Queene her ſelte fied, and 
with much dithcultie went into Scotland, where ſhee found ſuch 
fauourand luch triend{hip, that many a luſtie Scor accompanied 
her, the King, and the Prince their ſonne,to the Caſtle of Barwecke, 
where the lett her ſonne,and with the King began once more to le- 
viea ſtrong Armie in Norrhumberiand, and: in the Bilhopricke of 
Durham, whereot when the Kings reconciled enemies,the Duke ot 
Somer/et,Sir Ralphe Percie, and ſome others had intelligence, they 
treachcroully flunke awiy, and came vnto the Queenes aide. 
Now when King Edward perceived, that neither his eftate nor 
his ſucccfhon could beeſtabliſhed without bloud,he-ſcnt a gallanc 
and a {trong Fleet of ſhips well turnithed into the Northern Scas: 
and railing a puifſant Armie, hee ſent the Lord Morntacure with 
ſome part thereot before him, and with the reſt hee himſelfe ſpec: 
dily tollowed after. T he ſaid Lord boldly leeking aduentures,and 
longing much to make himlſclte tamovs by his valour, couragi- 
ouſly did ſer vpon the Lords Hungerford and Roos, and vpon Sir 
Ralphe Percte and their troupes. T hele Nobles (inthe beginning 


ofthe tight) tearing their owne ſhadowes, quickly ranaway : but 


Sir Ralphe Percre and ſome others ( preferring an honourable 
dearth bctore a cowardly and a ſhamctull fiight)di{dained ro turne 
rQeir backes, tought ſtoutly, and were llaine like valianc men of

| From this victorte the Lord Afosticute (with much conhdence | 
 *ondrtrue mighanimitie) marched towards the King and Queenes |

ſo that Jeipuirc depriuiag them of all good hope, except they 
tought like men, they contronrced their aſſailants with ſuch cou- 
rage, thar nothing (tora while) was more vncertaine, then vnto 
whom the honour and victorie of thatday would fall.

Burtin the end the 
Kings Armic was diſcomforted and ouverthrowcn, and ſuch as 
were vn{]ains, fled. Butinthe purſuir there were taken thele pri- 
!{Oncrs, Henry Duke of Somerſet, Witham Taylboys (who cnitiled 
aim!lcite Earle of Kent) rhe Lords Kaos, Molynes, and Hungerford, 
Sir Henry Newil, Sir Thomas Wentworth, and Sir Richard Tunjtal : all 
which were beheaded in ſundrie places, and feuen and twentie 
others ſuffred the like executions {hortly after, But King Henry 
with faitriding eſcaped into Scotland : lo did his halte-brother /a- 
/par Earle of Pembroke, Sir Ralphe Grey,and ſome others. And King 
Edward when he came forth with his Armie, and vnderſtood per- 
fetly whar was done, humbly thanked Almightie God, and then 
praiſed the Lord Montacure and all his followers for this honoura- 
ble and great viQorie: and with part of his Armie he {ent the Earle 
of Warwicke and the Lords Azonracute, Fawconbricge, and Serope into 
Northumberland, forthe recoucrie of ſuch Forts and Caftics as were 


was Caprtaine Sir Ralphe Grey, who bad formerly ſworne his fer- 
viceto King Edward. Him they beheaded, when rhey had degra- 
ded him from the honourofKnighthood, by bewing oft his ſpurs, 
renting in peecesof his Coat of Armes, and breaking his [word 
ouer his head. The King, to deſpighr the Earle of Nor/hamber- 
land, who foughtagainit him, dignihed the Lord 2ortacate with 
his Title, and gaue the Earledome of Pembroke from 1a/par Tuther 
vnto [Viltzzm Lord Harbert, But within few dajes after, the ſaid 
late Earle of Northumberland in all ſubmithue manner reconciled 


poſſeſſions and eſtate. And leſt hee ſhould diſgrace and wrong 
the Lord. Montacute, by taking from him ſo quickly that digni- 
tie which o lately for his great ſeruice he had beſtowed on him, 
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vicd rodare them to the fight, whereot they ſeemed to take no no- 


end the Lord Montacure determining to enlarge his fame with the

he created bim Marqueſſe Monzacaute, and gaue him full content- 
ment in that behalte. 

Atter this viRorie was thus obtained,the King beſtowed many 
rich and princely gitts vpon his Lords and Gentlemen, which ſer- 
ued him taichfully and valiantly in his warres: and with ſuch fami- 
liaritic and kindneſſe demeaned himſcite among them, that they 
were contidently afJurcd of his loue. Hce allo thared and divided 
thelands and goods of his {laine encmies among his fouldiers, 
and wonnethcir hearts by his great bountic. He augmented ſome 
of his coines of (iluer, andot gold ; and with new tiampes and in- 
ſcriptions he minted others. Hee publiſhed ſundrie proie&ts, and 
cfteed them for the commoditie and weltare of his people. Hee 
pardoned ſuch as had borne armes againſt him in the field, or elſe- 
where, vpon their humble ſubmiſhon and contrition for their of- 
fence. He builded ftrong Forrs, Caltles, Rampiers,and Bulwarkes, 
vpon the Sea-coalts, to prohibite bis enemies landing within this 


| Kingdome.- And onthe maineland hee did theltke, ro hinder all 


trraiterovs Rebelz trom collefing of new forces to do him harme. 

And whileft King Edwerd was thus diſpofing of his aftaires, and 
ordcring the buiinetſes of the Common-weale, King Henry, who 
ina diiguiſed faſhion (for ſome ſecret purpoſe) was travelling to- 
wards London, was taken inthe North, and brought vnto King Ed- 
wird, who committed him ro a ftrait impriſonment within the 
Tower of Lonaon, And when he had ſertled and ordered his cſtate 
and kingdome, becauſe hee was young and luftie, about the age of 


| toure and twentic yearcs, bee was intreated by his Counſclband 
| Nobllitic, ro conlider of his ſucceſhon, and to take a wite, where- 


j 


unto he wiilingly gave conſent. T here were nominated vnto him 
the Ladie Margaret, liſter tothe King of Scots, and Elizabeth the 
iter and hcire apparant to Henry King of Caſ{zle. Butthe former 
of thoſe two was thought to be vnhit, becauſc ſhe was continual] 

diſc; ſed and infirme. T he latteralſo was nor liked, becauſe ſhee 
was not ſcucn ycares old. Bur the Ladie Boxa, davghter to Lewys 
Duke of Savoy, and (iſter to Queene Carlor, the wite of King Lewys 
the elcuenth of Frexce, was mott of all delired. And for that pur- 
poſe the Kings beft friend, Richard Newi Earle of i/arwicke,was ſent 
Ambaſſadour into Frexce, with an honourable traine, where (in 
the behalfe ofthe King) he wonne his ſate, and with much joy on 
all parts obtained his requeſt. Butin his abſence, the King(as hee 
hunted in Wich-weod neere ro Stony-Stratford ) came (for his rc- 
pole) into the Lordſhipand Manour of Grafton, where the Ladic

Hewry at S. Aibons inthe lait yeare of hisraigne. T his Lady was on 
the ſudden ſoliked, fo loued, fo fawned and doated on by the lw- 
{tic and young King, that (for dalliance ſake) hee relolued to make 
her his wanton play-fcllow 1t he might. But herconſtant modettie 
and amorous denials repulling him trom his vnchalte bopes,he(to 
ob:aine the fruits of his delires) without any turtherdelay,aduice, 
or counſcll, rooke hcr to his wife ; and created the Lord Ryners, 
ber father, Earle &yuers,and made him high Conſtable of Ezzlend. 
Her brother Anthony (whom he had made Lord Authony) was by 
his procurement maricd to the fole and only daughter and heire 
ot Thomas Lord Scales, and was in her right dignified with thac ho- 
nour, Hcr ſonne, Sir Thomas Grey, was created Marqueile Doy/er, 
and was (by the Kings motion) marted to the Ladie C:cilia,theon- 
ly daugh:crand beiretothe Lord Bonuyic and of Harrington. 

And thuugh this his mariage with the Queene were pleaſing 
for a time, yet was it moſt vahappic and vntortunate in the end. 
For it occalioned his expulſion our ofthis Realme. Secondly, the 
deaths of his true friend Richard the molt eminent and valorous 
Earlc of Varwrcke, and of the Marqueile Montecare, his brother. 
T birdly, the {laughter and execution, and the murdcring of many

Nobles, Gentlemen, and brave ſouldiers. Fourthly,the deſtruti- | 


on ofthe Kings two lonnes, and almoſt the vtter ruineand defiru- 
ion of the Queenes kindred, and of her bloud, as hcreatter 19

. When the ſudden newes of King Edwards haſtic mariage was 
publiſhed in France, euery perſon whom it conceited was highly 
diſpleaſed at this frumpe which thereby hee gave to his worthiclt 
and deareſt friend the Earle of IWarwicke : and the Earle himfelte 


| (by reaſon thereot ) conceived {ich an inward haired againit the 


King, that in his heart he reſo!ued (when time lhould ferue) to de- 
poſe him ifhe might: yet notwithſtanding be made faire weather, 
and at his rcturne ſeemed rather to make ſportat his own diſgrace, 
then totake any diſcontented notice of it. : 

The King alſo (who cbicfly by this Earle was ſeated and ſerled 
in his Throne) endeuoured lecretly toabridge him of his autho- 
ritie and power, becauſc hee feared leſt his greatnefle might doc 
him harme. And the Earle, ajthough hee'ſtaicd a while at the 
Court aftcr his returnc out of Fraxce, yet as long as heeremaitied 
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there, he imagined that he ftood on thornes. Wherefore hee al- 
ked leaue of the King to depart vnto his Caſtle of arwike for his 
repole, and for recreations ſake : But being comethither, his head 
was buiicd with new protects, and all his thoughts were 1mploy- 
ed, how, and by what mcancs hee might ſubdue and depoſe the 
King. And art this time was borne the Lady Elizabeth : who was 


afterwards the wite of King Hexrie the ſeuenth, and mother vnto 


king Henrze,the eight. 

The King(purpoling to gaine the love of forraine Princes,that 
by meancs thereof, he mighr with the more (ecuritie defend him- 
ſelte againſt Zeww the French King, who threatned to bec renen- 
gcd for the iniurie which by King Edwards marriage was done 
ro him, and tothe liſter of his Quzene) concludeda T ruce for 
htfreenc yeares with the King of Scors : Notwithſtanding that (by 
the deliuerie of the Queene Margaret) hee detained from him his 
{trong Caſtle of Barwicke. Heallo ſent vnto Herrie King of Caſtiel, 
and vnto /vbn King of _Arragon many CorſhallSheepe, which ne- 


ver before vpon any entreatie, or requeſt, they, norany other 


Prince could obtaine. From which Shecpe, ſuch a multirude 
hauc increaſed, that it bath (ince turned to the vnſpeakable pre- 
ludice, and hurt of this kingdome and Common weale. 

The King alfo (contraric tothe opinion, and good liking ofthe 
Earle of //arwzcke) contrated and afterwards married his Siſter 
the Lady Margaret vnto Charles the Duke of Burgoire, as former- 
ly he had done two ocher of his Siſters, to the Dukes of Exeter 
and $f Suffolke. T he Earle of !/Varwricke (who ſecretly thirſted for 
reuenge: and thought the time to be long betore hee had reſtored 
king Henrie the (1xt to hislibertie, and Crowne) by taire promiſes, 
and in(inuating perſwalions, wonne his two brothers, the Arch- 


'bilhop of Yorke, and the Marques Montacute, to take his part. 


But the Marques (who was exceeding bardly induced to give his 
conſent to ſoill an intended aRion) performed all things withan 
vnwiiling minde - which in the end turned to his owne ruine, and 
to the deſiruction of his brethren. The Earle likewiſe ( being 
right wel afJurcd, that the Kings brother George Puke of Clarexce 


| ſecretly enuied the King, becauſc he had preterred ©Anthoniethe 


Quecnes vrother in marriage with the ſole davghter and heire of 
the Lord Scales; and Sir Thomas Gray her Sonne, in marriage with 
the ſole daughtcrand heire of the Lord Bonutle and Harrington; 


| andthe Lord Hates, to the ſole daughter and heire of the Lord 


Hengerford; & was carelefle of his aduancement by ſuch a match) 
wartchcd a fit opportunitie to complaine to the Duke of Clarence 
of 


EvDvvasr D the fourth. 
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of the Kings ſullen vngratctulneſle towards him. Why, quoth 
the Duke, can you (my Lord) thinke that the King wall be thank- 
fall ro his triend, who is too too vnkind to his ow ne brethren ? 
T hinke you that triend{hiv or good deſerts, can worke in bim 
more vertuous eftets,then nature hath afforded him ? 15 hee not 
now ſo high] y'mounted, thar hee vouchſateth not to caſt downe 
an eye vpon ſuch as are of his owne bloud ? Nay, who lay in his 

owne Mothers wombe? Are not the allies and kinstojkes of bis 
Wite preferred by him co all Promotions, Dignities, Othces and 
aood places? And are not his owne brothers, and his trueſt friends 
(who have fought in many aſlaults , skirmiſhes and batrailes, to 
make him a Soucraigne King ) negleted ? vonrewarded ? and vn- 
courtcouvily thaken oft? Werc my bl other of Gloceſter of mine hu- 
mour and diſpolition (my Lord) we would (with your affiitance 
and aids) make him to know himlelfe better, and to ſet a ditte- 
rence betwixt his auncicnt and truely dignitied Nobilitic, and 
luch new Gentlemen, as vnworthily doc rule and goucrne all, it) 
our d.nonourand reproach. 

The Earle of !Varwicke (hnding the Duke af Clarence thus tra- 
Rabie; and mnclining tohis humour) conſulted with him often- 
times, touching this bulineſle. And to tic him vnto himſelfe by A 
tait bond Of triendlhip and ofloue, Heoftered to him in marriage 
one ot his daughters, who was named 7/abe/, with halfte the inheri- 
_ rance of his wite. Whercot the Duke in all kindly and friend!y 
fort accepted. 

Andthereuponthe plot was contrived this. The Earlchim- 
(cite, with the Duke of Clarence would goe vnto Caiice, where 
the yong Lady ( who was there) ſhould bee married. And (in 


their ablence)as itit hapned without their knowledge or conſent, 


the Earles rwo brothers, the Archbiſhop of Yorke,and the Mar- 

ues Montacuic, were appointed with their friends, to raiſe a Re- 
bellion in the Countie of Yorke, And this proicet was put into Ex- 
ccutionin this mancr. - 

The Husbandmen of Torke-{hire (by an ancient cuſtome) in the 
end of Harueſt, vſcd yearely to giue a certaine quantieot Corne 
and Graine, towards the maintenance and reliefe of divers poore 
pcople. who lived in the Hoſpita!l of Saint Zeonard within the Ci- 
tieofTorte. Now, the Earles triends, ſcandalouſly, and fallely 
reported in the Countrie thereabout : Tharrhe ſaid poore people 
wcrenot relieved by the faid Almes, but that the Gouvernour and 
Prieſts ot the ſaid Hoſpitall,cnriched and fatred themſelues there- 
with. So (when the Prodtors, according to their wontcd faſhion, 
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came abroad , tocolle&the peoples denorion inthar kind, they 
were {hrewdly beaten by the Rultickes; and miſuſed beyond 


meaſure. Hereupon, many Religious and well diſpoſed people 


rooke part with the Proctors z and with rough words and ſome 
blowcs, they requited the iniurie which was done vnto them. 


From this beginning , ſprang forth a dangerous Inſurre&tion: So | 
that (within tew dayes) there were vp in Armes, more then fif- 


reene thouſand men. Who (with their ring-leaders) came proud- 
ly before the Citie of Yorke, and (with vnciuile and rude tearmes) 
they threatned the ruine and deftruction of ir. Bur (in the darke- 
neſle ofrhenight) the Marques WHontacute, being accompanied 
with many luſtic and braue men, ſct vpon the Rebels, ſlew many 
hundreds of them: and ftrake off the Capraines head;and ſtrong- 


ly torrified that Citie. 


When the King (who was truely informed of this Rebellion) 
was told this newes, hcereſted doubrtull whether his old friend 
the Marques had done this ſeruice, to make an amends tor his re- 
uolt, orelſc to colour his ill intendements thereby. The Rebels 
(who ſtill increaſed) perceiuing that they ſhould looſe their la- 
bour to linger about the Towne, left the Citic, and marched to- 
wards Zonaen, being then conducted by Sir 19hz Conyers, a wor- 
thieanda valiant Knight. 

The King (being hereof aducrtiſed ) commanded the Lord 
IWilkam Herbert Earle of Pembroke, and Humphrie Lord Stafford of 
Southweeke (who was nominated in hope of future good {cruice, 
but not indeed created, Earle of Deuonſhire)to leauic a ſtrong pow- 
cr in /Fales, and with all expedition to fight with the Rebels: And 
hce himſelfe promiſed to afhiſtthem witha faire Armic. 

T heſc Lords, with eight or nine thouſand men, right well or- 
dercd and apointed, marched towards thele Rebels: And (as they 
drew neere to N#rthampton) they vnderitood thar they were not 
farre off, Vhereupon the Lord Stefford, and S1r Richard Herbert 
(a valiant Knight, and brother to the Earle of Pembrele) taking 
with them out ofthe whole Armic,two thouſand {trong & skiltu! 
Archers, plottcd a fecrer Ambulh, ro take a view of the Northren 
Rebels as they paſlcd by, buras ſoone as they. were gone beyond 
them, theſe Archers rulhcd violently vpon their Rereward. But 


the Rebels (who were nimble, and well ordercd by their caretull | 


Generall) turned about, ſtuck to their racklings, and with thcir 
greater numbers, {jew moſtof thoſe 1#elchmen, and the reft fled 
haſtily to their owne Campe. 


And the next night by reaſon of an vnkind diuilion which hap- |

EDvvaroD the fourth, 


ned betwixtthe Lord S/a//ord and the Earle of Pembroke, who at 
Banburieremoued him trom a common Inne, where hee vicd to 
lodge with an vnchaite Queane, the Lord $Srafford with his Ar- 
chers departed from the Armic, and left them to their tortuncs 
among their foes. 

This froward {linking away nothing at all diſmaied the noblc 
Earle;zthough(as he had uſt cauſe) he were much difplcaſed there- 
at : burmadehim to reſolue with the more alacritie and courage 
ro ſer vpon the Rebels, with whom hee tought thenext day, and 
with his We!/þmen (aw many tokens ot victorie neereat hand. 

Bur ſudden! ya Gentleman named 174n Claphars, and ſeruant to 
the Earle of //arwicke, hauing his maſters Banner with the white 


Beare, trouped rowards the battaile with fiue hundred men, who 


were by him collected of the oft-skumme of the raſcall and baſcti 
ſort of the inhabicants of the Towne of Northampton, and of the 
villages thereabour. All chele preſenting themſeluesatarreof,and 
aduancing their Standard; and crying, A /Varwicke, A Warwike, fo 
increeibly daunted and confounded rhe t#el/pmen, who ſuppoled 
that the Earle of /Varwicke was come thither with another Armie, 
that they beganto flic, and were on the ſudden ouerthrowen, and 
more then hue thouſand ot them were ſlaine. And Sir Richard 
| Harbert and cight others being taken priſoaers, were beheaded art 
Banburtc by the Rebcls. E 

T his fortunate ſuccetſe animated ſundric leaud and ill diſpoſed 
people of Northampron/nire to enter into new broiles, infomuch 
that they (making a notorious Raſcall, named Ro9zn of Ridd;ſ7ale, 
rheir Capraine) entred into the Manour of Grafion, wherethey ap- 
prehended the Earle &yzers, whom they loucd not, and Sir hn 
his ſonne, caried them to Northampton, and withour queltioning 
with them, or any legall proceeding, {mote off their heads. And 
the Lord Stafford, being by the Kings directions taken at Bren?- 
marſh in Somer ſetſhire, was caried to Bridgewater, and was there cx- 
ecutcd, becauſe hee trecherouſly departed with his companies 
trom the Earle of Pembroke, as tormerly we haue heard. 

TheKing (notwithſtanding theſe troubles) was fo tull of cou- 
rage and heroicall magnanimirie, that hee was not any thing ar all 
diſmaicd with any crofle or ill newes, bur marched confidently 
with his Armic againlt che Northerne Rebels, ro whom the Earle 
of !Varwicke had ioined himſelf with a great power z and likewitc 
the Duke of Clirexce brought all his forces tothe Earle : fothar 
now a fearfull expe&ation of vnchriftian crueltie diſquieted the 


vaſt and great body of the Common-weale. But to prevent that

T hus 
when thoſe Lords had concluged to returne, they were with a] 
expedition well furniſhed with men, muniton, money, hips, and 
all things firting, by the French King.

Burgundians met them with a {trong Fleet at the mouth of that Ri- 
uer, and purpoſedrto de -Fearthem it chey might. But an cucning 
ſtorme approching with vawonred rage and turie, compelied the.

EE alled himſelte King, This politicke practiſe within tew daies in- 
| creaſed bis {mall compantes to a huge Armie, with which they 
Ti;

And luch were the quicke endevours, and {o induſtrious was 
| King Edward, (who was compelled by necethitie to make proviii- | 
on for his owne ſafetic) that hee leuicd a ltrong Armie, and went 
forth with an high courage, and with princely valour, againlt the | 
Rebels of his Countric. Bur being informed, that all the Coun- 
tries, Cities, I ownes, and places rhorow which his cnemies pal- | 
ſed, were aidcrs to their tortunes, and hearing them ottentimes 
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wh lng voices to crie, King Yerry, King Henry, A wad A 
IVarwicke, and ditruſtivg vteerly the PAR a mindes and diſpo- 
{itzons ot his owne ſouldiers, his heart tailed him, ſo that in ſecret 

manner, and inthe night, with cight hundred of his beſt friends, 
he lett his Armie, and | poſted into Zzncolnſhire : and when all his 
hopes ofhelpe and ſuccour there, were ſpent in vaine, they being 


| altogether deitituteot moncy, and other proutttons needta]] for 


4 tourncy into a forraine Countrey, tooke {nipping,and failed inro 
Holand, purpoling to remaine with the Duke of Burzome, vntl 
they might hauc good meanes for their returne, and to be reuen- 
ged on he Earle of ar wicke, and of all other their mortall cne- 
mics. 

As one as it was certainly knowen that King Eaward was fied, 
arude multitude of tactious Kentiſhmen ( (delighting tumulruouily 


4nd ina braine-{icke manner to fiſh in troubled'watcrs) came to 


the Gates of the Citie of Zondon, and would haucentred it : but 
being retiited in their purpoſe, they rifled and robbed the Sub- 
urbes, burn: diuers houſes, murdered many people , and at Kaa- 
lzſfeand Lime-heaſe they did the like. Bur by the Earle of IVar- 
wickes power 4nd cndeuours, they were quickly oucrthrowen,and 
| puniſhed {harply for their 'offence, which wonne him much ta- 
uvour and loue amang tae better ſort of thecommon people, 

The Earle atterwards came tothe T ower, where he not onely 
cnlurged rhe depoſed King Henry, but in moitiriymphant iainion 
conducted him chorow the Citie of London to Pauls Church. And 
when he had concluded hisdenyorions,and performed his orings, 
as the Kings.0t this Realme have beene accuſtomed to doc, tee 
was br ought co the Bilhops Palace, where he kept his Court with 
great magniicence and much bountie. 

Hee ailo atlembled his high Court of Paritament at /#e/#73:;ter 
in which the late King. Edward the Fourth and all his principal] 
adherents were attainted of High T reafon,andall cheir goods and 
polle{hons were conh!cateand giuen to the King, 

The Duke of Clarence was by the ſame authoritie publiſhed to 
be the ncxt heire of thedecealed Reward, late Duke ol Yorke, his ta- 
ther. And albeit that hee was but his ſecond ſonne, yer all that 
Duchie was ſettled in him and in bis heires. The Crowne alſo 
was entailed to King Henry, and tothe beires males ofthis bole : 
and for default of ſuch ifſue, ro the ſaid Duke of Clrence, and to 
"its heres. 7a/þar Earie of Pembroke was allo reſtored to his honour 
and his lands, and ſo was /ohn Earle of Oxford, and many others. 
And the Earlc of /Varwrcke, and the Duke of Clarence, who were 
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enftiled friends tothe King, and friends to the Common-weale) 
were eſtabliſhed and made chiete rulers in all things vnder the 
King. 

When theſe affaires were thus ordered, Queene Mergaret with 
the Prince hec ſonne,and their whole traine, thipped themſelues, 
But ſo violent were the raging ſtormes, and ſo turious was the 
rroublcd ſea, that albeitMmany proters were made, yertdurſt they 
not ro aduenture for that time. Whereupon the common people 
of this Realme (of whom the Queene was not bceloued) murmu- 


redand muttered, ſaying, that God was not pleaſed that ſuch a 


woman as had occaltoned ſo many batrailes, and ſuch ſlaughters 
and exccutions in Exzl2zd, ſhould returne thirhcr to plot more tre- 
chcrie, and ro deuilc more miſchiete. 

The Duke of Bargozme,although he cntreated King Edwardand 
his friends kindly, yet becauſe hee himſclfe had warred wich 
France, and feared leſt the-Earle of i/arwrckhe would bultc him with 
a new warre, ſent word to King Henry, that hee would not in any 
ſort affilt his cnemic tor his returne into England. Yernot long 
after, when he vaderſtood that King Edwards friends by daily 
meſſengers and by letters importunated his returne, and had by 
their faire promiſe ſtrengthned him with good hopes of tortunate 
{ucceſſe, hee delivered ro him fiftic thouſand Floreines of gold, 


and furniſhed him with. eighteene tall and warlike fhips, in which | 


he had only two thouſand ſouidicrs for icruice on the land. 
With theſe ſmall forces hee ſailed into Ezelana, and landed ar 


| Ramen-ſpurre in the Countie of Yorke, where his expeQation tailed 


him very much. For few or none reſorted to him for his belpe 
bur all men there acknowledged themſelues to be the triends and 
ſubics of King Henrie. This checke, though it much trou- 
bled him, yet was hee not vtterly dilmaicd thereby : for meere 
neccſhtieand danger enforced him to march to the Citic of Torke. 
And in his patlage thither, he publiſhed to the people, and tothe 
inhabitants of that Citic, that he came not to lay any claimeor to 
make any challengeto the Crowne, but intended only to poſlefic 
himſelfc of his Duchie of Torke, of which vniuſtly hee was depri- 
ved : wherein he athrmed, hee ought by the lawes of equitic and 
right, to be aſsiſted and ſuccoured by them, and by all good men. 

T he Citizens at bis firſt repaire denied his entrance : but by 
reaſon of a ſolemne oath which he tooke before them, that he only 
intended the regaining of his Duchie, and would remaine a true, 
fairhfull, and an obcdient ſubictto King Henry, he was receiucd, 
entcrtaincd, and monicd at his owne will. But when he had ſtaied 
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in that Citic a day or two, hce forgat tae oath which ſo lately hee 
had {worne : for hce placed a ſtrong Garriſon within the Towne, 
and enforced the inhabitants to turniſh him with many requilites 


| and prouilions foran Armic. And then leauingthe Citie (which 


was by itrcngth reſerued to bis v(c) he hircd ſouldiers every where 
tor money as he pailed by rowards Zondow. Andin his march, hc 


_ came within foure miles of the Marqueile Aontacute, his old tami- 


liar and truſtic friend, who being accompanied with braue troupes 
and companies of valiant men ot warre to encounter him, gave vn- 
to him tree paſſage (without reliſtance) tro march forth 30 that by 
ealte 10urnies hee came to No77inzham, wherediuers Nobles and 
Gentlemen (who fauoured his proccedings) made him liberaliot- 
ters and renders of their ſervice, it he would reſolvedly take vpon 
him the ſtileand ricle ot the King, which he then did. And thus as 
a riuer by running farre is ftil] augmented by the acceſle of other 
brookes and ſtreames which fall into it ; ſo King Edwards (mail 
forces (till increaſed as he marched forwards, vnull they were in- 
deed a ftrong Armie. | 

T be Earle of /Varwrcke (having in bis companie the Earle of Ox- 
ford, many other Noblcs, and a puiſſant Armie) cameto the Ci- 
tic of /Varwreke, and intending to give battaile to King Edward, di- 
reed and ſent his letters and meſſengers with all ſpecde tothe 
Duke of Clarence, certifying him of his purpoſe, and praying bim 
quickly to-come forward with his forces, and toioinewith him. 


Yet torali this che Duke palled on with a lingring pace,fo that the | 


Earle (ſuſpcRing his fidelitic) went with his Armic into the Cirtie 
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of Conentrie,and King Edvard with all his Companiescame before | 
the Towne, and darcd the Earle into the held. But becauſe hee | 


purpoſed to make ſome triall what the Duke of Clarexce would 
doe, he theretore kept cloſe within the walles. 


T he King perceiving that he would not hybt, bent his courſe | 


towards his brother the Duke of Clarence, who (with his Armie) 
aid the like towards the King ; ſo that a great {hew was made be- 


twixt them, that many blowes {ſhould be given. Butthe Dukeot 


Glaceſicr being brother to them both, became an earneſt mediator 
to reconcile them each to other: wherein he ſo well prevailed, that 
(being vnarmed) they courteouſly met, and publikely proclai- 
med, that they and their Armies were good friends. 

Thethrce brothers having thus combined themſelues, made 
triall whether they could by any faire meanes and liberal] promi- 
ſes. allure the Earle of {/arwrcte to their love. Bur he (who with 


many curſes and diſgracctull ſpecches publiſhed the Dukes periu- 
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' ric, in forſaking his Confederates, and friends, returned them an- 


{were ; T hat he would rather die like himſclte,then ceaſe ro make 

ciuill warre, vntill hee had confounded them , as his morrtall E- 

nemiles. | | 
The King (who knew well enough that the Earle was as vali- 


| antas he himſelfe was reſolute) tearcd not his power , but wiſely 


conlidered, T hat the daily encrealing of his owne ftrength, would 
be his beſt meanes, ro winne the victorie : Wherefore he departed 
from Couerntrey, and marched towards Zondon, where (for a time) 
hee was kept out - But when the Citizens had duly con{idered of 


| the Righttulneſle of his Title rothe Crowne, Of his skill,and no- 


| blecouragein tears of warre;Ot his diſcretion, which enabled him 
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(othimlelfe) torute wiſely ; And of his puiſant Armie, which he 
then commanded: And on theother tide, when they had medi- 
tarcd vpon the ſoft Nature of King Herr, his ſmall reach , ſhal- 
low wit,inſufhciency to ratgn,and of the continuall dangers which 
would ſtill afſavlt them,it the Zarcaſtrian tation were maintained; 
T hey opencd thetr gates; ranne out in troupes to meet him ; Sa- 
luted him for their King, and browght him triumphantly into thc 
Cutie; where he ſeized againe vpon King Herrie, and committed 
him tothe Tower. T hus may we ſec, vpon what vnlure founda- 
tion they build, who doe relic vpon the Peoples loue,and that no- 
thing 1s more variable and vncontiant then the Multitude , who 
(like vnto Weather-cocks) are turncd about with euery winde. 

T he Earle of Warwick, when hee perceiued , that King Edward 
was gone from Courmtrey, tollowed atter hmm with his Armie, pur- 


 poling to haue ſet vpon him, before hee ſhould have recoucred 


Lon:on. But when hee perceiued thar his intendments were pre- 
uented, he reſfolued to ſer his whole fortunes vpon one Batraile . 
For which purpole he marched fourth vntill he came to the towne 


of Barnet, which by an equall diſtanceot ten miles, lyeth berwixt 


London and S. Aibons, thcre hee ſtayed, reſted, and refreſhed his 
Armie fora while, 

TheKingallo (being perſwaded, that nothing could better 
procure his tuture right, and ſafetic , then once more to tric his 
manhood in the fic]ld,and raking King Herrie with him) marched 
with his armie ( which by the Citic of London was frankely tur- 
nilhed with all things necdtull) vnto Barzer, and encamped him 
ſclfe neare to the Earle all thatnight :andearly in the morning the 
Earie of /V/arwick diuided his forces into three parts: Theright 
wing was commanded by his Brother the Marques Aontacare, 
(whom by neceflitic he wasenforced totruft) and by the Earle of 

Oxford 
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Oxford. The lefr wing was directed by himſelfe,and by rhe Duke 
of Exeter. And his maine battaile was led by the Duke of Semer- 
ſet and lome others. All rhete rhe Earle mantully encouraged, by 
relling them, that they were to fight tortheir ſoucraigne and law- 
tall King, fora good man, and tor their native Countrey, againlt 
an V lurper,a Tyrant, a mercileſfe and an vngodly wretch, whom 
neither reſpect of Conſci tence, Iuttice, Obedicnce, nor Honeſtic 
could reciaivie 3 and againit ſuch a one, as (it hee lived) would be 
the contounder and the deitroter of chem all. 

1 he King (on hispart) madethe Duke of G/2ceſter chicte lea- 
derot his Vant-guard :himleiteand the Dukeof Clarence ordered 
the Maine Battatle, in which King #enry the Sixch was : and the 
Rereward was conCuitcd by the Lord He//imes, Chamberlaine to 

rhe King. 

What the King faid by way of encouragement to hts ſouldicrs, 
we may calily conietture: for as hee hada wit and a tongue w hich 
neverdid deceive him; ſo he wanted net matter nor arguments to 

maintaine his quarrel]to be good. 

T he Fight (after it was begunne) was fodeſperately continued 
on either part for the ſpace of hue or {ix houres, that no man could 


conieAure ro whom the victoric would incline : fo thar ſome ot 


thoſe horſemen who were lookers 09, and fought not, gajlopped 
amainero the Cicic of Zonon,and adirmed that King Eaward was 
ouerthrowen. Bur among them by and by lome others polted 
with countermanding reports, and at{ured the Citizens; thar the 
Earle of //arriche had | Joit the Ficld. And thus many men (in tew 
hourcs) related what they wiihed tor : and inthe meane time, ſuch 
as were molt valiant, ſoonett lottrheirltues, and rhe beit men lay 
breathiciic vpon rheground. But when the Earle percetued, that 
treth ſupplics continually oppreſſed and preſſed vpon bis wearied 
and tired friends and fouldiers, who would not yeeis becauſe ke 


cou'd northen be late, hee Jifnonnted b1mſcife quickly trom his 


horſe, and making an incredible flavghter of his enermies, he prei- 
{ed ſo farre into their battaile ro be reuenged on his chietelt aduer: 


ſaries, that hauing no power nor meanes to returne againe, he was 


flaine : and the Marqueſle Montacure (who cuer honoured King 
Elward, and was his ſecret friend) ruthing into King Eawards Ar- 
mie, not to doe itany harme, but ro re{cve and torelecue his bro- 
ther, met with the like fortune, T bus both of them being de ad, 
thor whole Armie ran away, and King E-wird was maſter oF the 
Field. And in theafrernoone of tho fame dav {carrying with him 


King Henry as his priſoner) hee retu rncd triumphant!y ke a Con- 
CU. rour 
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querour intothe Citic of Zoran ; and in Pars Church hee offred 
vp his Standard, and rendred thankcs to Almightie God for his 
victoric thus happily obtained. In this barraile there were ]aine 
at the leaſt ten thouſand men: bur none other of any noted name, 
ſauing only on the Kings part Sir Humfrey Bourchter, lonne to the 
Lord Barnes, who was a right valiantand an approued man in 
Armes. | 

The King ſorrowed much,and was greeued cxccedingly at the 


The dead bo- | 


| death of the Marquefle Avntacate, becauſe hee had lolita taith full 
anda deare friend. Yct to aſſure the people that thoſe two bro- 
thers were dead indeed, he cauſed them to. be brought into Lon- 
don in onecothn, and tor the ſpace of chree daies to licopen taced 
in Paws Church : and then among their honourable Anceſtors in 
the Prioric of Br/am they were both buried inone graue. 

Queene Margaret (not hearing ofthis newes, but intending to 
bring lome ſuccours to the Earle) landed at !Vaymenth, where theſe; 
ridings appalled her iences, and depriucd her of all future good 
hope or good hap. WW hcreforeinthe Abbey of Beawly in Hemp- 

ſireſhee with the Prince her ſonne tooke Sanfuarie : and thither 
repaired to her the Duke of Somerſet, laſpar Earle of Pembroke,Tho- 
mas Courtney Earle of Denonſhire, Zohn Lord Wenleke, and diucrs 
| others. And whenthe Qucene and they had thorowly debated 
|) what courſe was fitteſt to be taken, they relolued, once more to 
| aduenture their fortuncsin the Field : tor which purpolc, cucry 
| one of thoſe Noblemen reſorted into their own Countries, where 
' they prepared ſuch men and furnitures for the war as they could 
| get. T he Queeneand the Duke of Somerſet levied an Armue about 
\ Briſiowand Glece/ter, and trom thence they endeuoured togoe in- 
, to Wales, to ioine their forces with ſuch companies as the Earle of 
| Pembroxe had raiſcd there, | | | 
|  TheKing, who was more ſtrong then they, purpoſed to pre- 
| vent their mecting it he might, and ſocloſely tollowed them, thar 
though the Queene and moſt of her aſlociates ſuppoſed it to bee 
beſt to fliediſordered into ſales, yer the Duke of Somerſet would 
not conſent thereunto ; by reaſon whercot, both thoſe Armies 
met neere vnto Tewkesburze in Gloceſterſh:re, and after a long fight, 
which with a ſmall companie the Duke of Somer/ethad maintai- 
ned againft the Duke of G oce/ters battaile, he (not being ſeconded 
by the Lord /Verloke, by whom their middle Ward was comman- 
ded) retired towards the ſaid Lord, and with curſcd words hee 
bitterly reuilcd him for his baſe cowardlineſle, and with his Polc- 
axc he luddenly ſtrake out his braines. But witkin one houre at: 
ter, 
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ter, King Edward overthrew them ail, hauing (laine aboue rhaws 
thouſand ofthem ; among whom were the Larie of Devonſhire, 
the Lord 10h, beeher rothe Duke of Sommer er, Sir lohn Lewknor, 
Sir ohn Delver. and many others. I here were al lo taken priſoners 
| the Queene, the Duke, the Prior of S./0-nz of /rruſalem, Sir Ger- 
gaſe Cufton, Sir Thomas Treſham, and tweiue others of eminence 
and of note : all waich(Queene Aagaret oniy excepred) were be- 
headed the nextdav. And the young Prince Eaward (who was 
taken pritoner by Sir &rchard Crofts) was preſented to the King : 
| andbecauſcheanſwercd him ttoutly ro ſome queltions which he 
demanded ot him, hee was ſlightly tiricken by the King, and ſud- 
dcenly murdered by the Dukes of Clarence and of Gloce/ter, and by 
 Thomias Marqueile Do-/er, and the Lord Haſtmgs, And his was the 
[att Ciuill Batraile which was fought in Engiazd in King Fdvarys 
daics. 

\When the King had thus obtained this victorie, hee returned 
to Londox,carrying with him Queenc Margaret as his pritoner,and 
was with triumphant toy recetued into the Citic, trom whence he 
{ent one Keger Yaughan,a powertull Gentieman,inro bis Covntrey 
of iVales, requiring him, by ſome fecret traine or other io entrap 
the Earlc of Pembroke,and to behead him 1t he could. But the kar'c 
being informed of his comming,and ot his errand,caufed him ſug- 
denly to bee apprehended and pur to death. Andrhen Was (ard 
Earle, with his 5 NEpAc w Henry the young Earle of Richmond, w 9 
was but ten yearcs ol id, ſailed into Britain, and were courteouily 
received, and lovingly entertained by Francis the Duke ot that 

: Province. 
{_ Notlong after, Reyner the Titularic King of Naples, S7c7lre, and 
of teruſilem, with the ſale ot the Kingdomes« ot Naples and ot Stcrlre 
for money, ranſomcd Queene 4 Marg ret his daughter : and vpon 
that Title, and none other, Charles the Eighth, King of Er.ce_, 
conquered Naples, as in the Hiſtorie of thoſe warres ic appcareth. 
Now when no man (by rcafon ot King Edwards peace and pro- 
{peritie) thought otany cuillti1dings, ſuddenly ir wasnoiled tho- 
rowout the Citic of 7ondon,that King Henry was found dead in 1s 
chamber within the T ower, an: dſohe was indeed, DCing cruelly 
and wickedly murdered abd {tabbed with a dagger, by Richard 
Duke of G 'oce/ter, brother to King Earard,asthe report common- 
ly went. And his bodie was brought 1 into Pars Church, wherc his 
tace lay vncovered one wholedav, that therebythe people might 
bee aſſured that he was dead. And rhus was King Edward freed 


from his grcat enemies. But his two brothers, ot C /arence and of 
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| Calice, where hee was receiued with great honourand ſtate. Bur 


| Glocefter, bcing for their periuries, murders, and cuill courſes, pu- 


niſhed by Almightic God, c n_vewed their hands in their owne 
bloud not long after. 

When King Edward for two or three yeares had enioied an hap- 
| pie peace, his brotherin law, Charles Duke of Burgorne, heartily de- 
teſtingthe Frexch King, and ſecretly intending to worke him fome 
deſpight, perſwaded King Eaward to renew his Frexch warres, 
for the recoucring ot his right and title to that Crowne and King- 
dome. 

T he King and his Counſell thereupon quickly refolued to vn- 


' dertakethat bulineſlc, principally for theſe reaſons. 


I. Firſt, becauſe the Crowne of Fraxce was not ambiriouſly, 


| bur juſtly deſired by the King, who thought hee had good right 


| and title thcreunto, 


2. Sccondly, becauſe French warres enriched Engliſh (ouldiers. 
}- Thirdly, becauſe thoſe warres kept them at home, and 


gauethem notany libertie to inuade this Realme. 


4. Fourthly, becauſe the French King had aſhiſted Queene 
Margaret,the Earle of /Varwicke,and their Com plices,againit King 
Edward in the late Ciuill Warres. 

And fifthly, becauſe the fail French King made warres 
vpon the Duke of Byrgoine, who had tormerly aided King [EM ard 


| for theregaining of his Crowne and Kingdome. 


Bur becauſe money wanted tor the detraying ot fo great a 


| charge, King Edward (withoura Parliament)craued a bencuo!cnce 
_ tobetreely enlarged to him by his SubieRts, who gaue him ſome 
| money, but withan cuill will. Yetamong others, arich, yet a ſpa- 


ring anda nigardly widow, did cheerctully giue vato him rwentic 


| pounds. The King bimlelte (who was preſent, but to her vn- 
knowen) perceiuing that vnexpeaedly thee had beſtowed vpon |} 


him ſo good a ſumme, did nor only giue her thankes, bur mcrily 
came and kiſſed her, celling her, that tor her money ſbce ſhould 
kiſſe a King. The old woman was ſo much gladded with thar 
courtclie, that ſhee told the King his kifle was worth more mo- 
ney, and therefore ſhe added twentie pounds more to the former 
ſumme. | 
The King having in a readineſle before Douer a Ficet of tiuc 
hundred thips and boats, and hauing a puilſant and a complcat 
Armie of fifteenc hundred men at Armes on horlc -backe, and fit- 
tecnc thouſand tall Archers, belides all ſuch as attended tor other 
needful] ſeruices, departed from Englari, and landed ſafely at 


he 
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he was much greeued, becauſe the Duke of Burzoine(vpon whole 
motion, and at whoſe encreatic and promiſe to be mer by him art 
Calice with two thouland men at Armes, hee came thither) rrifded 
with his whole Armie in the {icge of Ace, which he was not like- 
ly ro winne, and at lengthC(after much time ſpent in vaine)had ſent 
all his forces to Berroys in Lorrayvc, to bercucnged vpon Reyner, 
Queene Margaret: father, Duke otthat Province, for that hee had 
vied foulcand vnſeemely words towards him, when he lay at the 


ſiege of Nuyce ; whereas if the ſaid Duke of Burgoine had joined 


with King Edwerd againſt the French King, and with the Duke of 
Britaine, who {ided with King Edward, they would have purtinto 
hazard of winning the whole kingdome of Frerce. 

Yet King Edward with his owne Companies marched by Bollen 
to Perene, into the Duke of Burgorines Countrey, where the ſaid 
Duke had not made any manner of prouitton for the refrething of 
the Engli/þ Armie, according to his promiſe, but ſuffred them to 
lie without his Townes in the cold and in the open helds, where- 
atthey wercall diſpleaſed. From thence king Edward (with the 
faid Duke) marched towards S. Quiztens, which was ſecretly pro- 
miſed to be dceliuercd to him, by Lewys of Luxenburgh, great V ncle 
to king Edwards wife. But when they came before it, racir carrie 


was not only denied, bur fallies were made vpon them, and the | 


great Ordinance plaicd from the Towne vpon the kings Armie,fo 
that plainly he perceiued, that nothing was to be obraincd there 
without blowes. 

To theſe breaches of promile was added one vnkindnefſe more 
by the Duke of Burgorne, who to vilit his Armie, which then lay 
in Berroys in Lorrayze, vnexpectedly lettking Edward,and rode thi- 
ther, leauing word behinde, that hee would come vnto him with 


| his whole Armicas ſoone as he ſhould be able. 


T he French king bcing politicke and wiſe, and knowing that it 
all thoſe his enemies {hovld ioine their ſtrengths againſt him,they 
would put him in hazard of his eſtate, and being informed that 
king Edward was highly diſcontented, by reaſon of the Duke of 
Burzomes vnfaithfull viage, and knowing that he beganne to feele 
theextremities ofa winter warre, mediated a friendly conference 
and a firme peace, which by their Commiſhoners was effected for 


nine yeares, in this ſort. 
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T he Articles of peace. 


Irit it was agreed, that the French King ſhould forth- 
= with pay to Kinz Edward towards his forepaſſed chars | 
| | 2es, threeſcore and fifteene thouſand Crownes - and alſo 

the ſumme of fiftie thouſand more for an yearly penſion 
ſo long as King Edward liued, | 
2. Secondly, that the French King within one yeare ſhould 
ſend for the King of Englands daughter, the Ladie Eli. 
zabeth into France, and marie her to the Dolphm, for 
whoſe maintenance the French King ſhonld for nine years 
ſpace pay yearly to them fiftie thouſand Crownes, and at 
the end of thoſe yeares ſhould deliuer to them the quiet and 
| | peaceable poſſeſsi0n of the whole Duchie of Guyen. 
| | 3. And thirdly that the Lord Haward,and Sir [ohn Cheney 
| maſter of the Horſes, ſhould ſtaie (as hoſtages ) with the 
French King, vntill the whole Armie had quited France, 
and were landed in the Kingdome of England. 


Rhefhuc me- To theſe propolitions King Edward and his Counſell conſen- 

wimg King tcd for thele reaſons. 

Edward to I. Firſt, asthe Duke of Bargoines promiſes were leldome or 

conclude this | neuer honeſtly pertormed, ſo with the King ( whom hee had 

| peace, drawen into thoſe Countries, and into thole warres) hee did but 
_ | glozeand faine. | 

2. Secondly,becauſethe Earle of S. Paul,Conſtable of France, 
did butdiſſemble when hee proteſted ro deliver to King Edward 
the Towncof'S, Quintens, which he did not, bur offered violence 
to his Armiein ſtcad thereof. | 

3- Thirdly, becauſe the winter (which approched ſharply) 
would have enforced him for that time to haue returned di 
nourably into Exeland. 

4. Andlaſt of all, becauſe the late Ciuill Warres bad conlu- 
med moſt of his beſt ſouldiers and chicteſt Leaders, and the grea- 
teſt part of histreaſure ; ſo that King Eaward was hardly able to 
maintainea great Armic any long time. 

Butthe Duke of Gloceſter and his friends (who mortally wy 
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the FrenchKing) (triued much to dillwade King Edward from theſe 
concluiions, bur all in vaine : tor thoſe Articles were (calcd and 
publiſhed, the money was paid, both the Kings ina familiar and 
kinde enteruiew, by their {olemne oathes had {worne to oblerue 
and keepe them, and hoſtages were delivered accordingly. 

[tis ro be noted, that within this peace the Dukes of Burgo1me_s 
and of Bretazne were included, it they would conſent thereunto. 
But when chis newes was told to the Duke of Burgozne, he with all 
celeritieand ſpeed polhble haſted co King Edward, and in his me- 
lanchalie mood he told him, that it wasin a high meaſure diſho- 
nourablc forhim, to returne into Enz/and, not having burnt in 
Frame One poorecottage, nor hauing (laine as much asa flie with 
his whole Armic, He toid bim allo, chat his Anceftors, King Ea- 
werd the T hird, and King Henry the hftb,neucr pailed into France 
rodemand thcir right, but thar they obrained and won it victort- 
ouſly with their {words ; and (wore, thatKing E-warabad lolt 
more gloric and hoaour by his1ntamous peace made with Frarce, 
then he had won by all his victories in nine batrailes which be had 
tought ; andchac he himlelte ſo {corned the French Kings malice 
and his power,that he would and did ablolurcly retuicto be inclu- 
dcd inthe ſaid dithonourable league, vnril! (ix moneths were fully 
cnded aftct King Edwards Armie was landed againe in England. 

The King ſeeing the vntaichiull Duke foangrie, made him this 
replie : ThatKing Eiward the I bird and King Henry the Fitch 
entred into France with their Armies of their owne accord,to gaine 
their inheritance, and not otherwile, nor tor 2ny other purpoſe, 
which they periormed with true valour and wildome : Andthat 
hee him{elfe would neuer haue departed out of that Kinzdome, 
vntiil be had donethe like, it hee had come thicher in char manner 
of his owne accord. Bur (quoth hee) I vndertookethis tourney 
vpon your requeſt, for your aide, and to alt yowand your Terr 
tories, by p:ucking downe the pride of France : and the claime 
which I made to that kingdome, was at thistime only publilhed, 
to give mee ſome colour to heipe you. Andalbeir you vaunc 
much of your owne ftrengrh, and doe fe-me icrle ro regard the 
French King and bis anger, yet me thinkes you cannot well forger, 
how by his f\rength and power he bath wonne trom you the faire 
Citic of 4myens, and the (trong pile of S. Quintens, ang other Ca- 
tlesand Townes within your dominions ; which (notwithftan- 
ding all your crakes and brags) you neither dare to atrempr, nor 
can againe winne.

Hereupon the angric Duke in a pelting chafe, rooke his horſc, 
and rodeaway. And from thar time forward they neither loued 
nor ſaw one another. | E 

After the aforeſaid Articies were concluded and ſealed, and a 
litcle before the enteruiew betweene the two Kings, the French 
King (of his owne bounric) ſent into the Enziyh Armie one hun- 
dred Wagons loaden with che belt wines whnch he could procure, 
and licenced the ſouldiers for the ſpace of three or fouredaies to 


diſport and recreate rhemſelucs within the Citic of Amyers : and |* 


at cheir comming thither they found many TI ables thorowour

and to atrend them;{orhar nine thouſand En2l#h armed men were

But whenthe Frexch King was informed how great a number 


; of them were within the walles of ſo ſtronga Towne, hee re- 
| proucd and condemned his owne kindnefle, and feared leſt hee 
' mightlooſe it by reaſon of his great Joue, and by that meanes 


might occaiion more iarres betwixt Exz/and and his Kingdomeof 
France -. 

But the Eng/;/5men dildaining to be found falſe or vnthankfvull, 
merily paſſed away the time withthe Frenchmen ; and having ut: 
fctently ſolaced and retrcthed rhemlelues, they departed out of 
the Cirie, and quietly returned to their owne Campe. And the 
French King bcing well pleaſed with this their honctand plaine 
dealing, ſent vntothe Enzbſh Capraines rich preſents in plate and 
incoined ]lucrand gold. And then King Edward with his whole 
Armicreturned to Ca/zce, and from thence into-England, where hee 
was checrctully receiued with much joy. And thereupon the 
atorelaid Hoſtages (recciuing great gitts and honourable vſage) 
wcre [ctar libertie, and returned home.

arthe hearcrchar chey had obtained what King Edward lo initantly 
dclired, rooke their Icaue of the Duke of Brit.uxe, and brouzht 
the young Earle of Richmond to S. Mates, where they were entor- 
ced co {tay, expecting a faire and a good winde. 

But in thc mcane time, the Duke being intormed by 19hn Cae- 
welet his thuc and taithtull ſervant, rhar the ſaid mariage was but 
colourably pretended, to getthe young Earle into King Edwarys 
hands, and that his death was certainly pretended it hee could bee 
brought bome ; and being allo told, that his honour would per- 
petually be obſcurcd by fo toule a deede : the ſaid Duke could ne- 
uer be ar reit, vntill Peter Zawaoys, his chieteit T realurer, arremp- 
ted the repoſſetling of him with the ſaid young Earle, \Whereup- 
on the ſaid Peter repaired to S. Malbes, and pretended much loue 
and familtaritie with the Ezg4/þ Ambaſladours, with whom hce 


' pleaſantly conucricd and ſpent his time. But in the meane ſcafon 


the ſeruants of the ſaid Peter (being thorowly inftructed for that 
purpole) conuvied the faid Earle into a Santuarie, whole priui- 
ledges might not by any mcancs be infringed. I he Engl/pmen 


vnderftanding what had bapned, were much gilplcaſcd, and cons, 


demned the ſaid Treaſurer tor this vntriendly practiſe and too 
much kill. Buthce (on the othcr {1de) atiigned the whole taulr 
to their owne negligence and follic. And by this mcanc, rhe 
harmclefle and fillic Sheepe was deliuercd from the Woolie. And 
thus was King Edward detrauded and beguilcd oi his money and 
of his hopes. Bur vpon the Dukes faithtull promiſe that the ſaid 
Earle ſhould ever remaine with him as a priſoner, the King was 
ſomewhar paciticd, and ncuer after attempred to have him :n his 
owne power. 

King Edward being now at calc, and cnioying a bicſled peace 
both at home and abroad with ail torraine Princes, did many 
things which highly aduanced his bonour, and were very pto- 
htablero the Common-wealc. But tne Duke of Burgome (who 
by nature was viconftant, haſtie,rurbu!cnt, and wholly addicted

his former humours. For whereas before that time he bad beene | | \ 
bountifull and liberall, loved magnificence and honourable hoſpi- | 
ralitie; he now began to be ſo wretched,couctous,and miſerable, 
that to get money, and to augment his treaſure, hec extraordina- 
rily vexed and troubled his ſubieRs, by inflifting vpon them the 


tinguiſhed and quenched their heartie love and good aftettion to- 
wards him, as water doth the fire, : | 

In the twentieth yearc of his raigne, hee much deſired that the 
mariage which the French King had promiſed, betwixt the Dol-

the FrenchKing, that he had broken his promiſe and hisoath, for 
that hee had not ſent for the faid Ladie into France within one 
yeare after the concluding ofthe ſaid former Articles.

About thistime, 72esthe Third, King of Scozs, ſeeming eat- | f

baſſidours into Englend. And King Edward (ſuppoſing that hee 
] had meantplainly, and knowing that by ſuch an ailiance his owne 

eftate would be the betrer ſecured) did not only grant his requeſt, 
but forthwith (ro ſupplic his preſent wants) heedisburſed to him 
great lummes of money for part of his fa1d daughters portion, but 
yer vponthis condition, that the ſame ſhould be repated if attcr- 
wards king Edward diſliked, and would diflolue that match. 

When all thoſe things were concluded, fecuritie giuen, and the 
money paid, the king of Scozs (very treacherouſly) ſentan Armie 
into the Northerne partsof this kingdome, which burnt, ſpciled, 
and flew in euery place as ir paſſed by : whereupon king Eawar-/ 
(as well rorepretle his furie, as alſorocorrett his inhdehlitie and 
follic) ſent againſt him the Duke of Gloce/fer with a ſtrong Armie 
of oneand twentie thouſand men, who firſt of a'l by forceentred 
into the Towne of Barwicke, and then belieged the Caſtle, which 
was valiantly kept and defended by the Earle Borhwel. 

The Duke (not purpoling to imploy his whole ſtrength in that 
place) left the Lord S:anley there with foure thouſand men, and 
with the reſidue of his forces hee centred into Scor{and, whither the 
Scottiſh king was for feare retired, killing, burning, and ſpoiling in 
all placesar his pleaſure, and compelling the king to hide himſclte 
in the ſtrong Caſtle of Aayders within the Citic of E-lenbargh. 

The Nobllitie of Scozland perceiving the miſerable cttare of 
their waſted and poore Countrey,fent vnto the Duke, and craued 
peace; which he granted vpon theſe foure conditions, * 

r. Firſt, that full amends and reſtitution might be made and 


wrongs, as by thcir laſt incurſions they had ſuſtained. 


2. Secondly, that the Scottiſh king would againe reftore his |

And for the due obſer- 
uing of them, they {cnt vnto him ſuch an Inftrument, ſealed and 
ſubſcribed by the King and them, as he had required. And to the. 
Duke of 4/64ne was lent a tree pardon, and reſtitution was made 
vnto him of all things accordingly as the Duke of Gloceſter had de- 
lired. VV hereupon the ſaid two Dukes, taking a triendly farewell 
each of other, departed, the onc1nto Scozlara, and the other vnto 
Barwicke, where the Earic ot, 4thol (being of nothing more aflu- 
red, then that by his King and Countrimen he ſhould neuer be re- 
leeued) by compolition ſurrendred the Caſtle into the Dukes 
hand, who making the Lord Szanley the chieteſt Captaine and 
Commander thereot,returned ioifully with his whole Armic,and 
was much praiſed and thanked by the King. 

T his good newes from Scotland was quickly checked with a 
bad out of Fraxce. For the French King not only refuſed to pay vn- 
to King Edward the toreſaid tribute ot fiftie thouſand Crownes by 
the yeare, which was granted to him during his life, but alſo mari- 
ed his ſonne the Dolph tothe Ladic Margaret, daughter to Maxs- 
miliznthe fonne of Frederickerhe Emperour, thereby breaking his 
oath,and infringing thoſe Articles which(vpon thelatt concluſion 
of peace) he had ſworne ſolemnly to obſerue and keepe.

at the liege of Rue ; the noble and renowned Lord 10h» Duke of 
Beifordand Regent of France, and Richard Beauchampe Earle of 
(Varwicke, both which died of a greeuous lickneſle, and 79hn Lord 

Talbot Earlc of Shrewesburte, whg was {lainc at the battaile of Cha- 
 ſtilion.

1. The firſt was called the battaile of S. 4{bons, wherein the 
York; did prevaile ; and (among others) Edmund Dukeof Somer-

Stafford, and 7obn Lord Clifford, were then ſlaine. 

2. The ſecond was termcd the battaile of Blearheath,in which 
the confederated Lords wonne the victoric, in which the Queenes 
Generall the Lord 4waley was ſlaine. 

2. Thethird was the batraile of Vorthampron, in which King 
Henry was ouerthrowen. In this battaile there diced aboue tenne 
thouſand men, among which were theſe Nobles, Humfrey Duke 
of Buckinzham, 7ohn Earle of Shrewesburie, Thomas Lord Egremont, 


lohn Viſcount Beamount, and the Lord Scales was beheaded. 
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4- The fourth was the battaile of Wakefield, in which the King 
was victorious. In this battaile there were {laine almoſt three 
thouſand men, among which was the renowned and mof valiant 
Richard Duke of Yorke, and many others. Andcertaine prifoners 
werethcn taken, and loſt their heads, among which Richard Neu! 
Earle of Salisburie, and father ro Richard Earle of Warwicke, was the 
chiefe. And atthe end of that batraile, the young Earle of Rt- 
land, named Edmund,being of the age of twelue yeares,and ſecond 
ſonneto the ſlaine Duke of Yorke, was cruelly murdered by the 
Lord Cl:ford.

N the raigne of King Edward the Fourth there were 
principally fought tive battailes. betwixt the houfes 
of Lancaſter and Yorke. 

1. The fhrſt was the battaile of Exham in the 
North,in which King Eaward obtainedthe viforie, 
and tooke theſe priſoners among many others, Henry Duke of So- 
merſet, Vilkam Taylboys, who named himſelfe Earle of Kent, the

King Edardentirely loucd. And on King Edwards part there was 
{laineanobleand a valiantGeatleman, named Sir Humfrey Bour- 
cher, lonne to the Lord Barnes. 

5. Andthe fifth was called Tewtesburie Field, in which 39co. 
Engliſhmen werelaine, among which were the Duke of Somer/er, 
and the Lord 704» his brother, and the Earlc of Deuop/hire. 

In this Kings raigne there were beheaded the Lord Srafford, 
waolettthe Earle of Pembroke (vpona priuate falling our) in the 
Field, and caricd trom him part ot the Kings Armie. 

The Lord #eles, and Sir Thomes Dymocke, without any offence 
at all by them done. | 

Richard iVocoduile Earle Ryxers, and father toQueene Elizabeth, 
King Edwards wite, wastaken by the Rebels, and loſt his head.

F our memories be plcaſcd to take a 
reuiew of the life and ations of 
the late deceaied King Edwardthe 
Fourth, wee may thereon make 


this pretic abbreuiate and (ſhort 
colle&ion : T har hee was of a 
goodly pcrionage, and ota kingly 
preſence: That he was very ſtrong, 
and palbng valiant, not proud in 
profperitic, nor deictcd with ad- 
ucrſe fortune: T bathee was mo- 
derately pleaſantand merie : T bat be was pleaſing to his Nobles, 
fimiliar with his ſouldiers, and amiable to his interiour ſubicets : 
That he was mercifull ro offenders, and tauoured all ſuch as did 
well : T hat he was very wile, diſcrect, prouident, and ſoundly ad- 
viſed in all his ations. Yet was be ſomewhat toocredulous, and 
too wanton, and in his lattcr dates more couetous then formerly 
he had beenc. | | 

By many worthy endeuours he exprefled how much hee lon- 
ed for his peoples louc: and by one ation hee moreparticulariy 
declared it, then by all the rett, For in the next Summer before he 
cied, heerequired the Lord Maior of Zandon and his brethren to 
repaire to his Caſtle of 1/5n4/ou7, where hee then lay. And when 
they expeRed ſome extraordinaricimploiment in State aftaires, 
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becauſe ſo many of them were called hither, not troubling chem | 
with any bulincile, cither great or ſmall, private or publike, nor | 


requiring of them any ſupplies trom their plentic, hee royally tea- 
ſted, banqueted,and entercained them,not only with the choile!t, 
beſt, and moſt coſtly delicates that could bee gotten, bur alſo hee 
gladded them vnſpeakably with his owne preſence and compani- 
on-like behautour. Hee afterwards carried them into his Parke, 
where the thicke fall of far Decre(belides many other things)gave 
them warrant of their kinde welcome. Andartthcir departing trom 


him, he ſcnt ſuch great ſtore of veniſon into the Cirie, tor the | 


fricndly teaſting of their neighbours there, thatnorhing encr won 
him more hcartic louc among his ſubicts of thar place. 


He left behinde him two fonnes ; E:ward, who being ofthe ag

And by this 
practiſe he endeuoured firſt to makehimlſelte equall with the beſt, 
and then ro be the beft of all. | 

Wee muſt alſo now obſerue, that at the time of King Edwards 
dcath the young Prince in his owne perſon kept his re{idence and 
Court at Zudlow inthe dominion of //ales, that by his preſence he 
might reſtrainc the !/e//hmen trom {uch outragious enterpriſes as 
ofrentimes their licentious and bad manners incited them to com- 
mir. Ang the proteQion of bis perſon was by the laſt King appoin- 
| ted to Anthonie Earle Ryaersthe Q ueenes brother, and by the mo- 
thers {ſide Vncle to the ſaid Prince, And her allies and her kin(- 
folkesdid now polleſle all roomes and ofhces of honour and of 
profit about him, hce being King : which the Duke of Gloce/ler 
much maligned, and ſo ſcorned ir, that in his conceits he contrived 
how he might thruſt them all out of thoſe places. For which pur- 
pole hee oftentimes ſecretly and ſeriouſly conferred with Edward 
Duke of Buckingham, and Richard Lord Haſtings, who was Cham- 
berlaineto the laſt King, T'othem hee diſcovered the meane de- | 
{cent ofthe Queene, and of her kinsfolkes inreſped oftheirs, and 
told them plainly, that if thoſe Vpſtarts remained fo ncere vnto 
the King in his youth, they would (through his favour)be ſo pow- 
crfull when he came to his full age, thar all their honours, their 
poſſeſſions, and their liues, would be in danger to be made ſubicct 
totheir willes. And therefore he aduiſed them to toine with him 
for their remoue, and to diuide and ſhare betwixr themlſclues all 
ſuch benefits as by thoſe mcanes ſhould be atchieued. | 

T heſe faire perſwalions, and their owne ambitious humours, | 
| : Hh 2 quickly | 
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quickly wrought the ſaid two great Lords, not onely to hearken 
willingly to this diſcourſe, but alfo to bee confederares with the 
Duke ot Glocefter in that practiſe, which quickly was attempted in 
this manner. | 

T he Queene with the Earle Ryzers her brother, and with her 
ſonne Ricnard Lord Grey, and with her other friends, being guar- 
ded with a ſtrong power ot armed men and fouldiers, intended to 
bring the young King from //ales rowards London to be crowned. 
And the Duke of Gl/oceſter knowing that if his feat were not 
wrought before that time, it could nor cafily be cftefted after ; and 
conſidering likewiſe, that if he with his confederares ſhould come 
armcd againit the King to mect him,and by open violence attempt 
ro get the Kings perſon intotheir poſlethon, their faid enterpriſe 
would be cenſured and adiudged to be a rebellious action, and no 


leſſe then Treaſon. Wheretore he cunningly directed and ſent. 


his letters to the Queene, and called ro her remembrance rhe 
heartie loucand friendihip which the late King her deceaſed hul- 
band in his death-bed bad ratified and confirmed bertwixt the 
Lords of his owne bloud and alliance, and the kinsfolkes of the 

ucene. He likewiſe informed her, thatit was commonly repor- 
ted, that her brother and her friends which were ncere abour the 


Kings perſon, intended with a ſtrong power and with many ar- 
med mentocondu& his Mateſtie(tor his Coronation) from !/z/e; | 


to the Citicof London. He proteſted and ſwore vnto her, rhat his | 


humble dutie to his Soucraigne, and his vnfained love to her and | 
to her kinsfo]kes and children, incited him ſeriouſly and earncitly | 


to aduiſe andcounſell her and them, to diſmifſe thoſe companics 


of armed men, for that he feared much cſt the gathering of them 


together would be the occaſton of new broiles, and of ciuill wars.

For fecing (quoth he) that many former batrailes triumphing in 


bloud, haue now made peace, and ſeeing that the ſtare of the 


wholeKingdome bateth Armes, and ſeeing that the King hath 
no Competitor for his Crowne, and that loue and fricnd{hip hath 
vnited and knit together the mindes and the hearts of all his No- 
bles, and ſeeing that perfe&t tranquillitie and a ſecure reconcilia- 
tion hath quieted andgladded all the people, certainly the Kings 
comming towards the Citie of Zongon with an armcd traine, will 
makethe Lords of the deceaſed Kings bloud, and many others, 


exceeding icalous of thcir intention, and to be feartull leſt ſome ſe- 


cret plot be cunningly contrived to ſurpriſethem, when in dutic |

with all reſpeRiue durtic and reuerence likewiſe written vntothe | 
King, and louingly to the Earle &yzers her brocher, and vnto &z- | | 
chird Lord Grey her ſonne, cauſed all ſuch ftrength ofarmed men 
as was prouidcd for the Kings conduction towards Zonaen, to bec 
dil;nifled and ſent away. And the ſaid Earle, and Lord, and ſome 
others of their friends, brought the King forth in his 10urney to 
the Citic of Vorthampton, and the next day to Stony Strat/ord, bc- 
ingten miles from thence. And becauſe thar little Towne was not 
capablc ot che whole trainc, the Earle Rywers and his priuatc fol- | 
lowers remained that night in Northampton. But on the ſuddenand | The Queens 
vnlooked for, the Dukes of Gloceſter and of Buckingham ( being | kunared xs 
ſtrongly accompanied with great ſtore of reſolute atrendants)di{ | 9017464, 
mountcd them[ciues inthe Earles Inne,and with all complements | 
ot ioueand fricndthip they pailed rhe time with him z and by rca- 
ſon of their extr1ordinaric famiitaritic,he ſecured himſelte of their 
heartic and vntained loue.

The two Dukes allo and the Lord Chamberlaine remoued 
from the King all his other Othcers, and molt of his meniall ſer- 
uants, informing all mea which atrended the King, or expected 
the ſequell ofthis bulinetle, thar the ſaid Earle, Lord,and Knight, 
with ſome others, had relſoJued to deſtroy all rhe Lords of King 
Edwards bloud,and torule both the King and Common-weale ac- 
cording to their owne will. 

When the Queene (whoar thattime lay, with the Kings bro- 
ther, the young Luke of Yorke, and with her hue daughters, at 
Weſtminſter ) hood ottheſe tumults, and what had hapned to her 
brother, {unne, and friends, it repcnted ner much thar the had ad- 
uiſed them(vpon the Duke of Glece//ers cunning letrers)rodifmille 
and to diſchargerheir ſoulgicrs and men of warre. And becaulc 
{he had good cauiero teare the euent thereof, ſhee with her chil- 
dren encres into the Sanctuarie there. I he young King alfo mour- 
ned grecuouſly to fee the wofull tragedie wherein his triends mil- 
fortuncs wcre {0 vnexpettedly ated. Bur the two Dukes recom-

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Duke of Yorke into bis hands. And to the end that his delires might | 
not remaine fruitleflc, hee grecuoully complained to the Kings |

der, and in prifon, cauiing thereby the goucrnment of the whole 


Kingdome, and the Noblzs and officers thereof to be cxceedingly

weake; and thateachofthoſe two brethren was the others ſatere 


ſolongas they were kept aſunder, and that the life of the one was 


maintaincd in the bodie of the other, and that if one otthem did 


- well, the other was in no perill or danger, and that nothing was 


more hazardous then to keepethem both in one place together: 
yet when ſheeperceiued which way the game went, and that it 


| wasreſolucd by the ProteRor, and by his triends, that arguments 


ſhould not preuaile, ſhee embraced the louely young Duke in her 
armes, ſhe kiſſed him many times, ſhe wept bitcerly, and praying 
Almightic God toprelerue and todefend him trom all inturic and 
dangers, ſhedeliuercd him to the Arch-bilhop, telling him, rhar 
ſhee would require thar poore and innocent childeat his hands.

And within two houres 
after that the Lord Heftings was depriued of his head, a ſolcmne 
and along Proclamation written with a fairefandin parchment, 
and bcing vnder the Great Sealc of Esglazd, was brought into the 
Citie, and with great ſvlemnitie proclaimed there by an Herald of 
Armes. But by all circumſtances it was conieQured by all wiſe 
men, that the ſame was indited, written, and ſealed ſome daics 
before. 

Thus when the wicked ProteQor had impiouſly cut off the 
heads of thoſe Lords, who would till have kept him backe from 
doing of roo much miſchiete ifthcy had liued, hee cauſed Door 
Shaa (a man more lcarned then vertuous, and as wicked in practi- 
ſes asthe ProteQor was, who didinſtrutt him) in a Sermon the 
Sunday following at Pex/s Crofle, ro blazon the honourable birth 
and parentage of the Protettor, to relate his vertues, tocommend 
his valour, to weaken the fame and honour of the deceaſed King 


and with many others, to baſtardize all his children, as bcing 
borne in adulterie, and out of lawtull mariage, for that King Ea- 
ward was ſolemnly contraQted (as he afhrmed) vnto the Ladic El; 
zabeth Lucie (whom he begat with childe) before ſuch time as hee 
maried with the Ladic El:zabeth Greyz andalſo becauſe hee was in 
the perſon of Richardthe great Earle of IWarwicke (before bis ſaid 
mariage) athed vnto the Ladic Bora, ſiſter to ©ar/or the wife of the, | 
French King. 

He alſo accuſed the ProteQors owne mother of great inconti- 
nencie, when King Eawardand George Duke of Clarence (his two 
elder brothers) were begotren. And thus he ſtrived to make cuery 
onecrooked belides himſelfe, who was moſt crooked of all. And 
(in concluſion) the Door applying his ſpecch to the worthincſle 
and goodneſle of the Proteftor, he ſuppoſcd that the people could 
not chule but recciue him tor their vadoubted ſoucraigne Lord 
and King, and theretore hee ſtriued to preparcthe multitude to 
haue [houted out whenthe King camein, and to haue cried, King 
Richar:\, King Richard: but he failed of his purpoſe; for every man 
was {1ient, and more ſurpriſed with wonder then with applauſe, to 
ſee and to perceiue how cowardly, how vnnaturally,and how wic- } 
kd! y thoſe aftaires and bulineſſes were carricd, not to continuc 
the ProteCtor to be a ſubieany longer, but to be a King. 
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| Andthenext day in the Gzi/dhell of Zowdon the Duke of Buc- |

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Hen King Richard bad taken 
vpon him the gouecrne- 
ment of this Kingdome, 
and was crowned, 1n ltead 
ot nodie and prince-like 
courtelie, he applicd him- 
ſeite to all baleneile, (tri- 
uing thereby ( bur all in 
vaine) to winne the joue 
and tauour of his pcople. 
And not ſeeming to take 
any notice that the Lord 
Strange, lon and heircap- 

| parant to the Lord Stax- 

ley, intended to raiſe an Armie in the North, becauſe his father 
d beene wronacd, and was then impritoned by the King, bur 

pretending that he lou him when he might punith bim, hee did 

nor only ſect him art 1ibertie, but alſo made him the Steward of his 

owne hou'e. 
He alſo eniarved the Archbithop of Torke, but commitred Do-

King Richards deſtruftion, as in the ſequell of this Hiſtoric more 
particu/arly it ſhall appeare. 
T he King, to make himſelfe ſtrong, by conferring of great ho- 


nours vpon others, .crcated his onely childe Edward (who was of 


the age of ten yeares) Prince ot Wales :and ohn Howard (who was 
both valiant in the field, and wile in counſcll) was by him creared 
Duke of Vor/olkte. And Sir Thomas Howard (his eldett fonne) was 
made Earie of Surrey, T he Lord iam Barkley was aduanced to 
the Earledome of Nottingham. And Francis Lord Louel (whom he 
cntircly loued) was made Viſcount Lowe. 

And when hee had {as hceimagined)fo ſurely fertled his eſtate, 
that froward fortunecould notchangeir, by his Ambaſſadors be 
madeoffer to L:wys the Fr$$ King to conclude a peace. But 
Lewys ſo much detefted his bloudie crucliies and his murders,thart 
hee would not vouchſate to ſeethe Ambatladors which hee ſent, 
nor to heare the meiJage which they brought, 

T his frumpe and {ome others lo pinched him at the heart, and 
che Deuill rooke ſuch an aduantage of him, by reaſon of his ambi- 
tious and wicked m:nde, that he ſuppoſed he could neucr be repu- 
ted and truly honourcd as a King, folong as his ewo harmcleſſe 
and poorc nephe wes drew any breath, as though ſo horriblc and 
ſo execrable and bloudie a murder could winne him louc and re- 
putatton among his diſcontenred people, = 

T hus whilclt his head forged this vile and villanous conceit, he 
made his progreſte rowards the Citie of G/oceftryr, as it hee only in- 


| tended by his preſence to honour that place from whence his for- 


mertitle of dignitic was derived, ſtrongly perſwading himlclte, 
that it this vngodly and hainous fat were: committed in his ab- 
ſence, no man would then repute him to bee guiitic of that mil. 
chicte. . 

Wee muſt be informed here, that becauſe from a meane cltare 
hee had raiſed Sir Robert Brackenbaric to the dignitic of Knight: 
hood, and had made him Licu-renant of the Tower, hce conie- 
Aured that thoſe his fauours, and many more which hce might 
hope for, wou'd hauc incited him (for his fake) ro hauc commit- 
ted any villanic wharſocver. But the loue which this vertuous and 
good Knight barc tovertuc, and the grefit care which hee had ro 
keepe a quiet and a guiltleſle conſcience, made him to refuſe to 


| perpetrate that murder, which by the Kings letters hee was per- 


emptorily enivined and commanded to pertorme. 


\Whercat whenthe King bad ſtormed, {worne, and curſed like | 


a Fiend, hee called ro his remembrance, that in the Tower tberc

lodged | 
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lodged one James Terri, a man who wasneedic both in vertne; 
and of good meanes, to ſupport his haughtie and his ambirious 
minde, and who was likely (for rewards and promotions ſake) to 
kill his owne father and his triend. T o him the King by his lerrers 
diſcloſed the carneſtneſle of his deſires, and promiſed larger re- 
compenceifthe ta& were done; then ſuch a hellith ſeruice cou!d 
delcrue. | | 

T kus when he had made him pliantto his will, hethen by his 
letters required the Lieu-tenant co deliucr to him the keies of the 
Tower, which he forthwith did. And thus every thing being fit- 
ted according to his delires, the next night 7ames Terril {ent Aciles 
Foreſt, john Dighton, and two other gracelcfſe and cruell Fxecuti- 
oners, into the poore childrens chamber, where they wickedly 
{moothered them in their beds, and buried them art the itaires 
foot, from whence they were remoued, and obſcurely beſtowed 
Nan vaknowen place, PE... 

T he newes which proclaimed that the two young Princes were 
vnfortunately found dead in their bed, ſo amazed the Nobles and 
the common peopleotthis Kingdome, and {o inwardly perplexd 
the dying Queene, that every place returned Ecchocs of lamen- 
rations and of ſorrow, and every mans eics lent torth ſtreames of 
rearesin token oftheirgriete. Only the T yrant and his Contede- 
rates, fora few moneths, ſolaced themſclyes in this, that Richard 
was now a compleat King, and with admired poliae had furcly 
ſertied him(clfe and his poſteritic 1h this Kingdome. 

But wicked and bloudie T yrant, ler ſuch as hate thy vices, de- 
mand of thee ſome queſtions; and then thou ſhalt plainly ſee, and 
be rhineowne Indge, whether this land did cucr breeda more vn 
godly monſter then thy felfe. |

Andtheretore to Gods mcrcie we mult leauc thee, butcan- 
not leaue (as yer) to ſpeake of thee, vntill the bloud of thy two 
innocent Nephewes, and of ali others waom vniuſtly thou haſt 
{laine, be reuenged in this world by thy ſhamefull death, 

Now when King &:c/ards progreſle was cnded, and heeretur- 
ned vnto Z-ndon, hc endeuourcd by the making of good Lawes, 
and by exccuting ofthem with tauour and with mercie,and by his 
bountcous hberaiitieto the poorer forr,and by his bumilitie, gen- 
:lencfle, and courteſic, ro infinuate himſelte into the loye and fa- 
uour of his people. But God (who would not fuller himlong to 
enioy his worldly dignitic and honour without crofſes) depriued 
him ofhis only childe, the young Prince of !Yales, for whom hee 
was much grecued. 2 

Now muſt wee know, that as Door Morton Bilhop of Ele, 
was {ingularly well learned, ſo was he exceeding wirtie, politicke, 
and cunning. And ofali thoſe his quaiities hee made ſuch vie, thar 
inthe end he obtained his liberrie,occalioned the Duke of Bnckeng- 
hams overthrow, procurcd the deſtruction of King Rirhard, con- 
toined (by mariage) the two Houles of Lancaſter and Torke,aduan- 
ced the Earle of R15#4mento the Crowne, and allo preferred him- 


ſelfz rogrcat honour, as bereafter it {hall appearcs 


The Duke of Back;nzham (ro whom he was aptiſoner) was not 
only great in reg3r4 ot his high digniticand large poſleliions, but 
by his learning and much applauded courtelie hee allo wonne the 
extraordinaricloue and fauour of all forts and degrees of people in 
this Kingdome. Fur his wittie prifoner perceiving that hee was 
ambitious, and grcedie of his owne praiſe and commendation, a5 
commonly great men are, inſinuated himfelfe into his eſpeeta!l 
love and fauour, by applying his talke and conterence to thoſe hy- 
mours, inſfomnch that within a ſhort timc the Dukes heart concei- 
ved nothing which his tongue rcuealed not tothe Biihop, yea they 
began to ſ-eake their mindes freely cach to other touching the 
bloudie villanie> and tyrannic of the King. 

T his craftie Biſhop likewiſe, to pronoke the Duke not onely to 


2 further dercſitation ofrhoſe crucltics, but alſo to a refolued pur- 
poſe 
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' meaſure, and liked well to be ftiled by the great name of a King,

| poſe to depoſe him, firſt of all recounted how flenderly the V ſur- 


per had rewarded the Duke himlſelfe, without whoſe aide and 
countenance he could neuer haue aduanced himſelte (ar he did)to 


the Crowne. T hen he minded him ofthe inſtabilitic of rhe Kings | 


word, who reftored not tothe Duke, nor to his ſonne, the Earle- 
dome of Hartford, according to his promiſeinthat behalfe. Now 
vntothar he remembred him of the icaloulte which rhe King con- 
ceiucd of the Dukes greatneſle, ſo that he rather diminiſhed,then 


in any fortgraced or augmented his authoritie & power, Fourth- | 


ly, the vilifying ofthe honour and reputation of his owne mother, 
making her vnchaſte, and ſuch a woman as proftitured her bodie 
vnto ſtrangers, in the conception of his two cider brothers, King 
Edward and the Duke of Clarence, ro make himſelfe more legiti- 
mate then they. Fifthly, his vnlawtuil and bloudie cxecuting of 
Anthomie Lord Ryuers, Richard Lord Gray,Sir Thomas Vaughan;and 
ofthe Lord Haſtings, chiete Chamberlaine tothe two laſt Kings. 
Sixthly,his horrible murdering of Prince Eaward, the eldeſt ſonne 


of King Henry che Sixth, and ofthe ſame King, and of the Duke of | 
Clarence his owne brother. Andlaſt of all, and the worſt of all, the 


baftardizing, depoling, and murdering of his poore,innocenr, and 
guiltlefſe nephewes, which gaue him (by wicked vſurpation) his 
paſſage tothe Crowne and Scepter of this Kingdome. 

All theſe things when the Biſhop had recounted, then (for a 
full concluſion to all chat had beene ſpoken) he adviſed the Duke 
of Buckinzham, for the ſateticofhis owne lite, and for the preſer- 
vation of his Countrey, either to make vſe of his owne vertues 
andgreatneſle, and of the extraordinaric tauour and loue which 
all the people bare him,and to make himſclte their Kingzor other- 


wiſe, to further the vniting of the two houſes of LZnca/ter and of 


Yorke, by marying of King Edwards eldeſt daughtcr, the Ladie El:- 
zabeth, with the Earle of Richmond, the ſonne and heire apparant 
of Margaret Countelle of Richmond, daughter ind hcire to the 
Duke of Buckinghams great Vncle 1ohn Duke of Somerſet, ſonneto 
lohn of Grunt the fourth lonne of King Edward the T hird ; and (6 
to make the ſaid Earle a true and alawfull King, by means where- 
of the Crowne of this kingdome ſhould not only be fereled where 
iuftly it ought to be, but alſo all future oecalions of Fattions and 
of Ciuill warres would bee taken cleanc away, and the world 
ſhould be quitcd ofſuch a Monſter, who was loathed and hated 
by all good men. | 

- The Duke of Buckinghars, although he were ambitious beyond 


"on 


yet 
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yer becaulevſurpation muſt necds have beene his beſt title, (and 
V ſurpers neucr wanted cnuic) ace theretore imploicd his wits to 


conciude that match, and to make the Earle King, 
Whenthe Bilhop (by often diſpures)had chorowly confirmed 


che Dukein this his rcfolution, bee made him a ſolemne protelta- \ 


tion,thar ifhe would permit him ro gor into his Ile of £/ze, he then 
would quickly furnith che faid Duke with ſtore of money and 
of men. But the Duke was mott delirous of his companic for two 
reaſons. Firit, becaulc his eſcape wouvid vndoubtedly be laid vnto 
his caarge, and reuengcd, it thar-proiect were not ſupported with 
ſuthcienc itrengrh. And ſecond} y,becauſe by his abſencehe ſhouid 
be depriucd ot ſuch a triend, as was right wellablz to aduile and 
counſe!] him at his ncede. | | 

T he Bilthop knowing that while he was a priſoner, his head 
was fubict ro King Ric/2raus command, and thar h1s great tamilia- 
ritie with the Duke cicared him of all ſuſpition vamannerly to de- 
parr, watched his ficte(t time ct opportunitie, and being difguilc- 
tully apparrelled in bale clothes, he ſecretly ftoleaway, and came 
to Elie, where hee furnithed himſelfe among hus friends with ſtore 
of money and other neceilaries, and then (without Itrigring) hee 
failed into Flanders, where by hiscounſelland bett meanes he ani- 
mated the Earle of Kichmonl, who was in Brrtainre, to returne into 
Emnzland, to take to wife the Ladie E/zzaveth, King Eawar,'s eldeſt 
daughter, to depole the T yrant, and to make himlelte a true and 
alawtuil King. Heallo follicated by his letters,and by ſecret me[- 
ſengers, Eivers Noblemen and Gentiemen ofthis Realme, to bee 
aiding and a!hiting to the ſaid Earle at hisreturne. And the Earle 
bimf{cite ſo preuatied with Frances Duke of Britame, that 2l5eir 
King Richard by his Ambatladors had firived by the disburſe- 
meat andgitt ot much money, rich iewels, and by tranke promi- 
ſes, to make him anew Priſoner, and conſcquehtly to depriue him 
of all good hope, vet the Puke of Brztaine (as his faichfull and con. 
ſtant triend) began to ſuccour him with his belt helpes, 

And albcit that this plot(deviſed by 19rt0n) was exceeding fc- 
cret, as all the Conſpirators did itnagine, yer was King Richard ac: 
quainted therewith as well as they. And therefore, to cut off the 
Duke of Buckingbi from that Faction by violence, orclſeto win 
him by faire promiſesto take his part, he courtcoully importuned 
his companie at the Courr. Buthehaving a guilric conſcience, and 


loud, nor vied to ſpareany man of whom hee doubre4 or feared, 
{ubmiſhucly and with humble rearmes excuſed his nor comming, 


by 
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| byreaſon of his indiſpolition to trauell, occaſioned by the infir- 
mitic of his weake bodice. The King (who could skiltully caſt bis |: 


water) pcrcciued that he was not {icke in bodie, bur in minde to- 
wards him: wherefore by letters and {harpe threatnings, hee per- 
cmptorily commanded and required him to come. Bur che Duke 
rather deliring to hauea publike enemie thena diflembling friend, 
boldly returned him this anſwere, that hee reputed him to bee a 
monſter, a tyrant, a murderer, his encmie, and an vnlawfull King, 


. and theretorc that he would not come vnto him. And knowing 
| that his life was necre ended, except he could maintaine what hee 


had ſaid by ftrength of armcs in open field, hee went haſtily into 
IVales,and raiſed a powerfull Armie: and in Deuorſhire,and in Corn- 
wall, Sir Edward Courtney, and Peter Courtney his brother, being Bt- 
ſhop of Exeter, did the like. So did Sir Richard Gwilford, and ſome 
other Gentlemen in Xt. And Thomas Grey Marqueile Dor/et, 
who torlaking the Sanctuarie rode into York/hrre, lenied there 
much people. Wherefore King Richard (to ſupport his owne c- 
ftate, and to preſerue his lite, and ro vanquilh his ſtout and bold 
cnemies) raiſed another Armie. | 

T heleprepararions being thus made, King Xchardmarched a- 
gainſtthe Duke, becauſe he accounted him to be the head of this 
conſpiracie, and did perſwade himſcliethat hee ſhould bee quited 
of all tcare, it hee could vanquith him before he ioined his torces 
with his friends. 

The Dukepercciving the Kings intention, reſolved brayely ro 
confront him, and to dare him taceto face, for which purpolc he 
determined to lcad his whole armie thorow the Riuer of Seerre 


at a low foord not far fromthe Citic of 6/oce/fer. Bur in the night | 


| betore he {hould paſſe ouer, ſuch an incredible abundance of raine 
. fell,and the ſhowres ſo mainly poured downe for ten daics follow- 
| ing, thatnot onlythe Riuer was made vnpaſſable, but alſo the

whole Countrcy thereabout was ſurrounded with an exccfluc 
floud, inſomuch that grounds, villages, rownes, and people were 
drowned or carried away, to the great hurt and preiudice of rhe 
inhabitants, who grecuouily bewailed and forrowed for their 
loiſe. 

This enforced lingring, together with the Dukes wants of vi- 
uall, money, and of other neceſſaries, ſo dilcomtorted the wave- 
ring and vnconitant /e///zrex, that wacn he thought himſelte {ure 
of their helpe, they then ran away,and lefrhim alone : and he him- 
ſclte (by perillous and hard ſhifting) wascntorced to harbour him- 
felfe neere vato Shrewesbariein the houſe of one Hum/rey Banaſler, 

' who 
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who was his ſeruant, and whom from a low degree hee had raiſed 
coa faire eſtare,authoritie,and worlhip. And the reit ofthe Dukes 
friends1n other Provinces (when they heard the certaintie of the 
Dukes ill ſpeeding) vpon a ſudden diſperſed all their companies, 


and euery one of them carctully {hifred for himſelte, and many of 


them (by mcanes of their diligenceand good fortune) entred into 
the Sea, and arriued ſafely inthe Duchie of Britaine,among whom 
were Sir Edward Conrtney, Peter Courtney his brother, Bilhopof 
Exeter, Thomas Marqueſle Dorſet, [9hn Lord Weltes, Sir lohn Bour- 
cher, Sir Edmand Wooduile the old Quzenes brather, Sir Robert 
IVilloughby, Sir Giles Dawbney, Sir Thomas Arundel, Sir lohnCheney, 
his ewo brethren, Sir ira Barkley, Sir Wiltam Brandon, Sir K1- 
chird Edgecombe, and ſome others. | 

The King having diſperſed this cloud, which threatned a terri- 
ble ſtorme, proſcribed the Duke of Buckingham, and propoled the 
gitrot athouſand pounds to him thatſhould bethe meane to cake 
him : whereupon his faith]eile, treacherous, and vnthankfull ſer- 
vant Humſrey Baniſter becraied him to 7ohn Mitton Sheriffe of 
Shropſhire, who with a ſtrong Guard of armed men conucied him 
to Shreresburietothe King, who being examined, confeſicd all in 
hope of favour, but forthwith and withour any legall proceedings 
or judgement he loſt his head, 

In the meane time, whilelttheſerhings were in doing, the Earic 
or Richmond (who neither beard of this misfortune, nor of the ar- 
rivall ot his worthic fricnds, who flying out of £22/n{came into 
Britaene) having in his companic almoit hue thouſand mcn, cn- 
tred into the Sea, and directed his courſe for this Reaime. Bur it 
the evening atter his departure out of Br/farne, hee was fo cruc!]y 
beaten withan hideous ſtorme which ſo ſuddenty afſ1iled him and 
his, that ſome of his ſhips were driuen backe to the place from 
whence they came, others into Xormaraze, and on'y one of them 
(belides that in which himſelte was) remained atthe Sea. The 
next day as the Earle came before Pole, he perceived that ail the 
Coaſts and hilles adioining were thickly {prinkied with armed 


men, who cazerly attended his arrivali by the commandementof 


King Richard: and divers praiſes were vicd to traine himin. Bur 
becauſe he fearcd the worſt, as,hee had good cauſe, taking the be- 
nefit of a faire winde, hereturned, and landed faicly within the 


| Duchic of Normandie,from whence he ſent to the new and young 


King of France, Charlesthe Eighth, deliring that by his free leaue 
and licence hee might ſafely paſſe thorow that Province into B7i- 


taine; who not only granted his requeſt, but alſo(pitying his wants 
and 
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| andevill fortune) releened and furniſhed him with much money. 


So he hauing colle&ed his diſperſed {hips, ſent them into Britaine, 
and himſclte by land wentrhicher, where (to his exceeding com- 
fort and great ioy) hee met with his diftrefled friends, all which 
were valiant men, and great Commanders 1n the times of warre. 


| With theſe Captaincs hee entred into new conſultations, and gi- 


uing to them his folemne oath to take to his wife the Ladie Elize- 
beth, eldeſt daughter ro King Edward the Fourth, if his ſucceſle 
were fortunate, they all became his ſubie&ts,and honoured him as 
their King :andall of them (by the Duke of Britaznes aide and (uc- 


, cours) endeuoured to make readic a new Fleet, and ſuch ſouldi- 
| ersasthey could get, for his returne. In the meane time King R- 


chard by ſundrie executions ſhortned the number of the Earles 
friends, and procured him and his aflociates by an At of Parlia- 


ment to beattainted of High Treaſon, and thereby hee enabled 


himſelfe ro ſeize vpon all their lands and moucables which hee 
covld finde. But his crueities were ſo inhumane and barbarous, 
that they were condemned inthe opinions of all his people, who 
ſharply accuſed Sir Richard Ratcliffe, Sir Wilham Catesbie, and the 
Viſcount Zexe!, his three minions, ard wicked counſellors, as fur- 
therers and abettors in thoſe miſchiefes : ſo that (among others) 
one Collngborne was executed as a T raitor for making anddiſper- 
ling ot this ſhort ryme : 

The Rat, the Cat, and Lowel the Dogee, 

Rule all Enzland unaer the Hogge. : 

Now thoughthe Duke of Buckingham could not burt King R- 


cv2rd, (for a dead dogge biteth nor)yet he refolucd by new friend-. 


| thipandalliance to make himlelte more ſtrong, for which purpoſe 
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 henotonly concluded a peace with 1ames then King of Scozs, but 


alſoamartage betweenea neece of his, named the Ladie Anne,and 


| the Prince of Roz4/ap, the eldeſt ſonne of the ſaid King. Hee alſo 


attempted once more (by lauiſh prodigalitic)to get into his hands 
the worthie and braue Earle of X/c-m9nd,and for that purpoſe he 
ſent his Ambaſſadors into Br/#a/ze to the Duke, to offer to him 
great ſtore of liluer and of gold, and all the Rents and the Reuc- 


nues of the ſaid Earle and of his Confederates, it he would be plea- | 


ſed to giue him the quiet and the ſafe poſicſhon of him. The 
Duke at thattime was excceding licke, fo that his High Treaſu- 
rer Peter Landoys (who at S. Maloes had frecd the ſaid Earle from 
the Ambaſſadors of King Edward the fourth, as formerly we haue 
heard) ordercd and diſpoſed of ail the aftaires and bulineſſes of 
that Countrey : wheretore thoſe bribes and promiſes wete made 
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 andrendred vnto him, and hee (being greedie of ſo greata prey) 


did vndertake with great expedition to etfe&t all things according 
rothcir delire, But notwithſtanding all this ſccrer praftiling and 
cunning iuggling, this miſchieuous plot and intended villanic was 
by ſecret meſſengers reucaled to Doftor Morton Bilhop of £lze, he 
being in Flanders, and he with al] celcritie and poſting ſpeed aducr- 
tiſed che Earle of the danger which he wasin, by meanes whercof, 
and to ſauc them(lclues, he with his chiefeſt friends and followers 
as privately as they could departed trom Yawres ; and pathing rho- 
row the Countrey of Bretaine in great haſte,they came into Frarce, 


| and preſented themſeiues to the French King, who not onely re- 
ceived them toifully as his friends, but promiſed ſufficient aid and 


{uccour to the Earlc tor his relecte. Butin the meane time Peter 
Landoys ({uppolſing that-the Earle of R/chmondand his allociates 
had left Yannes but for a tew daics to viltit ſome inward friends) 
prepared certaine troupes of reſolued ſouldiers well armed at all 
points, pretending in outward [hew that they were by him proui- 
dedtogocinto Erxzland tor the Earles aid ; but (to ſay thetruch) 
they were only fitted to haue ſurpriſed him and his Confederates, 
and to haue tranſported them allro King &K:cherd. But when hee 
was certainly informed of their eſcapeinto France, hee was ſore 
troubled and vexed at the heart, becauſe he was diſcouered tobe 
ſo treacherous, and yet could not eftc& the milchicte which by 
him was intended. 

Now when it was voiced abroad, that the young French King 
and his Counſell would afhit the Earle in his enterpriſeto gaine 


the Imperiall Crowneot this Realme, Sir 1ames Blunt Captaineot 


the Caſtle of Hammes,and Sir /ohn Forteſcue Porter ofthe T owne 
of Calice,and /ohn Vere Earle of Oxford, who was a priſoner with the 
laid Sir /ames, ſecretly repaired to the Earle, who (becauſe they 
were valiant mcnat armes, and skilled much in martial! diſcipline) 
recciued them courteoully, and with much joy. | 
When King K:chard was by bis owne Ambaſſadors truly afſu- 
red in what ſtrange manner the Earle of R:chmongand his friends 
bad faucd themſelues, by flying into Frarce, and that he was pre 
paring of new forces to tric his fortune when he ſhould land, and 
that the French King and his Noblcs both fauoured and alvsiſted 
him, and that the Earle of 0x/0rd, with the other two, were with 
bim, his continuall feare gaue him no reſt, vntill hee had (in ſome 
fort) pleaſed himſelte by a new device. And his plot was thus : 
By ſubtill and craftic meſſengers he made large proters of malſsie 


liluer and of gold, beſides his earneſt promiſe of much aduance- 
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ment and eſpeciall fauour to the mother Queene, condirionally, 
that ſhee would commit vnto his cuſtodie and keeping her five 
daughrers,ſo that by meanes thereof the Earle of Richmond might 
vrterly bedepriued ofall hope to match with the Ladie Elizabeth 
as he intended : for hee ſtrongly perſwaded himſeltfe, that if that 
mariage were by craft and ſubrtiltic prevented, few men would 
then engage themſcluesto depoſc him and makethe Earle King, 

The vnconftant and the vnprouident Queence, whom coue. 
rouſncfle and ambition had made credulous, and willing to be- 
leeve him, whoin the held had formerly {laine Sir 79n Grey her 
firſt husband, vniuſtly had cxecured her brother and her {onne, 
and who had not only baſtardized her rwo other ſonnes, but had 
wickedly and villanouſly cauſed them both ro bee murdered in 


| the Tower, accepted of thoſe his gifts and promiſes, and deliue- 


red vnto him her fine daughters. 
And no ſooner had hee gotten them into his cuſtodie, but (to 
make hisritle tothe Crowne more ſure) he longedin his heart in- 


ceſtuouſly to maric with his owne brothers daughter, the ſaid La- | 
die El:zabeth. Burthe life of Queene Anne his wite, who was the 


daughter of R:chard Earle of Warwicke, and the former wife of 
Prince Edwzrdthe ſonne and heire of King Henry the Sixth, and 
whom himſelfc and his brother the Duke of Clarence had murde- 
red in King Edwards preſence, was the onely impediment to that 
match. 

It muſt now bediligently obſerued, that ſuddenly vncertaine 
Authors made report rhatQueene 2nne (who was not {icke) was 
dead: and moreover, King &:cherd himſelfe forſooke her compa- 
nie and her bed, pretending much diſcontentment and great dil- 
like becauſc ſhe was barren, and not likely ro haue any morechil- 
dren to eſtabliſh his ſuccefhon in the Crowne. T he Queene (who 


{hrewdly gheſfſed ar the wicked intention. of her gracelefſe huſ- | 


band) much greeued and vexed her ſelfe thereat: and wherher her 
private conceits that her death was conſpired, or whether any 
poiſon (as many did imagine) ſhortned her dates or no, it was vn- 
certaine; bur within few daies after ſhe was ſuddenly found dead 
indeed. | 

The King ſolittle regarded the death of his ſaid Queene, that 
preſcntly he began to make loueto the Ladie Elzaberh his owne 
Neece, who being diſcreet and modeſt, and hating his dereſtced 
villanics, and well contidering what perilland danger her felfe and 


| all her ſiſters were in, if the T yrant ſhould rafhly be reic&ed, tem- 


pered her denials with rempting andalluring lookes, and prettily 
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| fed his fancie with che mulicke of bet { weet tongue, and inſtanc] y 
| requeſted him, notro vrge his {ute with too much love, vatill be 
had detcared the Earle of Richmond of all his hopes, and had fini- 
{hcd his owne troubles, and that he would with caretull diligence 
make good prouilion to detend himſcite. Thus liuingin hope of 
her l: king, and pleaſing himſclte by yeclding to her requeſt, hec 
diſpoicd himſelte wholly in making all needfull preparations to 
rcfilt. Bur whitceit he was thus butied, hee was informed by ſuch 
Flatcerers as ncuer ccalcd to abule bias. that his Arch-enemie the 
Earle of R:chmondand his coadiutors received fuch ſmall comfort 
of the French King, that all their hopes were vanilned, and that 
they were lo infinitely oppreſſed with many wants, char heenee- 
ded notto teare any oppolition which they could make. 

This newes was by bim lo quickly credited, that too much ſc-* 
curitie made him carcleſe to proceed ; nay, he diicharged all his 
Garrifons, waich tormerly (with oreat charge and crauaile) he had 
p! iaced necre vnto the Sea-coaſts: lo that we may by the way make 
this profitable vſe thereof, that ſuch is the ſtrength of Gods iudge- 
ments and iuftice,that wicked and vigod!y men arecuermorelealt 
heedfull and vigilant tor theirown fatetic and good, wacn punilh- 
ment5 arc ncereft at hand to correc them tor theirgrecuous ot- 
tencesand tranſgreſhonsagainſt God, Whileft rhele things were 
thus ating in Eng/and, the Earle of Richmond was informed that 
his Ladic and her titers were by their mother deiiucred into King 
Richards hands, that his own Queen was ſuddenly found dead,and 
that cho0ld Lecherer made loveand daiiafice to the Ladic Eli=4- 
bath, who wastheanchor and the (tiy ot all his hopes. Wherefore 
it i1snot to be wondred at, that now (with more then wonred 1m- 
portunitic) he follicited the young Frezch King 2nd its Counſe!! 
for preſen* aid. And (to ſay the truth)ſo gratioutily was he tavou- 

red by them all,thar he obrained a quicke ſupplic of money, fhips, 
armour artillcric, and ewo thouſand men, ro make trial it his for- 


tune had determined that he ſhould weare a Crowne. With rhis 
little (but rclolucd) companie hee arriucd and landed at Arjord | 


Hwmen in ales, when he was leaſt chovght on, where hee law no 
great appearance ot {uch {uccoursas bc hoped tor. 
But when the {//c//042e27 were put in mind2,thai{being the ſonne 
FOwen Tuthar } hze was of their owne bloud. and would bcc 20 
eſpeciall fiuourer of li al}, and that his mariage with the Ladte 


| Elizabeth would ſertletbe whole eftate of this Kingdome in ver- 
tet vniticand in peace,they flocked vnto him,and thronged about | 


him with reſolucd nindes and wil ling hearts, vnder their okiltu)!

T he Hiſtcrie of King 


— — 


and hardie Captaines, among which 19hn Sanage, Arnold Butler, 
Richard Griffith, 19hn Morgan,and Rieg'd Thomas, were the chictc. 
To him allo repaired Sir George , who condutted che pow- 
cr and ſtrength otthe young Earlcot Shrewesbwrie, (he being then 
in ward) which conſitted ot ewothouſand men. Sir!Y alter Hunzey- 


fordand Sir Thom es Bourchier (two valiant and worthic Leaders of 


many a luſtic man) preſented vnto him their ſeruice : ſo did Tho- 
14s Lord Stanley, tather in law to the ſaid Earle of Richmond, who 
wes accompanied with fiue thouland fighting men. All theſe 
forces were firſt leuted and prouided for King K:chards aide : bur 
God (who purpolcd to correct and punith him for his forepalſed 
wicked deeds) conuerted their hearts, made them to reuole from 
a Tyrant, and to ſubmit themſelues ro a more lawtull power; 
whereatKing Rrchard greeued and tormented himſelfe in-vaine. 
Yec having levied an Armicof more then twentic rhouſand, (tew 
of which, beſides his true friend 7947 Luke of Aor/olke and his fol- 
lowers,remained hrme and faithtvll) he marched againſt his ene- 
mies, tu!ly reſoluing to caſt all his fortunes inthe adoenrure of one 
batatle: thereby roettablith himſcife withove turther tearc in his 


Kingdome, or elſe (by hisdeath in the open field) to conclude 


the wofull tragedic of his wicked life, 

Anda!beir thatmany practiſes were daily vſced to have with- 
drawen the Duke of Nor/o/te from King Richards ſeruice, yet 
none of them preuuiled. Wherefore to make him icalous and git: 
ftident of thecaſe wherein he ſtood, the night before the two Ar- 


| mies10incd, this ryme was fixed vpon his chamber doore : 


Ticke of Norfo'ke be not too bo'l, 
For Dickon thy maſter is bonzht and {ol .l. 


Yet for all this he perliſted loyall vnti!l his death : and rhenext 


morrow, being the two and twentieth day of 4uga/t, and in the

his ſou! Ciers contendcd to winne the victoric and that the reiidue

' tothe ground, and came to the Earle of R; chmond with whom be

him Nlaine. And thus dy his death this mortal] quarrell ended, the 
Earlz having loin this bartaile not aboue one hundred men, and 
King R:chard about one thouſand, among which the Duke of Avr- 
folke was the chiete. 

When King &rcher.{ was thus laine, his carrion carcaſe being 
found itarke naked in fie field, and being wounded and hlthily 
poliuted with dirt and gourie bloud, was calt vpon a horſe backe 
behindc a Purſuiuant ac Armes, to bee carricd ro the Towne of 
Leceſter,his head and his hands hanging downe on the one (ide,and 
his leggeson the other {ide like a caite : and there it was interred 
with as baſea funcrall as was beſtowed vpon his two Nephewes in 


the Tower. 
His Crowne being found among the ſpoiles and dead men in 


the field, was bro: aghr ro the Earle of Richmond by his father in 


law the Lord Stanley, who with the gencrall acclamations of the 
people, who thouted tor joy, and cried King Henrie, King Henrie, 
crowned aim therewith in the open held; 

Andthen the Earle with all his Armic in the field gaue heartie 
and bumble thankes to Almightic God for this great victorie:and 
(with promiſcs of large rewards) the whole Armie was diflol- 
ued, and the Earleand his Nobles departed to their reſt. 

T hus liucd and thus died King Richard, when he 
had raigned asa Tyrant two yeares, 
two moneths, and one 
day. 
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—= < aftera iharpe winter men doe re- 
ceiue the ſweet comtorts of a plea- 
ſanr Spring, and like as Aduerticie

King, according to his oath and promile, maried the faireand ver- 
tuous Ladic E{:zateth, cideſt daughter to King Edward the tourth, 
1oining thereby in onerhe two great Families of Zancaſ/er and of 
Yorke, betwixt whom (tor Principaiitie and tor the Crowne) inh- 


| nitecontentions and mortal] warres had formerly conſumcd and - 
deltroied many thouſands of braue and vajiant men. 


Now thaz the (tare ofthis Kingdome might be confirmed in ics: 
happineſſe, by the ſafecic of the Kings perſon, and by other requi- 
litres, King Herrre (taking his Prelicent and enſample from the 
Kings of France (clefted a certaine number of warkke men in all 
places roarrend vpon him, whom he termed the Yeomen of his 
Crowne. Heallo rewarded with great bountie all ſuch as for his 


{fake had beene eminent in his ſcruice ; and cseated his vacle, 1aſpar

| Statutes to bce made, as were bchoouetulland beneficiall to this 


i intailed, 
New Lawes, 
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T reaſon. T he Crowne of this Kingdome wasentailcd to him and 


Common-wealc. Hee pardoned all ſuch as (having conſpired or 
bornc armes againſt him) ſubmiſhuely by their oathes acknow- 
ledged and received him tor their rruc and Jawtull King. 


Hce elected the moſt nobie, graue, and wife men ofthis King-. 


dome, to be of his Priuic Counlell, by whoſe direAtion and.advuice 
thegouernment ofthis Realme was eſtabliſhed in proſperitic and 
in peace. Hee bountitully recompenced the Duke of Britarne tor 
all his former courtclies rowards him, and alſo paid vnto him all 
ſuch ſummes of money as at any time hce bad disburlſcd for his 


' maintenance and relcete. Thelike he did tothe French King, and 
thereby redeemed his two Hoſtages, the Lord Marqueſle Dorſet, 
and Sir !o{n Bom chier, whom he let there, 


T hus whileſt King Zenry was caretull, willing, and cndeuoured 


\ topicaſc all men, and by his vertuous imploiments laboured ro 


ſertlerhingsin peace, the malignant ſpirits of ſuch as tormented 


. themſelues at his happineſlc, and placed their owne hope for pre- 
' ferment in rebellious attempts and ſedirious courſes, would not 


permit himto liue atreſt, and quictly to performe the duries of a 
gratious King. For Frexcs Lord Louc!, Hamfrey Stafford, and The- 
mas his brother, leauing the SanQuarie at Colcheſter, which for 
their ſafetie they hadtaken, ſeduced and animated much people 
inthe North againſt King Hepry, and cauſed them (vpon vntruc 
ſurmiles) raſhly and without aduice or counſell to put themſelues 
in armcs. 

The King (who was not farre away from them) bcing ſome- 
what troubled with this newes, began to raiſe, an Armie to with- 
ftand them 3 and ſuch was his ſtrange and wonderfull celcririe and 
expedition to prevent the increaſe of their further ſtrength, that 
haſtily he ſentagainſt them his Vncle the Duke of Bedford with 

| three 
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_ three thouſand men, bo breaſt-plates were mod of a 
[cather, for want of other armour: and he himſeltetravailed day 
and night co ſecond his ſouldicrs with a better ſtrength. But when 
the Lord Loc! and his atſociates percceiued that King Yenry reſol- 
ved romakerthem fight betore they were ſuthciently prepared, 

and that trcſh forces would giue thema ſecond onlet, tt at the firit 
they thould | happen to bee victorious, their courage failed, rheir 
hs arts tainred, ſorhatinthedarknetle of the night they fled, and 

ici: rh2ir vnartned Armie to the mcrcic of King Henry, the wo 
Hh /ords taking Sanctuaric inthe Abbic ofCulaham. not farrce from 
Ox; ard, and the Lord Lowe! being ſhrowded by Sir Thomas Brough: 
taninthe North. 

Thenextday tac poore diftreti:d Rebels (being deſtitute of 
encir SO dcrs) humbly {ubmitredch emle{ues to the Kings mer- 
cie, and receiued his tree pardon. Bur becauſeno SanfQtuarie could 
protett maletaors in caſes of High Treaſon, therefore the two 
Stifferds were by violence ſeized on, and the laid Humfey (being 
indicted, arraigned, found guiltie, and condemnec) was put to 
Jearh : but his younger brother was prelerued by the Kings fa- 
uour, becauſe it was conceined chat kis tranſls reflion was not hat- 
ched by his owne malice, but by tac peacelefle inſtigation of his 
brother. | 

No ſooner was this flame quenched, but a greater fire was 
preſently kingied Dy a Prieſt, whoſe name was Sir Richards) 12nd, 
a maa very leaud, but well learned, and in a'l his ations vniuſt, 
craftie, and 100 too cunning. Hee Low ing that Eaward 'Plentace- 
net Larle of [arnicie, and fonne and heire vnto George Puke of 
Clarence, als rto King Edward the Fourth, being now of the 
age of [euentecne yeares, bad trom his intancte bowie” keptas a Pri- 
ſoner by the two !ait Kings in the Calile of Sherry-haiton in the 
Countic of Ter {s, and thar King Henry had ſecretly remoucd him 
tothe Tower, £0: into hits cutor{hipa young boy,prettie and wit- 
tic, yet borne oi a baſe parentage and ſtocke, whoſe name was 
Lambert. Him hee inliructed with as much varietie of learning 
Court-like comn!cments, and Genrleman-lixe behaujour, as his 
yeares would ſuffer himto comprehend ; and then hee informed 
hi im, that by his birth and linage hee was not onely noblegburde 
ſcended of the rova!l bloud : that hee was the oncly ſonne ot the 
Duke of Clarence, and the firft heire male of the houſe of Torke.and 
therefore inheritablero the Crowne, 'T his leſſon, with the daily 
repetitions of his heroicall Pedegree, hee fo incvicared into bis 


voung Scholar, that hee was as able and as ready to diſcourl: 
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thereof, as it by inſpiration that knowledge had becne intuſed ro 
him from aboue. 
Thus when this ſubrill Pricſt had prepared his Pupill for his 


purpoſe, hc tranſported him into /re/ans, where hee firit vented 


and ſprcd abroad this taile and vntrue noueltie, among the wilder 


and more barbarous ſort ct rhat tickle and buiie Nation, who (be- 
ing t00 to0 credulous and flexible ro any change) gaue to the 


youthall honour and reuercnce, as vnto their ſoueraigneand liege 
Lord. And within few dates atter, diucrs of the Nobllitie of that 


Countrey were taken inthe ſame net of follic,and belecued as the 
Commons did, among whom the Lord Chancellor, Sir Thomas 
Geran4me, was the chicte, who hauing had much familiar confe- 
rence with the young countertet, and tinding his amiable aſpect, 
the trimme compolure of his bodie, his princely preſence, his pre- 
gnancie of wit, bis ſuthcicne learning, bis ingenious capacitie, his 
quicke ſpirit, his diſcreet ſpeech, and ſeemely complements, to be 
anſwerable and hitting toa Prince, not onely cenſured him to bee 
the truc and the vndoubred ſfonne and here of the Duke of Cla- 
rence, and piticd his eſtate, but (endeuouring to doe him good) 


disburſcd vnto him for the enlargement of his expenſes, rraine, 


and honour, diuers and ſundric great ſurmesof money, and per- 
ſwaded many other great Lords of 7elazdto docthclike. He allo 
with great ſpecd and fccrecie informed the Ladie Aargaret, (iſter 


| toKing Ezwarithe Fourth, and Puchefſe Dowager vnto Charles 


the deceaſed Duke of Burgorme, and the ſuppoſed Aunt of this 
counterter, of his being there. And albeir that {hee was well afſu- 


| redthat this newes was falſe, yer becauſe (being of the houſe of 


Yorke) thee mortally hated and enuied King Zenry, who was the 
h:ad and rhe chicte of the Familie of Zazc:/ter, ſhe notonly glad- 
ded her heart to heace thereof, but 3!lo pleaſed herconceits with 
infinite deletion, that now an opportunitic was preſented to 
her rocxecute her turte vpon King #enry, and thar (hee might by 
this plot (itit ſucceeded well)enlarge her true Nephew the young 
Earle of !/V/arwicke, and make him King. . Firſt of all therefore thee. 
cauſed the talc report of this young countertet to bee noiſed tho- 
rowourt En21:z4, that thereby ſhee might vnſettle the mindes of 
ſuch as were credulous, and might be inclined to take his part. She 
alſopubl:{hcgd, that the 77/5 Nobilitie and Nation had not one! 
receiued him tor their Lord and Soueraigne, and would take his 
part, but alſo that {hee her ſelfe would ſtrengthen his artemprs 
with money, men, and armes to the vttermoſt of her power, 

T heſc vaincand fabulous reports carried vato her into F/angers 


Eramcs 
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Francis Lord Lowel, and her nephew the Earle of Linzcolxe, ſonne 
and heire to 19hp de 14 Pole Duke of Saffoike, and of Elizaberh one 
orher of the liſters of King Edwardthe Fourth, Sir Thema Brough- 
ton, and ſome others : and after many ſpeechcs and much conte- 
rence touching thoſe aftaires and bulineſſes, the Duchefſe cauſed 
to be levied in her Country about two thouſand men, which were 
conducted by Martin Sward an approued Captaine of great reſo- 
lution and much skill. All cheſe (with quicke expedition) ſailed 
into /re{and, and toined with Sir Thomas Gerardine the Chancellor, 
who was inarcaJineſfe with more then two thouſand men of his 
owne Nation : and they all determined to tranſport themſelues 


_ into Eng/anZ with all ſpeed. 


Wee may not imagine that King Henry (who was valiant, pro- 
uident, and wiſz) was ſecure, carelcſle, or negligent in thele af. 
faires and weightic bulineſſes. For (to the end that certainly ir 
might bee knowen that Lambert was but acounterfet) hee cauſed 
Ewardthe young Earle of /Varwicke to be publikely brought tho- 
row the ſtreets of Zoxdon from the T ower vnto Pa4!s Church, 
where infinite numbers of the Nobilitie, Gentrie, and Commons 
ofthis Kingdome had the ſight and view of him, and many of 
them ſpent ſome time in conterring with him. He alſo made great 
preparations to repell and to ſubdue all ſuch as (in Zemberts aide) 
thould either attempt any ciuill warre, or invade his land. And 
thus (when he had ordered all things well) thefetorraine powers 
arriucd neere vnto LZzncoine, where they expected more ſuccour 
then they foond, or were in any poſhbiiitic to have. Bur when 
the King was informed that they were come,he marched towards 
them with a conſtant reſolution to tric the vtmoſt of his fortune 
in the field, inſfomuch that it was now too late for thoſe Invaders 
to ſtep backe : for vrgent neceſhtie did require, that either they 
muſt flie, fight, or yecld. But the truth is, though they were not 
ſtrong, yet they were no cowards. T he 7r//þ people were ſtrangely 
ative, and paſhng valiant, but they wanted Armes : and their 
braue reſolution ſo animated their courage, that with haughrie 
ftomackes and Lions hearts they ioined in battaile with the King. 
But withinleſſe ſpace then one houre, the vnprovided and vnfur- 
niſhed 1+ with their Capraines, the Earle of Zzncolne, Frances 
Lord Lowel, Sir Thomas Gerardine, Martin Sward, and Sir Thomas 
Bronghton, were a!l ()aine, and the reſt ſubmitted themſelves to 
the King, who pardoned their offence, and committed the Prieſt, 
Sir Richtrd Syd, vnto perpetual! impriſonment : and his coun- 


terfeited Pupill (being firſt abaſed in the Skulleric) was within 
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| few yeares after chicfe Faulconer to the King. Then was the 
The ©xeene 


Kings wife with all honour and princely ſolemnities crowned 
Queene, and Thomas Bowrchier Archbilhop of Canterverie died, 
and was ſucceeded by 1ohn Morton Bilhop of Elze, who wasallo 
made Lord Chancellor ofthis Kingdome : and not longatter hee 
was dignified with the Hat and babit of a Cardinall by Pope Ale- 
xander the Sixth, 

Now though King Henry (through the benefit of a generall 
peaceat home) was made fortunate and happie, yer forraine iarres 
among his neighbours prouoked him to new imploiments, vpon 
this occa(ton. | 

Charlesthe French King having warred ſucceſſctull y againſt Ma- 
ximilian King of the Romans, complained that he was much wron- 
ged by Lewys Duke of Orleance, who had marricd the Ladie anc 


his ſiſter, and was his next heite apparant to the French Crowne, | 


for that hee with ſome others tooke part againſt him with his cne- 
mic. Butintheend when King Charles had afhcd himfelfe ro the 


Ladie AMergaret, daughter to Maximilien, and had concluded a | 


peace betwcene themſelues, the ſaid Duke of 07rieance and his 
complices fled into Brizarme to Duke Francis, who gaue themcour- 
reous entertainment, and kindly ſupplicd all their wants. 

T he French King (apprehending this as a fit occaſion offred to 
him to quarrell with the Duke of Brztaize, becauſe hce longed to 
polleſle bis Countrey) without any parley or conference touching 
that matrer, proclaimed warres againſt him. And betore it was 
notificd that he had raiſed an Armie, he cntred into-8r:itaine, and 


; planted a ſtrong liege beforethe ftrong and faire Citic of Nantz. 


And by bis Ambaſladors hee importuned King Henry either to 
rake his part, or (asa Neuter) to giuc aime vnto them both. But 
King Henry being at the firſt doubtfull what courſe totake, becauſe 
hee had receiued much comfort and many courteſies from them 
both, reſoluedatthe laſt to require ſome part of both their loves, 
by mediating of a friendly peace, which (with his vemoſt cnde- 
uours) he labourcd to cftect. 

The French King (who was both wittic and craftie) made an 
outward ſhew as it he ſeemed heartily to deſire it, and was thank- 
full for it, although in truth and in decde hee intended nothing 
leſſe. Butthe Duke of Brztarne (following thedircfions of his 


| French gueſts) refuſed plainly to conſent vntothat motion. And 


within few daies after, Edward Lord !agduzle, Capraine of the [le 
of !Vight, and vncle tothe Queene, without the Kings knowledge 
or licence, beingaccompanicd with foure bundred ofhis moſt ex- 


pert | 
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pert and skilfull ſonldicrs, failed into Britamne for the Dukes aide. 
And foone aftet hisarrivall,and necre vnto Forzrers, a battaile was 
appointed to bee fought betweene King Chartes and the Britons. 
And (the more to haue terrified the Frexch} ſeuentecne hundred 
Britons, being clad in coats with redcroſles, as if they had beene 
Engliſhmen, wer ioincd to the Lord WWoodniles companies, and 
were ſubicted-to his command. But the contraric was to the 


Frenchmen too well knowen. T hen (at the appointed time and 


place) the two Armics met together, and fought hercely for a ſea- 
ſon. But inthe cfid the poore Britons being tound counterfets as 
they were, and their whole Armie being vnable to reſiſt ſo great 
a puiſſance as encountred them, were i}aine together with the 
Lord ioodutle, and the greater number of his aſfociates,and the vi- 
Rorie fell ro the French part. 

Within few daiesafter, in England it wasconcluded by Parlia- 
ment, that albeit King Henry had louingly becne aided by the 
Frexach King for the recoucric of his Crowne, yet in regard that the 
Duke of Britaine for many yeares together had in all triendly,gen- 
tle, and liberall ſore, entertained, proteRed, and maintained him 
when he was vnable torelecue himſelfe, and hikewiſe becauſe it 
was conſidercd, that if King Charles [hould winneand annex thar 
Duchic ro the Crowne of Fraxce,nimlcltc and his poſteritie might 
and werelikely to prouc bad neighbours to this Kingdome, King 
Henry (hould take part with the Dude of Briterne. 

T his buſineſſe being ſo determincd, the King ſent into that 
Prouince an Armic which conſiſted ofcightthouſand men, vnder 
the condutt of the Lord Brooke. And for the maintenance of thoſe 
warres, a taxe (by the ſame Parliament) of thetenth pennic of 
the valucof all the moveable goods and charttcls of the Subiects 
wasgranted tothe King. 

No ſooner was the Enzi:ſh Armie arrived in Britaime, but the 
Duke (who had beene long (icKly) died : and therefore (vpon a 
compoſition made betwixt his Nobles and King Charles) hee was 
affied ro the Ladie Anne, the ſole davghter and heire tothe decea- 
ſed Duke, who was formerly betrothed to Maximilian King of the 
Remans,and ſo was the ſaid French King likewiſe aſſured tothe La- 
die Mergaret daughter to Maximilian. And thus the Britiſh warres 
were atanend: and the Engliſhmen hauing only ſecne thar Coun- 
trey, and done nothing, returned ſafely into Exgland. 

Now muſt we vnderſtand, thatthe Ruſtickes and rurall Swads 
ofthe Countie of Yorke, and of the Biſhopricke of Durham, nor 


onely retuſed. peremptorily to pay any part of the Taxe which 
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| wasgrantcd to King Henry for the maintenanceof the Brityh wars, 


but alſo rhat ina mot rebellious fathion they boldly ruſhed vpon 
andcruelly murdered Hewry the fourth Earle of Northumberland, 
who by the King was appointed to cauſe the extracts of that Sub- 
ſidieto be leuicd bydiſtrefſe vpon the goods of all ſuchas he found 
flacke or obftinatc in thoſe patments: which when they had done, 
truſting to their owne ftrength and numbers,they beganne aciuill 
warre, ſo that as they paſſed thorow thoſe Countries, they torci- 
bly compclled Gentlemen and others to take their parts. 
TheKing (to repreſſe and puniſh the Ring-lcaders of this tu- 


' multuous inſurrefion) ſent againſtthem a ſtrong and a well pro- 


| 


| 


| 


uided Armie, vnder the eſpeciall command of Thomas Earle of 
Surrey, who hauing beenc taken priſoner as hee tought for King 
Richard at Boſworth field, was now cnlarged, and deltuered out of 
priſon, and receiued into the Kings favour :and the King himſelte 
in his owne perſon followed after him. But thefoolith Rebels(as 
men amazed, witleilc,and wanting counſell rodire&their ations, 
and cowardly diſtruſting their owne powerand abilitic toreliſt) 
threw off theirarmour, ſhitred hardly to ſauce themlelues, and fled 
eucry man to his owne home. But the King (who reſolued by 
ſeuere exccytions to terrific ſuch others as otherwiſe were likely 
tocontemne him, and to deſpiſe his goucrnment) by exquilite 
and ſharpe enquiries, found out and apprehended the chietelt au- | 
thors of this miſchicte, who(in ſundrie places of this Realme) were 
puniſhed by death. But the multitude and che baſer ſort obtained 
the Kings gratious fauour, 

The Br:ti/h} Nobles calling to minde that their young Ducheſle 


; waseſpouſed firſt vnto Maximilian King of the Romans, and ſe- | 


 condly to Charles the French King, and percciuing (vpon more 


ſound conſideration) that the French King would alwaies beare 1 
heauic hand over them, it indeed he were once maricd to her, be- 
gan to reuolr from their promiſe, and to reſiſt his intention and de- 
lire by ftrength of armes. 

But the Frenchmen (according to their cuſtome) being more vi- 
ctorious by their prodigallgifts then by their true valour, corrup- 
red the Brit; Nobilitie, and ſuch Matrons as daily attended vpon 
their young Duchefle, in ſuch ſort, that King Chazies got herinto 
hispollcſhon. And then he publiſhed, that his owne tormer con- 
tra with the Ladie Margaret, daughterto Maximilian King ofthe 


 Romans.and alſo that the other contrat made by the ſaid Maximi- 


lan with the ſaid Ducheſle of Britaine, were nullities, void, and 
fruſtrate inthe Law, for that the ſaid two Ladies (ar the times of 
thoſe 
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thoſe athances made) were too young, and wanted good diſcre- 
tion to make their choice, And thereupon King Charles returned 
the {a1 Ladic Margaret to her tather,and was forthwith maried to 
the {aid Ducheſſe ; and by this mcane he ioined that Prouince to 
che Crowne of Fraxce. | 
TheKing of the Romens ({corning and diſdaining thus to bee 
diſgraced, and that his daughter ſhould ſo vnkindly bee ſent 
home) ſeemed eager, and reſolved to revenge thoſe inivries and 
wrongs : and finding his owne ftrength to bee too weake for fo 
great an enterpriſc, follicited King Herry (by his Ambaſſadors) to 
allit him in thoſe warres. Whereupon King Henry (partly in re- 


gard of the loue which he bare tothe laid King faximilan, and . 


part'y becauſc hee ſaw that the French King was not onl y become 
Lord ot B-1raire, but attempted likewiſe to bring the Low,Coun- 
cries vnder his ſubie&tion) concluded lo to doe, by the gencrall 
adJentof his Nobilitie and Commons in tull Parliament at /eff- 
minjier aſſembled. And becauſe the poorer and the inferiour ſort 
i/hould nor be greeued with any taxe to ſupport thoſe warres, the 


Aung loliicited his Nobles, Gentrie, and rich men only, by way of 


+ 


a Beneuolence to enlarge theic bouatic towards that charge, as 
formerly (in the like caſe) they had done to his Predeceſſour 
King Edwardthe Fourth. By this motion and device he gathered 
muci money, but lolt more love : tor many men gave ſomewhar 
with their hands, whoſc hearts were vnwilling, and repined to de- 
part with ſuch gifts. 

T he King (tor the expediting of this waightic bulineſſe) cau- 
fed agallanr Fleet of warltke ſhips ro bee apparrelied, and furni- 
ſhed them with all things needfull tor the tranſporting of his 
Armie which hee bad raiſed, and commirted them to the ge- 
nerall command ot his Vnclc /a/pzr Duke of Bedford, and of 10hn 
Farlc of Oxford. 


But when all things were prepared, and the Armiereadie to be 


imbarked, the King (by his owne Ambaſſadors which were in 
Flan1ers) was intormed, that Maximilian was altogether vnproui- 
ded of armour, men, money, munition, victuals, and of all 0- 
ther things requiſite for the warre, and that King Henry might 
not depend ro be aided y him with one man. 

T his newes vexed and perplexed him at the heart : for wiſely 
hee conlidered, thar if ſuddenly hee ſhould deſiſt from his en- 


| terpriſe,and diſmiſſe his Armie,then theſe inconveniences would 


enſue. 
Firſt, his enemies (bcing elated thereby) would deride, mocke, 
| 2 and 
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and ſcorne him, and perhaps endenour to brand bim with thein- 


famous title ofa coward. 


Aad ſecondly,becauſc his owne people might thereby imagine | 


and ſuppole, that by a cunning ſhitt, and by a crafrie tricke (vnder 
a tained pretence to make watre, which by him was not intended) 
he had pickcd their coine out of their purſes to enrich himſelte. 

T hele cogitations perſwaded him to take ſound aduice of his 


Nobles in this bulineſfe, and to purge himſclte, which in ſuch a } 


talhion, and with ſuch a marrtiall reſolution he did, that in the end 
(according to his owne bearrs deſire) it was concluded by a Parlia- 
ment, that hee alone, with his owne Nation, ſhould warre vpon 
the French King, torcuenge many difgracctull wrongs which of 
latter times he had offred to King Herry. 

When this newes was diuulged, and pubitkely knowen, and 
the valorous determination of the King by certame demonſtrati 
ons notified to his people, they not onely applauded his cou- 
rage, and reioiced in it, but (by the readie and voluntarie profers 
of their beſt ſeruice) they much increaſed his Armie, with which 
King Henry himſelte landed ſafely at his Towne of CalieL. 
And (to ſer his Armie 1m an order anſwerable to his minde) 


hce marſhalled his whoie numbers into fourc battailes, and mar-* 


ched from thence vntill hee came before Bulloizne, which he gir- 


ded about with a ſtrong ſiege, and daily battered and aflaulred it | 


without ccaling. 


Wee mult now know, that the French King, though hee were | 
| the abſolute Lord of the Duchic of Brit«ine by his late mariage, 


yerthe Nobles and the Commons of rhat Prouince diſliked and 
grudged at many things which heartempred(againtttheir willes) 
to innouatc among them, becauſe they rended much to their dil- 
honour, dctriment,and wrong, inſumuch that King Charles teared 
(elt they (toining with King Hemry) might ſhake off hisyoke, and 

ſct vp another Duke. Wherefore by his Ambaſſadors be propo- 
ſed to King Henrycertaine Articles of peace, which were both ho- 
nourable and alſo profitable vnto him. 

I his vnexpeted newes croſſed the humours of moſt men in 
the Ezlſh Armie, whole hopes were confident that the French 
warres would make them rich, But when King Henry had tho- 
rowly con{idercd that the right to the Duchie ot Britame was fo 
inſcparably vnited and knit by the ſaid mariage tothe Crowne of 
France, and that no pon bilitie appeared todiude then, and that 
in regard that hee alone had vndertaken thoſe warreschiefly tor 
the preſcruationot his name and honour, he thould immorralize

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his fame, if vpon kinde increaties, and termes of credit and of 


gain, he thould returne, hee not oncly hearkcned attentinely to 
| that motion, bur within few dates atrer he concluded a peace with 


the French King, to continue during both thcir ioint lives, and re- 
cciucd (rodefray his charge) ſeuen hundred tortic and hive thou- 
ſand Ducats,which in our et mony amountera to the ſumme 
of oac hundred ftoureſcorc and (ix thouſand and two hundred 
pounds, or thercabour, betides an yearely penſion of tive and 
rwentie thouſand Crownes , which were alwaics duly paid fo 
long as King Uemry liucd. TI hus the King (hauing concluded all 
things tor hn honour and profir, and to his owne good liking and 
contentment) ratled iis {iege, returned to Calice, and (ately trom 
thence into England. 

About he time In w hich King Tenry aſſumed to take part with 
Aaxintien againit the French King, the Ladie Margaret, Lu- 
chetle ot Burgs: xe, his ancient encmie, as wee hauc heard, ncuer 
cealing tocontrive burttull and mulicious practifcs againſt King 

Henry, nor for ariy wrong or iniurie wia'ch euer hee had done her, 
but one:y becauſe hee was the higheſt of the houſe of Lincz/fer, 
which was oppoiite to her linage, bad gotten into her poſſeiſion a 
young Dutch boy, who was very comely,learned, and wittic, but 
delcended from baſe and vnwortaie parentage. His true name 
was Peter {Varbecke, but hee was nicke named in ſco: ne by the 
Enzlifh,, who called him Parkm, which in the Dutch Tongue 
ligniheih weakneſle, or ſuch a oneas is vnable, impotent, or 1n- 
tirme. 

T his youngling dic perteRtly ſpeake the Ezglyh tongue, and 

was by this Ladie recciucd into ercat tauour, and not onely ih- 
firuſted by her prowtion in literature and go0d manners, tut 
hee was allo atiigently and carctuily trained vp in the 1mitation 
of all princely cntertainment, complements, and b: haviour, io 
that 3ll ſuch as beheld him and his Heroical| Qunitics, pro- 
nounced their ſentence, that bee was deſcended ot a Nobie Fa- 
milie, and tha: ſome cxtraordinarie Fortune was at hand, ard 
attended ro make him more happie then a thouſand others, 

Thus when this Ladie had procured her counter teired Tclo!! 
to bee adored and wondered at, by reaſon of his maiceſticail car- 
riage and behaviour, ſhe informed him, that vnder the name of 
Richird Duke of T-ke, ſecond lonneto King Edward the Fourth 
ber brother, {hcemtcnded toaduance him tothe Crowne of Ex- 
land, and to mak: him King, which that ſhe might with the more 
caſe and tact. itic eftcR, {hee ſecretly and fo ſubſtantially taught

| andcameto his Titularie Aunt the Duchcſle of Bur2orne, whorc-

When lhee bad thus furniſhed him according to her will, {hee 
cauſed him to betranſported into /relaud, where be made himſelte 
knowen among thoſc Nobles to bce by his birth a great Prince ; 
and therin he fo artificially demcancd himſelfe,thar by the whole 
Nation of the 1r:/þ he was recciued, reucrenced, and maintained as 
cheir ſoucraigne and righttull Lord. 

About the ſametime the French King {who daily expected the 
landing of an Ex2//5 Armic within his Duchic of Britain, or in 


| ſome other place lubieR ro his dominion, as formerly wee hauc 


heard) intended to diſturbe the intention and purpole of King 
Henry, by ſetting vp of another King i inthis Realme ; for which 
purpole hee ſent for Perkin Warbecke into France, and promiſed 
with all kinde of triendly entertainment to recetue, helpe, releeuc 
and ſuccour him, vntill hee had inueſted him into his right and 
Kingdome. 

No ſooner was this che prince cometo the French Court, but 
ſuch was the gencrall applaule of the Frenchmen, and lo cxtraor- 
dinaric was their madneſle and brainc-lickeioy, that the poore 


Swad could in no wile chuſe but imagine ſtrongly thathee was | 


borne to bea King. Butinthe middeſt ofhis flattering, vaine, and 
tooliſh hopes, the aforeſaid peace betwixt the two Kings of Ex- 
z2land and of France was concluded, and this young Nouice (fea- 
ring left he ſhould be deltuered to King Henry) ran ſecretly away, 


ceiued him with great ioy and much honour, giving vnto him 
princely entertainment, hlling his purſe with gold, clothing his 
bodie with coſtly and with rich apparell, and appointing thirtic 
gentlemenof worth and qualitie(as his Guard) to giue their daily 
attendance vpon his fantaſtical! perſon. 


T hen (hee cauſed it newly to be publiſhed in E72/ar4, that her | 


Nephew Richard Duke of Yorke was yet aliue, and lived in her 
Court, aad thathe (according to his right and title tothe Crowne 
of Eng/and, as being the heire male or the Houle of Yorke) expc- 
&ed the affiſtance ofall his true and loving - ſubic&s towards his 
atraining thercof. 

No looner did thisnewes wax common among the Valow, but 
it was gencrall y belecucd by them, and allo by ors others of 
betrer ranke and faſhion, inſomuch that many for malice onely, 
and for grudge which they conceived againſtthe Houle of Zanca- 


ſter, 
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fter, others becauſe they deemed themſclues not to be ſufficiently 
rewarded for their aducntures in King ecnries warres againii King 
Richard, others becauſe they were ambitious, and ſaw none other 
mcanes ro raile their fortunes, others becauſe their fancies were 
calily deluded by noueltics and deuifcd newes,and others becauſe 
they delighted to filh in troubled waters, determined to take his 
part. And vpon that refo[ution the Conſpirators (by ſecret com- 
bination) fent Sir Robert ©1;#/ord, a man of much valour, wildome, 
and great diſcretion, into Flarzers, to enquire and to ſearch out 
che truth of the conception, birth, and parentage of this new- 
tound Duke, 

T his Knight, after his arrivall, and when hee had conferred 
againe and againe with the buſte-beaded Ducheſle of Burgore 
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rouching this bulineſſe, and with an obſcruing ete had beheld the | 


young counterter, and had communed oftentimes with him,per- 
ſwaded himſelte that he was the very true, naturall, and yongelt 
ſonacofKing Edwardthe Fourth, and lo hecertified his friends in 
Eng/and by his letters, and by meanes thercot, cuery day treſh re- 
ports gat greater [trength and credit among ſuch as were willing to 
be partakers in his fortunes. Wherefore asa ſharpe Feuer ſuffreth 
noc the Patient co take any reſt, ſo this fantaſticall dreame and 
vaine imagination troubled King Henry aboue meaſure : and wile- 
dome mad2 him prouident to prepare for tuturc ſtormes, ſo that 
he [trongly guarded and fortificd all places which bordered vpon 
the Seca, and by his letters hee informed the Burgunadians and Fle- 
m7 of the vanirie and fallitic of this deuiſed foolerie, and of this 
fained King, vling his beſt meanes both to preuent all civil wars, 
and alſo to withſtand all invalions which might bec attempted a- 
gainſt his Crowne and Kingdome. 

And to make himſelfe more ſtrong, hee ſe!eted and appointed 
diucrs men of wiſdome and of worth, ſccretly to flic out of Ex- 
elandinto Flanders tothe Duchelle, and to this tained Duke, that 
by their meanes and cndeuours bee might haue true intelligence 
of ſuch as (being of name and qualitie) conſpired to ioine with 
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this ignoble counterfer ; vpon whoſe information, and atrer legall | 


trials, the chicfeſt aftors in that bulineſle (as T raitors) were put 
to death, 

King Henry alſo recounting how that by the late breach of pro- 
miſe Maximilian the King of the Romans failed toath(t bim in his 
warres againſt Charles the French King, and finding that his ſonne 
Philip, Arch duke of Anjlr14,and Duke of Burgorne, (ccretly fauou- 


voured the atrempts of the Ladie Margaret concerning Perkrm 
{{arbeckes 
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' Warbcckesconſpiracie, remoued his Mart of Engliſh merchandizing 
| from Flaxgers to his owne Towne of Calice, and alſo he prohibited 


all men wharſocuer to bring any F/c-m1ſhcommodities or wares in- 


| tothis Kingdome. T his reſtraint notwithſtanding, the bribing 


Eafterlings were vnder hand permitted to bring into England what 
they would. And likewiſe King Max:milizy and his ſonne by 
ſtrong Edicts forbadeand publithed rhe conhiſcation of all Engleſ/ 
commodities, as leather, tallow, woollc-, lead, tinne,and ſuch like, 
it they were brought into thoſe Countrics, 

T his reſtraining of the Kings owne ſubicRs, and that libertic 
which was allowed to tholc ttrangers, vexed and greeucd the En- 


_ elijh Merchants at the heart, and ſo it did many others : for by 


meane3 thereof a great part of their trade (which in formertimes 
ſupported thcir caarge, and maintained their houſcs and families) 
was taken from them. And thereby they were alſo diſabled ro en- 


tertaine ſuch and ſo many lourncy-men, coucnant ſeruants, and. 


apprentices as they had formerly done. Neither could or would 
they giue to ſuch as they had, ſuch large and liberall wages, pen- 
ſions, and rewards, as was expected by them for their paines and 
ſcruice. | 

T helc extremities occalioned multitudes of Apprentices and 
of lourncy-men (wittout the procurcmentor allowance of their 
Maſters) zorunne with great violence and furic to the Stilliard in 
London, whzre they brake vp and robbed many Ware-houſes and 
ſhops, andrifi:d wharſocucrdid come athwart thcir hands. And 
belides ail this, they oftred mu. h violence (in a ſtrange manner) 
to the Eajteriings, being the owners of thoſe commodities and 
wares, vatillthe comming thicher of the Lord Maior with a band 


; of armed men bota territicd rhem, and alſo made them flte. Of 


a 


theſe maletaftors ſome were takenind 1mprifoned inthe Tower, 
and (due examination being taken of then, and of their offence) 
the principall Ring leaders among them (being in number about 
fourcſcore) were continued priſoners for many weekes. Bur in 
the end they all were freed, and receivcd the Kings Pardon. 
About the ſame time the before named Sir Robert Clifford (vp- 
on his repentant motion, and by the mediation of his triends ar 
home) procurcd leave for his rerurne, and pardon for his offence, 
fo that when notice was giuen of his landing, the King appointed 
him to mcet himat the Tower, that there before him and his No- 
bilitie hee might diſcover plainly andar large the whole prattle, 
device and purpoſeof the Ladic Margaret,and of her baſe nephew 
Perkinil/arbecke,and of all other the Confpirators in tharbulineſle. 


And 
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And this place of meeting (abouc all others) the King in policie 
appointea, becauſeitany ot his Lords or great ones were by the 
faid Sir #ober; Clz/fordacculed as being guiitic of that offence, they 
might(withour blowes of ciuill warres) be apprehended and com- 
mitted m the ſame piace. 

T he Knight(ar his tirit appearance in the Kings preſence) hum- 
bly kneeied downe, contcfled his tranſgrethion, expreſſed many 
' true lignes of hearticand vntained repentance, and receiucd the 
Kings fanour. : 
| Amongthegreat men attending onthe King, he onely accuſed 
| Sir William Stamiey, whereat the King much maruelledy becauſe he 

not only cntirely loucd him, butalfo had by his bounteous libera- 
ite increaſed bis poſſclions, made him honourable, and Lord 
Chamberlaine to his owne perlon. 

T his tau!r was fo plainly and fo particularly diſcovered before 
' the King, that the acculee Gentleman (not being able to excuſe 
himſeit.) was forthwith commirted tq priſon, and within few 
daies attcr, being by the due courle of Law condemned, (for ex- 
amples ſake vnto others) he [oſt his head. | 

Yet for all this, ſodeiirous were many of novelties, others of 
{oilces, ſome of reucnge, and others of ctuill warres, that they be- 
gan t» ſp-akecontumeliouſly, defpighttully, and rooroo leaudly 
agrnithe King. Bur torthis maladie he quickly provided adou- 
beeremedie: birt, by making of himſeltc ttrong with ſuch Forces 
a« he h14 lenied, and fecondiy by raking ofa ſtrait account, and by 
{eyerc puniſhing of tome of thoſe, whoſe tongues (as Raſours) 
had der-pely wounded ht5 hi-nour and his good name. And by 
their enſampies hee reduced the rcit ro more conformitie, and

compeiled tnem to Oey. ; 

He a'fo ſ{antan Armic into Zrelmnd, vnder the command of Sir 
Edw ir 1 "is 100 ro corre and punith with greaticueritic ſuch 
of the 1/5 Nation, as two yearcs betorchad giveraid and ath- 
tinceto P-rken !arbeckr, Bur the offenders being For-the molt 
part wilde, rude. ba rbarous, and ſavage people, dcl1ghring in war, 
and being neucr better contented, then whcn they were tumulru- 
ous, and in horrid ations, aſſembled themſelues in great multi- 
tudes, and (according to their v{c and faſhion)they rannc into the 
woods, mountaines,and bogges, whom the Knight was the more 
vnableto purſue, becauſe the Nobiliticof that Tland (who promi- 
ſed ro ſend him much aid) performed nothing, which careleſneſle 
he imputed to Gerald Farleof Kyldare, who as he was a man by his 


birth, poeſhons, and friends, moſt powertull ameng the 7r1/þ, lo 
was 
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The Hiſtorie of King 


was he chiefe Deputie of that Countrey to the King. Him (vpon 
the falſe and ſflanderous accuſations of his malignant enemies) the 
Knight apprehcndedas a T raitor, and brought him into England. 
Bur (bctore the King) his fideliticand his innocencie freely deli- 
uered him from further trouble and danger: ſo that being graced, 
thanked, and rewarded tor his true and honourable ſervice, he was 
not only enlarged, but obtaincd the continuance of his Depura- 
tion as betorc. | | | 
In this meanc time Perkzn Warbecke (being by the Ladie Marge 
ret turniſhed with a Fleet of ſhips, and being accompanied with 
Roagues, Vacabonds, Slaucs, T heeues, Robbers, Murderers, 
Banke-ruprs, ſeditious Varlats, and with the oft-ſcumme of many 
Nations) came vpon the &ex2/h Coaſt, where they caſt Anchors, 
and landed ſome of thoſe Vaſlals, who endeuoured to informe 
rhemſelues whether the people determined to follow poore Per- 
kin warbecke or no. T he anſwer made by the multitude (who be. 
gan toriſc inarmes)gaue good contentment : for outwardly they 
tirmely promiſed (vnrill death) to ſupport and to maintaine him 
and his quarrellagainſt cheKing. But when (by faire words and 
ſoothing ſpecches) they had trained thole Raſcals vp into the 
land, they fiercely ſet vpon them, ſI1cw many, and rooke one hun- 
dred and threeſcore priſoners, whom they deliuered into the cyu- 
ſtodic of Sir /o4n Peachy high Sherifle of that Prouince, who railed 
them in ropes (like vnro horſes drawing carts) and conucied them 
inthat falhionto the Citie of Longoy, where they recciucd their 
erials, and werEexecured in ſundrie places of this Realme. And 
the counterfeired Duke of Torke (expetting better fortune at ano- 
ther time) returned into Flanders to his penſiueand carefull Aunt, 
where (becauſe he ſuppofed that delaies woyld proue dangerous, 
and that much lingring would be vnprofitable for him) he ſpeedi- 
ly colle&ed {nch numbers of baſe and vnworthic Peſants, as by 
neceſhhtie wergcompelled to enter into his ſcruice : which being 
done, he embarkcd them, hoiſed his Anchors, and ſailed into tre- 
land, purpoling with thoſe wilde and ſauage men to augment his 
numbers, andthen to Jand in the Welterne parts of this King- 
dome, 2 | 
Bur when expcrience aſſured him that hce might haue 'men c- 
now, bur little armes, hee then reſojued, not to make warre by 
the helpcof ſuch as were naked: wherefore he left them, and came 
into Scotland, and preſented both himlelte and his cauſe to lames 
the Fourth whoarthat time was very young, and {waited the Sce- 
pter of char Kingdome. 
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T be Scots, a:though they knew that Perkim was a counterfer, 
yet they reioiced that opportunitie had otfred them thar occation 
roinuade Englend ; notro make a conquelt thereof, nor to helpe 
Warbecke, but only by valuable booties and large ſpoiles to enrich 
themſclues, Whereupon the young King, being accompanicd 
with his fooliſh gucſt, and many thouſands of luttie and call men, 
marched forth; andentred into Northumberland, where they ex- 
crciſed all kinde of rigour, violence, and wrong, burning, robbing, 
rifling, ſtcaling, and ſpoiling in all places, and deſtroying with the 
ſword both young and old, ſtrong and tecble, hcalthie and in- 
tirme, rich and poore, with ſuch barbarous inhbumanitie, and 
ftrange crueltie, as neuer was committed bctore by that Nation, 
And as ſoone as they had almoltdcſolated all chat Province, fin- 
ding no hclpe nor ſuccour from the Exneg/ſh ro afhilt their new King, 
they returned into Scorland, and neglected to give vnto him any 


King Henry vnderſtanding what rapine, ſpoile,and violence was 
done by the Scots vnto his people, and bcing (icke vntill hee had 
requited thoſe wrongs with, ſcuere and {harpe revenge, ſummo- 
hy his High Court of Parliament, in which it was conciuded,that 
forthwichan Armie ſhould be ſent againtt thoſe encmies, leſt per- 
haps long forbcarance might encouragethemar anothercime to 
doe the like miſchiete. And tor the manntenance of thoſe warres a 
{mallraxe or ſublidie was granted ro the King, which occaſioned 
him much trouble. The King (who vſcd great expedition in this 
butinctle) raiſcd a puiſſant Artnie, which hee commitred to the 
charge and gouernmentof his Chamberlaine Gees Lord Dawbeney, 
who wasa wiſe and avaliantman. But no ſooner wasthis Armie 
on foot marching towards the North, bur ſuddenly it was recalled 
to withitandas great a milchiefe, which otherwiſe might giue a 
deadly blow to the itateof this Kingdome and Common-weale. 
For the Corniſhmen (who were ſtrong, ſtout, and couragions, yet 
poore, and oppreſſed with many wants) not onely refuſed to pay 


! the ſaid Subſidie and taxe, burin a braine-ſ(icke and ſullen humour 


and werethe Authors of much euill :

| they acculed /obn Morton Archbilhop of Canterburze, and Sir Ret- 


nold Bray, (who were two ofthe graucſt, wiſeſt, and meſt honeſt 
Counſcllors aboue others tothe King) that they (as cnemies to 
their Countrey) opprelled the infertour ſort, and were prollers, 
pillers and pollers for their private commoditie and gaine : And 
that they ſeduced the King by leaud aduice and bad directions, 
nd thar therefore they 
would take it on themlelues, not onely to remoue them trom the 


King, | 
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King, but alſo to corre& and punilh them as evill doers,and as focs 
and enemies totheir Native Cauntreyand Common-weale. And 
plealing their vnaduifed paſhons with this fantaſticall and vntruly 
grounded reſolution, they (by rhe pronokement and incitation of 
Michael loſeph a ſturdic Blacke-ſmith, and of Thomas Flamocke, a 
manlearned inthe Law, yet fa&ions, and of a tumultuous diſpo- 
ſition) pur themſclucs in Armes, and determined tocftc their 
purpoſe, though with violence, yea in the preſence of the King. 


Whercfore having augmented their numbers, and hoping that as | 
they marched a long tourney, fo their forces would daily bee in- 


creaſed; and nothing doubring bur that (according tothe common 
voicc and fame) the Kent/bmen would bee partakers with themin 


their Rebcltiong they prefſed and paſſed forth rowards London, | 


and in their tourney were much comforted by /ames Twichet Lord 
Andley, who (with many others being his adherents) toined with 
thoſe Rebels, and gained from them the chietcſt aurhoritie to 
command. : 

In this meane while the King percciuing their intentions, and 
having recalled his - Armie which was trauclling towards the 
North, handled this bufineſſe with ſuch policie, that hee wonld 
not ſuffer one man to moue one foot towards the Weſt, for theſe 
eſpeciall reaſons. Firit, becauſe that on better termes hee ſhould 
encounter with them when they had watted their beſt ſtrength, 
and tired out themſelues with a wearifome and with a tedious 
tourney. And ſecondly, becauſe thoſe Rebels (being fo farre off 
from home) ſhould bee altogether deſtitute of kinsfolkes and of 
triends to releeve them, and ot conucnient places of Retrait, if ne- 
ceſlitic ſhould compell rhem rhereunto. 

The Corni/hmen after much labour and paine, comming into 
Kent, not-onely failed of their expected aide, bur alſo found the 
Kentiſhmen armed, reſolued to withſtand their force, and by their 
beſt endeuours to ſubduerthem. Yet were notthe audacious and 
bold Corniſhmen affrighted with this checke, but retired firongly 
ro Blacke-hrath, notmany miles from Zoxden, intending there to 
abide the vtmoſt of their fortune, and cither like men to be vito- 
rious, or at adearc price to ſc] their lives. 

The King with his Armie drawing necre towards them divi- 
dedit into three parts. T wo of them hee placed vpon the ſides 
ofthe Rebels, and thoſe were commanded and direQed by 1ehn 
Earle of Oxford, Henry Bomrchier Earlc of EjJex, Edwmund dels Pole” 


| Earle of Suffolke, Sir Rice «p Thomas, Sir Humfrey Stanley,and divers 


others. The King himſelfe led the third, and braucly charged the 
Rebels, 
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chongh the poore fturdic and ſtout Corn/bmer , were oppreſſed 
with multitudes on enerie pre per hap tainted nor, but tought 
like men fora long time, ſtil preſſing forth and making no ſtaie, bur 
as they werecompelled by rhe ſword. T he Lord Dawberte was at 
length taken priſoner by them, bur they enlarged him incontinent- 
ly of their owne accord, thinking by his meanesto find ſome mer- 
cite. This fight and battaile was couragiouſly maintained for 
ſome houres, during which ſpace, there were ſlaine on the Kings 

art about three hundred, and of the Rebels more then two 


| thouſand. Their chiefeft Captaines, and manic hundrecs beſides 


were taken Prifoncrs : the reit fledde, and King Henrie wonne the 
held. 

And within few dayes after, the Ring-leaders of that rebel- 
lious inſurrection, were in ſundrie places of this Realme execu- 
| tedas T raitors, and their heads and quarters were ſent, and dil- 
poſed in ſundric Townes, Cities, and Caitles ofthis Realme, for 


| atcrrour toall ach as ſhould actempt the like enormious offence 
againſt their Soueraigne. 
Now muſt we be informed, thatthough the King had recalled 
the Lord Dawbexte, and his Armie to withſtand thele Rebels, yer 
hee knew that the young King of Scors (in the meane time ex- 
peQing puniſhment, except he could by force of Armes auoid it) 


| made great proviſion and daily preparations to defend himelfe. 


Which forces would againe inuade the Northerne parts of this 
Kingdome, uffoone as they were informed of King Henries 'm- 
plotment againſt his owne Subie&ts : wherefore (to prevent chat 
cmminent and like danger) he by hisletters required Thomas Lord 


Exeter,and then promoted to the See of Durham, to raiſea ſtrong 
Armie : and to withſtand the Scors (if rhey endeauoured to at- 
rempt any ſuch thing) vntill he nt another power toaid and to 
afhift them, which thing {ould with all celeritic and diligence be 
performed, affoone as bee bad vanquiſhed the Cormi/men who lo 
| deſperately o7 poſed thernſelues againfthim. 

Now as the King imagined, fo fell it out true indeede. For 
the Scors ( proudly inſulting at his troubles, and expetting the 
worft that hee could doc when hee ſhould beein peace ar home) 
reſolved, by anticipating warre, to enrich themſelves with new 
| Rapines , and Spoiles , aud ro make hauocke vpon the- Bor- 


| derers : that by meanes thereof they might the more wea- 


ken him , and the better: enable themlelues,, to make reſt- 
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ſtance when time and opportunitic ſhould ſeruc. 

Withrthe ſame reſolution, the King of S975 and his Armie a- 
gaincentred vpon the Engiy/h Pale, But ere they could proceede 
farre, or doe much harme, the aforcſaid Earle, and Bilhoppe, 
and manic other Nobles, Knights, and Gentlemen of the ANorh) 
aſſembled them(ſeclues and their friends, to the number of twentic 
thouſand fighting men, and marched boldly towardes the Sco?- 
tif Armie: vntowhich when they drew neare, their King (vpon 
good occalion being timerous and fearetul ) retired haſtily , and 
fled into his owne Countrie. But the Engl/h forces with braue 
courage ard manly reſolution entred into his Kingdome , and bat- 
rered, aſſaulred , wonne,, and razed te the ground many of his 
ſtrongeſt Townes, Caſtles, and Holds, and were not reliſted, al- 
b-it the Scorre/þ King with all his Armic was nor diſtant from 
them aboue one mile. Only hee challenged the field rhe nexr 
daic , which was accepted, but inthe night beforc hee raiſed his 
Armic, and diſperſed them, who ranne intothe Woods,and high 


Mountaines, and were to no purpole purſued and hunted by the | 


Enzliſhmen, (ix or {cuen daics. 

But ſo barren wasthat Countrie, and ſo poore and deſtitute of 
all good things, and ſo vnſeaſonable was the weather there, which 
abounded with continuall Raine, Wind, Snow, Haile, T hunder, 
and Hideous ſtormes, and tempeſts, that the Earle and the Biſhop 
returning brake vp their Armics, and themlclucs went to Barwick, 
where they attended direftions from the King. . 

Whileft theſethinges were thus. ination, Peter Hyalws , who 
was ſent Embaſſador from Ferdinendo King of Caſtile, to mediate a 
peace betwixt the kings of England and of Scotland,could not effet 
that buſineſle according to bis mind. Yeta Truce was concluded 
betwixt them, to endure for certaine yeares, conditionally that 
Perkin IWarbecke were forthwith baniſhed and exiled out of that 


| Countrie. 


The French King alſo, at the famc time ſent his Embaſſadors 
into England, to ratificthe former peace cſtabtiſhed betwixt the 
King and him, which was performed with much honour, and fo- 
lemnitie; ro thegreat contentment, and ioy, of all:the Pcople of 
both thoſe Kingdomes. p ” 

Likewiſe, Philip the Arch-Duke of 1»/tri4, and Duke of Bar- 
goine, ſonne to Maximilien, King of the Romans, by his Embaſſa- 
dors importuned the reſtitution of the Ergl/þ trade, and the rc- 
turnc of the Marchants into his Countrie of Flaxders, becaule his 
ſubiets were exceedingly impoucriſhed, by them & did obtain his 
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whereart ſuch comfort was concciucd, that when the Engliſhmen 
were for trade returned againe vnto Antwerpe: they were receined 
into the Citic with folemne Procefhons, Princely Trinmphs, 
Sumptuous Feaſiings, Rare Banquettings , and withthe exprefſi- |

With theſe, and with ſome others he marched Eaſtwards, and ni a a 
came as farre asthe Citic of Exeter, where hee vied manic perſua- | £.,., 
ſive and rethoricallarguments,and ſpeeches, toincite the Inhabi- |  * | 
| rants, voluntarily to become his fubie&s,and to furrenger.the Ci- | 
| tie into bis hands. Bur finding that the fidelitic of the Cittizens 
was conſtant and vnremoveable from their King: And that their 
| reſolutions (to indure extremities, if otherwiſe they could not be | 
| avoided) was ſtrohgly ſetled and vnchangeable, they belicged the | 
| Citie round about. And becauſe they wanted artilleric , and great | 
Ordinance to make batteries vpon their walles: therefore (with 
| Ladders, Crookes, Ropes, and other Engines,) they deſperately 
attempted to ſcale rhem in manie places, at one inſtant. Bur il] 
{ and cuery where (with manlike Courage and with approoued 
Valour)they were repuiſed,oucrborne,and tumbled into the Dit- 
ches, and deepe T renches, with whichthat Citie is enuironcd on 
all parts. Sothat (in thoſe aſſaults) many of thoſe Rebels with | 
great obſtinacic lolt their lives. 

Naw when they perceiucd, thatthoſe their attemprs daily fai- 

led, and ſucceded not:they deſperately approached, vnto the Citie 
gates, which they cndeuored by manie flights to open,or to over- 
| throw, But when none of their prafiles,could prevaile, then they 
cauſed great fires to be kindled againſt the: fo that by conſuming of 
them they might make an caſe paſſage, & entrance into the Citie, 

T his ſtratagem of warre (bccauſe it was vnuſvall) did at the firſt | 
| ſomewhat abaſh the Cittizens. Burt they (conſidering with | 
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hood, and chat pertect valour defpaircd not inany danger) afſu- 
med the hearts of vadaunted men, and by their endcuourous at- 
remprs and imploiments, they cealed not to prouide for their 
owne preſent ſatetic : inſomuch that with fire they encountred 
fire, : and made greater fires within their Gates then the Rebels did 
without, which they maintained by adding ſtorc of matter andot 
tewell tor a long time, vnrtill chat with rampiers, bankes, bulwarks, 
and other detenhiue fortincations, they had fecurcd thoſe place; 
from the entrie of their enemies. 

When this their practiſe auailed not, then they againebuticd

the Citizens with daily ſcalings and climings again{trheir walles. 
But the inhabitants ſo confidencly perſiſted ro detend them(clues, 
that poore Perkin began to hang downe his head; and being trou- 
bled with melancholicke pathons, filled the aire with lighes and | 
groancs,and was perplexedat the heart, being weary of his match. 

T he King, who had beene ſpeedily informed how violently 
that Citic was enuironed, and how couragionily the Rebels were | 
reliſted, ſocaretully regarded i it, and the inhabitants thereof, that | 
with a faire Armic he himlſeife (in his owne perſon) marched to- 
wards the Rebels with all ſpeede. Bur before hee could come | 
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neere vnto them, Edward Comrtney Earle of Dewonſhre, and the | 


Lord !Vi/liam his ſonne, Sir W/ymond Carew, Sir Thomas Trenchard, 
Sir 75 ow Courtney, Sir Thom::s Falford, Sir 1obn Halwel,, Sir Job 
Cr oc&er, iPalter Courtacy, Peter Edgecombe, and their lultic tollow- 
Crs, re Ke ro the fait Ciric of Exeter, and intended to giuc ſuch 
2004 helpe and athitance to the inhabicants thereof, thar the Re- 


bels (leaving the itcge) marched into Somerſetſhure, where they be- | 


licged tne Towneot Tawn?on. Botthe King vndcritanding that | 
tacy were remoued tromthe Citic, and where they then were,di- 
rected his courſe towards Tawnton, be having with him in his Ar- 
mic E:ward tac young Luke of Backingbam, who was 2 Prince of 
havghtic courage, and of agailant reſoiution, Giles Lord art beney 
t>chietctt Zhamberlaine, Robert Lord Brooke, Lord Steward of 
his houle, Sir Atexanzer Biynaw, Sir Manrice Barkley, Sir Robert 
Tar, Sir iohm G:aje, Sir Robert Poyn;s, Sir Howry Vernen, Sir John 

M0; (immer, Sir Thomas Tremaile, Sir Eawerd Sutton, Sir Amis Paulet, 
Sir 1091 S:pcots, Sir Hugh [ntterel, Sir Fr ales Cheyney, and ſundric 
other Knights and Gentlemen of great place and vaiour. 

But when Pork! Varbecke and his fellow NY heard of the 

Kings approche, they fied with thrceſcorc horſe vnto Bearly neere 
(Oo 304h-hampior, WRCTe poore Perkiaand molt of thoſe his come. 
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panions eatred into the Sanctuaric, and regiſtred their names 
there : but thereſidue of them were taken priſoners by the Kings 
light hoxſemen, and being brought into the Kings Armie (tor cx- 
amples fake vnto others) they were ordered and executed by the 
martiall law in ſundrieplaces in the \Velterne parts. But the rude 
rabble which were left bebinde (percetuing that their Ring-lea- 


knees, craued mercie, promiſed taith and loyaltiein tururetimes, 
and not only receiued the Kings pardon, bur were reutued by his 
exprelting of much fauour and gre gowards them. 

T his vi&tory being thus obtained without bldiwes, the King, 
with his greatelt Lords, and the brauelt Gaiiants in his trayne; 
cameto the Ciry of Exceterz and was lodged in, it certaine daics, 
where he commended and thanked rac inhabitants, for theirftaith- 
full and valiant ſeruice, promiſed chem the tulneſſe of his fauour, 
and (for an addition of Honourto that City) gaue vnto them his 
(word from his owne fide, and commaunded rhat in future times 
and in all publike places within that Cirte, it ſhould bec borne be- 
fore the Maior, as formerly and tor the like purpolc his noble pre- 
deceilor King Edward the fourth had done. | 

T hen the King (intending to make a finall end of theſe ciui!! 
warrcs) ſcnt ſomeof his choſen Capraines, with certaine bands 
of armed men, to apprehend poore Pert;n, who compaiſled the 
Sancuaricat Bew!y round about, ſo that he (recounting with him- 
ſelte his ſundrie miſhaps, and his hopeletle fortunes to be a King) 
yeeldcd himſelfe, and was brought vnto the King, who carricd 
him as hispriſoner vnto Zonden : where albeit hee was cloſcly 
kept, and narrowly watched by diuers of the Kings Guard, 
yer hce eſcaped. Burt being daily and hourely fearched tor, hee 
voluntacily committed himſclte to the Abbor of Shene, neereto 
the Kings Palace of Kc/mend, intreating him to have compatl- 
fon on him, and to procure for him the Kings pardon, which 
hee did. Then was hee brought to the Kings Court at !Fhzrehal, 
where 2! his baſe deſcent and ignoble pedegree being in a paper 
tully written, and pinned vpon his backe, hee was flocked one 
wholc day : fo was he the next morning vpon a high ſcattold in 
Cheape-ſidewithin the Citic of Landon, trom whence hee was 
committed a cloſe priſoner to the I ower.

of Warwicke, who conſented to haue eſcaped likewilc, being alto- 
gether innocent of all crime, and onely affeQing. libertie, which 


men, beaſts, birds, and fiſhes doe naturally deſire, was indicted, 


arraigned, conuictec, and adiudged guiltie of the like offence, and 
was cxccuted ona Scaffold at the Tower Hill. His death much 
blemiſhed the tame and reputation of King Hexry, who being 


oftentimes vnto notorious malefactors, now (to workehis owne 
ſecuritie,and without any iuſt offence) would not pardon him who 
all his life time had beene fo _ a priſoner, reſtrained from all 

this vaine and tranlitorie world, 
that he ſcarcely knew a Capon from a Goole, nor cuer attempted 
any thing which might oftend the King,ſauing only to ſer himſelte 
at large. 

ne as theſe buſineſſes were thus ended, Arthur the no- 
ble Prince of Wales, being of the age of fifrecne yeares, was by an 
honourabledepuration betrothed to the Ladie Katherine daugh- 
ter to Ferdrnands King of Spaine, [hee being of the age ofeighteene 
yeares; and the next yeare after with triumphant ioy and princely 
entertainment he reccined her into England,and was maricd to her 
in Pas Church within the Citric of London. 

And not long after, /ames the Fourth, King of the Scots,vicd the 
mediation of &:chard Fox, then Biſhop of Durham, but ſhortly at- 
ter tranſlated vnto Wincheſter, that hee might haue to wife the 
Ladic Margaret the eldeſt daughter of King Henry the Seventh. 
And though the King (for many important reaſons) mighr hauc 
bcſtewed ber vpon the greatcſt and moſt honorable Kings or Po- 
tentares in the Chriſtian world, yer for theſe good reſpects hee 


\ cheerefull y conſented to his requeſt, Firſt, becauſe (by all likeli- 


hood and probable conieure)this mariage would eſtabliſha per- 
petuall peace betwixt thoſe two Kingdomes. And ſccondly, be- 
cauſe if iſſues males and females failed of the bodies of his two 
ſonnes, then the Kingdome and the Crowne of this Realme de- 
ſcending to the ſaid Ladie Afargaret, and to her iſſue, would draw 
the Scottiſh King into England, as wato an cftate of greater power, 
magnificence, honour, and riches ; whereas it ſhe were iovined to a 
Princeequall, or exceeding her father in thoſe reſpedts, this King- 
dome would then wait vpon the greater and more worthie, and 
ſo might be guided, gouerned, directed, and commanded by a

T heſc Halcyondaics, which made King Henry fortunate and 
happic, were {uddenly exchanged into daies of heauineſſe and of 
ſorrow : for Prince Ar7hur, within five moneths atter he was ma- 
ried, departed out of this troubleſome and tran(itorie vale of mi- 
ſerie, and was buried with great pormpe and incredible lamenta- 
tion both of the Nobles, Gentlemen, and common people, in the 
Carhedrall Church within the Citic of /##nchefter : by whole de- 
ceaſe without iſſue, his brother Henry Duke of Yorke (withour 
Creation) was Prince ot Yates, as vnto him (ofright) thardignitie 
did belong and appertainc: andthe next ycareattcrhe was created 

T he King not long after (by an honorable attendance of Lords, 
Knights, Ladics, and menand women of eſpeciall note and qua- 
litie) ſent his eldeit daughter, the Ladie Margaret, into Scotland,to 
her cſpouſcd husband James the Fourth, who receiued hervpon 
the limits of his owne Kingdome, from the Earles of Surrey and 
Northumberland, and was the ncxt day maricd to her in his Citie 
of Edenbureh, to thegreat reioicing ot the people of both thoſe 
Nations. 

' Now. when King Henry had thus overcome his enemies and 
the Rebels, and had ſecrrled himlelfein peace, hee determined to 
plucke downe the high ſtomackes and ſtour courage of his people, 
ſuppoling that their wealth and riches occalioned their rebellions, 
and was the cauſe that many enormous inſolencies were done 
and commitred in the Common- weale. And by that mcane hee 
alſo intended'ro enrich himfelte. And the plot whereby he inten- 
ded to cftect it, was, by taking of the aduantage of the breach of 


Penall Lawes. And the principall charge of that polling bulineſſe 


hee committed to Sir Rr/chard Emp/on and Edmund Du#ley, men 
learned in the Law, but ready enough to execute the Kings com- 
mands in a worſer matter, ifoccalton did ſo require. 

T heſe two being attended by troupes of bale Informers, Pro- 


 moters, Catch-poles, Cheaters, Knaues, and couſening Raſcals, 


proſecuted and perſecuted many of the Kings good Subicas, to 
their vtter ruine and overthrow ; inſomuch that many people in 
every Shire of this Kingdome(by their opprethons) waxed poore, 
and were vtterly decaicd in their eſtates. Butthe Kings Coffers 
were filled, his Bagges were ſtuffed, and thole two graceleſſe and 
crue}l Cormorants got to themſeluesthe Deuill and al!. But no 


remedie there was to cure this maladie : tor the King authorized 
| them,

them : and they lo rigorouſly, and fo vnconſcionably executed 
their tyrannie, that no man could aſſure himſelfe , char hee was 
free, and without the danger of their lah. 

In the 21. yearc of K, Henriesraigne, Elizabeth Q. of Caſlile,& wife 
toFerdinando Rot 4ra;onand Sparn,dicd withour ifſuc male of her 
bodie,ſo that her Kingdom not being deuidable among lifters(ac- 
cording to the cuſtome of that Conntric) diſcended to her eldeſt 
daughter the Ladie /ame, wite to Philip Arch-Duke of Auſtria, 


| and Duke of Burgorme, fo that hee (bcing King of Caſtile in her 


right) prepared a Nauie of ſtrong, and well appointed (hips, and 
entred into the Sca, purpoling to take the potſeflion of his new 
Kingdome. But (by the violence of an outragious ſtorme) him- 
ſeite with his Queene was driuen into /symonthin Dorſet thire : 
where (at his landing) hee was receiued by Sir Thomas Trenchard 
a worthie, anda compleate Knight who inttantly importuned 
the King to accepr of the entertainment of his houfe, vatill King 
Henrie werecertified of his being there, which courtcouſly he did. 


| \Whereot when he had louingly accepted hee was conduRted chi- 


rher, and tcaſted like (ashee was) a King. The Knight forthwith 
ſenrdiuers Poſters to King Henrie , who ( being much gladded by 
thisnewes) becauſethe ſaid King,and he were vntained and faith- 
toll triends, fortawith ſent for his better dirction, and atten- 
dance,the Earic of 4rande//and ſome others, who inuited him and 
his Queene, and their Companie to the Kings Court, which was 
then at his Caſtle of //znaſor, of which great courtclic he acceptcd 
with akind hart:and as he came within tive miles ot the Caltle;he 
was met by the Noble Henrie Prince of !/ales, viho was accompa- 
nicd by divers Earles, Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen of choice 
reckoning aad account:and within halfea mile ot his iournies end, 
the King himſelte with the greateſt part of his Nobllitie, Ladics, 
and Perſonages of great worth and honour (being richly appar- 
relied, and brauc]y mounted) met him likewiſe, where kind {alu 
tations, and fricndly greetings procccded from the heart ; and 
were performed with moſt exquitite complements of loue, that 
by any could be imagined. 

From the Kings Caſtle of !/7n4/or. the King condutted him 
and his Queeneto the Citie of Zondon : where nothing was omit- 
ted, rhat ani- Geuile, or coſt, could make ſumptuous : thereby to 
expreſſe the heartie welcome of ſuch beloved gueſts. And thus 
when (with greatcontentment, mirth;and paſtime) the Kingand 
he had ſpent ſome dayes, they renewed the League which was 
betwixt them, and taking kind tarewels, cach of other, the ſaid

godly Cormorants: He alſo was cxcecding penitent and forrow- 
tull for choſe wrongs andiniurics w hich (wich roo mUca ſeueritie) 
they had done vnto many : and hee dilburſed by way of loanc 
freely. and without reward,diuers great ſummes of monieto his 
M-rchants.By means 1 whonoFtheir gainesand his cuſtome were 
mighri:y encreaſed. Final!y, when hee had»raigned twentic and 
three veares rnu ſome monerhs,ang when hee had Iiued fiftie and

In his firſt beginnings he ſcemed tenderly to attic his peoples 
loue, and co execute his Lawes with mercic, and with compathon. 
And wherens opprethon ( in the end of his Fathers dayes) bad 
much vexecd and gricucd the Subiects ofthis Land, Hee (by open 
Proclamations)made' ic knowne,that he would not only bcare the 
lamentable complaints of ſuchas by the T yrannovs Rapine,and 
greedie Courcoulncile of Empſon and Dudley, and of ſome 0- 
ther rormenting Promoters had becne vndone 3 but would alſo 
redreſic and recompence their wtongs. By meancs where of great 
throngs of People daily reſorted , flocked, 2ndruſhed into the 
Kings Court : Among whom many complained moſt who had 
leaſt cauſe, bur they recciued ſharpe punidkment tor their impu- 
dencieand boldneſſe ; and, to therelt, the King gaue |iberail reſti- 


tion and amends. And themore frankely and trecly to content |

ſuchas had beene iuſtly offended by thoſe extremities, after all 
legall proceedings finilhed, hee cauled the heads of thoſe two de- 
uouring Caterpullers to be ſtriken oft at the I ower hill : and the 
reſt of that raſcall rabble were diſgracctully correed by the tiocks 
and pillories in ſundrie places ot this Realme. 

T hus when the King had well buſted himſelfe in theſettlement 
of his Kingdome the firſt ewo yeares of his raigne, hee wasby his 
wiucs father, FerdinendoKing of Aragon, cntrearcd to enter into 
more turbulent ations, by aiding and afhſting him againſt the 
Moores, which willingly he did. But by reaſon of a ccilation of 


thole iarres, the Engli/bmen returned out of Sparne, having becne 


rudely entertained, and ſpent all. 

About the ſame time the French King Zewys the twelfth (by 
reaſon of ſome priuate quarrellings betwixt himſclte and Pope 
tuly the ſecond) tranſported an Armie into 77a/ze, and by ſtrength 
and violence (as a Conquerour) hee poſſeſſed himſelte of rhe 
faire and rich Citic of Bologna ls Gre//a, and iwnfoicntly did much 
harme. | 

\W hereupon King Henry (in fauour to the Pope, becauſe he dil- 
penſed with his late mariage agnd was vnited vnto him by more 
then by theordinarie bonds of fricnd{hipand oflouc, and becauſe 
the Pope himſclfe was vnable to reſiſt, orromaintaine his owne 
quarrell) interpoſed himſelfc as an inditterent mediator, and asan 
interceſſor tor amitie and tor peace. | 

Bur the French King (taſting the plcaſant and the profitable 
truits of his ſucceſſefull fortune, and longing to extend his go- 
uernment into ſo rich a Countrey) turned the deafe care, and 
wou!.! not hearken to this motion. Whereupon K ing Henrie- 
(whoſe bodice was young and luſtic, and whole high heart was re- 
plenifhed with true fortitude, magnanimitie, and valour) madeit 
knowen to the Chriſtian world, that as hee {corned to be negleed 
in ſo good ſuit, fo he loathed to be idle, and a looker on, in a time 
of ſuch negotiation and imploiment,and therefore would attempt 
by his beft meanes to withdraw the French Kings warres from the 
Popes Countries. Vpon which reſolution, forthwith, by his Am-- 
baſſadors hee required the Frenc/- King to give vnto him the full | 
and peaceable poſlefhon of his two Duchies of Guyen and of Nor; 
indie, together with his ancient inheritance of _Angeow and of 
Alayne, which wrongfully was kept and detcined from his Ance- 
ſtors and from him. | 

T he ſmall acquaintance which at that time the French King had 
with King Hemry, and the contempt of his yourhfull yeeres, made 

him 
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bim ro returne a {cornactull deniall ro his deraand ; infomuch 
chat King 2cnrie proclaimed warre againit him, and prepared 
daily ro ſend a puiſſuar Armic into Guyan . Vpon which occa-

Generall) returned ſtraglingly into Eng/and. And thus was X. Henry 
grolly abuſed and wronged by his tatacr in law the ſecond time. 
Whilelt the Enzlh Armie was thus vnkindly deluded im B[- 
key, the right valiant Knight Sir Edward-Howird ( Lord Admirall 
of Enzland,and a younger ſonne to the Earle of Surrey) with a well 
appointed Fleet of [hips (which were well turnithed with brave 
and luſtie men') kept and commanded the Narrow Seas, daily

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rooke the French Merchants, oftentimes landed in fundrie places 


within the Duchie of Br:taize, forraged their Fields, ranſacked |

T he Brirons (being hourely endammaged , and knowing that 
no better tortune would attend them, except by ttue valour and 
maahood they encountred the Engl!/þ aſlailants)braggingly darcd 
the Admirall into the Field ; of whichchallenge he 1oitully accep- 
red, although that with lix and twentie hundred (and no more) 
he wasto hght againſt more then ten thouſand men. And incon- 
tincently with martiall skill and policic hce ordcred his battaile in 
the open htield. But when the Br:tt9ns approched neere, and with 
iudicious cies beheld the order and the courage of the Eng!r/h foul. 
dicrs, their hcarts fainted, their Leaders retired, their common 

ſouldicrs fled, and would not once looks on an Englyh tace. 

ncKing being aduertiſed of the valour of his Admiral!, and of 
the haughty courage of his men,& intending togiuethem ſtrengta 
which ſhould bee anſwerable to their defires, did lend vnto them 
{ome of his ſhips royall,& many others, which were well ordinan- 
ced,and plentitully manned, borh for the Sca, & alſo for the Land. 
When the Admirall was thus prouided,and had reduced all his 
{hips into one Fleet, within few daies after he met and fought with 
the French Nav'..z at which time death was deſpiſed, inregard that 
eucry man ſought by bloud ro purchaſe honour and renowne: 
vntill the Regent of Erel:z4, and in her Sir 7o4n Carery of Denon- 


| fre, and Sir Thomas Knywet, with ſeuen hundred more, and the 


grcat Carricke of Breſt, and in her Sir Perce Morzan, and nine hun- 
dred men of warre, (botathoſe ſhips being taſt grapped together) 


| were vnfortunately burnr, ſlaine, and drowned in the Sca. The. 


view whereof being vnuſuall, was ſo terrible, that whileſt men 
fearfully looked on, the fight ceaſed, and the Frenchmen ((cattc- 
ring themſelucs) returned into the Sea.

T he French King (to make his match the better with the Ex- 
gl/þ Navie) augmented the number of his {hipsand men, and ſent 
themthorowly prouided with ordinance, powder,ſhor, and other 
necet[arics, into the Hauen of Bre/?, And King Henry (who ſcor- 
ned that his Admirall ſhould be oppreſled with a greater firengrth 
then he ſhould be wellablcrtore(iit) rigged vp the molt part of his 
Royall Fleet, and ſomeothers, which fafely arrived in Bartram 
By within the Duchic of Britaz:—Þ. With theſe, and with all the 
reſt, the braue Admirall arrempred to aſlaile the French Bottoms 
as they lay atancors within the Haven of Breff. Butas he was en- 
tring in, the foremoſt ſhip, which Arthur Plentazence did com- 


mand, was ſplitted in ſunder vpon a rocke, which made the reſt 


doubtfull to procecd, except with better guidance they mighr 
ſafely enter in. 

T he French Captaines percetuing the En2/;/5mens intent, an- 
coured as neere to the Caſtle ot Breft as they were able, and placed 
foure and twentie old Flemyh Hulkes towards the mouth of the 
Haven, betwixtthemſelues and the Eng1yh Fleet, which they ap- 
pointed to bee fer on fire, and to bee vnmoared when the ſhips of 
Englanddid approch towards them, that by them they might bee 
endangered. T hey alſo raiſed and fortified divers Rampiers and 
Bulwarkes vpon the entrance of the Hauch, from which their 

reat Ordinance might play vpon their enemies. 

The Lord Admirail of England (doubting left the Haven of 
Bre/! was too ſhallow to ſupport his (hips of greatelt (trengrch and 
burden, and finding that the French cowards racant nothing lefle 


' thenrto expreſſe their manhood by a reſolute encounter) reſol- 


ucd with oared Barges to berayed into the Harbrough,and there 
to doe ſome memorable exploir vpon his enemies (hips. With 
this determination (which more manfully chen adviſedly he did 
put in praiſe) hee with ſuch an haughtie courage and with ſuch 
violence aflailed the three great Gallics of the Rhoads, which 
were broughtthither by a gallant Knight, named Pr:or 1ohn, that 
hee wonne them quickly, and poſſeſſed them as his owne. Bur 
when the Frenchmen perceiucd that the Erg7h Barges were gone 
our ofthe Haven, and werercturned to theirowne Flect, they 
then with great numbers of well armed men ruſhed into the ſaid 
Gallies, where the brave Admirall with that ſmall remnant which 
were with him, defended themſelues a long time with great cou- 
rage. But being oucr-maſtcred, and too much wearied with tre{h 
ſupplics, which eucry minute did afſalle them, thegreater part of 
his men were ſlaine, the Admirall with a pike was violently borne 
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ouer boord, and drowned in the Sca, and the reſt of them were 
taken priſoners by their enemies. And thus were they ouer- 
throwen, who (it they had'becne more prouident, and better 
counſelled) might haue triumphed in their vitories. And within 
tew daics after, the Lord Themes Howard, the eldeit brothcroft che 
ſaid deceaſed Knight, was by the King made Admirall, who with 
allthe extremitic of warre became a cruell reuenger of his bro- 


| thers death. 


TheKing (not minding any longer to trifle or to dallic with 
the French King) lcuied two Armies. In the one of them were 
cight thouſand men, and in the other fix thouſand. The former 
of chem was commanded by Geerge Lord Talbo? Earle of Shreweſ- 
barie, and the other by Sir Charles Somerſet, Loid Harbert, Cham- 
berlainerothe King. Theſe two Generals with their companies 
(departing from Portſmouth) arrived ſately atCalice, from whence 


cucry (fide. And within few weekes atter, the King himſelfe- (ha- 
uing firft committed the gouernment of this Kingdome to the 
generall charge ofthe Queene his wife, and che particular prote- 
tion of the Northerne parts vnto the noble and worthic Lord 
Thomas Howard Earle of Surrey, if peraduenture the Scots, accor- 
ding to their cuſtome, ſhould in his abſence beyond the Seas ,cnter 
into thoſe Countries) being accompanied with many of his No- 
bles and Gentrie, and having an Armie of eleuen thouſand luſtic 
and gallant mcn, departed out of Ex2/and, came to his Towne of 
Cal:ce, and marched forth in warlike order, vntilhhee had ioined 
bimlelfe with all his other torce, which lay ſtrongly cncamped 
betore Tyrwyn. 

Now whileſt King Henry thus lay inthis (ſiege, the inhabitants 
oftentimes ſallied our of their gates, and with grear reſolution 
Skirmithed with their enemies, but were alwaics looſers in their 
Retreats. 

By the Enzl/men likewiſe daily batteries and hourcly aſſaults 
were made,and mantully re{iſted by the Citizens, vntillthe French 
King (to raiſe the liege) cauſed a huge Armie to be lcuicd, which 
appeared, and approched neere to the Eng/ijh Campc, and made 
many a boaſting and a proud bragge, as it they were determined 
to doe much : bur (till and (till rhey tritled, not doing anything

which might merit praiſe. Bur in the end (they being prowoked

they marched to the ſtrong Citie of Tywyn, and belicged it on. 
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more by the taunting reproches of their owne Nation, and by the | 
daily ſcornes which tor their want of courage they recetaed from | 
theſharpe rongues of their daring enemies, then by therr owne | 


valour) 
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vacour) they attempted to raile the iege by ltrong blowes : In ſo 
muci, that the rwo Armies met together, tought troutly, and on 
cither part performed many brave deedes of Chiuairie, with great 
courage : Butrlicpreicence vi King Yearze,and his cxample ot good 
Knighrhood, lo animated his men of VV arrc,that with vadauated 
{pirit?, they redoubicd their ſtrength, in times and in places of 
greatelt necde and extremities, ſo that at tac lait,the Freacomen bc- 
ing diifoined into many heaps of breathietle carkaſics, and many 
of tacir Noblcs and Gentric bcing taken priſoners, the reſt fied ; 
and within tew dayesatter, the Citie ot Tyrwrn (by compolition) 
was yeelded to King Henrie, wao (only preferuing the PilhopsV Pa- 
lace, in which hee lodged, and the Cathedra! i Church) razcd the 
WW atls Towers, Bulwark:, and FortrciTes thereo! to the ground : 
and conſurhed tacreſt of thar Cicic with fre. 
In this lege M42x1muwanthe Emperour, with thirtie approued 
men at Armes, rep:ired tothe Kingscamp ; and ( atter hi5great 


weicome, amy expreiſcd by his Princely entertainement ) hee - 


with chem werealenrolicd into the Kings pay. 
Tas victorie, and the ſaid Cite, being rbus wonne, King Henry 


- (wah all conuenicntexpedition) belicged the ftrong and thc war- 


like Citic of Touraay, which (fora while) was by the [naabitanrs 
man:;ui:y dctended ang preſcrucd : Bur ( airer many bitter and 
ihirpeatiaults,and blondic skirmii2es) when they percetucd that 
their hopes tor ſuccour and belpe were trultrated and'1n va'ne : 
tacy then, by compoition, yrelged themſelves to the Kings 
merciz ; who, tor the jlumme of tenthouland poun9s, Eratioul:y 
FCCC od themas his owvne ſubiccts, and by his Ailmoner, T9 .:5 
6//:,tooke the oathes of their hd-+ lie ated alleazeance,a:to their 
fo Ora tigenc Lord ang King. Andthen King Lenrie (ienuing rhcre 
Ng PE) hee COMMILTCU the gouCe rnement and ſatotic of 
Sir E #7 vord Ponies, who was valiant, and a worthic 
Nod (Giſlolving his Armie, becauſcthecold winter was 
fOrmAc cont! nuanceot warlike imployments) he lateiy retur- 
244114, where he wasreceiued by his {ſubicects wita loucty 
clanzation. and greatioy. 
Now mull we vnderitand, tharwhilt the ki ing was thus butted 
In Fre, the Lore Thomas {oward, bis chieteit Admirali, inolle- 
rably {x 1crted vexed, and daily grieued the French Nation, both 
nd Land. 
Ang .kewitcatthe ſfime time, 7ames the Fourth, king ot the Scots 
(a:7hO rvoh hehad maried with the Ladie Mr owner, the c:geit tt 
of ning H:nrie) made open warre, and wil fall wedehoflsPrb 
Nn 3 ile, 
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miſe, and of the Peace, which had been confirmed by his ſolemne 
Oath ; and beganne vniuſtly topick quarrels againftche King, In 


ſo muth, that (vpon notice giventothe Earle of Surrey, thatin 


Scotland daily preparations and prouilions were made tor wartc) 
He commanded Sir /#i4;am Bulmer,a valiant Knight, with two hun- 
dred luftieand tall Archers,to harbour in ſome Towne,or Village, 


' neareto the Scottiſh Pale ; ro theintent, that hee might notonly 


giuc ſpecdic notice and intelligence how things paſlcd, but allo 
might doe his beſt, ro withſtand and to relift their power. 

Within few daycsafter, the Lord Hames, Chamberlaine to the 
King of Scots, entred with an Armic ofcighr thouſand men into 
the Kingdome of England:{lew the Inhabitants, burned their 
houſes, ranſacked theirgoods, and foraged their fields: And ha- 
uing enriched himſelfe and his ſouldiers with money, and great 
ſpoyles, he returned ſecurely, not thinking that any reckoning was 
to bec made for his good ſpeeding. But ona ſodaine, and vnexpe- 
Redly hee was encountred by Sir lWiliem Bulmer , who with one 
thouſand Archers, and no more, fo thickly ſhowred arrowes vpon 
the Scots, and with their ſwords in ſuch a deſperate and ſtrange 
manner aſſailed, and aſſaulted them, that quickly they were ouer- 
throwen :and fiue hundred of them being flaine, and foure hun- 
dred at the leaſt taken priſoners, the reſt fled, lcauing their ſpoiles 
and their booties behinde them, and ſo returned beggetly into 


| Scotland. 


The King of Scots (who not only meant toreuenge this diſgrace, 
bur alſo to worke wonders, if hee might, in the abſence of King 
Henrie) entred into this Realme with an Armie, in which were 
more then one hundred thouſand fighting men; and beſieged the 
ſtrong Caſtle of Norh4m, which (through the Captainesprodigall 
expence, of all his powderand ſhot, to little , or no purpole) hec 
tooke, and keptit as his owne. 

T he valiant and renowmed Earle of Surrey, was no idle perſon 
in this buſineſſe : But ( being aided and affiſted by his eldeſt ſonne 
the Admiral], who vnderſtanding ofhis Fathers preparations for 
thoſe warres, came from the Seato New-caſtle, and brought with 
him one thouſand Mariners, and luſtie fighting men) and by the 
Lords Dacres, Clifford, Conyers, Latymer, Scrope, Ogel , and Lomley, 
and by Sir Edward Stanley, Sir IVilkam Bulmer , Sir Nicholas Apple- 
yard, Sit Villiam Sydney, Sir Stephen Bull, Sir John Evernineham, Sic 
Henrie Sherborne, Sit Thomas Metham, Sir Marmaduke Conſtable, Sit 
IWilliam Percy, Sir Chriſtopher Ward, Sir Philip Tylney, Sir |Villam Gaſ- 
cone, Sir Thomas Barkeby, Sir IValter Griffeth , Sir George Darcy,

Sir C hriſtopher Pickering, Sir Thomas Butler, Sir Guy Dawney, Sir

Sir Brian Stapleton, Knights; and by Ralfe Brearton, /ohn Laurence, 


Brian Tunſtall, Richard Bold, lohn Donne, Tohn Byzod, loha Clarits, 
Thomas Fitz-IVilliams, Brian Stapleton, Robert Warcop, and Richard 
Cholmley, Eſquires, and by many other Gentlemen of worthiere- 
putation and great valour, And hauing in his Armie fix and 
twentic thouſand men,able and fit for warre, he marched towards 
the King of Scots - and vpon the ninth day of September, in the 
yeare of our Lord God 15 r3.ina Field which was called Floden, 


both the Armiescame in view cachof other. The Engl) forces 


(being marſhalled in good order) madetwo maine battailes, both 
which were politickly and ſtrongly guarded by their wings. And 
the Scottiſh Armie was divided into toure battailes. All theſe (at- 
ter ſome few <kirmiſhes, and the expence of much ſhor,both ſmall 
and great) ioined together pell mel], and teil ro handie (trokes,and 
made ſuch anincredible expreſhon of their manhood, by the in- 
different exchange of blowes and wounds, that many a ftrong and 
luitic man was quickly deprived of his life. Nobiliticand Gentrie 
werc no priuiledges toprotect any wan from danger, hay from 
death ; inſomuch that King 74mes himſelte fighting couragiouſly 
among his peaple as a common ſouldier, triumphed oner the 
dcad carcaſes of ſuch as (by his {word) hec had prepared for the 
grave. But inthe end he himſelfe tas alſo ([aine, and ſo were two 
Biſhops, twelue Earles, fourteene Lords, and twelue thouſand 
Knights, Eſquires, Gentlemen,and common ſouldiers of the Scor- 
ti/h Nation. And on the Ez2/h part, fifteene hundred and no 
more were ſlaine. Thus was this Field wonne by the blefling of 
Almightic God, and by the victorious courage and true manhood 


of the Earle of Sarrey, and of his ſonne, and of ſuch Nobles, 


Knights, Gentlemen, and brave ſouldiers, asin that batraile ap- 
proved themſclues, hardie and ſtrong in Armes. And the ſurui- 


ving Sco7s (finding their chicfelt helpe and ſafctic to conſiſt inthe 
agilitie and nimblenefle of their light hcelcs) forſooke the Field, 


and with more then poſting ſpcede they fled, and returned with 
heauic hearts4into their owne Countrey. 


King Henry (after his returne into England ) bountifully rewar- | 
| crented, 


ded ſuch as in France, and againlt the Sco?s in Englmnd, had done 
him the beſt ſervice, and ſome of them he aduanced to higher pia- 
ces, by giping to them an increaſe ofdignitie and of honour. For 


hecreated Thomas Howard (who was then Earle of Surrey} Duke 
; of 
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of XNorfolke, and the Admirall his ſonne was made Earle of Surrey. : 
Sir Charles Brandon (being Viſcount Zy//e} was made Duke of Suf- 
folke. Sir Charles Somerſet (being then Lord 2arbert, and Cham- 
berlaine tothe King) was created Earlc of /Forceſter. Sir Edward 
Stanley was made Lord Mountezle, And the Kings Almoner Tho- 
wa.z5 [Wolſey was created Bilhopof Lincolne, which fauour hce vn- 
thankfully requited, to his owne ruine, as hereafter wee ſhall lee. 

In the end of this yeare, the inhabitants of 1//7zgton, Hoxſton, 
Shordich, and ofother Townes and Villages bordering neere to 
the Citic' of Zenaoy, incioicd their Champion Fields (in which 
the Citizens were accuſtomed, for their recreation and paſtimes 
ſake, to walke, runne, 4hoot, leape, and to vic ſuch like ſports ar 
thcir willes and pleaſures) with high hedges, and wide ditches, 
becauſe they wouid morepriuately appropriate the commodities 
of thoſe grounds vnto themſelues. Bur multitudes of the meaner 
ſort ofthe Citizens ifJued torth with mattockes, ſpades, thouels,

Butro requiretheir bo'dneſſe, the Lord Admirall of England, 
with ſome {ew (hips, and cight hundred fouldiers beſides the Ma- 
riners, ſent Sir /ohn:V4lop t9the Sea, whole otten landing in Nor- 
mznie was very preiudiciall tothe inhabitants : for he burnt one 
and twentic of their Villages and Townes, and many boats and 
ſhips which were ancoured in Traporr, and in other Havens, ran- 
ſacked the Countrey, and flew much people, And much won- 
dring there was, how with ſo ſma!l a number hecouldland fo of: 
ren, and performe ſuch great things. 

Theoid French King Lewys the twelfth (vnderſtanding that the 
Flemings woutd not,according totheir former agreements, receauc 
into their Countrie, the goodly, faire, and vertuous Ladie Iarie, 
fiſterto King Herric, tobe ef] pouled vnto Charles z the yong Prince 
of Ca/*rle, becauſe the Spaniards had notconſented to that match :

TheKing, and the ſaid Ladic contented and yecidee to his re- 

ueſt: And therupon the Duke of Longwyle,and luch other French- 
men, as had beenetaken at the bartaile of Tyrwyn, were now relea- 
ſedand ſer free. And within few dayes atter , rhe ſaid Ladic ( be- 
ing bythe King and Quecn accompanied to Zouer, and there thip- 
ped, and attended on by Thomas Duke of Norfolke , Thom.rs Mare 
ques Dorſet, and his foure brethren, the Earle of Surrey, the Lords 
De la war.', Barnes, and AMounteg'e, Sir Mawrice Barkley , Sir 1obn 
Peche, Sir ;Villiam Sandes, Sir Thomas Buileyn, Sir 1ohn Carre, and by 
| many other Knights, Geatlemen, ang Ladies of great worth :Shee 
| landed at Boiien, whire (with great magniticence and honor) ſhee 

was recciued by the Dolphin, and by many Lords of France, who 
brought her to 4buy/e, where [hee mer with, and was married to 
the King : And (within few dayes after) at Parz,thee was crowned 
Queene ; The French Nation thinking their King and Conntrie to vee 
happie, who to their Queene had the faireſt Ladie m the world. 

Andat hcr Coronation, the Do/p/:n (vpon a generall challenge 
formerly made by himſelte , Chirles Brandon Duke of Suffolke—, 
Thom.xs Gray Marques Dor/et, his toure brethren, and twoothers, 
againſt all commers)ercted many honorable and marrtiall games, 
as the [ufts, Turnay, Barriers, and ſuch like : All which were per- 
tormed with great valour, and to the great picaſureotthe King 
and Queen. But within twelue wecks atter the ſaid mariage, King 
Lewys dyed, and Fraxcis the firit ſucceeded him 1nthatkingdome. 
| And by the Duke of S»//oike the ſaid Queene ary was brought 


' againc into Enzland, where he won her loue, and maricd her with 


the Kingsconlent. 

Inthe ſeucnth yeare of King Henrtes raigne, the former peace 
berwixthim and King Lewys the :weltth, was renewc9 and con- 
firmed with King Eras the firſt , and great am:ticand loue was 
| exchanged berweene thoſe two kings. 

It now ſo chanced that Thom.rs wolſey (who was borne of baſe 
Parentage inthe Towne of ſmh, and was firftmadethe Kings 
Almoner ; then Biſhop of Zincolne,and thenof the Priuie Coun- 
ſell) ſucceeded the Archbiſhop and Cardinall of Torke, who was 


named Doctor Benbrike, inthe ſaid Archbilhox rick. And not long 
4 
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after hee was made Cardinall of Yorke, by the mediation and pro- : 
curement of thoſetwo Kings. 

And now, becauſcthe Kings afteions towards him were ex- 
tra ordinaric : His authoritic aboue all others eminent ; his coue- 

rouſneſle iniatiable, and his exceflive Pride and Ambition bound- 
leſſe and vnlimitted , which made him bold and peremprtorie, to 
doe all in all ; From henceforth (for many ycars) all things were 
comanded and gouerned, according to his dire&tions & will, vntill 
his monitrous oppreflions and fawcic praftizes brought him to 
ruinc, and todeſtrution. And leaſt his deedes and his ations by 
often interviewing ſhould interrupt the other diſcourſe ot other 
occurrences and negotiations, bapning in this Kings Raigne: We | 
hauc therefore thought it conuenienr, yea necc{laric, ro proſecute 
the Hiſtorie of hisproceedingsto a concluſion, bctore wee inter- 
mcdle much with the Narration of other paſſages and things. 

T his prowd Cardinall, ſo egerly huntcd after authoritieand 
power, to ruleand to command all others : that (not contenting 
himſelfe with his owne offices, though they weregreac) Hee in- 
eruded malepertly into the Enquirie and determining of ſuch 
things, as properly belonged vnto others, bur cſpecially into the 
Chancelorthip of this Realme. 

T he Archbilhop of Canterbury, vnto whom it appertayned,was 
much troubled wich thoſe his intermedlings. But (being old and 
perceiuing that the Kings aftc&ions were faſt bound to his bu-

He being thus imperiouſly great, Required an accompt of the 
Captaines, T reaſurors, and other Officers of the kings warres : ſo 
that ſome of them (who by the Kings conniuence had gotten 
much) by exceſhue Bribes exculing themſelves, Inriched him, and 
lefrthemſelues poore. Others whoſe Eftates were more power- 
full, to pleaſe him, ſhared that which vnivuſily they had gotten. 
And ſome others, who had deceiued the King,and had prodigally 
ſpent all,had nothing lefr,and therefore were puniſhed publikely, 
and expoſed to open ſhame. | 


Healfo crefted ſundrie Courts ofequitic (which might more 
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truly be termed Courts of Iniquitie) vndera colour and pretence 
ro hcarc and to determinethe cales of diltreſied and poore people: 
By meanes whctcof the feates of Tuſtice, belonging to the cHmon 
Lawcs, were little frequented tor a while, and by them ke gained 
a maile ct treaſure to himlelte , vntiil the people (perceiuing thar 
by them hee waxzdrich, and they poore; and that the Sentences 
and Iudgements of thoſe Courts wcre not final}, but controlable, 


"They (of their owne accord ) forfooke them, and commended 
their Controuerlics to the cenſure of the common Lawes. 


In the ninth ycare of King Zenres raipne, Pope Zo icnt vnto 
him Cardinall Campezzs as his Legate, to ſolicite him {a3 likewiſe 
he had done tothe Kings of France & Sparn,and the Princes of Ger- 
mm: ) to make warre vpon the Trrks, Bur ſo outragious was the 
Occan or: o//eys pride, that (becauſe he knew that Carperws, in re- 
gara of 115 power Legantine, was to haue the Precedency of place 
when they two met) hee cunningly informed him bycertaine Pi- 
{hops (who went vnto him to Calrce, vnder a fained colourto viſite 
him) that his tourncy wou!d not be ſucceſſetull, but come to none 
cect, except !/ol/ey were ioyned in equallauthoritic with him in 
that bulincile : wacrevpon Campers (with all expedition) diſpat- 


ched Meſſengers vnto Rome, by whom within fortie dayes hee re- 


cciucd a new Commiſhon ; by which !Volſey was alſo maderthe 
Popes Legate and Commithoner as well as he. T hen was Camrer- 
#5 admitted to comeinto this Realme, and both thoſe two Le- 
earcs ( within tew daycsatter) repayred to the Kings Court at 
Greenwich (hauing two (ilucr Crofles, and two Pillars of the ſame 
metrel, two Axcs gilt2d with ftinegold, & two imbrodered Culhi- 
ons borne betore them : Bur the Cardinall of Yorke preterred his 
elder brotherto the interiour place. And by an eloquent Oration 
(which by an //4/1an was made vnto the King) he was informed ot 
the ſubſtance of their meſſage; But to make anſwere therevnto, 
ThecKing declired reſpit for a few dayes, in which he might be ad- 
viſed and counſelled inthat matter. T hen did !///cy (by his au- 
thoritic Legantine) crett an honorable Courr, withoutthe Kings 
notice or licence, and calied it the Legantine Court. By the autho- 
ritic whereof, he vilited all Biſhops and their Diocefles, and other 
Clergie men ; puniſhing ſuch as were poore and vnable to give 
bribes , butenriching himſelfe by the entorced bounticof ſuch as 
had ſtore of money, and of faults. | 

Bythe ſameauthoritie, hee alſo ſequeftred vnto himſelferhe 
probate ofa!ll Wils and Teftaments: and ſuch was his intollerable 
pride, by reaſon of his Legantine authorttie, that when ( _ 
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T be Hilorie of King 
and after meat) he waſhed his grealic fiſts, he was at hi» Lauatorie 
attended and ſerucd by Dukes and Earles, tor that purpole. 

T his his example ot hawtinefle, made the Clergicot this Land 
ſo prowd and inſolent, that their induttrivus labours , which for- 
merly they applycd to the ſtudies of morall Vertucs,and of Diui- 
nitie, were now imploycd to deuile curious tathions in their beha- 
uiour, in theirapparcll, and in their dyct. 

King Henrieand his Queene, in the twelfth yearcof his Raigne, 
relolucd to trauaile into France, for loue and triend{hips ſake, ro 
glad themſclucs with the ſocietic of the French King, Frances the 
firſt, and of his Queene. For which tourney, it cannot well beere- 
ported whatcolt inapparell, what prouition for attendance, whar 


turniture for horſes, what charges for iewells, and what prepara- ' 
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tions for rare banquetings, and Princelygitts, were made both in 


England, and in France. | 

And when the appointed time drew neare, the King and the 
Queene (being accompanied with che Cardinall of T#ke, and with 
many Dukes, Earlcs, Lords, Knights, Gentlemen, and faire La- 
dies of principall reckoning and accompr, ſayled from over , and 
lately came to Caltce, and the French King and his Queene, with 
cheir Royalland goodly traine, came to Arde. | 

And (becaulc it was intended,that the pcace which was betwixt 
thetwo Kings, ſhould beinlarged and confirmed) King Heme ap- 
pointcd the Cardinall to goc betorc himrto the French King,and to 
conferre with aim touching that matter. For waich purpole, hee 
gave vnto him (by his Letters Patents, vnder the grear Scalc of his 
Kingdomeof Exelend) full power and abſolute authoritic, in all 
points, ro doe therein as he himſelteliſted. 

The Cardinall (being infinitely prided by reaſon of this vnrea- 
fonable, and vnlimitcd authoritieand power, which hee had got- 
ten) tooke his tourney towards Are, being attended on by ſome 
hundreds of Lords, Knights, Eſquires, and Gentlemen : all which 
wereclothed in crimſon Veluer, and ware chaines of gold; and 
with as many Ycomen and Groomes,wholc apparcll was mad: of 
rich Skarlct. | 

Now, when he came vnto _A4r4e, hee was Royally entertayned 
by the French King, and alſo by all the Nobilitie of bis Court, who 
gauetheirattendance on the King. But when the French Countcll 
had viewed his Commithon, and the vnlimited extent thereot: 
The #trerch King (by their aduiſe and counſel]) grauntcd to him 
the like authoritic and commiſſion, in all reſpe&s, vnder the great 
Scale of Fraxce- - which hee diflem blingly retuſed, vnrill hee was 
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licenced by King Herry to accept thereof, Atter thisgreat honour | 
vnto hzm done, berh che ſaid Kings and their Queenes ract to- | 
gciher divers daics in the Valley- of Aniren, whcerethey taſted, 

banquered,chcered,and gladded cach orher,and with great boun- 
tie communicating their rich gitts cach one to the other, and to |

ferences were had. But the Commiſhoners ofthe Emperour were 
ſtiffe, and the French were (tout. © 

T he proud Cardinall (nor contenting himſelfe with ſuch ho- 
norsas formerly had beene giuen to him) would needs proclaime 
and publiſh his greatneſle in the Emperour Meximilians Court ar 
Brudges, where hee hoped to recciucthegreater eſteeine, becauſe 
hce had with him the Great Seale of rhe Kingdome of England, 
which never before that time any Chancellor dared to tranſport 


beyond the Seas out of this Realme. For this purpole heeentrea- | 


ted ſome few daiesabſcnce ofthe Commiſhoners ofthe two other 
Princes, that in the meanetime he might vilitthe Emperour : for 
hee pretended that their perſonall preſence and conference might 
greatly further and expedite that buſineſſe. Wherefore being ac- 
companicd with foure hundred and threeſcore horſe, hee paſſed 
by Grancling, Dunkerke, Newport, and by Odenbargh,and was cuery 
where met and ſaluted by the Noblemea and Gentrie of thoſe 
Countries. And comming towards Bradzes, hee was met one mile 
out ofthe Towne by the Emperour himſelfe, and by the Prime 
and Flower of all his Court : where the Emperourdid him the 
more reuerence principally for two cauſes : Firſt, becauſe hee was 
informed ofthe large extent of his commiſhon, granted by King 
Henry. And ſecondly, becauſe the great ſcale of the K ingdome of 
Enzland was in thoſe Countries borne with greart ſtate before him, 
which ſeemed to be the chiefeſt marke and badge by which King 
Henry would cxprefle the extraordinarie truſt & confidence which 
he repoſedin him z when as intruth and indeed hee fooliſhly and 
vnaduiſedly caried the ſaid Seale with him for his owneglorie, 
withoutthe Kings leaue: ſo that in his abſence no Sherifs could be 
made,nor any Writs, Commiſsions, or Patents could bee ſealed, 
which wronged many particular men,and was vcry preiudiciallto 
the preſenteltate ofthe whole Kingdome. 

Within aday or two after the Cardinals comming to Bruages, 
the Emperour with his Counſel], and !Yolſey with his Aﬀociares, 
ſcriouſly diſputed and debated of the caules of the iarres and wars 
intended betwixt his Maieſtie and the French King. Burt when the 
Cardinall perceived that the Emperour (withour reſtitution vnto 
him made of ſuch of his Caftles, Forts, Townes, Cities, and Ter- 
ritories, as by the French King were detained from him) would 
notincline to any peace, hee then (like alearned and like a wittic 
Oratour)diſcourſed largely ofthe happineſſe of peace, and ofthe 


vnſpeakable and inſupportable miſerics of bloudy war, and forgat 


not 
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not to ſhew vnto the Emperour the kingly ſtrength and puiſſance 
ot his Sourraigne, both in men, andalſoin horſes, ſhips, armour, 
ordinance, and all other materials for the warre. And further ad- 
ding, that inregard of the league which was betwixt thoſe two 
Kings, his Lord and maſter ſhould be vrged to rake part with the 
French King,it any violence by any other Prince ſhould be offcred 
to him. 

T he Emperour, acknowledging all to bee true whatſocuer the 
Cardinal] had ſpokentouching the benefits of peace, & the incom- 
modities of warre,an{wered, that God, who had giuen honors and 
polleſhons vnto Emperors & Kings, had (includediy in the ſame 
gitrs)appropriated ſuch an inheritable right inthem vnto thoſe ro 
whom they were ſogtuen, that he doubred not but(with the plca- 
ſure of Almightic God) they might not onely deteng and keepe 
them with the {word trom all V ſurpers and Intruders, but might 
alſo by force and violence regaine them, it iniuriouſly and beſides 
right they were kept and detained. And ſeeing that ail Kings and 
Princes were bounden to ſupportright,and to ſuppreſical iniurics 
& wrongs, he ſaid he doubted little of his vncle King Hemrres helpe 
and comfort, it betwixt himſelfe & the French ing there were no 
peace to be made without blowes. Heallo intormed the Eng!!/h 
Commiſhoners, that when his forces (hee being at that time bur 
Arch-dukeof A4#/iria) had onerthrowen the Armie of K.C/arles 
rhe eighth at Grngere, then the ſaid King (to procure his peace) de- 
fircd and eſpouſed the Lady AMargarer his daughter (now wife to 
the Duke ot Sawoy) and vpon the ſame concluſion of the ſaid ma. 
riage, hec gaue with herto the ſaid French King a good portion in 
money, with diucts Townes and Caſtles in Pzccardte, which were 
ſtill derained and kept from him, notwithſtanding that the ſaid 
King Charles pertidioully refuſed afterwards to marie her, and (cnt 
her home. .

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cd vnto the Lady ae, the yong Duches of Britaizne ; hee treche- 
"rouſly gate her from him, and rooke her to his owne wife, 

He ſhewed them alſo , that whereas the Duke of Gae ders was 
his Subie&, and ovghr tolive vnder his homage and obedicnce,he 
(by the procurementof the now French King) ſtood outas a Re- 
bell, Refuling to be reformed withour blowes. 

Hee complained alſo that the French King trecherouſl y ſurpri- 
zed from the houſe of C/tile the Realme of Vaples, but ſhould re- 
ſtore it againe by friend{hip or by warre. 

Thus when che Emperour had diſcourſed, and had made an

And 1n Hemp(vre—, the common people fo much repyneg and 
grudged at theſe demands, I hat the Lord Viicount Zyz/te, and Sir 
Richard il 2/22, and the other Commitizoners tor that bultnctic, 
greatly doubred, what would enſue thercot. VWheretore (to pa- 
cite the people) Hce, by hislertrcrs, molt humb! (ommng/oags he 
Cardinall, taar the ewelich peny, proportioned with the [ammes 
betore demanded, might ſuthce , thar thereby tuture dangers and 
troubics might bee auoided. Bur when the Cardinall with malig- 
nant eyes had pervſed the Vilcounts letters, he deeply {wore, that 
tracy ſhould colt him his head ; becauic in them his preſumprion 
d1d manifetily appeare, taking ro himlclte leauc and iiberiie,ro Git- 
ter from thoſe inftrutions which were oiyen him. T hus was hce 
requited and recompenccd tor his good ſeruice tothe King : And 
tor his dutiousdctire to prelcrue the peace and quietnetle of his 
Countrie, and ot this commonweale. 

The Cardinailperceiuing, that rhe People would not ſupport

him, he then would accept thereof, and take it as an infallible 
roofe of their loue and dutic towards their King. 


Theambitious Cardinall privately grudging that the King in | 
his Letters had includedly laid the faulton him, and intending to |! 
robbe his Maieſtie of his peoples good attections towards him,and | 
praiſing to winne it vnto himſelte, required the Lord Maior and | 
Aldermen of London to come before him, to whom by a fubcill , 
and a cunning ſpeech heproteſted, that becauſe hee ſaw and per- ' 
ceived that thoſe T axes were too heauvie for them to beare, and 
becauſe in his heart he loucd them, hee therefore had kneelcd to 


the King, and had perſwaded him to revoke the ſaid Commiſh- 
ons, and wholly to relie vpon their free beneuolence and good 
will. Wherefore hee courteouſly aduiſcd them to be voluntarily 
bountifull and liberall of their owne accord. T hen with great cx- 
pedition he diſpatched his Letters to thar effe& into euery Shire 
and Countic of this Kingdome. But in regard that the King in his 
Letters had protefted his ignorance touching the ſaid former tax- 
es, therefore the proud Cardinall was {till condemned, and mor- 
tally hatred by the people. | 

T hen forthwith (by the incitation of the Cardinall) new Com- 
miſſions for the ſaid beneuolence were made. And in the execu- 
tion of them ſome of the Commilhoners endeuoured fairely ro 


perſwade,but others of them by rough and vnkinde ſpeeches pro- - 


curcd men to giue largely, whether they would orno. Yet the 
preuailedlittle : for thegreateſt part of the people refuſed togiue 
any thing, ſome of them alledging the Statute which was made 
againſt the demanding of Beneuolences in the firſt yeare of the 
raigne of King Richard the Third, and ſome others alledging for 
thcir excuſe, their pouertie and their want. 

Itis how ſeriouſly to be obſerued, that the Cardinall having 
newly cre&ted two Colledges, the one in /p/wich, where hee was 
borne, and the other in Oxford, and intending to make their pol- 
ſe{sions faire and great, as their foundations were wide and large, 
procured a licence trom the Pope, by vertuce whercof (as hce was 
authorized) be plucked downe certaine ſmall Abbies, Frieries,and 
Religious Houles, to appropriate their Lands and Reuenves to

And at his departure,the King (inthe preſence 
of all his Lords) embraced him as his familiar friend. And art chat 
time ſuch was his grear eſtate, that paſhng thorow the Citie of 
Londen, he was attended by tweluc hundred horſe.

From Bolleineas he came towards Amy?ns, he was met vpon the 
way by the Prouoft and the molt ſubitanriall Cirizens on horſe- 


backe, and by them he was ſaluted and reucrenced as a King. And | 
when he came within halte a mile of che Cine, the King himſlelte | 


with his Nobles met him, chcercfully embraced him, and in a 
wonderfull and magnificent pompe conducted him to his lodging, 
on the gates whereof was written in largeand faire letters, Caraz- 
nalis pacificus, The perceable Cardma/t, or The Cardrnadl of pezce. And 
at their departure the proud Cardinall would hauc vouchſafed to 
haue brought the King to his Court, but che King would not ſut- 
fer him ſo codoe. Thus Kings, Nobles, Times and Places con- 
ſpired (it ir had beene poſſible) ro haue made him more proud, 
whoſe heart was ſo haughtie, that he ſuppoſed he could neuer be 
humbled and brought low. 

Then dailyalmoſt for the ſpace of three weekes together, the 
French King, his Counſell, and the Cardinall (with his Aſſociates, 
who were obſcured by his greatneſle, as the Moone is by the di- 
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he concluded a peace betwixt the two Kings,in the honour where- 
of, and of the proud Cardinal, the inſtrumentin which rhe Arti- 
cles of the ſaid peace were contained, was ſealed with a feale pur- 
poſcly made of fine gold, whereof he boaſtingly bragged the next 
Termein the Srarre-chamber, affirming before the whole Aſſem- 
blie, that the peace which by him was concluded, was ſuchan ab- 
ſolute, perfe&, and ſound pcace, that it would continue #2 ſern!a 
ſeculorum, world without end. But the people mutteringly repi- 
ncd thereat, ſaying that Exgland neuer long enioied any benefit by 
any peace which was concluded with the French, whoſe propertie 
It was (fortheiraduantage, without caule) to ſlartaitde trom any 
tbing which they had ſaid, and ſworne to performe. They alſo 
ſaid, rhatroemter into a fained league with the French King, the 
Emperour and his triendſhip was abandoned, and that ojd ene. 
mies were entertained, and old friends were vnaduiſedly (by the 
Cardinals meanes) caſt off. And therein they ſpake truly : for by 
the Cardinals enticement, and ſecret perſwa{tons, the King (with- 
out good cauſe) thewed himfeltean enemie tothe Emperour, and 
ro the Flemings, and vnto others of his people, although the Em- 
peroor by all fitting and beſeeming meanes had wooed him to ob- 
taine and to kcepe his love. : | 
By theſe tarres, thus cunningly broached by the Cardinal], in 
fauour of the Pope, and of the French King, the queſtion rouching 
the lawtulneſſe ornullitie of the Kings mariage was ſmoothered 
tor a while. But notlong after, ſuch as ſeemed to bee tender oner 
the Kingsconlcience,and prouident to eſtabliſh the true ſucceſsion 
of this Kingdome in a lawfull heirc,reuiued the ſcruple,and there- 
withall ſo buſted che Kings cogitations and thoughts, that arcligi- 
ous ſorrow began to ſeiſe vpon him. And (to auoid the continu- 
ance in that inccſtuous ſinne, vntill by a iudiciall ſentence the 
doubrs wefe cleared) hce refrained from the Queenes bed. And 
the Cardinall (co make himſclfe more great then he was) procu- 
red acommilsion from the Pope, to bee directed to him, and vnto 
his ancient brocher Camperrs, that before them,as ſupreme Iudges, 


thar queſtion (by legall proceſſes and proceedings) might bee | 


heard, debated on, and cenſured, according to the Lawes of God 
and the Lawes of man. 


T heſe two Legates (having receiued this commilſsion) infor- 


med the Qneene of their authoritie and power : and (hce (in ſome 
paſsion) accuſed /#o!/ey as the principall brocher of that doubt,and 


the maintainer of thatcontention, partly to bee reuenged thereby * 


vpon her Nephew the Emperour, becauſe he would not make him

Pope (as ſecretly he had requeſted him) and partly, becauſe often 
times in a moſt ſecret, louing, and gentle falhion , ſhee had admo- 
niſhed and warned him of his couctouſneſle and tyrannic z of his 
extortions and oppreſſions, and of his pride and lecheric: But hee 
excuſed himſclfe, as if he had beencan honeſt man. 

T he King(pretcnding nothing in this bulincſſe, but Truth, {in- 
ceritic and iultice, according to the Lawes of God and Man) was 
well contented , that the Queene ſhould make choile of the grea- 
teſt Clerkes, and of the beſt lcarned men within his Kingdome, to 
defend and to maintayne her cauſe : Whereupon hee elected !#l- 
lam warham Archbilhop of Canterburie, And Nichel.cs Weſt Bilhop 
of Ely, who were Doors of the Lawes; and 7ohn £i/her Bilhop of 
Rocheſter, and Henrie Standyſh Bilhop of A///aph,who were Doors 
of Diuinitic,and ſome others: And they (as occaſions did require) 


did for her aſmuch therein, as by witand learning could be done. 


Now tor the proſecuting of this bulineſſe, the two Legates cau- 
ſed a ſtately Court to be erected at the Black-fryersin the great Hal, 
In which (for them) were placed two Chaires and two great Cu- 
ſhions, couered ouer with cloth of gold: And (ar the appointed 
day) the two Legates tooke their places; but the Cardinal of Torke 
(as his cuſltome was) preferred his elder brother Campeizs to the 
left hand: and then, having canſed their commiſhon publikely to 
bec read, the King and the Queene were citcd in their owne per- 
ſons, or by their Proftors to appeare. The King by his Pro- 
ors ſubmitted himſcite tothe Apoltolical authoritic and power, 
which by the Pope to the two Legates was giuen. But the Queen 
her ſeltc (being accompanied with many Lords, Knights, Gentle- 
men, Ladics, and Gentlewomen, and having firſt done great reuc- 
rence to the Legates) appcalcd from them (as from Tudges which 
were not competent, and indifferent to determine betwixt the 
Queene and King) to the Court at Rowe. This appcale they al- 
lowed not: but in the ſame Court they late weekely. And before 
them many learned and ſubtile diſputations touching the lawfull- 


 neſle, and alſoconcerning the inſufficiencie of that mariage, were 


daily made before them. 

Butthe King (perceiving, that no quick diſpatch was vſed, 
rhough oftentimes deliberately they conſulted) came with the 
Queene into the ſaid Courr, where his Maieſtie ſolemncly prote- 
fed his infinite love towards her; acknowledging her to bee the 
moſt amiable, Jouing, kinde, dutious, modeſt, and ſweeteſt wife, 
thar (he thought) wasin the whole world; And that therefore 
hee ſhould not rake ſo much toy and comfort, in any thing elſe 


what- 
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whatſoever, as hce ſhould doein her, if by the lawes of God and 


Man (hee might remayne his wife : and therefore, forthe derer- 
n:Vning of that queſtion, and for the quicting of his troublcd con- 
ſcience, he inſtantly importuneda quick diſpatch and a finall end. 
Then wasthe Queen demanded, whether ſhee would ftick to her 
appealcorno? whoanſwered yea : yet (for allthat) the Court 
proceeded weckly (though ately) as before. 

Within few dayes after,the King being informed,thar after the 
laſt day of that moneth of 7uly , the Legates would not fir any 
more, vntili che fourth day of 0Zober, Hee wasthereat vexed and 
troubled abouc meaſure : Wherefore (ar the nexr ſitting) hee ſent 
the Dukes of Norfolke, and of Suffolke, with ſome other Lords to 
the Legates; requeſting them to diſpatch their iudiciall ſentence 
onc way or other, that long delayes might not augment the an- 
guiſh of his troubled conſcience. T he Dukes, in areuercnt,and in 
an carneft manner dcliuered their meſſagein the open Courr. Bur 
by Camper it was anſwered, T hat there was yearly,and of cuſtom 
accfſation in the Courtof Rome, betwixt the aforeſaid dayes, from 
all Legail proceedings whatſocuer: And that, if any ſentence in 
the Inrerim were giucn, it was vtterly void in Lawand of no force 
at all: And theretore, ſecing that their Court wasa branch of the 
Court of Rome,they could not (vntill the prefixed day)inrermedle 
any further in taar butineſſe. This anſwere ſo much offended 
Charles the Duke of Suelke, that (ſtriking his fiſt vpon the board) 
he ſwore, that the oid ſaying was too too true : Thet nexer Cardinal 
or Lerate uid any coi in England, and therewithall the offended 
Lords departcd, and ſo did almolt the w hole companie, leauing 
the two Legatcsto looke onevpon the orher. 

T he King being thus troubled with an cntorced delay, conten- 
ted himſelfeas paticntly as he was able, hoping that in Oober thar 
bufſineſſe would haue an end. But within few daycs aftcr, He was 
informed, that Campers (bcing ſent for by the Pope) mace great 
preparations for his returne to Kome:W herby he perceived plain- 
ly, that the two Legates had groſly difſembled with him ; and that 
they had ſecretly plotted theſedelayes; thatthe mattcr ſhould not 


bee definitively cenfured and ſentenced by them . But in the | 


Court at Zome, where infinite colts and charges would bee expen- 
ded :T he buiinefſe would be lingred on with arguments,and long 
diſputes, and that his conſcience ſhould bee vnlerled in the meane 
time. And for thiscauſe, from this timg forward, the King in his 


heart hated and malianed his vnthankfull & diſſembling creature. 


baſe /0//ey, whom (from a contemptible birth and cftate) hee had 
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preferred, and made Abbot of S. gs his Almoner, a Counſai- 
lor of Eſtate, Bithop of !/incheſter, and of Durham, Archbiſhop of 
Yorke, an Embaſſador ro Kings and Princes, his Chancelor , and a 
Cardinall. 

And thus, this buſineſſe which hee plotted , ro make himſclfe 
gratious with the King, eminent abouc others, and to bee reuen- 
ocd vpon his cnemies , turned to his owne wie and vtter deltru- 
Rioninthe end. 

Forthe Kings Counſell and the Nobles of this Land{perceiuing 
chat the Kings heart was changed trom him)werenota little glad, 
becauſe generally he was hated. And (toprefſe him downe in his 
talling) they tramed againtt him divers Articles, ſome demonſtra- 
ting his exceſs1ue pride, others bis inſulting tyrannie, orhers his 
greeuaus opprelsions, others his monſtrous injuſtice, others his 
inſatiable coucrouſnetlc, others his abominable lecheric, others 
his cager and [harpe courlcstoreuenge, and others his ſecret and 
his cunning detiing betwixtthe Pope and him, whereby his Maic- 
ſtics regail aucthoriic and his prerogariue royall in all things tou- 
ching the Clergicand Church, was made void. And thereupon 
they concluded that he was guiltic of the Premunire, and conſe- 
quently had forfeited all his promotions, lands, o00ds, chattels, 
and his libertie to the King. T hele Articles being reduced into 
good forme, and fitorder, were by the Nobilitic ingrofſcd into a 
booke, ſubſcribed with their bands, and then it was deliucred to 
the King, who concealed it for a few dayes. 

The two Legares (not knowing what had paſſed) came ro 
[Woodſtock tothe King , where Campers tooke his leaue to goe ro 
Rome : and 3/{/ey (ny ho purpoſed ro haue letr him,and to have re- 
mayned with the King) was ftrowningly commanded to accompa- 
nic his honeſt brother vnto /.onden, where he thou'd be further in- 

tormed of the Kings minde. \When they were comertherher,and 
trom thence were tournying towards the Sea coaſts: By order and 
dir. tion from the Councell,Comperus his truncks and cheſts were 
broken vp, anda diligent fe arch was made, ro finde ſuch letters, as 
they comectured were by if e/{:y lent to Rome - But none were 
found: For by a Poſt, they were ſent awav a day or two before. 


s & our Tcrme, rhe King cauſed his Atturncy Generall, na- 


med Sir Chri/?opher Wa! e5,to preferrei into the Kings Bench, anin- 
ditement vpon the St: tote of Pr emunire, againſt che Cardinall ,VPp- 
on theatoreſaid Articles, which hee performed accordingly : And 
by the Grand Jurie, it was found againſt the Cardinall. Then 
torthwith the Dukes of Norfolte, and of Suffolle, were requiredto

And the Cardinall himſclte being confined to 4/her, 
not tarre from A72g/0n,and raoft of his Attendants being diſp!a- 
ced, andremoued trom him - a ſmall allowance of things needtuil 
was appointed to him for his neceflarie vic, whereat hee infinitely 
grciued., : ;

and not vpon any diflike which he conceined againſt his Queene, 
nor for any delirerochange: and theretore hee cearncltly increated 
them, that for the clearing of his troubled conſcience, the ſame 
matter might one wiy or other receiue a ſpeedieand a tinall cad 
by a ſentence or judgement declaratoric in the Conliltoric of 
Reme. T he Emperour {aid lictle, but oncly anſwered, that the 
iudgement of the Law {hould content,and farisfic him in thar 
point. Andthe Pope ſaid, that when he came to Rome, the marter 
{hould recciueancnd ; bur yet hee meant nothing !leſle : for hee 
knew right well, that if he pronounced ſenrence againit the diſpen- 
ſation granted by Pope Julze his preveceſlor, although hee knew 
well that it was flatly againſt the Law of God, then the Popes fu- 
ture diſpenſations would be lirtle or noching ar all reſpected or re- 
garded. And heelikewiſe knew, that by giuing of ſentence again{t 
the Queene, he ſhould againe make the Emperour his cxcmie, who 
was now newiy become his friend. Thus rhi- vnthanktull Pope 
fatrered anddallied with the Kings Ambatladors, making them 
hopcfull, but in vaine ; yet with this anſwer they returned tothe 
King, who (fearing left the Pope and his Cardinals would indeede 
by long delaiesabuſe and dallie with him) imploicd divers Lords, 
and the greateſt Diuines within his Kingdome, at his exceeding 
great colts and charges, to trauellinto all the Vniuecrtities in the 
Chriſtian world, and there to be reſplucd of their opinions touch- 
ing the validitie or nullitie of his ſaid mariage. And when they all 
rcturacd , they brought with them twelue Inftruments, ſcaled 
with the publike Seal-s of fo many Vniuerlities, and alſo the opi- 
n:ons of ſundrie great and tamous learned men, by all which ir ap- 
peared that they agreed and conſented in one,, that the Kings ma- 
riage with his brothers wife was vtterly void, and contrary ro the 
Lawes of God and man, notwithſtanding thediſpenſarion ofthe. 
Pope. : 

The King at this time (by the aduice of his Counſell) licenſed 
iVolſey toliuc within his Dioceſſeof Yorke, tor which cauſe he went 
chirher, Burdiuers of his ſeruants (by their triends mcanes) got 
intothe Kings ſeruice ; among whom Fuomu Cromwell (being a 
wiſe and a diſcreet man) was one, whom the King entertained 
with publike demonſtration of his good aftetions rowards him, 
and of his favour. 7 

Now though ſuch of the Cardinals lands as he intended to hdue 
beſtowed vpon his two Colledges wereclearcly forterted vnto the

Hereupon the Cardinall began to take heart : and nothing | H prie. 
doubring but that hee thould againe bee advanced, ifnot by the 
Kings conſent, yer voiens nolens, and againſt bis will, made great 
preparation for his cnſtalment into his Archbilhopricke at Torke, 
which hee intended to folemnize with ſuch magnificence and 
pompe, as the like betorc had never beene (cencin that place. For 

- which purpoſe he ereRed in that Cathedra!l Church a ſtately fear, 
of an extraordinarie height, not much vnlike toa Kings T hrone. 
He allo wrote to theNobles, Knights, and chiete(t Gentlemen in 
the North, many tawning, Aatrering, and kindeetrers, entreating 
and inuiting themar a prefixed day to accompanie bim (ar his In- 
ſtalment)ro the Citie of Torke, where he provided for them great 

] cheere, not ſparing any colt. i.

and whatanſwer was made thercunto, and percciuing that he in- [1

(and therein hee was not deceiued) that thoſe great preparations 
were made of purpolc, and in an out-tacing fathion , ro confront 
him. 

Wherefore,to preuent his ſaid inſtalment, he ſent acommiſhon 
vnder his great Scale of England, whereby he required Henriethe 
ſixt Earle of Northumberland, toattach and to arreſt the body of 
the ſaid Cardinall, to bring him tothe Caſtle of Shefpreld,and there 
to deliuer him to the ſate cuſtodic and keeping of the Earle of 
Shrewsbury, which he did: Although the Cardinall prowdly chec- 
ked him, and told him that hee was a member of the College of 


Cardinals in Rome, and that neither the King , noranyother rem- | 


pora!l Prince vnder heauencould, or ought to intermedle with 
him for any cauſe, or matter whatſocuer. Yet forall this(afloone 
as he was gone) all his plate, goods, horſes, and houlhold ſtuffe 
were ſeiſed on to the Kings vie : his Officers were difcharged, and 


his Phifitian Door _Aa#guſtine, was by Sir iValter 1//elſh, one of the | 


Kings chamber, convayed tothe Tower. 

 Aſſoone as the King was informed of the executing of his com- 
miſhon, he ſent Sir //i/raw Kingſton, the Captaine of his Gard, and 
Conſtable of the Tower, with ccrtaine Yeomen of his Gard, to 
fetch the Cardinall tothar priſon. : 


Theſight ofthis Meſſenger more danted and appalcd the Car- | 


dinall thea all the reſt : For now he was right well aſſured, that his 
hcad was in greatdanger, T his feare made him to fall into a ſud- 
den [ickneſle, ſothar (purpoſely, as it was conietured, todiſpatch 
himſelfe out of thislife) hee tooke a purgation , which was more 
ſtrong, then the weakneſle of his nature could controll, by reafon 
whercot he dyed two nights after. | 

Thus liucd, and thus died this Cardinall, who was Prowd and 
Ambitious, Wanton and Lechfprous, Rich and Couctous, a Lyar 
and a Flatterer, a Tyrant and Mercilefſe: Forgetfull of his begin- 
nings, Diſdainefull in his proſperitie, and wretched in his end : 
Ihoſe death made the King ioyfull, his Nobles rocand,, and the Peoples 
glad. 

Hee being thusdead , the King by his Councell was informed, 
that all the Clergic of England were guiltic of the Premunire ; be- 
cauſe (inall things) they had ſupporred and maintayned the au- 
thoritie, and power Legantine of the Cardinall : Wherefore (ro 
preucnt a miſchiefe before it fell vpon them) T hey gaueto the 
King for their redemprion,and for their pardon,the fumme of one 
hundred thouſand pounds: And by a publike inſtrument in wri- 


ting, ſubſcribed, and ſcaled by all the Biſhops and Fathers of the 
Church, 
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Church, they plainly , voluntarily, and willingly acknowledged | 


the King (within his owne Kingdomes and Dominions) to be the 
ſupreme Head of the Church, as well in all matters Eccleliaſticall, 
as inall Temporall things and caſes whatſccuer. Yet not long 
after the King diminiſhed their number and their ſtrength, as 
hereafter it ſhall appeare. | | 

The Cardinall being thns gone, the King intending nothing 
lefſe then to dance attendance in rhe Court ar Roe, caulcd the 
ſaid inſtruments procured from ſo many Vniuerlities, together 
with the opinions of ſo many learned men, and of his two Vniucr- 
{ities of Oxfordand of Cembriaze, publiſely to be ſhewed in both 
the ouſes of his Parliament : which being dene by divers honou- 
rable Lords, both ſpirituall and ecmporall, he cauſed them ro bee 
{hewed ro the Queene, and the queſtion ro bee demanded of her, 
whether ſhe would relinquiſh her appeale to the Sec of Rome, and 
referre her ſclte and her cauſe to any Nobles and Biſhops within 
this Kingdome ? whoſe anſwere was, that ſhe would not : where- 
upon the King reſoluing in his conſcience, that his ſaid mariage 
was void in Law, began to bend his louc and kinde affeftions to a 
goodly, faire,and beautifull Ladie in his Court, named Anye Bal- 
lex. Her hee created a Marchioneſle of Pembroke, and atter trooke 
her to his wife. And ſome few moneths after, the Arch-biſhop of 
Canterburie (being accompanicd with the Biſhops of Londos, Bath, 
Lencolne, and ſome others, together with diners Dofors, Aduo- 
cates, Proftors, and Officers of the Eccleliafticall Court) repatted 
to Pun/lable, wherethe Princeſſe Dowager (for ſo [hee was then 
ca!led)lay: Her the Arch-bifhop peremprtorily aſcitcd perſonally 
roppcarc betore him ina caſc of matrimonie : and thelike he Gid 
for fifrecne daics together. And then vpon the default and contu- 
macic of the ſaid Princefſe, the Arch-biſhop pronounced the ſaid 
mariage (being againſt the Law of God) tobe meerely and vtterly 
void, the Popes diſpenſation notwithſtanding.

Firſt therefore we may vnderſtand,that inthe end of the eighth | _ 
yeare, and inthe beginning of the ninth yearec of his raigne, the , TO

ſtrangers Artificers as dwelt among them; partly becaule by their 
great wealth and extraordinaric labour and indultrie they rooke 
trom them the greartcſt meanes whereby they were to live, and 
partly becauſe their riches madethem 1o proud, that in derilion 


and in ſcornc, privately and publikely, they would depraucand | 


abuſe the Citizens with many mockes and frumpes : fothat they 
(being reſolued no longer to endure or to beare them) vpon May 
day many hundreds ot them riotoully aſſembled themſeluesro- 
gether, and with great outrage and violence ritled, robbed, and 
ranſacked the houſes and the {hops of all ſtrangers, and intended 
to haue done more miſchiete, it the prouident careand induſtric 
of the Lord Maior and chicteſt Citizens had not ſuppreſſed them. 
For ſome ofthe malefattors(by fliying)laitred forthemſelues,and 
many (who were moſt of all notoriouſly tauitic) were commirted 
to ſeucrall G19les and priſons ; and being atterwards indicted, ar- 
raigned, and tound guiltic, were condemned ot high Treaſon, be- 
caule thcir iniurieand wrong tended to the breach of the League 
which was betwixt the King and their Soucraignes. Whcretore 
ſome of them were exccuted as T raitors,according to their iudge- 
ment ; and thereliduc ofrhem (bcing about foure hundred) were 
pardoned by the King, who in his owne perſon ſate in the Guild- 
hall of Zander. Andthenall things were agatne fetled in proſpe- 
ritic and in peacc. 

T he French King now longed to beagaine owner of the faire 
Citicof Tourney, which by conqueit was poſſeſied by King Henry. 
\Vhereforc by his Ambaſladors he not only delired theratificati- 
on ofthe peace which was betwixt the King and him, butalſo a 
reſtitution ot the ſaid Citie, for money to be vnto him paid. The 
King {> louingly accepted otthismeſlage,that forthwith the peace 
was confirmed, and turther it was concluded, that for 6c007. 
Crownes to be paid for tac Towne, and tor 400020. Crownes 
more to be paid for the Caſtle, which by King //exry was creed, 
and almoſt finiſhed, and tor 2 4099. pounds ſterling to bee paid 
in diſcharge of a debt due and owing by the Citizens for the pre- 
ſcruation and redemption of their Liberties, according to the 


{ compolition and their owne agreement, the Towne and Caſtle 


{hould be ſurrendred vpinto the hands of the Frezch King. \V herc- 
upon foure great hoſtages{tor the true paiment of the ſaid ſummes 
of money at the appointed dates) were ſent ouer, and accepted 
by the King. And thenthe i:arle of /Vorc2/fer, Sir Edward Belienad, 
and ſome others, were ſent ouer, who dcliucrcd the Towne and 
Caltle (according to both the ſaid Kings Commithons) to Non- 

; ſicur 
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ficur Cha/liliom, who was not ſuffered ro make his entrie with Ban- 
ers difplaicd, but rolled vp, becauſe it was not wonne, nor con- 


quered, but yeelded vp by compolition. - 
The furrendring of this Citic was much diſliked by many wiſe 


and prudent men for two reaſons. Firit, becauſe thar the holding

thcreot was a curbeand a bridletothe Frexch Nation, And lc> 
condly, becauſe rhe Garrifon of that place was a very profitable 
Nurſeric tor thetraining vp of Gentlemen and younger brothers 
in teats of Armes, and in Martial] Diſcipline. 

Abour the ſame time the Emperor Maximr/randied, and Char.es 
Ring of Caſizle (Nephew to Queene Katherine) was elected in bus 
ſtead ; who thortly atrer comming our of Spunetowards the Citic 
of .1con, where he was to receiue his firſt Crowne, came into En- 
2lan:tand was with all pompe and princely magniticence welcom- 
med and entertained by the Kipg and Queene, to his good liking 
and contentment. 

T he Lord> ofthe Counſell of Eſtate perceiving that certaine 
Gentlemen of the Kings Priuie Chamber (who werethe Kings 
Minions) were {0 much Frenchitied, that they were ſcofted and 
derided by all wife men, and that they were over bold, ſaucic,and 
malapertly familiar with che King, to tus great diſgrace, belought 
his Maiclte ro retorme them and bimſelfe therein, T he King not 
only thanked them he oc this their friendly admonition and 
tatherly care of his well-doing, bur allo reterredro them the ab{o. 
turc oracring and diſpoting of thoſe meramorphized Gentlemen. 
VV heretor erhcy bantih-d them from the Court, and placcd in 


' their roomes Sir Richard Wing field, Sir Rich:rd Jerningham, Sir Re- 


chard \Vefton, and Sir l/ulam Kimgiton, who werc diſcreet, tempe- 
rate, and valiant men, of whom the King gracionlly accepred, and 
receiued them into his extraordinarie fauour. 

The King and Queene having made large and coſtly prouiſion 
for the meeting of the French King and Queene, according to pro- 
miſe, neere vnto Arde,thipped themſeluesat Dover,and with their 
ftarely and honourable trainethey landed at Calzcr, and afterwards 
eftected their journey in princely faſhion, as formerly in this dif 
courſe itis more particularly ſer downe. 

Within few daies after che King and Queenes returne from 
Arde vnto Calice,he with an honourabletraine rodeto the Towne 
of Grauelms in the Low Countries, to ſce and to vitit the Empe- 
rour, and hisgreat Auntthe Ladie Margaret Duchefle of Swoy, 
by whom he was recetued with great felis and bonnric,and 


was by tuem both brought backe againe to Caltce, where their 
welcome, 
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welcome, cheere, and entertainment farre excc ales meaſure and 
their owne defires and expectation. But this exchange ot louc and 
ofkindnclle greeucd the French King at the heart, who was in- 
ward! y diſpleaſe :d and revengetull, bccaule hepratiſed, bur could 
not be elected Emperour according ro his hopes. Yet becauſe he 
could flatter and diſlemble, therefore he ſent vnto them the Lord 
delz Roch, not only to congratulate for former courtelicsrecetued, 
bur allo to conclude a peace betwixt them three, which tor his 
part he neuer intended ro obſerue, Bur tac peace was fu! ly agrecd 


—— 
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vnto, with this condition, that he who frſt made breach thercot, | 


ſhould be warred on by the other two. 

Not long afccrthe Kings reterne into England, he was ſecretly 
informed (and it was true) that by a Monke the haughticand am- 
bitious Duke of Buctzngh im was much abuled intais, chat hee was 


by him perſwaded, and did belceuc, that he ſhould be the King of 


tnis Realme, which cou'd nor be, but by vſurpation,and the con- 
tuſton ofthe Kings royall perſon. And this conccit fo pleaſed him, 
that he nowand then would babble and reuealeitto ſome of his 
inward and familiar friends, and ſome of them difcouercd it, to 
his deftruttion and vtter ouerthrow. Likewiſe this hope framed 
him to a more ambitious courſe in his cariage, and made him neg- 
ligent ot his ſeruice and dutie ro the King ; infomuch rhar his Ma- 


elite, by bis Letters, required him with a'!l conuenicnt expedition 


(privarely) ro repaire vnto the Court. But as he was in his Barge. 
vpon the T»ames, hee was by Sir Henry Aarney Captaine of the 
Kings Guard (w tho had with him an hundrcd ofthe Kings Yeo- 
men fubie& ro his command) attached and arreſted of his h trea- 
ſon, and asa priſoner conueicd tothe Tower. And being after- 
wards legally and according to the due forme of Law ind ited Dy 
ſundtic Knightsand Gentlemen, tor that (as much asin him lay)

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he had conſpired and contriued the Kings gearh, to make himſclte | 


hisſucceſſour, hee was brought to a Barre ar Ue/22in/ter Hall, be- 
fore the Duke of Norfolke, high Steward of £72::nd, and h ischie- 
telt Ivdge. And having holden vp his hand, he wasarcaigned of 
treaſon eponthe ſaidinditment, and pleaded thereunto thathce

Porſet, the Farles of Oxford, Denon, Darbie, Shrewesburie, E//ex, 
IVorceſſer, and Kent, and the Lords De la Ware, Fiiz-!arren, ({'1l- 
lono!.bie, Haber! Cobham , Brooke, and Morley, Tile Nobic men, 
in thc prefe nce of the Priſoner, bad witnefles facc to face, (who 
were all priſoners for conczalments ofthe ſame offence)and depo- 
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(tion in writing ; which when they had done, they aroſe from the 
Bench, retired into a priuateroome, and aftcr a {hortabſcncere- 
turned againeto their places : and the Duke of Buckinghams being 
againe brought vntothe Barre, the ſaid Lords, one by one, prote- 
ſted with great ſolemanitie, and proteſtations on their honour,that 
chey thought bim to bee guiltie, according to the inditment. 
And thereupon the Lord high Steward, with many teares, pro- 
nounced againſt himthat judgement which againft meaner offcn- 
ders in that nature isgiuen. Whereupon hee was taken trom the 
Barre, and hauing an Axe borne beforc him, with the edge there- 
of turned towards him, becauſe he had his iudgement ro die, he

ued on land by Sir Nichole: Yaux and Sir Witham Sands, both Baro- 
nets, who conducted him thorow the Citie of Loncen to the 
Tower : and within two or three daies after he was beheaded ona 
Scaffold at the Tower Hill. | 

Aboutthe ſamertime the King himſelfe wrote and publiſhed 
in the Latine tongue a booke againſt Marii Zuthers Aſlertions, 
Diſputes, and Arguments, touching Indulgences and the Sacra- 
ments ofthe Church; for which cauſc he was by the Pope enſtiled 
Defenſar Fidet, Defender of the Faith. Yet ſome doe afhrmethar 
he was ſoentituled in requitall of the aide and ſuccour which by 
the gitt of exceſhve ſummes of money (when heand his Cardi- 
_ were priſoners to the Emperour) was extended to him and 
cacem. : 

Ve haucalreadie heard, how that Cardinall /#//cy, being ſent 

to Calice, to ratifie, and to confirme the Peace, which not long be- 
force was concluded there betwixt the Emperor & the two Kings, 
did thcrein little good. And wee muſt now know, thar the firſt 
breach of that peace was made by the French King , who began to 
warreſharply on the Emperor, both by Sea and Land : And be- 
cauſe he ſuſpe&ed that King Hearie (partly for afhniries ſake, and 
partly by reaſon of the condition of part-taking, annexed to the 
laid peace) did ſecretly fide with the Emperor againft him, there- 
tore he dealt thus vnkindly with King Hemrie. 
Duke of 41banie into Scotland, to raiſe new warres, and many mil- 
chiefs againſtthisRealme, to the end, thar the King might not 
bave any leiſure to ioyne with the Emperour, and to make warre 
vpon him. | 

2 Secondly, he detayned and kept from the King, that yearcly 
Tribute, which for Normanate, Aquitame, and other the Kings in-

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was conucied by water tothe Temple ftaires, and was thererecei- | 


7 Firſt ofall (contrarie to his faith and promiſe) hee ſent 794n |

Thirdly, contrarieto his promiſe, and ſafe condu giuen to 


the Marchants of England, no warre betwixt the two Kings being 


proclaimed, he ſciſed on all their wares, and marchandizes in Bur- 
deaux,and committed them to priſon. = | 

4 Fourthly, vpon the Seas he ritfled, robbed, and ſpoiled the 
Marchants of England daily; and vpon complaints promilcd li- 
berall reftitution, bur made none. | 

5 Fittly, be refulcd to pay to Queen Mary, Dowager of France, 
her yearly penſion, contrarie to the agreement made berwixt king 
Henrie, and the whole eſtate of France, 2 

6 Andlaſt ofall (negleRing his Hoſtages, and making a wilfull 
breach of his promiſe) he would not pay thoſe ſummes of money 
which were concluded to be paid, for the ſurrendring and yeelding 
vp of the Citric and Caſtle of Tourney into his hands. 

T heſe iniuries and wrongs, firſt of all procured the King to make 
gencrall Muſters through his whole kingdome, and then ro appa- 
rcll, prouide, and furniſh his Nawie Royall, and to commit them 
to the charge and government of the Earle of Serrey, his high Ad- 
mirall, the ſcourger of the French King for all his taults. To him 


hee gave ample and large commillion, to vexe, and to annoy the 


French King, and his SubicRs, both by Sea and Land. 

He alſo reltrained the French Embaſlador of his libertic,not per- 
mitting him to goe abroad withour his leaue. 

Healſocauled the marchandizes, wares, goods, and money of 


| all Frenchmen within his kingdome (not being Denizens) to be at- 


tached to his owne vſc. 

Alſo hee committed their bodies to Gaoles, and Priſons, viing 
them in the like ſort, as his Subics, and Marchants, were milvſed 
in France. | 

'King Heprie (being informed that the Frexch King having leui- 


* cdan Armic, hovered vpanddowne, neare vnto the marches of 


Calice ) to preuent danger, and to meet with him ar all aſſaies, ſent 
many thouſands of gallant,and braue Souldiers,tothe Sea, which 
were by the Admirall received into his Fleet, fo that ( vponany 
occalion or necde) they might quickly bee ſer on land. But when 
they perceived that Cale was not in any hazard, for that the 
French Armic was vanithed and diflolucd : then the Admirall 


| (becauſc he loathed to beidle) landed many of his men vpon the 
| coaſt of Brittaine, and with great conhidence and relolution, con- 
' dudtcd them to HWHorleys, where (aprincipalt gate of the Cite be-

ing batrered and beaten open with ſome great ſhot) the braue Ex- 
24/þ men boidly entred in,riffled, ranſacked, and ſpoiled therown, 


and by thecomandemenrot the Admiral], they conſumed it with 


tire, & razcd itcotne ground. T his feruice was by divers Gentle- 


| men ſo gallantly performed, that in honour thereof the Admirall 


dignified with the honour of Knighthood, theſe worthy Gentle- 
men, Francs Brian, John Raſjel, Anthonic Browne, Iohn Ratnsford, 
George Cobham, Giles Huſſey, Richard Cornwal, Iohn Cornwallss, Tho- 
mus Moore, and ſome others. And daily other brauc and warlike 
exploits, were {till made and performed in Brittazye, neare vnto the 
Scacoalts: Of whichit will be too tedious to make particular rela- 
tion, neither will wee much bulic our ſelues with the dilcourſe of 
ſuch rhings as hapned betwixt the Emperour, and the French king,

T he King ( wbo was informed that the Duke of A!banie inten- 
gcd to invade the Notthren marchcs of his Realme) commanded 
the Lord Roos, and the Lord Dacres of the South (by an anticipa- 
ting warre) to cnter into the Borders of Scorland, with a flight Ar- 
mic, which they did , and burnt foureſcore Hamblers, Villages, 
and Townes, razed, and deſtroyed divers Caſtles, Bulwarkes, and 
Towers; forraged their ficlds, and without any encounter retur- 
ned into Exg{and. T he King likewiſe madethe Earle of Shrewsbury 
Lictecnant generall of the North , whoſe charge was, to make 
firang prouiijon, to withſtand all ſogaine invalions, which the 
Sco;/5s|hov!J attempt to make. | ; 

And hkcwiiv, hee levied an Armie of twelue thouſand men, 
which hce commenced to the Gouernement of the Admirall, tor 
the ſupply and maintenance ot his warres in France, 

T bus the King, being daily imployed, and wanting money to 
defray his charge; by way of loan vpon priute Seates, hce bor- 
rowed of the Citic of Zoncontwentiethouſand pounds. Andot 
niany vthers great ſummes of money ; Inall Shires and Provinces 
within his kingdome, whereat his Subie&s much grieved : Bur af- 
tcrwards they were much more diſplealed thereat, becaulethe 
ſaid loanes by an Act of Parliament, wereclearely releaſcd tothe 
King. And yet forall this, /Yoſey (by ſtrange commiſſions, and 
by other vnlawfull mcancs, without the Kings conſent or notice) 
endcuoured to raiſc, and to leauie more money , as formerly wee 


- hauc heard, 


The Admirall , who (mavgre his Encmies, having lan- 
ded his Armic at Callicz>) Marched from thence , and 
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pailed in good order of Battaile over Newnam Bridge, waſting, 
ſpoiling, burning, and ranſacking ſundrie Townes, Villages, Ca- 
[tles, and Forts ; as namely Selloys, Brunbriage, Senkerke, Frynge_,

Blanioy, Dorlans, and other places as they paſled by) ſoterritied | 


the people, that they would notabide is fizht. Andin thoſe ſer- 


uices theſe Gentlemen (as chiete Captaines, and worthie of the. 


beſt praiſe) are principally tobe noted, Sir {ram Sands, Sir Wilti- 
am Fitz-IVitham, Sir Maurice Barkley, Sit lohn ita 10p, Sit Richard ler. 
ninzham, Captaine Coo, and Captaine Thwayts. T he three former 
of them (among other imploiments) were by the Admirall ſcnt 
with three thouſand men to the ſtrong T owne of Aarqui/en, 
which was newly builded, fortified, and well detendcd for a while. 
Burt at length they tooke it, ranſacked ir, and vtrerly conſumcd ir 
with fire. T helike they did at the Townes of S. 10/ns Rhode, and 
Temple, and with great ſpoiles returned to their Generall. Then 
allrhe Armie being colle&ted, the Admirall marched vnto Ca/ice, 
and brought thither with him 14000. Sheepe, 1400. Oxen and 


Kine, 1300. Hogges, and 700. Horles, Geldings, and Mares. And. 


then hee commended and rewarded his fouldicrs, diſſolued his 
Armic, and withgreat honour, and in the cſpeciall fauour of his 
Soueraigne, he returned into England. | | 
\Whileſttheſe things were thus ordered in France, the Kings 
profelſed encmie, 19hn Duke of Abante, Protector ro the young 
King, and of his Realme, by the procurcment of the FrenchKing, 
levied agreat Armie, purpoting with fire and ſword to haue en- 
tred intothe \V eſt Marches of Ezgland. Bur the Lord Dacres, and 
the Lord Roos, and many other Knights and Gentlemen, having 


| carcfullv provided and wel turnilhed an Armie of cight and twen- | 


tic thouſand men, to make head againſt him ; and likewiſe the 
Earle of Shrewesbarte having leuied another Armic of great 
ſtrength, and appearing boldly intothe Scorsſight,the Sco75 began 
wiſely to doubt of their ſuccelle, and the rather becauſc the moſt 
ofthem knew nor the cauſe or ground of that quarrel), and there- 
tore would not hghr, but (lcauing toaffili their Captaine) they re- 
turned home, and were not purſued by the En2///, who by their 
Commithon wcre not authorized to invade, but to detend theim- 
{c]ves. 
The next yeare,Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolke,was ſent to Ca- 
lice with an Armicof thirtcene thouſand men, with which he mar- 


ched forth, burning, ſpoiling. & foraging without compafſion,vn- |! 
n1]l hecameto the ſtrong Caſtle of Be//, which (after many gallant | 
| and brauc aſſaults) was yeelded, and razed to theground. 
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T hither repaired to the Dukes Armie, as {eruants to the En- 
pcrour, threc thouſand footmen, and tive hundred horlemen, 


| being Buroundrans, Flemings, and of their neighbouring Nations : 


all which belieged the lirong Towne of Bray, which was well tor- 
tied, and furm{hed with goodly Ordinance, and with two thou- 
ſand men. This T owne they tooke, not by compolition, but by 
aTavlt. Bur becauſe the Frenchmen themiciucs had firit fired ir, 
and wererunne away, the En2/;/hmen and their friends (belides 
the winning of it) receined ſmall commodirie thereby. 

T ten with vndaunted courage they paſled over the Riuer of 
Some into Eraxce : and rothem (vpon ſcuerall ſummons) were 
yeeided vprhe Townes of Roy and Lyhome. But they were com- 
pellcd to befiege the warlike Towne of o:mmt dezver, in which 
were two thouſand men, and fiue hundred horſe, T his T owne 
they daily battered with the continuall {hor of their great Ordi- 
nance, fo that it was made aſlaulrable, and then the Frenchmen 
(vpon compoſition to depart with bagge, baggage, and with their 
Arras) yeelded the Towne to the Dukes forces, in which there 
was exceeding plentic of coſtly linnen, arras, tapeſtrie, bedding, 
and of choice houſhold ſtufe. Afterwards they rooke the Calile 
of Boghan, which (had not the Mariſhes beene exceſhuely hardned 
by a cantinuall froſt) was not accciſable, nor pregnavleby any 
ſtrength. This Caftle they razed to the ground, becauſe it was not 
commodgious to their ſeruice. | | 

T heſc atchicuements being thus manfully and honourably pcr- 
tormed, the En21:/ ſouldiers (by reaſon ot the extremitie of the 


wether, and the {harpnefle ofthe Winter, long nights, and {hort 


daies) were altogether vnwilling to proceed any turtherar that 
time, and the rather for theſe ewo other cauſes : Fitlt, tor that the 
Duke of Burbon (who was reuolted from the French King to the 
Emperour)came not (according to his promiſe) to the Dukes Ar- 
mic with ren thouſand men, bur applied them abour Marcelts, and 
by them they had no helpe. And fecondly, becauſe the Burgun- 
dians, Flemings, and their companions, hauing Carts, Waggons, 
and other carriages, and being ncere vntotheir owne Countries, 
rooke and were able to carrie away thegreater and the better part 
of all their ſpoiles, and yet they would ſeldome fight, as the En- 
zliſhmen were compelled and cnforced ro doe, The Duke (not 
knowing whar allowance the King would giue ro the difloluing 
ofthe Armic withour his conſent) ſent the Lord Sands and Sir Rr- 
chard terningham to the King, to informe him of the ſt1te of tis 
Armic, and alſo to know his pleafurerouching the breaking of it 
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vp. ButtheKing would nar in aay fort aflencto their returne, bur | 


prepared the Lord Mountioy with an Armic of Go :0.mcn,money, 
and ſtore of victuals, and of other neceſſarics, to hatten vnto their 
aide. But beforethercturne of thoſe rwo metlengers, the {ou}di- 
ers (without the Dukes leaue) wiltully departed home cthorow 
Burgundie and Flanders, And becaule the grearer number otthem 
had ſo done, therefore the Duke was compelled to breake vp his 
whole Armie; whereat the King was highly diſplcaſed fora while: 
bur at length (finding the Duke and chicteſt Capraines faultletle) 


rhey returned home, and were by his Mateltie rccelued into his 


eſpecial] grace and fauour. 

Whileit the Duke of Suffolke was thus bulted in Fraxce,the Duke 
of 4lbanierailed another Armic of 89000. men. Bur to retiſt and 
to tight with them, the Lord Admiralland Treaſurer of England 
marched forth with an Armie of tortie thouſand. Bur the Scors 
(not weil enduring the ſight of ſuch powerfull and wellappointed 
enemies) preſently ran away,and would not (trike one ſtroke. And 
had the Earles commilſhon beene enlarged, and giuen them leave 
ro have followed them into their owne Countric, vndoubtedly 
the Scots had receiued a fatall blow at that time : but by quicke 
meſſage, the Queene of Scots (who was the Kings eldeſt lifter) a- 
gaine obtained a truce: fo that inthe mcane rime a triall mighc 
be made, whether a peace woulde be concluded,and agreed on,or 
no. Betwixt the Marches of Bally, and of Ca/ice, diucrs fcats of 
Armes were cuermore valiantly performed tor honors fake : in 


| which, ſomerimes the vanquiſhed were againe victors, and ſuch

as preuailed now, were by and by oucrcome. 

T he Duke of 4/bame perceiviag, that the Nobilitie of Scotland 
would no longer endure, that hce (being a Frenchman borne, and 
(next to tac King) the inheritor of that Crowne) ſhould hauc the 
rule and gouernement of their King and Countric: Feared, leaſt 
any miſchicte might betall him, or leaſt by ſome deviſe, he thould 
bedeliucred tothe King : Wherefore hee ſecretly fled into Frexce, 
vpon whoſedeparture, mnchpeaceand quictneiſeenſucd beriwixt 
the Kingand that kingdome. For the Quecne and Noblcs of the 
Realme of Scorlznd,by their Embailadors deiired Peace: And that 
the Ladie arte (who was then the only daughter ot King Hen- 
17e, and Heire apparant to his Crowne) might begiuen in mariage 
to /ames their yong King. To this motion, it was an{wercd: that 
rouching the ſaid Peace (if honorable and fir conditions mighe be 
propolcd and concluded) the King would willingly afſent thereto: 
But concerning the other point ot thetidemaund, hee ſaid : Thar 
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hee was not yet reſolued how to dipole of his laid daughter, for | 
that (hee was but yonug : yetin the end a peace wasalented vnto, | 
and proclaymed in both thoſe Realmes, 
Likewile the Ladie argaret, Duches of Sauoy, andgreat Aunt | The Empe- ;

And laſt of all, that the King himſclte would be pleaſed (in his 4- | 
owne pcrſon ) the ncxt ſpring to enter with a Royail Armicinto | 
France, vpon the territories of the Frexcb King, who (in contempt 
of them both) did diners iniurics and wfOngs vnto their Subiccts, 
and had made the firit breach ofthe Peace, which wasconcluded, 
and by their oathes confirmed betwixt them three. 

But, becauſe King Hemrie was lecretly dilpleaſed with the Em- 
peror, for that he (by the raiſing and enhauncing ot the prices and 
valueot this gold, and other coines, within the Provinces of the 
Low Counrtrics) had politikely arawne thegreateſt part of his mo- 
ney out of this Rea'me, and in ſome other things, had not reſpe- 
Red him, as h1s inleagued triend, therefore hee only returned | 
thanks for a faſhions ſake : but made anſ{were, T bat bis daughter | 
was t00 yorg to be maried tothe Emperour, and was (as yet) vn- 
firto beceupled with any Prince. | 

Attheſlametimealſo, the French King, by his Embaſſadours, | The French | 
deſired, that the ſaid Ladie might bee eſpouled to bis ſonnethe | 471976 
Dolphin. And that the former peace(betwixtthe Kingand him) | "PHE Peace 
might be renewed, and reviued, during both their lives, 

T hele his motions ( to ſpeake truly) were beſt recciued and di- | 
ceſted, and were moſt likely ro haue taken place, if the Frenc» king | 
himſc!fc, and his children, had not (ſhortly after) beenc taken pri- 
ſoners, by the Duke of Byrbons Armic,and by the Marques of Pe- 
carie,as he lay atthe ſiege of Paura, where he loſt fourtecn thouſand 
men, and was defeated: although he had then in his Armic almoſt 
fiftic thouſand men. | Among 
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Among thele friendly motions for peace and mariages, an evi! 
chance hapned tothe King. For one day, as he hawkeod tor tile 
creation and delight, hee offered ro leap ouer a wide and a watrie |} 
ditch, but his tafte brake in ſunder, and his hcad pitched taſt into | 
theclay ; ſo that hee had aſſuredly dycd there, it a footman of his | 
owne, named Edmnnd Aoody, had not quickly plucked his head 
out of thedirt. 

About this time dyed the moſt Noble, and Victorious, Thom x5 
Howard Duke of Norfolke, and was honourably buricd ar Therford 
in his owne Countrie, | 

TheKing ( who fora longtime had wantonly converſed with | 
a beautifull, and alaſciuious Gentlewoman of his Court , named | 
E'izabeth Blunt ) begatc on her a ſonne, who by the King was called | 
Henrie Fitz Roy : T his yong Gentleman (bcing now of the ageot | 
[txe yearcs) was by the King created Earle of Nottingham, and ' 
forthwith Duke of Richmond. And art the ſame time the Lord | 
Henrie Colrtney, Coſen german to the King, was made Marques of | 
Exeter :the Lord Henrie Brandon, the eldeſt ſonne of the Dukeof 
Suffoike, and of the French Quecne Marie his wite (being but two 
yeares 01d) was created Earle of Zimcelne_. Sir Thomas Manners 
Lord Roos, was made Earle of Rutland: and Sir Henrie Clifford was 
created Earle of Cumberland : and Sir Robert Ratclife, Lord Fitz 
IVater, was made Earle of S«//ex :and Sir Thomas Bullein, the T rea- 

 ſurer of the Kings houlhold, was made Lord Rochford : And thus, 
in regard of great ſcruices honorably performed, the king requited | 
them with ſuch honours, as were anſwerable to their deſerts and | 
callings. 

T he Queene Regent of France (forciceing w hat preſent miſery 
was likely to ruinate that Eſtateand Kingdome,it in time by care- | 
full providence it were not preuented) ſent Monlieurde Bryond, | 
chicte Preſident of Pars, and ſome other Lords, Ambaſſadors in- 
to Enzland : whonotonly ( according to their commiſhon) in a 
moſt ſubmiſfiueand an humble ſort confeſſed the iniuries, and the 
wrongs done by the french Nation, to King Henry,and to his ſub- 
ies, both by ſea and land, in the abſence of King Fraxcss, but (for 
a requitall and ſatisfation thereot)and for the arrerage of his tri- 
bute, they made offer to pay vnto the King the ſumme of twenty 
hundred thouſand crownes, whereof fiftie thouſand pounds ſter- 
ling ſhould be paid in hand, and hitting ſecuritic ſhould bee giucn 
forthe reſt: they alſo promiſed the continuance of the ſaid tri- 
bute,and aſſumed to pay Queene Marie her dowrie,and all the ar- | 
rerages thereof, if the King would grant them pcace, and receive 
them into his lone and fauour. The 
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The King and his Counfe! hauing ſcriouily contidered ot theſe 
motions and large offers (for many important cauſes) afſented to 
their requeits,and cauled thoſe his conc!uttons and agreements to 
be proclaimed {olemnely, both in Ezzlandandin France, and re- 
ceined both money and good ſccuritie accordingly, 

Bur betwixt King Henrie and his nephew the Emperour ( by 
the ſubill practiſes and crattic jugglings of Thomas iVol/ey, Cardi- 
nall of Yorke) warres were denounced with ewill rermes, bur lictle 
or nothing was done thereon, ſauing that in Enzland,Sparne,and in 
the Low-Countries, the Merchants of either Nation, and their 
goods and lubltance were attached, to the infinite lofſe and da- 
mage of them all: but vpon ſcuerall truces oftentimes concluded, 
and againe broken, they wercrelcaled,and againe arreſted; wher- 
by theancient ſaying of the Poct was truly verificd :

| Butiathis place we muſt now obſerue, That in regard of thoſe of- 


ten concluded truces, and in regard of the peace which vnited the 
kingdo:imes of England, France and Scotland in one minde; littleor 
nothing worthic of ourdiſcourle (more then hath formerly becne 
written) hapned in lixe ot the next enſuing yeares, torthe greater 
part of thit time was fpent and conſumed in debatings, enqui- 
rings, ordering, handling, and diſpoling of the buiinetle otthe 
Kings marriage with the Ladic Xatherineot Spaine, ſometime his 
broracrs wite. | 

And now the King (who in a manner was wholly guided and 
dircited by the private aduice and counſell of his chicte fauorite, 
Thom.cs romwel (lomtimes feruant to Cardinall !{/s//ey) whom he 
had made a Baron, and a Counſcller of State, procceded daily 
more and more to diminilh nay (by ſuccceginz degrees) clearcly 
aad abſo.urcly toabrogate,and ro make voide theclaimed power 
and aurhoritic ofthe Pope within this Realme. In ſo much, that 
in his Parliament he procured it to be enatted for alaw, T hart the 
penaltic of the1Premunire {ſhould bee inflifted vpon the boates, 
lands andgoods of euery ſuch perſon, as for any matter, thing, or 
cauſe wharſocuer, appealed to the See of Fame, or did procure 
from thence any Proceſle, Citation, Inhibition, Suſpenſion, Sen» 
rence, or Iudgement whatſoever. 


Andinthe next Scflion of the ſame Parliament (ro pleaſe, and 
to 
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rocontent him)the whole Clergic ot this kingdom freely ſubmit- 


ecd themicluesrothe King, touching their Spiricuall and Eccleli- | 


aſticall affaires and buſines : and the Pope was vtterly depriucd of 
all Annates and firſt fruits z which formerly for Biſhoprickes, and 


other ſpirituall promotionsanddignities, had vſually becn payed - 


vnto him : and likewiſe to eſtabliſhand to confirme the lawtulnes 
of his marriage with Queene 4e,and to ſcttle the inheritance of 
his Crowne vpon her iſſue: he procurcd it by Parliament to bee 


4 enacted, T hat his formcr mariage with his brothers wife was ab- 


ſolutely void, and of none efteftin Law, becauſe it was contrarie 
tothe Law of God, and that the Popes diſpenſation had none «- 
fe&or power to makeit good : and by the ſame At,the Crowne 
of this kingdome was entailed to the King, and to his hcires of his 
bodie ( out of which the Ladic Marie was incluliuely excluded ) 
andtothis AR all the Lords & Burgeſles there preſent, were par- 
ticularly ſworne, ſaving Door Fiſher Biſhop of RocheFrer, and Sir 
Thomas Moore Knight (ſometimes Chancellor of England) who 
ſome fer yeares before diſliking the Kings proceeding againſt 
Queene Katherine, and againſt the authoritic and iuriſdiction of 
the Pope, had deliuercd vp the great Sealc of England into the 
kings hands, Theſe two not only refuſed to ſweare, as thereſt did; 
bur publikely conteſted, and proteſted, againſt the ſaid At of Par- 
liament, which nullified the kings ſaid firſt mariage , by reaſon of 
the Popes diſpenſation. given to inablethe ſame, and to make it 
lawfull. For which cauſes the ſaid Biſhop, and Knight, were ſent 
vnto the Tower, where they remayned, vntill (as T raitors) they 
loſt their heads, for denying ofthe kings Supremacic in Eccleſiaſti- 
call things and cauſes, andattriburing it tothe Pope of Rome : of 


which the kings ſupremacic a Statute was madcin Parliament the 


next ycarc after, | 
 Abourthistime,diuerstreaſonable praftizes (by malicious and 
lewd Conſpirators) were ſurmiſed and intimated to haue beene 
intended, and contriucd, againſt the kings perſon, by the Lord Da- 
cres of the North. And thereupon he was Indifted and arraigned; 
bur the guiltlefſc and well affeted Lord ( with ſuch a remperate 
boldnefle, and with ſuch a modeſt courage) lo diſcreetly, and fo 
wiſely defended his innocencis, againſt thoſe falſe ſuggeſters, that 
he was freely acquited,and diſcharged, from all ſufpition,and from 
all blame. Bur (by the whole Parliament) Elizabeth Burton (nick 
named the holy maid of Kent) and her Companions in miſchiefe 
(who vnder an hipocriticall ſhew and ſhadow of Religious deuo- 
tion, and of holineſle, had conſpired the Kings death) being at- 
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tainted and condemned, were executedas T raitors according to 
their deſerts, | 
T he next yeare the King in Parliament was made and acknow- 
ledged to be the ſupreme head ofthe Church within all his Coun. 
tries and Dominions, in all Spirituall and Ecclehalticall things 
and cauſes : and the Popes Bulles, Pardons, Indulgences,and other 
Inftruments ofthe like nature, were vtterly baniihed, fruſtrated, 
made void, and of none cfte&, validitie, or force, concerning the 
King and his Subiefts. And likewiſe the Firſt Fruits and T enrhs 
of all Beneficesand Eccleſtaſticall dignities and promotions were 
in the ſame Parliament given and grantcd to the King, and to his 
heires and ſucceſſors for eucr. D 
And notlong after, Queene «Anne (ſometimes the Kings dea- 
reſt wite) was beheaded ; yergnnocently, asat herdeath {hee reli- 
gioully proteſted, and as all men preſent did belecuc, for that it 
was vniuſtly ſurmiſed,and falſly reltified,thar the had inceſtuouſlly 
conuerſcd with and proſtictuted her bodie tothe Lord Rochford, 
her owne brother, who likewiſe (wich ſome others) receiued the 
like ſentence, and were pur to death, | | 
This Tragedie being thus ended, the King ( within twentie 
daics after) maricd a vertuous and a faire Gentlewoman, whoſe 
name was Zzxe, the daughter ot Sir 19h» Seymor Knight, who bare 
vnto him agoodly Prince, named Eawara, who ſucceeded,and was 
King. But within few daies after his birth che good Queene died. 
We have tormerly heard, that /amesrhe Fourth, King of Scvzs, 


was {lainear Flodden Field. And wee muſt now know,thar Queene 


Marzaret his wite, being the eldeſt lifter of King Henry, was maricd 
atterwards vnto Archibald Dowzlas Earle of 4n7us; who by her 
had 4 daughter named 3.argarer. T his Ladie; the Lord Howard 
(withour the Kings notice or confent) tooke to wite ; tor which 
vnaduiſed boldnetic and oftence (fhe being of the bloud royall) he 
was condemned as a T raitor, and loſt his head. 

The King, who within his owne Territories and Dominions 
daily furthered his owne intentions to abrogate the authoritie, 
power, and turi{diction of the Bilhop of Rewe, procured it by Par- 
liament to be enated, thar thirtie and two ſuch perſons ſpiritua!! 
and temporall as his Maieltic ſhould vnder his great Seale nom:- 
nate and appoint, thould have authoritie and powerto make and 
eſtabliſh Lawes and Ordinances Ecclcftaſticall , which &ouid 
binde the Subie&ts otthis Kingdome And by the ſame Paritament 
all religious houles, whoſe pollethons in yearly reuenucexcceded 


not the ſumme of two hundred pounds, were ſuppreiled and dil- 
| folucd, 
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ſolued, and all their ſcites and poſſethons wharſocuer were giuen 
for cuer to the King. | 

T he Clergie alſo (at the ſametime, of their owneaccord, and 
to in{inuate themſelues into grace and fauour with the King)com- 
poſed and publithed in printed bookes, certaine Articles for the 
ordering and goucrning of the Church, in which mention was 
made of three Sacraments only : and the reſt of them (which for- 


mer cirmes ſuperſticiouſly recciued and did maintaine) were left 


out ofthe ſaid bookes. 

T heſe procecdings of the King and Clergie againſt the Pope 
and holy Church, were ſo generally:diſliked by the rude,ignorant, 
and wiltull people, that in many placestheir lauiſh congues were 
witneſſes of their inward griete and diſcontent, ſorhat they pub- 
likely afirmed,that the Kings Counſ<ll irreligiouſly and abſurdly 
aduiſcd and dire&ed him amiſle, and thatthe ſoothing, ſmoorh- 
ing, and temporizing Clergie of this Land, prophancly and wic- 
kedly praiſed by all meanes pollible to extinguith all deuotion, 
and vtrerly to ſubuert the ancient rites, ceremonies, and commen- 
dable gouernment of the Church. And in madde humour, and 
franticke faſhion, tac rude and vnrulic people in Zzncoln/hireto the 
number of 20500. aſſembled themſelues in armes, taking vpon 
themſelues to frame and to deviſe better orders for the goucrning 
ofthe Church and Common-weale. | 

T he King (who corned to be thus checked by his owne Vaſ- 
ſals, and loathing to proue himſelte acoward at home, ſecing thar 
forraine Nations had found him to be valiant and full of courage) 
levied a ſtrong and a puiſlant Armie, with which (in his'owne 
perſon) he marched with princely magnanimitic againft thoſe re- 
bellious people, who (as he drew towards them) by their petition 
craued areformation ofthole things which lately had beenedone. 


and concluded againſt Religious Houſes, and againſt the former 


and ancient gouernment ofthe Church ; which things being con- 
ſented and ycelded to,they ſolemnly proteſted their humble dutic 

and ſcruiceto the King. | | 
But hee (who highly diſdained that ſuch plaine Swads and ru- 
ſticke people ſhould preſume to giue inſtrutions vnto him, and 
vnto his whole Clergie and Court of Parliament, in matters fo 
farre abcue their vnderftanding and capacitie) reieted their peti- 
tion, and reſolued (by an exemplarie courſe ofiuſtice,to be by the 
{word marrtially vſed in the open Field) to punith and tocorre&t 
them , except one hundred of thoſe their chiefeſt Conſpirators 
might be ſent and deliucred abſolutely into his hands, This reſo- 
lution 
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lution and quicke demand fo appalled the fainting bearts ot the 
rude and headlefle multitude, rhar they (fuſpefting each other of 
being to be ſent vntorhe King) forfooke rhe Ficld, and with all 
ſoced reſorted to their owne houſes, But Capraine Cobler (their 
chieteit Ring-leader being indeed Doctor Makarel; with ſome 0- 
thers, were {hortly after apprehended, and cxecuted according to 
their merirs and deſerts, | 

T he King (who now ſuppoſed thar all chings had beene ſerricd 
ina ſurcand ina firmepeace) was ſuddenly informed ot another 
Inſurre&tion tn the North,and that their greeuance was grounded 
vpon the ſame points, and that the number ofthoſe R els excec- 
ded rhe numbcr of 40200. men, who termed themſelues the Holy 
Pilzrims, who intended nothing bur the citablithing of rrue Reli- 
gion, and the reformation ofgreatabuſes, which detaced the go- 
ucrnmentot the Church. 

To encounter theſe men, and to corrett their braine-{icke hu-. 
mour and fooliſh madneſle, the King appointed the rwo Dukes of 
Norfo!ke and of Suffolke, and lome other Lords, with a ſtrong and 
well appointed Armic, to march againſt them with all ſpeed. And 
the Rebels (exprefhing much ioy becauſe they were to tight)came 
necre vntothe Dukes Armie, and before them expreſled many 
{ignes and tokens of vndaunted courage and deſperate boldneile. 


Burin the night bctore the rwo Armies intended ro have ioined 


rogether in handie ſtrokes, a little brooke which range betwixt 
them, and which with a drie toot might the day before have 
beene paſſed over, grew ſo outragioully great and violent, by the 
tall ofimymoderarc and continuall thowres ot rainc, thar the Ar- 
m1ies could not meet as they determined, T his miraculous pitie, 
and this mercitull compathon, which by Almightie God himſclie 
was immediately extendedtowards bis pcople for the preſerua= 
tionoftheu lives, ſo eftectually wrought in the hearts and mindes 
of the two Armies, that (vpon the taithfull promiſe of the two 
Dukes, that the Kings free and ample pardon lhould remit and ac- 


quiterthem all) rhe Rebels letr the Field, and quietly departed to 
k we owne houſes. And thus was this Kingdome and Common- | 


weale deliuercd the ſecond time without blowes, trom as great 
danger and perill as at any time before had threatned the ruine 
and deſtruction ot the people of this Land. By meanes whereof 
the King waxed more abſolute and more ftrong in his gouern- 
ment then he was in former times, eſpecially concerning his Cler- 
gic, and the ordering ofthe Church, wherein hee diſpoſcd ot all 
things (vncontrolled) according to his owne will. 
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The Hiſtorie of King : 


| 


Yet asalightning, ſo on a ſudden in !Veſtmerland Thomrs Tilbie_ 
and Nicholas Muſeraue, with iome others, (tor the onely cauſes a- 
bouc mentioned, and for none other)brake forth into an open Re- 
bellion, with eight thouſand men, againſt rhe King. Burby the 
Duke of Norfolke many of them were flaine, the reſt were ouer- 
throwen, and threeſcore and fourtcene oftheir Commanders and 
chiefeſt Aors in that Rebellion, were (as T raitors) by Martiall 
Law and Indgement executed in ſundrie places in the North. 

Ar thistime (before Henry Courtney, Earle of Deuonſhire, Mar- 
queſle of Exeter, colen germanto the King, and Lord High Stew- 


ard forth:&: day) were brought, arraigned, found guiltic, and con- 


demned, the Lord Darcy, and the Lord Huſſey, and both of them 
were executcd accordingly ; the former fora Murder, and thelat- 
ter for High Treaſon. Likewiſe Sir Robert Conſtable, Sir Thom.s 
Percie, Sir Francs Bigot, Sir Steuen Hambleton, and Sir 1ohn Bulmer, 
Knights, William Lomley, Nicholas Tempeſt, Rovert Like, two Ab- 
bors, and ſome others, being condemnedas Traitors for denying 
ofthe Kings Supremacic, were executcd in diuers places of this 
Realme : and Frier Foreſt for the ſame matter, and allo for main- 
taining ccrtaine Hereſjes with an obſtinate and vnrepentant reſo- 
lution, recciued the iudgement ofa Traitor, and of an Heretickc, 
and (being hanged in irons vpon a Gibbet) he was burnr, 

T he King being gratious to ſome whom he much tauoured,and 
who haddelerued well, beſtowed Titles of Honour on them. For 
the Viſcount Beauchampe was created Earle of Hartford, Sir lViliarss 
Fitz-litiaw, high Admirall of England, was made Earle of Soath- 
hampton, Sir iam Paulet, T realurer of the Kings houſhold, was 
made Lord S. 10hn, Sir John Ruſſel Knight was made, Lord Ruſſel, 
and Sir Thomas Cromwel, a Counſellorot Eſtate, Knight of the 
Garter, Lord Privic Scale, Lord Cromwell, was made the Kings 
Vice-gerent in all caſes and matters Eccleltaſticall and Spirituall, 
by vertuewhereof, both in Parliament and c!ſewhere, he had the 
precedence ofthe Arch-bithop of Canrerbarz, and (almoft in all 
things) Gidallin all : ſothat (by reaſon of thar authoritie) hee vt- 
terly defaced, burnt, and deſtroied all ſcnſcleſ{e and dumme Ima- 
ges and Shrincs, to whom any thing was ſuperſtiriouſly offred, or 
vnto whom Praiers, Inuocations, or Pilprimages, were fantaſti- 
cally and foolilhly made. Hecallſo fuppretled the Orders of Beg- 
ging and Crattic Friers, and Puling Nunnes, whoſe houſes and 
pollefſions came vnto the King. And about the fametime, the 
Marqueſle of Exeter, Henry Poole, Lord Montague, and Sir Niche!.s 
Carew of Bedadington inthe Countic of Surrey, Knizhe of the Gar- 
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ter, and maſter of the Kings horſes, wereattaintcd and executed 
tor aigh T reaſons, eſpecially becauſe that with Cardinall F,o/e_ 
(brother to the Lord Montague) they endeuoured toprocure for- 
raine Princes (inthe Popes aide) to inuade this Land, and to re- 
forme the buſinciles of rhe Church by the Apoſtolicall authoriric 
of the See of Rome. For this oftencethe ſaid Cardinal] (being be- 
yond the Scas) was by Parliamentatrainted : and within a few 
moneths after, his mother, the Ladie Margares Counteſle of S4- 
[sburie, (who wasthe laſt of theprincely line of the Plantagener:, 
che ſaid Cardinall only excepted 3 for ſhee was the daughter of 
George the laſt Duke of Clarence) together with Gerthrude the wis 
dow ofthe late Marqueſle of Exeter, Sir Adrian Foskew, and divers 
others, werealſo attainted of high T reaſon for the ſame Con{pi- 
racic : and ſo were the Abbors of Reading, Colcheſter, and Glajien- 
brie, with many Monkes, Fricrs, and religious men, becauſerhey 
obltinately denied the Kings Supremacie, and: contidently at- 
rributcd it vnto the Pope. And all theſe (except the Cardinall, 
who camenot home whileſt the King liued) were afterwards ox- 
ecuted in ſundric places of this Realme. Many others alfo (for 
the ſame offence) ſuffercd the like deaths, whoſe names (by 
rcalon of their meane eſtate, and vndignthed qualitics) may 
not (in this our Hiſtorie) challenge a place of particular remem- 
brance. 
Wohileſt the King was thus bulily imploied in cutting off his Sub- 
ies heads, the great Oneyle and Ozoneyle, with a rude rabble of 
ſauage Out-lawes, wilde Kernes, and deſperate Jri/hmen, centred 
more then twentic miles within the Englyþ Pale, and did much 


* miſchiefe. But by the Lord Depurie (being the Lord Zronard 


Gray, brother to the Marqueſle Dorſet) they were fo well fought 
with in the open field, that heobtained the victorie. But luch was 
the nimbleneſſe ofthoſe Rebels, that when by blowes they tailed 
to maintaine their match, then (according to their common vſe 
and cuſtome) they {wiftly ran over the bogges and marthes into 
the woods and rockes, vnto which the more ſober and well orde- 
red Enzl;/hmencould not approch, without apparant hazard and 
danger to their liues. 

The King (who in a manner was wbglly directed and gouerned 
by the Lord Cromwel now Earle of Efſex, and made high Cham- 
berlaine of Enz/mmd) pretended many quarrels againſt the far Ab- 
bots, Priors, Monkes, Friers, Nunnes,and Cloiſterers of this King- 
dome, for many cxorbitant mifdemeanovrs daily by them com- 
mitted and done,eſpecially becauſe they were abominably leche- 
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The H jforie of King 7 


rous,and vnmeaſurably idle, and ſlow: bellies, 7uges conſumere nati, 
vnprofitable, yea a burden to the Church and Common-weale. 

T hoſe faults the King endeuoured not (like a good Magiſtrate) 
by correction to amend, but he reſolued, with the deluge of bs 
diſpleaſure ro waſh them cleanc away. And ſohe did indeed For 
his high Court of Parliament ( which was then holden at !Ve/t- 
minſter ) vtterly diſſolucd and clecrely ſuppreſſed all Abbies, Mo- 
naſteries, Priories, and other religious houſes, (ſome fer being 
only excepted) and gauetheir houles, ſcites, Lordſhips, and poſ- 
ſeſhons (which in yearely revenue amounted to more then two 
hundred thouſand pounds) vnto the King, who with his worldly

policie (rothe intent that future poſteritic ſhould not bee enabled | 


to reſtore them backe againe to their former vices) exchanged 
them liberally for other lands, with his Nobles and Gentrie of his 


Kingdome, many of whoſe Eſtates at this day doc wholly conlilt 


of poſſeſſions of that nature, or elſe are greatly aduanced by thole 
lands. 

T His havwocke thus made on Churchmen, and of their poſſeſſi- 
ons, proceeded not (as moſt men thought) fromthe love which 
the King bare vnto the reformation of Religion, out of extraordi- 
narie deuotion, nor from the puritic of his minde, deliring the 
cxtirpation of that wickedneſlc and finne, which indecde abun- 
dantlyraigned and ruled among thoſe irreligious religious men, 
but from the couctous bumour of his Nobles, and from the ſecret 
erudecand vnreconcileable hatred which he bare vntotize Pope. 
But thus the world then farcd, and thus was the Church pared, 
and pruned, and made a prey, cuery bird being defirous to beauty- 
fic her ſ{clte with her faire feathers. 

When the Lord Cromwel had thus effefted that great buſineſke, 
then he vndertooke another, which in the end brake his owne 
necke. For vpon his perſwaſtue motions, ſtrengthened by the view 
of flattering pi&vres, and of vnmcrited immoderate commendati- 
ons, the King tooke to wife the Ladie Anne of Cleue, who was ex- 
cecding religious, and repleniſhed with many vertues +: bur in her 
perſon and countenance, ſhe was neither weil compoſe, taire,nor 
lonely. 

Her religion and her vertues were. not much reſpected by the 
King. For when he firſt ſaw her, he liked her not ; infomuch thar 
albeit he were maried vnto her foure moneths and ſomwhat morc, 
yet hisamorous appetite towards her was ſo amated,and fo inſen- 
fible was he of wanton pafhons when he was private in her com- 
panic, that he neuer did nor could know her as his wife.

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Whercupon the Bilhops and Clergie of this Land (who for 
fcare of aftcr-claps, were well pleafed ro daunce after the Kings 
pipe) in their ſolemne Conuocation, publiſhed an authenticall 
Inttrument in writing, vader the Scales ofthe two Arch-bilhops, 
by which they made it knowen to the Chriſtian world, that the 


' Kings mariage with the ſaid Lagic Anne of Cleac, was a nuliitie, 


void, fruſtrate, and of nonecftcR, becaule the ſaid Ladic (vnder 
her owne hand) had (vpon duc examination) conteſled, that the 
king neuer had nor could performe to her that beneuolence which 


' bya husband was due vnto his wite, 


| Thelike ſentence was cnacted, pronounced, and publiſhed by 
the Parliament, with theſe additions, that it was lawtull for his 
Maieſtie, whenſocucr and with whomſoever, to marie and to take 
another wife, according to the Eccleftaſtical! Lawes of this 


Reaime : and likewiſe that it was lawfuil for the ſaid Ladic Anne 


of Cleue, to marie and take another husband when thee ſhould 
pleaſc, according to the Lawes of the holy Church. And further 
it was then cnactcd, thar all ſuch as (by writiag,printing, ſpeaking, 
or by any otherouert act) did expreſlc or maintaine the contrary, 
ſhould beguiltie of T reaſon,ang recciue puniſhment accordingly. 
The King (who was thus enlarged and freed from his bonds of 
diſcontented matrimonie) rooke to wife (within twentie daies af- 
ter) Katherime Howard, the daughter of the Lord Eamund Howard, 
brother to the Duke of Norfoike : and from thenceforth he began 
roaiter the copie of his countenance, and looked diſcontentedly 
vpon hisgreat fauourite and inward Counſellorthe Lord Crom- 
wel, who had fettered him in thoſe his former troubles. And be- 
caulerhis alteration in the King was quickly perceived by many, 
who longed tor his ruineand his downefall, a long and a tedious 
Bill (by ſome of them) was vncxpettedly preterred againſt him 
into the Parliament, in which (rather ina generaticie then by ma- 
ny particuiars) hee was accuſed of ſundrie T reaſons, Mifpritions, 
and of Herelie. And among other obieions laid vato hischarge, 
it was ſuggeſtcd, that (toining with the laſt Queene Anze) hee ta- 
vourcd the Lutherans aboue mealure, and fo itrongly ſupported 
tacm againſtthe Carholike Prieſts and Prelares ofthis Kingdome, 
that when by ſome of the Clergic hee was told, that they doubted 
not but that the King would ſhortly curbe their boldneile and 
preſumption, the ſaid Lord Crommel did replic, that the King 
ſhou'd allow of their Religion whether he would orno. But how 
truc or how falſe ſocuer theſe ſurmifes were, the ſaid bill was 
found. Yet was hee not called ro make his anſwere or detence 
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thereto ; ſo that being by the ſaid Parliament atrainted of Herelic 
and of Treaſon : He with the Lord Huxgerford was beheaded ona 
ſcaffold,on the T owcr hill, whereat his enemies did reioyce: ſome 
of them attributing the cauſe to his haughrineſle, and pride ; and 
ſome ofthem athrming,that it was Gods reuengeand puniſhment 
for his hatefulldetacing and waſting of the Church. 


And neare about the ſame time,the Lord Leonard Gray(who not j 


long before had beene the kings deputic in land) was condem- 
ncd for many treaſons, by him committed in that Countrie ,-du- 
ring thetime of his Gouernement : eſpecially, for that ſecretly he 
had once procured the 17; Rebels, to enter into, and to make ha- 
vock within the Engliſh Pale z all which hee (of his owne accord) 
confeſſed to bee true: wheretore hee receaued his iudgement, and 
loſt his head. 

TheKing (who was but newly married to Quecne &atherine ) 
was now informed by ſome who preſumed that they knew it wel, 
that before her mariage with the King, ſhee had liued a licentious, 
and an euill life, with a Gentleman named Francs Dyrham: And 
furthermore, it was much preſumed and ſuſpeRed, that ince thee 
was the Kings wife, ihee had vnchaſtly converſed with another 
Gentleman , whoſe name was Thomas Culpeper, for it was fully 


proucd, that in her laſt Progreſle, the ſaid Thomas was ſecretly | 


brought by the Ladie Rochford into the Queenes chamber, art ele- 


ucn of the clock inthe night, and that heeremayned therealmoſt | 


five hours : And that(at hisdeparture)he was gifted with a chaine 
of gold, anda rich wrought cap. For theſe offences, the ſaid two 
Gentlemen, at Tyborne ſuffered death. And not long after, the 
Queene by Parliament was attaintcd, and ſo was the Lady Roch- 
ford, and ſome others,andloftrheir heads for the ſaid offence. And 
in the ſame Parliament, the King was proclaimed King of 1reland, 


| which Title his Predecefſors never had, 


The King likewiſe, tooke to wife the Lady Katherine Parre q {1- 


ſter to the Marques of Northampton, and ſometimes the wife of 


the Lord Zattimer : who inthe latter end of the Kings raigne, was 
in a faire poſhbilitic to have loſt her head, if her owne vertue, mo- 
deſtie, andthe Kings ſodaine lickneſle and death,had not reſerucd 
her for a better fortune. _ 

At this time Exſtace the Great Oneyl, and Matthias his fonne, 
repaired to the Kings Court, and (with all ſubmifhuc,and humble 
contrition) they confeſſed their late rebellion, and treaſons ; and 
ſo gratious was the King vntothem both , that hec not only gaue 
them his free pardon, but (in hope of future ſeruice according ro 

| their 
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cheir promiſe) he created him Earle of Tyron, and made his ſonne 


. Lord of Duncan. 


T he Scots ( who for a longtime had beenequiet) did now be- 
ginne to [wagger, and by ſodaine invalions, to hurt, and damnifie 
che Subictsotrhis Land; which occaltoned the King. 

1 Torcquire of their king /ames the Fifth, and Nephew to 
the king, theſe things. Firſt , Thatthe (aid king /ames, ſhould doe 
his homage, and his tealrte, to king Henrie, for his kingdom of Scor- 


. land, as his Aunceſtors in former times had ofren done : Bur the 


Scottiſh king (with great obſtinacic, and with troward meſſages) 


refuſed to yeeld thereunto. 
2 King Henrze likewiſe required the deliueric of ſome ſmal!, 


and rriffling Territories, bordering cloſe vpon the inheritance of 


the ſaid Scottifh king. And tor the proofe of his righttull Title 
therevato: Hee cauſed certaine auncient and old euidences to bee 
(hewed forth : Bur the Scorriſh Commiſſioners (with raunts and 
$kornes) reiccted them : Saying,that they were written and ſealed 
by Engliſhmen , who (for their owne protit and gaine) might write 
and ſeale wharrhey liſted. 

| Vpon theſe, and ſome other grieuances, king Henrie (who 
rather deſired a friendly reconciliation, betwixt himſelfe and his 
Nephew, then by the dint of ſword to ſhed Chriſtian bloud) con- 
cludcd to mcet, and to conferre with king 7ames in kinde manner, 
vpon the borders of either kingdome : For which purpoſe, king 
Henrie made his Progreſſe vnto Yorke ; and was there certified, that 
the Sco77ifh king intended not ( according to his promiſe) ro meet 
with him : But would (by Commiſhon) authorize ſome of his 
Counſellors of cftate, to confkerre, and to conclude with his Maie- 
ſtics Commifhoners of Emzland, touching the matrers, then in dif- 


| ference betwixt them two. 


4 Theking (though he were thus deluded) yet did henot ex- 
preile any touch of impacience for that wrong, but (authorizing 
certaine Commithoners in that behalte) hee ended his Progreſſe 
and returned home... All theſe Commiſhoners mer ; but whileſt 
they were in Parlee, two notorious and great deſpights were offe- 
red to king Henrze. 

For though the Commiſhoners daily communed of vnitie, 
and of peace, yctatthe ſame timethe Scots invaded the Wefterne 
marches of this Realme, burnt, flue, ſpoiled, and ritfled , beyond 
charitic and reaſon ; and yet no warre was then denounced be- 

twixt the ſaid rwokings. For this iniuric, and for this wrong, ſut- 


ticient, and liberal! amends, and recompence was promiſed,by the 
ſaid 
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ſaid Commiſhoners, but no manner of ccſti rution,orfatistfattion, 
was made in that behaltfe. 

6 Andlaftly, although che King of Scozs commiſhon was ve- 
ry largeand ample, and authorized rhoſc his Agents , to doe (al- 
moſt) whatſocuer they themſelues pleaſed, yer did the ſaid Com- 
miſtoners fo ſtrictly ſtand vpon ſundrie points ( which were too 
roo much vnrcaſonable, and diſhonorable for king Hezrie ro yeeld 
vnto) that by the Engl Commillioners ( who had throughly 
vie wed and pervſcd their authoritic and power) they were con- 
demned as cncmies to the peace, and to their owne Countrie: For 
that (by the meanes of their frowardneſle)there would be warres. 
| Whercupon, the Sco;t4/5 Commiſhoners (roclcarethemſclues of 
this blame, imputed ro their obſtinacie and follie) ſhewed forth 
their private inftrutions from their King, which (for feare of 


rcd plainly, that their authority, expreſſed in their ſaid Commifhh- 
on, was(inall things) curbed, and made of little, or of no force ; 
except the ſaid Exzl/b Commiſhoners would yeeld to ſuch de- 
mands, as were vnprohicable, and diſhonourable, to their king. 

T heſe notorious injuries and wrongs, and this daliance , and 
crafticdiſhmulation, enforced King Henrze, to ſend an Armie of 
twentie thouſand men into Sceriand, vnder the command of the 
Duke of Northfo!k, who wasaccompanied by the Earles of Shrews- 


 burie, Darby, Cumberland, Surrey, Hertford, Angus, and Ratlend,and 


with the greateſt part of the Lords, Knights, and Gentlemen of 
the North:All theſe marched on their iourney,and for eight daics 
ſpace ( bcing vnrelifted , and vnfought wich) they killed, riffled, 
burned, forraged, and ſpoiled the Sc07ri/h, Townes, Caſtles, For- 
treſſcs, Houſes, and Fields, with as much crucltie,violence,and fu- 
rie, as the extremitie of warres cou'!d cxecutc in ſo ſhort a time; 
\Which when they had done, the Armieretyred, was diſſolued,and 
cucry man repaired (loaden with ſpoiles) ro his owne home. 
With this deferucd and ſcuerercuenge, the King of Scors was 
infinitely gricucd, and perplexed, atthe heart; In ſo much, that 
he cauſed (with all expedition) to be railed an Armie of fifteene 
thouſand men, which was ſent into the Weſt marches of this king- 
dome; where they began to ſpoile, and did much miſchiefe, Bur 
ſtard Dacves ; IV:lam Muſgrave, and the Lord The- 
»2s [hartonflhauing at a ſhort warning colleted a ſmall number 
of approucd, and valiant men ar armes) taking with them ſome 
part thereof, and leauing the reſt for a ſecret ſtale, or ambuſh, to 
annoy their encmies, whentime (hould ſerue, encountred vnex-

T he King fo thankfully entertay ned clus their motion,and pro- ! 
tered (ernice for the furtherance thereot, that he nor only enlarged 
them all wirhout ranſoms; bur alſo gaue vnto them rich and great 
gifts, for which chey were excceding thanktull ; and departcd ioy- 
tully into their owne Countrie. | 

Now mult we know, char as the Scors without cauſe, had made 
breach of the former peace ſo did the &rench King : who ſuffered 
his ſubie&s (vpon the Seas) to robve and [poile the Marchants of 
this kingdome. And thereupon King Henrie permitted his ſub- 
ies to doe the like. Diuers complaints for theſe iniuries and 
wrongs, were firſt made vnto the French King; becaule his ſubics 
bad firſt cranſgreſſcd : but he neither afforded anſwere, redrefſe,or 
recompence therein. And by reaſon of this debate and variance 
betwixt the two Kings, the Marchants of cither Nation were | 
arreſted and impriſoned, and their goods, and marchangizcs were 
attached, and ſeiſcd on in each Kingdome. Likewife the French 
and E£n2þ Embaſſadors, were (tor atime) rcſtrayned of their li- 
berties, but were quick]y ſet ar large againe: yet ſtill, the poorc 
Marchants on either part, wcre compelled to pay the reckoning, 
although they fared ill, and were enforced to ſuſtaine puniſhment 
for the faults of other men. Such was the iniquitic of thoſe times, 
wherein Warreand Rapinedid bearethechieteſt ſway, and ſuch | 
werethe miſerics which harmelcfle men ſuſtayned: becauſe Peace 
and Tuſtice were not ſuffered to moderate, betwixt Right and 


ratecale his kingdome ſtood, when King Henrie (vpon the bumble 
ſupplication of rhe Queene Regent, and of his Nobles, when he, 
and his children were priſoners in ate) gaue vnto him peace. 
Wherefore, to corre his monſterous ingratitude,and to be reuen- 
ged of daily wrongs, TheKing (to lee him) ſent his Heralds 
towards Frence. But the French King would not in any fort per- 
mit them, to come into his kingdome : Whereupon King Henrie_2 


| (vndertheprincipall command of Sir 19-#Vallop, Sir Thomas Sey- 


mour,and Sir RichardCromwel) tranſported a ſtrong Armic , who 
(preſently vpon their landing) belieged the Towne of Zanderſey, 
and by continuall bactries, and herce aſſaults, brovghtirinro ſome 
neceſſities, and danger: but the French king knowing well the di- 
ſtreſſed cſtare in which the Towne then ſtood; in his owne per- 
ſon, with a huge Armie, came to releene it : by meanes whereof, 
the Engliſh Generals raiſed the liege, and made themſclues ſtrong, 
and ready to encounter the French King in battaile: of which, hee 
made great brags. T his expeRation ofa bloudy skirmiſh, cauſed 
the 
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the Eazli Armie (who would not then diforder nor incumber 
cthemſelges with other imploiments) to ſuffer the ſaid T owne to 
be newly victuallcd and relecued. Butin the middeſt ofthe nigh 
before it was intended by the En2//5 Armie that this bartaile 
{hould haue becne tought, the Frexch King (being throwded in 
the darke) ran away, and all his companies rcrurned with ſpeede 
vncotheir owne Countries ; inſomuch that for that time no morc 
was dane, but (by command) the Er2{/ Armic returned into 
Enzland. | 

1n this meane while, the aforeſaid motion concerning the ma- 
riage of the young Prince withthe Intant Queene of Scotland, was 
ſo well applauded and cntcrtained by rhe Scazs,that in their Pariia- 
ment it was fir{t concluded, and then contirmed by an Inftrumenr 
in writing, vnder the hands and ſealcs of their Navllitie, and rati- 
fied by their oathes, that the faid intended match ſhould bee effe- 
Red, and thar their young Queene (for that purpoſe) thould bee 
conucied into Exg1l2nd. But within tew moneths after, by the {c- 
cret and cunning plots and practiſes of the French King, the Nobi- 
litie of Scotland neglected their Law, their promile, and their oath, 
which occalioned King Aewry with all ſpeed tro make new and vn- 
wontcd preparations and prouiſions, not onely to inuade thar 
Countrey, butalſoto make warre vpon hisenemie rhe King of 
France, : 

And ro cfc& his purpole in that bchalfe, firſt he ſent a puiſſant 
Armic (which was tranſported in two hundred warlike thips)into 
Scotland, vnder thegencrail command (by Sea)ot his high Admi- 
rallche Viſcount Zi/e, and vnder the generall command (by land) 
of che noble and right valiant Earle of Hartford. _ 

_ Allthele [hips lately entred into the Fryth, where they rooke 
many good Veſlels, which were cxcecding feruiccable to their 
proceedings. And then _was the whole Armie {er on land : and 
being well ordercd into three batraiies, and marching towards 
Lejth,rhey firſt tooke view of (1x thouſand Scotty horlemen, with 
whom they encountred tora while, Bur when the Scots perceiucd 
that the Enzli/hmen tooke more delight to fight with courage. then 
rodailie, as being fearctull of their 1tues, rhey madea quicke rc- 
trait, and ſuddenly fled away, lcauing their Arriilerie and that 
Townerotheir enemies, who appropriated to themlelues eucry 
good thing which they tound there,and then conſumed the rowne 
with hre. From thence they marched towards Edentorough, the 
principall Cizie of that Kingdome, But on tae way the Prouoft 
and fome of the chictelt Burgelles of that Towne, made offerto 
the

the Earle of Hartford (Generall of the Field) to deltuer to him the 
keies, conditionally that he would preſerueit from hre, and ſuffer 
the ſouldicrsand the Inhabitants thereof with bagge and baggage 


| to depart. 


Bur the Generall made anſwere thus : T hat hee was ſent into 
that Countrey to take reuenge vpon that Nation, becauſe their 
Nobilitie (with one conſent) by the peruerle and vntriendly inſti- 
gation of the French King,had violated their owne Law,their pro- 
miſe, and their oath,rouching the mariage agreed on, ro be ſolem- 
nized betweene Prince Edward and their young Queene. And 
thereforeiftallthe Souldiers and all the Inhabitants ot that Citie 
would come diſarmed into the open Field, and yecld their ſub- 
ſtanceand their lives to bec ordered according to his pleaſure and 
will, he then would doeas he thought good : bur it they retuſed 
ſo to doe, he then proteſted to viſit the Towne and them with all 
the extremities which were incident to ſuch a warrc. 

This quicke anſwere ſo little pleaſed the Towneſmen, that 
they returned, purpoling to reſiſt : and ſo they did. But by ttrong 
batteries and fierce aſſaults, their gates and their walles were bca- | 
ten downeandentred, ſo that many thouſands of the Scors were 
ſlaine, their riches were poſlclled by the Engl Armic,and a great 
part of that Citie was conſumed by fire. Now whilcſt the Armiec 
was thus buſied, there came vnto them from the King fourc thou- 
ſand Ezelh horſemen : ſo that when the ſpoiles and booties were 
by the ſouldicrs imbarked, and by water ſent into England,the En- 
iſp Armiecoaſted thorow a great part of thoſe Countries, vn- 
fought with, burning, killing, and foraging inall places, as they 
pleaſed : ſorhar they bauing taken, ranſacked, and burnt a good 
part ofthe Citic of Edenboreugh, Holy-rood houſe, and the Kings 
Palacethere, and hauing rifled and defaced the T ownes of Zeyrh, 
Haddinzton, Dumbarre, Dyrlaw, Broughton, Dudiſton, Beuerton, Mar- 
kle, Hatherwike, Bowland, Blackborne, Weſt-Craze,Cheſter-fels, Stone- 
houſe, Trauent, Traprer,, Belton, Butterden, Raunto, Enderlergh, Craw-. 
enden, Shenſton, the Eycket, Eaſi-barne, Kyrklendhill, Quickwood,part 
of Mw:kelborongh, and many other Villages, belides Abbics, Mo- 
naſteries, and Religious Hovles, (which particularly wee cannot 
name) they returned powertully, withrich bootics, and with the 
only loſſe of fortie men, into England. 

And thus did King 4/enry in ſome ſharpe meaſure corre and 
puniſh the vnſtable dealings of the Scozs, Which troubles when 
he had finiſhed, hce then torthwith made ſuch plentifull prepara- 
tions to inuade France, that he {cnt vnto the French Kings Domini-

et i er. — 
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Duke of Norfolke, and by the gentle Lord Ru//et, who was then 
newly made Lord Priuie Scale, who therewithall beiicged the 
{trong Towne of Muttrel, where they lolt much time, and much 


labour, and were enforced to leaueitin the end. And theotherot 


the ſaid two Armies was commanded by the Duke of Suffolke>, 


' with which the ſaid former Armie iabodied it ſelfe: and then they 


all encamped about the ſtrong and warlike Citie of Buleine, and 
after many lharpe conflicts and hor skirmilhes, they firſt roake 
the 0/4 man,and thortly after baſe Bulerne. 

Tothis ſiege King Hemry himlclte (being attended by many a 
worthie man) repaired, and after his comming. thither, ſo long as 
che light gauc leaue, for the ſpacc of once whole moneth together, 
hc cauſed the walles ofthe Towne and Caltle ſo cruelly to be bat- 
tcred, and the Towne it ſclfe to be fo beaten, and the breaches 
and thetrenches to be fo furiouſly aſſaulted, rhar the walles in 
many places lay almoſt levell with the ground. No houſe eſcaped 
vnhurted : and the Inhabitants with continuall labour, vexation, 
and traueil, were almoſt tired and worne out : ſo thatatlength, 
vponcompolition rhar all the Souldicrs and Inhabitants ſhouid 
ſafely depart with bagge and baggage, the ſtrong and ſtately 


Towne and Caſtle of Buieize was delivered into the Kings hands: 


our of which iſſued (vpon the ſaid agreemenr)threeſcorcand ſeuen 
hurlemen, titrecne hundred, threeſcore and three toormen, cight 
hundred Gunners, foureſcore and ſcuen men who were hurr, and 
nineccenc hundred twentitc and ſeucn men, women, and children, 
they ali being in number 4444. ſoules. Bur many (who by reaſon 
of their greeuous wounds conld notdepart) were tound, and well 
cherithed and rclecued inthe T owne. 

Now whileſt the King thus lay at the {tege of Bulerme, the Em- 
perour (without the Kings knowledge or conſent) fecretly con- 
cludeda peace with the FrexchKing ; whereat King Henry much 
grecucd : ſothat (aftcr hce had taken anexatt order tor the repai- 
ring and fortifying of that Towneand Caſtle) hee giſmiſled his 
Armie,and with great oy, honour and criumph,hereturncd into 
Enzland. : 

And becauſe his daily warres (which required continuall ſup- 
plics) had waſted and conſumed his treaſure, which (for the pre- 
venting of future miſchictes, and in cſpectall ſuch as were daily ot- 
tred vnto him by the Scots) he endevoured to augment, hee there- 
fore demanded a Bencuolence of ail his Subicas both Spiritvall 
and Temporall. For which purpoſe Sir Thomas itryothe/iey, Lord 

S + Chancellor 
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Chanccllor of England, the Duke of Suffolke, and others of his Ma- 
ieſtics Counſell of Eſtate, (ſitting as Commithoners in Bamards 
Caſtle in Zondon) taxed the Citizens and Inhabitants according to 
their wiſdomes and diſcretions. And becauſe one Alderman 
(whole name was Richard Read) refuſed to pay what they had or- 
dered, he was therefore by them required (ona great paine) per- 
ſonally to ſceruethe King in his warres againſt the Scots ; which 
checrefully he performed, and was (with many others) taken pri- 
ſoner and detained by hisencmies, vnrill chat tor his ranſome hee 
wasenlarged and ſet free. 

After the King was departed home, the Dolphin (taking the 
benefitofadarke night) came with agreat power ſo ſuddenly into 
Baſe Bulline, that he tooke it, But ſuch as fled,and had ſaucd their 
lives, being aided by the ſouldiers ofthe ypper Towne and Caltle, 
came hercely on the Dolphin, and fo mantully aſſailed him, thar 
(ro ſauc himſelfe and his) heinall che haſte departed, andlett che 
Towne with his great lofſe. 

Within few daics after, Monſieur des Bees came onthe other {ide 


of the water before the Towne, with an Armie of fifteene thou- 


ſand men,and began tocreRa Fortretle chere. Bur by the valiant 
Earle of Hartford, the Viſcount Zi/ſe, the Lord Gray, and divers 0- 
thers, they were aflailed, fought with, and ſhamctully pur ro 
flight, and were compelled to leaue behinde them their Ordi- 
nance, Tents, and other good prouitions, to their great ignominie 
and reproch. 

T he French King (intending to worke wonders in Emz/and, by 
way of a reuenge, tor that his ſtrong Towne of Baicine was loft) 
ſent tothe Seaa mighric Fleet, otrwo hundred tall ſhips,and ſeucn 
andwentic ſtrong Gallies, all which were ſtuffed (as it was repor- 
red) with threeſcore thouſand men. Alltheſe came in good order, 
and ancourcd betorethe Iſle of //z247, and were oftentimes beaten 
with the great Ocdinance which the Admirallot Englazd liberally 
beſtowed on them. But as the Exgli/h Fleet pailed out of the Ha- 
ucn of Pori/pnouth into the Sea, a ſiacely,ftrong, and a godly hip, 
named the Aarie Roſe, belonging to the King, (in which was Cap- 
raine Sir George Carew Rnightwith more then foyyre hundred men 
beſides) was drowned almoſt in an inſtant, by thegroſle follie of 
the Gunners, and of the Mariners, the formcr of them having letc 
their Ordinance vntrigged, and the latrer having left the vnder 
port holes open, by meanes whereof when the thip turned, the 
Ordinanceran backe to the one fidc,and bare the port holes vnder 
water, ſo that the ſea violently and abundantly flowed in, and in a 
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moment ſwallowed vp both ſhip, Captaine, Men, Ordinance, and 
all other things there ro the great grictc and ſorrow of the King 
himſclte, and of all ſuch as were preſent, and beheld ir. 

T he Lord Dambelt, high Admirallof Frexce, being by certaine 
poore Filhermen, whom he had taken, informed, thattheKing i 
his owneperſon, being accompanicd with an ififinitenumberof 
valiant men of warre ; expected and longed to be made victorious 
and rich by their landing, feared to hazard all his tortunes in ſo de- 
ſperate and hot a ſeruice : Wherefore he hoiſed Ancors, and with- 
out Fameor Honor, returned baſcly into £ravce. 

Now muſt wce know, that no ſooner was King Henrze departed 
out of Ez2ziand tothe licge of Balein (a5 wee hauc heard) bur the 
Scottiſh Nation (obſcruing their old cuſtome)entred, rittled, ſpoi- 
led, and burnt many Houles, Villages, and {mall Townes, inthe 
marchcs of Ex2/and, without pitty :: Wherefore, King Henrre (atrer 
his returne) reſolucd to corre their madneſic,and their folly,and 
to take reucnge for thoſe iniuries and wrongs: And for thar pur- 
poſe,he ſentthe Noble Earle of Zartfordinto that Kingdome, with 

an Armie of rweluc thouſand men, where hee hauoked Men, 
Townes, Caſtles, and the Countric, in ſuch a furious and hcrce 
manner, that the Scots were extremely damniticd thereby ; and 
thouſands ofthem were vtterly vndone. 

Abourtthe fame time, thevaliant Lord Z://e, Lord high Admi- 
rall of Ezeland, entred intoand landed within the Haven of Tre: 
port,and burnt the (uburbs ofthar rowne,and many other houſcs, 
Villages, and Townes, waich bordered vpon the Seacoafts : An 


at his returne from thence (a« arich prey) he caricd with him ma- 


ny Ships, Barges, Boats, and Veſtcls, which he found there. 

Now ( likeasafter many ruffe and boiſterous ſtormes, a ſweet, 
and a dele&able calme doth tollow: ſo atter theſe bulte conflicts,
